N obedience to your commands, I am bold to preſent theſe few lines to your highneſs. 
God was pleaſed to ſmile upon us in our voyage hither ; we ſet fail from Plymouth 
Wedneſday the 11th of July, arrived here on Monday the 27th of Auguſt. Our paſſage 
was followed with many favours, and made very comfortable, We loſt not one ſoul in all 
our ſhips, but much health amongſt us; a mercy ſo much the greater, in reſpect of the 
ſeaſon we came out in. Our ſhips all prove good; our proviſions hitherto very comfort- 
able, all things in this place concurring to give hopes of a comfortable paſſage and proceed- 
ing in our deſign. At our landing here making enquiry after general Penn and the fleet, we 


meet with only this, that ſome ſmall time after their arrival at Hiſpaniola, general Vena- 


bles lands his forces, and ſome ſmall time after met with a repulſe by a ſmall party of the 
enemy, loſeth four or five hundred of his men ; and under ſome diſcouragment, reimbarks 
his men, and intends for Jamaica : and to that end we find here an order from general Penn 
to furniſh our ſelves with water at this iſland, and to fail for Jamaica; but I know your 
highneſs hath more large intelligence about theſe matters than we have. We are generally 
here in ſome wonder, that we have not, in ſo long a time, heard from them nor of them, 
how or where they are. We are fitting our ſhips, and filling water, and providing ſuch ne- 
ceſſaries as we want; and about four days hence intend to ſet ſail, and to attend thoſe or- 
ders, that general Penn hath ſent hither. We were in good hope to complete our regi- 
ment of foot here, but I think ſhall hardly do it at this iſland. Mens ſpirits aſhore are 
ſomething dull in their attending to this deſign, by reaſon of what they did hear, and in 
that they have not heard from them in ſo long a time. I find the governor and the gen- 
tlemen of this place ready to aſſiſt us in any thing we deſire. I find our own commanders, 
officers, ſoldiers, and ſeamen yet very willing and active in any thing tending to the good 
of our deſign, and not diſcouraged nor daunted. Nevertheleſs I muſt confeſs, I cannot but 
bring my own ſpirit to ſtand and conſider, what I may underſtand of the mind and will of God, 
and what he ſpeaks in ſo loud a voice as this. I muſt conclude this, that God is righteous in his

For the future, fuch as your highnes ſhall 
pleaſe to command theire ſtay heare, I ſhall to the utmoſte poſſibillity of n1eanes to be 
uſed, labour to keepe them with us in purſuance of your highnes commands. The incloſed to 
your highneſs is from major Ro e, who with the fleete under his command arived heare

1 maica, in purſuance of the laſt intelligence I received from your highnes commiſſioners

THE letter, which you were pleaſed to write to me of the yth, having declared unto me V. xxx. p. 93. 
the diſcourſe of the envoy of the lord protector upon the conduct, which I have held 
ſince the overture of my negotiation, I did endeavour to know, whether he had ſpoken 
according to the mind of the miniſters here ; and having a pretence to paſs a compliment 
upon one of my commiſſioners upon his return out of the country, he told me, that the 
ſaid envoy was a young man, little vers d in affairs, and that he ſpoke according to his 
judgment; and that now there was no further obſtacle about the treaty. Yet I will not 
deny, but that the lord protector may have given order to his envoy, as he hath done, to caſt 
upen France all the paſt delays. if it were with this deſign, one may expect hereafter 
ſome alteration of conduct; and I would willingly undergo any reproach, if any can juſtly 
charge me for not preſſing the hgning of the treaty, or that I have purſued it with low- 

| os and ſubmiſſion, which might in any ſort blemiſh the greatneſs and honour of the 


..; : | 
Indeed I have been often reproach'd by the embaſſador of the ſtates general, that I 
would ſtill treat with too much loftineſs ; but I have ſtill made it my care to awid the 
one and the other. Yet if I had followed my inclination, I would have treated with more 
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A. D. 1655. - I am ſure, that thoſe, that will conſider the ſtate, wherein France was, when J came

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for England, and the preſent manner of the proceedings of this government, and my or- 


ders, will not condemn my conduct, nor that, which the court hath held, taking patien 


ſo long together. And notwithſtanding that which his eminence ſaid in public, his let- 


ters do give no cauſe to believe, that he hath another opinion, and that he doth ſpeak 


like a good politician, diſcharging himſelf upon me the reproach, which might be made,

have been in a better condition to have put a ſtop to our conqueſts. -They will likewiſe 
agree, that according to the moſt folid maxim of governments, advantage is to be the 
chiefeſt object of miniſters z and that our enemies have contemned this point of honour, 
which thoſe, who are not charged with events, do vex at, when they did believe to draw 
ſome advantage by their ſubmiſſions. If my misfortunes will have it fo, that all theſe 
conſiderations have leſs of weight in them, than they ought ; and that they impute ſuch 


- faults to me, whereas I am not guilty, I ſhall at leaſt not be troubled, knowing myſelf not 


to have tranſgreſs'd againſt my orders, nor acted againſt the ſervice of my king, nor like- 
wiſe againſt ſuch opinions and judgments, as they themſelves have often declared unto me. 

I do not write to-night to the court, to the end you may have the more ſubject to en- 
tertain his eminence. 

The news of this place is the return of the fleet of Penn: he hath left ſome ſhips and 
the army in Jamaica without a general, he being dead with ſeveral other officers. Their 
vice-admiral was blown up in their voyage home through the careleſſneſs of ſome that 
took tobacco. It is ſuppoſed, there will be no more thoughts had of making new con-

M* lords, ſince my laſt from Cologne of the laſt of Auguſt, my journey has been without 

any misfortunes, and pretty quick, having continually 1 without ſtopping 
any where but at Franckfort, and this rather to caſe the horſes than myſelf. So that I 
arrived laſt night ſafely at Baſil, where I have heard how the affairs of the Waldenſes 
ſtand, and of the treaty made between the duke of Savoy and them, by the mediation of 
the embaſſador of France the lord Servien, who has endeavoured by all means to prevent, 
and has actually prevented, that neither of the embaſſadors of Switzerland, nor of their 
republic, the 1 mention is made in the ſaid treaty ; and further, in what manner the 
deputies of the Waldenſes did inſiſt upon it, refuſing for ſome time to come to a con- 
cluſion, till the aforeſaid embaſſadors did exhort them to it, if they could get by any 
other means ſufficient ſecurity and ſatisfaction. The ſaid embaſſadors of Switzerland were 
order'd by their maſters, as they have done alſo, to endeavour by all poſſible means to 
hinder the concluſion of the ſai wag { or at leaſt the ratification thereof, till the depu- 
ties of the lord protector and of their high mightineſſes were arrived; but they have not 
been able to bring this about, the French embaſſador alledging, that ſince their high 
mightineſſes, as alſo the cantons of Switzerland, had deſired his majeſty of France, that by 
his interceſſion he would be pleaſed to procure by the duke of Savoy the re-eſtabliſhment 
of the Waldenſes; that he therefore ought to act alone, with the excluſion of all other 
mediators, there have been many other means uſed to accelerate matters and bring them 
to an entire concluſion. - So that the ſaid treaty is not only ſigned and finiſh'd, but alſo 


ratifyed from both ſides, and enter'd in the chancery of Savoy, part thereof being already 
executed. The articles for the moſt part are as yet unknown, tis only reported by the 


by, that they are in ſome manner pretty reaſonable, all being done with communication and 
advice of the ſaid embaſſadors of Switzerland, whom the Waldenſes alſo have adhered to 
very cloſe, and without whom they would not have concluded any thing. For reparation

All agree, that by the long ſeas is the beſt getting into England. I cannot hear a word 
of captain Wilſon, which makes me much admire, and to beg the trouble of you to let 
me have an account, whether any letters of mine come to his hands or not. Neither 
have I heard of you or my friends the laſt poſt. The addreſſes by Cudner and Wicket to 
me are very-good. Middelton and old Goring are returned hither from Holland in haſt. 
One colonel Borthwick is fent hence into Scotland z and one mr. Mowbray come hither : 
all of that nation here are pieced together. | 

Middleton's going into Sweden 1s for the preſent ſuſpended, until Charles Stewart 
hath an anſwer of a letter from thence. The proceedings of the Swediſh embaſſador now 
in England, or his deſign not being yet known here, and the double dealing of that 
king, haying ſent letters to Charles Stuart, juſt as I have given you notice, and now 
ſending his embaſſador in ſuch ſplendor: to you, renders his abilities to do us good, ſuſ- 
pected. © As ſoon as our ſecretary's lon comes from Holland, if it be poſſible to be procured, 
you ſhall have copies of thoſe letters, and what can be gathered of Doleman's more, with 
whom Price now is. And if ſo be you know not Hyde's, Ormond's, or any of their 
writing, ſend me word, and you ſhall have.ſome of their letters, if of any uſe to you. In- 
ſtead of Charles Stuart (the princeſs royal not being well) Ormond went to Meurs, and 
there met him the lord Dilton and Mac Thomas of the Spaniſh Iriſh ; where after two or 
three hours debate they parted. As much as I can learn, their-buſineſs is to preſerve a body 
of Iriſh together in that quarter, as well as in France; for which  ſoever you break with, 
we cloſe with ; but it is moſt probable to us with Spain, whither Ormond under hand pre- 
pares himſelf to go on the firſt rupture. The meeting with the Iriſh was on the 6th 
i inſtant, and not the gth as I writ. One Henry Moore, a Newcaſtle-man, ſervant to

N my laſt I gave you notice of the Swediſh fleet coming into this road and bay; ſince V. xxx.p.425, 
I have landed ſome of theſe men, but as yet effected nothing conſiderable. The day 
after the date of mine, being the third, the Swede began to take licence or cuſtom, 
The 10th this town ſhut the town-chamber, and ſuffered nothing to paſs out or in, to 
prevent, if it were poſſible, the Swedes exaction, which is upon rye 34 rix dollars, wheat 
47, herrings 5, ſalt 3 and upwards, which coſt but 10 in France; and upon other com- 
modities 10 per cent, according to their tax, which is not with the leaft ; from which tri- 
bute people here thought ſuch care had been taken for the intereſt of our nation, that 
we ſhould have been exempted ; but we might pay the Swediſh tributary, which will help 
to undo our manufactures here, being made at Lyff and Francoſtat, and thereabout 220000 

_ cloths per annum and above, and fays in abundance in theſe parts, to the hindrance of our 
perpetuanies, whereby they will ſtill be enabled to make more, and we be beaten out of this 

= town, labour all they can to maintain a free trade; and I believe would yield to any pro- 
1 tection rather than to the Swede, being accounted the enemy of all merchants. But I ſee no 

| body able to protect them both by ſea and land, for the Swede carries the country before 
him, without juſt fighting for it, having entred Warſaw this day ſe'night, and ſeated 
himſelf in the king's palace or caſtle, and ſummons the gentry to accompany him to Cracow, 
where general Whitenberg is marched with part of the army ; ſo that I conceive the 
country in a manner loſt, and this town fatherleſs, whereof the Swede being our maſter, 
together with the other parts, I hold Lubeck and Denmark to be at his devotion, having 
ſent to the Dane to command the general out of the Sound and parts thereabouts with 
three men of war, and then he can command Hamburgh and Holland, alſo the Moſco- 
vites. We judge by his firing of Kawne he intended not to hold the country of Lettau. 
By thisday's poſt from Riga, the Swede having ordered an embaſſador to the Moſcovites, and 
from Koniſberg, they write that he hath burnt Grodnam, and all gentlemens houſes that he 
finds in his way, as he marcheth, which 1s a ſign that he will depart and leave an empty 
neſt behind him. I have had this day ſome conference with an eſpecial friend of mine 
concerning the eſtate and condition of this place, who acquainted me, after much delibera- 
tion, what to do. In this their exigency they are reſolved to remonſtrate their condition to 
the ſtates of Holland, and the conſequence that may follow, if he become the ſovereign 
lord of the Baltic ſeas, with deſire of your aſſiſtance; but I cannot ſee how the Hollanders 
are able to relieve them, who cannot ſubſiſt without traffic, which the Swede having all 
theſe countries can debar them of; and therefore had need of other help, for all will be 
in vain. Out of England has been written, that the Swede is ſecking an offenſive and 


defenſive league : I pray God direct for the beſt tor our poor country's good.

He was ſo ſurprized, that 
he told me, that it was the deſign of ſome enemies: and having likewiſe told him, that ſuch 
a buſineſs would very much prejudice his reputation, if it ſhould be permitted ; whereupon 
he replied, that it ſhould never be: preſently after fell to the reading of your letter, and 
having throughly examined the contents thereof, he told me, that now there needed no 
reat care to be had for the affairs of England as formerly; that now one muſt expect to 
ſee what the protector would deſire more of France, ſince that the agreement of the Hu- 
—— | prong of Savoy was finiſhed to their full ſatisfaction, inſfomuch that they made bonfires 
or joy, they were ſo well pleaſed at what was done: ſo that now there was no further pre- 
rence upon that ſubject ; and that this ſtate here doth intend to ſee an end of all pretences.

HE ſtates of Holland, not * completely met together, thoſe of Amſterdam v. xxx. p. 59. 
and others more near are returned to their principals, after that there had been re- 
ported unto them, according to the cuſtom, by the raedt penſionary, all that had paſt, which 
was moſt remarkable, and eſpecially the occurrences of Poland and Pruſſia; item the vo- 
cation of the charges left by the deceaſed earl of Brederode. As for Poland, there was 
propoſed unto them the relapſe of the time and of the ſeaſon of the ſummer, the cold« 
neſs, fear, or irreſolution of the king of Denmark, and the uncertainty of the inclination 
of the protector; whether notwithſtanding all this they ſhall perſiſt to ſend a fleet for the 
Sound. I am aſſured, that thoſe, of Amſterdam were come with a reſolution to continue 
the ſending of a fleet, not to yield in any thing to Sweden, yea to expect the extremities 
thereof, &c. And although the ſeaſon of acting in the eaſt ſea be paſt, to cauſe the fleet 
to winter at Copenhagen, to the end it may be ready at hand againſt may next, and that 
in the mean time, it would ſerve for a rod in readineſs, or a threatning comet to the 
Swedes, if they ſhould attempt any unlawful thing ; but the other members of Holland, 
as alſo the mod part of the provinces not being ſo reſolved, they have taken a ſhort re- 
ceſs, to return hither again on tueſday next.

My LoRD, 


ON tueſday laſt in the afternoon, word was ſent me by the doorkeeper, that ſir Charles V. xx. p.183. 


Wolſely with colonell Jones (the lord Strickland having ſet out the day before for 
Wales,) were ordered, to deliver to me the anſwer, to what I had propoſed laſt thurſday 


to their honours. The ſaid gentlemen coming to me about 4 o'clock aſſured me, that 


they had made their faithfull and circumſtantial report of all the reaſons and arguments 
alledged in behalf of the Netherland veſſels, ſeized at and about Barbadoes ; that as to 
what I had told them, as if ſeveral of them were taken at ſea, and others after having 
got a licence of the governor, it conſiſted in facts, and therefore ought to be proved in a 
clearer light : That many other things were propoſed by me, whereof they were obliged 
to own that they had got no thorough information; and ſince admiral Penn himſelf was 
now arrived with part of the fleet, that the lord protector and the council had reſolved, 
that they would order the ſaid admiral to give them the reaſons and accounts of the 
ſeizures of the ſaid ſhips, as having happened by or under his command: That they could 
allure me, that the lord protector and the council had no intention, to wrong the inha- 
bitants of the united provinces, but on contrary, that they were ready to ſhew them all 
friendſhip ; however, that the ſaid admiral ought to be heard, before any nearer reſolution 
could be taken concerning the ſaid ſhips. Whereupon I deſired that the ſame might be 
done the ſooner the better, and aſſured their honors, that I had related nothing but 
what could ſufficiently be proved. They aſſured me further, that they had alſo made their 
report, touching ſome particular complaints, and more eſpecially about the ſhip called 


the Hare in the Field and the Frog, both from Middleburg, and of the Thirſty Hart of 


Amſterdam ; that it was reſolved that the judges of the admiralty ſhould with all ſpeed 
make a report, what cauſes were brought before them ; proteſting to me, that, as it was 
their duty, ſo likewiſe they would procure, that forthwith according to reaſon and equity 
the ſaid matters ſhould be decided. Thereupon I repreſented circumſtantially, the great 
lofles and detriment, which the owners ſufferd by ſo long detention of their ſhips and 
goods, and exaggerated particularly the injuſtice of ſome perſons among the commiſſioners 
of captures, and of the committees of the admiralty and fleets, who, in ſpite of all, will 
needs have the ſhip the Hare in the Field to be brought from Portſmouth into the river 
of London, and that I certainly did believe, that the ſaid ſhip and the Frog, belonging with 


her cargoe to the inhabitants and citizens of the city of Middleburg, and bound from St. 


Malo tor the ſaid place, was taken by a private letter of marck ſhip, and was detained 
above 4 months already by ſiniſter practices, ſo that I deſired, that the ſame might not 
only be releaſed, but alſo, being wrongfully taken, that the charges and loſſes might be 


made good; whereupon the ſaid gentlemen told me, that as ſoon as they have ſeen the 


{aid report, they would give immediately their orders, as alſo touching ſundry other par- 
ticular complaints contained in my memorial. And as to the general affair of the marine, 
their honors aſſured me, that the lord protector and the council were very well inclined for 
it, and had duly examined the articles delivered in the name of their high mightineſſes 
but that the ſituation of their affairs had not permitted hitherto, to make any certain 
reſolutions upon it. Mr. Jones being one of the committee of the admiralty and the fleet, 
begun to ſpeak with great warmth concerning the wrongs and loſſes, which the inha- 
bitants of this ſtate had ſuſtained by the French, and which, as he ſaid, were yet daily

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A. D. 1653. done them, and therefore that it would be unreaſonable, that we with our ſhips ſhould 


protect their trade fo far, that they on their fide could not revenge themlielyes upon the 
lame. I replyed, that their honours knew without doubt, that the treaty with - the lord 
embaſlador of that crown was advanced ſo far, that it was their own fault, that the ſaid 
inconveniencies did not ceaſe : that heretofore there was ſome colour of reaſon for it, to 
grant to ſome private perſons letters of repriſal, but that it was unheard of and very 
{trange, to permitt ſhips being in the publick ſervice of the ſtate to act after that 


manner. That it was agreed by a ſpecial article, that the ſatisfaction on account of for- 


mer loſſes and pretenſions being now ſettled, and the treaty concluded, no new wrongs 


ſhould be committed. The ſaid gentleman anſwer'd, that the lord protector and the 


council had been inclined to finiſh the ſaid treaty, but that the inhuman murther of the 


Vaudois happened in the mean while, and prevented the ſame. Hereupon I mentioned, 


that the ſaid affair being now accommodated between the duke,of Savoy. and the ſaid 
Vaudois, no new objections ought to be ſtarted, which their honours declared thould not 


be dohe on their part. At, the ſame time they told me, that after the concluſion of the 


faid treaty there would be leſs difficulty in relation to the ſettling the affair of the marine. I 
repreſented to their honours, that even by this ſtate here, in ſeveral treaties it was aimed 


at, and actually ſtipulated in ſome already, that a free ſhip ſhould make tree goods; that 


this was one of the beſt rules, not to demand from others more than what one was willing to 
be done to one's ſelf; and that beſides this it would be very unjuſt, that they would have 
it thus practiſed by others towards them, and they on the other hand would act otherwiſe 
againſt their nigheſt neighbours and friends. The ſaid gentlemen promiſed, that what I had 
repreſented to them, ſhould be faithfully reported, and they did again aſſure me, that 
the lord protector and the council were intirely inclined, not only to live in peace, but alſo in 
confident friendſhip with the united provinces, and that they would do their utmoſt, to 


ſhew the ſame by deeds. ; 
Yeſterday in the afternoon I inquired of the lord ſecretary of. ſtate, whether the health 


of the lord protector would permitt, that I, purſuant to their high mightineſſes com- 


mands, whereof I had ſpoke to his excellency before, might be informed of his in- 
tention and approbation, with the ſame ſincerity, as their high mightineſſes had commu- 
nicated to him their ſecret reſolution concerning the deſigns of the King of Sweden. 
Whereupon his honour anſwered, that the lord protector found himſelf a little better 
than before, but that he daily ſtill continued to take phyſick, and that the phyſicians 
had deſired him, to abſtain as yet as much as poſſible from conſultations of ſtate ; that 
accordingly neither the council nor he had dared to trouble him in the leaſt, but that he 
hoped and firmly believed, that in a very few days I ſhould ſpeak with him my ſelf. Ibeg'd 
very earneſtly, that it might be done, the ſooner the better; that the ſeaſon of the year 
was already gone ſo far, that their high mightineſſes ought to take one reſolution or 
other. He reply'd, that I might be aſſured, that no good inclination was wanting. Some 
gentlemen here have aſſured me, in confidence, that hitherto no negociation has been 
held with the Swediſh miniſters ; that they complained very much that they would not 
conſent here to their deſired levies ; and that the lord Fleetwood inſiſted with great 
earneſtneſs, that he at leaſt might be permitted, upon the king's commiſſion, to raiſe a 
regiment for himſelf of one thouſand Engliſh foot ſoldiers ; that his honour and reputation 
did very much depend from it; that he, having the honour of being the brother of 
the lord deputy of Ireland, ought not to be ſo unfortunate, to be refuſed what heretofore 
was granted to ſo many perſons : however that nothing poſitive was reſolved upon it. 
The ſaid lord aſſured me likewiſe, that he was ſure of the inclination of the lord protector 
ſo far, that he neither with Sweden, nor with any body elſe, would treat any thing to the 
prejudice of the united Netherlands : he promiſed me likewiſe to do his utmoſt, that all 
the private affairs, which I had complained of, may be forthwith favorably diſpatched. 
Some miniſters of ſtate here have told me, that the lord mayor had inform'd the coun- 


cil, that many perſons, out of the places in the Netherlands, which were infected with a 


contagious diſtemper, were fled hither ; and that he was afraid, that thereby the ſame 
diſtemper may very eaſily communicate itſelf in this publick city. That the council was 
very loth to give any directions, which might tend to the prejudice of the inhabitants of 
their high mightineſſes dominions ; however that it was neceſſary, that care ſhould be 
taken. The ſaid gentlemen were of opinion, that their high mightineſſes ſhould give or- 


ders, that thoſe who intend to come hither, ſhould be obliged to take a certificate of 
health from the place where they came from, or in any other method, which their 


high mightineſſes ſhould think proper.

M* lords, laſt monday news arrived here, that general Penn, with about 20 ſhips, A. PD. 1655. 


was arrived at Portſmouth from the Weſt Indies, having ſet fail from Jamaica on 


the 25th of June O. S. where he has left a good ſquadron of the belt conditioned * V. xXx. p. 187. 


under the command of vice admiral Goodſon, an old and experienced feaman : they ſay 


alſo, that there are left ſtill in the iſland: 8000 ſoldiers. The chief command after the 


death of general Venables was conferred on collonel Forteſcue: the ſaid general Venables 
(with other officers) died by ſickneſs, having before his death, cauſed to be drawn up in 
writing an exact and perfect account of the ſituation and conveniency of that iſland: The 


pretend here, to maintain the ſaid iſland by all means. In their. return ſeveral ſhips have 


been before the Havana and other places on the coaſt of Cuba, where one of the largeſt 
ſhips mounted with above 60 guns, and manned in proportion, called the Paragon, was 
burnt, which was cauſed, as it is believed, by a lighted tobacco Pipe, left in the butler's 
cabin. Several of the other ſhips are pretty much damaged at ſca by hard weather in 


their maſts and topmaſts. As ſoon as the news was brought of the arrival of the fleet, 


50000 pounds ' ſterling were immediately ſent to Portſmouth, for the pay of the 
ſailors. There are likewiſe remitted conſiderable ſums to Scotland for the payment of 
the army there, thoſe that are diſbanded being payd before. In Ireland the ſame is 
moſtly done out of the confiſcated eſtates ; and this atfair being finiſhed, the lord deputy 
is ready to come over to England. There is no news here of general Blake, but only that 
he ſtill continues cruiſing in the mouth of the ſtraits of Gibraltar. It is ſaid that the lord 
protector and the council have ſent letters and inſtructions, to the high officers in the re- 
ſpective provinces, duly to execute the laws and ordonances againſt the Jeſuits, and other 
roman catholick prieſts, and eccleſiaſtical perſons, as alſo againſt the roman catholicks in 
general, and that they ſhould eſpecially obſerve the proclamation now lately iſſued out. 
The lord embaſſador de Bordeaux gave yeſterday a very grand and magnificent en- 
tertainment in his new houſe to the lord embaſſador of Sweden and to me, as alſo to the 
reſident of Denmark: at table no other diſcourſes were held but of civility and mirth. 
The lord protector finds himſelf pretty well, but has as yet taken almoſt every day 
ſome phylick or other, to ſtrengthen his conſtitution (having been very much out of 
order with a violent and dangerous colick) and to remove the cauſe of his ſaid diſtemper. 
There is news here among the merchants, that the Spaniſh fleet, between 20 and 30 
ſhips ſtrong, is ſail'd, with this order and ſpecial charge, not to engage with the fleet 
under admiral Blake, unleſs they are attacked by them, or cannot conveniently avoid it,

they diſperſed, the buſſineſs . will be much more dificult and hazardous to be effected.

HE. French forces are ſtill fortifying of St. Gillain and Conde. There hath paſt no- 

thing conſiderable ſince the taking thereof. The enemies troops are ſtill in their 
old quarters. The earl of Fuenſaldagna is at Hall, the prince of Conde near Tourney, 
and the Lorrainers at Aeſt. The progreſs of the Swedes doth cauſe many high Duel 
men to go away without leave, to make a more advantageous war. Here is a report, 
that the king of Portugal and the king of Spain do treat together underhand about an 
accommodation, the latter offering to acknowledge the firſt for king during the truce, 


which they ſhall make together. The ſiege of Pavia doth ſtill continue; and notwith- 


ſtanding the furious aſſaults thoſe within make continually upon our men, yet we hope to 
be maſters thereof at the end of this month. 

On ſaturday in the evening the embaſſador of Holland had audience of the king, where- 
in he did nothing but felicitate his majeſty upon his victories; but he of Portugal, who 
had alſo audience the ſame day, after he had made the ſame felicitations, took his leave 


of his majeſty to go to Rome. Theſe two embaſſadors had demanded audience of the car- 


dinal, but his eminence had no time to give them any, by reaſon he was preparing for 
his journey to La Fere ; and indeed he departed the next day after, being ſunday, with 
monſieur Tellier. His majeſty and the duke of Anjou went for Fontainbleau half an 


hour before, where he arrived that night.

WE have little news here. The French army in Catalonia is grown weak, and that in 
Italy weaker. The ſiege of Pavia by the French doth not proſper. The town hath 
4000 good men, and well provided. They make bold ſallies and ſucceſsful. An acquain- 
tance of mine, a colonel on the French ſide, hath loſt two captains there, and half his 
regiment of common ſoldiers. In Flanders (we ſay) they are levying a very great army 
at their own (the people's) charge; which they have now at length obtained leave for 


from the king of Spain, which heretofore they would never permit. They mean to try 


if they can regain what they loſt this ſummer, or elſe to ſtrengthen the French quarters, 
who thought to keep 15000 ſoldiers in the king of Spain's country all this winter. We had 
much talk of great differences at Cologne, but they ar all now at great peace and friendſhip. 
Some of the ſtirring party are gone away, and fome quieted. , pork tell you Peter ſhews 
himſelf a notable fellow; he is not to be made a fool of.

T is only to let you know before my departure for Fontainbleau, that I have V. XXX. p. 291. 
received your letter of the xvi of this month, and that I will write to his eminence 
concerning what you mentioned in your letter. ; 
Here was a letter read of the 13th of this month, which did ſpeak doubtfully of the 
recovery of the protector, in regard of the diſeaſe wherewith he was aſſaulted; but there 
being no mention made thereof in your laſt letter, it is likely he is well again in health. 

Juſt now I receive advice, that by the command of the king of Spain the effects belonging 
to the Engliſh, which have been found in his kingdoms, are ſeized upon. This is a 
declaration of a war between his crown and the commonwealth of England. I muſt like- 
wiſe not forget to tell you, that a French veſſel being taken by an Engliſh man of war, 
the company of the ſaid veſſel made themſelves maſters afterwards of the ſaid man of 
war, and brought her to Rochel. I have written thither to proceed againſt her, and to 
keep the men in cuſtody. I have alſo writ to Boulogne, that they ſhould keep in ſafe 
cuſtody thoſe of an Engliſh ſhip, who having aſſaulted a frigate of the marſhal d' Au- 
mont's, were beaten and taken: the mariners and officers being aſked, by what right they 
aſſaulted the Engliſh, they made anſwer, that they knew nobody at ſea, and that they 
had right to lord it there.

Six days after, general Ven. mr. Winſlow, and I gave orders to the victuallers to make 


what haſt after one gone before that ſailed better. 


29 Jan. arrived at the Barbados. There were ſecured 14 or 15 ſayle of Dutch ſhips. 


The fleet diſpatched the 2oth of December from Portſmouth under rear admiral ar- | 


rived but the day before: the other victuallers the zoth of January. 
We tooke up one into New England, who for that time gave an account the 17th 


of March by capt. Collins. : 
The Marſton-man and Selby were ſent to the Leward iſlands, to ſeize all ſhips, and to 


raiſe ſome men, 4 March ſent away. : 
Shipped the army the 3oth of March at Barbados and failed the next day. 
Some ſhips being leakie they went to the iſland at Luzea; ſtayed a day and night. 
The 6th of March arrived at St. Chriſtophers in the French road, and were ſaluted by 


them both from ſea and forts. 
The 7th diſpatched a frigott to Porte Rio to ſee their ſtrength: returned the 1 1th, and 


told us but 2 inconſiderable ſhips. |

18th Ships plyed before St. Domingo and God very merciful, that the ſhip not loſt, 


the weather being bad.

He had been before the Havanna 12 dayes : in that time 12 ſhips came in, 5 of them 
came in the 13th, 2 were flaggs ad. and vice admiral, and ſaid they were the New Spain 
fleet. 

Sayd came by St. Antin. I ſaid I did; he aſked me if they made a fire: I ſaid they did 
on which he ſaid, it was a ſign the plate fleet was not come by, that was their ſigne, and 
they ſtayed there to bring the letters from the admirall, and would then depart. © 

Noe ſhips of any flagg came in before thoſe aforeſaid. 

Severall of theſe ſhips Dutch built that came into the Havana. 

The ſhips bound for New England went from us here. |

V. xxX.p.333- BY my laſt . high mightineſſes have obſerved, that with general Pen news was 


brought, that general Venables departed this world the day before his depar- 
ture; but ſome days ago ſeverall letters are arrived here from Portſmouth, mentioning, 


that the general having heard, that the phyſicians were of opinion, that he could not 
recover, unleſs he could breath again the air of his native country, embarked himſelf on 


board of one of the beſt frigots called Marſtonmoor, along with colonell Buller and ſome 
other officers, and that he was arrived at the ſaid harbour very weak and much ſpent, hav- 
ing left the command of the army to major-general Forteſcue. It is ſaid, that they have 
gott already above 200 horſes, which ran wild in that country, which in a ſhort time would 
be fitt for the ſadle: they intend to raiſe thereby a regiment of horſe. It 1s believed here 
alſo, that major en and colonell Humphreys are arrived there with the great reinforc- 
ment of 18 ſhips, and that therewith they will have power enough to maintain themſelves 
there. The embaſſador extraordinary of Venice is arrived with a frigot, which was ſent 
to Dieppe to fetch him hither; he continues ſtill incog. in this city till he has provided him- 


ſelf with a houſe, and his retinue be form'd. 


The lord protector was yeſterday, and the - before yeſterday, in the park in his 
coach. However the 1 have earneſtly deſired, that as yet for a little while, he 
might not be diſturbed by any deliberations on affairs of conſequence. The lord Fleetwood, 
lord-deputy of Ireland, is arrived at Weſt Cheſter, and comes by the way of Oxfordſhire, 
where he is gallantly entertained; ſome of his domeſticks arrived here ſome time 
before. They have news here, that mr. Rolt is very well received at Stettin by the 
Swediſh regency there, and that he is ſett out from thence under an eſcorte of ſixty horſe 
for the camp of the king. I am inform'd, that by an expreſs from admiral Blake news 
is arrived, that he on the coaſt of Portugal did clean and refreſh the ſhips of his fleet, and 
that the Spaniſh fleet paſſed hard by his without ſhewing any hoſtilities. They think that 
the generals Pen and Venables will charge one another with the diſorders happened in the 
execution of the deſign on St. Domingo. And it is believed that they are both returned 
without order.

QINCE my laſt of the 11th inſtant, the Swediſh admiral Wrangell, with his fleet, has 
not been able, notwithſtanding all poſſible endeavours, to take Pautſky, the city being 
defended with a good many troops. Here in the road are ſtill four Swediſh ſhips, to 
demand a toll from all ſhips going out and coming in, amounting to near 18 and 20 per 
cent; but whereas this city has ſhut up their cuſtom houſe, they have but little to do. 

By the Koningſberg poſt of this day we hear that the Memel and Pillawiſh harbours 
are not yet inveſted by the Swedes. The prince elector is expected within a few days at 
Koningſberg : there are above 12000 men of regular troops, without the nobility of that 
country, which are ſummoned ; there are beſides this 8 or 10000 men in full march ovt of 
the mark Brandenburg towards that country. They hope with thoſe forces to avert all th: 
invaſions either of the Swedes or Ruſſians from their territories. 

By the news from ſeveral places it is confirmed, that his majeſty of Sweden is arrived 
with 2 or 3000 men perſonally at Warſaw, and has taken up his reſidence at Jaſdowa, a 
arr of an hour diſtant from thence. Count Leczinſky is ſet out for that place, to {cc 
if any treaty for a peace may be brought about. General Wittenberg is commanded with 
8 or 10000 men to Cracow, Whither the king of Poland is retired, or where he is, is ſo va- 
riouſly talk*d of, that nothing certain can be adviſed. | 

Touching the further invaſion of the Muſcovites, all is ftill and quiet, except only 
that they continue to ſpoil the churches and houſes at Wilda of every thing, eſpecially of 
their bells and copper.

Received your letter of the 16th inſtant, which my lord cardinal having ſeen and V. xxx. p.411. 

read, hath ordered me to return you this anſwer, upon the complaint you make, that 
the orders diſpatching for the reſtoring of the Engliſh ſhips arreſted in the ports have not 
been executed in Provence : That for certain thoſe, that are intereſted in the ſaid re- 
ſtoring, ſhall receive ſatisfaction in execution of the orders, which have been ſent ; and 
that the duke of Vendoſme will ſatisfy the ſame, ſo he be a little followed; the deſign 
here being to grant nothing, but what they would have executed. That thoſe, who deſire 
not the peace between the two ſtates, would perhaps be glad of this new pretence to 
hinder the ſigning thereof. It's very evident, that the ſaid ſigning is deſired here, being 
they have ſtrived to ſatisfy his highneſs in the poſſible ſatisfaction of thoſe, who had been 
ill uſed in Piedmont. So that we may lay, that the interruption of the affairs and of the 
negotiation doth only come from your fide, from whence can only ariſe ſufferings and 
inconveniences on both ſides.

neſs was pleaſed to take notice, that notorious delinquents and offenders ſent to this iſland 
by your highneſs's expreſs commands, here to remain during your highneſs pleaſure, have 
gone off this place, and returned back into their country, without warrant from your high- 
neſs and council. Should I ſtand guilty of ſo high a contempt to your highneſs's autho- 
rity, I ſhould Juftly merit your highneſs's difpteafure, and a cenfure ſuitable to fo great a 
miſcarriage z but having never received any commands from your highneſs, and from the 
lords of your highneſs's council, or o other order, that ever came to my hands, or 
have been ſignified unto me, declaring ſuch perſons to have been ſo ſent, and prohibiting 
ſuch being here not to depart from their place, until your highneſs and council's pleaſure 
were therein made known, I humbly deſire I may ſtand clear in your highneſs's opinion 
as to any ſuch miſcarriage. Upon receipt of your highneſs's general order and commands 
therein, I caufed the incloſed writing to be publiſhed throughout this iſland. Such per- 
ſons, as hitherto we have had brought to this place from England, Scotland, and Ireland, 
priſoners of war, and others as ſervants have been brought and landed on merchants par- 
ticular accounts, who for their paſſage, tranſporting them hither, and their diſburſements on 
them, claim a propriety in ſuch as they bring, with a liberty to diſpoſe of them by aſ- 
fignments to the inhabitants of this place for a term of 4, 5, 6, and 7 years, to ſerve for 
the confideration of a ſum of money and goods to them paid; which term of years they 
are aſſigned for, being expired, and the party aſſigned purchaſing with money, goods, or 
credit, the term of years he is to ſerve by the law and cuſtom of that place, is free to ſtay 
or depart hence. Having now received your highneſs's commands, fuch as your highnel 
ſhall pleaſe to require to here, I ſhall, to the utmoſt poſſibility of means to be uſed, 
labour to keep them with us. 

Here lately arrived colonel Gardiner, major Thomas, and ſome others, whom from pri- 
vate hands I have received intelligence were priſoners in your highneſs's tower of London, 
and by order or _ highneſs and council tranfported hither, to remain on this iſland, un- 

s pleaſure be further made known. I judge it my duty to let your high- 
neſs know, that no ſuch order of command hath as yet come to my hands, the ſame per- 
ſons having applied unto me, to know n what account they are here, and by what au- 
thority here detained ; myſelf and council having judged it neceſſary to confine them to a 
particular plantation within this ifland, from thence not to depart, until your highneſs's plea- 
fure, as to the ſaid prifoners, be made known to us. |

adviſed, which way that deſigne might be carryed on moſt effectually and expeditiouſly ; 
and upon the whole I finde it wil be in vayne, (if not defeate your intenſions,) if you 
| breake your minde therin, till the conditions be fully agreed upon and made knowne with 
the offer. If I doe not miſtake, ther are three ſortes of perſons to be exported, viz. ſuch 


men, as are to be recrutes; ſuch as are to be planters z and ſuch women, as will goe 


over with their huſbands, or wil-adventure to ſeeke huſbands ther. I did the 15th in- 
ſtant in my letter to his highneſs, which I was neceſſitated to ſend you open, beinge ſur- 
prized in a point of time, which denied all poſſibility of giving in a particular account, 
(for which then and now again I beg your pardon) acquaint him, that the generall 
and all other knowinge people are clearly of opinion, if you offer to preſs men tor that 
ſervice, it will put the cuntry in a flame ; the people generally, if not univerſally, beinge 
diſaffected, and the miniſters too, who have a papall power over them; and therfore for 
levyes none better (nor indeed noe other) way could be gon, then to let ſom emminent 
perſon (of whoſe fitneſs I deſyr the generall may be judg) empoured to leavy 2000 or 
3000 men, part whereof (as 1000) to be a regiment for himſelfe, the reſt to be recrutes to 
the army, and none of thoſe recrutes to be officers above a lieutenant. This way for re- 
crutes and ſoldiers if his highneſs ſhall approove, orders muſt be ſent downe, firſt how many 
mult be raysd in every reſpective company, before the company be taken upon the ſtate's 
or the cuntry's entertaynment. Secondly, a copy of that eſtabliſhment of pay they ſhal 
be under. Thirdly, intimation muſt be given to ſom heere, what time the ſhippinge wil 
be at Leith (that beinge judged the moſt convenient port,) how many men to the tun of 
ſhippinge, and proviſions bought heere, wher *tis beleeved they wil be cheapeſt. Like- 
wiſe money or victuals muſt be provided from the time that they are rayſed, till they 
are ſhipped, and ſom as commiſſarys to muſter them weekly at leſt, that the ſlate may 
not be defrauded. And laſtly what numbers at preſent you deſyer. For ſuch as you deſyer 
to have as planters, nothinge wil be likelyer to engage ſuch, then to let them have as 
good conditions, as any have had, which are alreddy planted in any of the Weſt-India 
plantations, with thos perticular advantages ſet downe, and on aſſurance that the ſoldiery 
ther ſhall protect and gard them; to which if you add free tranſportation thither (as to 
paſſage only) many beleeve you may get ſom conſiderable numbers from hence ; tho” 
before I beleeve it, I muſt ſee it. 

For women and maids, you muſt declare what you will give them on ſhip-bord, and 
what ther conditions ſhal be, when ther. For my part, I beleeve you may get many 


more out of Ireland then heer, which I thought not impertinent to minde you of. We 


ſhall likewiſe heere, and in other tounes, deſyer and authoriſe the magiſtrats, to ſecure all 
ſuch looſe vagabons (of which forte of people the ſtreets ſwarme) as have noe way of 
lyvelihood, but by begginge ; and ſend them to Leith, whene the ſhippinge are reddy. 
And this, if they deale honeſtly, will poſſibly doe more then may be immagined, and be 
a charrity to the people themſelves, as well as a ſervice to the ſtate, and a diſburtheninge 
of the cuntry. Cha. Howard tels me, if he be impoured, he will ſend a company to Ja- 
maica of the moſs troopers out of Cumberland. Ther is one thinge, which poſſibly 
may contribute to this worke, and that is the great ſcarſity thes unuſuall raines are like to 
occaſion, ſoe that feare of famine may ingage many. I am aſſured that a Scotch lord 
or gentelman, who is ſon in law to generall Leſly, has a reall grant from his highneſs, 
or aſſures the cuntry he has a lycence to raiſe men for Swedland. If this be not imme- 
diatly ſuppreſt, ther wil be no poſſibility of rayſing any men for America; for that will 
appeere ſoe much to be elected before this, that none will be engaged in it. As ſoone as 
I know your reſolution in all thes perticulers, I ſhall, God willinge, doe my utmoſt to 
ſerve you; and in the meane time purſue what I can, till I have your anfwer. We ſit 
at our buſineſs morninges and afternoons, till we put things in ſom good poſture, beinge 
ſadly now unſettled. |

written to you, ſince your departure from hence. I ſhall forbeare to ſay any thing of 
buſines, till I heare you have receyved this, and then I ſhall write at large of all particu- 
lars. Many of the cheife of the religion heere are much unſatisfyed with the articles of 
peace made betweene the duke of Savoy and the proteſtants of the valleyes, ſome ſaying 
they were threatened, and others betrayed unto ſuch unequall and unreaſonable conditions. 
They accuſe the French ambaſſador of the menacing part, and ſome other interpoſers of 
the trechery ; and many of them doe not believe that England ſhewed warmth enough in 
this occaſion. I pray let me know, if the mony, that was collected, or part of it, was 
ſent to them, and how much, and what more is intended to be ſent, if you have meanes to 
know it; for if the money leavyed for their reliefe, be not given entirely to them, as per- 
chance not haveing ſoe much neede of it, now a peace is made, as they would have had,

Y letter of the 23d of this month did not want much of arriving here as ſoon as mr. 
Downing; and it did clearly demonſtrate unto me, that you commiſſioners had ſpoken 
to you ſincerely about the order, which he had ſent him for his return. He confeſs'd 
to me two things; the one was, that the protector had written to him to make haſte to 


return to him, in regard he could not reſolve to take his laſt reſolutions till ſuch time as

It may be monſieur Bonde will not tell you, that their fleet after ſome attempts made 
Pouſko, which did not ſucceed, was contented to repair an old fort upon the ſhore, which 
the king of Poland had formerly made ; and that the flux is amongſt their men, whereof 


| their admiral Wrangel is fick himſelf. It is probable, that their fleet meeting with ſuch 


oppoſition, their men falling fick, and want of neceſſaries, will force them to ſend their 
fleet home againſt this winter. The province of Holland hath named monſieur Nort- 
wick for the government of Boiſleduc. We ſhall ſee, whether the other provinces will 
agree to it alſo. This day I delivered the letter to the preſident, which thoſe of the 
Vallies had written to this ftate, to give them notice and thanks for the accommodation, 
and for uſing their intereſt with the king in their behalf. I know not whether this ſtate 


will charge me with any compliment to write to the king upon that ſubject; but it is 


certain, that ſome here do believe, that the Vaudois have been very ill uſed in the accom- 
modation. Some ſeditious writings, which are ſent them from Geneva, do feed them 
with theſe falſe opinions; but it ſufficeth, that the truth is acknowledged by themſelves, 
who do enjoy the benefit of the pardon, and of the grace, which their ſovereign hath 


offered them.

BR. WILL, 
1 AM hartily glad for my lo. recovery, and looke upon it as a great mercy to us, 

I cannot apprehend the takinge him from us, but as a fad decree againſt us, as if God 
woulde yeat viſitt us for our unthanckfullnes and hipocryſye the ſins, that in my conceit, 
we have moſt provoked him with, and that lye now at our doors as wittneſſes againſt us. 

I could wiſh, that he had not bin acquainted with that offer of mine, which in fom 
of my letters I formerly mentioned to you; ſince for ſome tyes upon me I cannot offer 
my ſelfe with that freedom I could wiſh, and becauſe I doubt not thare are many others 
more fittinge then my ſelfe. I confeſs I conceaved then the intereft and honour of my 
contry engaged, and his lordſhip's too; rather then any of which ſhould receave a foyle, 
I ſhoulde never thincke my lite confiderable. I have not heard any thinge from the 


Haghe theſe ten dayes, only in generall, that thare is much ſollicitation for my Here van 


Brederod's charges; but what will becom of the marſhals place, is yeat uncertayne, 
though nothinge more ſure, then that the other provinces muſt preſs the givinge of it, 
and, as it is thought, will doe it for themſelves. Whatever reſolution Holland ſhould 


take, our friends thare (in my opinion) ſitt very looſe, and are not (I feare) foe wiſe as 
it concernes them; and if from any part a vigourous partye ſhould declare againſt you, 
I fear their power would not be longe lived; and as well to ſpurr them as to thunder 
amongſt the others, I could wiſhe there weere ſombody from the ſtate of England: I 
ſhould moſt willingly doe him all the ſervice I could ; and if our ſtate thincke this 
alliance conſiderable, it's highe time we ſhoulde a littel looke about us.

HoxnouURABLE SIR, 

Am ſory to heare, that both the genneralls for theWeſt-Indie expedition have failed in theire 
1 devoire. The condition of the one by reaſon of his great weakeneſſe rendering him of little 
uſe for command, would ſpeake him the more excuſeable, if errors in the undertakeings 
of that nature admitted of excuſes. I am glad the fleete and army are lefte under ſoe good 
a conduct, and hope the ſupply laſt ſent them is with them ere this. If the Spanith Heete 
ſteere theire courſe that way, I ſuppoſe general Blake will be ready for them. The laſt 
French letters report him now to have beaten that fleete, which I hope will prove truer 
then the former ſtory. Our merchants have had ſoe faire warneing, as that meethinks the 
king of Spain ſhould find but litle of theires to embargo ;, by which act he ſpeakes out his 
intentions towards you, not meaneing to keepe peace with you in Europe, whilſt you at- 
tack him in the Indies. Whatever he would have expected from you, I truſte God will direct 
and aſſiſte you to reckon with him for all. I wiſh the treaty with France were ſigned, leaſt 
they take advantage by your breach with Spaine. I have not yet heard from mr. Rolt, 
which I ſhould wonder at, and doubt his welfare, but that (as you apprehend right) the 
poſts are obſtructed in Poland: few letters come hither but by private hands. The Swede 
reſident here told me yeſterday, that he had letters from Warſaw lately, which ſay mr. Rolt 
was daily expected there. |

Honored sIR, 
"JT Hough as yet you may not heere much from us, yet I can aſſure you, we are not idle: 

our firſt buſineſs this weeke was the ſettlinge of the exciſe, becauſe every day's delay 
therin would be ſoe much loſs to his highneſs. We have put in three commiſſioners for 
manedgment of the exciſe, cuſtoms, and ſequeſtrations : the three are mr. Saltiſton, colonel 
Siler, and (ſom of the councill beinge of opinion, that it would be requiſite to have one 
of the cuntry) fir James MF, Dowell is the third. Their ſallaryes, which heeretofore were 
500 l. a yeere apeece, we have reduced to 3651. a yeere apeece. And therin I doe much 
pitty mr. Saltiſton, who, I feare, will not be able to live therupon, dependinge upon no- 
thinge of mayntenance but his fallary ; and therfore if ſom way were found out at the 
yeer's end to make him up, it might be a peece both of juſtice and charity. Upon a 
thorough examination of thinges, we have found it beſt, for all goods exciſable, which are 
imported or exported, to make the officers of the cuſtoms collectors alſo of the exciſe; 
but to keepe them ſtill diſtin, becauſe they are by our inſtructions applycable to two ſe- 
veral uſes : this I beleive wil be as good a way, and I am certayne a much cheaper. But 
for the inland exciſable commodities, we reſolve to farme them, not only our . in- 
formation leadinge us to that choyce, but alſo the example of the authority of this nation 
in the yeere 1650, who experimented the ſallaryes of the collectors eat up the col. 
lections, and therfore they ſet it to farme to thos who would give moſt, takinge good 
ſecurity; and that we might not prejudice the ſtate by our one orders of farminge it to 
the greateſt bidder, we have taken care, that one in every borrough and ſhyre ſhall bid 
a good price, beyond which we ſhall be . . . . that any bidder doe farme it, and under 
which none ſhall ; reſolvinge rather in ſom caſes to let one for the ſtate farme it of the 
commiſſioners, then to let it be under-farmed ; which poſſibly when the people ſee, it will 
incite them to be the freer in bidding. I cauſed a diligent ſearch to be made in the ex- 
ciſe bookes of thos times, the better to informe us, how we ſhould proceed; and I finde at 
their rates (which are very neere ours) ther ale, beere, aquavite, and tobacco, (which three 
firſt compoſe the greateſt revenue of the inland exciſe) amounted not unto above 1 100 1. 


by the month. I wiſh we may double it. We require all farmers, beſides givinge ſecu- 


curity, to pay in their receipts at the end of every two months. We finde it would be a 
thinge of much clamor and little profit, if it were practikable to leavy any exciſe _ 


goods ſpent and conſumed ſince the 24th of June laſt ; none will farme that, which is 
- + + + + 3 and to collect it by officers of our owne, it is eſteemed not worth the charge, 


if ther were a poſſibility of truly knowinge what has bin ſpent ; beſides it may perhaps 
appear hard to leavy exciſe for what has been ſold, ſince the ſeller not knowinge the ex- 
ciſe would be demanded, ſold his commodity accordingly ; whereas if then the exciſe had 


bin publiſh'd, he would in the price have at leaſt demanded the exciſe himſelfe of the buyer. 


Thes and many ſuch other conſiderations as pregnant have diſſuaded us from levyinge exciſe 
on any conſumed goods ſince the 24th of June laſt, till his highneſs and councill's plea- 
ſure be knowne, which we humbly deſyre to receive; but for all goods extant we leavy it 


from that time accordinge to that order.

formed, I thinke indeed, it might be noe very difficult thinge, to get either party to ac- 
knowledg our government, if you would put the power therefrom into their hands to 
ſuppreſs the others; upon which they are beleeved to be ſoe invettratly bent, that to ac- 
compliſh that end, they would think noe thinge too deare. Tis not impoſſible, but 
from this diviſion ſom outward good may be wrought ; but for a reall cloſure, I doubt 
it never will be effected. They are all a verry moovable people. Laſt week they (I meane 
the publicke reſolution men) would leave of prayinge for the king, if the penalty for doe- 
inge ſoe were taken of ; and this weeke they propoſed to the councill by colonell Lok- 
hart, they would deſiſt, if it were increaſed, and that * * prayinge ſhould ſilence them as 
to preachinge. Wee have ſet monday next apart to determine on ſom rule. In thes 
men, with whom I -- - - - - „ we ſhall dally noe longer, for orders havinge bin made, and 
not executed, have made them the more bold, and us the more contemned. I beleeve we 
ſhal be free to declare, that as we ſhall protect and countenance all ſuch miniſters, as 
reach Chriſt and live quietly and obediently under the government; ſoe if after a fixt

HE extreme neceſſity that I was and ſtill am in, (which I have very ſufficiently fore- 
tould you in all my former letters) and my confidence, that your noble goodneſs 
would be pleaſed to apply a ſpeedy remedy to it, if you knew how, imboldned me to 
ſend a letter to mr. Wright, and another incloſed to your ſelf, by the laſt poſt, and to 
charge him with a bill of exchange, which was the beſt expedient, that I cou d, as things 
now ſtande, and are like to continue, poſſibly finde out for my moſte immediate ſupply. 


So hope have accordingly, before this comes to your hands, 11 him to accepte 


it. If the ſumm, ſir, lookes bigg u you, I muſt take the boldeneſs to aſſure you, 


that I have ſpente more then double that, and yet have been no ill huſband neyther, as 


when you pleaſe to command, you ſhall have a particular account. There is not a Spaniſh 


merchant there, but can informe you, that no ſervant or factour of theyrs can live under 


the rate of three hundred pounds a yeer in this place; and ſure my condition and other 


kinde of acquaintance heer, with ſome journys that I have been forced to take, and ſome 


other extraordinary occaſions of buſyneſs, may very well excuſe my great expenſes, which 
I proteſt I have moderated too as much as poſſibly I can, but the 1 is ſo exceſſively 
deer, and affords at preſent ſo litle profitt, that I ame quite weary of it; and this ie 


aſſure you, that if I had wherewithall, I knowe where I could drive a farr greater and more 


gaynfull trade, both for myſelfe and company, as I have partly intimated to you in many 
of my former. For newes heer wee have verry little more of certainty, then what I ſent 
to you in my laſt, but that our hopes ſtill encreaſe of great things to be ſpeedyly done 
by this king and cuntrey heer on the behalfe of our poore oppreſt partey there ; with which 
we may hold up our droopeing and allmoſt diſpayreing harts. All the Iriſh and Scotts, 
as by force ſubjected to the Engliſh power, are cleered of the imbargo, and all wee Eng- 
liſh, that can prove ourſelves good royaliſts, ſhall be ſtill wellcome to all trade and com- 
moditys of the cuntrey. For our farther encouragement, we are aſſured, that the court at 
Cologn ſhall remove to Dunkyrk, which town this brave king will give, and if need be, 
all the ports he has in Flanders, for a rendevouis to the king's party, and to collect all his 
ſcattered friends. Wee are no leſs encouraged with a confidence, that Holland will ime- 
diatly breake theyr late peace made with England, as not being able to endure the rigour 
of thoſe articles; which if be not already done, is reported to be in a very fayre forward- 
neſs, and ſo much I have hinted you formerly in many letters; but that methinkes you 
ſhould knowe theere better then wee heer, it being ſuch a concerning importance. Heer 
is a very prittey letter lately printed, as from Don Alenzo de Cardenas embaſſador there 
with you in England, to a friend of his in the court of Spayn, rendring him a large 
account of the tickliſh ſtate of the lord protector, which truly I would verry fayn ſend to you 
to ſhew and all our forlorne freinds, the high reſentment that this people have of our poore 
partie, but that I ame ſo ſtrictly limited to ſuch a quantity of paper, as that, which can 
neyther be capable to encloſe the whole, nor yet to compendiat any part of the contents, 


I knowe very well moſt particulars of it fall ſhort of truth, but yet for all that they are 


very convenient to paſs heer currant, to rayſe up the harts and ſpleen of this people and 
all the world, againſt the preſent power of England ; and truely I have not ſen a more 
compleat piece of fiction. If any ſhipping goe from hence, as I beleeve ſhortly will for 
Holland, I'Il venture to ſend you a copy of it by that way, which will ſerve you as well 
as a winter's tale, or a Spaniſh novela, to make merry with our freinds, by an Engliſh 
fier. General! Blake is now for certayn preſumed to have quitt this coſte, and to be fled 


home for feare ; ſo the Spaniſh armada is commaunded to come in ſome time this month. 


O deer ſir, you cannot imagine how my heart earnes to knowe how my poore wife and 
children doe, whome I have not heard one word from, nor knowe ſo much whither they 
be living or not fince I ſaw them. I feare theyr condition is miſerable by the barbarity of 
theyr unnaturall kindred. I have no other comforte left (next to the allmighty's provi- 
dence, uppon which wee muſte repoſe all things) but your noble care of them, into which 
if I heard they were once ſo farr taken, as that you would pleaſe by ſome ſervant of yours 
to inquire how they doe, and where, my hart would be very much at reſt; nor can any 
thing poſſible give me a greater comfort or refreſhment, after twenty months banniſhment 
from them. e who does me the fayour to ſend this letter forward will permitt me the 
paſſage of no more paper. So I can pay you at this time no more of my reſpects, but

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A declaration of his highnes council in Scotland, for the election of magiſtrates. 


V. xxxiv. p. 8 ;. WIIereas by an ordinance of his highneſs the lord protector of the commonwealth of 
England, Scotland and Ireland, and the dominions thereunto belonging, bearing 
date the twelfth of April one thouſand ſix hundred fifty four, Scotland is united into one 
commonwealth with England, and therein it appears, that the ſhires and burghs of Scot- 
land, by their deputies convened at Dalkeith, and again at Edinburgh did before the 
then commiſſioners of parliament, accept of the ſaid union and aſſent thereunto, and did 
romiſe to live peaceably under, and in obedience to the authority of the common- 
wealth of England, exerciſed in Scotland. And whereas by an ordinance of his highneſs, 
entituled, an ordinance of pardon and grace to the people of Scotland, it is deſired, that 
they be made equall ſharers with thoſe of England in the preſent ſettlement of peace, 
liberty and property, with all other priviledges of a free people; the councill in pur- © 
ſuance thereof, taking all the premiſes into their conſideration, as alſo the many prejudices - * 
that may ariſe to the good people, burgeſſes and inhabitants of the ſeverall cities, burghs, 
and incorporations within this nation, from the want of the due nomination and election 
of their reſpective magiſtrates according to their laws and cuſtoms ; and to the end the 
inhabitants of the ſaid cities, burghs and towns may receive all due encouragement, and 
have government and juſtice righteouſly adminiſtred unto them; do declare, that all pro- ; 
hibitions as to elections of magiſtrates are taken off; and that all cities, burghs, and | 
towns corporate in Scotland, to whom the priviledge of chooſing their magiſtrates. be- 
longs, may from henceforth meet and conveen for that end, within their reſpective cities, 
burghs and towns, and there proceed to the due and lawfull nomination and election of 
their reſpective magiſtrates, wherein the ſaid councill expects due and particular care be 
taken, that no perſon be choſen who is dangerous to the commonwealth, diſsaffected to 
the preſent government, or ſcandalous in life or converſation ; which perſons qualified, 
elected and choſen as aforeſaid, are, and ſhall be the magiſtrates for the enſuing year: 
And the council! do likewiſe further declare, that in caſe this declaration ſhall not come 
ſo ſoon to all the burghs, as that they may elect their magiſtrates by the times limitted 
in their charters reſpectively ; that in ſuch caſe ſuch burghs not having ſuch timely notice 
thereof, may proceed to the election of magiſtrates tor their burghs reſpectively, as 
aforeſaid that day fourtnight. Provided always, that in the oath of their faithfull ad- 
miniſtration of juſtice, and in all other caſes where formerly the name or ſtile of king, or 
keepers of the liberty of England, hath been uſed in the exerciſe of the aforeſaid go- 
vernment of the ſaid cities, burghs and town, the name of his highneſs, the lord pro- 
tector of the commonwealth of England, Scotland and Ireland, and the dominions there- 
unto belonging, be inſerted and uſed,

Was in good hopes to have ſeen you again ere this, according as I intimatedin my former v. xxx.5.c 2c. 
I four 3 © and now was intended and refolved on by his highneſs my maſter, bad 
and truly the inſtructions and all things elſe were ready, when on a ſudden ſuch was the 

reſolutions in theſe parts as did neceſſitate ſome farther delay of that diſpatch. The D. 

my maſter ſtandeth as yet upon his neutrality, although it ſeem, that the ſame will now 


be drawn into queſtion, notwithſtanding that it was granted and ratified unto him for- 


merly, not only by the king of Poland, but alſo by the great duke of Muſcovy, and by king 


Guſtavus Adolphus, and the late queen Chriſtina, their reſpective ſolemn and authentick in- 


ſtruments, for perpetuity ; the preſent king of Sweden himſelf alſo having certified very 
much proneneſs. How the debate in hand now will be determined, a ſhort time will 
make manifeſt. The king of Poland hath been put to it to abandon his kingdom ; and 
the king of Sweden goeth on very ſucceſsfully in the ſame, though he is like to meet 
with ſeveral rubs yet; and how long the Muſcovite will keep fair with him upon 
emergent difficulties or accidents, cannot be relied on. The elector of Brandenburgh 
hath a pretty army now in Pruſſia; and no body knoweth yet, what he will or muſt re- 
folve upon. We are given to underſtand in theſe parts, as if the Engliſh had been put 
to ſome inconveniency in America; but we look upon it only as a whetſtone of the 
known magnanimity and undaunted courage of his highneſs and nation, whereby, through 
God's bleſſing, that loſs may ſoon be recovered with advantage and double honour before all 
the world. In the mean time I thought good upon this occaſion, and to == my moſt 
humble and devoted affection to his ſaid highneſs, and the common good cauſe he hath in 
hand, to hint this enſuing offer, referring the imparting thereof to your diſcretion and 
ſervice, viz. That the duke my maſter having of late times cauſed ſeveral moſt goodly 
ſhips or frigats to be built after the beſt and neweſt way for matter and fabric as ex- 
quiſite as may be, with intent to have made uſe of them in Africa or the Eaſt. Indies 
(but not at all in the Eaſt or Baltick ſea) ſome whereof are altogether new yet, and were 
never forth the haven : their proportion is 40 foot in breadth, and 150 in length, pro- 
vided with 40, 60, 80, yea 100 pieces of ordnance, though of iron only. Now by rea- 
ſon of the late encreaſing troubles in the Baltick ſea, and that theſe ſhips lying expoſed 
to the view of the differing parties, whereby they might eaſily draw ſome inconveniency 
upon the duke by gratifying either's importunity with them, and the French alſo at pre- 
ſent labouring much to procure them; but the duke being very loth to part with them 
to the - prejudice of any friend, I am perſuaded, if his highneſs the lord protector ſhould 
be deſirous of them, my maſter would moſt willingly let him have the — before any 
other, and upon very reaſonable terms. A dozen of the beſt I durſt undertake to pro- 
cure upon liking for which end and purpoſe an able ſhipwright or other judicious per- 
ſons might be diſpatched hither, to take a view of them, and to tranſact accordingly. he 
biggeſt indeed want cordage and ſailes yet; but that may be ſoon ſupplied ; only becauſe 
of their bulk, they can be hardly got forth the haven before the ſpring.

Inedinge the miniſters of this nation, which are of the general aſſembly, ſtill continu'd vio-

way; and underſtandinge mr. David Dickſon and mr. Robert Dowglas were not only of 
greateſt authority amongſt the reſt, but alſo men that retended to moderation, whatever 


they practiceſed, they comminge to viſit me, I had a longe conference with „wherin 
at length they uſed playneſs with me, tellinge me, that they had found the remonſtrators

for the (pretended) kinge, it proceeded from the way the prohibition was penned in, which

I told them, wee were com, without prejudicate opinions of any, reſolved to 
owne and countenance thos moſt, which ſhould moſt deſerve it, and give cleereſt evidences 
of continuinge peaceable under and ſubmiſſive unto the government; which if they doubt- 
ed, it lay in their power to experiment by giveinge us an equall riſe to favor them with the 
remonſtrators, which if we fayled in, we ſhould acknowledge the fault lay on our ſide, not 
on theirs ; but if they did it not, we muſt lay the fault on them, and free ourſelves, which poſ- 
ſibly might invite us to put ſoe much of the kirke power in the remonſtrators hands, as 
might ſufficiently enable them with their one weapons to punntſh their diſobedience and con- 
tempt of us; but if they would forthwith —_— prayinge for the kinge, and give me good 
aſſurances therof, as we would not much differ in the way to that end, ſoe if they ſhould 
perſevere in that practice, they ſhould quickly feele we had power to make our juſt orders 
to be obayd; and when they had left of that offenſive ſcandalous cuſtom, I would not 
only be reddy to heere what they would ſay, but alſo to all their juſt and fit requeſts 
give them honneſt anſwers. In concluſion after a longe debate, they gave me this al- 
ſurance, if thos penaltyes were nuld (for the reaſons they mentioned) and that we would give 
them foure or five weeks time to conſult their brethern, they would not only freely leave of 
that manner of prayinge, but alſo ſoe far cloſe with and owne our authority, as I ſhould 
be convinced had they bin well handled, they had not bin now at this diſtance, and 
would-not longe continue at it. They further did earneſtly deſyer me, that I would draw 
up our declaration, and aſſured me after the time limitted, if they prayed for the kinge 
they would neither aſke for, nor expect more favor; and as for themſelves, as ſoone as the 
declaration was publiſhed, they would deſiſt. This I acquainted the councill with, who 
havinge largly debated the matter, and beleevinge that not only the neerer thes men 
drew unto us, the more neer alſo the remonſtrators would, which would poſſibly, by the 
lord's affiſtance, ingender ſuch an emulation amongſt them, that wheras they ſtrove heer- 
tofore who ſhould keepe fartheſt of, now they would contend who ſhould com cloſeſt, 
and that their pretended kinge and the malignants might ſee, not feare, but conviction 
makes them not any longer owne him; as alſo that all wayſe before punniſhments (this 
beinge practiced) has bin firſt uſed to reclayme them, whereby they will appeare the 
more faulty if they perſevere ; and likewiſe if this works not upon all, yet it will upon 
many, and therby breake that knot ; which has hithertoo appeerd ſoe hard againſt us; 
They at laſt reſolved to try this way, and ordered me to draw up a declaration to that 
effect, a coppy of which I heere incloſed preſent you, which thes miniſters havinge ſecne, 
aſſured me it is ſufficient, and ſhall doe what they promiſed. One of the greateſt ſcruples 
I had was the nullinge the generall's and the judges declaration ; but he and they beinge 


verry free to it, the council] were cleerly ſatisfyed to doe it. I have found, that in many 


affaires, tis harder to remoove a thinge that was fixt, then to keepe it goeinge, when 
once it is in motion; poſſibly it may be ſoe in this, and if we can order it ſoe that both 
thes partyes court us, leſt we ſhould give the power to either, tis (as I now ſtand in- 
formed) the beſt ballance we can at preſent put your affaires in, and therſbre *tis that I 
ſhall endeavor, for if you give the power abſolutely to either, you will_lgoſe both.

For receipts and payments we have noe other officers but an auditor generall and a re- 
ceiver generall. This is our rule for receipts. The auditor ſhall have a particular entry 
of all the revenue, every head of it diſtinct, which alſo ſhal be enrolled in the chequer 
office; noe money ſhal be payd to the receiver, till a debet be made by the auditor to the 
receiver, and noe acquittance of the receiver ſhal be vallid, till it be entred with the audi: 
tor. In payments we obſerve this rule; all warrants muſt be directed to the receiver and 
the auditor, before payment be made, is to make entry and allowance therof accordingly 
upon the accounte. a | 

The auditor gives Me debet, the receiver payſe the mony upon the debet, takinge ac- 
quittznce, which he ſends to the auditor to enter, and keepe till the accounts be declared 
unto and examined by thos we ſhall (half yeerly at moſt) authoriſe to that effect. As to 
the judiciall part of the exchequer we order it thus; it ſhall conſiſt of two of the judges 
(who are appoynted for civill and crymenall affaires, which alſo they may verry wcll tend, 
when their number is 61d) and two of the councill, with the auditor generall, who is to 
ſee noe wronge be done unto or incroachment made upon his highneſes revenue for wart 
of due information. Thes, the court ſittinge ſeldom, and alwayſe in the afternoone, will, 
I hope, be able to carry on that worke, and without charge to the ſtate; only ther muſt 
be five clerkes alowd, all whos ſallaryes will amount annualy to 285 l. alſo a ſerjant at 50 l.

The fleet gon hence is 22 ſhips, wherof a dozen faile ar good ſhips 
(ſom of the gallions and the Dunkirk ſquadron, the reſt are Flemings) preſt into theyr ſer- 
vis. Ther went hence with them 14 gallyes, and the 6 galleys of Ma- - ar gon to join with 
them, ſo they will hav about 20 gallyes and 40 ſhips to watt in theyr plate-fleet, or, as 
others ſay, to beat gennerall Blak from the ſouth cape. Iaſſure you, fir, Spayn has more 
mallis than he ſhewes, and maks al the ſtrength he can to ruin general Blak's fleet, whom 
God, I hope, wil protect, and the protector's hyhnes furniſh him with ſtrength ſufficent 
to quel them.

Here incloſed is a letter, which the miniſters of Brandenburgh have had from Lon- 
don : at leaſt they do give it out here. The reſident of Sweden hath repreſented by a 
memorandum the wrong, which is done the Swediſh nation to find fault with the im- 
poſitions and new licences before Dantzick, in regard that this ſtate hath done worſe 
upon the coaſts of Flanders, where they ſtopt the commerce altogether : and in the me 
time through the Eſcaute, the Suas, and the Sound, this ſtate traded to Brabant and Flan- 
ders, excluding all other nations. 

Here is advice come from the admiralty of Zealand, that there have been 36 pirates, 
ſeen (moſt of them Turks) in the Channell ; and that they had taken an Engliſhman, but 
let him go again. This letter is referred to the commiſſioners of the ſea-affairs. The 
earl of Gleen hath required expedition ; upon which the provinces are admoniſhed to 
declare themſelves.

MA ir PLEAS YOUR HONOUR, 


THE fortification of the harber cannott bee ſtrong, without it bee made of ſtone, or y: 


bricke ; theerfore ſuch kind of artifficers ſhould bee ſent, with order to obey the 
captaine Hewes, whoe is a mathematicion, and ſufficient in fortification ; whome I left in 
the ſame poynt of the harbor fortifieing, when I came away. There is greate ſtore of 
ſtone and lyme; which may eaſely bee made within two miles. The workemen to bee 


ſent as maſſens or bricklayers, in my oppinion, ought to bee under the commaund of 


the ſaid captaine Hewes, leaſt by other biſnes that worke bee retarded. As for the 
iſland, it cannott bee fortified in all places ; but if your honour pleaſe, you may com- 
maund a faire foorte to be built on the Sevana by the towne, in which may be a faire 
maggaſen to hould all your ſtores ; the ſaid fortte to be builded of earth, the ground be- 
ing good for that purpoſe, and even for many miles.

SIR, 
Iddleton with much vigour goeth on in their preſent deſign ; and from the graveſt 
| of them I have it, that they doubt not but to be more conſiderable this winter in 
Scotland than ever ſince his laſt attempts. They drive their deſign with their cabal in 
Scotland ſo cloſe, as yet I can give you no more light. | 

I have ſpoken with the perſon, that tranſlated the king of Sweden's letter to the king, 
and find it much as I formerly intimated ; but cannot yet get a copy, neither can I with 
ſafety get - letter of Doleman's, but I doubt not on Charles Smart's return to do ſome- 
thing in both. 

Charles Smart the third inſtant met the queen of Sweden four leagues from Frankfort 
with the princeſs royal, duke of Gloceſter, &c. They waited on her back to the town, 
and parted with much ceremony and kindneſs. I am told that the queen and Pimentello 
had ſomething to ſay unto him from the king of Spain, in reference to his preſent buſi- 
neſs, which was performed with much candour. He is look'd for here this week; you may 
depend to have from me a faithful Journal of his journey by the next. Much rejoicing 
is here in hopes of your breach with Spain. The wiſer ſort ſay, it is probable by your 
ſecuring of general Penn and Venables you will lay much on their ſhoulders, and thereby 
endeavour to content . being their intelligence is here, that the fleet now preparing 
for Jamaica is not to make further attempts, but is only furniſhed with a proportion of vic- 
tuals to bring off thoſe left there; which is their fear and conjecture. 

I had it from lord Culpeper in diſcourſe, that the king had a weekly correſpondency 
from one of the greateſt perſons in your council; but unleſs J had ſomething to particu- 
larize, I dare not venture to name him. | 

They do much rejoice here to think, that ſo great a ſervant to the prince of Orange 
as the lord of Nortvel is, is like to have the government of the Buſſe, for by this

Some ſay, that 
the popiſh A ſeem very willing to reſtore what they hold of the proteſtants now, and 
to make good the treaty of Oſnabrug and Munſter; and it is attributed to the king of 
Sweden his proſperity in Poland, leſt among other grievances he make this one, that 
the popiſh party makes the aſſembly of deputies void by delays. The news of the death 
of the lord protector was ſpread firſt at Francfort, on purpoſe, when Charles Stuart arrived 
thither, to work out the better ſome fine deſigns. I hear of another anagram made at 
Dantzic upon Olivier Cromvelus, which is, I Leo vis : xo Romvlvs. I ſuppoſe you 
have been fully informed of the thirty-ſix new ref6rmed converts and profeſſors at Switz. 
There are many more jn that place, who dare not as yet diſcover themſelves. Not long 
ago 15 perſons (men and women) upon ſuſpicion that way were committed to priſon. 
The capuchin friers, among the catholic cantons, begin to rage furiouſly. The popith 
cantons are aſſembled at Lucerne, intending to ſend their embaſſadors to Rome. The 
Nicodemites at Venice wiſh that the conſuls there of ſeveral nations would ſhew themſelves 
a little more zealous than hitherto they have done. The pope was heard to fay in the 
conclave of cardinals, that the jeſuits were the only occaſion and cauſe of all the miſcar- 
riages and diſaſters, which are befallen the kingdom of Poland : the king of Spain hath 
ſignified to his holineſs, that for his part he was moſt willing and ready to agree and make 
peace with France.

With the moſt part of the Quartians I ſhall likewiſe ſoon have concluded, 
and I expect firſt here Conjecz Polſky and Wieſnowiſky, who have entirely ſeparated them- 
ſelves from the others, viz. from Podoſky and Lands Coronſky. The great God grant 
me further 1 ſucceſs, and aſſiſt us henceforth, as he has thus far miraculouſly 
protected and bleſſed me. Frangipani, who was ſent to Chimilinſky, is come back, with a 


particular ſatisfaction, and report, that Chimilinſky, who will intirely ſubmit to me, 
expects now nothing elſe, but my commands, and will comply with every thing I ſhall 
deſire of him. As ſoon as he got information of my march into Poland, he imme- 
diately left Caminieck Podolſky, and advanced to Ruſſian Lembergh, where he, near 
Grodeck, put Podoltſky to the rout, and lays now incamped near Samoiſky, where he

y 4 HE, letter of the lord protector of the commonwealth of England, Scotland, and v. xxxi.p.37, 


Ireland, written in favour of the merchants adventurers in England to the lords the 
ſtates general in Weſtminſter on the 24th of Auguſt, and received on the 13th of Sep- 
tember following, being again read, and put to deliberation, it is thought and 
reſolved to return an anſwer to the commiſſioners of the ſame merchants adventurers 
here, and to declare, that it is freely permitted unto them, and ſhall at all times be, to 
come into theſe countries, and there to reſide and remain as long as they pleaſe ; and that 
they may alſo, without any hindrance, trade and traffick in all manner and ſorts of wares 
and merchandiſes, according and in conformity to the XIIth article of the treaty of 
union, and confederation betwixt the high renowned lord protector on the one fide, and 
the ſtates on the other, concluded the iſt of April, in the year 1654. laſt paſt. 

And farther to add thereunto, that the true meaning of the lords the ſtates hath been 
all along, and ſtill is, that by virtue of the ſaid peace and union all ſuch ordinances, acts, 
and penal laws obſtructing and hindering or limiting the free navigation and trade of 
the one with the other, or againſt the free importation of manufactures and all ſorts of 
merchandiſes in eithers countries, as had been made, publiſhed, and executed by either 
fate, not only during the ſad war betwixt both ſtates, but alſo ſince that by the depar- 
ture of the lords embaſſadors of the parliament of England the minds of both nations 
began to eſtrange and alienate themſelves one againſt another, are void and do ccaſe, 
without any ſpecial declaratory act or proclamation. And that conſequently, and ſuppoſing 
it in ſuch a manner under the words laws and ordinances, in the ſaid XIIth article of the 
treaty, whereby the ſaid peace is eſtabliſhed, according to the good intentions of the 
lords the ſtates general, their proclamation of the 3d of January 1653, publiſhed and pro- 
hibiting all Engliſh manufactures, is not only. excluded, and no ways comprehended, but 
alſo all their other a&s and proclamations ſince the time, and to the intent and ſes 
aforeſaid, to the great increaſe of the mutual friendſhip, trade and navigation of both na- 
tions one with another. And it is ordered, that notice hereof be given to the reſpective 
commiſſioners of the admiralties, to the end they may obſerve the ſame punctually, and 
cauſe all their ſubordinate officers to ſuffer, without any trouble or moleſtation, all ſaid 
Engliſh manuſactures to be imported in theſe countries, that fo the good affection, and 
cloſe correſpondency, which of all ancient times hath been betwixt both nations, and con- 
firmed by the ſaid late treaty of peace, may be more and more fomented and conſoli-

In my faid letters to him ſince his confinement, 
I have given him my beſt advice to a ſubmiſſion and cleare diſcovery of all, and en- 
deavoured to lead his memory to all things I diſcovered of him here after his impriſon- 
ment; for before I never heard of the perſons Armorer and Procter, concerning whom 
he ſaid he was examined, neither can diſcover any thing more ſince, then only that the 
ſaid Procter, who goes by the name of Peirce here, is now in theſe lands, and going for 
Collen. For my ſelfe I have litle to ſay, and will make no proteſtations, where my 
conſcience juſtifies me. All that I have to beſeech of your honour is, that noe impreſ-

175 ſome weeks ſince I writ to you, and more weeks ſince I heard from you; though V. xxxi p.87. 


I believe you did write to me with my other friends, as I underſtand by the perſon I 
ordered my letters to be ſent unto, who told me he received ſeveral for me, and ſent them 
according to my direction; but I miſs'd that happineſs, being gone to another place before 
thoſe letters came. The third of this inſtant I wrote to you, and all my other corre- 
ſpondents, from Saint John de Lewes, one letter in general, to let you know I was well, 
and had done as much about the accounts I went about, as you could expect ſhould be 
done in fo ſmall a time, and at ſuch a juncture of affairs. In brief, I have ſecured a good 
part of our eſtates in good hands, which I think is no ſmall ſervice unto you, when ſo 
many of my fellow-merchants have loſt all. And ſurely had it not been for three or 
four factors to great merchants that hindered, I had done my buſineſs better or quicker. 

In my laſt, I told you, I had caſt up the accompts, and deſired you ſhould know how they 
ſtood, that in caſe you were ready to go to trial with that knave factor, (who hath put 
me to all this trouble, and you with others to fo great a loſs) you might not want your 
evidence. I am confident, my teſtimony, if you do any thing, will be worth the ſtaying 
for, in that I ſhall ſpeak ſo plainly and poſitively about all the points he hath baffled you 
hitherto in, that judgment cannot be given on our ſide. 

I hope none of the witneſſes on our fide, that are worth taking notice of, are by our 
adverſary corrupted ; but I do not much trouble myſelf, for if the record in the tower, 
as mr. Kemp told me in one of his, do ſpeak plainly in the caſe, I do not fear the caſe. 
Truly, good friend, I would give more than 1s fitting to ſpeak of, to have but two hours 
diſcourſe with you; you cannot tell how much it would conduce to our profit.

We therefore taking it into our ſerious conſiderations, how to prevent and redrefs the 
ſame for the future, that his highneſs's deſigns may not, as far as in us lieth, be fruſtrated, 
bur the preſervation of the fleet and army duly regarded, and the intereſt of the com- 
monwealth wholly intended, though we conceive we are not in a capacity to act in that 
condition; yet being fully ſatisfied of his highneſs's good intentions, that neither the death, 
abſence, or other diſability of thoſe in authority, or the defect of a formal commitffion, 
being at fo great a diſtance, ſhould obſtruct the public proceedings, as appears by his 
highneſs's inſtructions to that * : we therefore, in purſuance of his highneſs's inten- 
tions, aſſuming to ourſelves the fame power, which we conceive was always intended to 
be kept in being by his highneſs, ſo long as his forces ſhould remain in theſe „are 
unanimouſly reſolved and agreed, to join together for the carrying on the public work, 
and till farther orders ſhall come from his highneſs to all purpoſes, and in all caſes what-

INCE the ſealing of my letter, a barke of this place is arrived from Mallaga in 
Spayne, who brings adviſe, that the fleete, that went out of Cadiz, aſſone as they 
ſaw general Blake make towards them with his ſhips, they imediatly fled into Cadiz. 
Hee is att preſent in the road of ſaid place, keeping the fleet in, and takes all ſhips and 
barkes, that would ether goe up or come forth. Aſſoone as hee had advice of the We 
of our nation, hee took a Spaniſh fergatt of 30 gunns goeing into Cadiz; from thence 
they have ſent an expreſs to Barcelona to command the Naples fleete to joyne them, 
which general Blake having notice off keepes with moſt of his fleete between Cadiz bay 
and the Streights mouth, to attend theire comming. Hee hath alwayes ſeverall ſhips, 
that keepes *twixt the ſouthward cape and Cadiz bay, ſo that nothing cann paſs without 
meeting ſome of his ſhips. The Naples fleete conſiſting, as I have formerly adviſed yow, 
of 22 ſhips, as they paſſed by Allecant, tooke 2 ſmall Engliſh ſhips, and abuſed the poore 
men in a high nature, and att laſt putt them in priſon at Allecant. Our Engliſh mer- 
chants theare are impriſoned alſo. I had ſeverall packetts on this barke from our nation, 
butt meeting with the Spaniſh gallyes, they was throune into the ſea. This barke brings 
not any newes of the French fleete. Bee pleaſed to excuſe my brevity : the poſt is on

of people, which if to be wrought upon, it muſt be by degrees, and by pryvate con- 
ferences 3 for in all publike diſputes men as much contend for creddit as for truth. 

His highneſſe's orders to the generall for reduceinge as much of thir army (either by 
leſſeninge of the pay, or leſſeninge its number) as will afford 500 I. monthly towards the 
better carryinge on of the fortifications and other contingent charges, was this day con- 


| ſidered by the councill. The leſſeninge of the pay we adjudged unadviſable „ not only 


becauſe what they now receive, is but juſt able to mayntayne them, but alſo, if thos, 
which are upon hardeſt duty in the worſt country, ſhould have leſs then thoſe which 
are upon eatyer duty in the beſt country, it might give ſome occaſion of diſorder, which 
we thought it was better to prevent, then to be put to remedy it. We therefore thought 
it beſt, rather to leſſen numbers; and becauſe we had two companies in col. Fennik's 
regiment more then in other regiments, and that we had one unregimented company in 
Dunbarton, we thought it better uterly to diſband thos, then to take a proportionate 
number out of all regiments, which would not be only longe a doeinge, becauſe of the 
remotneſs of ſom garriſons, ſpecially in Orkney and Zetland, but alſo that the companyes 
were all alreddy as thin as might well be ; and that in this country we may ſooner get 
officers then 8 Beſides to take 4 or five out of a company from the furtheſt 
laces would much indanger in their march hither over the hills ſoe ſmall a number. 
We therfore reſolved, and the generall thought it beſt, to diſband thos three companyes 
forthwith, for any delay would have continued them in pay one month longer, the 
muſter day beinge at hand. And becauſe that reduction would not ariſe to the five 
hundred pound by the month, we have reduced 24 corporalls of horſe, out of the 4 
f. heere, and thereby made them like the troopes in England, which 
have but 2 corporals a peece. We have alſo taken away 4 corporalls out of the 4 troopes 
of dragoons, 4 trumpeters out of the 4 colonels of horſe their troops; likewiſe the drum 
majors out of the 12 foot regiments, and one ſhillinge a day from the governor of Dun- 
Marton, which made him equall with other governors his quallity, all which within 10 
or 12 l. does amount monthly unto 300 J. accordinge tv his highneſſe's commands. 

In expectation of hearinge from you, we prepare what we may in order to the Ja- 
maica buſineſs ; but till we know your inſtructions, we can make no conſiderable progreſs 
therein. I thinke it were not amiſs, if you were reddy for that worke, to endeavor to 
engage thes three companyes for that ſervice.

Theſe officers moſte of them weer of late lieutenant general Ludlowe's regiment, and I 
doubte too much of his ſpiritt and principle.

Scott, whoe was the 
ringlader, priſoner with us, and wee hope to let them ſee, that gouvernment is not to be 
played witheall by applyinge puniſhments ſuiteable to ſuch diſtempers, when other meanes 
will not prevaile. Wee have done all the juſtice they could aſke, ' and therefore we may 
have the more ſatisfaction in beareinge our witneſs againſt ſuch diſorders. I hope the Lord 
will enable me to be faithfull to the truſt repoſed in me, and accordinge to my talent to 
diſcharge it, and that without giveing any juſt occaſion of offence to any of the people of 
God; which I may ſay — his grace have endeavoured to avoide, and J hope it is 
uppon my harte ſoe to continue. Your highneſs cannot but be ſenſible, that by reaſon 
of my youthe and inabillitie, that my tryalls and temptations are too greate for me, as 
well as my employment.

Wee have hitherto kept fuch of the diſbanded, as would not plante, frome diſperſeinge or 
otherwaies diſpoſeinge of them, to our great charge and trouble, that we might be readie 
to anſwer your deſigne. Pray, fir, ſpeed away your reſolution. As for the girles, you ma 
bee confident to have what you deſire in as ſhorte a time, as you can expect. Wee ſhall 
wante noethinge but your authoritie for the doeinge of it.

roclamation publiſhed by the commander in cheife here, bearing date the fourth day 
of May 1654, that for the incouraging of all peaceable and well- effected people, both 
Engliſh and Scots, hee did therein declare, that what damage ſhould be done to the per- 
ſons or goods of ſuch for their good affections to the publique, the ſame ſhould be re- 
aired out of the eſtates of ſuch, as have done the damage, or out of the eſtates of the 
Friends and harbourers of ſuch wrong doers, or out of the pariſh, preſbytery, or ſhire, 
where ſuch wrong was done, in caſe they did not apprehend the ſaid offenders, or give 
the Engliſh forces ſuch timely notice thereof, that the ſaid offenders might be appre- 
hended by them. | | 
Your highnes councell is likewiſe informed by the commander in chiefe of your forces 
here, that in purſuance of this declaration ſome few Scots gentlemen have (in the late 
rebellion here) ſuffered very much in the manifeſting of their good affections to the pub- 
lique; and therefore crave the benefit of the ſaid proclamation. But in regard that for 
effecting a higher good, articles of warse were given to moſt of all thoſe, who were in 
armes, and ſecured from being queſtioned for what they had done as ſouldiers, whilſt they 
were ſouldiers; and thereby their eſtates not rendred lyable to that ſatisfaction, which the 
Taid proclamation promiſed to ſuch ſufferers; as alſoe that to looke ſoe farre backe into 
the ſhires and pariſhes, where the miſchiefes have bin done, will rather be of prejudice 
then advantage; thoſe that have endured as aboveſaid are deprived of the promiſed way 
of reparation, which will not onely be a violation of engagements to them, but alſoe be 
a deterring in the future to all thoſe, that may have honeſty and zeale for the publique, 
to evidence it in a way foe ruinous unto themſelves. Your highnes councell therefore 
have eſteemed it their duety, both as they conceive it juſt in itſelfe, and may be advan- 
tegious to your ſervice here in the conſequences thereof, to propoſe (if noe better way 
can be ſett downe) that the two thouſand five hundred pounds, which Mac Cloud is to 
pay according to his articles with the general, being yet undiſpoſed of, be (by your high- 
nes appointment) imployed towards the equall ſatisfaction of ſuch, as the general ſhall 
certifie are in all reſpects comprehended within the faid proclamation.

The great ſucces of the Swed in Polland being diſpleſing to the Hollander, thos 
reſolv to ſend 30 ſhips of war to maintain the fre comerce of Danzig, the rather becaus 
the protector has r e 16 ſtout ſhips, to ſerv the Swed, with whom he is in legue, 
and ſends him large ſupplyes of moneys too, that when Polland is reduc't, they may fal 
upon the empyre, together with the other collegated proteſtants, calling this the war of 
religion, wherin ep wil do theyr to utmoſt ſet up a proteſtant of king Romans. 

In the conſiſtory laſt monday the pop diſcourſt very largly of the troubles in Polland , 
which kingdom is now al in the Swed's power. Wherefor twas now hyh tym to aſſiſt 
the emperor, that the enemy mak no progres into Germany, which is very tear'd. 

The emperor has ſent the earl of Staſumberg with commiſſion to repreſent unto al the 
princes of Germany the true ſtate of things, and the danger that hangs over them ; as 
alſo to underſtand the mynd and opinion of each, that they may unytedly prepare for 


theyr comon defence.

PT HEL write from Koniſberg, that Octob. 8. his electoral highneſs was in perſon at 
Preuſhmark, but his army lay inquartered about Rieſenburg, conſiſting of 20 thouſand 
men effective, all of levied ſoldiers, with a moſt gallant artillery. The trained bands of 
Pruſſia have taken a new oath, and having been muſtred, are counted 30 thouſand men 
in number. Thus you ſee what a brave army is brought together in thoſe parts ; for they 
are reſolved, if Poland ſhould be loſt, to oppoſe the Swediſh proceedings, and not to ſub- 
mit to their yoke. The waywod of Pomerollen, with two ether waywods more, are 
come in likewiſe to the elector of Brandenburg, promiſing to pay a conſiderable part of 
his army. The Pruſſian and the electoral ſtates are aſſembled at Marienburgh, and have 
not ended their conſultations how to put the whole _— into a poſture of defence a- 
gainſt the Swedes. It's ſaid that the king of Sweden hath ſummoned all the Poliſh ſena- 
tors and waywods to a nr" to be kept at Warſaw, ſtiling himſelf king of Poland, 
and cauſing monies to be coined with his picture upon it. It ſeems thoſe of great Po- 
land cannot abide the new Swediſh | HT ER for they have gathered together a body 
of three thouſand men conſiſting of gentlemen, clergy, and countrymen, which kill pro- 
miſcuouſly all ſorts of people, whom they meet withall in a German habit ; beſides they 
have ſurprized ſeveral petty towns, putting all the Swediſh garriſons to the ſword. Lait 
friday the old princeſs of Orange paſſed through this town, having reconciled ſome dif- 
ferences, and ſettled a good correſpondencie between the ſtates of theſe countries, Secre- 
tary Kittelman, who was ſent from the elector of Brandenburgh to the great duke of Muſ- 
covy, is returned with good ſatisfaction, having brought along with him letters of pro- 
tection, written at large upon a ſtately parchment, in reference to the dukedom of Pruſ- 
ſia. The Muſcovites, above 100000 in number, are retreated towards Smolenſko, leav- 
ing behind them ſome thouſands of men that ſpoil and burn the whole countrie, that 
in caſe any ſhould come to follow or purſue them, they may find no proviſion or other 
ſubſiſtence. Vilna, (that great and goodly metropolis) Grodno, and many other towns 
of Littaw, are horridly defaced, ruinated, or quite laid into aſhes. A number of dead corps 
lying every where unburied, none 1s able to travell or abide the ſtench thereof. The whole 
land is in a manner diſpeopled, and nothing but a hideous howling of dogs and other beaſts 
are heard therein. The great duke of Muſcovy hath promiſed to ſend ſhortly ambaſſadors to 
his electoral highneſs, having beſtowed a rich preſent upon the foreſaid ſecretary. In a 
word, all Lithuania, an excellent country, and abounding with all neceſſaries, is utterly 
waſted and undone. The Livonian Swediſh army is not ſo ſtrong as was at firſt reported. 
They are three miles diſtant from the Memel, but have exerciſed as yet no hoſtilities a- 
gainſt the elector's lands or territories. There are great boaſtings of the Tartarian and 
Hungarian aſſiſtance againſt the king of Sweden. But the emperor hath no great ſtomach, 
for ought we can perceive, to intermedle with thoſe Swediſh-Polonian affairs; alſo the 


elector of Bavaria hath utterly diſſuaded the ſame.

audience. The buſineſs he comes about is (as is faid) firſt to aſſure the emperor of the 
king of Sweden's ſincere thoughts and reſolution to keep inviolable the peace and union 
made, and concluded between both crowns at Munſter. 2dly, To defire his majeſty-not 
to give any aid or encouragment to the king of Poland, or any other of his _—_ of 
Sweden's actual or probable enemies. But, 3dly, to engage himſelf by his eſpecial parole 
to afford the ſaid king his utmoſt aſſiſtance againſt them upon all occaſions, if he ſhall 
ſtand in need thereof. What his majeſty will ſay to theſe, or any other of the ſaid am- 
baſſador's propoſitions, a ſhort time will diſcloſe to us. It's believed his majeſty will ſuit 
his anſwer according to the advancement or declining of the Swediſh progreſſes in Poland, 
which we underſtand are not altogether fo great as hath been reported, it being ſaid here, 
that they have ſorely bruiſed their heads againſt the walls of Cracow ; which place if they 
get not ſhortly, eſpecially before the promiſed ſuccours of the king of Poland (who is ſaid 
to be joined both with the Tranſylvanian duke and grand hoſpodar of Wallachia) come, they 
will be forced to retreat for want of proviſion, bread being ſo ſcarce, that ſome of them 
periſh with hunger; and the chief reaſon of the king's going away with the cavalry was 
to ſcek provender for the horſes, not being able to ſubſiſt there any longer. Our prepa- 
rations of war have but very ſmall ſucceſs, by reaſon of the little earneſtneſs, which is

as can be demonſtrated, beſides the cloth as is made in theſe parts; and at this town 
15000 pieces of raſh, beſides the great quantities of wool exported hence for Holland con- 


ſtantly and continually ; which manufactures will encreaſe, and ours be totally overthrown, 
if the Swede be permitted to burthen our commodities 3, whereof we underſtand. complaint 
is made to the ſtate by the eaſtland merchants. I doubt not but you have been pleaſed to 
ſignify the ſame formerly, and would willingly know what reception it finds. The duke of 


Brandenburgh hath beſpoke a livery for his ſoldiers 100000 ells of all of Silefia cloth at 


Koningſberg, and not one ell of Engliſh, which uſed to be altogether in requeſt; but in- 
deed our cloth-making is not well look'd' unto in England; the ſpinning and making is 


very bad, which alſo ought to be redreſſed. The land-day at Marienburg is not yet end- 


ed; the town will not join with the duke; the Ermland's biſhop hath ſubmitted to his 
protection, but it's ſuppoſed the weywods will go along with the towns. The concluſion, 
they think, will be at the end of this week. | |

Letters of the 12th inſtant from our army ſay, that the ſame was then in a very good 
poſture before Cracow, but as yet nothing was attempted upon the city farther, than that 
with their great guns and fireworks they play'd into it with no ſmall ſucceſs, but no ſtorm as 
yet paſt. Our king in the mean time with his cavalry, had reduced about 40000 Quar- 
tians to obedience, and took ſome places of account. Lefinſky and another popiſh em- 
baſſador are with his majeſty, and had had audience, but to what effect not known. 
The Brandenburg embaſſadors had their diſpatch, but made no hafte as yet to be gone, 
hoping to obtain a more ſatisfactory anſwer before their departure. Much talk there was 


of a great ſuccour, which the cities expected from the king of Poland, which are counted 


mere deluſions by our people, and no credit is given to it.

Berry, commiſſary gene Whalley, major Butler, 
the 10th is not yet named. Theſe are to commaund the forces within their ſeverall pre. 
cincts, and to ſee to the good governement thereof. | 

The councell of Scotland have wrought a great wonder there, in perſwading the mini- 
ſters to leave of praying for C. Stuart, which 1s accounted a great conqueſt ; eſpecially 


it being done by faire meanes. Wee are like to have an open warre with Spayne, he

continueinge to ſeiſe our merchants ſhips and goodes. I have ſome inklin, that he will en- 
deavour to trouble us in Ireland, and perticularly in Connaught. It will therefore be 
very good, that an eye be had to thoſe people there. 


The meſſenger brought us newes, that lieut. general Ludlow and his familye came over

Frankfort. 


THE prince elector having invited king Charles both by letters and by a perſon of 

honour, to viſit Heidelberg, and having made proviſion accordingly for his recep- 
tion and entertainment, there was an anſwer returned of excuſe and thanks, which occa- 
ſioned the ſaid elector (together with the news of the queen of Swedens's arriving there- 
abouts, whom he likewiſe intended to ſalute and invite to Heidelberg) to come hither in 
perſon to perform his civilities, according to the reſpective relations. Being come, and 
ready to viſit the ſaid king, and his ſiſter the princeſs of Orange, he was given to 
underſtand, that they ſtood {till upon the former punctilio's, and ſcrupled to yield him that 
reception and reſpect, which the emperor himſelf and the king of the Romans uſe to 
exhibite to a prince elector, which made him forbear to go, hoping, they would better 
conſider of it, and take that rub out of the way, but in vain. Whereupon his highneſs 
ſought opportunity to meet them either in ſome of their uſual promenades, or in the 
comedy (which they never failed to frequent) and therein it happened they met ſo as 
they could ſee one another; but ſuch was the haſt the king and his ſiſter made, when 
the play was done, that (contrary to their cuſtom) they took coach immediately, and with 
ſuch precipitation, that it was impoſſible for the prince elector to overtake them; whereby 
it was evident, that they had no mind nor deſire either to ſee or ſalute him. His 
highneſs then ſent for their agent, and complained of this unkindneſs, ſending never- 
theleſs his further commendations to them, and that he would be glad to receive their 
commands before his return the next morning; but neither the ſaid agent nor any anſwer 


returned thereupon, though his highneſs attended next day till noon. And ſtrange it was 


to obſerve, that not one perſon of all the train of the ſaid king and princeſs of Orange 
came, or deſired to ſee and ſpeak with any of the Prince elector's, that every body took 
notice of, and marvelled at his unnatural ſtrangeneſs. The ſaid king, while he was at 
Francfort, went once with his company to the Walloon-Lutheran church (never to the 
Reformed) and ſeemed much pleaſed with their ceremonies, coming ſomewhat near to 
the epiſcopal. In their return from Francfort, paſſing down the Mayne and Rhine, through 
the biſhop of Mentz's country, they were entertained by him, and made no ſcruple ; bu 
of the Palatinate they would taſte nothing, ſave that they accepted of ſome flaggons of 
wine preſented them as they paſt down the Rhine by Bacharach and Caub, where the

As for the queen of Sweden, that day the prince elector came to Francfort, ſne was 


come to Konigſtein in the biſhopric of Mentz, 3 German miles from this city; and there 
ſhe tarried all next day, and received ſeveral viſits, as that of the Scottiſh king, which indeed 
proved the longeſt for time, but ſhorteſt and meaneſt for diſcourſe ; to ſupply which the 
queen ſoon co-admitted the King's younger brother. Some time after the prince elector 
performed his viſit, and was with her half an hour, with whom ſhe had much diſcourſe 
of general matters, avoiding all occaſions of touching her deſign. The prince invited 
her to Heidelberg, for which ſhe kindly thanked him, alledging ſhe had loſt much time, 
and would fain make all the haſte ſhe could not to be overtaken by the winter in her in- 
tended journey. All that day being ſpent in viſits of that nature by her, the next ſhe 
came to Francfort, only paſſing through the ſame with ſeven coaches and ſome of her 
lifeguards; the reſt of her train, about 200 perſons moſt horſed, were - diſpatched, and 
advanced another way the day before, conſiſting moſt of Spaniards, Italians, Frenchmen, 
Brabanders, ſhe having ſcarce two perſons left about her of thoſe, whom ſhe brought 
along with her out of Sweden. The chiefeſt of her company are Piemontelli, Don de la 
Cueva, and his lady, Don Antonio, a Portugueſe, ſome jeſuits and capuchins. And _ 
a body can hardly look otherwiſe. upon it, but that theſe fellows purpolely lead her trump 

thus through all Germany. The magiſtrates of Francfort would gla pl have beſtowed 
ſome entertainment upon her, but ſhe refuſing it, they only ſaluted her from their works 
with the canon, and the barely paſſed through over the bridge. In her paſſing through 

ran 


the multitude, ſhe made ſeveral ſt grimaces and faces, and was not able to keep her 
countenance long. When ſhe approached the forts, ſhe ſat in the right boot of the coach 
in a black velvet coat, and a hat with feathers, whereof the people getting notice, they 
all got on that ſide to have the better view of her; but ſhe coming nearer to the city 
itſelf, ſhe ſuddenly changed her black coat, and put on a grey with a black hood about 
her head, and got to the left boot. That night ſhe diſpatched a courier to the prince 
eleftor, returning him thanks for his viſit and invitation. And now ſhe being on her 
journey again, in regard ſhe was to touch yet upon one of the bordering towns of the 
Palatinat, (Boxberg,) his highneſs, together with the lady clectreſs, and both his ſiſters, 
who were very deſirous to ſee this wandering queen, did there once more attend her, but 
ſhe haſted on, and the viſit proved very ſhort. A perſon of note and quality, that waited 
upon her when ſhe was about Franctort, doth relate he heard her tay, The people talk, 
that I am going to Loretto, to offer up a ſcepter and crown to the lady Mary there. I laid down 
theſe regalities in Sweden, and if I had another crown to diſpoſe of, I would rather beſtow it on 
the good poor king of England. And when it was told by ſome, that there was a rumour 
abroad as if ſhe intended to put herſelf into a cloiſter, ſhe is ſaid to have anſwered, 
ſmilingly pointing at Piemontelli, He there likely may know, what cloiſter-fleſh I have about me. 


From Hamburg. 


One writes (beſides divers particulars already mentioned in the foregoing extract) that 
it is credibly reported of her, ſhe is to make profeſſion of the Roman Catholic faith at 
Inſpruch or Saltzburg, and that the pope hath got a litter and caroche ready for her, 
valued at XC thouſand crowns, beſides the proviſion of other accommodations every 


where. 
From the Rhine, Oct. 2. 


We are pretty quiet hereabouts, but that the eccleſiaſtical Roman party ſeem to be 
troubled at the Swediſh ſucceſſes in Poland. They make underhand all the preparations 
they can to be in ſome poſture againſt a time of need; and now of late they begin to pick 
new differences with the elector Palatine, about ſundry old regalia and prerogatives of 
protection and otherwiſe, which his highneſs ever had and maintained in the biſhopric 
of Worms and Spire and ſome other territories thereabouts. Prince Rupert took th* other 
day his journey to the emperor's court, to ſollicit the remainder of the monies due to him 
by the Munſter treaty. The queen of Sweden paſſing b Augſburg in her way to Italy, 
ſhe made no ſtay there, but only viewed the town-houſe, the ſtructure and accommoda- 
tion whereof ſeemed to have much pleaſed her. A friend writes from thence, that when 
the table was ſhewed her there, where her father had been entertained at, her eyes were 
on a ſudden full of water. Paſſing by the new Lutheran church there of the holy croſs, 
ſhe held likewiſe ſtill there, and took ſome view of the building from without, ſhe hav- 
ng herſelf not many years ago contributed a pretty round ſum to the ſetting up thereof. 
The elector of Bavaria invited her ſolemnly to Munchen, but ſhe thanked him with 
Promiſe to viſit him in her return out of Italy. No body is able to tell as yet how ſhe 
ſtands diſpoſed for matters of religion, ſhe ſheweth every where ſuch an indifference 
'and no devotion at all, What his holineſs may . work upon her, time will ſhew. The

Two extraordinary embaſſadors from Venice are coming here with great ſtate. Thoſe 
from Avignon are arrived, and that from Portugal is ſhortly expected; but he will take 
no title. 

The queen of Sweden will be here the 25th of November, accompanied with 300 per- 
ſons. She is to be met upon the frontier af Boulonois by four nuncios, namely, two 
archbiſhops and two clerks of the apoſtolic chamber. The two firſt are mr. Bentivogli 
and mr. Sorriſani, and the other mr. Carracioli and Ceſarini. Mr. Bentivogli is to make 
the complimenting ſpeech. She will alſo be met again, at two days journey from Rome, 
by two legats, viz. cardinal John Charles of Medicis, and cardinal Landgrave de Heſſe; 
and all the ſacred college will go and receive her at the gate del populo with a ſtately ca- 
valcade, from whence ſhe will be brought between the two legates to the palace of Farneſe, 
where ſhe will be defrayed by the apoſtolic chamber, which has laid aſide one hundred 
thouſand crowns for that purpoſe. She will be met out of Rome by four of the chiefeſt 
ladies of this court, namely, by the princeſſes of Botero, of Roſſano, of Paleſtrina, and 
by the dutcheſs of Chiri. It's ſaid, ſhe is to profeſs the catholic faith in paſſing by In-

The embaſſador of Spain hath ſaid in one of his memorandums, that the hides or 
merchandiſes taken by the rivate man of war at Amſterdam (Williams) are bought by 
one of the magiſtrates or kinſman of the magiſtrate. Upon which a ſharp and offen- 
five anſwer hath been returned by the admiralty to the {aid embaſſador, which is by him 
ill taken, and therefore it is kept ſecret.

The earl of Witgenſtein having conducted the princeſs Dowager from Berlin hither, 
hath cauſed to be preſented a letter of credence from the elector of Brandenburgh, and 
hath demanded audience, which is appointed him for to-morrow ; but it is known, that 
it will be only complimental, for he is to return preſently for Berlin. 

| Yeſterday was finally made the extradition of the ratifications, and at the making 
thereof the miniſter of Brandenburgh made great inſtance to have ſome ſubſidies, accord- 
ing to the treaties z and beſides to have proportionable to the danger, which was like to 
befal the elector, which ſeemed to be great. The lord raet penſionary being the firſt in 
the commiſſion made rt thereof this morning, declaring, that the ſtates of Holland 
were to meet the 9th of November, giving to hope, that then not only for the ſaid ſub- 
ſidy, but alſo for the nominating of the embaſſadors, Holland would be ready. In the 
mean time men ſpeak with very great reſpe& of Sweden; and if that king doth not 
take Cracow, or that he be forced to return to Stetin, they will judge it here for a juſt 
puniſhment. 

They have propoſed to authorize monſieur Pels to go the elector of Brandenburgh, and 
to animate him, ſince that monſieur Heinſius doth continue ſick.

HER highneſs the old princeſs of Orange is come back to the Hague, having been 
entertained in all the provinces, eſpecially in Holland and Amſterdam, with a moſt 


magnificent, yea royal reception. Two days ago the ratifications of the alliance betwixt | 


the ſtates general and the elector of Brandenburgh were interchangably delivered. The 
ſaid elector is not yet agreed with the Swedes. No body can tell what's become of the 
baron de Swerin, who was ſent as electoral embaſſador to the king of Sweden. There 1s 
yet no certainty of the taking or ſurrender of Cracow. It's written from Hamburg, 
that the Muſcovite is to meet the forenamed king in that city. The Muſcovite army 
lyes ſtill enquartered about Vilna, not advancing further ſince Lithuania and Courland 
have ſubmitted themſelves to the Swediſh protection. The Maſſovians in Poland are 
beaten and diſarmed; the Poliſh king fled towards Lemberg, or (as ſome will have it) 
into Walachia, hoping to be able to raiſe a formidable army againſt the Swedes. The 
emperor is ſending Piccolomini to the king of Sweden, having gathered together all this 
while an army of thirty thouſand men. Between the royal and the electoral ſtates ot 
Pruſſia, nothing as yet hath been concluded; if they agree, it's like that the cities of 
Dantzick and Elbing will likewiſe accept of the eee protection. If the Swedes 
do not get Cracow, they will not be able to ſubſiſt in Poland, but be forced to ſeck and

I have notice Armorer is commanded 
to goe for Brabant, and to remayne there with ſir Richard Malleverer to agitate for their 
maſter C. S. whoe is ſuppoſed will goe in perſon for thoſe parts. One writes mee they have 
great hopes againe and great things in agitation. Darcy, nor Armorer have not wroate more 
then Iadviſed you in my laſt. I am aſſured from a very good hand, that the Spaniſh embaſ- 
ſador hath bin with C. S. thence you may gather that his maſter intends, if he can, to 
advantage himſelf by C. S.'s intereſt. If thoſe of Dunkerck and Ooſtend be kept in, 
which may eaſily be done, thoſe countryes can doe you litle harme, nor their aſfiſtance to 
C. S. be of ſmall importance. The Cavaliers ſaye, that if they can bring their king's 
Rag in ſea, they doubt not but to drawe many of your ſhipps from your ſervice ; for they 
ſaye there are great diſcontents amongſt the ſeamen. Indeed *tis here generally ſo re- 
ported, but I hope the Lord will direct you to prevent their evill intentions. I have not 
any thing more to adviſe you 1n reference to the publick ; only I muſt beg leave to ad 
a few lines for my particuler. The commiſſioners of the merchant adventurers in the 
Hage have received a ſattisfactory anſwear from the ſtates, and are now preparinge for a 
treatye with ſome towne for their ſtaple, ſo as undoubtedly the company at London 
will ſuddenly proceed to an election of a deputye ; which place I have formerly beſeeched 
you to obtayne for mee, and you wear then pleaſed to promiſe mee to recommend mee to 
the company, and indeavour to get itt for me. I ſhould not trouble you about the ſame, 
but that I feare 2 ſerious and overmuch buſſineſs might make you forget it. Moſt of the 
company here knowe, that you have ſpoken in my behalf, which cauſes many of them 
to thinke it probable for mee to have it; therefore I am ſenſible it may turne to my diſ- 
ement, if I have it not; which makes mee redouble my requeſt to beſeech you to 
uſe your utmoſt indeavours for the obtayning of the place for mee; wherein I ſhall be 
capable to doe you ſervice.

dor, is placed in one of the parts of the treatie before his maſter's, although in the other 
Part his maſter's comiſſion is firſt placed. He ſayth alſoe, his highnes calls hym in his 
comiſſion rex Gallorum, whereas it ought to be rex Galliæ. 

But in this forme have all treaties beene in ever ſince any treaties have beene made be- 
tweene the two ſtates, and wee fhall not ſuffer hym to innovate now; but I take this to 
be but a meere colour, although he is more like a ranglinge lawyer then an ambaſſador.

8 my laſt of the 27th, my lords of Zurich have ſent me the incloſed anſwer, touch- 
ing the report I made to them of your high mightineſſes reſolution of the 24th of 
September laſt paſt, and my requeſt, that their lordſhips would be pleaſed to join their good 
offices to thoſe of your high mightineſſes with the king of France, in order to obtain by him 
a mitigation and redreſs in and concerning the treaty made with the poor Vaudois. 
Your high mightineſſes will obſerve thereby, that they, as well as I, ſtay br the orders, 
which the lords deputies of England ſhall receive in relation thereunto, and which to their 
very great ſurprize are not yet ſent them, yeſterday's mail having brought no Engliſh 


letters at all, ſo that we ſit idle here, not being able to concert or undertake any thing 


ſuitable to your high mightineſſes good intentions and pious zeal. The differences in 
Switzerland betwixt the proteſtants and papiſts increaſe daily, and it ſeems they will burlt 
out into a rupture: thoſe of Zurich are upon the watch, and buſy without any great 


noiſe to put themſelves into a good poſture, having appointed already the chief officers of 


their forces, and form d the companies. The papiſts are ſaid likewiſe.to arm 


I and 
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and to deſire ſucoours from Rome, ſome troops are offer d them for this winter from the A. D. 185. 
Milaneſe, againſt which the proteſtants know not where to apply better than to the lord pro- 
tector and your high mightineſſes, having again deſired me to recommend their affairs in 
the ſtrongeſt manner, that they might receive a favourable anſwer to their K. here- 
before preſented to your high mightineſſes, which J mentioned in my laſt. They have 
ſummoned a convocation at Aron, and appointed a deputation to the neutral cantons, 
which Switz has done likewiſe. The Nicodemites, who, out of a chriſtian zeal for their 
religion, have left their native country, the canton Switz, and about whom all theſe diffe- 
rences are riſen, have made at Zurich a diſtin& and orthodox confeſſion of their faith 
in every article, and proved the ſame by ſcripture-places to the aſtoniſhment, and in the 
reſence, of the deputies of both orders : the other priſoners remain and perſevere in their 
aith with great conſtancy, and it is ſaid, that a many well-affe&t to the true reli- 
gion, are found all over the popiſh cantons, which very well deſerve to be incouraged 
a vigorous protection by thoſe of Zurich; and, on the other hand, thoſe of Zurich alſo 
in this their religious zeal to be aſſiſted and ſupported by their good friends. At Appen- 
zell (which canton conſiſts of proteſtants and papiſts) it is reported, that likewiſe ſome 
diſturbances have happened, the papiſts having made an ordinance, that thoſe of the pro- 
teſtant religion ſhall not be permitted to buy any eſtates in their quarters, againſt w ich 
the latter are ſaid to have taken the reſolution to demoliſh two convents of nuns, which 
hitherto have been tolerated by permiſſion. | 
Yeſterday I had here of the ſenate a public audience, and, in conformity to your 
high mightineſſes credentials, aſſured this republic of the continuation of your high migh- 
tineſſes good affection towards them; whereat they did ſhew an exceeding great ſatiſ- 
faction, and proteſted that they would always continue in their uſual reſpect and devo- 
tion to be at the ſervice of your high mightineſſes, of whoſe affection they in ſeveral 
occurrences had ſeen and felt the effects; that they could not extoll ſufficiently your high 
mightineſſes fervent zeal for the welfare of the reformed religion, particularly ſhewn 
in the protection of the poor diſtreſſed Vaudois. The miſery, poverty, and exceeding 
great ſickneſſes of whom are ſuch, that the ſame will hardly be removed before winter. 
The forty-two thouſand guilders, diſtributed among them by order of the ſynod of Dau- 
phinẽ, did not go very far, ſome of them having profited but five, four, and others but 
three guilders and ſome ſtivers, by it. They are about 10000 ſouls in number: there 
are ſome other ſums collecting there, in order to free thoſe wretches from {till greater ac- 
cidents and miſeries. The malice of the papiſts againſt them is ſo great, that they en- 
deavour to ſtop the miniſters. that are ſent thither out of hinẽ. Thoſe that live be- 
ond the river Pelice are preſſed to ſell their lands out of hand, and to depart. Gaſtaldo 
as cited all the landholders to appear at Turin on the 16th of October, to hear their con- 
demnation for the payment of their taxes and impoſts, ſince they cannot pretend to be 
exempted from them, becauſe their lands ſhall be ſold, and the money paid them for the 
ſame, which is a notorious cavil againſt that article, F them an exemption of 
taxes and impoſt for ſome years. It is to be fear'd, in caſe the lord Boreel (to whom I 
am writing concerning this affair) can obtain no prolongation for theſe people, by the in-

£ the chief grievances, which are alledged againſt the treaty.

5 in ſuch great diſtreſs, are befides this in a continual fear to be every hour anew attack'd 
7 and abuſed, unleſs the kand of the Lord, by the interceſſion of ſome chriſtian and com- 
paſſionate powers, come to their aſſiſtance, Whatever endeavours or complaints have been 
made hitherto, to have the impriſoned children of both ſexes releaſed, 1t has proved all 
in vain, and the ſame are refuſed under pretence, to have firſt back the charges for their 
maintenance, which is an intolerable grief for the parents to be thus deprived of their 
children. The proteſtant cantons have very earneſtly deſired his highneſs the lord pro- 
tector, by mr. Pell, that, in caſe a peace ſhould be concluded between the crowns of France, 
Spain, and him, they might be included therein, chiefly thereby to render fruitleſs the 
treaties, which the popiſh cantons have formerly made with Spain, and whereof a copy is 
ſent to your high mightineſſes. |

| __ lord embaſſador of Spain has put off for ſome days his departure from hence, 


pretending that the paſs ſent him, on the 7th of October laſt paſt, was not made in 
due form. The lord protector being inform'd thereof, cauſed another to be deliver'd 
to him on tueſday laſt, and he was told at the ſame time, that he expected that he the ſaid 
lord embaſſador ſhould depart within four days out of this city. Many merchants here 
could have wiſh'd, that the differences between Spain and this ſtate could have been ac- 
commodated ; but ſince they have got news here, that not only the Engliſh effects are 
confiſcated, but that alſo the Engliſh merchants and factors at Malaga, and in other places 
of Spain, are very much abuſed in their perſons, and thrown into vile dungeons, it 1s ob- 
ſerved here very plainly, that almoſt the minds of all mankind are violently exaſperated 
againſt the Spaniards ; and I am inform'd by a good hand, that ſeveral officers of the 
army, which having ſhewn a diſlike formerly againſt the preſent government, were retired 
into the country, and had deliver'd up their commiſſions, come now with great zeal back 
again, and offer their ſervices againſt Spain. There is no want of inclination here, to 
make a notable exploit againſt the king. In the beginning of this week it was reported 
every where, that the treaty betwixt France and this ſtate was entirely broke off; but it 


has pleaſed God to diſpoſe the minds on both ſides ſo, that the ſaid treaty was at laſt con- 
cluded and ſign'd here on wedneſday laſt at eight o'clock in. che evening. The lord em- 


baſſador of France came yeſterday morning, to thank me in very civil terms for the good 
offices, which it had pleaſed your high mightineſſes to do in this affair: he told me, that 


he intended that very night to diſpatch a courier to his court, ſince it was thought good, 


that the ratifications on both ſides ſhould be exchanged within fourteen days, and that 
fourteen days after no act of hoſtility ſhould any more be committed, neither under the 
pretence of repriſals nor otherwiſe, I hope that with the firſt I ſhall be able to ſend 
your high mightineſſes a copy of the articles agreed upon.

What his deſire is, is not yet known, but if they join with the 
Swedes (as is ſuppoſed) the buſineſs in Poland will be in a manner ended, and fo the war 
will return upon thoſe parts. A good compoſure of the buſineſs between the Swede and 
Brandenburg were to be wiſhed ; otherwiſe if theſe parts of Pruſſia fubmit unto him, 
there will be a hot diſpute between them.

freſh and powerfull navie commanded againſt him. The houſe of Auſtria hes bien ſo 
much ane enemie to our religione, that none has cauſe to wiſh his victorie; beſides our 
native obligation to pray, that the navie, the walls of our little world Britaine, may en- 
dure undehable. By al appearance the Swedes progreſs in this kingdome hes had its hight, 
and is beginning to decline; the reaſones in my judgment, two. The præcipitat advance- 
ing ſo far with ſo few men, in ſo vaſt a countrie, which lyes open, and you know hes no 
paſſes nor ſtrenthes, which can be ſecured for a ſaiffe retrate, upon ſome few diſguſted 
proditors aſſeveration and promiſs of a general complyance, though the multitude of com- 
monalitie being quite of a contraire minde. The ſecond reaſone I find the enemies rude 
proceedin zerhapps neceſſitated to content a diſcontented and unpayes hungrie armie, 
with the ſpoyle firſt of churchmens lands and eſtates, next of churches and cloyſters, and 
nou of al in general : Yea, thoſe that ſubmitted firſt and moſt willinglie, beginn to groane 
ſo ſoare under the Swediſh' yoke, that not onelye by ther daylie revolts, bot wher they 
can by ther manifeſtationes diſwade all men to follow their courſe. No doubt the Swedes 
ambaſſadors have had reports of the taking of Crakow, and ſudden expectation of a new 
coronation, which wee find publiſhed in the papers from all quarters. Bot wee have cer. 
tantie of the contraire, viz. ther retreate from thence, with no ſmall loſs, ſome 24 can- 
non left behinde, and many officers of high qualitie killed and taken. The king's brother- 
in-law Friderick — ered of Heſſen, with al his company, amongſt whom the duke of 
| Naſſaw Dillenberg, wer killed at Koſtian, a Sweedes garriſon in great Polland, paſſing to 
= the king. The king at firſt was reſolved (though unprepaired againſt ſuch ane enemie, 
* of whole amitie and conjunctione againſt the Muſcowiter he wes other wayes aſſured) to 
= have hazarded al on a deſperat battel, comitting the ſucceſs to God and his good cauſe ; 
J bot by counſel wes diverted, and perſwaded to retire, and draw the enemie further from 
the borders; which both parties hoped to be advantageous. Wee thot our armie ſhould 
encreaſe by. the daylye 2 countrie- ſupplies, and ſome hopes from the empefor, 
and prince of Tranſilvania, the Tartars and Koſakes upon the point of aggriement. The 
enemie ſuppoſed to be weakned by his farr march, and leaveing garriſons behind. Bot 
the enemies hopes by encouragement from his leader the malcontent under chancellor 
riewſki wer, that his forces wold daylic augment, and al the countrie come in, and 
help to expell the old king, which I think accordingly had iſſued, if the Swedes had been 
as modeſt to the churchmen, churches, and the common people, as their firſt entrie pro» 
| | | f miſed. 
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A. D. 1655. miſed. Bot nou an wyſe man may ſce, that although al the inhabitants of the Swedes

dominions wer tranſplanted hither, and divided as cunninglie as the witt of man could 
deviſe, when they ſhall look on the number of the conquered, ponder the robuſtnes of 
ther bodies, ther qualificatione to warr, in al requiſites, wanting nothinge bot diſcipline, 
which time amongſt the experted Swedes wold ſoone teach them, they muſt be amazed, 
and ſtand in continual feare of a maſſacre. I muſt injeniouſlie confeſs, though I cannot 
bot wiſh this kingdom wel, wher I have had my being ſo long, and built my neſt for my 
poſteritie, yett I forſee a rodigeous perſecution of our religione, ſo ſoon as the Sweede 
is forced to retire ; and therefore pray God, that this warr may end in a faire treatie, to 
which his highnes authoritic can contribute much, ſince wee waite both French and Hol- 
lands ambaſſadors to interpoſe the mediatione; and houever the ſtate of England, for 
politick cauſes, may ſeeme to connive at the Swedes progreſs, yet the trade of England 
(which in peaceable times wes not the leaſt towards — — wil finde a greate change 
to the much decay of the ſame. I wil not inſert my reaſones, which you may gueſs att; 
but darr tel you, if the duke elector Brandenburg declaire againſt the Sweedes, the newes 
whereof wee ct to morrow from ane aſſembly att Marienburg 6 miles hence, wher 
his ambaſſadors and the ſtates and frie tounes of Pruſſia are treateing for a conjuctione of. 
fenſive and defenſive againſt the Sweedes, the duke haveing a brave armie of neare 30000 


neare this place, which ar marching towards the frontiers of Pruſia on al ſydes; I fay in 


the poſture that Pruſſia is nou in, if they be loyal on to another, and God be with them, 
they ar able to repel al the Sweedes armies, One thing I cannot omitt, err I cloſe, that 
efter that king's arrivall at Warſhaw, (wher the keyes met him at the firſt meſſage his 
trompeter) all the king's and noblemens houſes wer ſacked and ſpoyled to a naile in the 
wall, yea fixed pictures, looking: glaſſes, and coſtlie peeces of Marmure digged out of the 
walls, the artillerie-houſe plundered, and all this putt on veſſels to be tranſported by 
water, bot lye as yet by the way feareing a ſtopp. This makes me think they minde 
not (I may not ſay they darr not) to poſſeſs the Eagles neſt. I muſt complaine alſo, that 
their ſhipps ſtopp my deſigne, in not admitting the Engliſh to our port, that I cannot 
have conveniencie to ſend you the cucumbers and wine, which lyes in readines, except 
mr. Kemp help mee, as he has promiſed to carrie all about with him for Konigſberg and 
the Pillew, wher he intends to embarke in your ſhipps, which wer forced to unload there. 
And now forced to cloſe, I muſt delay what the poſt brings this day and to morrow, 
till mr. Kemp's departure this weeke, and til then and ever reſt, your regardful and af-

Y arivall in this place was ſoe late on ſaturday night, that I wanted tyme to have 
written to you by that poſte; which was noe great omiſſion, ſince I coulde not have 
advertiſed you by that occaſion of any thing, that coulde have recommended the trouble 
of a letter. The principall buſineſs you intruſted mee with cannot yet be affected; the 
Langlad Rouſline 
chiefe perſons, with whome it is to be tranſacted, 858 and 869 being at the courte, 
which 1s not likely to returne till the end of the next weeke, allthough the king intends to 
be here this evening, only to viſit his mother and his miſtreſs, but returnes to Compicne

HE king having made the St. Hubert at Chantilli parted from thence on thurſday yo). xxzi, 
T for Compiegne, where his majeſty has ſojourned until now, He intended to go to p. 369. 


ha Fere, but the enemies having undertaken nothing, contenting themſelves to roam 
about Conde and Queſnoy, his majeſty has not ſtirred. The mareſchall of Turenne hav- 
ing caſt 1500 men into Queſnoy hath withdrawn himſelf with the army to St. Quintin. 
His chiefeſt quarter is at Riblemont. It's thought he will ſhortly betake himſelf to 
winter quarters, there being no likelihood of the enemy's undertaking any ſiege, fair wea- 
ther being paſt, and the ſeaſon ſo far advanced. 

In the interim the ſaid mareſchal is come to Compiegne, to labour after the agreement 
of ſome governors of the frontier of Picardy, who were not ſatisfied with the court, to 
which they have given great jealouſies, chiefly the mareſchal of Hocquincourt, gover- 
nour of Peronne, the marquis of Mondejeu, governour of Arras, mr. de Chaulnes, governour 
of Dourlans, who had already made a ſtrict union amongſt themſelves to favour and 
uphold one another. This is the true cauſe of the king's ſtaying at Compiegne z but it's 
hoped the buſineſs will have no conſequence, and that money will end it. 

t was certified unto me laſt night, that madam de Chaſtillon had been arreſted in her 
caſtle of Marlou, it being diſcovered, that ſhe had ſome ſecret intelligences with mr. le 


Prince. 


All honeſt people do much rejoice at the happy ſigning of the treaty between the two ſtates, 
which will reſtore unto us the liberty of trading; and chiefly thoſe of the religion, who 
with much projperity to his highneſs my lord 2 and pray God without ceaſing for 
his preſervation. You know what inſtances the pope makes towards the two crowns, to 
induce them to peace. His nuncio received the king's anſwer (by the diligence of the 
count of Brienne) the OO and the next day the faid nuncio ſent two poſts, one to 
Rome, and the other to Madrid. It's thought, it's to make the Spaniards condeſcend on 
a place to the treaty, where the plenipotentiaries of the two ſtates ſhall meet to negotiate.

A letter of 1 ntelligence from the Hague. 
The 6th of November 1655. [N. S.] 


T HEY have reſolved to give a preſent to the embaſſador of France of a chain of gold 
of ſix thouſand guilders, and ſix hundred guilders to his ſecretary z and in regard he 
will go home by ſea, they have ordered him a man of war to tranſport him. 

They have examined the act of ſubmiſſion of the archduke Leopold about the buſineſß 
of Gemert ; but they have very much diſputed upon the title of the archduke of great 
maſter, &c. fearing leſt that ſhould give ſome prejudice to the buſineſs itſelf. And there- 
fore they will conſider of it again on monday. 925 

The Hans towns have writ and made complaint, by reaſon that Holland will charge 
the public miniſter of the ſaid towns with the thouſandth penny. Item, by reaſon, that 
in Zealand in the year 1652 they did plunder him, without that the admiralty would ever 
obey the reſolution of the ſtates general, requiring that they ought to reſtore what was 


taken from him. 
The Sth of Nov. 


From the country of Outremeuſe or from Maeſtricht are come expreſs letters this morn- 
ing, that the French are come into the faid country, and have carried away fix of the 
chiefeſt of Roledu, declaring that they will have contributed for them, before they will 
releaſe them, ſince that the king of Spain doth draw contribution from them, as well 
ordinary as 3 erent ſo that there was propoſed, that a retortion might be uſed in 
the country of Limburgh, to the end that Spain might ceaſe from drawing contribution; 
and that ceaſing, that the French will alſo give over uſing in a hoſtile manner the inha- 
bitants of the country of Outremeuſe. . | 

There is great likelihood, that the officers of this ſtate, who are there, do invite the 
French to do ſuch a thing, to the end that thoſe officers may quietly fleece the ſheep 
all alone. 

Here are letters come from Stetin of the 3oth of October, which do aſſure, that Cracow is 
not taken, and that the Swediſh army 1s in a bad condition ; but I believe the correſpon- 
dent is a little miſinformed, for certainly on the 10th of October the Swedes were then in 
Cracow, having forced the king of Poland to retreat into Sileſia, ſo that at that time the 
Swedes were maſters in the field ; but the Rhinegrave did lately ſhew letters of the total 
defeat of the Swedes; likewiſe that Warſaw was delivered of the Swedes. 

The ſtates of Guelderland aſſembled at preſent at Arnheim having heard, that the em- 
baſſador of France was going away, and that he had made ſome complaint, or at leaſt 
ſpoke ſomething as if this ſtate had refuſed to renew the alliance, have writ to the ſtates 
general, deſiring that they will yet undertake and finiſh the treaty of renovation of alli- 
ance with France, if the ſaid embaſſador be ſtill here; and if he be gone, that orders 
may be ſent to the embaſſador Boreel to do it in France. But upon this nothing is yet 
reſolved on; only that they will adviſe their principals about it.

MESS of our time ſince I gave you laſt the trouble of my letters has bin ſpent in ſett- V.xxxiv.p.155 
linge thinges concerninge all the branches of tlie revenue, which for the time paſt have 
bin ſoe confuſed, that your auditor generall, tho a very able man in his profeſſion, will 
not be able in three. monthes to ſtate and audit all the 'paſt accounts, which yet we ſhall 
endeavor the beſt we can to cleere, tho we cannot promiſs to doe it perfectly. But for 
the time to com I truſt it ſhal be in ſuch good order and method, that hardly any wronge 
5 ſhal be done his highnes; and that ſhal be made appeere at a dayſe warninge to any, who 
*  fhall deſyer to be ſatisfyed therin. 3 | | 
We have likewiſe conſidered of the charge of the hoſpitall heere, which we found of 
; little uſe, and of great charge, and therefore have put it in as good a way for the ende it 
was erected for as ever, and abated neere fix hundred pound a yeere of the charge. 
5 e retrenchment of the miniſteriall officers of the civill liſt we have ſpent noe ſmall 
tine about, which is neere brought to a concluſion ; of which I ſhould now give you an ac- 
counte, but that ſom of the judges deſyer to offer an amendment; which we have ap- 
poynted thurſday —_— to heare ; and therfore till then ſhal be ſilent in it. 

We have found the fees of the collectors of the monthly aſſeſments comes to neere 
5000 J. a yeere, which is heavy to the people; and therfore we have propoſed a way to 
eaſe them of it; which is an expedient I got the gentlemen of my cuntry in Irland to 
_ of (when laboringe under the like burthen) and which did the publike worke, and 

| the people from the charge. It is, that the ſhire doe give the treſurer ſufficient 
ſecurity by the time limitted to pay in the aſſeſment; and then that the gentry of the 
cuntry, quarterly by turnes, take the paynes and care of levyinge it gratis.

BY | ell, mr. Gilaſpy and mr. Jhon Levingſton, two. noted miniſters, thes all deputed 
tom the weſterne Preſbyteryes of Scotland. The errant (as well as I could geſs) was to 
3 learne how an addreſs from them to the councill would be received, profeſſinge at laſt 
| moſt of them would willingely owne the power now over them. I gave them what in- 


xy couragement 
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A. D. 1655. couragement I could therin, and then they did defyer a privat meetinge with me in my 
WV 3 which I aſſented unto, deſyringe that the generall and mr. Collins (a faithf 
; miniſter of the goſpell) might be preſent. There came ſeaven of them in number; 
two knights, and five miniſters. Much diſcourſe ther was about the cauſe of their breach 
with their brethern, and a deſyre to cloſe with ſuch of them as were if it might 
be. Then great bemonings of the ſad condition the kirke was in by reaſon of the ill 
principles moſt of the kirke men were of; with carneſt deſyres, that ſoe evident and dan. 
gerous an evell might be redreſſed. I told them at large, that I thought the providence 
of God had offered a way for both; the puttinge his highneſs's ordinance in force of the 
$th Auguſt 54, for admittinge only of deſervinge men into the miniſtry ; which was a 
good an ſpeedy way to ſeperate their brethern from the rod, who then would be 
more apt to cloſe with them, then whilſt they were intangled in partyſe, wher interreſt and 
the ſenſe of paſt ingagements might make them ſtik to one another; and when by ſuch 
ſeparation none but the good would be left, the agreement would be eaſy, and the hinder. 
inge of unworthy men's admiſſion in the future would be the conſequence of ſuch an 
accord. This I fortyfyed with the beſt arguments I could; which prevayled foe far with 
ſom, that they decl themſelves ſatisfyed therein; but ſom others, havinge longer held 
out, did in the end confeſs that was the beſt expedient ; only there remayned with them 
this feare, that ſuch a p ing might not only intrench at preſent upon the power of 
the kirk, but be alſo preſidentiall for the like in the future. ; 

I deſyred them ſeriouſly to conſider, if the worſt they feared by this remedy ſhould 
happen, whither it were as bad, as that which muſt happen without this remedy ; and 
whether it was a good ſpirrit in them, to ſtand ſoe reſolutely for the power of a kirke, 
which even now was their greateſt greif. I —_— them further to conſider, whither the 
wit of man could finde an expedient to ſatisfy all ther apprehenſions ; for any declarations, 
which might aſſure the kirke, that this remedy was only taken up, when the major part 
therof wer unſound, and the minor ſound, (which might be the only riſe) would implicitly 
at leſt acte, what it ames to prevent in aſcertinge of the power in the civill magiſtrate, or can 
judg when the kirke is devided, who are in the right; nay a power of declaringe the 
minor number are in the right, which would, I am confident, diſatisfy more then it 
would ſatisfy. The like would any prommiſs of reſtoringe the kirke to their former 
power, when they ſhould be fit for it, that it ſelfe leavinge the judgment of that fitnes in 
the magiſtrate. But on the contrary, the ordinance, ſayſe neither one nor the other, 

but holds forth a remedy, without intanglinge thos, who embrace it, in r inconve- 
niencies then it propoſes to cure; it does all the good, without any of the apprehended 
ill. I further told them, they might well beleeve, when the kirke was well purged, his 
highnes would be as reddy to heare what then they had to ſay, and doe them right, as now 
he was to redreſs the ill they ſuffered; and therfore conjured them vigorouſly to apply them- 
ſelves to proſſecute the ſaid ordinance, as the councill were reſolved forthwith to ſet it on 
foot. Then we broke up, ſom beinge cleere in the thinge, and others havinge jelloſyes 
and ſcruples, which I feare they will have, whilſt they live. The next morninge I had a 
couple of miniſters ſent me from a meetinge they had held that night, to deſyer we 
would not put forth our declaration Organ. 7 the ordinance of the 8th of Auguſt 54, 
till the 18th of November next, which would be three dayſe after their appoynted gene- 
rall meetinge; wherein they might better conſider of the buſineſs and more powerfully 
firme their reſolutions. I told them, the councill had alreddy at their requeſt delay'd pub- 
liſhinge ther declaration 14. dayſe, and had found ſoe little fruit therby, that it would 
diſhearten them from grantinge a longer time; but above all ſom, that had given certificats 
in obedience to that ordinance, wer now com for admiſſion accordinge unto it, which we 
could not delay or refuſe, leſt therby we ſhould diſcountenance thos, who obeyed the 
authority, to pleaſe thos, who were in doubt, whither they ſhould obey it. Som other ; 
miniſters too that morninge came to me, and deſyred to publiſh our ſaid declaration 25 * | 
ſoone as we could. This I mooved the councill in, who accordingly agreed therunto ; and M 
the declaration is now in the preſs with the ordinance alſo, which we thought fit to 
printe ; it never yet havinge bin printed, wherby many were miſinformed concerninge it.

x. IRST for the Weſt India expedition, youare to require and command the ſherriffs y.xxxiv.p.s 3 


of the ſeverall countys the commiſſioners of the ſeverall pariſhes and the inheritors 
of the ſeverall lands, to take all the knowne idle maſterleſſe vagabonds and robers, menn 
and weomen, the only inſtruments of troble, plots, and projects in the commonwealth 
and to that effect, that they may not faile, you are to command the governors of the ſeverall 
garriſons to be aſſiſting thereunto; and to ſee the _— ſoe taken to be quartered and 
maintained by the ſeverall pariſhes, where they ſha] bee taken, who are to be anſwerable 
for the ſame untill ſuch tyme as they ſhall be tranſported : and who ever faile herein are 
to be eſteemed as enemyes to the commonwealth, and proceeded againſt accordingly ; 
the governors of the ſeverall garriſons allwaies takeing care of ſecureing there perſons, and 
proceeding againſt there reſetters, if they be fugative. ; 

2. Secondly, you are to appoint the governor of Innerlocha and Inverneſſe above the 
river of Forth, and the comander in chiefe on ſouth fide of Forth, to imploy ſuch 
perſons, as they may beſt truſt, and thoſe who knowe all ſuch idle maſterleſſe vagabonds 
and robers, menn and weomen, and to give in a liſt of them from tyme to tyme, to the

HES E are firſt to let you know, that myſelf and this government reckon ourſelves 
beholding to you, for the ready expreſſions of your love in giving aſſiſtance to our 
late deſign ; which indeed though it hath miſcarried in what we hoped for, through the 
diſpoſing hand of God for reaſons beſt known to himſelf, and as we may juſtly conceive 
for our ſins, yet is not this cauſe the leſs his, but will be owned by him, as I verily be- 
lieve, and therefore we dare not relinquiſh it; but ſhall, the Lord aſſiſting, proſecute it with 
what ſtrength we can, hoping for bleſſing for his name ſake. You will receive ſome in- 
ſtructions with encouragements to remove your people thither, whereto I refer you; only 


let me tell you, that if you ſhall think to deſire ſome other things, which are not mer-

tioned in thoſe inſtructions, reſt upon my word, that we ſhall be moſt ready to ſupply 
what then may be defective in, and you may reaſonably demand, when once you are upon 
the place, where certainly you wil be better able to judge what may tend more to your 
accommodation than at a diſtance. Surely the ſooner you remove thither, you will have 
the more time to ſtrengthen yourſelf, in fack place and upon ſuch part as you ſhall like 
of. And for mr own part, I have named you one of the commiſſioners there for 
managing of the whole affair, whereby you will have your vote and intereſt in that go- 
vernment. Having ſaid this, I think fit to let you know, that we have twenty men ot 
war already there, and are ſending eight more, many whereof have 40 guns and upwarcs, 
and the reſt above 30. We hope the plantation is not wanting in any thing, having at the leatt 
7000 fighting men upon the place, and we are providing to ſu ply them conſtantly with 
freſh men, and we truſt they are furniſhed with a twelve month's victuals; and I think it 
we have it in England, they ſhall not want. We have alſo ſent to the colonies of New 
England like offers with yours to remove thither, our reſolution being to people and 
lant that iſland. And indeed we have very good reaſon to expect conſiderable numbers 
from thence, foraſmuch as the laſt winter was very deſtructive, and the ſummer hath prov- 
ed ſo very ſickly.

This ſhip goes be- 
fore with inſtructions to encourage you to go on with the work, as alſo with inſtructions to 
Mevis and the other windward iſlands, to bring ſo many of the plantations, as are free 
to come. And I deſire you with your leſſer merchant ſhips, or ſuch others as you can 
ſpare, to give all poſſible aſſiſtance for their removal and tranſplantation from time to 
time, as alſo all due encouragement to remove them. You will ſee by the encloſed what 
J have writ to M. G. Forteſcue. And I hope your counſels will enter into that, which 
may be for the glory of God and good of this nation. It is not to be denied, but the 
Lord hath greatly humbled us in that fad loſs ſuſtained at Hiſpaniola, and we doubt we 
have provoked the Lord; and it is good for us to know ſo, and to be abaſed for the ſame. 
But yet certainly his name 1s concerned in the work ; and therefore though we ſhould, 
and we hope we do lay our mouths in duſt, yet he would not have us deſpond, but I truſt 
give us leave to make mention of his name and of his righteouſneſs, when we cannot make 
mention of our own. You are left there, and I pray you ſet up your banners in the 
name of Chriſt, for undoubtedly it is his cauſe ; and let the reproach and ſhame, that hath 
been for our ſins, and through, alſo may we ſay, the miſguidance of ſome, work up your 
hearts to confidence in the Lord, and for the redemption of his honor from the hands of men, 
who attribute their ſucceſs to. their idols, the work of their own hands. And though he 


two days he will ruin us, in the third day he will raiſe us up, and we ſhall live in his ſight: 
The Lord himſelf hath a controverſy with your enemies, even with that Roman Babylon; 
of which the Spaniard is the great underproper. In that reſpe&t you fight the Lord's 
battles, and in this the ſcriptures are moſt plain. The Lord therefore ſtrengthen you with 
faith, and cleanſe you from all evil, and doubt not but he is able, and I truſt as willing 
to give you as ſignal ſucceſſes, as he gave your enemies againſt you. Only the covenant- 


fear of the Lord be upon you. If we ſend you not by this, I truſt we ſhall by the next, .

ought to apply myſelt unto. Above foure months ſince I turned away one of my ſervants, 
2 Frenchman, becauſe of his bad ſervice, he having been at firſt my footman, but ſince 
by me prefered to waite in my chambers. I have always well payd him his wages, as I 
have juſtifyed; yet for all that being fomented by ſome other vagrants, he reſolved to 
call me before the juſtice. Out of reſpect I appeared to the late quarter ſeſſions at Weſt- 
minſter, and there was then fully diſcharged by the juſtice; as being found there to owe 
him nothing; yett being till inticed by evill inſtruments, and now being upon my de- 
parture, and having therefore not only turned him out, but alſo the reſt of my ſervants, 
by virtue of a writ, of the high court he hath cauſed me to be arreſted. I did put in 
bayle on 3 to mortifye the ſawcyneſſe of a ſervant, who hath wrongfully informed 
the juſtice ; but he being backed by other French vagrants, not ceaſing impertinently to 
trouble me, that they might unjuſtly extort of me ſome monney, being upon my depar-

2. They ſettle a counſell here, and appoint agents, who might ſollicit all their partye, 
and acquaint them with their motions; and foe ordered it, that all might knowe, and yet 
never above 2 of them ſpeake together. ; 

3. They raiſe and collect ſeverall great ſummes of 9 as well for the maintenance of 
C. S. as carryeinge on the warre, and letters of privy ſeale were ſent, &c. 


4. They buy and provide great ſtoare of armes; ſome were layd up in a magazine here, 


and others ſent up and downe in the countrye. 5 

5. They labour to divide the armye, and to blowe up the diſcontent of all parties; 
wherein they imploy notable inſtruments, which doe their worke ſoe well, that a great 
parte of the army ſhould have mutinyed 'in Scotland, and beene headed by col. Overton.

louſyes there will bee between the two crownes, and may bee received into the general 
ace in what ranke or title hee pleaſe. And thoſe men think the protector will bee as 
igly courted to give liberty of conſcience, as the Swede will bee to make ſome fayre 
compoſition with the Pole; and that this pope hath no inclination to incite the catholiques 
to make a war of religion.

I Never received letter from you more to my ſatisfaction, than by this laſt poſt, it haveinge 
beene confidently writ from the Hague, Amſterdam, and Antwerpe, but three dayes 
before the poſt came, that an —— was come on at the Hague, to give notice of the death 
of his highneſs, and your ſelfe, which very much trubled me, beinge I had heard his 
highneſs was not well, and that your ſelfe writt me but the very poſt before, that you 
were very ill, Bleſſed be God, whoe hath recovered you both. I truſt he hath yet more 
worke for you, and that he will preferve and enable you unto it, and therein diſapoint the 
deſires of your enemyes. 

f humbly thanke you for the large accompt of touchinge the fleetes, &c. I 
traſt the Lord hath opened a doore of hope in the Weſt-Indies, nk, given you a footinge 
in that iſland, from whence to riſe to higher action for the ſpreadinge of the goſpell, and 
the advantage of the commonwealth, though your enemyes ſpeake contemptably of your 
beginnings. I wonder not that the Hamburgher ſkipper Be willingly offered himſelf into 
the Spaniſh ſervice. You cannot imagine, how joyfully the common men here entertayned 
the newſe of his highneſs's death; but they are a ſelfiſn, ull-natured, and ingratefull peo- 
ple. One of their feamen cominge lately in ed, that he met with one of your 
tregats in the channell, whoe told him that general Blake was beaten home by the Spaniſh 
fleete; and when he was queſtioned for it, denyed it. If you thinke fit, I ſhould let the 
ſenate ænowe, that notice is or will be taken of the diſaffected actings of their burgher, 
I ſhall doe it; but they will only ſmooth all over with excuſes. I perceive by this your 
laſt letter, that the comittee of the counſel had conſidered the buſineſs of the company, 
and were ready to report 1t ; only thought fit firſt to ſpeake with ſome of the company 
there; ſoe as e'er longe, I preſume, I ſhall heare from you, how his highneſs and the coun- 
del have beene pleaſed to reſolve. Truly, fir, the hint I gave touchinge the dotor's ſol- 

licitations proceeded not from any great regard I had of what he could doe for his 
party, that imployed him; onely it beinge writ thence, that he made it his whole bul- 
nes, and it being knowne heere, that he left his church (as he calls it) to goe over for 
that end, though he pretended others, made me take that ſlight notice I did of it. Were 
it not for trubleing you, I could give you ſuch an acconnt of that man's unworthynels an 
ingratitude towards my ſelfe and the honneſt partye heere, cheefely becauſe they have ſent 
for mr.

as in all foreign parts beſides, and more than 4 parts of all the fiſh of Engliſh taking, 

and alſo more of our ſhipping are employed therein, and in making and carrying of fiſh, 
which encreaſeth our mariners, and cauſeth to be built daily more and more, augmenting 
the ſtrength and ſtock of the nation, being ſo much got out of the ſea as the fiſh amount- 
eth to, as alſo the great benefit that ariſeth from the manufactures by our induſtry, where- 
by ſo many thouſands of the people of this nation have their ſubſiſtence and perpetual 
motion of imployment, by which our ſhipping and mariners are maintained and in- 
creaſed, our means augmented, and our dominion of trade kept on foot, if not extended. 

And it's to be obſerved, that our traffic with Spain redounds more to the eſſential be- 
nefit of this commonwealth than all others whatſoever ; for the product of our manufac- 
tures and fiſh, and what elſe we carry to them, although we have from thence iron, oil, 
cochineal, tobacco, wines, raiſons, ſilk, &c. We alſo bring great quantities of woolls 
ſo great a material for other trades, which if the Hollanders ſhould altogether have and 
convert into cloth the damage to this nation would be unſpeakable, for already they 
go driving us out of our cloth trade both in the north parts of France and Turky, mak- 
ing above 6000 cloths a year, having no wooll of their own. | 

We alſo bring great ſtore of monies from Spain, and great quantities are ſent from 
thence to Italy and Turky, for the better advancement of thoſe merchants affairs. In the 
like kind proceedeth from hence the monies. that are carried to the Eaſt Indies, and for 
many other places all proceeding from the produce of our fiſh and manufactures, by all 
which it appeareth that by our trade with Spain we inrich and ſtrengthen ourſelves, and 
diminiſh and impoveriſh them. | | 

The contrary of which befals us in our traffic with France and other places, in regard 
they make ſtore of manufactures in their own countries, they need not ours, or inconſiderable 
quantities in reſpect of what we bring from thence do amount to, whereby their nation be- 
cometh inrich'd and ours impoveriſh'd, driving us out of our treaſures by degrees, for 
what anſwers not our export mult be put into thoſe commodities by exchange or in monies. 

We ſhall give an example how beneficial the trade of Spain is for England. The com-

and other charges will coſt 10, and allow the merchant to gain on his goods 101. ſo 
that he ſhould have in Spain 125 |. which emproyed in tobacco at 3 8. per pound hath 
833 1. weight of tobacco; when he cometh to gland, he muſt pay for the cuſtom of 
each pound 6d. which amounts unto 201. 16 8. 6d. and when he ſells it there muſt be 
paid for exciſe 12 d. for each pound weight, which amounts to 41 I. 13 s. and ſo the 
100 1. the merchant ſent out brings to your highneſs 671.

The merchant ſends to Malaga or Canaries as many manufactures as ſtand him 


in 100 l. he pays cuſtom thereof at their rtation, at leaſt 5 I. he pays for inſurance 
thereof to Spain and other charges 101. allow the merchant for his benefit 10 l. ſo he 
ſhould have in Malaga 125 l. for which he hath 10 pipes or buts of wine; when they 
arrive in England the merchant muſt pay 21. for cuſtom of each pipe or but, which is 
201. and when they are ſold there muſt be paid for exciſe on each pipe or but 3 J. which 
is 301. ſo that out of the merchant's 100 l. that was exported in Engliſh manufactures 
your highneſs hath 55 1. and this many times in 5 or 6 months time from the firſt expor- 
tation of the goods, and the like by a ſecond adventure, the merchant may make of the 
ſame monies, and the benefit he made by the former, his ſtock being increafed, and in 
this manner ſucceſſively on all our ſtocks, monies and intereſt, credits, profits, &c. 
There are none of the manufactures, that we trade for Spain, but may be made either 
there or in other countries, for that they altogether do depend on the matter and mate- 


rials of handy labour, and of late years they have made in Spain many manufactures of 
wooll, for which purpoſe they — out of Flanders to in Caſtile 3000 men 1 
at once, where they have great privileges and immunities, being free of exciſe and cuſtom, 3 


and proceeded in the making of ſuch manufactures, as are carried from England and in 
teaching of others, the moſt of them being already married with Spaniſh women; wherefore 
it may be feared that if our trade be diſcontinued for thoſe parts, neceſſity will put them 
in all places upon making of ſuch as we are accuſtomed to carry them, or of ſuch as will 
be uſed inſtead thereof; and this being once introduced it will be impoſſible in after times 
to vent ours, having more and better woolls in their country and to be had better cheap 
in England; beſides what they ſpend in their own country, there are tranſported great 
quantities for France, Italy, Holland and other parts, and alſo to England where it is 
made up into cloth. ; 

And it is probable, that the ſale of our manufactures may thus be obſtructed, if not 

. wholly loſt ; uſe that when the Spaniards are at enmity with any nation, they do ever 
make ſtrict laws againſt the bringing into their territories any of the manufactures of thoſe 
countries, and without doubt they will do the like by ours ; and if they themſelves ſhall 
not make ſufficient of their own, the Hollanders, Hamburgers, and other nations will 
make them, and traffick with them, and bring from them the fruit of their country, and 
have their ſhipping employed with freights by other nations as ours are, which we cannot 
remedy, they being in friendſhip with us and the Spaniards, 

The Spaniſh woolls that are imported into England are of important concernment to the 
nation at home, and trade abroad. For if that manufacture deſerves moſt encouragment from 
the ſtate, which improves the value of the materials moſt in the hire of labourers, the Spaniſh 
woolls are highly to beefteemed ; for whereas 61. worth of Engliſh wooll, made into cloth, doth 
not render above 12 1. ten pounds worth of Spaniſh wooll renders 3o1. to the clothier 
by the extraordinary charge in the fabrick, which is double the benefit to the nation.— 
And whereas moſt of our other Engliſh manufactures of wooll are ſo well imitated in 
France, that little or none of ours vents in that kingdom, our cloth made of Spaniſh 
wooll ſtill remains in good demand, and at leaſt ſeven parts of eight of all that is here $S | 
made is conſumed in France; and ſhould we loſe that trade alſo, we ſhould purchaſe all | | 
the goods we have from thence with our ready monies, or by exchange to the notorious WM | 
conſumption of the ſtock of our nation. | * 

In the time of queen Elizabeth, when we had wars with Spain, we then made little or | 
no manufactures for tranſportation for Spain; but we getting workmen from other coun- 
ries learned their art, and finding benefit and great vent for manufactures, have by the long 
peace got in a manner the whole traffick, and before we had little or none with them, ot 
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tn other nations, in reſpe& of what we have now, and the Spaniards having Portugal A: D. 1655: 
os a great trade for the Eat Indies and Brazil, which as they — and came at certain 
ſeaſons of the year disjointedly, we took many of them; but now they have no trade 
but for the Weſt· Indies, which at uncertain times come in ſtrong fleets. 
And to them will be of great c and as the ſea is wide, and their ports 
many, it is to one if we meet them, and being met withal, and ſhould overcome 
them, we may reap little profit, they being bound, by taking the ſacrament, to fire or 
fink their ſhips rather than yield them to an enemy. hereas we cannot , but that 
our loſſes will t be daily, certainly, the many private men of war they will have for this 
purpoſe, ſo that our navigation for all parts will be altogether uncertain. 
As for Turky and Italy, becauſe of the men of war and gallies wa may have within 
the Streight's mouth, all the ports being theirs on the one ſide, together with Majorca, 
' Minorca, Sicilia, Sardinia, Corſica, &c. on the other ſide four ports in Africa, Port Sang- 
goun, Na les, Final, &c. for Portugal, for the men of war will have in Cadiz, St. 
Lucar, — from divers ports of Galicia, confining with nad .from the Barbadoes for 
the men of war they may have from the Canary iſlands. For France, for the men of 
war of Paſſage and St. Sebaſtian's having at this preſent 20 frigats that are private men 
war. 
T For the northern parts, Eaſt-Indies, and all ſhips out and home for thoſe of Dunkirk. 
We preſume to put your highneſs in mind, that by trade come theſe benefits to our 
nation. 
It carryeth away our nation's manufactures, fiſh, lead, tin, &c. and ſuch as our coun- 
produceth, and bringeth ſuch as we want, whereby our wealth is increaſed, and the 
power and ſtrength of our nation both by land and ſea; it gs pr the poor throughout 
the whole commonwealth, and infinite of the middle rank of people in making and ma- 
naging manufactures, by which riches are diſtributed to all; and all men are enabled to 
taxes; it multiplies our ſhipping and mariners, which are the walls and bulwarks of 
this iſland 3 it bringeth great revenues to your highneſs by cuſtom and exciſe. 
And hereby you will have monies, men, amity, arms, proviſions, ſhips, and mariners 
for all occaſions. 
Alſo by the want of trade theſe inconveniencies, our nation's correſpondency, which 
will be loſt, and our credits both at home and abroad ; we ſhall loſe our ſtocks, trades 
and ſubſiſtences, infinite poor women and children, and many men alſo will be brought 
to extreme want, our ſhipping will be by the walls neglected, the vent of our native 
commodities obſtructed, 71 not loſt, the cuſtom and exciſe will decreaſe, it will make us 
to be dependent upon other nations; and to diſoblige our own people and ſeamen, and in 
all kinds by degrees weaken us. | 
Trade goeth from one to another inſenſibly, and it being once on foot, our mariners and 
workmen may go to other nations for employment; and ſo in a ſmall time we may have 
neither ſhips, mariners, or manufactures, and thereof reſulting ſo great damage as the 
very thought of it doth affright us; for that none of theſe can be upheld without commerce, 
which going to Holland, will quickly make themſelves for wealth and ſhipping maſters 
of us, and if not foreſeen in time, it will be impoſſible for us to prevent it afterwards. 
And that you may the better conſider of the benefits that come by trade, we inſtance, 
That it is not many years ſince the Hollanders had either navigation, nor yet ſcarce 
victuals in their country for their ſubſiſtence ; and having found the vaſt benefits and ad- 
vantages thereof, they have with much ſtudied induſtry given all encouragement thereunto, 
making their care and protection of trade to be their intereſt of ſtate, whereby they have 
raiſed themſelves from nothing, as that they are become able both in wealth and ſhipping 
to poize moſt of the princes in Chriſtendom. 
We conclude, humbly conceiving there is nothing of more importance to be looked 
after, or to be more carefully taken into conſideration than matters of trade, nor any other 
way poſſible than this to preſerve and maintain this country, no other means to quiet or 
keep up the ſpirits of the people, no other to keep them in employment, or to find a 
vent and encouragement for their labours, and no other to provide againſt the wants and 
diſtempers of them. | | 
By all which we endeavour to manifeſt to your highneſs as merchants, that by practice 
and obſervation in our profeſſion have experienced the benefits of trade, and for want 
thereof, encouraged thereunto by the commands of the lords of the committee of your 
honourable council of ſtate, ſtill humbly ſubmitting all our conceptions to your highneſs's 
better information and knowledge thereof.

N humble remonſtrance on the behalf of the Spaniſh merchants, of the wrong done

n are each of them to favour other, and to uſe one another with all Kind and

By this article they ought not to ſeize the ſhipsnor kill the Engliſh ſubjects, that go to 


the Weſt Indies, nor to any other of his dominions (without breach of peace on their 


part.) They may deny them trade, and all manner of relief in caſe of diſtreſs, but ought 
not to do them any hurt, but uſe them with all kind and friendly offices; but the cont 

is manifeſt to all the world by their killing of many Engliſh ſubjects at the iſle of Pro. 
vidence, and by their maſſacring of ſo many Engliſh ſubjects at Santa Crux: and though 
theſe his proceedings have been the original cauſe of the breach of peace on his part, 
whereby the honour of this nation is engaged to ſeek reparation for the lives of theſe 
ſubjects, and ſatisfaction for the many ſhips and goods which he hath ſeized, and made 
confiſcate in the Weſt Indies, and all contrary to the aforeſaid article. 

And now notwithſtanding all this hurt and ſpoil done to the Engliſh ſubjects, the king 
of Spain would father the breach of peace to be made by the Engliſh ſubjects at Santo 
Domingo, and ſo he ſets it forth, without making mention of any hurt done him at all; 
but thereupon hath taken occaſion to ſeize the perſons, and eſtates of the Engliſh ſubjects 
in his dominions without any regard to his engagement by the XXIIId article, which 
ſaith, | a 
If it ſhall happen hereafter (which God forbid !) that any diſpleaſure do ariſe betwixt 
the ſaid moſt renowned kings, the king of Great Britain, and the king of Spain, whereby 


danger might grow of the interruption of entercourſe and commerce, then the ſubjectzꝭ 


of either king are thereof ſo to be admoniſhed, as that they may have ſix months from

the time of the monition to tranſport their merchandiſes without any arreſt, diſturbance, or 
hurt in the mean ſeaſon, to be done or given unto them either in their perſons or mer- 
chandizes.—Now if any one doubt of the validity of theſe articles of peace being made ſo 
long ago, let them take notice, that in the year 1645 the merchants of Seville finding 
themſelves much grieved and oppreſſed by the ſaid king's needy miniſters and officers, 
did for 4000 ducats in plate purchaſe of the king of Spain certain privileges for their 
more peaceable living there, and carrying on their trade; and therein the ſaid articles of 
peace are ſo confirmed, that the merchants did not doubt of the full benefit of them, both 
in reſpect to his honour, and alſo for their 4000 ducats which they paid him, and for his 
engagement by his oath and promiſe, and for that his own. laws ſet forth, that pacts and 
treaties with princes ought to be kept punctually, as cap. 1. de pact. pax ſervetur, patla 
cuſtodiantur.

at Galleppolla haveinge ſome pretence made upon him by the cadde of that place, 

came up to the porte, and gets a command from the vizere unto the cadde, wherein he 

commands the cadde to lay aſide thoſe his pretences: inſteade of giveing obedience there- 

unto, hee cauſes the man to be layd downe before him, and beaten with 79 "—_ ö - 
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priſoner, and forced him to pay fiveteene crownes, according to the cuſtome of the 
try. 

be th fir Thomas Bendiſh wente unto the vizere, where hee complained both of the 
mony alen from Roger Fowke by the baſha of Cyprus, of which I formerlie gave your 
highnes an account, as alſoe of the abuſe offered unto Edward Major, as is above ſayd. 

To the firſt the baſha being called to anſwer, refuſed to come in perſon, but appoynts 
an aſſigne, who denyes that ever the baſha receaved any mony, yet afterwards conteſt 
that there was ſuch a fume taken and given to the ſouldiers of that place, foe they ſhall 


have a command unto the tefterdar of that iland to "oo it againe. 


And as for Edward Major's buſines, which more imediatehe conſcernes the vizere, heb 
told fir Thomas Bendiſh, that hee could not put out the cadde, but hee would fend unto 
the muftee aboute it: afterwards fir Thomas Bendiſh wente unto the muftee, who told 
him, that hee could not. meddle with it, but hee would ſend unto the muftee, that was 
Munſuld, but as yet nothing was done. — | 

Thoſe of Tunis were not yet gonn, nor like to bee much advantaged by theire ſtay ; for 
Morat baſha being gonn, the Venis buſines wente but ſlowlie forward. | 

As yet here is not any newes of the Venetians taking Maluaſia, but the Turkes much 
feare it; yet thoſe greate gunns, which were carried from hence were ſoe placed upon the 
maine, that they cauſed the Venetian fleete to remove. And the Venetian attempting ſome 
things upon the Morea was beaten with loſs. | 

The capt. Baſha's galleyes are at Negro-ponto haveing ſente moſt of his men near Mal- 
valia, at which place the Turke hath a verie greate army in hope to releeve it. But 


that place joyning with the maine with no parte of it but by a bridge of 18 arches, 
which bridge the Venetian hath brokne downe, it is thought the Turkes will not bee 


able to doe ought. | 

The capt. baſha is abroad in the Arches with the bye's galleyes, and gocs from one 
iſland to another to pole the people; but 1s now called home. 

Sume of the bye's galleyes meeting with a French ſatee bound for this porte hath 
taken from him three thouſand crownes. | | 

Haſan aga being againe recruited is come to Coma, intending to come for this porte; 
and his demand is ſatisfaction for the blood of Ipſher baſha. The Tarter having aſſiſted 
the kinge of Polland with fifty thouſande horſe and foote hath forced the emperour of 
Muſcovia to retreate from Camanekza, which place he had longe beſeidged. 

In May I writ your highnes, that ſir Thomas Bendiſh and Jonathan Dawes, when the 
wente unto the vizere aboute the Funis buſines, had ſome private diſcourſe with him, = 4 
they pretended was mater of ſtate, and ſoe not fit for the nation to here. Now as I 
have ſince been credibly informed, the greateſt parte of that mater of ſtate was to con- 
trive a way to have ſente mee of the place, but it would not take; the vizere durſt not 
atempt it. No meanes nor wales hath bine omited to effect that deſigne, but hitherto it 
hath not takne. | 

The 5th of October J adviſed, that there was a new baſha ſente here for Argeere, and 
on that ſhipp departed thoſe, which were here to lament aboute the Tunis buſines. The 
Turkes did then reporte, that the Venetians had left Malvaſia. 

This is the ſume of what I then writ your highnes. Since which have certaine advice, 
that the Venetian hath left Malvaſia. The reaſon thereof is ſayd to be chieflie upon ſume 
diſcontent amoungſt themſelves; the Turkes being brought to that ſtraight for wante of 
bread, that in tew dayes they muſt have bine forced to ſet open the gates. I 

Since the Venetians departure from thence the capt. baſha hath bine there, who hath 
cauſed eighteene of the Greeks of that place to bee hanged, and forty in fifty of them to 
vo put into the galleyes, under a pretence of haveinge furniſhed the Venetian with pro- 
viſion, 

Hee came in here the 11th of October. Since his comeing in the Turkes looke not 
with foe pleaſant a countenance upon the Venis bayley as formerly they did; and on the 
13th they ſeized on ſome of the bayleye's leters ; but they being in cypher the Turkes 
could make nothing of them, yet put him in ſoe much danger, that all his ſervants fleed 
from him; but the French ambaſador ſoone made up the breach, ſoe that his ſervants 
returned againe the next day; and ſence all things are well with him. Yet were it not 
for the French ambaſador, hee would paſs but ill, for the condition or nature of the 
Turke is ſuch, that ſoe long as any nation are in a capaſitie to doe him harme, he is 
verie curteous; but where hee getts a litle victorie, or conceives, that a people are in- 
ferior to him, then is hee very inſolente. 

Morat Baſha is latelie dead at Damaſcus. The newes thereof being ſente unto Haſan 
aga with a promiſe of a baſha lecke hath cauſed him to retreat; ſoe all is now in 
peace for the preſent. But a change of officers is ſuddainly like to bee. | 
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Three dayes ſince the r. ſente his officers to ſeize upon the eſtate of Morat 
baſha, but the jannaſaries h 2 and eſtate, and will not ſuffer it to bee 
donn. nr: a rd nenn eee 

The 25th of October ſir Thomas Bendiſh viſited the capt. baſha, who. receaved his pre- 
ſent, verie kindlie, as they doe alwayes Hee prayed, that one Geo. Davis, ſonn to him, 
who was Charles Stuart's barber, and: laſt yeare takne by the Turkes in the Venis ſervice, 
that hee might bee free for many ; but as yet nothinge is donn therein. | 
| Thoſe, which were here from Tunis to lament of what there paſt, are departed hence, 
yet have left thoſe here, who are to proſecute that buſines, whenever occaſion offers. And 
the often change of vizers puts us in a continuall doubt; for if one doe not queſtion us

for that act, another may; and wee doe but all this while put a falſe ſkinn upon the ſoare; 


for ſoe ſoone as the Turke finds himſelſe in a condition to call us in queſtion, reſt conf . 
dent, hee will doe it; for certainlie it cannot bee imagined, that the Turke ſhould have his 
caſtle beatne downe and plundred, his men ſlaine and maimed, his ſhipps burnt, his fleet 

retended to bee overthrowne for- Wante of thoſe ſhipps, and ſay litle or nothing to it, 
but that hee finds himſelfe not in a condition to doe it, as they ſundry tymes told 
thoſe, who were here to complaine. Therefore I {till humbly offer it to your grave 
conſideratione, whether it might not now bee a convenient tyme for your highnes to ſend 

our ambaſador, and renew your capitulations with the Turke, while hee is low; leaſt if 
he ſhould either make a peace with the Venetian, or bee ſetled in themſelves, thoſe things, 
which might now bee obtain'd with caſe, might then prove more difficult, eſpecially ſee. 
ing neither the perſons of your 2 0 in this place, nor theire eſtates can be ſafe without 
it. And wherein I may bee uſefull in the accompliſhing of ether that or any other your 
highnes comands, I ſhall according to my du * my utmoſt indeavour. 

In my laſt I writ your highnes, that one Edward Major vice-conſull of Galleppola had 
bine abuſed by the cadde of that place. The muftee hath ſince diſplact him, being glad 
of the occaſion, that ſoe hee might get mony by puting a new one in his place, all thoſe

BE pleaſed to be advertiſed, that after allmoſt ſix weekes tedious and expenſive abode 
in this place, wayting all that while for a convenient oppertunity to come up to 
the king, which I hoped to have done with the rix-chancellor, whoe hath received com- 
mands from the king his maſter to come to him; which ſoe ſoone as I heard, I went 
to lett him know my deſire, and reſolution to goe with him; but hee ſhewed ſome un 
willingneſſe to have either mee, or any other publick miniſter to accompany him in his 
journey; the reaſon whereof, as I conjecture, is, becauſe of the king's noe deſire at preſent 
to have any publicke perſons about him to interrupt him in the multitude of buſynes, 
which is now incumbent uppon him; the truth of which ſurmiſe I am not able to affirme, 
nor what other reall cauſe there is of ſuch ſhynes, but that reaſon ſeemed to me ſoe little 
ſatisfactory, that I was bold to preſſe the earneſt defire I have to performe the buſineſſe of 
my wu ys with what convenient ſpeede I may; whereuppon hee did ſeeme at laſt 
with much freedome to aſſent, and adviſed me to advance one day before him with the 
armie under the command of general Stenbuck, (which was left by the king, when he 
went from this place, in Marovia five miles from hence) and that the next day he would 
not faile to call one mee, and take mee with him, which he accordingly did, but withall 
told mee, that that very evening he had received order from his maſter to ſtopp the 
march of general Stenbuck's armye, and himſelfe to come a poſt to the king, whoe (he 
pretends) is advanceing into theſe partes, and he thereuppon did adviſe me to retourne back 
to this place, promiſing mee, that he would not only advertiſe me, but allſoe ſend me 
a ſufficient convoy to come away to the king, if he came not to Warſaw in 7 07 5 
days; whereupon (though unwillingly) I was forced to aſſent, and came backe to this 
place, expecting the performance of his promiſe. The towne and caſtle of Cracowe 15 
taken, and divers of the great men and captaines have ſubmitted to the king of Sweden, 
the king of Poland being gone out of his kingdome ; and as we were informed heere, 
not many dayes ſince he was with his queene in little Glogow in Silecia, The 17th _ 
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an abbat of the Greeke chureh (ih the Cozzacks countery) as an ambaſſador from 'generall A. D. 1655. 
Smelinſke being convoyed witlfabout 2000 Cozzacks to the bankes of the Viſtula'in * WWW 
of this towne, came attended hether by 20 or 30 perſons, the reſt of his traine being left 
beehind — the other de of the river.

This is all at 
reſent of either hey-or certainty, that I am able to preſent your-honour with,

| Gl ce the diſpatch of my laſt letters, beeing of the 25th of October, to my lord pro- 


tector and your ſelfe, ſome pallages have here fallen out, which I ſhall onely impart 
to your ſelfe, beeing ar + o ſoone to trouble his highnes with more letters. 

The citty and factory of Aleppo beeing made very happy in the injoyment of a good 
baſſa (by name Muſtapha) ever ſince Ipſher baſſa had left that place, about the latter end 
of September, a command was ſent from this port to diſmiſſe him, and receive one Side 
Achmet baſſa in his roome, who has ſent his muſſalim or deputy thither for that end, 
and was received accordingly ; and the good baſſa pre to be gone, when the cruelty 
and wickednes of him that was to come, and the moderation of the preſent baſſa beeing 
by the cadde, muftee, and the learned of their laws, and by all the grandees of Aleppo, 
together with the militia of both ſpahees and janizaries taken into deepe conſideration at 
a general aſſembly, and withall, that he had bin driven out of Moraſh (where he was baſſa) 
for his tyrany; and ſince that, was refuſed both at Conea and elſewhere, for which 
places he had procured commands as well as for Aleppo ; they all mett againe upon the 
firſt of October in another great aſſembly at the caddee's, and their unaminoully reſolved 
and agreed to refuſe Side Achmet baſſa, as other places had done, and to ſend their ge- 
nerall petition and reaſons to the grand ſignor, and thruſt his muſſalim out of the city, 
which accordingly they did with threats, that if he remained thereabouts till night, they 
would cutt him in pieces; ſo he imediately departed, to tell his maſter of his ſucceſſe, 
(who is reported to have 3ooo ſoldiers attending on him) and the old baſſa reſolved to 
continue with them, untill the iſſue of their ſupplica to this port might be knowne. 
Now this baſſa proving to be a confederate with Haſan-aga, the rebell in Aſia, to whome 
(as in my letter to his highnes) the grand ſignor had ſent his hattſheriffe, and the ſpa- 
hees, janazaries, and miulaws, (or men of the law) three perſons of quality to command, 
and adviſe him to lay downe his armes, before the hattſheriffe or they could arrive to him, 
he was departed with his army towards Aleppo to beſeege it, and by force ſettle his 
freind there, which by fayre means could not de. With him is joined Ipſher baſſa's ſone, 
with ſome ſmall forces, which he hath gathered together. The grand ſignor and council 
beeing adviſed thereof, forthwith granted their petition of Aleppo, and commending their 
act, incouraged them to maintaine their reſolution againſt any that ſhould oppoſe ; and 
having prepared commands for Morat baſſa, that he ſhould incounter him with his army, 
which he writt to the king, he had raiſed to that ſe ; before they could be ſent 
forwards, news was brought, that Morat bafla beeing under the hands of his barber, ſanke 
downe, and dyed ſodainly. At this news, at this time, are the gran ſignor and council 


much troubled, and what they will doe therein, is not yet knowne ; when it is, I .

SIR, 


1 Have in ſeverall monthes received no letter from you; nevertheles my weeckly letters vol. xxxii. 
came ſafe to your handes. Theſe parts affoarde little newes more then what we receave p. 57. 


from forraigne countryes, from which places themſelves I ſuppoſe you have more certaynetyes 
then wee heare; for every thinge is reported ſo dubioully, that wee can creddit little, 
eſpecially in relation to the Swediſh affaires, the which the people and the calvaliers doe 
hartely wiſh may not proſper, fearing that crowne and you — 

prejudice of both of them. My intelligence from Ceullen tells mee, the counſell of C. 5. 
is very reſerved ; and though they itt often, tis ſeldome knowne what they doe; 
but conjectures are made, that they are buſſye contriving a new deſingne againſt 
your differences with Spayne breake out into warr ; to which advantage they hope 


will be added many more by a peace betwixt France and Spayne, which their let- 


ters from Paris aſſure them is earneſtly indeavoured by the pope, to whome the king 
of France hath given power to name the place and perſons for a treatye in order 
to a generall peace.

come to a treaty. The e of Aras, Dourlans, and Corbie are content to ſubmit; 
ſve the intendants be taken away, which were lately put to receive the contributions in 
all the frontier-guarriſons, and pay the ſoldiers, and diſpoſe the overplus to the maynte- 
nance of Conde, St. Gillian, Landrecye, and Queſnoy ; their being very few of the go- 
vernours of the frontyers, but made thirty or forty thouſand piſtolls yearly of theyr 
charges; of which this ſuperintendencye abates neer three parts of four of theyr profit. 
The cardinall will not ſtick at this, 1f that will doe, which is not yet certayne, thowgh 
they doe not yet ſeem to inſiſt on more; only the duke of Shone, whoe commands 
Dourlance, deſires his mother may be ſent to him, and then he ſhall appeare a faithfull 
ſubject to the king; but upon the firſt diſcovery of this deſigne, their were orders for the 
ſcizing, of hir, as ſuſpecting ſhe had ſome hand in it; but ſhe being pre-advertis'd, is 
got out of the way, and not yet heard of. Madam Chattillion is not, as my laſt adver- 
tiſed you, in the Baſteile, but impriſoned at Chantillie, and ſome thinke with hir owne 
conſent, being drawne by a hanſome younge abott monſieur Du Fouquet to the diſcovery 
of this deſigne; and ſoe willingly made priſoner, that ſhe might have the pretence of 
terroure to excuſe hir confeſſion of what ſhe knew ; but this I thinke is rather the con- 
jecture of ſome great perſons, whoe are not kinde to hir, then upon any certayne grounds. 
The mar, d'Hauquimcourte treats likewiſe ; he is contented to ſurrender his government 
of Peronn and Ham upon condition of having madam Chatillion releaſed, being made 
duke and peer of France, having five hundred thouſand crownes, which will amounte to 
about a hundred and thirty thouſand pounds, and his ſonn to be Chevalier & Honeure to 
the next queen, whome the king ſhall marry ; which may be ſolde for fifty thouſand 
piſtolls. Three hundred thouſand crownes is offerred him; the honour he deſires will be 
confer'd on him; if he will not conſent to that, the French army are drawne towards him 
to beſiedge him; and the Spaniſh army at Cambray 12 leagues thence to releive him. If 
that bee, their will certaynly be troubles upon it in this citty, andin divers other parts of 
France; which was undoubtedly the mayne deſign ; and that it may yet take, is ſoe evi- 
dently foreſeen, that I thinke the cardinal will come to the mareſchall's demand. Con- 
cerning 858, and 859, I can fay noe more then I did in my laſte, neither of them being 
yet heer; and I a little uncertayne, whither the change in your affayres has not reaſnably 
occaſioned ſome variation in your thowghts touching that affayre ; of which I erneſtly 
requeſt ſpeedy advertiſement. Things are heer upon great uncertayntyes, and are like to be 
upon much greater, as this treaty with Spayne ſhall be managed; the intereſt of ſome 
being agayneſt it, and the intereſt and inclinations of others fervently and reſolutely 
for it; the greateſt part of which doe not yet appear. By the next you ſhall heare more 
and very particularly from him, whoe is with unteined truth, fir,

()* the ſeventh inſtant was my laſt to your high mightineſſes, when, in the evening, Vol. xxxii. 
the Swediſh reſident arrived here; and after that, at his requeſt, ſome commiſſioners p. 135 

were appointed, viz. the lords high ſteward and chancellor of the realm, Otto Crage and 

Axell Urck, both of them ſenators, now here in town ; he made an overture of his com- 

miſſion to the ſaid lords, which conſiſted therein, to make a particular treaty, whereby 

the ſovereignty of the Baltick ſhould be only held by both theſe crowns, with the ex- 

cluſion of all others. And that therefore no body whatſoever ſhould be permitted or 

luffer'd to appear in the ſaid ſea with any men of war, which as well as all former per- 

ſuaſions, as F am well informed, are intended for the ſeparation of this crown from your 

high mightineſſes. In order to contrework the ſame, and what further depends on it, 
executed the order, which your high mightineſſes have formerly given me, and conferred

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A. D. 1655. with the lords ſenators, who aſſured me, that nothing ſhould be concluded contrary to the 
treaties made with your high mightineſſes, but that they would continue in the former 
confident friendſhip.

Abſtratt of a letter from St. Malo of the rt Nov. 1655. 


Vol. Xii. ERE is arrived a frigat off this town coming from Malaga with wine and new 
p. 133. fruit, which in her paſſage ſtopt before the bar of Cadiz, but was inforced to de- 
part from thence the 27th paſt, becauſe that day the Spaniſh fleet under the command 
of Don Pablos de Contraras arrived there ; and alfo reports, that ſome days before there 
arrived at Cadiz the two galleons from Havana, which uſually carried the quickſilver for 
the Indies; and that they come very richly laden with all forts of India goods and ready 
money; to ſay, 900, ooo pieces of eight for the account of the king, and about a million 
for particular accounts. They report alſo, that the ſhips of your ſtate, being 26 in num- 
ber, who are upon the coaſt of the Indies, have purſued the galleons or plate-fleet at their 
departure from Havana, and the ſaid galleons are fled into Vera Crux. 
Nine hundred thouſand pieces of eight, at 4 8. apiece, is one hundred and eighty thou- 
ſand pounds, for the account of the king of Spain. |

Vol. untl. HE grudings of the plague are yet in Moſco, cauſed, in my opinion, by the naſty 
E. keeping of theire houſes; but God be prayſed it ſpreeds not here in this towne. 
223 village Newes is brought from the leaguer of divers officers lying deadly ſick, and ſome dead. 
Moe out ®f For rayne, ſuch an autume as this yeere's is not in the experience of any living. Here at 
ſtrangers live. MY arrivall wee found an ambaſſador from the emperor of Germany, being only attended 


by 12 or 15 followers, whoe finds ſuch hoggiſh complements from the clowniſhe Ruſſe, 


that hee thinkes himſelfe not in the chriſtian world. They will not ſuffer any of his 


attendants to walke in the markets without a ſouldier ; and hee commanded not to ſuffer 
thim to have the leaſt conference with any ſtrangers ; which if by chance happen in the 
ſtreets, the uncivill raſkall Rufſe puſhes them forward, contrary to all humanity. He ſtands 
in the grave Vanſticke his houſe. The 28th u/timo was received the embaſſador from the 
king of Swedlande, Guſtavius Bielke, having two more in commiſſion with him, and 140 
and odde attendants. It was a rayny daye, which hindred the Ruſſe from ſhewing his 
paynted fooles coate. The embaſſador and attendants were all in blacke. Great adoe her 
was, who ſhould touch the ground firſt, the embaſſador from his coach, or the Ruſſe Pre- 
ſtave from his horſe ; but at laſt they moved both together, ſoe neather abated of theire 
ſuperiority. Three ſtatly horſes with rich furniture were ready to carrye the three em- 
baſſadors to theire lodings provided uſualy for embaſſadors. The next day they deſire 


_ liberty for theire attendants to goe into the markets, and to other places, where the) 
had occaſion ; ſoe the Ruſſe granted them leave to goe into the markets and other places 


in the citty, but not to the Slobeda; yet ſome of his young gentlemen ride by the guards 
by force.

As ſoone as I came to this towne, I diſpatched meſſengers to 
the officers of the militia, and I hope on tuſeday next to have all the commiſſioned officers 
of the three troopes together, if they bee in the country. Coll. Buſbridge is att London, 
and capt. Jermee and ſome others had gonne this day, if I had not prevented. Mr. John 
Stapley being in towne, when I came, called att my obe and in that little diſcourſe 
wee had, he ſeemed very ready to ſerve his highnes (to uſe his one expreſſion) in a pub- 
licke imployment.

I was yeſterday twiſe a hearer of mr. Poſtlethwaite, who hath the largeſt congregation 
in this towne. He is of mr. Feake's principles, and bewailed the impriſonment of the 
ſaints, and in ſome other expreſſions diſcovered himſelfe to be of that way, but with 


much moderation (more it ſeemeth att other times.) Here is a petition carying on in the 


country, and, as I am informed, the heades are, for taking away that chancery, and other 
regulations of the law, the taking away of tythes, the bringing of perſons to tryall, that 
are in priſon (major general Harriſon and mr. Feake &c.) were once named, but are not 
left out to ſattisfie ſome that ſaide, it was not good to name ſome, except they could name all; 
and that noe oathes be putt upon any that beare office, but if they faile to be fined. Theſe 
Iam informed are the heades. I believe this is the ſame petition, which coll. Buſbridge 
tould mee was brought to him, and he refuſed to meddle with it, becauſe there was a 
clauſe, that the army might be diſbanded for the eaſe of the publicke charge. This pe- 
tition is caryed on by one mr. Robert Spence, who, I believe, is diſpleaſed, becauſe he had 
not one of the militia troopes. I am tould, that not one of mr. Poſtlethwaite's con- 
gregation would ſigne it; but I feare the reaſon was, becauſe it was a petition to his high- 
nes. The anabaptiſts doe generally ſigne it. 

But I have troubled you too long with my little intelligence ; therefore I ſhall heere 
end; only let mee begg your prayers, your fervent prayers for

Jamaica, November 5, 1635. 


May Ir PLEASE YOUR HIGHNESS, 


N purſuance of your commands and my duty, I am bold to preſent theſe to your vol. «xii. 
highneſs. My laſt letters were from St. Chriſtopher's, where having ſtaid three or four p. 143. 


days, 
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and hearing no certain intelligence of our fleet, but a ſtrong report, that Hiſpaniola 
was taken, we directed our courſe thither, and failed unto the bay of St. Domingo with 
our whole fleet, as near the city as was convenient; ſo that we ſaw the Spaniſh colours 
upon the caſtles, and ſhips in harbour; and we ſent a 2 within leſs than ſacker ſhot 
of the town, who took ſurvey of it, plainly ſaw the people in arms, and men hard at 
work in building a new caſtle on the weſt ſide, ſome ſhot being made at them in the 
mean while. It grieved us to leave the town behind us, and much more, that our friends 
left it ſo ſlightly. . We could not apprehend much difficulty in _ it by a far leſs num- 
ber than ſome little time before were near unto it. But God is wiſe. | 


From thence we ſet fail for Jamaica, which land we had no ſooner made, but a little 


after we deſcryed two of our frigats; and being come up with them, they gave us the 
firſt intelligence of our fleet. We came with our whole ſquadron to an anchor in this 
harbour the firſt of October paſt, where we found thirteen ſhips and frigats under the 
command of admiral William Goodſon ; the army on ſhore under the command of 
major general Forteſcue, general Penn, general Venables, and commiſſioner Butler, with 


divers others, as many as could poſſibly contrive the means to be gone from hence. 


What their grounds were of leaving their employ, I ſuppoſe they have rendered an ac- 
count to your highneſs long before this. a 

As ſoon as we came to anchor, I ſent a meſſenger to Jamaica, to advertiſe major general 
Forteſcue of my arrival with the fleet, who came unto me that evening; and as ſoon as we 
met, being aboard the Torrington frigat with admiral Goodſon, we preſently fell to our 
work and buſineſs. I produced my commiſſion from your highneſs, which .was by both of 
them owned. I deſired alſo to know, by what power they acted, and how, in your high- 
neſs's affairs; whereupon they informed me, that general William Penn had left a com- 
miſſion to admiral Goodſon to command in chief at ſea ; and that general Robert Vena- 
bles had given an order to major general Forteſcue in writing, to command in chief in 
the army; both which commands they now ſtood poſſeſſed of at preſent, and acted ſeve- 
rally and diſtinctly; yet both of them being willing to do any thing to help or further 
either fleet or army, in whatſoever they might to their utmoſt power. 

In agitating what was now beſt to be done, though my commiſſion, as commiſſioner, 
was owned, yet it was 1 there could be no acting as a commiſſioner, I being 
but one, ſeeing the conſtitution of the commiſſioner's power alloweth not of any act, 
but what was acted by three, or in ſome caſes by two; and inſtance was produced, 
that upon that account only commiſſioner Butler left his employ. I anſwered, commiſſio- 
ner Butler's acting was no precedent for me; and though there was not power of a formal 
act in one man, yet there was power in one commiſſioner to be doing the work of a 
commiſſioner, and of being ſerviceable in his place. Wherefore I ſhould be willing to 
know my work, and, as ſhould enable me, to attend thereunto ; although I muſt 

rofeſs, I could willingly have attended commiſſioner Butler's practice, had not two thing 

indred ; one, in conſcience to my duty, my preſent work being to ſerve your highne! 
and my nation; the other, that though I ſaw it a very great adventure to ſtay here, yet!

really apprehended my head or neck in as much danger, if I deſerted the buſineſs, and 


returned home. In our agitations I ever found, as in all other occaſions, admiral Goodſon 
very ready to give up himſelf to be ſerviceable in his way ; yet in this I think he was 
A in his apprehenſions, that 1s, I could not, though he declined it, but accept and 
take him as a commiſſioner, looking upon it as your highneſs's full intentions, as it appeared 
to me by the additional inſtructions to the commiſſioners, wherein vice-admiral Goodſon, 
in caſe of the death or abſence of general William Penn, was to take the command of the 
fleet, and ſo a commiſſioner. But on the army fide it was otherwiſe diſpoſed of. Yet 
after ſome days of debate, and ſometimes ſome hot diſcourſe, we at laſt agreed to act 
together jointly to be ſerviceable to the good of the whole ; whereupon we drew up this 
incloſed inſtrument, by which we acted ; and in the intervals of theſe agitations our buſineſs 


went on concerning unlading and diſpatching our proviſions. 


I cannot but know your highneſs doth expect from me an account of the ſtate both of 
fleet and army. As for the fleet, that part of it I came in, with God, brought us thither 
in much loving kindneſs, following us with variety of good bleſſings. I think never fo 
many ſhips ſailed together with leſs trouble, grief, or danger than we did ; only God did 
a little viſit us between this and Barbados with ſome ſickneſs, I apprehend, cauſed by 
ſome diſtempers taken there ; in which viſitation, I think, in the whole fleet we loſt be- 
tween twenty and thirty ſeamen and ſoldiers ; but otherwiſe the reſt arrived in very good 
health, luſty, and with the ſoldiers fitter to fight than when they firſt came on board. 
Concerning the fleet here, we found them in reaſonable good health and condition, be- 
ing lately arrived in this harbour, admiral Goodſon having been at Santa Martha, where 
he landed, took two forts, plundered the town, and burnt it, demoliſhed the two forts, 


and took away their guns, powder, and ſhot. I know he giveth your highneſs a full 


account of his action, which was indeed gallantly performed by him and his company .

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although in my judgment it is not fo honourable, that your highneſs's fleet ſhould follow A. D. 10555 


this old trade of Weſt - India cruiſers and privateers, to ruin and plunder poor towns, and 
ſo leave them. . "Th | | 

For the army, I found them in as ſad, and deplorable, and diſtracted a condition, as 
can be thought of; and indeed think, as ever poor Engliſhmen were in; the commanders 
ſome having left them, ſome dead, ſome ſick, and ſome in indifferent health; the ſol- 
diery many dead, their carcaſſes lying unburied in the high-ways, and among buſhes to 


and again; many of them, that were alive, walked like ghoſts or dead men, who, as I 


went through the town, lay groaning and crying out, bread for the Lord's ſake. 
The truth is, when I ſet my foot firſt on land, I ſaw nothing but {ſymptoms of neceſſity 
and deſolation. I found the ſhore thereabout filled with variety of ſeveral caſks and 


hogſheads, punchions, buts, barrels, cheſts, and the like, and ſeveral dry goods of the 
ſtate's, as linnen ſhirts and drawers, ſhoes, ſtockings, hats, armor, arms, and nails, with 


divers other things lying without any ſhelter, expoſed to all the damage, that either rain 
or ſun could do to them, and to the theft and _ of either ſoldiers, or ſtrangers, who 
without queſtion imbezzled much of them. | 
about thirty thouſand, only kept in caſk without doors, and much of it damnified by 
weather, which bread was kept to diſtribute a little to the ſoldiers, and moſt, when ſent 
out upon parties. The people here were in daily 8 of a ſupply of proviſions, 
yet made not the leaſt preparation for the receiving of them. It is a wonder to conſider 
ſo many wiſe men, that had been here, ſhould leave ſo much of the ſtate's goods ſo ex- 

ſed to ruin, that were ſo abſolutely, neceſſary for the well-being of the army, when in 
a few days a few men might have made a houſe to have ſecured them all ; but fo things 
lay, as if men had run away in a ſtrange diſtracted affrighted condition, as leaving all to 
the ſpoil, and never once looking back. | 

As ſoon as we arrived here we had four merchant ſhips to unlade, having near a thou- 
ſand tuns of proviſions in them. We firſt ſet the ſhips to be taking in their proportion; 
and in the interim with the help of admiral Goodſon, who was very active, the ſeamen 
built a ſtore-houſe at the landing place, to receive the ſoldiers proviſions, which being a 
hundred foot in length, and 25 foot broad, was finiſhed in fix or eight days; ſo that in 


fixteen days we had the four ſhips delivered, and the goods houſed in good condition, with 


little or no help from the army, they being a people in ſuch-condition, as they had ra- 
ther die than work. | 

| As ſoon as the proviſions were landed, we forthwith ſet out a proportion for the ſol- 
diery, allowing to each man half a pound of bread a day, and to every four men either a 
pint of oatmeal, or a pint of * or a pound of flower per day; and at this proportion we 
accounted the proviſions would extend to five or ſix months, a ſhort allowance, but it was 
that they were at preſent glad of. We had no ſooner thus ſetled ourſelves in our buſineſs, 
but God viſited the major general with ſickneſs, and in four or five days fnatched him 


away. 

"HIRE of his death the admiral and myſelf went up to the town to his interment, 
and to the ſettlement of his army. We called all the e wage officers together, and we 
eſtabliſned a ſtanding council for the management of the affairs of the army; the council 
to conſiſt of the ſuperior commanders in health in each regiment, being ſeven in all; 
which gave very great content and joy to all the officers and commanders, they having 
ever before been governed and acted by one man's will without any counſel, advice, or 
knowledge of theirs. We eſtabliſhed col. Holdipp preſident of the council, and com- 
mander in chief of the army for ſeven days, he being then the only colonel in health. 
The ſeven days expired, we called another meeting with the council of the army. And 
col. Doyley being now a little recovered, he is made preſident and commander in chief for 
three MM or until your highneſs take farther order therein; and in this poſture they 
now 

The condition of the army is at preſent very fad and ſickly; and unleſs God in mercy 
ſtay his hand, will all periſh, and ſhall be as water ſpilt upon the graſs, that cannot be 
gathered up again. We cauſed lately a muſter to be made both of "_ and quality 
of the ſoldiers, a copy whereof is here encloſed. The greateſt part of them are ſick, 
which is really true, and thoſe ſet down well are pitifully well. We landed 831 in col. 
Humfrey's regiment, luſty, healthful, gallant men, who encouraged the whole army. 
There are at this day 50 of them dead, whereof two captains, a lieutenant, and two en- 
ſigns, the colonel himſelf very weak, the lieutenant colonel at death's door. I think all 
the captains ſick, not above 1 commiſſion- officers in that regiment now fit to march, 
and the men moſt part of them ſick. Col. Doyley is fallen fick again, and col. Carter 
very weak; as alſo divers other field officers. Soldiers die daily; I believe 140 every 
week; and ſo have done ever ſince I came hither. It is ſtrange to ſee young luſty men, 
in appearance well, and in three or four days in the grave, age away in a moment 
with fevers, agues, fluxes and dropſies, a confluence of many diſeaſes. The truth is,

that little bread they had, which was 
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A. D. 1655. God is angry, and the e is begun, and we have none to ſtand in the gap. God 
& goeth on in &iroying 42 * tells us, he will take no delight in us by his 
ways and outgoings towards us; and there hath been, I fear, in all this deſign nothing 
but wrath and heavy diſpleaſure. I would not grieve, but my heart and foul grieveth, 
when I think of Hiſpaniola buſineſs ; one or two negroes to make 500 Engliſhmen fling 
down their arms, and run away. Oh! tell it not in Gath, nor pubiſh it in Aſkelon, 
left the uncircumciſed rejoice. The truth is, fir, you cannot conceive us fo fad, as we 
are, broken and ſcattered, God rending us in pieces, a ſenſeleſs-hearted people, not affected 
with his dealing with us. We furniſhed the army now with ſixty buts of Madera wines, 
and to every regiment a but of brandy, and a hogſhead or two of ſweet oil. 
As for the fleet, the admiral was intended before our coming in to have taken ſome 
few ſoldiers, and to have gone over to Saint Jago de Cuba, a town upon Cuba, but our 
coming hindered him, without whom we could not well tell how to do in any thing: ſince 
the major general's death and one buſineſs or other hath hindred him. We have lately 
been conſulting what to do; the ſickneſs of the army put us by our former thoughts. 
This day the council ſent us word, they would ſpare us 500 men, which Ican hardly be. 
lieve ; or if they do, they will prove ſickly and weak ſoldiers. We ſhall, I hope, within 
two days bring our thoughts to an iſſue, and ſpeedily ſend out part of our fleet, of whoſe 
condition and quality I know our admiral gives your highneſs a full account. i 
Touching this iſland, it ſeems to preſent itſelf deſireable, capable of producing any 
kind of merchandizes, that other iſlands do, full of ſeveral ſorts of cattle. It is thought 
our Engliſh have ſince they came hither killed twenty thouſand ; and they are now 
rown ſo wild, that it is not eaſy to kill any of them, which were all before kept by 
paniards, both horſes and cows, under command, and by keepers ; and our ſoldiers have 
deſtroyed all ſorts of fruits, and proviſions, and cattle. Nothing but ruin attends them, 
whereſoever they go. ; ; 5 
Our harbour here is good, as I think any in the Indies; lyeth in the midſt of all the 
Spaniards plantations, and may be convenient in many reſpects. 
How the ſtate of the enemy is in the iſland, I know not. Some think moſt of the 
Spaniards are gone over the back ſide to Cuba, and that ſome of the Blacks and Mulattos are 
dead; but certain it is, they meet with our Engliſh in the woods, and every now and then 
kill three or four of them together: it is out of doubt there is a conſiderable number of 
Mulattos, and Blacks, and ſome Spaniards, ſome ſay a thouſand men, ſome two. What God 
will do with them, or with us by them, I know not; but Thave thoughts ſometimes they 
may do us a miſchief, What God will do in this work, I muſt acknowledge I am at 
a loſs ; or which way he will carry on your highneſs's ſpirit I am ignorant; only let me 
be bold to interpoſe this, (and it is a truth) of all that vaſt expence and charge, that 
hath been expended in this deſign, here is not any thing left at all towards the carrying 
on the work, by ſaving any charge, unleſs two mortar-pieces, with ſome other materials, 
and a few great guns. All materials elſe are gone, deſtroyed, and ſpent, except a little am- 
munition and arms, which I believe will before long be waſted one way or other; and 
for men, if as many ſurvive as will garriſon this iſland, it is a very great mercy ; ſo that 
as what farther proceeding is upon this deſign muſt be wholly upon a new ſtock. And 
alſo this I know, that what 8000 men might in an ordinary providence have effected to 
8 purpoſe, it muſt now be expected will require a far more conſiderable ſtrength. 
he enemy being fully alarmed are ſtrengthening themſelves in all places to the utmoſt, 
as I ſaw, at Santo Domingo by their building new works; but if God have a work here 
to do, and hath enlarged your heart and purſe, and inclined men's affections and ſpirits, 
it will go on; but I fear a work of this nature will not proſper in the hands of ſuch a 
company, as was generally employed here. As for this iſland, if ſome good encourage- 
ment were given to encreaſe planters here, it might be well; but as our caſe ſtands at 
22 there can be nothing of that kind. The commiſſioners have granted ſo much 
and to the ſoldiery, that the Savannas being left common, I think all the good ground 
will not be, or at leaſt would not have been, enough to have given them ſuch proportions 
as they allowed them. So that at preſent I find very great inconveniencies in the accommo- 
dating five or ſix poor planters with a little ground, the ſoldiery claiming all hereabout as 
| theirs ; and unleſs ſomething be ſettled by your highneſs in this buſineſs, few will come 
1 ſo far as to buy land. | l 
| | The ſoldiery here, moſt part of them, hope your highneſs will ſtill be mindful of 
4 them, either to employ them, or ſend for them home again. Dig or plant they neither 
can nor will, but do rather ſtarve than work. They might have planted ſo much Pro. 
viſion, as might have kept them alive. There is Dine little thing done in that kind, 
and but little ; ſo that unleſs there be more ſupply of proviſions, if the people live, they 
will periſh for want of food. However God diſpoſeth your heart to this, I humbly beg, 
that your highneſs would caſt an eye this way, that theſe poor people be not made a ſa- 
crifice to the enraged enemy; who elſe, I know, muſt of — ity periſh by the Ford,

Samuell Wade of that iſland, whome it is alleadged was illegally put to death 
by the ſaide governour. Upon communicateing to him the u preſented to your 
highnes, with a copie of the charge and your highnes commands to mee thereon, he hath 
craved time to putt in his anſwer ; which being donn, ſhall proceed to examine witneſſes 
on boeth ſides, and upon a full heareing ſtate and tranſmitt the whole proceedings to your 
highnes. : ; | 

The firſt of this moneth arived the Faulkon fiyboate, one of your highnes fleete com- 
manded by generall Penn, which was ſent from Jamaica to New England for proviſions, 
and returneing alleadgeth was neceſſitated to make this iſland. The commander of ſaide 
ſhipp acquainted mee, he had on board him for the uſe of the army at Jamaica 150 thou- 
ſand of bread, and ſome 300 tonnes of peaſe and flower. That noe time might be loſt, I 


commanded him forthwith to repaire aboard, and not to drop anchor, but proſecute his 


voyage, which accordingly he did. From Jamaica wee have not receved any intelligence 
of later date then the midell of June, ſince which time wee have underſtood generall Penn 
was returned for England.

HowouRABE SIR, 


Am ſorie, the poſts are ſoe obſtructed, as that noe letters come yet from mr. Rolt, whoe 
(as I wrote you formerly) is ſaid by letters from Dantzick to be at Warſhaw, which I 
hope 1s true. 1 ſent your laſt weeke's pacquet to a freind at Dantzick, whoe hath 
romiſed to get 1t to him, and have writ that he would write his letters that way to me, 
— that I heare he was at Warſhaw ſtayinge for the king's cominge theither. I ſhould 
be feare of him, for though the king's ſucceſſes are great to admiration, as you will find 
by the incloſed paper, which is the beſt intelligence gathered from all parts ; yet many 
perſons of quality have miſcaried in travelinge through Polland, the emnity beinge ſoe 
great, as that they kill on both ſides ſuch as are not of their partie, though ſtrangers that but 
paſſe the countrie. If mr. Rolt be ſafe in Warſhaw, as I hope he 1s, then there's noe doubt 
but the kinge will have care to returne him ſecurely. 

Sir, by the former wecke's poſt I gave you notice of the choyce of a new deputie here 
by mr. Townley and his partie, whoe thought it not fit to waite longer upon his highneſs 
pleaſure, very much blameing the court at London for haveinge waited ſoe long, and now 
concludeinge the buſines as they would have it. They vent their ſcorne in publique, 
layinge their new deputye will bringe over my vindication with him, gloryinge very much 
in the conqueſt they have gott, as they apprehend. I ſhall waite, whilt I can, without

I Cannot learn certainly, how far the peace with France extends, whether it be a leagye 
or no, and what league. France is deſirous to fer it out to their beſt advantages. The 
cardinal here hath his hands full. The —_— (a powerful body) are unſatisfied abour 
the archbiſhop of Paris, and the liberties of the church ſeem to be ſtrained in his cafe. 
The governors of frontier garriſons ſtand upon their guard, and ſpeak freely of the car- 
dinal. Mareſhall D' Hocquincourt, governor of Peronne, count de Monjou, governor of 
Arras, (and ſome ſay the governor of Calais, and ſundry more) profeſs themſelves to be 
Frenchmen, and will have nothing to do with the cardinal. He hath offered D'Hocquin- 
court the government of Anjou, a great ſum of money, to make him duke and peer of 
France, and to give a great charge to his ſon ; all this in exchange of the government of 
Peronne; but he hath refuſed to treat with him. A new governor was ſent into Arras, 
but Monjou told him, that he might be gone, and ſay that he met with a man of honour, 
that he did not elap him up. The governor of the town Monjou will not quit. The 
king of France offers him a marſhall's place, and ſent for him to come to receive the 
baton at the king's hand; but he refuſed to come, ſaying he cannot leave his garriſon, 
He hath 4000 men, and made them all ſwear to be true to him. The general Turenne 
hath order to waſte all the country about Peronne, that ſo they may get no proviſions or 
contributions into the town. 

Certainly this crown would have bought your peace at any rate. 

We ſay here, that divers of the royal party muſt be ſent out of France now upon this 
peace; firſt, all the royal family, except the queen and princeſs Henrietta; ſecondly, all 
the king's council; thirdly, divers gentlemen, particularly named, as my lord Gerard, 
fir John Berkely, and others.

Jamaica, November 7, 1655. 
R1iGHT HONORABLE, 


Ince my laſt of the 24th July, wherein I gave his highneſs account of our reſolution to 


for the main, and accordingly on the 3 1ſt of July with nine ſhips we put to ſea, p. 185. 


but = the third of Auguſt at night the Grantham loſt both her top-maſts, and being very 
leaky bore up. We proceeded with the reſt, beating to the windward, till we came on 
the 9th to Cape Tiberoone on the weſt end of Hiſpaniola, where we one day ſtaid in 


watering and refreſhing our men with oranges and limes. At this time the captain of the 


arms of Holland died. The roth at evening the fleet failed, and on the 18th we fell as 
far weatherly on the main as within ſight of Cape Levella ; ſo called a council of war, 
whether we ſhould attempt any thing on land or not, my inſtructions from general Penn 
being ſhort in that reſpect; yet having a copy of his highneſs's inſtructions to general 
Penn, wherein he was impowered to land, made us the more confident, that if in caſe we 
did ſee any work feaſible, to attempt to proceed in the undertaking of that, which ſhould 
anſwer his highneſs's intentions; on which we reſolved to attempt Rio di hatch, being as b 

all intelligence rich and of ſmall ſtrength, only having a ſmall caſtle with four guns, whoſe 
trade conſiſteth of pearl and fiſhing, the inhabitants of the town not being above 100 all 
Spaniards. The aforeſaid town lyes in a bay ſo ſhoal, as no great ſhips can come near it. 
Therefore we ordered the Martin Galley, the Arms of Holland, and the Galliot Hoy to 
take in 350 men, with an intent to land them in the night, having kept a good birth 
from the ſhore, as not to be diſcried. The land being ſomewhat to make, our pilots 
could not find the direct way to the town; and coming the laſt morning with thoſe ſhips, 
that was deſigned for the place, near the land, ſeeing ourſelves diſcovered, deſiſted that de- 
ſign ; conſidering that the wealth of the place would be carried away, and no ſafe riding 
for the fleet. Upon which we reſolved for St. Martha, where we came in the 24th be- 
tween four and five a clock in the afternoon (as before we were informed.) We found 
two forts muſket ſhot the one from the other, being cloſe by the waterſide. In the one 
fort was mounted 14 guns, being 22 foot high ; in the other nine, being eleven foot high. 
Between theſe two forts was a breaſt-work, which was all their ſtrength ; but God was 
ſo pleaſed to order it, in a little more than an hour to give us poſſeſſion both of town 
and forts. We took only eight or ten priſoners, the reſt of them flying into the woods ; 
and we being ſtrangers, and withal near night, thought it not convenient to follow them. 
The enemy having ſix hours ſight of us before our coming in on them, carried moſt of 
their wealth with them. The town conſiſted of about two hundred houſes. As the re- 
lation goes, the governour hearing of our being at Sainto Domingo, took an occaſion to 
viſit the province. After ſome time of our being at St. Martha, the Spaniards ſent four 
to treat with us We preſented them their town undemoliſhed with their priſoners for 
20000 pieces of eight; only their fortifications at our day ng They ſeemingly ac- 
cepted of it; but we found their delays much like themſelves in gathering what force 
they could, which cauſed us to ſend a ſtrong party into the country ſome ten miles from 
the town of St. Martha, and they burned all Spaniſh houſes and churches they met with ; 
and at their return we demoliſhed their town and forts, burning all the houſes and churches. 
We loſt in the taking of St. Martha ſix men, and two run, as was ſuppoſed, to the ene- 
my ; the one a Spaniard born, but by relation lived long in England ; the other was a 
Walloon. We brought aboard 30 pieces of ordnance with two braſs baſes, with ſome 
powder and ſhot. As the town was reported poor, ſo we found it; all with the plunder 
that could be gathered in, and with much exactneſs being ſold at each ſhip's maſt, in the 
whole amounted to four hundred ſeventy one pounds. Our men got ſome refreſhing in 
the ſaid town, as hens, hogs, and other proviſions. This place of St. Martha was a biſhop's 
ſee, which ſaid biſhop died a little before our coming. The government of St. Martha 
reaches along the ſea ſide from Rio de Grand to Rio de Hatch, and up into the country 
150 miles; but in this province there is no great towns or trade. The trade of St. Mar- 
tha are nuts called Cocao, whereof they make their chocolate. They produce ſome to- 
bacco, ſome ſugar works. They make alſo earthen potts. According to the ſeaſon of 
the year much fiſh is taken there. They make alſo a thread called petoe, which the 
Spaniards uſe for lace. In the upper part of the country they fay is much cattle ; from

A. D. 1655+ whence they affirm Carthagena is ſupplied. The Indians of this country are very ſimple 
people, and are not permitted near the ſea roaſt to have any arms, and are under hard 
| taxes. There was divers of them came aboard me, to whom I was civil in giving them 1] 
meat and clothes, and withal prohibiting all perſons of doing them any injury or wrong, 1 
September 7, we ſet ſail from St. Martha, running along the ſhore three days, having ; 
little wind. The 10th we came in with Carthagena, and ſtood cloſe to the town, until we . 
found ſhoal water. At our tacking from the town they fired at us five guns, and an. . 
ſwered by a ſquib. In the harbor of Carthagena were ſix ſhips, which were plainly ſcen; 3 
two of which ride with flags admiral and vice-admiral, which ſome of our pilots affirmed 
to be the admiral and vice-admiral of Carthagena. We having thus alarmed the coaſt 
concluded it little advantage to lie there; came directly for Jamaica to refit, and con- 
ſider on ſome other deſign ; and immediately after our coming into Jamaica harbour, we 
conſulted and propounded St. Jago, a town with walls ; only, as the relation ſays, it hath 
a caſtle with 16 guns, and a plat-form with 10 guns at the going in; the inhabitants 
conſiſting of five hundred fighting men. Having concluded our going, and had appointed 
500 choice men from ſhore, and ready to go, major Sedgwicke arrived with the ſquadron 
of ſhips, which diſappointed us of our intentions; and having four merchants to deliver, 
and inforced to build a ſtore-houſe to put the army's proviſion in. The army is in a de- 
plorable condition by the death of major general Forteſcue. The condition of the amy. 
nitions and proviſion.I humbly conceive major Sedgwicke will inform your honours con- 
cerning them. We have not heard any news of thoſe ſhips, that we ſent to New Eng- 
land. As for the ſtores concerning victualling men well and ſick, and how many dead 
ſince my laſt by the Marſton Moore July 24th,. I have now ſent with two draughts, the 
one from Jamaica harbour, the other of St. Martha to the commiſſioners of the admiralty, 
We are intended in few days to go to ſea with about 12 ſhips ; but how to ſhape a courje 
to anſwer theſe ends we come for, I know not ; but our eyes are towards God, that he 
would direct us, and help us to eye him in all his diſpenſations, and give us a ſanctified 
uſe thereof.

2. You ſhall commend me to thoſe of my friends, with whom you may ſafely truſt 
yourſelf ; and aſſure them, that I have a very great confidence in their affections, and that 
they will manifeſt the ſame upon the firſt ſeaſonable occaſion ; albeit that for the preſent 
they are compell'd to ſubmit to the tyranny, that is exerciſed over them. 5 

3. I need ſay little of the inconveniency and miſchief, that the levying and tranſport- 
ing men into foreign parts will bring to my ſervice and to that kingdom; it being evi- 
dent, that it cannot be doubted. Therefore I would have you by all the ways you can, 
and with all kind of perſons, whom you can truſt, to diſcountenance the ſame, and to let 
all thoſe, who are e ed therein, know, that I look upon it as the greateſt diſſervice, 
they can do me, and the greateſt miſchief they can bring upon their country. And there- 
fore, I hope they will not only decline it themſelves, now they know my mind, but hinder 
and diſſwade others from it. = |

fear, that they will reckon without their hoſt, if they do believe, that England and Den- 
mark will dance as ſoon as they pipe here; for if Denmark would not engage the laſt 
ſummer, when the buſineſs of Poland was in its criſis, what can they do at preſent, now 
Poland is altogether brought under?

They have ſpoken of the relief and ſubſidy for Brandenburgh ; but the miniſters of 
Brandenburgh themſelves ſeem not to urge it much; as if they perceived, that it would 
make the cauſe of Brandenburgh the worſe, who will endeavour to make his agreement. 
On ſaturday laſt, upon the exchange at Amſterdam, when the poſitive news came, the 
merchants were very much troubled, and would be very much pleaſed, if the king of 
Sweden doth lay a moderate and equal tax; but if he puts a great impoſt upon the Hol- 
landers, and a leſs upon others, that will altogether ruin the commerce of Holland. The 
beſt counſel will be only to the king of Sweden a congratulary embaſly, and to renew the 
alliance, which they had formerly with his predeceſſors. | 

The quarters of Zutphen and Arnheim have conterred the voices upon prince William ; 
but upon condition, that likewiſe ſatisfaction be given to prince Maurice, whether by 
making of him capt. general of the horſe, or ſome other thing. But this will offend 
prince William, for the queſtion 1s not for the name of the charge, but for the priority, 
and to be head of the militia, Prince Maurice would willingly let prince William have 
the name and charge of mareſchal, provided that prince Maurice may be declared to be 
above prince William. 

The quarter of Nimeguen hath declared and debated, that they ought to conſtitute both 
the princes Maurice and William mareſchals de camp ; and in this caſe prince Maurice 
would be the ancienteſt.

Yeſterday came back here the imperial embaſſador, count of Starenberg, who paſſed by 
here 14 days ago to his electoral highneſs: he ſeems to return with good ſatisfaction, 
and his commiſſion is chiefly to make an alliance againſt Sweden, the command of the 
German army being conferred on the elector. The Swedes have deſired a paſſage through 
Pruſſia, but the ſame is refuſed them by the elector. 

The count of Swerin, the electoral embaſſador, is return'd from the king of Sweden, and, 
as it is ſaid, without any ſucceſs, becauſe his majeſty inſiſts poſitively, and above all things 
to have Pillaw and Memel delivered up to him. In the treaty at Marienburg nothing 
as yet is concluded. N 
We hear that the king of Poland is reſolved to come in a few days hither to Pruſſia, 
in order to be the nearer his affairs.

captain is continually ſolliciting for it. But inter nos, count Servient, as your lordſhip 
knows without doubt, has order d a gilded fine yatch to be brought hither from Holland, 
which ſails from hence to Meudon. The good captain enter'd himſelf. as a voluntary ſlave 
on board of the ſame, to work her down to Meudon. The count of Servient aſkd, 
what old man that was, and hearing the ſaid captain's 8 promiſed that he would 
pay him as ſoon as he came to Paris, but it was ſoon forgot. The day before yeſterday 
the captain came to bring me the ſaid letter of the firſt inſtant in great haſte, and told 
me that he was going again on board of the yatch to row, in order to rub up the me- 
mory of the count: if this will be of better effect, we ſhall ſee. I will add to the ſame 
whatever I can to promote the cauſe. But I fear, it will be in vain, becauſe the ſaid 
captain demands money, which falls always ſhort here, ſo that he will be obliged not to 
eat himſelf out here, to go home empty handed; every body ſays, that he is in the right, 
but no body will pay him. One of the moſt vexatious things in my office is, to ſee, that 
honeſty and faith are but words and a ſound here without effect. A clerk, who has 


ſerved the count Servient but three years, and had nothing when he was admitted, is 


reckoned now to be worth four or five hundred thouſand guilders, buys houſes and eſtates, 
and has bought now, ſome few days ago, the place of miniſtre des comptes, which coſts 
him 62000 French crowns. But for our poor captain no money can be found. 

My lord, I only beg the favour of your lordſhip to continue ſending me every week 
the reſolutions, as ſoon as taken and paſſed, extracted at large for the ſervice of the ſtate 


and honour of my character.

83 my laſt of the 12th inſtant, is publiſhed here a declaration of the lord protector 
with the advice of his council, ſhewing the reaſons and motives of their proceedings, 
whereunto, as they ſay, they have been forced for the preſervation of the peace and quiet 
of this republick, by the * inſurrection and rebellion. Therein is contained a large 
relation of the means, which from time to time have been uſed, after the abſolute 
and total overthrow of the royal party, to perſuade the ſame by a favourable treat- 
ment, to join to, and to live peaceably under, the eſtabliſhed government ; but that 
they had obſerved, that their animoſity was not removed thereby ; rather, that they, 
by ſubtle means and ſecret correſpondence, had kept themſelves ſeparated, and erected 
a council under the name of the ſealed knot, by whoſe conduct from time to time 
leveral ſums have been collected, and agents employed, and the laſt plot brought a- 
bout and fo forth, concluding, that though they were obliged to provide againſt it, 
by force of arms and men, yet they had no reaſon, to lay the charges thereof on the 
ſhoulders of ſuch perſons who are quiet and well affected to this nation; that, therefore, 
they had thought it juſt and equitable, to lay the charge of maintaining the cſtabliſh'd 
militia in the Jes both horſe and foot, upon thoſe of the aforeſaid party ; propoling 
at laſt, that if any one of the ſaid party is inclined to ſeparate himſelf from their con- 


tederacy. and adherents, and can declare for truth, that he has left that intereſt, nor has 

had any part nor ſhare in the laſt plot, but remained quiet in his actions and behaviour;

General Venables is now 
fikewiſe diſcharged from his priſon and places. On the 11th inſtant the lord pro- 
tector and his council have ordered, that my lord Richard Cromwell with ſix lords 
of the council, ſeven of the chief judges, ten gentlemen of diſtinction, and about 
twenty merchants and aldermen of London, York, Newcaſtle, , Yarmouth, Dover, 
and other ſea port towns, ſhall meet on the 58 ow _ next in the painted chamber 
at Weſtminſter, with power and authority, all or at leaſt ſeven of them to conſider, 
by what means and ways the traffick and navigation of this republick may be beſt promoted 
and regulated, and to make a report of their conſiderations to the lord protector and his 
council, who then and for the purpoſe aforeſaid will give ſuch orders as they ſhall think 
roper and fitting. The lord protector has been buſy for ſome days with the council, to 
appoint the ſheriffs and high officers in the reſpective counties for the year enſuing. . I am 
informed, that the judges of the admiralty have received orders to iſſue out letters of re- 
riſal againſt the Spaniards. Don Alonſo de Cardenas is carried over in a frigate of this 
te from Dover to Dunkirk; for his baggage he had freighted a merchant ſhip, wherein 
he had ſhipt one hundred and ſixty bales or ſacks, which were open'd by a cuſtom-houſe 
officer of London, who followed the faid _ firſt at Graveſend and afterwards at Dover, 
but nothing being found therein againſt the duty of the cuſtoms, he ſuffered the ſame to 
roceed. Collonel Harvey, one of the directors of the cuſtom houſe, being accuſed, toge- 
ther with others, of ſome malverſations in the receipt of the cuſtoms, as having employed 
for his uſe ſeveral large ſums of money belonging to the publick, was committed to the 
tower the day before yeſterday ; they talk alſo of others, that have been employed in the 
receipt of the exciſe, whereat the people ſhew in general great joy and ſatisfaction. 
The armament and naval preparations are continued here with great diligence.

My LoRD, 


THEIR high mightineſſes letter and reſolution, dated the firſt inſtant, concerning the Vol. xxxii. 
complaints made about the ſtopping of ſeveral ſhips, and eſpecially of a certain p. 277- 
boeyer or veſſel, bound from Amſterdam. to Rouen in France, I duly received on the 13th 
of this month. As ſoon as I perceived in what manner and by whom the ſaid ſhip was 
taken, I repreſented in my audience of the 25 October laſt paſt to the lord protector, 
how inſufferable ſuch ſeizures were, for the inhabitants of the united provinces, and 
delivered the incloſed memorial in writing. I have ſince that time ſeveral times ſpoken 
about the faid affair to the ſecretary of ſtate ; the laſt time was on the 16th inſtant, 
and obſerving that as yet no poſitive reſolution was taken, I demanded by him an au- 
dience of the lord protector before the ſending away of my letters by the ordinary poſt, 
which was granted me four o' clock this afternoon, when I repreſented to the lord pro- 
tector with many arguments the great inconveniency and loſſes cauſed by the illegal ſeiz- 
ing of ſhips and goods belonging to the inhabitants of the united provinces, refreſhing at 
the ſame time his memory, how many times I had been forced to apply to him on ac- 
count of the like complaints of private perſons, and what promiſes trom time to time 
were made me,. to open the conferences touching a treaty or regulation of the marine. 
That nevertheleſs, and notwithſtanding all my ſo oft repeated endeavours and ſollicita- 
tions, ſeveral conſiderable merchants had again made their complaints to their high 
mightineſſes, who had commanded. me to procure and to ſend them an exact liſt of all 
ſuch ſhips and goods, that are not yet releaſed, and deliver their high mightineſſes letter, 
which they had written to him on the ſaid ſubject. Further I lay'd open to him circum- 
ſtantially the condition of the ſix veſſels mentioned in the ſaid liſt, and added all imagi- 
nable arguments, to make him ſenſible of the wrongs and hardſhips, which their high 
mightineſſes ſubjects did ſuffer thereby, delivering unto him the ſaid letter of their high 
mightineſſes, together with the incloſed liſt, containing the names of thoſe ſhips, which 
Vor.

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A. D. 1655: are not yet releaſed. Whereupon he declared, with many ſtrong expreſſions, how much 
ne had endeavoured from time to time, not only to remove the like complaints, but alſo

to prevent the ſame. That during the hoſtilities againſt the French the council had 
thought it for this ſtate too prejudicial, to permit, that our ſhips ſhould make free the 
whole traffick of that nation; but that whereas now a treaty was concluded between both, 
theſe motives would ceaſe, and that he hoped that every thing was remedied 1 8b. 
Hereupon I took the opportunity to ſhew him the neceſſity there was to make a freaty 
of the marine, and the equity and juſtice, that a free ſhip ſhould make free goods, which 
this ſtate had alſo agreed to in the reſpective treaties with France, Sweden, and Portugal. 
The lord protector having attentively heard all my arguments in the preſence of the lord 

reſident and the ſecretary of ſtate, who remained only in the room, told me, that it way 
well, that I had made that propoſition in the preſence of thoſe two lords, who could beſt 
witneſs his good inclination, not only inviolably to keep the treaty made with their high 
mightineſſes, but alſo to eſtabliſh a ſtill cloſer and more confident friendſhip ; affuring me, 
that the council had been buſy this morning, to project ſomething for that purpoſe, and 
deſired in my preſence, that the ſaid two lords would take care, that my papers might be 
read in the council, and that they would finiſh the work, which was ſo well begun; ac- 
cording to which affairs might be regulated for the future. I can aſſure your lordſhip, 
that the aforeſaid liſt is truly ſtated, and that I have carefully enquired, as well in the ad. 
miralty as otherwiſe, whether any other ſhips be detained in other places, but I have not 
heard the leaſt thing of any others. All the other ſhips contained in the lift, which is ſent 
me, have been reſtored long ago; nay ſome even before I had received any interceſſionary 
letters. I have heretofore delivered a particular liſt of the ſhips ſtop'd and ſeized at or 
about Barbadoes, which, as I am aſſured, together with the other pieces, is in the hands 
of ſir Charles Wolſely, who had been for ſome weeks in the _— and is daily expected 
back. I will not be wanting to procure as well, with him, as in ſuch places where it 
is needfull, that very ſpeedily due order may alſo be given for the reſtitution of the ſhips, 
which are detained in thoſe parts, contrary to juſtice and reaſon ; at leaſt I will do my 


utmoſt endeavours for that purpoſe.

The car- 
dinall (whoe came hither laſte night, and they ſay, returnes to day) ſays publiquely, that 

ſince the mareſcall has refuſed what has been proffered him for his ſubmiſion and reſi 
nation of his goverment, he ſhall not nowe have any thing, but either deliver. himſelfe 
to the king's mercye, or be beſeidged ; but this has more of the rant then reality, for to 
my knowledge they at firſte offerred him three hundred thowſand crownes, and will come 
certaynly to his demands, rather then engage theyr armie ſoe late in the year in ſoe dif- 
ficult an enterpriſe, or expoſe theyr affayres (which are not ſoe well ſetled, as is believed 
by ſome at diſtance) to the conſequences, which may ariſe from the governour's eſpouſing 
theyr enemies intereſts. Moſte, whoe I diſcourſe with doe believe it will be certaynly 
accommodated ; but *tis to be doubted till it be concluded, and the rather by reaſon that 
young d'Hanquincourte the governour's ſonn was lately taken priſoner ; at leaſte his fall 
ing into theyr handes had. that reſemblance ; though, as I am informed, even the car- 
dinall himſelfe is not without his apprehenſion of ſome further deſigne in it. The treaty 
with Spayne takes up-all men's thoughts and diſcource. The reaſons whereby to con- 
jecture either at an accorde or the continuation of the war are ſoe equally balanced, 
that *tis hard to come to a judgement of what the event may bee, unleſs by thoſe, whoe 
are in the cardinall's ſecrets; and even they fayle, whoe know the moſte, the diſtempers 
of this place being greate, and the diſſatisfactions to him very univerſall through the 
whole kingdome. Here is at this tyme a generall meeting of the clergy, about the ſetling 
of the buſineſs of this archbiſhoprick, which was one cauſe (if not the chief) of the car- 
dinall's comeing yeſterday. The buſineſs of the cardinall du Retz, which diſturbs this 
citty, and animates the inhabitants, troubles cardinal Mazarin more then all things elle. 
Here are greate partys making allready to promote the peace; univerſally all of the church 
will be furiouſly for it; and the generallity of the nobillity, and the parliaments. Thoſe 
whoe command the armyes, Turene being a proteſtant, and la Ferte the cardinall's confi- 
dant, beſides the advantages theyr commands afford-them, which muſte end in peace, will 
be againſt it; and upon the like account of intereſt all or moſte of the governours of 
guarriſons. Al the reſt of the kingdome will be for it; and if a peace be not concluded,

RiGHT HONOURABLE, 


Fter 7 weeks tedious expectation of the king's comeing to Warſaw, he arrived there 
uppon the 5th inſtant, and was pleaſed to give me audience the next day. The 
manner of my reception and uſage ever ſince I have Teunt reſſed in this letter incloſed, 
directed to his highneſs, to which I muſt take the boldneſſe to referre your honour, not 
having time for ſoe copious a declaration of it as it doth deſerve. I am now in the borders of 
Pruſſia with the king, who is marching with his army thither. The leſſer and the greater 
Polland with Mazovia being wholly brought under his command, having left ſufficient 
force therein to keepe them from attempting any thing to his diſadvantage during his 
abſence. He hath by large guiftes and a conſtant ſalary out of the ſalt mines about 
Crakow bought off the Quartianoes (the ſtanding forces of the crowne of Poland) from theire 
king. What his majeſtie's reſolutions are concerning Pruſſia, I doe not know certainely; 
but the common talke is, that he intends to force to his ſubjection all thoſe in the regall 
part of it, which deny to come in unto him. Neither can I give you an aſſured judg- 
ment of affaires betweene the elector of Brandenburgh and him; but I have great reaſon to 
believe, that there will be a difference betweene them, becauſe the elector's two commiſſioners, 
which were with the king at Crakowe, left him without concluding any thing ; but ſince 
the king's arrivall at Warſow, one of them came backe agame thither, and hath waited the 
king to this place; and from hence is reſolved to retourne to his maſter to morrow morn- 
ing, having, ſoe farr as I can learne, received as little contentment towards the effecting 
of his commiſſion, as he formerly had. In his company for ſecurity ſake I have taken 
the oportunity to ſend part of my baggage and ſervants to Hamborough, partly to alle- 
viat my great charges, which I daylye ſuſtaine; partly to avoide trouble and cumber, 
which I muſt expect in a marching armie ; but chietely, that (if poſſibly) I might find out 
ſome probable way of hearing from your honour, which I have not been ſoe happy to doe 
but twice, once at Hamborough, and once at Stettin, ſince my coming out of England. 
I have therefore made choiſe of capt. Fenwicke and mr. Swift to attend upon that buſi- 
neſſe at Hamborough, which laſt for his diligence and faithfull ſervice towards me, I 
muſt intreat your honour for my ſake ſoe farr to take into your favourable conſideration, 
that his abſence with mee may not prejudice him in thoſe imployments he injoyes under 
your honour and the lords commiſſioners of the ſeale ; and be pleaſed to ſend to him 
(foe farr as your honour ſhall think fitt) a duplicat (of what you write to mee) to him 
allſoe, that I may from him receive your ſenſe by ſuch ſeverall wayes and means, as in diſ- 
cretion ſhall from time to time be offerred to him. About 4 days ſince there arrived at 
Warſow the French ambaſſador from Stockholme; it is ſuppoſed with a commiſſion of 
mediation betweene the two crownes of Sweden and Poland ; but his majeſtie hath de- 
nyed him audience, he having no letter credentiall to his majeſty from his maſter. This 
is all att preſent of moment, which I have to certyfie your honour ; and therefore am 
bold to take my leave with this one petition, that ſince the maine of my commiſſion is 
executed, you would be pleaſed to be a favourable mediator to me for his highneſſe for 
my recall home, which is the ſtrong deſire of my hearte ; and I ſhall for that and all other 
undeſerved favours towards me humbly pray for your honour's health and happineſſe,

Moore, that if his brother ſhoulq 
thinke of that match, or endeavour any longer to ſeeke ſoe near allyance as by marriage 
with thoſe, that were enemyes to his highneſſe, with whome he had already made a Peace, 
and att this time was contracting a more cloſe and feirmer league of amity and allyance 
(being a thing he more deſired then with all the princes of Europe) he would diſcoun- 
tenance him, and never ſee his face more. This was told me by the faid Moore, whoe 
requeſted mee to keepe it (as I valued him) in ſilence to my ſelfe.

THE preſent commiſſioners of the colledge of admiralty, purſuant to your high 

mightineſſes reſolutions of the goth of laſt month, and of the 20th of this preſent 
month, having read and examined the incloſed repreſentations, to wit, one of the col- 
ledge of the admiralty reſiding at Amſterdam, bearing date October 28 laſt paſt, and one 
of the colledge of the admiralty at Rotterdam of the 18th inſtant, as alſo a memorial, 
preſented to you high mightineſſes by the preſent deputies of the colledge of the admi- 
ralty at Amſterdam on the 2oth inſtant, all of them containing ſundry inconveniencies, 
retardments, and loſſes, done by the Engliſh men of war and commiſſioned ſhips, ſince 
the concluſion of the peace with the lord protector of the commonwealth of England, 
Scotland, and Ireland, to the inhabitants of this ſtate trading at ſea, by the illegal viſit- 
ing, ſearching, taking, and ſeizing of their merchants ſhips, as alſo what further is to 
be fear d, by the carrying on and continuation of the war between the ſaid lord pro- 
teftor and the king of Spain, unleſs prevented by ſome timely and prudent remedy ; 
having at the ſame opportunity alſo received a ſpecification of thoſe complaints, that have 
been made by the merchants of Amſterdam to the colledge of admiralty reſiding there, 
as alſo a liſt of the ſhips that are taken, which are known to your high mightineſſes, and 
therefore needleſs to be mentioned; they in compliance with your high mightineſſes 
commands, would not be wanting, to declare as their advice, and humbly to repreſent 
to your high mightineſſes, that the ſaid proceedings of the Engliſh men of war, and com- 
miſſioned ſhips, as alfo the retardment under colour and pretence of juſtice, are notorious 
exceſſes and contraventions of the ſaid treaty of peace, as it may reſpectively be ſeen out 
of the VIth, XVIIIth, XXIft, and XXVth e and therefore, as hurting the very 
foul of the trade, not to be ſuffered for the reputation of this ſtate, and intolerable for 
the inhabitants. For which reaſon by extraordinary and vigorous repreſentations, not only 3 
ng t ſatisfaction ought to be demanded, but alfo beſides this, in order to prevent the 
ike for the future, an effeftual remedy muſt be applied, by making a reaſonable, and for 


both parties, becoming treaty of marine, ſo as it is ſtipulated by the VIIth article of 8 
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faid treaty of peace, anſwerable to the extent of trade of this ſtate, to all countries, that are A. D. 1655. 


in alliance or neutrality with the ſame, and ſo as the above mentioned lord protector has 
ſtipulated with other nations, and may any ways pretend to, or has obtained for the 
benefit of his highneſs's own ſubjects, in the like occurrences, without diſtinction of wares 
and merchandizes, that in relation to the one or the other party may be deemed contra- 
band, the Turk only excepted, being the common enemy, having beſet and beſieged any 
chriſtian place either by water or by land, which ought to be in the like manner, and by 
a further treaty ſettled with Spain, ſince thoſe two treaties are to be on an equal foot, 
without which the trade at ſea in theſe conjunctures of times cannot be continued with- 
out conſiderable inconveniencies. 

In the interim, and to conſider from our ſide, what may be moſt convenient and requi- 
ſite for the advantage of trade, conſidering the contradiction there is in the ſaid treaties, 
becauſe in that with * in the XIIIth article, it is ſtipulated in relation to their ene- 
mies, unfree ſhips, unfree goods, without diſtinction of places where they are bound for 
or come from; and in Engliſh treaty it is agreed, article XXI, that the merchant ſhip 
of both parties _ by chance or otherwiſe in company with ſome men of war of 
one or other party, ſhall be convoyed by them, as long as they ſteer the ſame courſe, 
and protected againſt all and every one that ſhall attack them by force. Ir is our advice, 
that, after the example given by England, proviſionally and till further order, no mer- 


- chant ſhips going to or coming from England, Scotland, and Ireland, ſhall be convoyed 


by any men of war of this ſtate, the ſubjects of your high mightineſſes, according to the 
ſaid treaty with Spain, having no occaſion for any convoy. And it is but juſt, that the

If monſieur Letriere takes a journey, which ſome talk on, monſieur Mombrunty will 
not know what to do, for he will have no defire to ſee monſieur Beaumont. If Tomlin- 
ſon look for any kindneſs from monſieur St. Megrin, as it is probable he doth, it will 
not be handſom for mr. Johnſon to do as he hath done this ſummer, and before. 

It is now ordinarily talk'd, that the cardinal Mazarin could be content to match his 
neice with the king of France ; and they fay that another little thing newly arrived out 
of Italy, may in time prove fit for the duke of Anjou. | 

I had a letter the laſt week from Jackſon ; but no news in it. I think they have 
none, that 1s viſible, only that they are much quieter then they have been, for Tomlinſon 
is too hard for all thoſe of Janning's party in that place. We have had a great expecta- 
tion here of the iſſue of two buſineſſes, one concerning cardinal de Retz, the king pre- 
tending that his biſhoprick of Paris was vacant for his . and miſdemenour; but now 
the king doth acknowledge him to be archbiſhop, and ſuffers his vicar general to exe- 
cute his place. The pope ſeems to ſtand for cardinal de Retz. The other matter 1s 
concerning mareſchal de Hocquincourt governor of Peronne, and conte de Monjou go- 
vernor of Arras. The cardinal Mazarin would have ſome of their contributions from 
them, which they would not yield unto. Then he would have their governments to diſ- 
poſe of to others. They refuſe to obey, and ſtand out in deafince ; profeſſing their fide- 
lity to the king. This was probably a great cauſe of haſtening the peace with England, 
which in time the protector will underſtand ; for nothing is done but for ends. It is 
not impoſſible, but that there may be peace between France and Spain. Though it be 
not thought to ſtand with cardinal Mazarin's intereſt ; yet it is much preſſed, and the 
qucen of France doth earneſtly deſire it.

SIR, 


Have beene unwillinge to trouble you with any account of affaires heere, hoping you Vol. xxxii. 
1 conſtantly received it from better Lacs but I have ſomething to impart, which I be- p. 489. 
feive you will not receive from your uſuall correſpondents. There hath beene many for- 
mer ſuſpicions of diſcontents amongſt the officers heere, eſpecially of the baptiſed chutches, 
and fince the ſecuring of the lieutenant generall and the coming of the adjutant generall 
divers unfit ſpeeches and practices have beene diſcovered. And indeede they are very un- 
willing to ſubmitt to any indifferent ſhare of power, or truſt, which is (ſoe fare as I judge) all 
intended; and if it be not purſued, his highnes intereſt may receive prejudice, yea probably 
will e're it be long. I take no pleaſure in allegoryes and metaphors, eſpecially in wright- 
ing to a perſon, in your weighty emploiments; but in plaine termes, unleſſe his highnes 
be pleaſed to give a fitt countenance and authority to the lord Henry, whereby perſons and 
places may be ſecured, as there is or ſhall be occaſion, I am confident it will be repented, 
when too late. The lord deputy's generall ſweetnes kept bonds upon ſome, who have 
ſince manifeſted diſcontents. And although I ſhould ſooner cutt of my hand, than ſigne 
a paper reflecting upon his lordſhip's perſon and government, yet I muſt confeſſe, that I 
have been prevailed with upon the former conſiderations to concurre in a petition that the 
lord Henry may be deputy, in caſe his highnes ſhall find cauſe to detaine our former go- 
vernour in the greate affaires of the commonwealth from coming over. And if my 
poore opinion were worthy conſideration, it would be for the intereſt of his highnes and 
for the lord deputy's advantage, that this were done. I wiſh it were before our petition 
arrives. Things of this nature may in time to come beget a cuſtome in our armyes to 
interpoſe in government, which hath ruined many ſtates. This preſent petition diſownes 
the right of doing it, and begs pardon for ſuch an extraordinary addreſſe. I hope we 
thall ſoone know his highnes pleaſure, either that the lord deputy returne, or the lord 
Henry bee appointed deputy, which I heartily deſire, as that which will promote his 
highnes ſervice and ſafety.

I was 
yelterday to have wayted upon your honour to acquaint you, that by letters received from 
Paris dated the 10th current, there was advice from Spayne of the arrival of two gallions, 
and two ſmall veſſels from the Weſt Indyes, and that the reſt of the gallions were ex- 
ed the latter end of this moneth. But ſome conjecture they cannot come ſo ſoone. 
They likewiſe adviſe, that the French king was gone towards the frontiers of Flanders. 
to take order with 3 of the gouvernours, which refuſed to obey his commands, viz. the 
gouvernour of Arras, the gouvernour ot Bapaume and the gouvernour Labaſſie, who (as it 
is reported) have ſince ſubmitced. They adviſe from Marſelles, that two Engliſh ſhips for- 
wy taken were reſtored, and that the duke of Vendoſme has given order not to meddle 
with any Englith ſhips, but to give them all liberty of commerce and free trade.

They will alſo proceed at laſt to ſend a reſident to Bruſſels, foreſeeing, that this war, 
which Spain will have with England, will cauſe much my and depredation.

There hath been alſo ſpoken of the viſiting of ſhips at ſea, which as well the Spaniards 
as the Engliſh begin to do; a thing, which the commerce of Holland doth judge intol- 
lerable, although the Hollanders did never forbear doing of it themſelves during the laſt 
war.

The embaſſador of France, accompanied with the lords Beverning and Vierſen, with a 
good number of coaches, was this morning conducted as far as the Hornebridge, to be at 


noon at Maeſlant Sluys, and to imbark before the Brill, where a man of war lies ready wait- 


ing for him; it being falſe, that he was deſired by this ſtate, or commanded by France 
to ſtay here to reſume, continue, and finiſh the treaties or renovation thereof with France. 
The truth is, that Holland doth ſhew ſome eagerneſs to the renovation, but not ſo great, 
that they would for that retard the embaſſador, although he himſelf did ſufficiently de. 
clare, that he would willingly ſtay for that purpoſe, which they have paſs'd for a general 
compliment; and it would be no new thing, if the ſaid heat, which Holland hath ſhewn 
for this renovation, do grow cold again. The embaſſador required to recommend the 


abolition of a new impoſition in France laid upon the herrings, which he did promiſe. 


And in regard the commiſſioners did alſo ſpeak to him in the behalf of theVaudois, he faic, 
that this ſtate being willing to renew their treaties with France, ought to take heed not 
to meddle much with religion; as alſo the king would not meddle with that of this 
ſtate. He hath left here his ſecretary to correſpond with, and hath recommended him to 


the commiſſioners. Item, he recommended the conſul Jannot; and that they would give 
him ſatisfaction, if they deſired ſatisfaction to be given in France to the conſul 3

Yeſterday was ſaid by the lord preſident, that the miniſter of the elector of Branden- 
burg had uired, that he would propoſe the nomination of embaſſadors towards Sweden 
and Denmark ; as alſo to recommend the ſpeedy payment of the ſubſidy proviſionally re- 
ſolved on for the ſaid elector. Upon the firſt was again ſaid by the lords of Holland, that 
they were not ready, but that they ſhould be to day, hoping, that they would give Hol- 
land leave to name four; and ſo that from the other provinces there ſhould come but 
two: whereupon the other provinces in a diſcurſive way made anſwer, that they would 
allow Holland but two; yet I believe they will let them have three. And as to the fleet, 
to reſolve to ſend it thither, there is yet much irreſolution ; and I do perceive, that not- 
withſtanding they will reſolve to ſend one thither towards the ſpring: for to reſolve is 
eaſy, and in the mean time the ſucceſs or bad ſucceſs of the Swedes in Pruſſia will go- 
vern the ſending of that fleet. 

The like and more irreſolution there is concerning the viſiting of ſhips by ſea. As 
for Spain, they do believe it is curbed enough by the maritime treaty, and will ſeriouſly 
endeavour to diſpoſe England to agree to the ſame treaty. It is very pleaſant to ſee 
how they perſuade themſelves of the exact obſervation of this maritime treaty by others, 
when they themſelves have obſerved it ſo ill. And as to the project of ſecuring the naviga- 
tion by powerful convoys, (as in the year 1652) they do ſee inconveniencies enough, and 
do fear the ſame fortune, which happened the 5.35 May 1652. The moſt part are of opi- 
nion, that they ought firſt to endeavour to fink*the maritime treaty. 
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Feſterday was again debated the nomination, or rather the diſtribution of the embaſſy. 
Holland did very much inſiſt, that they ought to have four. Beſides this Holland did 
propoſe, that it would be requiſite to ſend an extraordinary embaſly to the king of Spain, 
without giving any other reaſon, only that the honour, which he hath done this ſtate by 
ſending hither his embaſſadors, doth deſerve the reciprocal favour. And they diſcourſe 
here of ſending thither an embaſſy of three or four perſons. And men have an eye and 
diſcourſe upon the lords of Ghent, Opdam, and Renſwoude. It is remarkable, that this 
propoſition of Holland at preſent doth meet with an acclamation and applauſe of thoſe, 
that are affected to the prince, who formerly have always murmured againſt this project; 
for it is known the ſaid affected have always been good Frenchmen, conſequently bad 
Spaniards ; and therefore do ſtill wiſh no good to the princeſs dowager, in regard ſhe did 
ſo much labour for peace. What is the reaſon then, why the king of Spain is ſo much 
in favour ? The hatred of the protector, in regard they ſee, that the ſaid king is reſolved 
to make war againſt the Engliſh. Having alſo ſeen, that Spain hath pretty well cool'd 
the courage of the Engliſh in Hiſpaniola; item, durſt look the fleet of Blake in the face; 
and that Spain in ſo little a time cauſed to be ſet forth ſo powerful a fleet. Theſe conſide- 
rations do make them believe, that the king of Spain is formidable at ſea, and they will 
hoe (if need be) to have him for a friend, in caſe England do behave it ſelf too 
offenſively. 5 

The earl of Brederode is reſolved to return into France, finding, that the nobility will 
no longer give him priority as the deceaſed lord his predeceſſors have had; and the other 
members of Holland will not in that do for him as he deſireth. 

The letter of the lord Ommeren of the third of November is to be ſent to the lord 
embaſſador Boreel, to do his endeavours with the king in the behalf of the Vaudois. 

As well thoſe of Rotterdam as thoſe of Amſterdam have made complaint, that ſome 
23 frigats do keep before the Meuſe to take Engliſh ſhips. This is referred to the 
admiralties. 

The lord Boreel is alſo ordered to congratulate the king upon the treaty with England. 

Let this morning they could not make an end of the nomination of an ambaſſador, al- 
though Holland in a body was in the aſſembly of the ſtates general. The diſpute was 
cancerning the diſtribution. At length it ſeems they have agreed, that four members 
ſhall go towards the king of Sweden and Poland, three to Denmark, and two to the elec- 
tor of Brandenburg, which are nine in all. Of theſe Holland will have at leaſt four, and 
the embaſſy into Spain will be for one of Guelderland, and one of Holland; and the re- 
ſident for Bruſſels will be in all likelihood one of Holland, called Saſburgh; but of all 
this nothing hath been yet concluded; but to finiſh the ſame the aſſembly hath appointed 


to meet to morrow by nine of the clock in the morning.

HicH AND MIGHTY LORDS, 


Y lords, ſince my laſt, there has happened here not much worth mentioning, 
They take all poſſible care for the fitting out of the fleets, Some days ago was 
delivered an order of the lord protector to the judges of the court of admiralty, whereby 
the ſame is authoriſed, to deliver out private commiſſions or letters of repriſal againſt the 
Spaniards, and as I am informed there are already four of them taken out, and the ſhips 
ready, to put them into execution. They exerciſe the troops, both horſe and foot, in the 
fields about this city, more than uſuall. The governour of the Tower has received orders, 
to raiſe in Middleſex two companies of horſe, to ſecure that county from all diſturbances 
upon the ſame regulation and pay as the others in the reſpective provinces are raiſed. I 
am told, that there are recover'd already from collonel Harvey (a late commiſſioner 
of the cuſtoms, who is apprehended) 20000 1. ſterling : it is thought, that a great many 
others more will be found, that will be obliged to refund what is ill gotten. For this pur- 
poſe, there are eight perſons appointed and authoriſed, to call to an account all thoſe 
that have had the adminiſtration of the publick money, ſince the year 1642. 
Yeſterday I underſtood from ſome gentlemen, that there were arrived letters from Bar- 
bados, adviſing, that major Sedgewicke with the ſhips under his command was arrived 
there; that every thing was in good order, and the men well in health, and that they wrote, 
that there was not one man but who was ſtrong enough to be put to the oar. They 
have brought alſo news here from St. Malo, that a ſmall veſſel with fruit was arrived thers 
from Spain, and declared that there were arrived two galleons and two patachoes, but 
that the others were chaced by the Engliſh fleet about 30 ſail ſtrong, OI eſcaped with 
much ado in the harbour of La vera Cruz, the Engliſh being parted from them by hard 
weather. At the preſſing ſollicitations of the miniſters and elders of the Dutch church 
here, I repreſented ſome time ago to the lord protector, that many honeſt tradeſmen, 
members of the ſaid congregation, ſuffered ſome times great troubles, becauſe they 
were not free of any company, and yet followed their trade, which nevertheleſs was per- 
mitted them in the time of queen Elizabeth of immortal memory, by a particular con- 
ceſſion, and alſo after her time.

Y laſt informes you of the firſt meeting of the commiſſioners at this towne, fince 
which tyme wee have continued together, uſeinge our utmoſt indevours to diſcover 
the perſons eſtate, with whom wee have to deale. And by the help of the ſequeſtra- 
tion-books, which wee ſent for, wee have found ſomewhat to beginne upon. Wee be- 
ganne with fir William Moreley, who hath conſented to bee taxed after the rate of 1500 l. 
per annum, but takes it very much to hart, that hee ſhould bee ſtill reckoned a malignant, 


having long bin ſatisfyde of the juſtnes of our cauſe, and indeed very good men here 


doe ſpeake well of him, and I beleeve his highnes will bee ſolicitted about him. Wee 
have ſpoken with ſome few others, and ſent for more, with whom wee hope to deale 
this day. Thoſe, with whom wee have ſpoken, doe readily ſubmitt, but pretend too 
much innocency as to any of the late deſignes. Moſte of the commiſſioners are tyred and 
deſired to be diſmiſſed for the preſent, though very willing to doe their utmoſt in the 
buſines ; but capt. Freeman and mr. Manning (mayor of this towne) are exceeding induſtri- 
ous and helpfull to mee. Mr. Manning 1s a very honeſt and godly- man, and has bin 


much baffled by the. corrupt party in this towne, who kept him from beeing mayor as long 


as they could; but I looke upon it as a good providence, that hee is now mayor; and [ 
hope hee ſhall with the reſt of the well- affected party hereafter bee ſtrengthened and in- 
coraged. 

There are ſo many of the delinquents dead, and ſoe much of their eſtates ſould, that 


I feare the revenew rayſed by the taxe in this county will not bee very conſiderable ; 


but I hope the utmoſt indevours will bee uſed to improve it. 

In regard the regiſtry at London is not ſetled, I doe forbeare preſſing upon them the 
bonds mentioned in the additionall orders for the preſent ; and the rather becauſe I doc 
apprehend, it may bee moore ſeſonable after the worke of the taxe is over. To put 
them upon all the hard termes at once, it may bee would nat goe downe ſo eaſily, eſpe- 
cially with thoſe that bear the tax. I thinke therefore to beginne takeing the ſecurity 
from thoſe, who are exempted from the taxe.

HicH AND MIGHTY LORDS, 


Y laſt to your high mightineſſes was of the 2oth inſtant, the day after I made Vol. x. 
again a tour to Copenhagen, where I could obſerve nothing elſe, but that this p. 378. 

crown will adhere to the treaties made with your high mightineſſes. Nevertheleſs they 
are not quite free from apprehenſions of the Swedifh ſucceſſes, in cafe the ſame ſhould 
meet with no reſiſtance in Pruſſia : the common people as well as them of diſtinction, 
begin to ſhew themſelves more timorous than formerly, ſince no certainty of any ſuccour 
begins as yet to ſhew itſelf. They judge (I ſpeak of the commonalty) it ſafer to ſhare 
with Sweden the ſovereignty of the Baltick and of the trade there, than that by obſti- 
nacy this kingdom ma be attacked and the inhabitants be fruſtrated of their hopes by 
the Pomeranians, which 1s the open diſcourſe every where, that it is the deſign of the 
Swediſh arms in Poland. An extraordinary embaſſador of your high mightineſſes to this 
crown is impatiently expected here, which would cauſe a great tranquillity of mind in 
theſe parts, and augment very much the affection towards your high mightineſſes. 

It is faid that above 40 merchant ſhips, moſt of them belonging to the ſubjects of your 


high mightineſſes, are ſtranded and loſt on the coaſt of Jutland and Norway by the ſtorms 
and tempeſts of the laſt ſeaſon. 


For a general frugality, it is order'd here, that for the future no more than 40 per- 
ſons ſhall be invited to a wedding, neither ſhall there any more gifts or preſents be

SIR, 


Vol. xxxii. W E have, at our meeting yeſterday at this place, made ſome further progreſs in the 
p. 613. ; buſineſs intruſted to our care, and find a general compliance in the gentlemen ſum- 
moned to appear before us, ſave that they inſiſt upon the allowance of their debts, and other 
engagements upon their eſtates, by way of defalcation ; which the major general acquainted 
us and ſignified unto them, was intended to be allowed, notwithſtanding the orders of his 
highneſs and the council and their inſtructions do not thereunto particularly authorize or direct 
us. Our deſires are herein to walk by a rule, as to what debts or incumbrances ſhall be al- 
towed by us, and what proof we ſhall ſtand upon to make them good unto us ; eſpecially

My LoRp, 


TJ AST wedneſday I had an audience of the lord protector; and after his highneſs had Vol. xxxii. 
cauſed all officers and gentlemen to withdraw, no body remaining with him but the P. 663. 


ſecretary of ſtate, I repreſented to him, that altho' during his highneſs's indiſpoſition 
the ſecretary of ſtate had received of me, with great demonſtrations of a good affection, 
divers memorials and propoſitions of affairs, which ought to be conſidered; and that he 
had been pleaſed to procure me an opportunity to explain myſelf further upon ſeveral 
of them to their hich mightineſſes; yet that I ſaw my ſelf neceſſitated ſince his high- 
neſs's health would now vermit it, to crave his highneſs's wiſe conſideration, on ſome of 
the moſt important ſubjects, wherein this ſtate, as well as the united Netherlands, was 
very much concern'd. And firſt, that his highneſs muſt needs have obſerved, with what

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A. D. 1655. opencheartedneſs their high mightineſſes have formerly communicated to his highneſs the;, 
moſt ſecret deliberations, concerning the affairs in Poland, and the trade and navigation 
of the Baltick ſea; that they had ſince order d me, to beg the favour of his highneſs, that 
he would be pleaſed, in theſe important conjunctures, which draw ſufficiently the eye and 
attention of the whole world, to communicate unto them in confidence his good inten. 
tions for the conſervation of the mutual intereſt, and to 22 that the provinces and 
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towns, which lay on or about the ſaid ſea, may not be diſturbed. Hereupon the protec. 
tor made me a recital of what he had aſſured me of before; and declared anew, that ho 
would ſhew at all times his ſincere affection for the welfare of the united provinces, and 
would always willingly help to prevent, whatever might be undertaken to their preju- 
dice. That he had cauſed, in a conference, to be propofed to the lord embaſſador of 
Sweden ſo much, that he was of opinion, that all the proteſtant high powers ought to 
cultivate among themſelves unity and friendſhip, and to be upon the watch againſt the 
conduct and intentions of the 1 pope and his adherents. And having diſcourſed a 
little upon this ſubject, I told him, that the time was very precious in ſuch conjunctures, 
where arms, and ſometimes likewiſe negotiations, can make a ſtrange alteration in affairs, 
and aſk'd him, if his highneſs did not think that matters might be better directed, and 
with more ſucceſs in Poland itſelf, by able and faithful miniſters, whereby all ſuſpicions 
would be removed, and a good confidence reſtored, alledging, that the ſame had been 
practiſed in former times; whereupon he promiſed me to take his further reſolution 
upon it very ſoon. Afterwards I informed him, that their high mightineſſes had ſeen 
the known accommodation between the duke of Savoy and the Vaudois, and were of Opi- 
nion, that one ought not to deſert theſe poor fellow-chriſtians, in the perplexity they are 
reduced to, but endeavour by all means and ways that the ſame may be put into ſome 
more and better ſecurity. For which purpoſe, their high mightineſſes had written to the 
lord Van Ommeren their embaſſador extraordinary, and given him new orders and inſtruc- 
tions touching the ſame. The lord protector replied, that it had rejoiced him exceed- 
ingly, that their high mightineſſes did ſo much, and with ſuch a fervent zeal, take to 
heart the intereſt of thoſe poor people of the true reformed religion; aſſuring me, that 
there was nothing he valued more, and for which he was ready, if 1t were the will of the 
Lord, (theſe were his words) to ſuffer anew the greateſt torments; and that upon what 
I had formerly communicated to the ſecretary of ſtate touching the ſame, he had given 
orders, that his envoys in Switzerland ſhould promote that affair with the greateſt ap- 
plication. He told me likewiſe, that mr. Downing and others had inform'd him, that 
their high mightinefles had made a very good choice, and that the lord Van Ommeren 
was a very able miniſter, to bring about by a prudent conduct and zealous fidelity a happy 
ſucceſs. At laſt I told him, that I was again obliged to bring ſome complaints betore 
his highneſs, of ſome of their high mightineſſes ſubjects, whoſe ſhips and goods were taken 
from them againſt reaſon and juſtice in Barbadoes and other places, concerning which their 
high mightineſſes were moved to write to his highneſs themſelves ; and that I had pre- 

ared a deduction touching the ſame with ſeveral documents, defiring that his highneſs 
would be pleaſed to give ſuch orders, that the ſame might be enquired into, and that the 
faid ſhips and goods, or the true value of the fame, may be reſtored free from coſts and 
loſſes. The lord protector did deliver thoſe papers into the hand of mr. Thurloe, com- 
manding him to procure, that the ſame might be forthwith read in the council, though 
it ſhould happen that he could not be preſent himſelf, Further he told me, that as he 
believed their high mightinefles would not defend what would tend to the prejudice of 
this ſtate, in relation to ſuch perſons, who have ſo groſsly injured the ſame ; fo like- 
wiſe he was always ſorry, when he heard that any thing had happened to the loſs of the 
ſubjects of their high mightineſſes. Since the laſt memorial which I deliver'd, the ſugars 
laden on board of the galiot called the Thirſty Hart are likewiſe releaſed ; and there is 
obſerved a greater moderation in the admiralty, in reſpect of other ſhips and goods that 
are reclaimed by the inhabitants of the United Provinces. This afternoon I had the op- 

ortunity, according to their high mightineſſes reſolution of the 22d inſtant, touching 
the letter of the lord Van Ommeren, dated at Geneva the 6th of this month, to ſpeak 
with the ſecretary of ſtate, who communicated to me what mr. Moreland had written; 
viz. in what manner he firſt by himſelf, and afterwards along with the lord Van Om- 
meren, had brought mr. Stocker fo far, that he had promiſed, in the full aſſembly of 
the cantons to declare, that he had. proteſted againſt the proceedings uſed in the con- 
cluſion of the well known treaty : the ſaid gentleman was of opinion, that the whole 
ought to be diſavowed, and aſſured me, that to mr. Moreland and the reſident Pell full 
orders and inſtructions were given, to promote vigorouſly and communicatis confiliis with 
the lord Van Ommeren, the beſt for the ſaid poor fellow Chriſtians. Iam informed by 2

RIGHT HONOURABLE, 


I Have nothing to plead as excuſe, that I wrote not to you ſynce the 8th inſtant, ſave that] 
was conſtantly attending the commiſſioners in Nortolke, who have ſatt de die in diem 
for the carrying on the ſervice deſired of them; and I am confident none in England will 
appeare to be more forward. As alſo was I deſyrous to ſee ſuch progreſs in the worke, 
(eſpecially in the tax) as that the whole might be perfected in tyme. Indeed ſuch accep- 
tance had this affaire in the hearts of all, that it carryed its conviction with it, hon. 
men encourageing one another in the action, and the delinquent not one word to ſay, why 
ought ſhould be remitted him; that every toungue mult confeſs it was of the Lord, who 13 
a righteouſe God in the execution of his judgments ; and when his hand is lyfted up, he 
ſhall not only make them (though moſt unwilling) to ſee, but alſo make them aſhamed 
for their envy to his people. The commiſſioners did the moſt of them meet every day 
for ten dates together till fryday laſt ; and the greateſt part of the moſt neceſſary worke 
being done, they have now adjourned themſelves to every thurſday and fryday in the weeke, 
untill they ſhall have perfected the whole, or ſoe much as they may take a further lyberty 
tor their meeting without prejudice to the ſervice.

are continually about him) to his army, with intention (for as much as we know) to take 
his march directly for Pruſſia. Some ſpargaments there have been, as if the Tartars were 
on their way to oppoſe his majeſty, but there is nothing of it, we having certain intelli- 
gence they keep themſelves very quiet ; but ſuppoſe they ſhould do their worſt, we have 
no cauſe to fear them; the Coſſacks (which only wait his majeſty's orders how and where 
to be imployed) being able and valiant enough to encounter and ſubdue them.

Y his royal majeſty of Denmark, Norway, &c. moſt gracious command, his reſident at Vol. xxxii. 
this place has propounded and repreſented to your high mightineſſes the manifold p. 707- 
frauds and ſmugling, which have been committed and are ſtill continued by the maſters 
of ſhips of theſe provinces trading to Norway, againſt the true intent and ſenſe of the 
treaty made on the 12th of February 1642, as alſo to the great detriment and prejudice, 
not only of his above mentioned majeſty, but alſo for ſetting a bad example to others, 
contrary to your high mightineſſes good will, knowledge, and intention; and the ſaid me- 
moral, after the report made thereof by the lords of your high mightineſſes committee, 
being not only ſent at that time to the colleges of the admiralty, but alſo after their 
anſwer and advice, your high mightineſſes coming to a reſolution on the 13th of Au- 
guſt, wrote back to the ſaid colleges of the admiralty ; that their noble mightineſſes

inſiſt and petition your high mightineſſes, that at his juſt requeſt contained in his laſt me.

faid treaty inviolably, thoſe frauds, which have been committed theſe many years to the 
great loſs of his above mentioned majeſty, will be effectually prevented, which according to 
his opinion might be done in the beſt and eaſieſt way, by his ſaid majeſty's cauſing, accord. 
ing to the XVIIIth article of the ſaid treaty, the unmeaſured ſhips to be meaſured, in the 
convenient and for that purpoſe appointed harbours of Norway, fo as the fame has been 
hitherto practiſed, and at the ſame time the wrong meaſured veſſels to be examined and 
new meaſured at the ſaid places, or where-ever ſuch frauds are committed, by truſty and 
experienced meaſurers, that the ſaid frauds may be duly corrected, as juſtice on both 
ſides requires; and to the end that the maſters of ſhips of the one and the other fide ma 
be unprejudiced, and have no reaſon to object one againſt the other; all which would 
eaſily be obtained, if your high mightineſſes would be pleaſed, by a ferious placart, in 
your ſtate and reſpective provinces, to publiſh, and to charge and command the ſaid 
maſters of ſhips, that they as well in this as in other tranſgreſſed points ſhould punctually 
regulate themſelves according to the true contents of the ſaid treaty, and in no manner 
act contrary thereunto. In which faid placart, according to the opinion of the lords of 
the admiralty, and according to the words limited in the ſaid treaty, might alſo be inſerted, 
that no ſhips under 30 laſts ſhould be meaſured, and that the ſaid maſters of ſhips ſhall 
not load in any other places than in the timber harbours, and having quite compleated 
their cargo of timber, ſhall put their furs or fat wares upon deck or in the cabin, and not 
as ſome do in the hold or under the timber, declaring at the ſame time, as 1t is done by 
many, with whom they have traded, and of whom they have bought, and that after 
they are cleared out and diſcharged, they ſhall take in no more goods, 

And whereas the above mentioned does agree with the ſaid treaty and is grounded 
upon reaſon, whereby his royal majeſty, as far as concerns him, will have ſome advantage, 
and your high mightineſſes not any ways be prejudiced, nor your ſubjects injured, but ra- 
ther by the like juſt proceedings, the truſt and confidence between both nations will be 
corroborated ; the ſaid reſident doth no ways queſtion, but your high mightineſſes will 
be pleaſed to ſecond the ſame by a prompt and equitable reſolution, demonſtrating thereby 
the good intentions you have on your ide, as his forementioned majeſty has on his, for 
the preſervation of a good and Boney correſpondence. The more, ſince it is ground- 
ed upon juſtice, that his majeſty for the future may not any more ſuffer ſuch great pre- 
judices and damages, without any advantage to your high mightineſſes, putting by and 
forgetting what may. any ways have happened theſe many years paſt, which would 
amount to pretty high ſums. For which end it is now the beſt opportunity, ſince their 
noble and great mightineſſes the ſtates of Holland and Weſtfrieſland are now aſſembled 
here, and the lords the commiſſioned counſellors of the reſpective colleges of the ad- 
miralty as yet preſent, with whom the ſaid reſident offers further to confer, if required, 
touching this affair, and to explain what further may be needful; to the end, that the 
ſaid frauds, as abovementioned, by the ſaid placart may be remedied this winter, and every 
thing redreſſed according to juſtice before the next ſummer. .

which renders it impoſſible but by his highneſs warrant to iſſue out privatly any mony to 
pay intellengencers. I mention in this warrant one of the cuſtoms, and on third of the 
exciſe, becauſe the other two thirds are made over for the arreares of the army, and all other 
revenue we keepe apart as his highneſs's owne by the government.

8 is arrived at Ryſenborgh, where I had audience the 26th of the ſaid month, and 
did declare unto him the utmoſt of my power, that he might reſt aſſured of the real 
affection and inclination of your high and mighty lordſhips towards him, and that you would 
ſincerely, holily, and immutably obſerve, and cauſe to be obſerved, the late defenſive 
treaty (a) made between him and your high mighty lordſhips. Whereupon the ſaid duke 
did ſignify with ſufficient demonſtrations, how acceptable and pleaſing ſuch a meſſage was 
unto him, and deſired that as well myſelf as my father would affure likewiſe your high and 
mighty lordſhips, that he will always, and upon all occaſions, behave himſelt towards your 
high and mighty lordſhips as a faithful friend, neighbour, and ally. For a further de- 
monſtration he alledged, that notwithſtanding, that the crown of Sweden did all that 
they could to divert him to break the Jate alliance made with your high and mighty lord- 
ſhips, yet that he had rather expect all enmity from them, than fail in his word given 
to your high and _— lordſhips ; firmly believing, that your higtr and mighty lordſhips 
will contribute the like inclination to him.

Hr received yours, I am bold to give your highnes this account of the buſines, 
that concernes mr. Powell, if you pleaſe at leaſure to reade it. When I came to 
Worceſter, I ſent for him, and acquainted him, that your highnes being informed, that 
they were about ſome deſigne, that tended to put things into diſtraction, I had ſent for 
him to underſtand the truth of things. He told me, that truely it was farr from him or 
any of his friends, to deſigne any ſuch thing; and that he ſhould rather ſuffer any death 
then give way to any ſuch thinge : onely he ſaid, they were about ſigneing a paper to be 
preſented to your highnes, and their ends in it were theſe two ; firſt to ſee, if it would 
pleaſe God thereby to worke upon your heart (of whom they had a good opinion for 
godlines) to conſider of thoſe things they offered, and doe ſome thing in it; or ſecondly 
if not ſoe, then to diſcharge their dutyes by publiſheing their diſatisfactions and deſires, 
and therein to acqueiſce, and ſoe to make noe further troubles, but follow their occaſions 
with comfort. I told him the firſt of thoſe, if private, I thought would not have offend. 
ed; but the ſecond I judged to have the hand of Joab in it, being ſoe like the former 
practiſes of the enemy, where he met with diſcontented ſpiritts. It would be too large 
to relate the diſcourſe we had about it; onely one terible thunderbolt he ſeemed to afright

P. 633. © lord of Gendt for Spain; Zealand the lord of Huybert for Sweden; Utrecht the 
lord of Amerongen for Denmark; Frieſland the lord Vierſſen for Denmark; Overyſſe 
the lord Yſſelmuyden for Brandenburg; Groningen the lord Yſbrants for Sweden. Thoſe 
of Holland cannot yet agree. They have promiſed, that on tueſday next they will name 
theirs, The lord Witſen of Amſterdam named for the embaſſy for Denmark hath ex. 
cuſed himſelf. The lord Beuningen will in no wiſe go for Sweden, pretending that 
there is no likelihood of doing any thing with that king; but in effect it is, that by reaſon 
he hath taken the freedom to ſpeak ſome words to the prejudice of that king, which he 
fears may have been told him. | 

Thoſe of Zealand perceiving, that thoſe of Holland will have five in the preſent em- 
baſſy, and that the ordinary embaſſadors in France, England, and reſidents in Sweden and 
Denmark are of Holland, and by this means having nine of fifteen, have made a complaint 
and ſerious conteſt againſt this advantage of Holland. It may be to pacify them, that 
they will yet give them one of their province to the embaſſy into Spain, and ſo three ſhall 
go into Spain inſtead of two. 

Thoſe of Holland having ſeen the day before, that the other provinces had debated 
the charge of mareſchal de camp, fearing ſome concluſion by plurality, did propoſe 
yeſterday, that they were ready to enter into conference with the other provinces, to pro- 
poſe ſome expedients and proviſoes, which ſhall ſerve to eſtabliſh a good correſpondence 
and harmony 1n and between the provinces, to avoid all jealouſy and umbrage, as well at 
home as abroad.

Hee would willingly returne to his highnes, if he 
might receive directions to that purpoſe ; but hee hath not heard any thing from England 
by letter ſince yours of the 1oth of Auguſt laſt, which diſcontents him very much, hee 
having writt many letters to his highnes and your ſelfe, ſometimes twice a weeke; but 
hee believes the extravagancies of the warrs hack rob'd him of ſuch favours as are your 
letters. I came into this towne an houre ſince, and the poſt immediately myſt have my

A letter from Stetin, 
My Lon, 


1 Poſtpone for this time all news of leſs moment, to inform your lordſhip of what I vol. xxxii. 
think to be the moſt important. This moment, it being eight o'clock at night, I p. 831. 
come from my ordinary, where I found at table a certain colonel, whoſe name I as yet 
do not know, he being arrived here in the evening. He has brought with him ſeverall let- 
2 ters 
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ters to the lords Legaet, count Steenbock, and Lelyſtrom of the regency here, from the 
king and other noblemen of the Swediſh camp, of the contents whereof, I hope without 
doubt to learn ſomething againſt next poſt. This gentlemen has related at table in the 
preſence of the count Forbus, who arrived here the day before yeſterday from Roſtoch, 
monſieur Horne, and the whole company, that it was this day fortnight, ſince the king 
of Sweden decamp'd from Warſaw marching towards Thorn; that he parted from his 
majeſty fifteen miles from the ſaid city, and arrived yeſterday was ſennight at Thom; 
where he had found nothing but the uſual garriſon, conſiſting in 3 or 400 men, without 
having taken the leaſt re-inforcement of the elector of Brandenburgh. The friday he ſtaid 
there, and ſet out from thence this day ſennight. The ſecretary of the Engliſh envoy 
mr. Rolt, who had rode with him about two miles, had been obliged to go back again, 
having forgotten ſome papers; but came back to him again in the evening at the inn, and 
told him, that he entering the city had found every body in arms, becaule of the arrival 
of the Swediſh army; that there was a great conſternation among the people. The ſaid 
colonel doth poſitively believe, that the ſame were the avant-guard, and that the king ar- 
rived before f 65 ſaid town with all his forces to morrow will be ſennight. Dobreſinſky the 
envoy of the elector of Brandenburg ſet out with him at the ſame time from the King, 
who had received no other anſwer from his majeſty, but to tell the elector of Branden- 
burgh, that he would do well to trouble himſelf only about his own Pruſſia; but in caſe 
he would needs take the of the king of Poland his country and places, that in what 
place thereof he ſhould find him, he would treat him like an enemy, and knock him on 
the head; theſe are near the very words of the colonel. The elector, as to his perſon, 
was at that time at Marienwerder, and had cauſed his army to draw back a little, as ] 
mentioned in my laſt preceeding letter. : 

Count Magnus de la Gardie, at the time when he ſet out from the king's army, was 
not two days march from his majeſty, who would be now doubtleſs with him : he would 
have defeated four regiments of the count of Waldeck, if he had not received contrary 
orders from the king. 

The dyet at Warſaw is not yet begun. It was a Greek biſhop, and not Schimilmiſky 
himſelf, who has treated with the high chancellor Oxenſtern, in the name of the Coſſacks: 
there are three thouſand of them with the king, and the reſt at his diſpoſal. This is 
what I for this time can acquaint your lordſhip of, as the ſureſt tidings from thoſe parts. 
Next poſt I ſhall have more knowledge of every thing. I had finiſh'd already a letter, 
but kept it back, to hear matters more exactly. I know perfectly what troops the em- 
peror raiſes, and next poſt I will ſend the names of all the colonels and regiments. The 
time forbids to write more, it being now 9 o'clock, and the poſt goes out. I remain with

Hicny AND MIGHTY LORDS, 


N the firſt inſtant, my ſon acquainted your high mightineſſes moſt humbly of his 
return, whereby, as likewiſe by his laſt, your high mightineſſes will have obſerved 

the good intention, which his electoral highneſs of Brandenburg has had, to protect and 
defend the whole dutchy to the utmoſt according to the treaty concluded with the ſtates 
of Pruſſia. But whereas the cities Thorn, Elbing, and Dantzick do as yet remain irreſo- 


lute and obitinate, to take in electoral troops, and put themſelves under his protection, or 


to declare themſelves further, it has now happened, that the Swediſh army lies before 
Thorn, and will apparently make themſelves — maſters thereof: part of the ſaid army 
conſiſting chiefly in Poliſh quartian troop, have made a further inrode into Pruſſia, and 
ſuddenly taken the town of Straeſberg. On the other hand the elector's artillery, and 
moſt of his army, lay in and about Marienburg. His electoral highneſs with a ſmall re- 
tinue has made a tour to Koningſberg by poſt, whither the elector's conſort is ſet out 
this day, being treated here three days by the magiſtrates. It is ſaid, that the king of 
Sweden has made again ſome other more equitable propoſals of agreement ; and that his 
electoral highneſs in conſideration of the ſmall confidence of the towns, is reſolved to ac 
cept of the ſame ; however I hardly can take this for credible, time muſt reveal it.

p. 809. ſent you on wedenſday, which I hope you have received. I ſpent that day with my .. 
lord Richard, and mr. Major (from whom I have received very much kindenes) and upon 
advice with them I added ſeverall commiſſioners to thoſe formerly ordered by the coun- 
ſell ; ſome of which, together with mr. Muſpratt (named by captain Pitman) having bin 
formerly imployed in the ſequeſtrations, will bee of very good ute unto this ſervice. 

When I came to my inne on wedneſday night, I mett with colonell Norton there, unto 
whom I communicated the orders and inſtructions from his highnes and the council, and 
had ſome diſcourſe with him ; whereupon hee having a few ſcruples, which I thought were 
eaſy to bee anſwered ; but our concluſion was, that he muſt conſider, ſince which tyme he 
hath been with my lord Richard and mr. Major, by whom I doubt not but you will 
more fully underſtand his ſpirit as to this worke, as alſo by his owne letter, which J herc- 
with ſend you, part of which I made ſome uſe of amongſt the reſt of the commiſſioners, 
who doe not yet take notice of his being unfree to act.

but that wee were rather deſireous to improve our tyme in doeing the worke then in pro- 
miſing to doe it. Wee have choſen our officers, and made a liſt of ſome 20 or 30 delin- 

nts, ſome of which wee have ſummoned to appeare before us on tueſday next, and to 
bring with them the yearly valew of their eſtates 1n this county, of which alſo wee ſhall 
endeavour, as well as wee can, to inform our ſelves in the meane tyme. 

Some of the commiſſioners ſay, that the marques of Wincheſter hath a very great 
eſtate, which though it bee purchaſed in the name of my lord Strickland and other truſtees; 
yet the conceive it is for the marqueſs his uſe, and therefore taxable : a word of advice 
would be very ſeaſonable as to that point. The commiſſioners here, as in other places, 
are very deſireous to have copies of the orders and inſtructions ; and truly I . wiſh 
they were made publick. I thinke the mayne objection againſt it is, that the commiſſio- 
ners are not ſetled in many counties, and therfore I humbly offer whether the orders might 
not bee printed without the names of the commiſſioners. I humbly conceive the publiſhing

RIGHT HONORABLE SIR, | 
Bruns ſomwhat more then ordinariely acquainted with what mr. Thomas Bayly, in his 
highnes name, of late pretended in Rome, I thought it my duty to preſent 3 

\ | 3 : | 
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grſt, to give an account of my owne actions; and ſecondly, to tender my whole ſelfe, A. D. 1655. 
who ſhall never be ſo much engaged to the ſervice of any forraigne prince (which is 


my onely livelyhood,) but that I may be at his highnes commands; if happl 
1 AJterve as, han z whence believe me, deare fir, — my nation never Fam 
honored and dreaded abroad, nor fuller of hopes to become rich at home by the 
induſtrie of this preſent government, I alway felt a ſingular inclination to dedicate my 
ſelfe to his highnes, and in him to my country; eſpecially finding the ſame right in him 
to his power as was in the beginings of all ſoveraignes, who at firſt could claime nothing 
but their hanſome merits looked upon and mantained by the greateſt part of the ſubjects ; 
nor beſides did I read ever of ſtrainger providences then what have attended his highnes 
attempts : all which ſtill made ſuch deepe impreſſions in me, that I never profeſſed in word 
or deed the contrarie. This my deſire I communicated with the lord generall Lambert, 
to whoſe lady I have the honour of no remote alliance; with the lord Strickland like- 
wiſe, and with mr. Robert Stapleton, once his highnes chaplaine, by whoſe means I en- 
deavoured to tender my obedience to honour and ſerve his highnes, with whatſoever 
nature or education had beſtowed upon me. Neither did I feare my religion could be a 
lett to my intentions, being I was and am prompt to renounce really all ſuch propoſi- 
tions, as begett difidence and miſtruſt twixt papiſt and proteſtant. Nay I was and am 
ready to give any aſſurance of fidelity by oath or otherwiſe not contradicting the ſub- 
ſtantiall points of my faith. Yea I do fully hold, that no ſpirituall ſubjection can or ought 
to recall or free me from ſuch obedience; the which if my ſervices might be accepted by 
his highnes, I am ſtill willing more particularly to vow. All theſe aforeſaide conſidera- 
tions made me forward to aſſiſt mr. Bayly with what I could, and he wanted ; and ſince he 
thought my little experience abroad and benefitt of lan neceſlane to his then 
tended buiſnes, I tranſlated out of Engliſh into Italian a booke of his, hopeing, 'accordi 
to his promiſs, that ſo my promptnes and induſtrie in his highnes behalfe might the better 
by mr. oy be commended, and made knowne to his highnes ; which I eſteemed then 
my chiefeſt happineſs 3 eſpeacially when mr. Bayly, by his long diſcourſes, had imparted 
many particulars, that he alleadged to have paſſed of confidence twixt him and his * 
nes, as alſo twixt you and him, when he delivered to your hands his booke. Nay he ſoe 


| well anſweared all difficulties and objections, that I was perſwaded to accompany. him to 


Rome, as if I had ſeene credentiall letters; and this moſt of all, when to me objecting 


the publicque ſpeeches of his goeing from his highnes to the POPes which to me ſeemed 
difulvantageous to both, he made anſweare, that you your ſelfe informed thereof bid 


him notwithſtanding take courage and goe. Thus croſſing the ſea by your paſs he came 


to a kinſman of his, one mr. Queſtall, an Engliſh merchant at Antwerpe, to whom in 
hopes of ſome intereſt he too much imparted himſelte, being that thence, as mr. Long- 
land alſo had it, all the world was full of an unexpected agencie from England to Rome. 
Finally comeing with him to Rome, and ſeeing then, as by the way in our jorney many 
notable miſcarriages in his behaviour, I left him, eſpecially becauſe by mediate meanes 
he had too much and diſreſpectfully laid open whatever had paſſed twixt him, his 
highnes, and your ſelfſe, wherein he ſeemed to mee either to miſtake or betray his pre- 
tended commiſſion. Tis true, I allway, even in my jorney, denied and diſavowed to be in 
any ſuch agencie, as was bruited, not that I ſhould be aſhamed to appeare for his high- 
nes, if occaſion ſhould ſerve, and he ſo required of me ; but becauſe as I ever miſtruſted 
his miſtake, ſo I was confident ſo much noiſe in ſuch a buiſines, and in ſuch a court, could 
not be approved by his highnes. When at laſt I heard how his actions were totally de- 
nied in England, I reſolved to leave Rome, though to free my ſelfe of the ſuſpicion of 
agencie, I had given out my departure long before. Mr. Bayly, for his confidence with the 
pope by mediate meanes, (for he never had audiance) hath obtained a very beneficiall place of 
150 piſtoles per annum as a ſoldier in Ferrera. At preſent Idiſapointed by the pragmatical- 
nes of mr. Bayly am returned to Ligorne, to embarcke my ſelfe for Portugall, where I 
have imparted theſe my reall inclinations to mr. Charles Longland, and peradventure in 
Rome, where I had moſt of my education, ſecretly I could learne that, which might be 
pleaſeing, if not advantageous for his highnes to know. And if I ſhould deſerve to be 
looked upon by his highnes, my goeing tor Portugall and comeing thence will be a grea- 
ter colour, then I can have now in Rome, by reaſon of mr. Bayly's late noiſe and cla- 
mours. If ſequeſtrations for my faith in England, and my loſſes tor the late Portugall 
embaſſador's brother in London, would permitt me to live in Italie with that decencie 1 
formerly did, I would not depart hence, untill I had your reſolution to theſe ; but I am 
compelled to trie what the Portugalls will returne me for my late ſufferrings, and to im- 
barque for Liſbona. In the meane tyme begging your pardone for this confident boldnes, I 
kiſs your hands, and humbly beſeech you to let his highnes know, that I am and ſhall 
ever bee his moſt humble, taithfull, and obedient ſubject, |

Being demanded 
who were to command the horſe in Scotland? he ſaith, he knows not. And being aſk'd 
how many horſe he had provided? he faith, not one; but was in hopes to procure ſome 
horſe. He further faith, that the buſineſs in Scotland was in likelihood to begin about 
a month or two hence, but believes they are willing to have the fleet firſt gone out. 

Being aſk*'d what foreign forces they expected, he faith, that they have little hopes, 
unleſs it be from the elector of Brandenburgh, who hath promiſed him ſupplies of men, 
and the ſaid king relies much upon him. 

That the king hath great confidence in the lord Lorne, and believes him to be a perſon 
very ready to ſerve him and his intereſt. 

That at the time of the inſurrection he was in Lancaſhire, and his buſineſs was, that if 
the town of Shrewſbury had declared, he ſhould have engaged ſuch horſe as could be 
ſpared, to have ſent them into the north ; that he ſpoke with colonel Booth in this town 
a little before the inſurrection, and a little afterwards he met him in Lancaſhire.

Six, | 
Ccording to your deſire, I ſhall from tyme to tyme give you the inteligence the; 
arts afford, The news of the Spaniſh ambaſſador's beeing gone out of England 

into F 4K ſounds harſh among theſe people. During his aboade with you, they had 
hopes of peace, but now they are 5 es. for warr, eſpecially ſeeing the peace is ab. 
ſolutely concluded with Fraunce and England. Here is a great galleone of 1500 tons 
upon the ſtocks, which I conceve cannot bee ready for to goe to ſea this ſix months. The 
king of Spayne is gathering all his fleets together to meete at Cadiz; and it's thought there 
will bee aboute 60 or 70 men of warr of them, which I beeleive will not bee ready in a long 
while, in regard there is not mony to ſet them out. They generally give out, that the 

alleones from the Indias will bee at home aboute the end of this December. Moſt of 
the fleete, that were at the cape, are retired into Cadiz and other places thereaboute. M 
next ſhall bring you notice what preparations are at the Groyne. This being what of.

N the 19th inſtant four of your letters came together to my hands, one of the 1th, 

and another of the 24th of Auguſt, two dated in September, the 14th and the 2 1ſt, 
which were the firſt I had received ſince my leaving Stettin. I aſſure you, they were well- 
come; and I doe ſpeake with glory to God and a thankfull harte for his mercies, they 
were the greateſt temporall comforte to me, that yett in all my life I was capable of, hay- 
ing with them an aſſurance of my lord's recovery, whoe was heere by divers reported to 
be dead, but by all affirmed to be deſparately ill, which was a great affliction to me, that 
I ſhould be abſent from his perſon at ſuch a time, my deſires being to be neere him all. 
ways; and I hope, and pray (with ſubmiſſion to his pleaſure) he will by his ſudden com. 


mands for me to retourne, give me an opertunity to be ſoe. I have ſince, on the 2 1ſt of 


November, received another letter from your honour of the 19th of October. I am much 
troubled, that non of mine are come to — hands, as you are pleaſed by yours to in- 
forme me. I have by all oportunitys endeavoured to give you an account of my condi- 
tion, and likewiſe what I could learne of affaires in theſe parts of the world, both 

hands of friends to Dantzick, and thoſe meſſengers, which at any time went from War- 
zow, (during my reſidence there) either to Dantzick or other places ; and ſince my com- 
ing from thence being perplexed to have not in more then three months 'time received 
any orders from you; and the maine of my commiſſion to my contentment being exe- 
cuted, viz. the ratification being delivered, and with great affection accepted. Upon my 
march towards this place with the king, I have about 14 days ſince diſpatched away 
capt. Fenwick, and mr. Swift with a letter to Hamburg, to waite uppon all opertunitics 
of hearing from you, and ſending to you, not knowing how otherwiſe to be informed of 
your pleaſure. Since my leaving Warzow nothing conſiderable hath happened here bur 
the ſurrender of this place. The king came before it uppon the 20th inſtant with only 
1000 horſemen ; the next day they treated, and on the 24th, upon agreement, the towne 


took in a Swediſh governor and garriſon of three regiments, which are to be maintained 


by the contribution of the adjacent countery. The king entered in perſon the 2 1ſt, being 


| ſunday, and received the keys of the citty from the bourgermaſters, which he delivered 


back to them, and aſſured them of the confirmation of the reſt of their privileges. If 1 
may judge of the conſiderableneſſe of this place, it is of very great advantage for his ma- 
jeſtie, being ſtronge and one of the keyes of Pruſſia ; and that which is more important, it is 
a great aſſurance of theſe conqueſts he hath allreddy made, and will importe him very much 
in the effefting what he is reſolved to proſecute, which is the taking in of the other cittys and 
places of ſtrength, in the regall parte of this county ; for which end he is reſolved to morrow 
to march from this place wa 5 Marienburgh, Grudents being ſurrendered, as information 
came this night: it is one of the ſtrongeſt holdes in all Pruſſia, and the only place that 1s 
able to make any conſiderable reſiſtance betweene this place and Marienburge.

lor of Great- which indeed is the way, that man takes in moſt of his knowledge. For my I had 
. never an opportunitie of entering into their cabinet councels, neither has mr. Pell by his 
good will given mee any light into their affaires; and all that I have learned from him 
has been by indirect diſcourſes, and as it wete by the by, when hee has been in a paſſion 
on the one ſide, or forgott himſelfe on the other ſide, and ſo let fall words, which other- 
wiſe hee would by no meanes have done. Yet when I conſider the cold propoſition, that 
the Swiſſes firſt made to the duke, the miſerable treatie that they afterwards there patcht 
up, and their py-bald and inſignificant reſolution at Payerne; I ſay, when I doe ſeriouſly 
conſider theſe things, and compare them with thoſe things, that I have read and heard 
concerning them, I cannot but feare, that all, which I have wrot of this kind, or at leaſt 
the moſt part of it, is too true. The great aſſemblie of both papiſt and proteſtant can- 
tons at Bade is not yet finiſhed: the canton of Swhitz is moſt unreaſonably inſolent; 
and on the other fide thoſe of Zurich are extreme hott, and faine would be doing, if the 
others would conſent. The French ambaſſador often begins a health to both papiſt and 
proteſtant cantons, which by report is the beſt facultie which he has, and the beſt argu- 
ment hee can produce for uniting them, being marvelous weake in his intellectuals. The 
particulars of all theſe things your honor will ſee in the incloſed papers, which I have 
procured. The Lord God will worke out his own ends in this. It may bee, he has a 
mind to chaſtize the Swiſſes for being ſo backward to releive their poor brethren. It may 
bee, hee has a mind onely to ſhew them, that hee could give them a civill warr at 
home, even for the ſame cauſe of religion, that they refuſed to owne abroad. It may 
bee, hee has a mind to ſuffer their hearts to bee yet further hardened, ſo as to accomo- 
date the buiſineſſe, and let the bloud of their brethren, whome the other have executed, 
to goe unpuniſhed. And if ſoe, I ſhall verily beleive, that God has provided a more 
heavie rod for them then wee yet imagine; and that they will feele it in his due time. 
No man here dares give any judgment as yet, whether they will accommodate the buiſi- 
neſſe or not; but a little time will ſhew it. My faith is not ſpent yet as concerning the 
re people of Piemont ; and I doe very believe, bee it ſooner, bee it later, the Lord 
will work out their deliverance; and I am confident, the ways and meanes before finiſhed 
will bee worthy of relating to poſteritie, as your honour mentions ; in order whereunto 
I ſhall forthwith bend my utmoſt endeavours, if I have a proportionate time of retire- 
ment in this place. | 
Concerning the diſtribution, I am labouring to my utmoſt to give your honour a good 
account. I have received ſince the laſt poſt of mr. Chamberlane the ſumme of 5000 
Louis d'Or with my own hands, by the conſent of mr. Pell; for as much as upon more 
mature debate and further enquiry I found, that mr. Calandrine had not ſo ſpeedie and 
certaine wayes of conveighing the money towards the Valleyes, as ſome others here. Be- 
{ſides wee judged it not ſafe to lett him have ſo much money in his hands ; for though

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willing, ſhall ſpeedily ſend it to Grenoble, 

Mr. Pell and I joyntly in our laſt gave your honour a full account, I hope, concerning 
the way of diſtribution. The greateſt queſtion now is, whither I ſhould take a journey 
to Grenoble, and ſo, further, to ſee actually the money laid out. Ihave a great mind fo to 
doe, and mr. Pell now ſeemes not unwilling onely the miniſters here are now all againſt 
it, ſaying it will give great umbrage to the papiſts at Grenoble, and undoe the miniſters 
and others there, if I ſhould goe publickly thither, and conſult with them. This has 
made me pauſe a little ; and J have ſome dates ſent a letter to thoſe of Grenoble, to ſig- 
nifye their thoughts concerning my coming thither, and if I have not very ſatisfactory 
reaſons to the contrary, I am reſolved yet to goe. And I beſcech your honour to beleive, 
as I truſt you ſhall find in the end, that neither in this, or any thing, which concerns 
the good of theſe poore people or your honour's ſatisfaction, I ſhall omitt any thing, which 
lyes in my power. 5 

The laſt weeke I wrote your honour a large letter concerning my reall thoughts and 
feares, as concerning the event of this negotiation, which J have ſtill reaſon to doubt of. 
then ſent your honour a project, that mr. D' Ommeren brought us, in order to the wayes 
of re-eſtabliſhing the poore people, a tranſlation whereof I have ſent you marked M, which 
wee then had agreed upon in a maner ; and reſolved alſo thereupon to write letters into 
Switzerland in ſuch a maner, as wee ſhall thinke moſt probable to draw forth the inten- 
tions and reſolutions of the Swiſſes, which mr. D'Ommeren and I apprehended to bee the 
true and neceſſary foundation to be layd for further proceedings, eſpecially conſidering, 
what reaſon my lord protector had to expect it before het reſolved any thing further. 
Now thurſday was the day appointed for meeting and comparing our letters together. 
But mr. Pell, as hee told mee afterwards, never intended any ſuch thing, and ſo diſap- 

ointed mr. D'Ommeren thurſday and fryday. Whereupon on fryday night mr. Ommeren 
ſent mee a copie of the letter, which hee had drawn, deſiring to have my thoughts and 
mr. Pell's thereupon ; the tranſlation whereof I have ſent your honour marked with N. 
On faturday morning I waited on him, and told him, I liked it well, ſave onely the latter 


end I thought fitt to be changed, (viz. what I have marked with black lines) as namely, 


I thought it not convenient for us to pray the Switzers to joyne with us abſolutely, but 
to entreate them, in order to their reſolution at Payerne, to ſignify their thoughts concern- 
ing going to Turin, and further proceedings in cafe of a denyall. But as for mr. Pell, I 
told him, that I was afraid hee miſtooke us in our agreement, and alſo did not like the 
forme of the letter. Whereupon hee told mee, that hee was amazed at mr. Pell's car- 
riage ; that it was an affront to him to make him write into Holland, that wee had agreed 
on ſuch a project, and afterwards fly off; as alſo that it was a great diſhonour for my 
lord protector, that his deputies ſhould not bee of the ſame mind. And that hee would 
write to have leave to goe home again, and not to bee mocked here; with manic other 
ſuch expreſſions. Whereupon I made him anſwer, that for my part I was willing to con- 
ſent to any thing of that nature, whereby wee might gaine the true intentions of the 
Swiſſes in a privat maner; and that I hoped hee could not ſay, that hee had found mee 
backward ; and as for mr. Pell, I muſt not bee the judge of his conſcience. But withall 
told him, that I was confident and ſure, it was my lord protector's deſire to know the 
intentions of the Swiſſes, before hee engage any further. And in order to that I knew 
no way poſſible to find or learne their intentions, but 7 going or writing. And though 
mr. Pell did not conſtrue my lord's mind fo, yet I could not conſtrue it otherwiſe ; and 
was readie to joyne with -him in any thing of that nature. Hee anſwered mee, hee was 
ſure mr. Downing would have don it, if hee had been here. The plain truth is, as 
mr. D'Ommeren's inſtructions do moſt conſiſt, as I perceive, in big words, according to 
my laſt letters, wherein I have given your honour an account; and that hee has no or- 
ders at all any further then ſpeaking high at Turin, ſo hee is glad of this occaſion to 
declare himſelfe with all the plauſibilitie imaginable. But withall it greives mee to my 
ſoule, to ſee theſe things, 46 g not bee able to*heIpe them. Mr. Pell has dealt extremely 
roughly, and I think I may fay, rudely with him in point of civility. And as for me, 
if I ſpeake my conſcience, and that any waycs pleaſe not him, the beſt words that I have 
of him in mr. D'Ommeren's preſence, or any of this place is, that I may meddle with 
my buiſineſſe, &c. after the ſame maner as if I were his lackey or foot-boy. I bleſſe God 
this touches not my privat perſon ; neither did I ever returne him an ill word; but it 
muſt needs reflect upon my lord protector. However, I am afraid, hee has no heart for 
the cauſe of Chriſt or his people ; all that I can pull one way, hee 1s ſure to pull another. 
Hee will not ſtirr out of his chamber to do any thing; the care and burden lyes all upon 
my ſhoulders. I muſt ſee the money righteouſly beſtowed, or elſe I know not how it would 
goe, which at preſent is the cauſe, that makes mee more confuſed in my letter then other- 
wiſe I would bee; for which I begg your honour's pardon. In my next I ſhall, God wil- 
ling, give your honour a better account of all things. :

And we having in our tations apart, and at ſeveral of our former meetings 
together, enquired amongſt ourſelves, how it went with the Lord's work and 
of the land, and e upon ſearch many ſad and clear evidences of a growing defection, 
and prevailing ſpirit of profaneneſs and enmity to godlineſs, by profane and malignant 
men, and that many thouſands of precious ſouls in this church are much vexed, and do 
much ſuffer in their moſt precious and ſpiritual intereſt by a multitude of inſufficient and 
ſcandalous miniſters and — ig who have charge over congregations, and who ſince the 
interruption of the work of purging of the kirks, and ſince the late defection begun in 
this church, have lifted up their heads on preſbyteries and ſynods, to the bearing down of 
the work of God, and ſtrengthning the hands of the wicked, and ſadding the hearts of 
the righteous, we have been neceſſitated from the vows of God, which are upon us, for 
endeavouring in our places and ſtations the preſervation of the reformed religion in Scot- 
land in doctrine, worſhip, diſcipline, and government, and improving the ſame for the 
power of godlineſs, to bethink ourſelves ſeriouſly what the Lord doth call us unto at ſuch 
a time as this.

we offer to your honours. 

We do therefore humbly beſeech your lordſhips, that ye would be pleaſed not only to per- 
mit, and not hinder, and obſtruct the members of that commiſſion for the publick affairs of 
this church, and of the ſeveral commiſſions for viſitations of preſbyteries, in the cxerciſe 
of their truſt, which they have from Jeſus Chriſt, and by the aſſemblies of this kirk; but 
alſo that ye would be pleaſed to countenance and give encouragement and aſſiſtance unto 
them in their endeavours for purging out of inſufficient and ſcandalous miniſters, and for 
planting of ſuch, who are qualified according to the word of God, and the acts and dif- 
cipline of this kirk, and for promoting the work of the goſpel, and the power of godli- 
neſs ; which we do not deſire upon the account of engroſſing or perpetuating power in 

our hands, but ſimply in order to the promoting of the goſpel, and therefore ſhall be 
very willing to lay aſide the exerciſe of that truſt, whenſoever our brethren for the pub- 
lick reſolutions ſhall be willing to concur with us in ſuch effectual way, as we did overture 
to themſelves for doing of the work of the Lord, and purging of his houſe. As alſo

And as for any incor- 
veniency, that may fall out by corrupt men having acceſs to their maintenance upon the 
admiſſion of corrupt preſbyteries or ſynods, we are hopeful, that the commiſſion, how 
ſoon they ſhall be permitted to fit and exerciſe their power, will offer unto your honours 
a ſufficient remedy. 
Theſe our humble deſires we have offered to your honours in the ſimplicity of our 
hearts, and as they are in the eſtimation of our ſpirits, and we truſt alſo in themſelves,

Slnce my laſt, that gave you an accompt of the dangerous letter of mr. Maret, I have 

only this to acquaint your highnes, that that day I ſent it away I ſecured him, 
and he ſo remaynes ; as allſo one Baggott, a greate friend of the ſaid Meſſervyes, to 
whom Marett's letters were wrott, that had before my knowledge of Marrett's giving 
publique affronts as now, fo to all formerly in authority here, as major Littcott and ma- 
Jor generall Heanes, and he fo remaynes, refuſing to give ſecurity to live peaceably to- 
wards the government and thoſe intruſted here. He gaye ſecurity in major general Heaneg 
tyme in a conſiderable ſome, he having notoriouſly affronted the bailliffe here, but now 
refuſeth, ſaying, he cannot get ſecurity, but that I believe not. The man is of a very ill 
converſation as well as levellingly ſtubborne. I begg your highnes pleaſure concerning 
them. I am here at ſuch a diſtance, that I cannot give an accompt nor receive your 
highnes commands as I deſire and often need, conſidering what a people and place I am 
accountable for, and am almoſt alone. 

My lord, here are Oſtenders, that do much infeſt this coaſt, and lately two of our 
veſſells taken between this and Garnſey by them. The maſters came on ſhoare to fetch 
monies to redeeme their veſſells and goods, one two hundred fifty pounds, the other one 
hundred pounds, and they came and rode with them under our noſe, and we had noe 
power to offend them nor releeve our freinds. I humbly begg your highnes to order a 
veſſell at leaſt of about ſixteene or twenty gunns to attend hereabouts ; for this being ſo 
farr out of the channell, that noe veſſells come here but ſuch as are ſent on purpoſe, and 
that makes them ſoe bold here; as alſo their greate knowledge of all theſe bayes and roades 
that they had free recourſe to before the warr, and lay much hereabouts becauſe of there 
advantages here againſt the French.

TD captains arrived here with the laſt convoy from Zeeland, mentioned in my 
former of the 3d inſtant, delivered to me laſt monday a declaration in writing 
concerning the arreſt of their ſhips ; and obſerving thereby that it was an action of a 
private perſon, I deſired the next day the lord preſident Laurence (the lord protector 
being preſent himſelf in council) by letter, that he would take the trouble to procure, 
that my written memorial, whereof a tranſlated copy goes hereby, might be ſtill this 
ſeſſion laid before the lord protector and council, ſince this affair for ſeveral pregnant 
reaſons could bear no delay. In the afternoon I was informed, that neither the protectur 
nor the council had any knowledge of the ſame, and that therefore my papers were de- 
livered into the hands of the commiſſioners of the admiralty, in order to make an en- 
quiry thereof by the judges and court of admiralty and otherwiſe, and to make their 
report to the council as ſoon as poſſible. Hereupon I deſired the day following the faid 
lords commiſſioners, that they would be pleaſed to make a due reflection on the conſe- 
quences of ſuch proceedings, and that the pretended il] grounded arreſt might be taken off: 
I likewiſe thought fit to viſit the ſecretary of ſtate on that account, and to defire by 
him to demand an audience of his highneſs the lord protector for the next day; but the 
lirſt mentioned excuſed himſelf by his indiſpoſition, and the other having invited the 
lord embaſſador of France, I thought beſt to let it reſt a day or two, to get alſo ſome 
further informations. In the mean while the lords Worſeley and Strickland with the 
ſecretary Jeſſop came laſt night to me, and aſſured me, that upon the reading of "7 
8 2 memorial, 
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;al, relating to the ſtill detained ſhips, more full reſſed in the liſt, which 

7 by order of — high mightineſſes hoot to the 8 ſuch orders were 
wen, that they did believe, that within 4 or 5 days thoſe affairs would be brought 
— ſuch a footing, that we ſhould have no reaſon to complain any more. And as to my 
complaints concerning the ſeizure of ſundry ſhips at and about the Barbadoes, that they 
frſt had heard the general's report thereof by word of mouth, and afterwads deſired his 
report in writing; which having received, they had thought fit to communicate the ſame 
to me; and it being read by the ſecretary Jeſſop aforeſaid, the ſaid lords obſerved, that 
mention was made likewiſe of ſome Daniſh and Hamburgh veſſels; therefore they ordered 
him to draw up the ſaid writing in ſuch a manner, that other foreign ſhips being left 
out of the ſame, to ſend it me early this — Having obſerved, that the ſaid gene- 
ral makes no mention of ſeveral ſhips, which I had notice of, and that he declared only 
in general terms, that the ſaid ſhips by the confeſſion of the maſters and ſhips crew, 
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contirm'd under their own hands, were condemned by the commiſſaries appointed for 


that purpoſe in America, having traded in the Engliſh plantations againſt the act of par- 
liament; and after I had alledged to thoſe lords ſome reaſons and arguments to prove the 
contrary, they promiſed me, that they would faithfully communicate to me, not only the ſaid 
report, but 05 whatſoever they ſhould hear, relating to the ſaid ſhips, from one of the ſaid 
commiſſaries who was lately come over: they decl that the lord protector and the council 
ſought nothing elſe, than ſincerely to keep up and maintain the friendſhip in every reſpect. I 
thanked their 5 for the trouble they had given themſelves, and told them, that I 
could not avoid, at this opportunity, repreſenting unto them the inconveniencies, which 
ariſe by and from ſaid ſeizures z and that it fell particularly hard upon the ſubjects of 
the united provinces, to ſuffer ſuch conſiderable loſſes, under French pretences, the peace 
and the accommodation with the ſaid crown being now intirely ſettled. I related ſundry 
particulars touching the ſhips mentioned in the ſaid liſt, and complained eſpecially of the 
enterpriſes of the ſaid Timothy Pye againſt the twelve Zealand ſhips, thewing them 
the bad conſequences of thoſe irregular proceedings, and telling them, that I had been 
reſolved to demand a particular audience of the lord protector concerning the ſame ; but 
becauſe this affair demanded diſpatch, and the convoy could not ſtay any longer, I deſired 
their lordſhips, that they would be pleaſed further to relate to his highneſs and the coun- 
cil what I had remonſtrated unto them, and if any ways poſſible that it might be done 
forthwith, to the end that I might be enabled to give an account thereof to their high 
mightineſſes by this very poſt. They promiſed me both, that they would do their beſt 

in the ſaid affair. As ſoon as I get the ſaid report of general Pen, I intend to preſent a 
memorial with ſundry ſtrong verifications, in order to prove clearly the inconſiſten 
and illegality of the proceedings, which are practiſed in thoſe parts againſt the ſubjects 
of the united provinces.

Hicny AND MIGHTY LORDS, 


Y lords, laſt wedneſday was proclaimed here the peace between this ſtate and 

France, firſt in the area before the council chamber at Whitehall, afterwards before 
the great hall at Weſtminſter, and then at the uſual places in the city of London, by 
four heralds with twelve trumpeters on horſeback, and in the preſence of eight gentle- 
men of the lord protector's, in the like manner and with the ſame ſolemnities, as the 
peace made laſt year with your high mightineſſes was proclaimed. The day after the in- 
cloſed proclamation was publiſhed, whereby it is made known, that immediately after 
the ſaid publication, all acts of hoſtilities ſhould ceaſe on both ſides, and that all that 
ſhall happen to be taken after the ſaid publication by the one and the other party ſhall 
be faithfully reſtored. The evening after the ſaid proclamation the lord efnbaſlador of 
France cauſed ſome pitch barrels to be burnt before his houſe, with ſome rockets, giving 
ſeveral hogſheads of French wine to the people. He gave alſo a magnificent treat to 
the extraordinary embaſſadors of Sweden, Venice, and your high mightinefſes. The com- 
miſſioners of the lord protector, that had ſigned the treaty, were alſo invited, but they 
beg'd to be excuſed, pretending that they would likewiſe ſhew at Whitehall ſome tokens 
of joy, and accom any the lord protector there. Yeſterday the ſaid lord embaſſador was 
treated at Whitehall by the lord protector, at the ſame place, and as I am informed, with 
the ſame ceremonies as your high mightineſſes extraordinary embaſſadors were —

& declaration of the lord protector with the advice of his council, whereby it is ordered.

have been in arms for the late king againſt the parliament, or for his ſon, or that av 
adhered unto them, or furniſh'd or aſſiſted thoſe forces that were raiſed againſt the parliz.

peace of this republick. By the ſaid declaration it is further order'd, that no body 
after the firſt day of January next, ſhall take for chaplain or tutor for the information 
of children any one of the ſequeſter'd and expelled miniſters, regents of colleges gr 
ſchoolmaſters; nor that any one, who has been ſequeſter'd or expelled out of any pre- 
bend, college or ſchool becauſe of delinquency an ſcandal, ſhall keep after the day 
aforeſaid, any publick or private ſchool, neither ſhall they have liberty to preach, bap- 
tiſe or to adminiſter the communion either in publick or private aſſemblies : and in the 
concluſion of the ſaid declaration, it is mentioned, that notwithſtanding the aforeſaid his 
highneſs doth declare, that towards thoſe abovementioned perſons, who before the date 
of their ejection or ſequeſtration can bring in a real proot, or that may bring in the 
ſame hereafter, of their piety and good affection towards this preſent government, as much 
compaſſion ſhall be ſhewn as 1s conſiſtent with the ſaid ſecurity and welfare of the na- 
tion. They have ſecured here in and about the city divers perſons, among whom there 
is one, who is faid to be agent to king Charles, in whoſe poſſeſſion were found likewiſe 
ſome papers of great moment, but particulars of it are not known, becauſe every thing is 
tranſacted under a ſpecial oath of ſecrecy. Since my laſt there is no news of the fleet in 
the Weſt-Indies ; it is told only, that three ſhips with bread, brandy, and other proviſions 
are failed from the Caribbee iſlands to Jamaica. Sir George Aſcue, who has been in 
Ireland for his own private affairs, is come hither, to command the fleet, which, they ſay 
will be ready within a few days, as general. In Ireland ſeveral perſons, as they report, 
have ſign'd a petition, ſetting forth, that the commiſſion of lord lieutenant might be 
conferred on the lord Henry Cromwell ; but I am credibly informed that the ſame is ſup- 
preſſed. They ſay that the interpreter of the late extraordinary embaſſador of Portugal 
is arrived here, and that he brings along with him the ratification of the treaty lately

HoxoRED sIR, 


Had the greate favor of your letter of 23 of October, for which I returne you my hum- 

ble thankes. I muſt truly profeſs, if I writt any thinge, which might give you a riſe 
to beleeve I put any confidence in the miniſters heere, as to their good affections, I did 
egregiouſly miſtake ; for truly I would deſyer a longer time for their probation then | 
hope I ſhall ſtay heere, befor I could adviſedly paſs ſuch an opinion opon them. Your 
letter of the ennemyes in England, and of their intenſion of endinge their emmiſaryes 
heere, will make us double our diligence. We are indeed pritty hopefull, if not conki- 
dent, our intilligence heere is and with ſuch, that they ſhall hardly doe any thinge with. 
out our timely knowledge. : 

Your French treaty is manedged by ſuch a perſon, that your laſt difference ſeemes not 
ſoe ſtrange, as the contrary would have done, at left to me, for I have bin till told, 
he was a perfect lawier, and underſtood better how to rayſe difficultyes then to end them. 
But I * this uncertaynty from abroade will produce this good effect, of makinge 


all honeſt quiet men more firme at home. I ſhall now beg a little of your patience, to 


informe you of a couple of thinges. 

Since col. Lokhart's and mr. Swinton's beinge made of the councill heere, the court 
of juſtice hay had but five judges to carry on that duty. By their commiſſion fowre is a 
quorum, and by the rules of the court, it conſiſts of two howles ; the one termed the out- 
ward, and the other the inward houſe. This cannot have lefs then fowre, that never had 
more (neither can it have leſs) then one. The outward howſe is to diſpatch all thinges 
diſpatchable of courſe ; the inward howſe is to decide all thinges of high importance, as 
alſo whatever the judge of the outward howſe findes any difficulty in, or whatever any 
agreeved perſon ther deſyres may be brought before the ceſſions, after hearing in the out- 
ward howſe ; the judge of which howſe ought to be an able man, both of parts and 
boddy, the worke requiringe good intellectualls and experience, as well as corporall ſtrenth, 
For want of ſuch a one, all cauſes of late, which properly are to be determined ther, 
have bin brought into the inward howſe, wherby four were imploy'd, in what one might 
have done; and ſoe the people had not that expeditious juſtice, which was requiſite and 
uſual ; and therby, as the judges informe me, ther is at the preſent neer fifty thouſand 
proceſſes dependinge. This great ſtop of juſtice made the councill eſteem it abſolute 
duty to remoove the cauſe therof, by reſtorringe the outward howſe, and placeinge a fit 
perſon to diſcharge the burthen therof, which they have done this day, not beinge able 
any longer to delay it, the judges themſelves in effect declaringe the greate neceſſity of 
it. The man they have pitched upon 1s fir James Learmon of Bacomy. And becauſe 
it was found, few fitt 1 oa of the old'lords of the ceſſions were willinge to acte, and 
that ſuch as were had had ſom private meetinges — themſelves, when they reſolved 
none would accept a judge's place, unleſs it were for life or good behaviour, wherby they 
would, as much as in them lay, have ſet the dice on the councill ; it inclyned the councill 
the more, not only to chooſe fir James Learmon, as havinge bin free from that engage- 
ment, and willinge and able to acte, but alſo (to let all the other judges ſee, wee were 
not nor needed not be bound up to their order) to elect for another judge one mr. An- 
drew Carr, an advocate, who the general and ſom of the judges aſſured the councill was an 
able godly man, and had by divers actions evidenced his ſincere affection to the govern- 
ment. To which, as a farther reaſon for their ſoe doeinge, may be added, that the duty 
of the outward howſe would have deter'd any one man from acceptinge it, had he not 
ſeene an able aſſotiat, who might from time to time have eaſed him therin. For though 
ther is one Scotchman now upon the Bench, viz. the lord Southall, yet he is wholly unable 
tor that worke, and would not undertake it. Beſides we underſtand, ther are ſom thinges 
againſt him, which poſſibly will ſoone invite them to lay him aſide. I did acquaint the 
councill with a part of ur lord Lambert's letter unto me relatinge to the judges, which 
imported, that we might 3 expect to heare further therein, and that in the meane 
time, if poſſibly, we would delay electing any; but the neceſſity demonſtrated by the 
Judges, and viſible to the councill, joyned with the impoſſibility of havinge any from Eng- 
land, able to doe the worke of the outward howſe, made them proceede to that election 
at the preſent, which will not hinder the reccivinge of any from England if ſent ; and

SIR, 


Tae wroate you, C. S. had ſent 12 commiſſions mor to Ingland, which was a vol. xxxi. 
miſtake in my intelligence from Ceullen ; for ſince I am auvertiſed, that C. S. ſent 16 p. 361. 


commiſſions to Dunkerck and Ooſtend, of which 13 weare accepted by thoſe two places, 
and ſome Zealanders, from whence many threaten to goe to ſea pron the Ingliſh, under 
the Kings of Spayne and Scots name, whoſe partye begin to doubt of a warr, becauſe the 
king of Spayne hath not yet iſſued out more commiſſions ; whereuppon many cavaliers 
wayte at Amſterdam, Rotterdam, and in Brabant and Flanders. Armorer is returned to 
his miſtreſs, the princeſs royalle in the Hage: he begins to diſpaire of any aſſiſtance from 
the king of Spayne. I have bin laſt week at Rotterdam, where *tis ſaid, as letters bring 
from Ceullen, that one mr. Manning is there apprehended uppon ſuſpicition to be a ſpye 
in your ſervice, and committed to the cittyes goale. This is all I can communicate to you 
from that place ; now I muſt beg pardon to enlarge my ſelf on another perticular con- 
cerninge nearly the commonwealth. Being come hither to Rotterdam, the magiſtrates 
of the towne ſent for me, and told mee, that they had underſtood by ſome of the com- 
pany, that I was recommended to you to be deputye; therefore they deſired to come into 
conference with mee, which I refuſed ; but being preſt by ſome of them, I accepted of 
a meeting, whoe aſſured mee of their good affection to the protector and the comon- 
wealth, to whome I conceave they may be moſt ſerviceable, and how willing they were 
to give as favourable conditions to the company as any other towne, if not more. There- 
fore I beſeech you, if the protector hath not yet paſt his conſent to the towne of Dort, 
(as the diſcourſe ſayes he hath) that you will pleaſe to delaye it untill I ſpeake perſonally 
with you ; or that you heare my reaſons for the contrary, which I believe will appeare 
for the good of the ſtate and company. Therefore I muſt beg your leave to come over for 
a few weeks, being little occurs in this frigid ſeaſon, and it ſhall be no prejudice to our 
affayres here; the which is moſt earneſtly lookt after by

I Am, in purſuance of his highneſs orders, at Sallop, where I meete with a very faire 
concurrence of the gent. of this county with your affaires. Some, that were a little 
diſatisfied, I hope will be perfectly gained. Some of them have acted, and others re- 
ſolve to act. All of them appeare and countenance my worke, and hope to receive not 
only ſatisfaction, but much good by it. I am perſwaded it will tend much towards union; 
only ſome rumours doe a little diſtract. It is reported, that the taxe is to be doubled. 
This affrights ſome: others, and thoſe honeſt men, ſtartle at a report, that there will he 
a new oath impoſed upon the juſtices of the peace and men in places of truſt. I could 
wiſh, you would be tender in this. I thinke truly ſuch impoſitions never did us an 

good amongſt our friends. Some have ſtumbled, but few better fixed by it. As to the 
buſines of the ſhreifes in this county, I confeſſe I know not what to ſay ; becauſe to put 
it upon our friends is to doe them a greate diſcourteſy, and to put it into other men's 
hands is to doe ourſelves a greater. Doubtleſſe col. Thomas Hunt is incomparably better 
then thoſe others in the liſte.

However 
they imagine I am. I ſhall at preſent declare to them, what his highnes expects from 
them; that as they are called to bee magiſtrates, ſo they ſhould anſweare the end of theyr 
magiſtracy, viz.. depreſſe ſinn and wickednes, and incourage godlynes. I ſhall give them 
in charge to put downe as many ale-houſes as ſhal be judged unneceſſary ; and preſent 
me with a liſt at my next coming of what they have put downe, and what remayne, 
and ſhal with major Beake and ſome others, that I judge godly, conſider further of them. 
For this alderman, that is complayned of, being by my commiſſion a major general of 
the corporations as well as the counties, I ſhal ſend for him, and with mr. mayor and 
ſome of the beſt of his brethren, ſhall examine the buyſnes ; and yf I find him nought, 
ſhall certifye to his highnes and the councill, according to my inſtructions. Excuſe this 
prolixitie. Having gonne over all the counties belonging to my charg, I ſhall be very 
briefe hereafter. On fryday next, yf it pleaſe the Lord, I ſhall goe towards Nottingham.

ath of 8bris, which I received heere this day, wherein you are pleaſed to make your b. '*+ 
ſelfe merry with my ſuppoſed wy e though I can ſpeake it above excuſe, that I 
have neglected noe meanes to performe my duty in writing to you; and therefore I be- 
ſeech your honour to lay the fault, as in juſtice it ought to bee, on the iniquity of the 
time and place where I am, if you have not before the writing of that heard from mee. 
My ſhort warning and ſudden departure of the meſſenger will not ſuffer mee to write at 
large; only this I have leaſure to acquaint you withall againe, that I have ſent mr. Swift 
3 weeks ſince to Hamburg with letters, to give his highneſſe an account of my reception 
the king, and allſoe my delivery of the ratification. I write at the ſame time a relation 
7 what I could learne of affaires in this parte of the world to your honour, and ſince from 
Torne what happened in my march with the victorious king of Sweden from Warzow, 
which was ſent you in the king's packett. The indeavours and diligence I uſed to proſe- 
cute my journey and to execute my commiſſion gave me great trouble, but ſince I have 
marched with the king, I have no inconveniency but by the cold weather in a wild and 
frozen countery, for proviſions I have twice a day ſent me from the king's kitchen. I have 
the honour often to eate with him at his owne table; I travell with him often in his coach, 
and allwais one of his coaches is ordered to attend on me. He makes large expreſſions of 
affection for his highneſſe, and not only to me but to all perſons, and gives aſſurances of it to 
me dayly by his actions. Since the ſurrender of Torne it is thought there will be a warre be- 
tween the king and the marquiſſe of Brandenburg. The king is very angry the marquiſſe 
hath ſpoyled the beſt parte of the regall Pruſſia by the forces he hath quartered uppon it, the 
king intending 1t for winter quarters for part of his army ; wherefore he hath aſſigned to 
Koniſpolkey generall of the Quartzanes and 4000 of his men their quarters in the ducall 
parte about Oſterod, and at this place hath entered in perſon with his one army uppon the 
lands of the duke. Heere are at preſent commiſſioners from the duke, which treat with 
the king, but I cannot learne nor judg what will bee the concluſion ; it is thought in a few 
days it will be known. The duke hath allſoe putt in garriſon to ſeverall of the towns in 
the regall part of Pruſſia, the cheife of which is Marienburg and Elbing, which is taken 
very ill. The king is intended to march for one of thoſe townes, but whether I cannot 
yet underſtand. He expects in a day or two to joyne with count Magnus de la Guard, who 
commands the forces out of Lituania, which conſiſt of 12 or 14000 men, which with 
theſe the King hath with himſelfe here will make more than 24000 men beſides his Quartzanes, 
which are near 4000, and are of the army with his perſon. Heere is like to be a winter 
warre, for I find not the king to ſoe much as thinke of leaving the feild in perſon, if the towns 
in the regall parte of Pruſſia doe not ſurrender, and agreement be made between him and 
the marquiſſe. I have not time to write more at preſent, but my humble ſute (with earneſt- 
neſſe I beſeech) that you will be pleaſed to requeſt his highneſſe for my recall home, that 
I may doe my duty to him neere his perſon, to whome I owe all the ſervices of my life. I

A letter from Stetin. 
Mx LorD, 


EASE night I ſaw an expreſs arriving here, which was ſent by the commiſſary Van Brom- 
bergh, from Thorn to mr. Legaet, reporting that his majeſty of Sweden made his 
entry with great magnifience into the ſaid town on the 6th inſtant, at ten o'clock in the 
morning. 'The magiſtrates and the principal inhabitants went to meet the king with the 
keys at ſome diſtance out of the gates. The congratulation and tender of their moſt hum- 
ble obedience and fidelity was made by one of the magiſtrates, in a fine ſpeech, and an- 
ſwer'd by the chancellor of the realm Oxenſtiern. Whereupon the magiltrates preceded 
the king, their heads uncover'd, firſt to the church, where the Te Deum Laudamus and 
other joytull hymns more were ſung, and afterward to the city-houſe. During the repaſt, 
two diſcharges at two ſeveral times were made out of 80 guns each time, and other de- 
monſtrations of joy were ſeen. What conditions they have obtained, is not yet known 
here; ſo much is certain that not a gun is fired againſt the town. His majeſty has been upon 
the ramparts, and has order'd ſome new fortifications to be made: about 4 or 500 men 
which lay in garriſon there, are taken out, and three regiments (which are ſaid to be above 
2000 men ſtrong) are left in the town, under the command of major general Mandeyelt. 

On the 8th inſtant the king march'd with his whole army from thence, directly for 
Marienburg and Elbing, having underſtood that the elector of Brandenburg would expect 
him thete; and it is firmly believed, that we ſhall hear in a few days ſomething remark- 
able from thence. 60 guns are order'd to follow the army down the Weiſſel in prames 
and other veſſels. Count Magnus de la Gardie is faid to have join'd the king already 
with ſome troops, or to be not far from him. Count Lewenhooft ſtays in Lithuania on tlie 
frontiers of Pruſſia. | 

They write from Marienburg, that the ſaid town is glutted with people, as well by the 
garriſon, as alſo by people, which are retired thither with their cattle and effects from the 
neighbourhood. Here at the court (as I am credibly inform'd) they are of a firm opi- 
nion, that the elector is now in earneſt, and that he will declare himſelf an enemy to the 
crown of Sweden. However, they add to it, (as they are uſed to ſpeak pretty high) 
that his ſaid elector ſhall feel what it is to oppoſe his majeſty of Sweden. There are ſun- 
dry diſcourſes here, which I dare not write of, till the time has made me more certain. 
From Elbing (unleſs the elector takes care of it) the Swedes expect no more reſiſtance than 
of Thorn, for that town has been good Swediſh, and is ſtill. As to Dantzick, they ex- 
pect, that they will defend themſelves and make reſiſtance; and certainly they would have 
made too great preparations for nothing, if they thought otherwiſe. It is reported, that 
the electreſs was gone from Koningſberg to Marienburg; but this cannot be very well

His majeſty has left all the quartians, that marched with him from Warſaw beyond 
Thorn, and not taken them along with him againſt the elector, if this be done out of 
diſtruſt, or for what other reaſons, is not known. Count Wrangel, who is expected here 
every day, is ſaid to be appointed commander of the quartians and other troops. 

The Swediſh fleet (without having left, as it is reported, any ſhips before Dantaick) 1s 
arrived at Wolgaſt, and all the Dutch ſhips are ſail'd with their cargoes from Dantzick. 

This day I read a letter from Cracow of the 45 November, wherein, among other 
things, it is mentioned, that the king of Poland was then at Oppelen, and had ſummoned 
thither thoſe waywods and caſtellans, that are ſtill on his ſide, who accordingly appear'd ; 
but what was done there or conſulted upon, was not known. They ſay, that the ſaid 
king is going to buy a principality in France and retire thither ; but this I believe not, 
25 long as it is not entirely over with Pruſſia, The dyet at Warſaw is put off till the 22 
of November; however the ſame is expected to be opened every day. The two depu- 
ties of Bremen, I am certain, are not gone to the ting of Sweden, but directly from 
Franckfort on the Oder. | 

They have had a report here for ſome days, that the Ruſſians would join the elector of 
Brandenburg, and aſſiſt him in Pruſſia againſt the Swedes ; and that for that purpoſe they 
were marching on to Koningſbergh, but this day's letters do not make any mention of 
it, ſo that fortune doth not feem to be ſo favourable. 

This 1s known here and reported, that the under ſyndick of Dantzick is ſent to Denmark, 
the United Provinces, and England, to deſire all their aſſiſtance. Denmark, they ſay, dares 
not do it; England has enough to do with itſelf, but they know not what to expect from 
the United Provinces. 

They have news here, that the queen of Sweden is brought to bed of a young prince. 

Mr. Horn is ſet out already ſome days ago to the landgravine dowager. The count Wolde- 
maar (in his own perſon) is arrived here, where he found an order from the king to march 
immediately. To morrow I ſhall know more, his troop marching through here, as alſo that 
of col. Aſſenbergh, whereot next poſt I will mention the number, hoping then to be able to 
acquaint your lordſhip likewiſe with ſomething conſiderable from the king's army, This 
day I am again confidently aſſured, that the Coſſacks have not agreed with the Swedes.

Rolt. nigh 
which ſumme the reſident hath already diſburſed upon the envoye's order, ſoe that I en- 
treate your honour that you will bee pleated to give further directions to the reſident, or 
appoint ſome other way that the envoye may not want a ſupply, if his expences require 
it; and I am confident, hee will give a very ſatisfactory accompt to his highnes and your 
ſelfe at his returne, as well concerning his diſburſements as his imployment. I am cer- 
taine next his maſter there is none hee more truly honours then yourſelfe, nor whoſe favours 
hee more highly values and depends upon then yours. I have often heard him ſay, that 
whilſt himſelt and buſines were under your guidance, hee could never doubt a ſucceſſe, 
which bids mee hope, that as you have ſingular favours for him, you may have alſo a 
particular charity for mee, who ſerve him by your appointment. I adventure not to write 
newes, ſince I am aſſured, that you have already received from the beſt hands all and more

Fn the meane tyme I have made bold to charge my bill of exchange upon you 
for three hundred pounds ſterling, . payable to my ſervant Gawen Hudſon at fix dayes 
ſight, of which you will pleaſe to command punctuall payment, that my ſervant may keepe 
touch with the merchants, from whom the money was taken up here, to be paid to their 
uſe in London with the uſuall punctuallity required. I beſeech you, that he may not be 
delayed by thoſe, to whom the order may iſſue for payment of my bill, leſt I ſuffer 
thereby.

In the poſſeſſi- I Have received this poſt no letter from your honor, the which I confeſſe I did extremely 
ma le long for, as hoping to have received ſome light thereby, how to have behaved my 
_ Philip felfe in this juncture of time, wherein I meet with ſeverall difficulties, both in relation 
lord Hard- to the preſent diſtribution of 7000 1. and alſo the wayes and means of reſtoring thoſe 
wicke, lord miſerable people of the Valleyes into ſome ſettled condition. 
8 As concerning the diſtribution of the 70001, and what progreſſe wee had made in the 
ED reat- ſame, according to our orders in your honour's letters to mr. Pell and mee of the 8th of 
November: I was not capable by my laſt of giving your honour any other then a broken 
account, as being employed in the receiving with my own hands part-of the aboveſaid 
money. Wheretore I ſhall now attempt to doe it more diſtinctly. 

Mr. Pell and I having ſeriouſly conſidered our orders conteyned in your honour's afore- 
ſaid letter, and forthwith adviſed with the moſt knowing and ſober perſons in Geneva 
concerning the moſt righteous and equall method of diſtributing the aboveſaid money; 
wee were upon the whole fully convinced, that conſidering the ſtate of affaires at preſent, 
no better or more equall method could poſliblie bee thought of, then that which was 
lately conſtituted by thoſe commiſſioners or deputies, which were lately choſen and ſent 
as choiſe perſons, and men of known fidelitie, by an univerſal conſent of the cheife pil- 
lars of the reformed religion in the whole province, to viſit thoſe poore people, and allo 
to make a right eſtimat of their number and ſufferings, and accordingly to diſtinguiſh 
them by ſo many claſſes or ranks, to the end that the greateſt ſufferers might bee objects 
of the greateſt charity. | 

Nov after that wee had, upon mature deliberation, concluded, that this was the beſt 
way, that could bee at preſent pitcht upon ; the next queſtion was concerning the moſt 
ſafe and ſpeedie way of conveighing this 7000 l. to Grenoble, where there is a treaſury 
for this end and purpoſe, and trom whence all the money, that has of late been ſent thoſe 


people from any place, has alwaies been conveighed with great care and induſtry into 
the Valleyes.

In order to this wee ſent for mr. Calandrine, to know of him, as well what moneyes A. D. 1655. 
he had ready in his coffre, as alſo what wayes and meanes he had for the conveighance 
both of that and the reſt to Grenoble. And finding by him, that he had no meanes, 
that were either your or ſafe ; and alſo finding by others, that mr. Calandrine had no 
viſible eſtate conſiderable, wee thought there might bee ſome danger, conſidering that 
hee is very aged, to let the money lay long in his hands. Wherefore by a muthall con- 
ſent, I have received out of his hands all that he had readie, viz. the ſumme of 5000 
louis d'or. And having found out the moſt reſponſible, honeſt, and active merchant in 
Geneva, by mr. Pell's conſent, I have delivered the money into his hands, and hee has 
engaged in writing to pay the ſaid ſumme at Grenoble wirhin the ſpace of about 14 dayes. 
Wee alſo ordered the ſaid merchant, viz. mr. Trunchin, to receive of mr. Calandrine the 
reſt of the money, namely, as much as was at Lyons, which is 1120 louis d'or, by the 
way of a bill of exchange, and to conveigh that alſo from Lyons to Grenoble, the which 
he has likewiſe undertaken to doe within the ſpace of. 14 or 16 daies. All this will ap- 

more plainly by the papers (200, 201, and 202) which are copies of the originall | 
papers, that have paſſed between us in this buiſineſſe. Wee cannot as yet give your ho- eos I 
nour a punctuall account, how much the conveighance of this money to Grenoble will y 
coſt. But thus farr this merchant mr. Trunchin has engaged; viz. that the conveighance 9 
of that money, which hee has received here at Geneva to Grenoble, ſhould not at the i 
utmoſt coſt above 5 per 100, but hee hoped not ſo much; for; ſaid hee, the caſe is thus, J 
for as much as there is no trading of merchants between Geneva and Grenoble ſufficient 
to make over ſuch a ſumme, I muſt either ſend it by expreſſe meſſengers, and then I de- 
ſerve + per 100 for ſecuring the money, if it bee loſt, after the charge that I ſhall bee 
at in thus ſending it 1s deducted ; or I muſt choſe my time, and ſend it by ſmall parcells 
by ſome merchants, that accidentally paſſe from thence thither. And then as it will coſt 
little or nothing, ſo I ſhall deſire no gaine from the poore people's money. And as for the 
conveighance of the money at Lyons, hee ſaid it ſhould not coſt above 3 per 100, but 
hee hoped much lefle. 

All this was tranſacted a weeke ſince, as your honour will find by the papers above- 
ſaid; and a good part of the money had been alreadie at Grenoble by this time, had it 
not been that the duke of Savoy being informed, that a great number of French piſtoles or 
louis d'or have been lately ſent into the Valleyes, has iſſued out an edict to abate the price 
of the ſaid piſtoles ; ſo that thoſe of Grenoble have wrote to deſire the money might bee 
changed into other ſpecies, as appeares by the paper (203). | 
The truth is, I had fully reſolved, as I wrote in my laſt, to take a journey myſelfe 
to Grenoble this weeke, and from thence into the Valleys, if need were, to bee more 
fully informed of the people's condition, and to ſee the money, or at leaſt a good part 
of it, beſtowed, according to the mind and intention of his highneſſe and his councell ; 
and accordingly had provided all things neceſſary for the ſaid journey, but the miniſters 
and molt of the lords of Geneva, that I am acquainted with, being of a contrary advice, 

1. Becauſe I muſt goe a publick perſon, and by that meanes the papiſts would diſcover 

the way and method, how the money has been and is conveighed to thoſe people. And 
that they being once diſcoverdd, the duke of Savoy would find ſome meanes to intercept 
the ſaid money, and alſo procure the undoing of all thoſe, which had a hand in it, who 
to this day have don it in ſecret. And although there may bee much ſuſpicion, there can 
bee no proofe againſt any of them. 
2, Becauſe in this nick of time, when all is like to bee on fire in Switzerland, it might 
ove of ill conſequence to bee out of the way, when orders might probablie come from 
gland to conſult about affaires ſpeedily, and alſo the nature of the thing require it. 
I aſſure your honour this is ſo univerſally taken notice of, and alſo talked of in Geneva 
by the moſt honeſt and ſober party, that I am both aſhamed and confounded to think of 
it; eſpecially (ſaid they) conſidering how mr. Pell x * res to have ſo little heat of 
affection for the cauſe of Chriſt, and alſo keeps himſe if fo reſerved, that wee can have 
no maner of freedome in the world of converling with him ; neither dare wee almoſt to 
ſpeake to him, for feare of offending. They ſaid moreover, that mr. Pell's deſire of my 
going they did verily beleive was upon this ground. | 

I fay, theſe reaſons being by them urged (as I hinted in my laſt) did a little put mee 
to a ſtand. Wherefore I wrote a letter to the cheife and moſt active of thoſe men in 
Grenoble, to ſignifie to mee ſpeedily his thoughts thereupon ; but withall reſolved, that 
in caſe hee did not give mee ſatisfactory reaſons, I would take a journey notwithſtanding z 
that is to ſay, ſomething more ſatisfactory then thoſe of Geneva had given mee, as being 
afraid they would not, being weighed in the ballance, bee found ſufficient to give full ſa- 
tisfaction in England; and fo have ever ſince been ſignifying upon all occaſions my inten- 
tions therein, And indeed for as much as I have feceived yet no letter from the gentleman 
of Grenoble, to whom I wrot, I had reſolved (and mr.

I confeſſe th, 
4 it being now almoſt the midſt of winter, amongſt the ſnowy mountaines of => 
mont, is not like to be very pleafant z yet for as much as (I bleſſe God) I promiſe to my 
felfe not much of pleaſure or honour in this world, I am willing to hazard my intereſt 
therein upon ſo juſt a call, as I apprehend this to bee. However to reconcile all theſe 
things, I intend, Ged willing, to ſend an expreſs to morrow morning privately to Gre. 
noble to mr. D'Ee, whom I have ſome acquaintance with, and who is the moſt famous 
man among the proteſtants there, and manages all things, to deſire him to come imme. 
diatly to Geneva with all the informations gow concerning the affaires of Piemont, and 
eſpecially concerning my journey, And after I have ſpoken with him, I ſhall take up , 
reſolution to goe or ſtay.

, reſenting the fad condition of the poore people may quicken mr. Pell to ſet to his 
helping hand, to put things in order for opening a doore for my lord protector's interceſ- 
fion, which he has hitherto ſomtimes directly, ſomtimes indirectly waived. Mr. D'Omme- 
ren is extremely diſatisfied, and begins to ſpeake very openly in Geneva againſt mr. Pell, 
both for ſlighting him and the cauſe ; and I beleeve he is glad of the opportunity, his 
inſtructions being as yet but big words. This afternoon he promiſed mr. D'Omimeren 
and mee, to joyne in writing a letter into Switzerland, to draw forth, if poſſible, their in- 
tentions, without which, according to your honour's letter, wee can expect nothing from 
my lord protector; and indeed there is all the reaſon in the world for it. I know not 
whether he will ſtand to his word or no. | 

The newes from the Valleyes is moſt fad and lamentable. All the letters cry helpe for 
the Lord's ſake, or elſe we periſh z as your honour will ſee by the two incloſed papers (« 
and 2). I perceive the poore people had been ere now in armes, had not they expected 
fame reliefe by a new interceſſion ; in order whereunto they doe now very formally de- 
fire, and beg to know the utmoſt reſolutions of England, Holland, and Switzerland, 
The plaine truth is, there are all the preſages in the world of another and totall maſſacre, 
I have often mentioned the tranſplanting of them, but cannot perſwade thoſe people here 
to hearken to it as yet. They ſay, it would be good for the people indeed, but a great 
blow for the proteſtants of thoſe parts, and muſt not bee thought of but as the very laſt 
remedy of all; concerning which J ſent your honour a large diſcourſe in my laſt. 

The newes from Switzerland is, that the deputyes are come away from Baden, and no- 
thing don, but that they are to meet again; ſome letters ſay within a weeke, others within 
a month. Thofe of Zurich are very zealous ; but thoſe of Berne and the others are as 
cold, and are refolved nat to engage; and thereupon do exhort thoſe of Zurich to ſome 
moderation. All this your honour will fee at large in the papers 204, 205, and 206, 
which are extracts of the freſheſt date out of Switzerland, and from good hands, although 
mr. Pell ſeldome communicates to mee a word to the purpoſe of any newes that concernes 
Switzerland. I am afraid, that the prolonging of the treaty is, that they would willingly 
have a good fumme of money out of England. But thoſe, who can ſuffer the bloud of 

their poor brethren to be ſpilt for the cauſe of Chriſt juſt under their noſes, I know not 
what argument will prevaile upon them to compaſſionat their brethren, who are at a 
greater diſtance.

it was performed: in moſt ſtreets no fires at all; in ſome only a little ſtraw. At the Greve 
(the town houſe and moſt ſolemn place) there was a thief hanged juſt before the fires were 
to be kindled, which ſome would conſtrue an inauſpicious omen. Pere. . ., the moſt 


famous preacher in France, preached ſharply againſt the peace before the king and the 
queen. Yet all this ſignifies nothing : the cardinal knows what he hath to do; and as 


long as the lord protector, the king of Sweden, and he hold together, they will not care 
for Turk, nor Pope, nor Spain, nor all the world beſides. | | 

Here came laſt week a book of articles of the peace printed at London ; for here there 
is yet none publiſhed of it. One told me there are 25 articles all about trade. There is 
nothing of any perſons to be ſent away out of France in it; but it ſeems there are ſome 
private articles not to be printed ; wherein that and ſome other things concerning the 


proteſtants of France and that league are provided for.

1 Can add nothing to my laſt obſervations, and do believe you will find them ſo well 
ſtated, that what ſhall ariſe from time to time from them will be my taſk hercafter; 
though again I am to remember you always in Methods Ignorantiæ. Count William of 
Frieſland is puſhing hard for count Brederode's imployment, which already is or will be 
ſoon conferred upon him, and that by thoſe, who had the greateſt hand in the late deſign 
againſt the houſe of Naſſau, by whom alſo no ſmall care is taken, that this nor ought 
elſe be done to the prejudice of the young prince of Orange, with whom do now concur 
our all-commanding mortals of Amſterdam. I am confident, you cannot but have heard 
of the detection of one Manning, who hath been ſince Chriſtmas laſt a ſpy (as they ſay) 
in the Scot's king's court; his perſon and papers were ſeized on, and from theſe may be 
inferred, he wants not confederates, though as yet he hath not diſcovered them, inſo- 
much, that that unhappy generation is fallen into no ſmall jealouſy the one of the other;

WEE had ſcarce enjoyed (through the rich mercie of God) a breathing tyme from

SIR, 


UN you give us notice of a regiſter, J hope you will give me leave to trouble you Vol. xxaiii. 
with my papets, to acquaint you where I am ; which is now through the bleſſing of p. 127- 
God at Wrexham in Wales, where I thinke I ſhal be faine to ſtay ſome time, it being the | 
onely place in this countrey, where any thing may be done, and the ſeaſon threatening 
to deny acceſſe into other partes. I hope to get moſt of the well affected hither, and the 
others I doubt not to command; and when any thing conſiderable is done, I ſhall give 
you a further account. I feare the delinquents in Wales are poore, and few of them will 
tall under the rule of our taxe. It ſeemes they made their compoſition joyntly for all 
Northwales in one ſum; and it is beleeved, that if a taxe were required a7 bi the ſame 
manner, 1t would farre ſurmount a 22 taxe of each man's eſtate, that hath 100 l. 
per annum. If you pleaſe to adviſe about it, and let me have your commands, I ſhall 
lend for the cavalcers to give their engagements, which I find them every where ready to 
offer. Indeed, fir, I know not what to ſay to you about the ſherriffes. If you put it 
on friends, it is a burthen, and they cannot long beare it; and knaves will not doe your 
worke. My beſt information beſpeakes for Montgomery ſir Thomas Wittewronge, for 
Denbigh ſir Owen Winne, for Flint Andrew Ellis, and for the reſt I know not who.

December 13, 1655. \ 


There is a report made of a ſecret buſineſs concerning the aſſiſtance for Brandenburg, 
whereof the miniſters have very much recommended the ſecrecy ; not to offend or irritate 
Sweden. And this is upon a ſecret conference, where the ſaid miniſters of Branden. 5 
burg have repreſented the ambiguous and hazardous condition of the elector of Bran. 
denhurg ; and that he does ſtand in need of a conſiderable aſſiſtance for the preſent. They 
urge the ſpeedy furniſhing 120 thouſand guilders promiſed, and afterwards of a real and 
greater aſſiſtance as well by land as by ſea. In the mean time Holland begins to put water 
into their wine, and would rather have the buſineſs determined by the embaſſy; and there. 
fore they have reſolved, that the embaſſador ſhall depart within two or three weeks, 

The lords of Polſbrouck and Tulp, both of Amſterdam, will be here to morrow to 
declare themſelves, The embaſſy to Denmark is clear. 


December 14, 1655. 


This morning again there hath been inſtance made in the behalf of the miniſters of 
Brandenburg, for the ſpeedy furniſhing of 120 thouſand guilders, which is agreed unto, 
They would have, that the ſame ſhould be negotiated and advanced by the receiver general 
for the provinces z but as yet there hath been no admonition made to the provinces, 

Thoſe of Brandenburg have alſo propoſed in their ſecret conference, that they would permit 
to ſeveral reformed officers here, who receive penſions, that they may ſerve the clector. 
Item, that they will give to the earl of D*hona (captain of the guard) the commander ge. 
neralſhip of 4000 men, which thoſe of Brandenburg deſire may be ſent to the elector. 

There hath been again complaint made of the Droflard la Haye of ſome contributions 
in the country of Outremeuſe ; whereupon the embaſſador of Spain is to be conferred 


withal. Here hath been ſpoken of a general placaert upon the ſucceſſion of the papiſts. 


December 15, 1655. 


There was this morning read a letter from the chambre mypartie very much com- 
plaining, how that the judges of the ſaid chamber do adjourn and make holy days cach 
at pleaſure, ana according to their own fancies, which doth cauſe very great interruption 
in the expedition of affairs. They do talk very much, for this and other delays and dif- 
orders to aboliſh the ſaid chamber, and leave the affairs rather to the deciſion of the law. 
There hath been again a memorandum read of the miniſters of the elector of Bran- 

denburg, to the end the 120 thouſand guilders may be forthwith furniſhed, which Hol- 
land hath again taken into conſideration in their aſſembly. In the mean time there is 
advice, that Thom capitulated, Straſburg being taken for the Swedes, and that the 
king march'd directly towards the camp of the elector, to hazard the battle. Some write, 
that the elector was already gone towards Koningſberg. 

They have made ſome projects of a letter to be writ to the great duke of Muſcovy in 
the behalf of the elector. 


December 16, 1655. 


This morning there was a very long writing, in the form of a proteſt, preſented by the 
lord Wolfſen by expreſs order of his principals the ſtates of Overyſſell, containing ſome 
arguments againſt the embaſſy to Denmark, namely, that his principals judge, that the 
ſaid embaſly tending to induce the king of Denmark to an offenſive alliance againſt the 
king of Sweden, at leaſt to induce the king of Denmark to take in hand with this ſtate

Thoſe of Holland have produced an advice, that the king of Sweden had refuſed the 
credence of the embaſſador of France, upon I know not what pretence or default. 

It is very certain, that the elector of Brandenburg hath left the field, making an ac- 
count to guard and defend well Marienburgh, Pillauw, Koningſberg, Brandenburg, and 
Mennell : all the reſt will fall to the poſſeſſion of the Swedes for their winter quarters,

THE laſt weeck I wroate you a letter from Rotterdam, which was no leſs brief than 
ill writt, for which I beg your N being interrupted by ſome caviliers, whoe 
came ſoe rudely into my chamber with the joyfull news (as they ſaid) of mr. Manning's 
impriſſonment, that I began to feare he might have confeſt ſomething of mee, in caſe 
he knew of my imployment, being he concealed nothinge of himfelf. His cyphers are 
taken, and his letters to you, which they have unlock't, and founde thoſe, which weare 
wrote to him. He ſayes, he did not ſerve you out of zeale and affection to your cauſe, 
but for neceſſitye ; and that he was to have for his paynes twelve hondred pounds a year. 
They belive he had a larger ſtypend. The truth of theſe things you beſt knowe ; yet I 
thought good to give you notice, what they write thence, There is yet no charge drawne 
up againſt him, hoping they ſhall finde out ſome perſon or perſons of qualitye at court, 
that are his correſpondentes, whoe gave him information of their ſecrets in counſell. Every 
man of that partye Gen out to have him preſently executed: more moderate men thinke 
the magiſtrates of Ceullen will not paſs ſentence uppon him. Nevertheleſs I doe not

We acknowledge therein your majeſty's high renowned genero- 
ſity 3 alſo eſpecially your majeſty's wiſdom, which you have been pleaſed to uſe to pre- 
vent, that the apprehenſion and fear of his great power ſhould not be abufed by others; 

for the ſuppreſſing of the ſaid duke in his countries of Pruſſia would occaſion conſi- 
derable alterations in the neighbourhood of your majeſty ; and have therefore large 
ſubje& and reaſon highly to praife and extol your majeſty for it, as alſo for and in 
conſideration of the great honour, which your majeſty is pleaſed to do us, after the 
good and renowned example of your majeſty's predeceſſors, to obſerve ſuch a worthy 
amity with this ſtate.

N tewſday laſt wee had a meeting att Maidſton; and have iſſued forth warrants Vol. xxxiii.

PT HIS week arryved in this port ſeveral Ingliſh ſhips, two from Muſcovia with caviar, Vol. xxxiii.

flect, others in theyr ports. It ſeemes they ar very much calmed fince theyr imbargo, 
for theyr men of warr not only let our ſhips depart frely, but they hav permitted com- 
merce to ſom of our ſhips at Mallaga and Cales. I hav had letters from Barfalona of the 
22d of November, which advys the Naples fleet to be then in that port, and that they 
had landed all theyr ſoldiers, who were gon with the garriſons of that Ince to beſiege 
ſom place; and that ſaid fleet was ordered by the king to go for Cales to winter ; and 


in conformity thereunto one of the aboveſaid cavear ſhips ſaw a dozen fail of ſhips off 


cape de Gat, bound weſtward, which he made to be Spaniſh, and althoh they were 22 
ful when they paſt by here, yet there was not abov a dozen ſail of them Spaniſh, the 
next were a Nepollitan and Duch ſhips taken up at 1 to tranſport ſoldiers and am- 
munition. You may pleas to conſider, that the Spaniard intends to gather all his naval 
ſtrength together againſt the ſpring, to keep theyr rendevouz at Cales, wher they report 
will be 80 fail, but I believ they may mak 50 at leſt. I ſhould be glad, if in the place 
Jam, I could be any wayes ſervitiable to your ſelf or my contry in ſerving your fleets, 
or ſending them proviſions of oil, 2 or wyn. Here is advys from Ruter the Duch 
comander of 10 ſail againſt the Turks, that he has taken, ſunk, and deſtroyed 13 ſail 
of theyr ſhips ; and in March next intends to com this way againſt the Tripollins. He 
is now gon to Cales to furniſh himſelf of amunition, for there is his ſtore or magazin. 

I forgot to tel you in my laſt, that in the declaration you ſent me, 8 by his 
hyhnes againſt Spayn, theyr wants two leaves (the ſecond and the thurd leaf, fol 117, 
118,119,120) which muſt be the error of the ſtationer in making up. I ſhould not trouble 
you with ſuch things, but that the great duke does earneſtly deſyre it. I muſt needs tel 
you that the politik Itallians ar very mellancolly upon the reading of it, occaſioned, I 
ſuppos, from two cauſes ; the firſt to ſe ſuch ſtrong reaſons of vindications againſt Spayn 
for the many and great injuryes and indignityes don our nation; the other to ſe the pope

Juſt now we received the letters from Dantzick and Thorn, which adviſe, that the 
king is march'd directly for Elbing, and had taken up his quarters within half a mile of 
that place; and that his majeſty had ſent twice a trumpetter into the town to demand the 
fame, and to offer them all favour and amity ; but that the magiſtrates would not yet reſolve 
to deliver up the ſame. Between the 17th and 18th of this month there had been heard 
great ſhooting, but what the iſſue is none could tell. It is certain, that the commo- 
nalty is mech divided in the town, ſo that many do doubt, whether that place will be 
able to hold out long. Some are of opinion, that it is already taken. The circumſtance 
is very great, in regard they denied to remove the forces ſent by the eleQor for their 
aſſiſtance. The place is ſtrong and of great importance. Thoſe of Dantzick do make 
greater preparations than ever to defend themſelves. It is certain, that they are reſolved 
to oppoſe the Swedes. |

Thanke you for your newes. Wee ſometimes ſtand in need of a right information of 
affayres above for enabling us to on others. I doe not at all wonder at the mad 

(for ſoe I may ſafely terme it) zeale of John Simpſon and cornet Day. They have long 
bin poſſeſst with it. I wiſh, as the apoſtle prayes, that theyr zeale was according to 
knowledge. I thinke the comitment of cornet Day is very juſt upon him. Certaynly he 
hath deſerved it long agoe, and I have admired, and ſo many more, at the great and long 
patience of his highneſſe towards John Simpſon. I am glad fo godly and prudent a courſe 
is taken concerning the Jewes ; yet cannot conceive the reaſon, why ſo great varietye of 
opinion ſhould bee amongſt ſuch men, as I heare are called to conſult about them.

A letter of intelligence from the Hague. 
Dec. 12, 1655. [N. S.] 


HE miniſters of the elector of Brandenburgh cauſed to be propoſed yeſterday by 
the lord preſident (without any writing, for fear leſt the writing ſhould fall into 
the hands of the king of Sweden) that the duke of Brandenburgh doth offer to mortgage 
the toll at the Pillauw and Memel for two hundred thouſand ryx dollars, deſiring that 
this ſtate would be pleaſed to lend him ſo much. Item, he deſireth ſpeedy furniſhing of 
the pecuniary ſubſidy and other things promiſed in the treaty for the preſent. 
 3dly, But for the future he deſireth 4000 men good ſoldiers, and thoſe to be under the 
command of count Chriſtian de Dhona, and ten or twelve chief officers or good captains. 
Item, a good number of ſergeants and corporals to command the new raiſed forces of 
the elector. 
Item, he deſireth, that this ſtate will ſet forth a ſufficient and powerful fleet to ſend into 
the Baltick ſea towards ſpring. 
Item, he requireth permiſſion to the levy of 8000 men. 
Holland hath yet taken this ad referendum ; but there is a great deal of likelihood, that 
moſt part of this will be agreed unto, although that a good many are of opinion as well 
of the generality as of the other provinces ; that all offenſive things may be declined, 


and that they may only walk in the way of amity. 


Dec. 20. 


Again, this day hath been propoſed and urged the paſſage money or toll at Maeſtricht, 
which all the provinces urge except Holland. It is believed, that to morrow the provinces 
will conclude, notwithſtanding Holland is againſt it. 

They have qualified the lords Vogelſanck and Maeſdam, as commiſſioners in the ſtates 
general, to the end they may go upon the embaſſies in that quality. 

The lord Slingelandt (by conſtraint of the lord Strevelſhouck his father-in-law) dares 
not undertake the embaſſy for Sweden; he gives no reaſon for it, only that in regard of 
his old age he will keep his ſon here, imagining himſelf, that they will remove him to

At laſt the lord Slingelandt hath alſo declared to accept of the embaſly to Sweden, fo 
that there remains nothing more to be done but to begin their voyage: however, I perceive, 
that the embaſſadors for Denmark will begin their voyage a little before the reſt, having 
fixed upon the 4th day of January for their departure. All the embaſſadors have pro- 

ſed and demanded a new regulation to be more liberally treated than formerly, which 
is taken into examination. Here is advice, that the king of Swedeland doth offer a neutra- 
lity to Thorn for five years.; this is a ſign, that he will do the ſame to Dantzick and El- 
bingen; but here they would rather have thoſe cities to wage war as the elector of Bran- 
denburgh. As for the half million, which the faid eleftor doth demand here upon his 
tolls at the Pillauw and Memel, Holland faith ; what toll, where there is no commerce ? 

The council of ſtate hath been in the aſſembly of the ſtates general, propoſing and de- 
manding, that in lands of the generality there may be introduced the 4oth peny upon 
the ſales and collateral ſucceſſions. 

Prince Maurice doth now pretend to the charge of captain general of the horſe, not tak- 
ing any further thought for that of mareſchal de camp. 

As to the harmony, Holland deſireth, that the other provinces will firſt declare them- 


ſelves upon it.

They have writ to the chambre mypartie to forbear to proceed yet a while in the cauſe 
about the country of Outremeuſe. 

They will enlarge the inſtruction of thoſe that are to go to the king of Sweden with 
a requeſt, that he would be pleaſed to permit the exportation of great guns, which are 
bought in Sweden, and which the ſaid king hath ſince prohibited the exportation 
thereof. 

The 120 thouſand guilders of ſubſidy for the elector of Brandenburgh are gathering, but 
thoſe of Guelderland and Overyſſel declare, that they have not wherewithal to ſatisfy: from 
the reſt they hope better ; Holland will be ready. 

But as to the ſending of a fleet, the borrowing of 200 thouſand rix dollars, and other 
extraordinary things demanded, are yet under deliberation. 

The embaſſadors have demanded each of them their coaches; but they ſhall have each 
two, one with 6 horſes and another with 4; they have been deſired to be ſerved in ſilver 
at their table, but they ſhall have good pewter. The other things as uſually.

In the ſtates general is again propoſed and propoſed, that they ought to finiſh the re- 
novation of the ancient alliances with France. 

The queſtion of preſidency between the lord Slingelandt penſionary of Dort, and the 
lord Dorp lord of Maeſdam ſenator in the court of Holland, both of them embaſſadors 
deſigned for Sweden, is decided for Slingelandt, as coming from a ſovereign body; Dorp 
coming from a body, which 1s under oath to another. 

Holland hath ſufficiently and favourably declared itſelf for the petitions of the elector 
of Brandenburgh, to agree in the loan of two hundred thouſand ryx dollars, and the 
other points which are demanded ; but however, without any final concluſion, but that 
within ten days the members would ſend their conſents or advice. And in the mean 
time the aſſembly is ſeparated, and will not come together again till February; ſo that 
this delay is only to ſee what progreſs the Swediſh march will have in Pruſſia ; for it is 
believed, and that very probably, that the elector of Brandenburgh will make ſome agrec- 
ment, and here they will give him the full meaſure, to the end he ſhould not ſay, that 
they have failed him here in any thing, nor that they did abandon him; yea they have 
as good as concluded to ſend him 6000 inſtead of 4000, and for the fleet of 48 ſhips. All 
is alfo agreed upon, but the event of the Swediſh march will ſway all. 

The reſident of Sweden hath ſignified the birth of a prince in Sweden by the lord pre- 
ſident, which news was received almoſt after the ſame manner as that of the taking of 
Thorn ; it being obſerved, that that prince was born between the 4th and 5th of Dec. 
ſtilo novo, which was juſt the ſame time that the king agreed with Thorn. 

The ſaid reſident will have thanks given him by the agent monſieur de Heyde.

N tueſday night the 11th inſtant I came to this place, expecting to have mett fir 
Thomas Honywood and major Templar with their officers ; but in regard they

My LORD, 


Received a letter from doctor Harriſon of the 5th inſtant, whereby I underſtood, that In the poſter 
your lordſhip was under ſome diſtemper of body; but beinge then through the good- fion of the = 
neſſe of God upon the recoveringe hand, I truſt this will finde your lordſhip in perfect right honour 
health, and in a condition to attend the publique affaires, which will ſoone feele your CO tart 
abſence. It is ſome trouble to us heere, that wee have not had any letters from Ireland 258 51 
of any later date then the gth. Wee are in expectation every houre, and truſt wee ſhall 
have good newes from them, when they come. This weeke hath proved very barren 
of newes, (for I doe not account any thinge, which falls out at All-hallowes, newes, and 
therefore doe not tell you that as ſuch). Upon munday was ſenight cornet Day and mr. 
John Sympſon preached, or rather ray led there, and did it in ſuch ſcurrillous language, 
that all this towne ringes of it. The beſt termes they gave us at Whitehall were, the 
theeves and robbers at Whitehall, and the great theife Oliver Cromwell, the tyrant and 
uſurper; which expreſſions they uſed above 20 tymes, cum mullis alits, ſtirringe up the 
people to action againſt the government. Theſe thinges wee were informed of by ſome 
tober Chriſtians, who came to heare their teſtimony of their owne accord, not beinge able 
to beare the reproach and ſcorne, which 1s put not only upon the magiſtracye, but upen 
the name and ordinances of Chriſt. Upon this information Day is ſecured, and John 
Sympſon is ſought for, but hydes himſelte. What proceedings will be had againſt them, 
my next letters will informe you. Wee have had very many diſputations concerninge the 
admittance of the Jewes to dwell in this comonwealth ; they haveinge made an earneſt 
deſire to his highneſſe to be admitted; whereupon he hath beene 2 to adviſe with 
ſome of the judges, merchants, and divines. The point of conſcience hath beene only 
controverted yet, viz. wheither it be lawefull to admitt the Jewes now out of England to 
returne againe into it. The divines doe very much differ in their judgments about it, 
ſome beinge for their admittance upon fittinge cautions, others arc in expreſle termes 
againſt it upon any termes whatſoever. The like difference I finde in the counſell, and 
ſoe amongſt all Chriſtians abroad. The matter is debated with great candor and ingenuitye, 
and without any heat. What the iſſue thereof will be, I am not able to tell you; but am 
apt to thinke, that nothinge will be done therein, ö

Poliſh ſoldiers to relieve Elbing; and that being met withal by the way by the Swedes, 
they were cut to pieces; as alſo that it occaſioned ſome alteration there, ſeeing that firſt 
one place then another did ſurrender itſelf to the king of Sweden without any oppoſi- 
tion; yet that notwithſtanding there was no other likelihood, but that thoſe of Dantzick 
were reſolved to defend themſelves couragiouſly, and that a nearer alliance was made be- 

tween the ſaid city and the duke of Brandenburgh ; that the one nor the other ſhould not 

treat with the king of Sweden directly or indirectly without the conſent of each other; that 

there were already 300 pieces of ordnance upon the walls, and more were caſting. 

It is ſaid, that the king of Sweden hath writ a kind letter to the duke of Brandenburgh, 

letting him know, that he will ſuddenly give him a viſit at Koningſberg ; but yr: 

he will come as a friend or an enemy, men do long to ſee. | 

The earl of Steenbock lyeth yet before Marienburgh. Some ſay he hath been beaten 

off once or twice with ſome loſs. 
The Swediſh troops and thoſe of Brandenburgh doe yet no harm to one another. This 

is ſtrange; but the diſguiſe muſt be laid off ſuddenly. 
The king of Poland is at Oppelen, where he is ſaid to raiſe men.

MAV IT PLEASE YOUR HIGHNESS, 


1 Have received your letter in referrence to the lord Seymour, and have puruſed his to 
your highneſs; wherein I find no more than any cavalier in the weſt of England ſhall 

retend for himſelf. I muſt confeſs, I ſhould be glad of a real charge; but I hum- 

ly conceive, without ſome publicque declaration to the world by him of the alteration of 
his ſpirit and principles, -and of his real ingagement to the preſent government, it will 
but open a door, and give occaſion to the enemy to cry out Fw partiality ; eſpecially 
if favour and reſpect ſhall be ſhewn to him, and denyed to others, that will doe as much, 
if not more than he hath done. If his ſpirit be fuch as he can cordially cloſe with the 
people of God, (as capt. Burges ſeems to hold forth) he will not be aſhamed to diſown 
that intereſt, wherein he formerly engaged; and for ſatisfaction of friends manifeſt his in- 
tegrity to the publique. However, for the prefent the commiſſioners underſtanding your 
highneſs pleaſure, ſeem willing to let him alone, untill they may be aſcertained, whether 
there be any difference betwixt him and his former practices. Yeſterday we proceeded upon 
taxing 7 or 8 of this county, amongſt whom was ſir James Thynn, who was at the firlt 2

O Berne in Switzerland. On fryday in the evening, after they had been with mr. Pell, on of the 
they gave me a viſit, and after ſome few compliments the deputie of Zurich began and: 18 
made a long ſpeech ; the which, becauſe it is abundantly conteined in the incloſed paper lord Hard, 
(B), I ſhall not attempt to repeate, onely the ſumme and ſubſtance of it in breife : which wicke, lord 
was firſt to repreſent unto mee the many difficulties and daingers, that were at preſent high chancel. 
hanging over their heads, the greateſt and moſt whereof were upon the account of the — of Groat- 
proteſtant reformed religion. And 2dly, to deſire mee, as before they had don mr. Pell, 
in the name of the evangelicall cantons, to give information of this to his highneſle by 
the ſpeedieſt way 1maginable ; and alſo to recommend their preſent affayres to my lord 
effectually, in order to the procuring for them a pecuniary aſſiſtance. When he made 
an end of ſpeaking, the deputie of Berne told mee, that hee had nothing to adde to what 
the other had ſaid. bo mg vc I began and told them, that according as his highneſſe 
my lord protector, ever ſince divine providence had call'd him forth to act more publickly 
upon the ſtage of the world, has given ample teſtimonies of his moſt chriſtian and ſincere 
Aeclon to the reformed religion, and the profeſſors thereof, and alſo more particularly 
has given both mr. Pell and mee moſt ſtrict commands to teſtify his highneſſe ſingular 
affection to the evangelicall cantons; ſo I doubted not at all, but when his highneſſe ſhould 
bee throughly and fully informed of their condition and preſent ſtate of affaires, hee would 
make reflections thereupon ſuitable and agreable unto the nature of the thing, and would 
not in any ſort bee wanting to contribute all in his power for the preſervation and eſta- 
bliſnment of the evangelical intereſt ; and that I ſhould not faile to act my part to give 
them full ſatisfaction, both as to giving his highneſſe a timely information of all theſe 
things, and alſo a hearty recommendation, ſo farr as I was in any capacitie of doing the 
ſame. 

Alfter this I came ſomething more cloſe to them in my diſcourſe, and deſired to know 
of them, what reflections they had lately made concerning thoſe poore people of Piemont. 
They anſwered, they had alwaies had a moſt tender care of them and affection towards 
them, and intended, if God ever gave them an opportunitie, to make the duke of Savoy 
know ſo much; they ſaid moreover that they had made a reſolution at Payerne, and 
they had now a long time cted with impatience my lord 1 anſwer thereunto, 
and what his highneſſe intentions were therein. To this I told them, that if things were 
ſo, I did beleive there were ſome miſtakes on both ſides; that is ſo ſay, on the one ſide 
the evangelicall cantons were cordiall towards thoſe people, and intended to joyne with 
his highneſſe in meliorating their condition, and accordingly thought, that the world would 
have conſtrued their reſolution at Payerne no otherwiſe. On the other ſide his highneſſe did 
not ſee any thing in that reſolution, which might ſerve as a certain foundation, whereon to 
build as to further attempts and undertakings with the duke, and therefore longed earneſt- 
ly to have a cleare information of the Switzers intentions therein. After this laboured to 
ew them (though in the moſt ſoft language that I could imagin) the darke and leane 
expreſſions of that reſolution at Payerne; and that no reaſonable man could poſliblie ima- 1 
gin or expect, that his highneſſe would bee willing to engage himſelfe in an affayre of this 
nature, being not aſſured of thoſe meanes, which were abſolutely neceſſary for the effecting 
of the ſame, the conſequence whereof muſt needs have brought diſhonour upon himſelfe 
and inevitable ruin upon thoſe poore people. To this they replied, that they were hear- 
tily ſorry, that they had not underſtood this before, and alſo were verie important with 
mee to ſpeake openly and clearly unto them upon this ſubject. Whereupon I told them, 
that ſince it was their deſire, and alſo the nature of the thing required it, I would ſpeake 
Vor.

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D. 1655. plainely and clearely to them, onely with this reſerve, that what 1 ſpake, it ſhould bee as

that obſerved how the proſecution of affaires were and had , 
long time been interrupted. to the diſadvantage of both parties, and ſo deſirous to conty;. 
bute his thoughts for the removing the ſaid obſtacles ; firſt, becauſe i had not orders to tun 
to farr into particulars ; 2dly, becauſe I was not certain, that it was wholly mr. Pg, 
judgment, and would by no meanes day any thing, that ſhould give him the leaft offence, 
They told mee they would conſtrue my words in no other ſenſe. Then I begun and told 
them, that I conceived the marrow and ſubſtance of affaires betweene his highneſſe and 
the Switzers might bee comprehended in this queſtion or quære z namely, ; 

© In caſe his highneſſe ſhould be pleaſed to furniſh the evangelicall cantons with ſuch 
* conſiderable fummes of money as he ſhould be able, and more particularly for their ne. 
< ceſſities in this preſent conjuncture of their affaires, whetheir their excellencies had an in- 
© tention to ſend deputies to joyne with thoſe of England, in making a new adreſſe to the 
duke of Savoy in the moſt lively and vigorous termes imaginable, for the honourable 
« eſtabliſhment of thoſe poore people of Piemont, with proviſion for their future ſecy. 
* ritie. And in caſe the duke ſhould refuſe to grant thoſe things, which ſhould be thought 
« fitt to bee inſiſted on, whither the ſaid evangelicall cantons were reſolved and would cn- 
gage to furniſh ſuch conſiderable troupes, as ſhould bee neceſſary for the forcing the ſaid 
* duke to grant them, being aſſiſted by his highneſſe as aforeſaid, by moneyes and any 
ay elſe that lay in his power: and moreover, what ſumme of money the ſaid evange. 
call cantons expected from his highneſſe to ſupply their wants at preſent,” 

When they heard this, they tald mee, it was a thing they had never the leaſt light into 
before, and that they had ſuffered much wrong thereby, for otherwiſe my lord protector 
mould have more plainly underſtood, that they were reall in the buiſineſſe of Piemont. 
That now they ſhould have an army of 30000 men, and they could eaſily place 10000 
upon the frontiers of Savoy, in there were occaſion, with many 1 — to this 
purpoſe. I replyed, that for my part I had never inſtructions to go into Switzerland, not 
otherwiſe any opportunitie to eommunicat — thoughts unto them, neither did I know 
that they were ignorant of my lord protector's thoughts concerning their reſolution at 
Payerne. They made anſwer, that they bleſſed God for this opportunitie of ſpeaking with 
mee; they added, that they entreated mee to give them my thoughts in a letter, or at 
leaſt in writing, that they might communicat the ſame to their ſyperiours, and they 
doubted not but they would quickly give my lord protector ſatisfaction of their readdi- 
neſſe as to the points aboveſaid. I told them, to give them any thing ſubſcribed by 
my hand would bee fubje& to manie difficulties, and it may be inconveniences ; but I did 
not ſeruple to give them the queſtion aboveſaid, which was onely a ſimple and bare queſtion 
in general, obliging no man, and yet might open a doore for — up the intentions of 
the Switzers to my lord protector by the way of a reſolution, which might plainly and 
directly ſpeake to all the points conteined in the queſtion aboveſaid ; and accordingly at 
their requeſt I fent them the queſtion in French the next morning, which they received 
with much gladneſle. i 

The ſame day being ſaturday I received your honour's letter of the 29th of Nov. with 
the Latin declaration againſt Spain, the Engliſh declaration — the cavaleirs, a 
newes book, and a copie of mr. Pell's letter, as alſo a packet for mr. Pell, with the de- 
claration aforeſaid. This came very conveniently, for I will aſſure your honour the letter 
to mr. Pell did ſo quicken him, that ever ſince hee has been in a very good humour; 
amongſt other things hee was very well pleaſed, that your honour promiſed him, that his 
extraordinary journeys, &c. ſhould bee allowed him. And hee now begins to ſpeake and 
act like a man, that in fome meaſure minds the buiſineſſe, for which I am exceeding glad, 
it being the greateſt encouragement imaginable to mee (as before it was my greateſt griefe) 
I beſeech God continue and encreaſe the fame. And the truth is I now begin to bee ex- 
treme ſorry, that I was forced to acquaint your honour with many paſſages concerning 
him. After the receipt of your honour's letter hee mentioned the buiſineſſe of Piemont 
to the Switz deputies with much earneſtneſſe, and I hope the effect will bee good. I have 
here ſent your honour a copie of our anſwer, that wee gave the Switz deputies both in 
French and England with their propoſition. Concerning their propoſition and the cir- 
cumſtances, mr. Pell will give your honour a more large account. The truth is, wee are 
ſtraightned in time at preſent, but ſhall bee more large in our letters, &c. by the expreſſe 
wee ſhall ſend, the which wee are forced to doe by the formal entreatie of the deputics, 
as your honour will find by the encloſed papers. The expreſſe I beleive wee ſhall di. 
ſpatch to morrow or the next day at fartheſt, and hope that hee will not bee long behind 


the poft.

I ſhall not fayle to doe my utmoſt to give your honour full ſatisfaction as concernin 
the 7000 l. ſterling ſent to thoſe poore people.

Hine received of late a command from his majeſty to aſſiſt in the execution of the 
treaty, which was made at Pignerol in Auguſt laſt upon the ſubject of the vallies of 
Piedmont of the reformed religion ; and having been informed ſince, I cauſed enquiry to be 
made about it in purſuance of the ſaid order, whether all had not been accompliſhed, and 
whether there was yet remaining any difficulty I did believe I could not be better in- 
formed than by you, to give an account to his majeſty, which doth oblige me to write 
theſe lines unto you, to deſire you to take the pains to come into this city with ſome 
that are more intereſted in the regiſter, and of thoſe that are more knowing and better 
informed of what paſt in the ſaid treaty of Pignerol, to the end all difficulties may be de- 
termined, which are ſtill remaining, and ſo ſecure the publick peace, that it cannot be 
any more altered, conformably to the deſire of his majeſty ; and that you and they may 
come to this city in ſafety, as well for his R. H. as the magiſtrates, and for the inquiſi- 
tion, whereof I have found all neceſſary words, that it may ſerve for you all for a fuffi- 
cient ſecurity ; yet if you deſire more expreſs ones before you come, I will ſend them, you 
letting me know ſo much.

8 my comeinge from London, I have with all dilligence applyed my ſelfe to the 

worke I was ſent ; wherein I have not made fo conſiderable Ons, as I might 
otherwiſe have 4 I not beene commanded to the buſſineſſe of Colcheſter, where 
yeſterday wee went to the choice of a mayor, recorder, and other officers for this yeare ; 
a coppye of which election I have here encloſed for your honour's viewe. With very 
great difficulty was this choice made; and yet there wanted no endeavours of mine to 
exclude all perſons forbid by his highneſſe orders and proclamation ; which I did foe effec. 
tually, that there remayned not above 140 perſons, as electors. Of them the honeſt in- 
tereſt had but 74. How great need theſe few and weake hands and hearts have to be 
ſtrengthened, I ſubmitt to your honour's conſideration ; eſpecially conſidering the popy- 
louſneſſe of the place, and that here were 1300 hands ſett to the perſonall treaty and pe- 
tition. I humbly offered this as a conſideration to his highneſſe, that unleſſe ſome ſpeedy 
change be made in ſuch malignant corporations, it's not for ſuch honeſt men, that would 
ſerve you, to abide in their preſent ſtations ; for no longer then ſuch a feveere hand as 
there was in this election be held over them, will any good magiſtracy be countenanced ;

I am of mind, that wee ſhall find 
a conſiderable eſtate of his in this county. Wee are now takeinge a courſe with conſide- 
rable perſons, which wee conceive fall within the firſt particuler in the orders and inſtruc- 
tions of his highneſs and councel. I doubt not but I ſhal be able in a ſhort time to give 
you a good account of our proceedings here. The commiſſioners are not free to medle 
with the eſtates of Booth, Warburton, Leyſeſter and Werden, till they ſee what you have 
againſt them, and the orders require what is to be done in that caſe to be three at the 
leaſt. Wee now find, that many in theſe countryes, that have been very active againſt 
the parliament, and were looked upon to be men of good eſtates, will hardly be brought 
within the compaſe; for one hundred pounds per ann. is a good eſtate in theſe parts. 
Many of the great delinquents in this country were papiſts, and their eftates ſold away ; ſoe 
are now beginning to fill the priſons with ſuſpitious fellows, and ſhall be troubled for a 

convenient place for that, as alſo for the keeping of the armes wee have. If his high- 
neſe would let me for a little time have one company of the regiment into the caſtel of 
Liverpoole, till this be a little over, it would, we humbly conceive, be very convenient.

Aveing now through the bleſſing of God brought our worke to ſome good paſſe in 

theſe partes, I thought it my duety to give you an account of it before I goe hence. 
We have layd the taxe upon the eſtates of the delinquents, that are in theſe two countyes 
of Denbigh and Flint; and the firſt moyety thereof was this day to be paid in to the 
treaſurer, I have alſoe taken engagement and ſecuritys according to inſtructions from 
moſt of the conſiderable men in this parte of Wales ; and indeed though Wales hath 
beene looked on as a diſorderly place, yet I find a very ready complyance with his high- 
nes orders. I have not met with above one refractory perſon in all Wales. I have alſoe 
this day muſtered that parte of the militia, that was hereabout, and find them in good 
order, and like to doe ſervice ; the men able and willing, and I hope many very honeſt, 
and their houſes indifferent good and ſufficiently armed. They are appointed to receive 
their pay to morrow morninge. We have had alſoe a meeting of ſome well affected 
perſons to adviſe about reforming ſome abuſes, and have drawen up ſome deſires to be 
communicated to the juſtices at their next quarter ſeſſions ; and wee hope, that God will 
helpe on theſe weake deſires and endeavours, and bring forth ſomething of what is de- 
fired. The commiſſioners are reſolved to goe with me on munday to Montgomeryſhire ; 
and there to proſecute the ſame worke, inſomuch, that I hope through their diligence 
we ſhall not be much behind other partes of the nation. However you cannot much 
blame them, for they ſitt de die in diem, and have not loſt one day ſince they began; and 


I am perſwaded, they will not growe remiſſe, but finiſh your worke effectually. The 
eyes of good men are much upon us, and greedily watch to fee what good we will bring 


forth. You had need helpe us with your prayers and powers. Reformation hath many 
enemies, and indeed here wants matter. Here are very few good miniſters or ſchool- 
maſters.. It would be very well, if ſome might be encouraged to come into theſe parts. The 
ejected and ſequeſtred miniſters and ſcholemaſters are become like the branch of an un- 
ruitfull vine; man cannot make a pin of it to hange a garment on, and they are in 
a ſad condition. One very good ſchoole at Ruthin wil be diſperſed by his highnes pro- 
clamation ; and I heare there are many vacancies, that want miniſters in Angleſey. Me- 
thinkes doctor Owen might find ſome way to ſupply this defect. But why doe I trouble 
you with ſo many lines?

THEY write from Rome that the queen Chriſtina is arrived at Loretto; where the 
lord Gentilly, who is governor of that place, ſhewed her all poſſible kindnes , 
from whence after ſome few days reſt, it is ſuppoſed ſhe will purſue her journey to Rome, 
where great preparations have made for her reception. | 

Laſt wedneſday here was a declaration publiſhed by order of the king; that there ſhould 
be pieces of gold coihed of the value of ſeven livers; which were to be called Lis, hay- 
ing the arms of France on the one ſide and the croſs on the other. 

The duke of Modena is to fa here but ſix weeks, and is to return with the earl of 
Harcourt z who is to command in Piedmont in the quality of general, and the ſaid duke 
of generaliſſimo. Here is yery much ſpoken of erecting a parliament at Limoges, but 
whether is like to be is yet uncertain.

HE reſident of Sweden wiſh their high and mighty lordſhips all happineſs and pro- 
ſperity, as well in publick as private, in this new and all following years ; and perceiv- 
ing by the common reports (although there hath been as yet no notice given him thereof 
in the behalf of their high and mighty lordſhips) that to the king his gracious lord an 
extraordinary embaſſy is deſigned from hence in theſe his majeſty's warlike expeditions, to 
which neceſſity compelled him, wherefore he cannot omit herewith to ſignify and make 
known to their high and mighty lordſhips the happy progreſſes, wherewith God almighty, 
the King of kings, hath been pleaſed ſo to bleſs the Swediſh arms in Pruſſia, that the buſi- 
neſs there yet undetermined is like to be ended without much loſs of blood or oppoſition ; 
for as yet hitherto between the duke of Brandenburg and his majeſty there hath not hap- 
pened the leaſt act of hoſtility, but a good amity and neutrality hath been obſerved, with 
undoubted likelihood, that the ſame will be confirmed by an expreſs treaty, which had 
been already done, were it not for ſuch neighbours, who endeavour to countermine the 
ace of this ſtate, as that of the ſaid duke, ſpreading abroad, that their high and mighty 
ordſhips have deſigned to ſet forth to ſea a powerful fleet of ſhips of war, and to ſend a

May 1T PLEASE YOUR HIGHNESSE, 


Hold it my duty to give your highneſſe an account of my proceedings upon thoſe or- 
ders and inſtructions you gave me in charge. Wee have had meetings in the ſeveral 
countyes, and have proceeded to the extraordinary tax upon divers of the delinquents of 
greateſt eſtates, and have ſent out our orders for the reſt to appear before us to be proceed- 
ed againſt accordingly. I cannot but obſerve a viſible hand of God goeing along with 


us in this work, as well in raiſing up the hearts and ſpirits of good men to be active 


therein, as alſo the unexpected ſubmiſſion and ſubjection of them we have to deale with; 
ſoe much that truly I have not heard of one man of them, that any way diſputes or 
complaines againſt the juſtice of thoſe orders and inſtructions we act upon. We have in 
Staftordſhire taxed as many as amounts to about thirteen or fourteen hundred pounds per 
ann. and have diſcovered about one hundred pounds per ann. in lands of Penrudocke's, 
who was in armes at Saliſbury, and after executed for his rebellion. In Cheſhire we have 
taxed as many as amounted to one thouſand five hundred pounds per ann. and in Lan- 
caſhire about one thouſand one hundred pounds per ann. and hope at our next meetings 
to goe through with the greateſt part of the tax ; and in all the three countyes wee have 

ut in execution the ordinance for ejecting ſcandalous miniſters and ſchoolmaſters ; and the 
Faſt thurſday ſent orders for divers articles againſt and witneſſes to appear at our next 
meeting in this county of Lancaſter. Many of the delinquents in this county were pa- 
piſt-delinquents, and their eſtates quite ſold by the ſtate, which will make us all much 
ſhort of what we expected. We have found out a conſiderable eſtate, which we conceive 
is in John Wildman. We have ſeized and ſecured the ſame to your highneſs uſe, and 
hope to find ſome more. I am now taking ſecurity from diſafected perſons in the ſeve- 
ral countys. We are now proceeding againſt ſome conſiderable ol 45k which we con- 
ceive will fall under the firſt particular in your highneſs's orders and inſtructions. I find 
as many dangerous perſons in theſe countys, whoſe eſtates fall ſhort of one ee

All the newes, that wee have at preſent from Switzerland, is conteined in the incloſed 


papers (C, D and E). They are all now at Baden, once more to try, whether they can 


agree or no; where the French ambaſſador labours with all his might for an accommoda- 
tion. In the meane time there are preparations for warr on both ſides, and Geneva is 
now railing 300 men to ſend immediately into Switzerland. I cannot meet with any 
perſon here, who dares give his opinion with any confidence, whether there will bee a 
rupture or no. Some of the wiſeſt men rather ſeeme to incline to the negative, and be- 
lieve they will accomodate the buiſineſſe; but without all doubt the next weeke will de- 
cide the controverſy.

S ſoone as I came to town, I was informed that coll. Henry Biſhop was attending the 
A commiſſioners about his tax. I imediately ſent for him to come to me, and after 
ome diſcourſe with him, he having uſed many arguments why he ſhould not be taxed, 
I told him I had an order to ſecure him, but I ſhould doe him the favour to ſend him to 
Whitehall, which would be the moſt proper place for him to plead his exemption from 
this tax, it being not ih our power to excuſe him, having been formerly of the king's 
party.

M* laſt was of the 29th of December laſt year. All the Swiſs cantons are at pre 
ſent aſſembled at Baden, in order to attempt there once more, if the heretofore mer. 
tioned differences can be adjuſted by the efficacious endeavours and mediations of the lord 
embaſſador of France. And whereas the ſmall popiſh cantons have ſent ſome depu- 
ties to Baſil and Schaff hauſen, to prevent thoſe of Zurich from being ſeconded in their 
great zeal, but rather be diſpoſed for moderation, without ſuffering the affair to break 
out into open hoſtilities, or to perſuade them that * might deny them their aſliſtance, 
the lords of Zurich have not been behind hand with them, but have alſo ſent thither 2 
deputation immediately, to reaſſure the minds of the people, in caſe ſome ſhould have 
been intimidated, and to awaken the ſame to a righteous revenge againſt the faithleſneſs 
of their confederates, which deputation accordingly is come back with an entire good 
ſatisfaction. 

All the proteſtant cantons have been aſſembled on the day appointed, being the 23 of 
December, at Bruck, and have there reſolved unanimouſly to venture them all in the cauſe, 
and thus went and arrived together on the I at Baden, where they underſtand, that all 
the little popiſh cantons except Switz were with the ſaid lord embaſſador of France at 
Mellingen, in order (as it was gueſſed) to appear there likewiſe on the day following. The 
proteſtants are reſolved to demand from the popiſh cantons a categorical anſwer, if they 
will help to bring that canton, which ſhall be found guilty among them, to reaſon, ac- 
cording to the old Swiſs laws, by one means or other; and in caſe of affirmation, that they 
will directly cauſe thoſe of Switz to be ſummoned, (if they ſhould be ſtill abſent) but in 
caſe of denial, that they would forthwith break off all farther negotiation, in order to 
act afterwards as they ſhall think meet. 

The pope's nuncio makes great promiſes to the yon cantons, that they ſhall receive 
a good ſum of money from Rome, and the marquiſs de Caracena, that they ſhall be aſ- 
ſiſted with three regiments. The Spaniſh embaſſador Caſati uſes all poſſible endeavours to 
keep the gariſons in a neutrality, fearing, becauſe they are moſt of them of the reformed 
religion, that they will go to the aſſiſtance of the proteſtants. The magiſtrate here has 
choſen the officers of the three companies of their ſuccours, and has the number of ſol- 
diers alſo almoſt ready; that they, according to the reſult of the negotiation of Baden, 
and upon the firſt demand of the lords of Zurich, may be ready to march. By the in- 
cloſed letters of the lords of Zurich your high mightineſſes may obſerve, how little ſucceſs 
they promiſe themſelves of the reſult of the aſſembly at Baden. Wherefore they are 
obliged to take their chief refuge to thoſe, that are of the ſame intereſt of religion with 
them, that they would not deſert them in this their preſent great difficulties, | 

Mean while we have no farther news from out of the Valleyes, neither do we hear of 
any farther remittances, than only of nine thouſand piſtoles from the lord protector, and of 
three thouſand piſtoles of their noble and great mightineſſes, and of ten thouſand guilders 
from the province of Utrecht.

and the means which ought to be uſed to et the ſame redreſſed; and that this being ſet- 
fled and agreed upon here, their lordſhips ſhould inform the lord protector of every thing ; 
to the end, that thereupon the neceſſary orders may be difbarched by the ſaid lord protec- 
tor, who in the mean while would not be wanting to do his utmoſt endeavours with 
the king of France, in favour of thoſe poor people. Mr. Pell told me, that he had ac- 
quainted the lords of Zurich therewith, and defired a ſpeedy reſolution thereupon, which 
we now expect every day; though we could have wiſh'd at the ſame time, that the ſaid 
orders had been thus worded, that there had been no neceſſity to ſtay afterwards for new 
ones. The ſaid lord told me further, that the lord ue did conſider the requeſt of 
ſubſidies made to him by the proteſtant cantons, and whereof J have ſent herebefore a 
copy to their high mightineſſes, in ſuch a light as the nature of the matter required; 
and that they, the deputies, accordingly ſhould aſſure the ſaid proteſtant cantons, that he 
took the welfare of the reformed religion as much at heart in theſe parts, as he did 
where he was more particularly obliged to watch for the ſame, being reſolved to give 
real proofs thereof, whenever opportunity ſhould require it.

It is now a great while ſince I made uſe of ſuch endea- 
vours, as I was adviſed to by my friendes, for the obtaining my liberty to returne into 
my owne country ; and this I had encouragement to doe, not only from theire perſwa- 
ſions and advices, but likewiſe from the knowledg I had, that the ſame favour had beene 
graunted others, who I thought had at leaſt as great diſadvantages uppon them, as I could 
imagine I had myſelf.

p. 296. I doe the like to my brother Fleetwood, and it is probable the next will be your turne 
to receive the like trouble. I ſuppoſe ere this you are more particularly acquainted from 
mr. Brewſter with our condition heer: if he cane keep in one mind, Ile aſſure you he i; 
able to ſay much as to thinges and perſons heer; for he hathe bin much converſant with 
our good freinds heer, and indeed hath carried it very honeſtly and ſoberly. I knowe 
not what effect col. Hewſon's letter hath wrought with you; and as to any thinge of my 
particular concerns, I ame not verry ſolicitous, more then that I ſhould be grieved, if any 
thinge ſhould impreſs uppon his highneſs, whoe I know is apt to be jealous of his rela- 
tions; and indeed coll. Hewſon's letter might afforde matter enough to fill his highnet; 
with feares concerninge me; but I bleſs God, through his grace, I have comforte in my 
own integritie. My great care and feare is one behalfe of the publique, and the inteteſt 
of the ſober godly people in Ireland, whoe doe generally begin to feare and dreade the 
effect of ſuch practices and miſrepreſentations. I knowe not certeynly by what meanes 
(but I can gueſs) not only his highneſs letter to Hewſon, but allſoe his to his highneſs, 
are diſperſed throughout the nation allreadie, much to the ſadeninge and greiveinge the 
ſpiritts of ſober men, and to the liftinge up of others. Howe I ame ſlighted by meanes 
thereof, I will not complaine ; I ſhall beare with patience, but while I am intruſted, I ſhall 
not neglect my duty. | 

Cane his highneſs believe, that the Anabaptiſts, and eſpecially thoſe heer, to be his 
beſt and moſt faithfull freinds ; and that when others will deſert him, they will ſtande by 
hime, as coll. Hewſon ſayes? But lett the ſober good people throughout Ireland be aſked 
their knowledge, they will be able to tell you, that when they appeared for the owninge 
of his highnes, theſe men did openly deny him, and not only ſoe, but reproached and re- 
viled thoſe that did owne him, and I am confident have marked him out for revenge, if 
ever the ſcale ſhould turne. Let us not be deceived. You write me worde in your late 
of Daye's and Sympſon's carriage. Dare they be ſoe bolde, if they had not good backe? 
Howe longe have the Anabapt. and they bin at odds? from whence comes John Sympſon ? 
Wee have cauſe to bleſs the Lord, that he has not left us to ſuch a ſpiritt. It is good to 
uſe tenderneſs towarde them. I have done it, and ſhall ſtill doe it; but ſhall withall be 
carefull to keep them from power, whoe, if they hade it in their power, would expreſs little 
tenderneſs to thoſe, that woulq"hot ſubmitt to their way. The petition and petitioners, 
ſoe fowlely repreſented to his highneſs, was cheifly carryed on by the independent churches 
heer, whoe highly reſent it, that they ſhould be accounted cavaliers and diſſaffected per- 
ſons. And whereas coll. Hewſon chargeth it uppon ſir Theo. Jones, he profeſſed that 
he had noe knowledge of any other petition, ſave that of the army, which was brought 
to him by ſome of the cheif officers of the army, before he ſaw it, whoe have bin in- 
gaged in theſe warrs with us from the very beginning. I doe not pleade for the thinge ; 
I hope you will have a more favourable conſtruction for me; but it is ſadde, that a good 
man ſhould be prevailed uppon to make a repreſentation ſoe falſe and groundleſs. 

He is pleaſed to ſay, I ſhould doe well enough, if I were acted by my owne principles, 
and were not darkened by other men. I profeſs, I know neither whom he means, nor 
ſcarce what he means by this. I know not any, that I have converſed with, unleſs with 
thoſe, with whome I am intruſted for the carryinge on the publique worke, wheer I have 
attended every day before my illneſs; and when 1 come home at 9 a- clock at night

It is harde to make theſe 
thinges cleare att this diſtance, by writeinge; but Ple aſſure you, I have endeavoured 
to give you the plaine truth, which I doubt not ere longe will be made to appeare ; as 
allſoe, that they themſelves, whoe looke uppon themſelves to be foe highly concerned, 
weer at the frameinge of coll. Hewſon's letter to his highnes. But I have troubled you too 
longe, and ſhall only ſay this, though I meet with diſcouragements not a few, that the 
Lord aſſiſting me, noethinge ſhall putt me off from my duty ; wherein I ſhall endeavour 
thorough the grace of God to carry with an even hande even to thoſe, that have done me all 
this evil, I bleſs the Lord, thinges heer are quiett, and I doe not doubt, they will with 
much eaſe be ſoe kept. Wee have ſome hints frome the northe, as if there weer ſomethinge 
tranſacteinge ſecretly their by the cavelier partye : but their is ane eye uppon them, 
and I doe think they will be ſcarce able to doe any thinge conſiderable their; and the 
rather, we haveinge in our cuſtody thoſe, that in all probabilitie weer moſt likely to have 
headed them. Wee ſhall depend uppon you for forreign intelligence, in caſe the king 
of Spaine ſhould deſigne any thinge uppon us. The Iriſh ſeem to expect ſome ſuch thinge, 
but wee ſhall be caretull and watchfull. I have been too tædious, and therefore ſhall reſt

My lord, I aſſure you, 
is tried daily, and put to it to purpoſe. His highneſſe's letter to coll. Hewſon, and his 
reply to the ſame, are boaſted of even by the meaneſt perſons of that party, with no 
little reflection upon my lord. They ſay, it is evident by that from his highneſſe, that my 
lord was fent over to be commanded, not to command ; to ſerve, and not to rule. They 
ſay, my lord protector, contrary to his intentions, is neceſſitated to ſend backe my lord 
deputy, through the importunity and prevalency of their freinds in England; otherwiſe 
Whitehall perhaps might tumble, &c. and when he is once returned, they will ſoone make 
my lord weary of Ireland. This is part of a late diſcourſe betwene Morley, Clayburne, and 
others of name and note here ; and we have it immediately from one of the company, who 
begins to diſlike their wayes. My lord lately made ſerjeant Middleton's ſon (who is here) 
an enſigne, for which he hath bene ſhamefully threatned by doctor Carteret, that the 
blame of violating my lord deputy's order ſhould lye at his doore, &c. Yeſterday my 
lord very calmely and chriſtianly debated this and other matters with him; but how un- 
ſuitable this deportment is towards the ſon of our protector, I refer it to you to determine. 
I wiſh you W come to a ſight of major Morgan's late letter to my lord deputy, wherein, 
as he told me yeſterday, he dealt freely and plainely, and told his lordſhip, that if he 
returne, none ſhall ſerve him more faithfully, but yet that he can neither wiſh nor pray 
for it; and he gives him his reaſons for this ſtrange aſſertion. 

The truth is, though theſe things may looke like the packings and contrivances of men, 
there is an eminent and irreſiftable hand of God therein; putting the ſober people of 
theſe nations, not upon feigned, but reall neceſſities of adhering to the lord protector, 
and ſuch relations of his, that tread in the ſteps of his highneſſe, with whoſe lives and 
welfares ours are bound up. This, if I were imediately to retire to my former comfort- 


able condition in London, or to leaye this world, would immutably be owned as the con-

Manifeſto, or a publick declaration of the weighty reaſons, which have obliged the pro- 
teſtant cantons of the union, openly to wage war againſt thoſe of Schwitz, and their 
adherents. Printed at Zurich 1655. 


r E the burgomaſters, judges, bailifs, and counſellors of all the proteſtant cantons, 

3 cities, and lands, viz. of Zurich, Bern, Glarus, Baſil, Schaff hauſen, and Appen- 
zell, wiſh to all men, eſpecially to thoſe that live in the territory of our union, the grace 
and the peace of God; acquainting them hereby fundamentally with the truth of thoſe 
grievous and dangerous affairs, which of late have happened between us and our confe- 
derated allies of Lucern, Uri, Schwitz, Underwalden, and Zug; how honourably, faith- 
fully, and juſtly we have acted, conformably to the hitherto well preſerved rules of govern- 
ment; and how anxiouſly we have endeavoured to the utmoſt of our power to avoid, what 
any ways might diſturb or break that joyfull and wiſh'd-for peace, which we have hitherto 
enjoyed ; declaring and proteſting before and in the ſight of God, and the honeſt world, 
that, whatever may be the conſequences of theſe affairs, we are forced and neceſſitated to 
act thus, in caſe we will preſerve the name of men, that fear God and love honour, and 
that we are entirely guiltleſs and innocent of all thoſe diſaſters. 

But the cauſe and the chief reaſon of the laſt, as well as of the preſent diſturbances 
among us, is the peace, which the ſaid cantons forced us to, in the year 1531, after the 
battel of Cappel, and that great pride, which they ſhew'd afterwards againſt us : they 
would explain the ſame always as they thought fit, but we as it was juſt and equitable, 

In the firſt years after the ſame was made, they agreed pretty well with us, as it ap- 
pears by ſome authentick acts, whereby all affairs were thus ſettled and regulated, that 
we could live and converſe together, without any great quarrels or diſputes ; but afterwarcs 
matters are grown worſe from time to time, though we have always highly complained 
of it, and have inſiſted upon a neceſſary reformation, as well in a friendly as in a ſerious 
manner, and not without our great charges. But we were not able to bring this affair to 
a happy concluſion, nor bring it about, that they would ſubmit to the majority of votes 
in matters concerning religion, which they abuſed, and did and acted, in thoſe dominions 
and territories, which are in communion, whatever they liſted. Of the joint government 
we have to this very time nothing left in ſome places, than the mere title, and that we 
by rotation on our ſides do likewiſe appoint the magiſtrates, to whom however for ſome time 
they have added ſome others of their religion; ſo that every thing is come to the laſt 
puſh, and fo far, that we can fit ſtill no longer, but are reſolved to remedy matters in 
what manner ſoever it may be poſſible, ſince we have clearly ſeen and perceived to our 
great grief and vexation, that they have it intirely in their view, how they might, 1n 
the lands, which are in communion, by all ſorts of intrigues, cunning, and ſlyneſs, make 
the proteſtants renounce their religion, and join even with them, to our great prejudice 
and detriment ; for which purpoſe they have not omitted any means, that were fit and 
proper for the ſaid end. They have advanced to all places of honour and employment, 
as alſo put into the council and ſeats of judgment, nay even conferred fees and all other 
preferments on the ſubjects of their religion, giving them the greateſt preference above 
the proteſtants, although in the marquiſate of Thurgow the proteſtants exceed to tlie 
number of ſome thouſands. Eſpecially, the like advantages have been given with a wit- 


neſs to thoſe, whom they have prevailed upon, by their great promiſes and * to 
| change 
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change their religion. Fines and puniſhments have been likewiſe made uſe of for the A. D. 1655. 


ſaid purpoſe, the ſame being always executed againſt the proteſtants with the greateſt rigor, 
and againſt thoſe that have changed their religion, very mildly excuſing them at times 
intirely from all fines and amercements; nay they have been winked at, though they have 
committed the moſt heinous crimes, which according to all ſpiritual and temporal laws 
ought to have been puniſh'd unpardonably with corporal puniſhments and death itſelf. In 
ſhort, they have not forgot to practiſe any means or ways, whereby the proteſtants might be 
ſeduced, contrary to the treaties and many various acts, which among other things require, 
that the government ſhall be carried on, without any hatred, paſſion, favour or prejudice, 
honeſtly, upright] and impartially; which is nothing elſe but what we deſire actually to 
be pertorm'd, and not to be left or conſidered as a dead cypher, as it has been done hi- 
therto. Thereby all the frequent gravamina in the article of religion, and of a tyranni- 
cal government, as alſo all injuſtices, which are openly committed and left unpuniſh'd, 
would be duly prevented, and peace and unity preſerved. Further, and in order to remove 
all the manifeſt complaints of the proteſtants, we have demanded nothing elſe, but only, 
that according to the treaties of the union, as alſo according to the cuſtoms practiſed in 
other places, where both religions are mixt, they might be left in a full and uncontrouled 
exerciſe of their religion. and conſciences, and not be forced to any ceremony or rites of 
the other religion; and that all honours and places ſhould be diſpoſed of as is juſt and 
equitable, and in ſuch a manner, that no hatred againſt the religion might appear. And 
whereas the ſo-called catholick cantons have labour'd with great diligence, and obtained, 
that their religion might be thus looked upon in the two honourable and old cantons of Gla- 
rus and Appenzell, 1t 1s our requeſt, that the ſame may likewiſe and with the ſame equity 
be permitted and practiſed in thoſe dominions that are in communion. 

Beſides this momentous affair of the common government, there has happened another 
very remarkable one concerning ſome honeſt minded people, under the juriſdiction of the 
canton of Schwitz, who, for a vaſt many years ago, have learn'd out of the holy word of 
God the fundamental knowledge of the proteſtant religion, on which account they have 
been very ill looked upon and dealt with, and were now again and anew threatned 
to the higheſt degree ; wherefore ſome for the better ſafety have withdrawn themſelves 
into other allied cantons, and afterwards, with due ſubmiſſion, petitioned for their goods 
and effects, that they might have wherewithal to ſupport themſelves. Thoſe that ſtaid 
behind in the country were hereupon immediately put into priſon, and by great and re- 
peated tortures cruelly tormented on account of their religion, their goods and effects be- 
ing ſecured under arreſt. This went very much to our heart, ſince it concern'd our reli- 
gion, and therefore we did not fail to take their part, by ſundry moving letters of interceſ- 
lion, as — a ſolemn embaſſy of all the proteſtant cantons to Schwitz, endeavouring 
in two general diets, with ſeveral good and convincing arguments, exhortations and re- 
preſentations, to bring this affair ſo far, that thoſe of Schwitz, in conſideration that ac- 
cording to our union, aſſociation, and treaties it is allowed, and practiſed alſo in ſeveral 
other countries, to have a free departure continued for the ſafety of one's faith and con- 
ſcience, which no mortal man ought to force, and to withdraw from one place into an- 
other, might not think ill of thoſe, that were retired out of their juriſdiction into an- 
other, but releaſe the priſoners, and reſtore to both their goods and effects, as the like 
has oftentimes been done to thoſe, that withdrew from out of the proteſtant cantons into 
the ſo-called catholick cantons, to whom alſo for the future a like free departure ſhould 
be allowed. But no praying, exhorting, repreſenting, nor proving things according to 
practice of the union was of any effect, for their wicked intention got an upperhand, fo 
that even ſome men and women of the impriſon'd were executed, and others ſent to ſuch 
parts and places, which are harder and worſe than death itſelf, of whom they reported a 
great many wicked things, to blaſt their reputation ; but thoſe exiles appeal for their in- 
nocence to the omniſcient God, and to all thoſe that have known them during the whole 
courſe of their lives. Nay, they deſerve the leſs belief and credit therein, ſince the deputies 
of Schwitz in the preceding diet at Baden durſt declare in open ſeſſion of all the 13 cantons 
an unheard-of boldneſs in this country, that they held all thoſe under their juriſdiction, that 
went over from their religion to the proteſtants, to be malefactors. From whence it is clearly 
and palpably to be ſeen, that they have thus cruelly martyred, killed, and tranſported 
theſe poor people only for the ſake of their religion. All which, and the ill conſequen- 
ces thereof, have been repreſented to thoſe of Schwitz, in the beſt form, friendly and neigh- 
bourly, even in the preſence of the ſo-called catholick cantons ; and it was ſhewn unto 
them, that ſuch proceedings could not ſubſiſt with the union, for the ſame ſets forth ex- 
preſsly, that they ſhall not do to one another any prejudice, harm, or diſkindneſs. And 
whereas all amicable entreaties have proved quite ineffectual, and the means, which, to 
prevent all diſturbances, in our union, has been ſalutarily provided for, viz. an impartial 
enquiry and juſtice, in ſeveral caſes, but eſpecially in the affair with the canton of Schwitz has 
been refuſed and denied us, notwithſtanding our earneſt repreſentations, EN OY

licks, even by the clergy themſelves trom the publick pulpit, in a moſt unchriſtian-lik. 
manner are cried down as hereticks, ſcorn'd, and inſulted to the higheft degree, our ral. 
gion and ſtate aſperſed and vilified with all forts of malicious, falſe and untrue impyrz. 
tions, and deſcribed and made out worſe, than if we were either Turks or Heathens, and thi. 
with impunity. Add to this, that the ſaid pretended catholick cantons, inſtead of thy. 
renewal of the general union, which was offer d them ſome months ago in a friendly and 
confederate-like manner, have but newly among themſelves renew'd, and actually tworn 
to, a particular ſo-called religious treaty and confederation, contrary to the publick peace 
of this country, and highly prejudicial to the general union, becauſe all the ancient an 
former treaties of union are thereby aboliſhed ; which cauſes, and not without reaſon, {ij 
more ſuſpicious thoughts in the minds of the proteſtant cantons. Wherefore, being called 
upon by our reputation, conſcience, and religion, we can no longer endure ſuch wrongs, 
violences, and denial of juſtice, but have reſolved, for the honour and glory of God, and 
tor the ſake of our ſolemn oath, whereby we are obliged to the maintenance and defence 
of our true proteſtant religion, and our ſovereign authority, as alſo to the due ſupport of 
our ſworn union, to do our ſelves, and to procure that legal and due juſtice, which has 
been ſo haughtily denied us, eſpecially by the canton of Schwitz ; and ſeek a remedy and 
ſatisfaction as far as poſſible for our complaints and grievances, and the wrongs which are 
done us. | 

Moſt devoutly praying to the Almighty God graciouſly to bleſs this our honourable and 
chriſtian intention, to the glory of his moſt holy name, preſervation of his beloved 
church, and the ſettling of a good, ſafe, and laſting peace. At the ſame time duly re- 
queſting all men hereby to judge reaſonably and equitably of this our intention and forced 
reſolution; and that we much rather would have wiſhed theſe differences to be decided in 
a legal and amicable way; ſo that the fault and blame lies ſolely in the contrary party, 
eſpecially in the canton of Schwitz, who would not liſten to any reaſon, but drew the other 
cantons into their ſentiments. We alſo hereby do expreſsly declare, that it never was our 
intention any ways to wrong thoſe of Schwitz, nor the other ſo-called catholick cantons, in their 
ſovereignty, juriſdiction, nor religion, but to try only by the way of impartial juſtice, whe- 
ther they had acted in their proceedings according to the laws of our union. Much leſs 
was it ever our demand, that they in their territories ſhould allow the free exerciſe of our 
religion; but on the contrary we have great reaſon to complain, that in ſeveral places 
they have highly wrong'd our juriſdiction, which we have in communion with them, ſince 
they without our knowledge have fortified and garriſon'd ſundry places, and inſtigated and 
inflamed the inhabitants, and eſpecially have petitioned for foreign aids againſt us. Which 
ſundry proceedings have alſo diſſuaded us from conſenting to any further prolongation of 
theſe bins, becauſe we ſaw thereby no better hopes, but on the contrary have a violent 
ſuſpicion that ſuch delays were only intended to gain time and advantages to our greateſt 
prejudice and evident danger. Therefore we are alſo reſolved to deal with thoſe that do 
not reſiſt us with calmneſs and mildneſs, and eſpecially to ſeek out thoſe proud authors of the 
ſaid wicked proceedings in the canton of Schwitz, and to hurt no body on account of his 
religion. Having the unqueſtionable hope, that in theſe true circumſtances of affairs, all 
men, that delight in what 1s juſt and equitable, will approve of our reſolution, favour our 
intereſt in the beſt manner, and not believe any other ſiniſter report againſt us.

The Swedes are told to deſiſt, for this reaſon, 35 
they ſay themſelves, that in caſe their high mightineſſes at any time were willing to aſſiſt 
the ſaid elector with a fleet of ſhips, the ſame would be ſoon hinder'd them by the protector 
of England, (whom they boaſt they have intirely on their ſide :) likewiſe they brag very 
much of their pretended ſtrength and forces, which they have in Pruſſia and Samogitia, in 
order to obtain the aforeſaid points. The king, who incamp'd in and about the ſmall 
town Fridland 5 miles from this city, on this ſide of the Pregel, as the Swedes ſay has 
23000 effective men, among which are comprehended the troops which Bogiſlaus Radzeyi] 
has brought to him. John Neuxius Radzevil has 5000 men in Samogitia and Leuwen- 
haupt, 15000 about Thorn, beſides about 1000 Polanders called Quartians. Yet we know 
that all the ſaid king's forces in Pruſſia do not exceed 15000 men, The electoral horſe 
brings in here daily 30, 40 to 5o Swediſh priſoners ; they get alſo a fine booty, among 
which was the day before yeſterday taken all the ſilver plate of count Styrum, which was 


immediately diſtributed by major general Cannenberg among the horſe : they muſt after 


this way get their pay, ſince till now no other has been given them. This day arrived 
here again a trumpeter of the ſaid king, and I am told, that order is given by his electo- 
ral highneſs, that to the cavalry, which have been quarter'd here, other quarters ſhall be 
aſſigned out of the city, which it is thought is a good ſign that an agreement is made, but 
that the ſame, for certain reaſons is ſtill kept ſecret. The ſaid city is already order'd to 
furniſh ſeveral thouſand of laſts as well of rye and barley as alſo of oats. 

That the Tartars for the re-eſtabliſhment of the king of Poland are marching, is again 
confirm'd by the letters from Dantzick ; which arrived here yeſterday.

5 2; letters from Koningſberg, which arrivedjuſt now, import, that his majeſty of Sweden, 

by his chancellor the count of Oxenſtiern continuing to inſiſt too hard on ſome impracti- 
cable conditions, and among the reſt alſo, upon the annulling the alliance with your high 
mightineſſes, little elſe can be expected but an open war. The ſaid Swediſh chancellour 
has his diſcharge, and was to ſet out that very day to his king (without having had any 
the leaſt ſucceſs,) who with his army is Mn again till within two miles or nearer, 
of that city. His electoral highneſs had alſo anew ſent out ſeveral parties to the number 
of 2000 horſe at once, which like the former came always back with ſucceſs, booty and 
polices among which having brought in the count of Styrum's ſilver ſervice, the 
atter is ſaid to have received orders to commence open hoſtilities. 

The ſyndic of Dantzick continues ſtill at Koningiberg ; and it is firmly believed, that 
the alliance between this city and his electoral highneſs is now fully agreed upon. 

The Breſlaw and Thorn letters do ſtill inform us, that the Coſacks and Tartars in all 
above 10000 men ſtrong are march'd into the kingdom of Poland, having his Poliſh 
majeſty along with them. On the other hand there are letters from Warſaw, that they 
are but a few troops of poor gentlemen, that ſtrive to get their living here and there 
by robbing and plundering, and who ſoon may be diſperſed. 

Some Swediſh troops begin to appear in ſtrong parties about this city, eſpecially in the 
Werders, till, within a mile from hence, and whenever they find any Polith troops they 
cut them to pieces. The ſmall town of Meven 8 and Dirſhow 5 miles from hence, they 
have taken within theſe three days. What further ſhall happen time will ſhew us. 

The magiſtrates, citizens, and inhabitants of this city have anew engaged themſelves one 
to the other upon oath and promiſes. The guards as well of the citizens as ſoldiers are 
carefully and ſtrongly manned. The impoſt of a poll tax, to witt of + parts of a rix dollar 
for all perſons (children and ſervants in proportion) is paid, and probably within a few 
days the 100th penny will be levied. The exciſe upon wine, beer, bread, &c. is likewiſe

TI heare that ſome of the major generalls are returned to London, which makes me 
thinke, that if my worke be in as good a forwardnes, I may take a little liberty to recruite 
rſon and purſe, both being almoſt tired and therefore about 10 dayes hence, after 1 
have muſtered the troop in Sallop and payd it, I thinke to ſtep to Lincoln. If you write

A declaration by the reyaliſis againſt the rebels of England, concerning priſoners 


taken at ſea. 


Wlereas we, whoſe names are hereunto ſubſcribed and others, captains, officers and ar- 
mers in the preſent maritime ſervice of our ſovereign lord Charles the ſecond, by the 
grace of God, king of Great Britain, &c. have ſince the rebellion of England taken many 
thouſands priſoners at ſea, which were there imployed as well in veſiels of war, as in 
merchant ſhips, for the relief of perſons and places of his majeſty's dominions which are 
not in obedience but help to ſupport the rebellion : to all which priſoners of what condi- 
tion ſoever, we have given good quarter at all times, and whilſt they have remained with us 
for conveniency of paſſage homewards, we have taken care from time to time for theſe four 
or five years laſt paſt, to proyide for them in all freedom as for ourſelves and companies, as 
well on ſhore as on board, and every ways kindly treating them, have ſet them at liberty 
without exchange or ranſom, paid their expences, and given them conduct- money to de- 
fray their charges in their free return home; and whereas on the contrary we are informed, 
that thoſe, who uſurp the preſent power in England, have and do keep and detain pri- 
ſoners all ſuch officers, ſeamen, and ſoldiers, as they happen to take of our party, and 
eſpecially now .lately are not content to keep them as priſoners of war, (taken in a war 
moſt juſt and lawful on our ) as to allow them hope of exchange, but do uſe them in 
like manner (or worſe) as they deal with felons and other publick malefactors amongſt 
themſelves ; laying them or ſome of them bound, and in irons, in ſtinking dungeons, there 
to poiſon or ſtarve them without any competent allowance to keep them alive ; and molt 
barbarouſly have ſold and ſent away many of thoſe our friends (free-born ſubjects to the 
crown of England) for ſlaves into ſome of the — plantations under the preſent power, 
and have not ſpared to give out and threaten to take away the lives of ſome of our friends 
now in their hands, in. the interim abuſing them with all the moſt unchriſtian and inhumane 
cruelties imaginable, moſt of them when taken having conditioned, and been promiſed li- 
berty and all fair quarter, which is treacherouſly broken, notwithſtanding they have not 
been taken without warrantable commiſſions granted by his majeſty, or by his royal high- 
nels the duke of York, lord high admiral of England and Ireland, &c. We therefore be- 
ing thus provoked by ſuch malicious and ingrateful proceedings of fo barbarous rebels, 


do find our ſelves concerned and obliged in compaſſion to our friends and their ſut- 


terings to declare, and we do hereby declare, that we can no longer forbear, but P 
| | | ule 
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uſe our enemies in like manner as they deal with our friends in all regards, be it better or A. D. 1655. 
worſe, in the general, and particularly in caſe all thoſe perſons, which mY have fold or CYFW WI 


ſent away as foreſaid, (many of them being men of intereſt and eſtates in their countries) 
be not ſpeedily and freely ſet at liberty, we ſhall find plantations too to friend as remote and 
comfortleſs as theirs, to which we ſhall ſoon ſend as many of the men we take, as th 
have ſold or ſhall ſo ſend away of ours; and for the reſt of ours we ſhall make uſe of 
as many irons, as cloſe and hungry priſons as they do: and if upon any pretence what- 
ſoever they preſume to touch the lite of any one perſon taken in his majeſty's ſervice at 
ſea, let them be aſſured, that all thoſe of their party, whether commanders, ſeamen, or 
merchants, which fall into our hands, ſhall anſwer for that innocent blood, and imme- 
diately ſuffer in the ſame kind ſeverely from time to time, according as we hear of their 
roceedings : and all this we are reſolved without fail to put in execution, in caſe we un- 
erſtand not ſpeedily of the enlargement or better entreatment of our friends; and as 
we have always hitherto had the good fortune of one man of ours loſt, to take 40 or more 


of our enemy's party, ſo we doubt not but very ſpeedily to have a ſufficient number of 


them in our cuſtody again, and ſome we have already, to undergo the ſame meaſure un- 
der us as our friends taken meet with under them. Beſides they cannot be ignorant that 
there are at preſent many merchants and other perſons of quality, fuch as are of their 

, under reſtraint in certain quarters, which we have to friend, from whence, as well 
as from the ſucceſs of our endeavours, relief may be reaſonably expected, not only for 
our friends taken at fea, but likewiſe for thoſe other his majeſty's loyal ſubjects, which 
ſuffer under the preſent tyranny of the ſame rebels: wherefore as they tender the ſafety of 
their friends at ſea, they ſhould do well to forbear, and not proceed to teach us ſuch cruel- 
ties as they have uſed and treated; but if they continue their former perſecutions, we 
(though moſt unwilling) ſhall be neceſſitated to imitate them therein, having hitherto only 
given them examples of very good quarter, done as much as in us lies to invite their corre- 
ſpondence thereunto, and thereby to prevent thoſe many miſchiets and the bloodſhed too, (if 
they begin) which will inevitably follow upon thoſe, our enemies not compliance with fairer 
quarter.

Mr. Ed. Rolt to ſecretary Thurloe. 


RiGHT HONOR ABLE, 
G2 CE my laſt from Freeſtat, by which, as alſoe by one from Torne, I gave your 


honour an account of thoſe letters I had received from you, I have received one more Vol. xxxiiz. 
of yours on the 6th of Decembris, bearing date the 16th of Novembris, and another on f 


the 18th of Decembris, by your order from mr. Dariſlaw. It is a great ſatisfaction, that 
I can heare from you, but am much troubled, that you have not till that time received 
any of mine, though I have bin carefull to take hold of all opportunities of writing, yett 
none of my indeavours have had their deſired ſucceſſe. I cannot judge the reaſon to bee 
otherwiſe, then that they have bin intercepted by the way of Warzow ; for as I am in- 
formed, a Poliſh gent. was apprehended for ſtopping ſeveral poſts and packetts, of which 


he ſent ſome to the king of Pole, and others he burnt. He was diſcovered by a meſſen- 


ger from Dantzick to Warzow, who being taken by him, after ſeveral day's impriſon- 
ment and hard uſage, eſcaped only with his life. You are pleaſed to ſignifie, that you 
have given orders to reſident Bradſhaw to furniſh mee with 5001. for which I returne my 
humble thankes. It came very conveniently for me, for I have been forced by reaſon of 
my great expence during my abode at Warzow, and in my journey thither, to take upp 
2000 dollars, which I have expended ; and unleſs his highneſſe pleaſe to call mee ſuddenly 
home, (which I earneſtly deſire and beſeech your honour to mediate for me) I muſt begg 
importunately, that your honour will let me have farther ſupply, as I ſhall have occaſion, 
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A. D. 1655. if I muſt reſide a longer time in this cold and ruined countery. I am troubled, when 1 
conſider the charge the ſtate hath bin at in this my journey, and how little I have bin 
able to ſerve ; but I am aſſured, when your honour ſhall know the perticuler occaſions of 
expence, the dangers and troubles I have undergone, you will afforde me that favour 1 
hitherto found in your good beliefe and oppinion of me, which I ſhall endeavour to deſerye 
it being my deſires to ſerve my maſter and countery faithfully and honeſtly, according 5 
thoſe abilityes God hath beſtowed upon me. What hath happen'd heere ſince my laſt is 
the ſurrender of the citty of Elbing uppon the termes that it formerly did to Guſtavus, 
which was to take in a garriſon of 3000 men to be paid by the contribution of the coun- 
tery thereabouts. Snce that gen. Steinbucke, with prince Pallatine Sulbach, whoe was left 
in theſe parts by the king with 3000 horſe, hath taken Mevas, a very conſiderable place 
uppon the Viſtula. They have alſo taken and killed in ſmall parteys many of the lord 
Wers forces, whoe are ſtill ſtrong in the caſtle of Marienburgh. The king, when he 
treated with this towne, lay at Margenfield, coming noe neerer it then that place : from 
thence he marched directly to Konigſberg, the forces of the elector ſtill retiring, till they 
were ſecured in the citty. The king brought his armie, and quartered it within an Eng. 
liſh mile of the towne two nights, there being not in all that time the leſt action. From 
thence he marched two Dutch miles wide of the citty, where I left the court. The king 
received there an anſwer to thoſe propoſitions he offered the elector for his agreement, 
uppon which it was ordered, that the chancellor of Sweden ſhould be ſent to conclude 
the peace; but I cannot yett heare it is done. The contrary is reported heere, and that 
they will certainly fight. The maſter of the ceremonies heere doth aſſure me, that the 
treaty between the king and the elector, though concluded and ſigned, was againe broken 
off, for that the king begins to gather his forces cloſſer to the citty of Koniſberg; and 
ſeverall acts of hoſtillity have paſſed between them. The newes from Poland is, that the 
high conſtable Potoſkey is revolted from the. king of Sweden with 10000 Quartzanes, 
which were under his command, and had with him given their faith to the king. Lanſkey- 
conſkey, another general of the Quartzanes, is alſo revolted with 3000 or 4000 men. 
Chernetſkey, who was left governour of Cracow by the king of Pole, is alſoe upon the 
frontiers of Silecia, joyning to the greater Poland, where he hath gathered a conſiderable 
force, and 1s daylie liſting of more. He hath great reputation for his ability and gallan- 
try, being a man of courage and conduct, which I have heard many of the Swedith off- 
cers ſay they found in their taking of Cracow. All this conſidered, I am apt to belicve 
the king of Sweden may have a greater trouble to keepe what he hath gott, then he had 
in getting it. I thought it fitt to advertiſe your honour, that being at dinner (ſome few 
days ſince in our — towards Konigſberg) with the king, the French embaſſador being 
there, the king tooke occaſion to tell him, how ill he reſented the actinges of the court 
of France as to his affaires, and the carriage of the cardinal, who had ſpoken ſome thinges, 
which he could not but take notice of. He told him, he would have the cardinal know, 
that he had not a prince of Condé to deale with; and ſaid farther, and to ſpeak frecly, 
he had not found the leaſt ſincerity in any of the profeſſions or actions of the court of 
France ſince his coming to the crowne. The embaſſador indeavoured to excuſe, by im- 
puting it to ill offices done by ſome, that were not freinds to either, or that it was mit- 
underſtanding or miſinformation in thoſe, who had given his majeſty that account. He 
told him alfoe, that he well knew the pope's deſigne to reſtore the king of Poland by the 
meanes of the catholicke princes; but if they did any thinge to diſturb or hinder him in 
the ſettlement of his affaires, he would endeavour a counterleague, which would vex them. 
All the while the French ambaſſador was with the king, I heard what paſſed ; and when 
he was gone, the king told mee, he had great reaſon for what he had ſayd to him, he 
having received great unkindneſſes from that court, they having wrought with ſeveral 
princes and ſtatcs to his diſadvantage, and alſoe being the cauſe, as he well knew, of the 
elector of Brandenburgh's not agreeing with him; and that the Hollanders were put by 
them to hinder him in what they might ; and if it had been in their powers to have hin- 
dered that fair correſpondency and friendſhip, which is between his highneſſe and himſelte, 
he was certaine they had attempted it. To which I replyed, I hop'd his majefty had ſuch 
experience of his highneſſe affection, that he had noe reafon to doubt of fincerity in his 
negotiations with England. Some days after I was informed by the maſter of the cere- 
monies, that he was ſent by the king to tell the French ambaſſador, that he had not thought 
he had entertained a ſpie for the king of Pole. The chancellor of Sweden hath bin often 
defirous to know of mee, what hath bin done, and my oppinion of their negotiation at 
pron with England. I have bin obliged, ſince I am unhappy to receive noe newes 
rom you, becauſe you feare the miſcarriage of your letters, to tell him, it is to him that 
I doe alwaies addreſſe myſelf to know that, as of a freind, that hath all along expreſſed 
an affection for the amity betweene the two nations ; but I never had other anſwer then 
this general one, that there was ſome progrefſe made, which did promiſe a good, and, 


as he hop'd, a ſpeedy concluſion much to the advavantage of both nations, till the day 
ore 
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fore my leaving the court, and then viſiteing him, he aſked, when I had heard from A. D. 1655. 
England. I anſwered, a few dayes before, but not from your honour. He ſaid, he had 
received letters from their ambaſſador, and that his majeſty had alſoe an account from 
him, of the progreſſe he made in the executing his commiſſion, which was to let his 
highneſſe know {ſincerely his majeſty's intentions, and the reaſons of his deſignes, as to a 
freind, to whom he ſhould be allwaies free to communicate, and allſoe to ropound ſome- 
thing in relation to trade, which would be of great benefit for both the ftates ; but ſince 
their ambaſſador's firſt commiſſions there hath been great alterations in the affaires of his 
maſter. He faid, he could wiſh, that J had a commiſſion to treat with them heere, his 
majelty having ſeverall things, which he did deſire to wi 8 prone I told him, I had noe 
commiſſion, it being expected, ſince his majeſty had pleaſed to ſend his extraordinary am- 
baſlador into England, that if there were any thing to be negotiated, it might be tranſ- 
acted there. That night I was at courte to take my leave of the king, when he was 
alſove pleaſed to ſpeake ſomething to me of his mind in relation to the negotiation with 
England, which was the firſt time he ever tooke notice of it to me, though I was often 
with him. For the perticulers I am bold to referre your honour to the incloſed let- 
ter I have ſent to his highneſſe. Thus fearing leaſt this unneceſſa as a may create 
on 


unto your honour too great a trouble, for which I crave your humbly take 
my leave.

2. Their excellencies ſhall not detain themſelves by any delaying viſits, in their jour 
ney, of any princes, governors, ſtates nor cities, through whoſe principalities, domini. 
ons or cities, they ſhall happen to paſs; and if needfull, ſhall excuſe themſelves with the 
preciſe orders, which are given their excellencies to proceed with the utmoſt ſpeed in their 


ourne x. 
3. 1 arrived about the place where the king has his reſidence, their excellencies ſhal 
give due notice of their arrival, to the end that the neceſſary orders may be given for 
their reception, and that the reſpect due to this ſtate may be obſerved. | 

4. Unleſs their excellencies, according to the circumſtances of time and place, ſhould 
not think it convenient to inſiſt upon the ceremony of a publick reception. 

5. Being admitted to the firſt publick audience of his ſaid majeſty, they ſhall congra- 
tulate his ſaid majeſty in the name of their high mightineſſes to his acceſſion to the crown, 
with aſſurance of their high mightineſſes ſincere inclination more and more to cultivate, 
reſtore and increaſe with his ſaid majeſty the ancient friendſhip, good correſpondence, and 
alliance, which at all times has been 75 inviolably, between his ſaid majeſty and their 
high mightinefſes, and their reſpective kingdoms and dominions ; deſiring further to be 
heard by his majeſty or before commiſſioners, concerning ſuch affaits, which hereafter 
might be committed to them. 

And being admitted afterwards to a more private audience of his majeſty, or being 
in conference with commiſſioners, the ſaid embaſſadors ſhall repreſent to his majeſty or 
his commiſſioners, that among the affairs, which their high mightineſſes rake more par- 
ticularly to heart, the chiefeſt has been at all times, that between his majeſty and the 

king and republick of Poland, a good and conſtant harmony and friendſhip might be 
eſtabliſh*'d and maintained. ee | 

7. That alſo the reaſons, which move their high mightineſſes thereto, as well in reſpect 
of the common intereſt of peace, as alſo in relation to the friendſhip and alliance, which 
their high mightineſſes have and have had conſtantly with his majeſty and his predeceſſors, 
as likewiſe in conſideration, that the concern of the commerce, navigation and correſpon- 
dence, which the inhabitants of the united Netherlands carry on with the ſubjects of the 
ſaid two crowns, are of great importance to their high mightineſſes. _ 

8. For which purpoſe their high mightineſſes have always endeavoured by their em- 
baſſadors and friendly offices, to ſettle all the old differences between the predeceſſors of 
his above mentioned majeſty and the kings of Poland in an amicable manner, and to com- 

ſe thoſe quarrels and enmities, which now and then have happened on that account by 
uitable ways of accommodation. | os 

9. And that their high mightineſſes ſincere and peaceable endeavours by the royal pre- 
deceffors of his majeſty have been ſo acceptable, and by the concurrence of other princes

and ſtates ſo happy and proſperous, that, by the mediation of the embaſſadors of their 


high mightineſſes and thoſe of other princes and ſtates, in the year 1627, the war, which 
was carried on for many years with much effuſion of blood, between king Guſtavus the 
great, of glorious memory, and the then king of Poland, was proviſionally terminated by 
a treaty of a long laſting ceſſation of arms, to the greateſt glory of the ſaid king Guſtavus 
the great, and the great advantage of the crown of Sweden; which ceſſation of arms was 
alſo afterwards renewed in the year 1635 for a longer time, and under more conditions, 
in hopes to change the ſaid ceſſation, by further negotiations, into a perpetual, good and 
firm peace, and thereby to remove all occaſions for a further rupture. : 

10. That their high mightineſſes ſince, at the time when a further treaty on the ſaid 
ſubject was negotiating at Lubeck by the authoriſed miniſters of the moſt mighty and 
ſerene princeſs queen Chriſtina and the preſent king of Poland, were not deficient to 
ſend a ſufficient embaſſy thither, to co-operate for the ſaid purpoſe, with the there preſent 
miniſters of other princes and republicks. | 

11. And although the negotiations at the ſaid place did then prove unſucceſsful, never- 
theleſs their high mightineſſes continued in hope, that an opportunity might come to 
hand, to bring ſuch a Chriſtian and wiſh'd for intention to a happy iſſue; and therefore 
have heard with a ſenſible grief and heavineſs of mind, that the matters between his faid 
majeſty and the king of Poland are broken out this year into a very deſtructive war. 

12. And that they therefore did continue in their ſaid peace loving zeal, being beſides 


this invited thereto, by ſeverall circumſtances of time and affairs, and had ſent off their

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em baſſadors, in order to pray his majeſty moſt ardently, that he would be plcaſed, though 4. D. 1655. 


in arms, to give way to the laudable and Chriſtian thoughts of peace, and to take ſuch 
- reſolutions, that this land deſtroying war may 8 be concluded by a peaceable end, to 
revent thereby the further effuſion of Chriſtian blood and deſtruction and ruin of ſo many 


Jands and people. 

13. And ſince their high mightineſſes do unqueſtionably expect the ſame from the 
nerous mind of his majeſty, that they the lords embaſſadors have been charged in that 
reſpect, (as they are c hereby) to offer all ſincere and well-meaning offices and 
_— in. the name of their high mightineſſes to his ſaid majeſty, in order, if his 
majeſty thinks it acceptable, to intervene on the ſaid footing, in the name of their high 
mightineſſes as mediators, to promote ſuch a ſalu affair. | 

14. The ſaid lords ambaſſadors, by ſuch and all other imaginable perſuaſions, ſhall 
endeavour to diſpoſe his majeſty to e peace, and to accept of their high mightineſſes 
mediation as aforeſaid. ! 

15. And in caſe the ſaid mediation is approved of and accepted, then the ambaſſadors 
ſhall endeavour by the moſt convenient means, that the ſame may alſo be admitted by 
the king of Poland, and that further every thing may be forwarded and ripened to enter 
with the greateſt expedition poſſible upon the negotiations. | 

16, Their high mightineſſes do not find it proper, that the ſaid embaſſadors ſhall be 
poſitively charged, to wait on that account on the king of Poland, becauſe, according to 
the circumſtances of affairs, it cannot be judged, if the ſame can be done conveniently 
and without loſs of time, or other inconveniences. However they ſhall be provided wit 
credentials, which may previouſly ſerve any of them for the ſaid purpoſe by the king of 
Poland, nevertheleſs they ſhall have liberty, to wave the journey to the ſaid — if they 
can find out means, without giving offence to intervene in the treaty without the ſaid 
ceremony. In which caſe their excellencies ſnall inform his majeſty of Poland by letter, 
and his miniſters by word of mouth, that the intention of their high mightineſſes was 
to ſend an embaſſy to his majeſty; but at the ſame time make their excuſe by mention- 
ing the obſtacles that prevent the ſame.

tender of mediation, in ſuch a manner, time and opportunity as ſhall be moſt convenient. 

18. As to the treaty of peace, the ſaid lords the embaſſadors ſhall declare, that nothin 
will be more pleaſing to their high mightineſſes, than that the ſame wy be concluded = 
vantageouſly and with all poſſible diſpatch, without any prejudicial conditions to the com- 
merce and navigation of the Baltick ſea, and ſhall contribute for that purpoſe all ſuitable 
- endeavours. 

19. The ſaid lords the embaſſadors ſhall likewiſe, grounded upon the alliance, which 
their high mightineſſes have lately concluded with the elector of Brandenburg, if any 
opportunity * ſupport the intereſt of the ſaid elector at the court of his majeſt 
of Sweden, by all convenient and poſſible good offices, and more eſpecially they ſhall 
1 as much as is requiſite, prevent, that the ſaid elector may not be attacked nor 
wrong'd. 

20. For in caſe matters could be brought about, that a reciprocal defenſive alliance 
might be made, betwixt the lands and cities in the poſſeſſion of the king of Poland, and 
thoſe poſſeſſed by the elector of Brandenburg in that dutchy, the ſaid embaſſadors ſhall 
conſider the fame as a good thing, and take care in relation to the atiairs of his electoral 
highnefs, that nothing may be done by them nor attempted, whereby the ſame might 
be retarded or hinder'd. 

21, However, in caſe the mediaton of their high mightineſſes is not accepted of, and 
that nothing is expected but the continuation of the war, the ſaid lords the embaſſadors 
ſhall remonſtrate to his majeſty and his miniſters, the grievances which are dane to their 
high mightineſſes by the erecting of tolls and other exactions, in and about the ſea ports 
of the Baltick, as the ſame has been practiſed this year by the Swediſh ſquadron of 
ſhips of war before Dantzick.

and that all ſuch encroachments againſt the liberty of trade and navigation may ceaſe for 


the future, ſo that the inhabitants of theſe provinces may carry on a free commerce and

Alnce my laſt I have gayned ſoe much from ſome, that are here, that I doe aſewer you, A. D. 1656. 
that this next ſpring there is a greate riſing intended in England, if it bee not pre- 
Vented. I cannot now name the places wheare at preſent, but am in hope to get ſome cer- ol. XII. 
tayne knoledg ſhortly ; but, uppon the 24 December, , ould ſtile, there is a ſhip gon for the ao 
welt from Ramekins by Fluſhing, wherein is many thouſands of armes, for two brothers, 
which are gunſmeths of Youtrick of my acquaintance tould mee, that they and ſome others 
of theyre trade had delivered into that ſhip 3 dayes before its departure 4500 ſnaphances and 
above 1500 caſe of piſtoles. They weare payd heare at Midleburg for theyre armes. As 
for the muſkets, that was in the ſhip, hee could not tell mee, what nomber ther weare, but 
hee did thinke they weare all baught in Midelboro. The ſhipes name is called the See 
rt. There be divers of them, that weare heare at Midelboro gon in the ſhip. Too of 
theyre names is knowne to mee, one Pendarvis and the other's name is Baſſet, both Corniſh 
men. As for Pendarvis, 1t 1s not long fince hee was ſent out of Cornweell to Collen, as 
I have hard. There is another ſhip gon from Trevere 3 dayes after this for the north, 
with divers of theyre partie; but whether they have any armes with them I know not, 
but the derectors for the above named armes are gon in that ſhip, who have lived at 
Arnem veri privatly above this ſeven weekes; but I cannot learne hoo they weare. Heare' 
be divers at Midelboro and Fluſhing to come for London or thereabouts; but it ſeemes 
theyre byeſnes 1s not redi yet. The lord of (a) Norrige is come from Collen and from 
B:uſſels, and is now at Bridges, and there ſtayes for don John to come thether, with home 
hee ſemes to have ſome greate byeſnes. Hee tould a frind of mine but too dayes ſince, 
that hee was the oneli man, (4) that deſcovered Maning.

I ſhall, God willinge, by the next ſend you a coppy of my cypher with my intelligen- 
cer now goinge over, of whom J have good hopes. Whatever concernes England or his 
highneſes perſon, I ſhall order him to intimate to you what he knowes every poſt. His 
name is Leith. Since the commitment of Glencarne very hot reports have bin raiſeg 
that the lord Lorne had declared for C. S. and was in armes: that Mull iſland, caſtell. 
and garriſon had bin ſurpriſed by his forces : that the earle of Cathnes had bin murthred 
by a trooper of ours; reports doutleſs raiſed to trye ſom mens tempers, and to incite the 
people to more rebellions. If we be not to chairy, I hope we may prevent their intended 
villanyes. I eſteeme it not amiſs to acquaint you, that when his highneſes regiment came 
into this cuntry, ther came as trooper in it, one, who this time 12 month had bin an offi- 
cer of the army heer, and was engaged deepely in Overton's plot, for which he was caſ- 
ſher'd. The generall tolde me of it, and he is clapt up ÆPryſoner. 

Laſt weeke a trooper tolde one of his companions, that the protector under a pretence 
of liberty had cheated and enſlaved the nations. He is alſo ſecured, and appoynted to be 
brought before a court martiall : poſſibly ther may be noe more in it ; but often times when 
caſſher'd officers thruſt themſelves into the army as private ſoldiers, and troopers taulke 
at this rate, *tis a fore-runner of ſome villany. It ſhall make us the more carfull and 
vigilent. I have received your warrant for intelligence-mony, which I ſhall lay out as

Cap. I. Tithes of lands out of pariſh. 


LL lands of the lay fee are tithable, and no layman can preſcribe in non decimands; A. D. 1655. 
and therefore tithes of lands out of pariſh (as foreſt, fenns, and grounds gained by 
che ſea) by the law of England were due to the king as ſupreme ordinary, (but by the Vol. x*ix- 
canon law to the biſhop of the dioceſs.) And though thoſe lands be aliened from the P. 17. 
crown, they ſhall pay tithes to the crown notwithſtanding, unleſs they were aliened una 


cum decimis. 


Cap. II. The yearly tenths of aboliſhed eccleſiaſtical preferments. 


Y the tat. of 26 H. VIII. cap. 3. the annual tenths of all eccleſiaſtical and miniſterial Vol. xxix. 
poſſeſſions were as perpetually annexed to the crown as tithes to the church, and fo in- P. 23. 

ſeparabl united to the ſupport of the royal dignity, that when thoſe monaſteries were 
Solved, and their poſſeſſions devolved to the king, and by him aliened to the ſubjeR, 

thoſe tenths revived again to the crown. As in the caſe where a parſon leaſes his ——— 

or aliens the inheritance of it, the leſſee and alienee ſhall pay him tithes, and by a ſpecial 

clauſe in the ſtatute of 27 Henry VIII. 27. all grants by the king of ſuch lands are to be 

void, unleſs the tenth be reſerved to the crown. 


Cap. III. The improvement of the yearly tenths of eccleſiaſtical promotions. 


THE firſt-fruits of eccleſiaſtical benefices throughout England for a long time uſurpt vol. xxix, 
and exacted by the ſee of Rome, were taken from that ſee by the ſtatute of 25 p. 19. 
Henry VIII. cap. 20. 

And by the ſtatute of 26 Henry VIII. 3. as well thoſe firſt-fruits, as alſo an annual tenth 
of the true yearly values of all ſuch benefices, were conferred upon the crown, the king 
being then newly declared head of the church ; Rm commiſſions were preſently 
iſſued for finding the full and true yearly values of thoſe benefices, and were accordingly 
executed. Yet neither that king, nor any of his ſucceſſors, nor to this day, ever raiſed out 
of thoſe firſt-fruits and tenths above 20000 |. per annum, one year with another, though 
biſhopricks and cathedrals were caſt into the reckoning, 

But if his highneſs ſhall be pleaſed to order new inquiſitions to be taken of the pre- 
ſent true yearly values of all eccleſiaſtical benefices yet extant (as is juſt, and legal, and con- 
yenient to be done) and to diſcharge them of firſt-fruits and ſubſidies for ever for the future; it 
is conceived, that the whole clergy of England will moſt cheerfully yield to the ſtate their 
yearly tenths to the full values, and eſteem it a pious and a gracious act in his highneſs to 
eſtabliſh the ancient and proper patrimony of the church, which lately they held in ſome 
danger to be abrogated.. 

And this will encreaſe the publick revenue above 50000 I. per annum for ever, as may 
be demonſtrated. 


Cap. IV. The ſurpluſage of London tithes. 


AT freeholders and farmers in the country pay tithes, as well of their ſtocks as of Vol. xxiz. 
their lands; and why the inhabitants of London and other cities and great towns in P. 21. 
England ſhould not pay full tithes of their bare houſes (wherein they generally gain much 
more by their eaſy trades than the country man by his toilſome tillage) no ſound reaſon 

in law, conſcience, or policy was ever yet given ; and therefore it was a memorable date 

of the late parliament, 7 Dec. 1654, that ordered-a bill to be brought in for raiſing main- 
tenance for the miniſters in all cities and great towns of this nation. And if London 
houſes ſhall be ordered to yield the tenth penny of their true yearly value for tithes, ac- 
cording to the intent of * ſtatute of 37 Henry VIII. 12. their miniſters may thereout 

have ample penſions, and all church and pariſh officers liberal ſalaries, and the ſurpluſage 

will be a brave revenue to the commonwealth, whereout the ſtate may rebuild, or contri- 

bute to the rebuilding, all houſes in London, that at any time hereafter ſhall happen, by 
caſualty, to be burnt or pulled down, as a great number have been of late.

Y lords, ſince my laſt of the 12th inſtant we have no news here from the Vallies. Vol. xxxiv, 
I & now out of Switzerland the anſwer to the letters, which I have written p. 169.

The canton of Zurich, in the mean while, has ſubdued all the places ſituated between 
Conſtance and Coblentz upon the Rhine, and afterward of the whole country of Turgow 
where the inhabitants as well of the town of Frauwenfeld as of the whole afbreſaa dittrict 

have taken the oath of allegiance and fidelity, without the leaſt repugnancy. The groſs of 
their troops under their genetal Eerdmuller are now cloſely beſieging the town of Ra 
weil, wherein the canton of Schwitz have thrown their beſt troops; which ſhew alſo, that 
they will defend themſelves, endeavouring by ſallies and otherwiſe to prolong the ſiege, not 
without loſs of the one and the other ſide. They have ruined the bridge, which lay over the 
neck of the lake, and made the ſame uſeleſs to the beſieged ; having cut off the communi. 
cation from abroad, and the water for the mills : the beſiegers are now buſy to ſet the 
miners to work, and prepare every thing for a ſtorm. Thoſe of Bern, Scaf hauſſen, Bal 
and Appenzell, are ſaid to be likewiſe in the field; however the Zurichers have not yet 
heard any thing certain of their march, and it is reported, that they had agreed among 
themſelves, that thoſe of Bern ſhould forthwith inveſt and attack the town of Lucern, 
being the chief of the ſmall cantons, and make at the ſame time an onſet in other places, 
and thus to attack the papiſts from all ſides. Thoſe of Schwitz are ſaid to have planted the 
great ſtandard, to attempt ſomething for the relief of the town of Rapperſweil, but the 
beſiegers are prepared to receive them, keeping a good look out and order on all avenues, 

The ſuccours of the city of Geneva wete embarked laſt week to avoid touching on 
the territories of France, and afterwards they march'd by land to their rendezvous. The 
abbot of St. Gall, as likewiſe the town of Baden, are ſaid to have deſired the neutrality, 
and the lord ambaſſador of France has made interceſſion for the latter by letters; but it 
is feared, that the one and the other, for weighty reaſons, will be refuſed. 

A notable embaſſy of the leſſer and the great council of the city of Solure arrived on 
the 12th inſtant at Bern, declaring their great grief, that the affairs between the aſſociated 
allies were come to that paſs, and broken out into an open rupture; and that they were 
charged to deſire the lords of Bern, that they would be " wang to ule all Tae means, 
and their utmoſt endeavours, to appeaſe and avert the ſtorm of ſuch a deſtructive civil 
war. The day following the leſſer and great council was to meet upon the ſaid propoſal, 
to deliberate, whether this deputation might not afford an opportunity for further con- 
ferences, to obtain thereby, with good reputation, the aim of their juſt pretenſions. | 

I am informed by letters of the council of ſtate, that they had. ſent remittances to 
the city of Geneva by mr. Carpentein 1200 piſtoles: at the ſame time I was alſo told, 
that the provinces of Frieſland and Overyſſel likewiſe agreed with the ſaid Carpen- 
tein for the remittance of their collection; ſo that the poor Waldenſes being comforted 
at this time with ſuch notable ſums, they think it adviſeable here, to delay the fur- 
ther diſtributions of the collection, and to lay by the reſt upon ſecurity, in order to make 
uſe thereof, or of the intereſt, for the maintenance of churches, ſchools, and other neceſ- 
ſaries that are required, according to the project heretofore ſent to your high mighti- 
neſſes. Hitherto the city of Geneva has nothing poſitively reſolved touching the 3000 

piſtoles of their noble and great mightineſſes; they are ſtill buſy to try ſeverall merchants, 
and to lay out this ſum with the higheſt bidder, ſo that by this means probably good and 
advantageous conditions may be obtained and ſtipulated. 

Being informed laſt ſunday in the evening by two merchants of this city, that (ac- 
cording to the deſcription given in the news papers) for ſome days has been here a jar- 
mer, John Hendrickſen vander Meulen, who went off lately from Amſterdam with a large 
ſum of money, I immediately ſent to the magiſtrates, deſiring, that the faid perſon might 
be apprehended and ſecured, which was done accordingly forthwith. Upon examination, 
he is found to be the ſaid farmer: however of his ſon, who is likewiſe concerned in this 
theft, nothing can be heard as yet, the boy who is with him being believed to be his bro- 
ther's ſon. They have begun to make an inventory of his effects, and found in gold 
ſpecies the ſum of about 3 to 34000 guilders. The letters of your high mightineſies in 
tavour of the heirs of mr. 1 are duly come to hands, I will not be wanting to 
effectuate the contents thereof. In the mean while, I have thought it neceſſary to com- 
municate to your high mightineſſes the letters of the lords of Turin, which have been 
highly and moſt earneſtly recommended to me.

A. D. 1655. NOR as much as you have cauſed great ſearching of heart, and diviſions among many 
e of God's people by a ſudden, ſtrange, and unexpected alteration of government, and 
Vol. xxxiv.. ther actions, to the great aſtoniſhment of thoſe, who knew your former publick reſolu- 
1 tions and declarations; conſidering alſo, how (contrary to foregoing acts and engagements) 
you have taken upon you a power, oy which you are utterly diſinabled (if there were in 
you a heart) to proſecute the good things covenanted and contended for, with ſo many 
great hazards, and the effuſion of ſo much blood; and by reaſon whereof you are be- 
come juſtly ſuſpected in your ends in time paſt, and actions for future, to very many of 
thoſe, of whoſe affections and faithful ſervices you have enjoyed no ſmall. ſhare, in all 
the difficult paſſages, and enterprizes of the late war. Theſe things conſidered by us, (as 
we know they are by many churches and faints) and there being a deep ſenſe upon our 
ſpirits of the odium under which the name of Chriſt, his cauſe, people, and ways do lic 
(as it were) buried; and alſo of the exceeding contempt, which the wonderful and excel- 
lent operations of God are brought into, even thoſe eminent wonders, which the nations 
have been ſpectators and witneſſes of, and wherein your hands have been partly engaged; 
we cannot, after much ſerious conſideration and ſeeking of the Lord, many of us, both to- 
gether and apart, but preſent to your hands the enſuing teſtimony, which (however you 
may look thereon) is no more than neceſſity exacts from us, for the clearing of our own 
ſouls from guilt, and diſcharging of our duty to God and men.

All 
which were afterwards declared, proteſted, and covenanted againſt ; which proteſtation 
and covenant are freſh in the memories, and preſſing upon the conſciences of ſome of us, 
even unto this day: beſides the engagement, and the ſeveral acts of parliament made 
againſt monarchy or kingly government, all which now ſeem to be forgotten or neglected : 
and thoſe that ſpeak or write in defence of ſuch things, as the parliament, army, and the 
godly people in the three nations approved, aſſerted, and purchaſed at a dear rate, are now 
accounted fanatick fools, diſturbers of civil ſtates, are intermedlers in things that concern 
them not; under which notion many ſuffer impriſonment, and other trials, as evil doers 
from thoſe men, who now build what they did once deſtroy, and juſtify what they did , 6 
once condemn. Witneſs their own writings, particularly the declaration of the officers hue 3 » 
and ſoldiers of the Engliſh army, (whereof the lord Cromwell was general) the words 7 
whereof are as followeth : For obs 
We are perſuaded in our conſciences, that the late king and his monarchy was one of 
« the ten horns of the beaſt ſpoken of, Rev. xvii. ver. 13, 14, 15. and that we were called 
forth by the Lord to be inſtrumental to bring about that, which was our continual prayers 
d unto God, viz. the deſtruction of antichriſt and the deliverance of his church and people; 
« and upon this ſingle account we engaged, not knowing the deep policies of worldly ſtateſmen, 
« and we have ever ſince hazarded our lives in the high places of the field (where we have 
« ſeen many wonders of the Lord) againſt all the oppoſers of the work of Jeſus Chriſt, whom 
we have all along ſeen going with us, and making our way plain before us; and having 
o theſe things ſingly in our eye, namely the deſtruction of antichriſt, the advancement of 
the kingdom of Chriſt, the deliverance of his church, and the eſtabliſhment thereof, in 
the uſe of his ordinances, in purity according to his word, and the juſt, civil liberties 
of Engliſhmen.” |

Fifthly, under pretence of neceſſity {till to continue the heavy burthens of taxes, uf.

Sixthly, notwithſtanding all the fair pretences and promiſes of reformation ; yet what 
abominable and horrible impieties, injuſtice, and oppreſſion are there couched and covered 
under this new form, from the head to the tail, (as the 7 4 ſaith) treading in the 
very footſteps of their predeceſſors; witneſs the receiving of the honours, profits, cuſtoms, 
benefits, tenths, and firſt-· fruits coming in formerly to the crown ; the exalting of ſons, 
ſervants, friends, and favourites (though ſome of them known for wicked men) to the 
higheſt places and greateſt preferment, which the good rulers of old, as Gideon, Nehe- 
miah and others did not ſo; becauſe of the fear of the Lord, and the bondage that was 
heavy upon the people: witneſs alſo the unreaſonableneſs of the army to have ſo many 
officers, which might eaſily be reduced to a leſſer number, and both officers and ſoliers 
for many years to receive their pay, (even in a time of peace) when the poor peaſants 
or tenants (who pay but ten ſhilling rent per ann.) do pay out of their penury, to main- 
tain them in their pomp and luxury. 

Seventhly, we cannot without grief mention the ſad effects of the ſecret deſign of 
Hiſpaniola, to be the loſs of ſo many mens lives, the expence of ſo much blood and 
treaſure, and the endangering of this commonwealth by invalion ; as alſo thereby rendring 
us a ſcorn and ſnuff to the nations round about. 

Laſtly, we do declare and publiſh to all from our hearts and ſouls, that thoſe of us that 
had any hand in joining with the parliament and army heretofore, had no other deſign 
againſt the late king and his party, ſave as they were enemies to our Lord Chriſt, his 
kingdom and people, hinderers of his work, and oppreſſors of the nation, and that it 
never came into our hearts to think or intend the pulling down of one perſon to ſet up an- 
other, or one unrighteous power to promote another : but we aimed as primarily at the 

lory of God, fo likewiſe at the general good of the nation, and particular benefit and 
Juſt liberty of every man ; and it grieves us, that any guſt cauſe is given them to ſtumble 
of their freedom, and ſcveral ways 

more oppreſſed, than in the days of the wicked kings. We do alſo believe in our heart, 
that (though the worſt things are not without God's permiſſion and providence) yet that 
this government is not of God's approbation, or taken up by his counſel, or according 


to his word; and therefore we do utterly diſclaim having any hand or heart in it, and 


for the contrivers and undertakers thereof, we ſuſpect and judge them to be great trant- 
greſſors therein; and fo much the more, becauſe they are profeſſors of religion, and de- 
clarers, engagers, and fighters againſt the very things they now practiſe : and it is moſt 
evident to us, that they thereby build again, what before they did deſtroy ; and in ſo 
doing they render themſelves and the cauſe, religion, name, and people of God abomi- 
nable to the heathens, papiſts, and profane enemies, which is a grief to our ſouls to con- 
ſider. We do alſo deteſt the practices of thoſe men in impriſoning the ſaints. of God, 
for their conſciences and teſtimony, and juſt men, who ſtand for moral and juſt princt- 
ples, and the freedom of the nation and people, and their breaking off parliaments to 
effect their own deſign. We alſo from our ſouls witneſs againſt their new modelling 
af miniſters, (as antichriſtian) and keeping up pariſhes and tithes, (as popith TREES) 
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we diſclaim all adherence to, owning of, or joining with theſe men in their ways, A. D. 1655. 
2 do withdraw, and deſire all che Lord's people to withdraw from theſe men, as thoſe CFWNJ 
and that have left following the Lord, and 2 Tim. iii.

And 
ſome pretend to ſay, that the ſaid mr. Beringham ſhould be order'd at Turin, to propoſe 
the marriage of the king with the eldeſt princeſs of Savoy; which propoſal at all events, 
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hither bring as yet always aſſurances of the intention of the court of Madrid, that the 
place of negotiation for a general peace between the two crowns ought to be held in the 
city of Rome. This affair, as to that point, is here facilitated ſo much, that this court 
has deſiſted from their former poſitiveneſs, to wit, that the place of negotiation for the 
peace ſhould be in a frontier town of France and the Netherlands; and it is ſaid, that 
the king has now given orders to mr. de Lyonne at Rome to propoſe to the Pope the 
town of Savonna in Italy, under the juriſdiction of the Au. of Genua; and in caſe 
this place is approved of and accepted for the negotiation of peace, the king here has made 
an overture, in order to advance ſuch a ſalutary buſineſs, that his majeſty would ſet out 
from here to Lyons, and from thence to Marſeilles, to be at hand, upon a report, to give 
his reſolutions in all matters. Theſe and other condeſcenſions begin to give hopes of 
ſucceſs, and they aſſure me, that the intention of this court for a peace with Spain is ſin- 
cere and well grounded. | 
In the mean time conſtant and diligent conferences are held here, to make the neceſſa 
proviſions for a numerous army; and I hear that deſigns are forming in Italy and Catalo 
nia, but eſpecially and above all againſt the Spaniſh Netherlands, where they ſay the 
greateſt effort will be made. 
Monſieur de Bordeaux de Neufville is not yet ſet out back from hence for London, 
neither are here as yet publiſhed any copies of the treaty of accommodation between this 
kingdom and England. They write from Flanders, that there have been begun ſome hoſti- 
lities at ſea by the Engliſh againſt the Spaniſh Netherlands, the Engliſh having taken out 
of ſeveral of your high mightineſſes ſhips all Spaniſh paſſengers. The ports in Flanders 
are all reinforcing, and it is ſaid, that ſome new fortreſſes are order'd to be made between 
Nieupoort and Oſtend. Of the fleet of Seville, which is till cruiſing for the ſilver 
ſhips, three large galleons are ſtranded on the coaſt of Portugal. They write from Turin, 
that orders are arrived there from France, to ſend the troops into winter quarters, in the 
vallies of Lucerne, of Perouſe, and of Pragelas, to be ſo much nearer Piedmont, where 
they ſhew every where a great diſcontent againſt the inhabitants of the ſaid vallies, fo 
that they are afraid here for a new maſſacre of thoſe of the religion, that live there. At 
Turin were alſo arrived two extraordinary embaſſadors of the popiſh Swiſs cantons, to 
demand aſſiſtance againſt thoſe of Zurich and the other proteſtant cantons ; as alſo the 
like embaſſadors have been ſent to the governor of Milan, the grand duke of Tuſcany, 
and to the pope for the ſame purpoſe. Thoſe of Turin have been very well entertained 
there and favourably received. In the mean time that the ſaid duke has ſent one of his 
noblemen to the cantons of Zurich and Bern, to intercede in favour of Schwitz, his high- 
neſs at the ſame time has alfo order'd his troops to march to the utmoſt frontiers of 
Switzerland, whereof I have thought it my duty to acquaint your high mightineſſes.

rix dollars, which Brandenburg demands upon the toll of the Pillauw. Amongſt the pro- 
vinces here there is not uniformity enough for the conditions; and thoſe of Brandenburg 
have offered more than they do at preſent. 

Thoſe of Brandenburg would willingly remain maſters of the Pillauw ; and Holland 
they would be maſter of it. Thoſe there will condeſcend, that the governor of the place 
ſhall ſwear not to ſurrender the place to any body whatſoever, before that this ſtate be 
paid the ſaid 200 thouſand rix dollars; but thoſe here will have the putting of a com- 
mander into it, and that the garriſon be half of one ſort, and half of another : in ſhort 
there is yet nothing done. 

The commiſſioners will draw up ſomething in writing. 

As well Steyncallenfels as the earl of Horn do write of the marches and attempts of 
the troops of the rue of Conde. 

They have ſpoken of the intereſts of the generality to reduce them to 4 per cent.

Yeſterday they were again about the buſineſs of the Pillauw ; the engaging of that 
toll upon what conditions and upon what ſecurity, about which they cannot yet well 
agree ; for the one ſide will have the garriſon to remain as it is in the Pillauw, only that 
the governor wlll be ſworn to this ſtate not to deliver it up till the ſaid ſum be paid.

did deſire him to tell them, who thoſe neighbours were. | 

The letters from Dantzick of the 31ſt do adviſe, that the affairs did ſtill float between 
a negotiation and an hoſtility. 

The lord penſionary and the lord of Renſwoude have reported, that having propoſed 
the demand to the reſident of Sweden, what neighbours he did underſtand in his memo- 
randum countermining the peace of this ſtate, he had anſwered them, that he demanded 
the queſtion or interrogatory in writing, to the end to return an anſwer, as he ſhould 
think fit.

After I had performed 
a compliment in order to the time, the lord protector cauſed all the officers and gentle- 
men, who were there in a great number, to withdraw, and there remain*d only with him 
the lords Lambert, Pickering, and Thurloe. I declared unto him, that the lords embaſſa-

GENTLEMEN, 


you cannot but know that our preſent work and imployment is to attend the ſervice Vol. xxxiv. 
of his highneſs, and our nation, in their affairs in theſe parts. In reference therefore p. 183. 


to our duty, in the conſideration of the preſent ſtate of ourſelves and dear countrymen 
with us in this iſland, we thought it a duty incumbent upon us, to preſent theſe unto 
your ſerious conſideration. We muſt firſt grant, that God, in many outgoings of his to- 
wards us, ſeems to frown upon us and not to own us; and that he 1s juſt and righteous 
in his proceedings againſt us in all his viſitations, yet we cannot but acknowledge, that 
there 1s ſome ſmiles of favour towards us, it being a mercy we are not all conſumed. 
Providence hath brought us hitherto, and ſo far anſwered the deſign we are upon, as to 
g1Ve us at preſent a reſidence and being upon this iſland ; and is by many thought might 
be a place, if well improved, anſwering all the charges, that hath been diſburſed about 
it: we cannot think this iſland will be ſlighted, or quitted by his highneſs or the ſtates 
of England; neither are we ignorant of his highneſs's very great care, and his readineſs 
at all times ſince this deſign was ſet on foot, ſpeedily to ſupply what might be for the 
comfort and well being of people imployed in theſe affairs. 

Taking it for granted, that the iſland muſt be kept by the Engliſh now upon it, we

good and wiſe ordering of them, the place might be made very comfortable in that king 
and cannot but think, that his highneſs and council do believe much is done that way 
already. 

| N but own it was a very great mercy and ſmile from God, that in many of 
your quarters the ſoldiers begin in ſome meaſure to recover and gain ſtrength, and are 
ſomewhat luſtier and willing to poſſeſs the country. 

Upon many conſiderations we therefore propound theſe to you, that there is on board 
the ſhips and in your ſtorehouſes on ſhore as much proviſions, as will in a comfortable 
way ſupply the army near four months; taking this for granted then, whether it would 
be convenient and of abſolute neceſſity, to reſolve to put ſome proviſions into the ground, 
thereby to prevent and avoid an inevitable and undeniable ruin. 

To animate the ſoldiers, which are many of them planters, we ſhould be willing to admit 
of any incouragements to them ; as thus, to allow and lay out to every man his particular 
land Crimes allowed him, and to have the propriety made ſure (as far as in us lyeth:) 
ſecondly, we ſhall be willing to allow them any ſeed corn we have by us, or can procure 
for them at preſent, as „Indian corn, and ſuch gavances. Thirdly, we ſhall be 
willing to aſſent to this law, in caſe his highneſs call them off this iſland upon the pro- 
ſecution of this war, that then ſatisfaction ſhall be given them in money for their provi- 
ſions ſo planted, and that any pains taken that may be recompenced to the full. 

We ſhall be willing to attend to any incouragements that you can propound, and that 
is in our power to grant, to incourage this fettlement of people in this country, to their 
comfortable well being, PIR 

We alſo lay it before your conſiderations, whether in many reſpects it were not better 
for you, to reduce the army into three or four regiments ; then the charges of ſtate would 
be lefſened. Secondly, if the regiments be full and complete too in officers, they would 
be better enabled to the attending any military duty, as guard and the like. Thirdly, 
they would be in a better capacity thereby to fit themſelves, planting every regiment 
in the manner of a townſhip. Fourthly, there may te an open and fair way, to 
diſmiſs ſome whoſe condition may be more conſiderable, and toemploy and impower others 
as may be deſirable and deſerving. 

We offer this likewiſe to conſideration, whether it were not beſt to remove the head 
quarters ; it being generally apprehended the air of the town by many occaſions to be 
much putrified and infected, and will, if not deſerted, deſtroy our people, we well knowing 
that molt of the other quarters are far more healthful. 

We offer this likewiſe as our requeſt and deſire, that colonel Doyley would join with

And laſtly, to undeceive the army in general, who at preſent are effected, that the

Now the worke beinge of ſoe high a concernment, it were ſad, 
it ſhould fall to the ground, which 8 it will doe in theſe partes without your 
highneſs and the councell's order for an additionall number of commiſſioners, whoſe names 
can give you, that will adjudge your highneſs commande as authenticque as an act of 
Parliament.

he hath charged me to write unto you, that you ſhould ſignify this inconveniency, and 
having made it known, that you do what you can to prevail with the protector that he may 
ſtay in France. His ſtay ſhall cauſe no jealouſy, for he ſhall be imployed in ſuch a country 
where the royaliſts can have no advantage by it. If theſe conſiderations will not prevail with 
his highneſs, the king notwithſtanding will let him go along with the reſt of the Engliſh.

H opportunity of the preſent ordinary poſt, we have thought it our duty to give your p. 289.

mightineſſes an account of our voyage, as far as we have been able in theſe ſhort days 
to advance therein, with the train and baggage, which we are obliged to carry with us 
by land. After we had received your high mightineſſes laſt inſtructions, and ſent away 

of our retinue, we ſet out from the Hague on monday, and arrived ſafe at Utrecht 
on tueſday the 11th of this _ month in the morning, where we were complimented 
in the name of the lords the deputies of the ſtates of that province by a conſiderable 
number of their noble mightineſſes, and in reſpect of your high mightineſſes were elegantly 
treated and defrayed. In the afternoon we broke up from thence, and arrived in the evening 
at Amersford, from whence, being complimented in our lodging by the burgomaſters in the 
name of the town, we proceeded without intermiſſion in our voyage by the road of Swoll, 
(where we were likewiſe waited upon, in the name of the council, and defrayed with the 
city wine) and further over Hardenbergh and Niuwenhuys. We arrived yeſterday very late 
in this town, where we are detained this day, by the neceſſary repairs | our coach, which 
was over-turn'd with us yeſterday not far from this town, and fell from a high ridge in 
the road; however, God be thank'd, without hurt to any body of us. To morrow we 
will continue our journey to Loeningen, in hopes to be within three days at Bremen. All 
that we hear, beſides the news, which we communicate to your high mightineſſes by a 
ſafer hand, 1s, that the Swedes are very diligent every where, to reinforce their armies 
with new recruits, and that near this town, from time to time, ſome ſmall parties of four, 
ſix, and eight men are paſſing by, which are ſaid to be raiſed under-hand near or within 
the frontiers of your high mightineſſes, to be employ'd in the dutchy of Bremen for the 
ſervice of the king of Sweden, to raiſe thereby a regiment of 600 dragoons, with which 
general Koningſmarck is ſaid to be buſy at preſent. Some paſſengers from Koningſberg 
and Dantzick, which came away from thence the latter end of laſt month, have told us 
here, that they are of good heart in thoſe two cities. But as to thoſe affairs your high 
mightineſſes have apparently ſome freſher and certain tidings, ſo that we will not enlarge 
upon the particulars, which we have heard from the ſaid paſſengers.

The petitioners therefore humbly implore your highneſs's favour, that the ſetting any 
prices in groſs may be ſuſpended, and that they may not be injoined to ſell their 
wines for 261. which ſtands them in above 30 l. per Pipe 3 nor that they may be 
obliged to obſerve any rules for ſale of their wines, but ſuch as have been ever uſed, 
by calling the merchants, and taking due information of what their wines ſtand them 
in, the which hath not been done ; and therefore, and for that as yet there is no 
proclamation made, it is in your highneſs's power to ſuſpend the ſetting of any prices, 
or to prorogue the time of Midſummer for the taking place of the prices of Spaniſh 
wines, and to aſſign it for Midſummer come twelve months, which the petitioners 
humbly pray and — it being the only means of their preſervation, and for the con- 
tinuance of their e to their own comfort, and for the general good of this com- 


monwealth.

Hurſt the ſaid proclamation, and y 4 him by vertue of it, to diſplace the ſaid Jack. 
ſon from his office; and when the ſaid Hurſt had read the faid proclamation, he caſt the 
ſame from him, and refuſed to yield obedience thereunto ; but hath fince, and doth ſtill 
continue the faid Jackſon in his faid office, they being both diffaffefted to the common. 

wealth: and this informant knowes many other officers in the ſame condition.

Fay the conditions, upon which the peace between the king of Sweden and 
his electoral highneſs is concluded here, are kept very ſecret, yet the common 
report in this town contains, that his electoral highneſs ſhall renounce the alliance 
made lately with their high mightineſſes; however the ſame is intirely denied at court, 
though it is known, that the Swedes have a long while inſiſted upon it. It is ſaid 
with great probability, and contradicted by no body, that the Swedes ſhall have and er- 
Joy half the toll at Pillauw, however, without any heightning or enlarging the ſame ; 
and it is regulated, that all the goods and merchandizes out of Poland, coming by the 
way of Elbing, ſhall go through that port, which is believed will yield a conſiderable 
profit, and will eaſe the king from the troubles of making himſelf maſter of Dantzick. 
The Swediſh men of war ſhall have liberty in caſe of neceſſity to enter the ſaid port of Pil- 
lauw ; however it be, the Swedes ſhew themſelves exceeding well pleaſed with the ſaid 
ace. If the aforeſaid is true, then Dantzick is not comprehended in the ſaid peace. The 
ſyndick of that city continues {till here. Oxenſtiern 1s to take his reſidence at Elbing, 
and govern from thence the royal Pruſſia. In Lithuania every thing is calm. They lay 
that the Muſcovite has offer'd the Swedes to deliver what he has occupied in that duchy, 
provided they would make over to him ſome diſtrict in Ruſſia ; but the Swedes, it is 


ſaid, will give nothing but powder and ball.

A letter from Stetin. 


Stetin, Jan. Fg, 1656.

1 xxxiv. N Sei that according to all likelihood the treaties between his majeity of 
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Sweden and the duke of Brandenburgh did ſeem, as if they would have had no 
effect, yet now the contrary doth appear, as we are informed by the laſt letters from Ko- 
ningſberg; how that the rix chancellor thought to have returned re infecta, but that at 
laſt he was ſtaid by the duke, and the treaties were reaſſumed, and the chiefeſt points 
finiſhed and concluded what concerneth the city of Dantzick, though it was thought, 
that the duke would not conclude without taking in their intereſt ; yet that the fame 
was not comprehended in the treaty ; whereupon the inhabitants of the ſame are ſaid to be 
very much troubled and difcontented. 
The conditions of the treaty are not yet known. 
Here hath been a ſpeech for a long time, that the king of Poland had endeavoured to 
Join himfelf with his — troops to the Tartars and Coſſacks; but that his deſign had 
no great ſucceſs, as we are this day informed by the letters from thoſe parts. Certain it 
is, that the king of Sweden hath had ſome words with the French embaſſador d'Avau- 
gour, declaring to him, that his majeſty of France, upon the requeſt of the re or 
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king-of Poland with ſome monies, which the embaſſador den and ſaying he A. D. 1655. 
aſſiſted the king o yed, ying * 


had no knowledge of it, and that it was not to be believed, the king with much cir- 
cumſtance did ſhew a great diſcontent about it, and in an ill humour left the embaflador. 
The next day the king (ſeeking an opportunity) came and ſpoke very kindly to the em- 
baſſador, carefling him with words, and preſſing him by the hand, he did ſufficiently 
declare, that he would be glad, if the embaſſador would not take ill that, which had 


— between them, and that he would not write the ſame to his king. Since that the em- 
ſſa 


dor is gone to Elbing; but without all doubt hath ſent word to his king by an ex- 

refs of what had paſt between his majeſty and himſelf. This is very certain, and that 
the Swedes are no more fo good French as they were formerly. 

The ſon of the Duke of Holſtein is deceafed. The gentleman of the king of Sweden, 

who goeth for Dreſden, is to go firſt from thence to the emperor, and then afterwards to

be greatt and manie, but this is nott the caus, I ſpok firſt unto your honour, nor doe I 
now writt unto your honour upon thatt accompt, but ſincerelie for the peace of this land, 


of which his . . . . cannot be. . . , but fal inſtantly turne to confuſione, if he is 
removed : for inſtead of the eight perſonns I told your honour were come in here as 
meſſengers from Charles Stewartt, ther ar eight-ſcore prieſts and Jeſuits come in and 
daylie . . . . for making ane combinatione. Thatt nothing be wanting for miſchief, 
when opportunitie ſal be offered, what they confidently aſſure all off, if anie thing ſal

ings wil be readi for all poſſible aſſiſtance for taking off all apprehenſions of fear in 
anie to engadge, and to prepare for that effect. Thes agents goes in beggers habit, under 
other names; butt I am hopfull, that ſome of them ſal be catched. They doe nott de- 
lyver anie letters, butt they have articles, as grounds of the aſſurance they give, which 
ar promiſed unto me, and zour honor be the nextt I hope ſal receive the ſame. This 
wofull diſſatisfaction in the miniſtrie againſt the governmentt, and the differences amongſt 


themſelves, is the greateſt encouradgmentt they have to attempt ſuch buſſines. The hail 
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— hail ſuperſtitione tending thatt way. They are everie day going as beggers to Ingland 
to keep correſpondence. More your honour fall hear be the nextt. The report was heir, 
that there be letters come unto Argyle's dochter, the king's maiſtres. Whatt is truth in 
thatt, I have not yet learn't ; butt I know thatt ladie was in murning, and mutch pri- 
vatt devotions z butt this I know, that my lord Lorne has had ane meeting of all his 
frends, who ar nott few. Itt is given out, thatt the ſame is for taking order with his 
debts, which notwithſtanding does nott agree with his capitulatione, who is not 
permitted to have meetings of frends or others withoutt advice and conſent of the com- 
mander in chief. General Monk is well enoughe adviſed quhatt to doe, in regard I was 
att London, and had ſome favorable audience off his highnes and ſome acquaintance with 
zour honour.

| ever hard, I lyke it beſt, yett fearing ſome defectt, and for proving the realitie of this 
motionne, I have drawne up ſome conſiderations for them, wherewith to be ſatisfyed, 
before anie thing ſhould be ſpokene, quich I have writtene herin, thatt I may have 
zour honour's advyſe quhatt to add or alter. The conſiderations are; 

Firſt, thatt they wold now leave off ther opinions of ther being oblidged by ther co- 
venant to ſtand for the intereſt of Charles Stewart, which continews no longer, nor he 
was in power, and nott now quhen he is removed. 

Secondlie, thatt they would look upon the - ſeries of providence in bringing downe 
thatt familie, as ane act of divine juſtice; and nott to imputt the ſame to miſcarriage off 
inſtruments in armes or otherwayes. 

Thirdlie, that they wold not look upon this change of governmentt as ane uſurpa- 
tione, butt as ane ſpeciall diſpenſation of devyne pleaſure, who did caſt outt Saul and 
elevated David. 

Fourthlie, that they wold not forbere prayer for Charles Stewart as forced or com- 
pelled, but outt of conſcience ; and thatt they joine in prayers and otherwayes for his high- 


nes, affaires being now to engadge with the common eneme for taking off the inquiſi- 


tion of Spaine, the greateſt tirranie on earth againſt the reformed religion: 

Fifthlie, that they wold conſidder quhatt encouradgementt the pope and his crew has to 
ſend in his agents, 1 the diſſaffectione of all unto the governmentt and ther own 
differences, and quhatt grounds the ſame doth yeild unto them to gain ther poynt. 

Laſt, thatt they wold conſidder how greatlie they have provoked his highnes by ther 
long oppoſitione, and how farr he is * “ leſt if they fall longe continew, thereupon . . . 
the eneme taks ſutch advantage. 

Sir, if ther ſtomacks diſgeſt thes, zour honour may be confidentt, they are reall. 
Therfor I have umbly laid them before zour honour, thatt I may have zour advyſe, till 
which tyme I will not meddle. If this ſucceed, and zour honour held the courſe on foot 
off taking away the idle vagabonds and robers for the expeditione, wherby in all proba- 
bilitie ther may be ane well-grounded peace, thes onlie inſtruments of miſchieff being firſt 
takene away. 

Ther was ſome other thing I ſpok of unto zour honour annent generall Monck, thatt 
in regard off his great ſervices ſumething ſhould be conferred upon him be his highnes, 
in place of the of the iſland of Ila, whereof the duke of Leanox, as I told 
zour honour, had a leafe for many years to come : therfore ſomething conſiderable 
might be given in Ireland ; as alſo collonel Bryen governor of Innerlochy, ane excellent 
wyſe man, quho hath done more in ſetling the peace in the hilands and in Lochaber, 
quhere ther was nothing but barbarities, that now ther is not one robbery all this year; 
although formerly it was their trade they lived by to robbe and ſteall. This muſt alſoe be 
takine into conſideration by his highnes in giving him land into Ireland. Alſo his 
areares in Ireland; for ther is nott any meane ſo powerfull to mak men carfull in thes 
ill times, nor quhen they ſee thes incouradged, quho have formerly done good ſervices 
in ther places ; butt I dare not lett anie off thes know, that I was ſo bold as to writt or 
ſpeak anie thing of this unto zour honour ; butt I know it to be ane meane to advance 
the ſervice, and therfore withoutt reſpect to them doe I ſpeak.

A per- 
ſon is apprehended, who confeſſes, that he was to be ſent from fome lords in Scotland to 
ſome very conſiderable perſons in Ireland, (who yet are not named) who had promiſed 
to ſend into Scotland ſome good numbers of men in the fiſher boates, which uſe to goe 
from Ireland about Lent to fiſh on the Scotch coaſt. As any thinge further appeares con- 
cerning this, your lordſhip ſhall have it. In the meane tyme I thinke it will not be amiſſe 
to have an eye to them in Ireland. 

His highneſſe had an expreſſe this weeke from Geneva, whereby the proteſtant cantons 
of Swiſſerland have repreſented to hym in moſt pathetique expreſſions the ſad condition 
they are in by reaſon of the inſolence and inſufferable carriage of the popiſh cantons and 
their other neighbours of the ſame religion ; who have already, to witt, the canton of 
Switz, put to death four of their inhabitants merely for turninge from popery to embrace

afford them ſome pecuniary aſſiſtance and further ayde therein, as there ſhall be occaſion, 
without which they ſhall be ſwallowed up of their 2 neighbours, who compaſſe them 
about, as the pope, the Spanyard, Savoy, Milan, Burgundy, &c. And it is very likelye, 
that they will be in open warre, before wee ſhall receive the next letters; and ” they bo 
it is very likelie, all the world, I meane the European, engage in it, one way or other, 
when it is poſſible wee in theſe nations may have ſomthinge elſe to doe then fight one 
with another for wee knowe not what; and if the Lord be not the more gratious to us 
in the iſſue, ſome of us will be glad to wiſh and pray for the dayes wee now ſee and de- 
ſpiſe, and be aſhamed of our murmuringe ſpirits in the midſt of our higheſt enjoyments. 
And if the Lord would be pleaſed to bringe us to the latter by a gentler meancs, it would 
be a mercy ; but I will not take up your lordſhip's tyme with diſcourſes of this kinde 
but havinge nothinge elſe to trouble you with, I begge leave to ſubſcribe me

RIcHT HONOURABLE, 
1 jealouſies of this magiſtracy, occaſioned by the Swedes great ſucceſſes, hath 
(for the better preſerving of their privileges in ſo great mutations) occaſioned them 
to give an oath and impoſe an unuſual tax of head-money upon the inhabitants ; the 
latter of which, though in it ſelf of no great concernment, yet aſſented unto, might in- 
gage us to the payment of greater, if by them demanded from us. We have therefore up- 
on the following reaſons refuſed to ſwear or pay that impoſition : 

1. Our general privileges in all or moſt places where an Engliſh company reſides, 

2, That we dare not make to ourſelves an enemy of any king in amity with the lord 
protector his highneſs, eſpecially not the king of Sweden, ſeeing by the refuſal of this 
magiſtracy to receive our goods, (that came late from England) becauſe forc'd to unlade 
them at the Pillauw, from thence we would have brought them hither, through the in- 
land ſtreams, but by them impeded, ſo were enforc'd to unlade and lay up the ſame to 
a great value in the city of Elbing, of which place the king is now maſter ; ſo that by 
paying a contribution, or taking any oath to them, we might run the hazard (according 
to the rules of war) of loſing the aforeſaid. 

3. An ancient agreement in point of privileges betwixt Hans-towns and our then king- 
dom now commonwealth. To the reaſons above we added theſe requeſts: 

1, That we might have three months time to write to your honqur, and through you 
to receive the order of his highneſs, that ſo we may know how to deport ourſelves herein. 

2. That they would give to our deputed a paſs to go and fj with his highneſs's 
agent mr. Rolt, now at Elbing, concerning the ſame. | 

But notwithſtanding our reaſons and requeſts, they are again importunate with us for 
the doing of both, which yet we dare not aſſent unto, but humbly addreſs ourſelves to your 
honour, begging the remonſtrance of the premiſſes to his highneſs the lord 2 
humbly adding, that although ſo far remote, we are yet members of that body, and hope 

rotection from him not only in the premiſſes, but that in the ſeaſonable conjuncture, of- 
ers may be done to the Swediſh embaſſador for the obtaining of ſuch privileges for us in 
this place or elſewhere, as the company of Hamburgh has there, that we may with them 
have the liberty of ſelling the manufactures of our nation to all merchants whatſoever, 
and of buying all commodities, and alſo tranſporting them through all his inland ſtreams, 
ſo that we reſiding here may not in the ſale of our manufactures (the golden mines of 
England) be longer obliged to trade only with the citizens and people of this city, who 
by reaſon of ſome privileges granted by the kings of Poland, have ſo long enforced us 
to groan under them, to our great prejudice, and prejudice of our manufactures ; but that 
our manufactures may as well here in Dantzick, as through the kingdom of Poland, be 
tranſported, and carried without the paying thoſe great impoſitions, being well nigh 208. 
per cloth, through which great burden Sileſia and ſome bordering towns rob us of that 


trade, which was formerly the imployment of many thouſand families of our own nation; 
nor is it without our great grief to conſider, that in former years 40 or 50 thouſand 


northern kerſies have yearly been imported hither, and now by reaſon of the great bur- 
dens laid on that manufacture, 300 yearly are not made ſale of in this country, to the 
great prejudice of our northern manufacture, and ſo in ſome proportion other manufac- 
tures. Much more would be wrote, but we dare not trouble you at this time. We hum- 
bly defire his highneſs's commands to us, in what is now demanded from us, and that 
you would be pleaſed to procure a letter of favour from him to this magiſtracy in our

pe in his chamber, his table being half a foot higher than the ſaid queen's ; that after 
the ceremonies of her reception ſhe was lodged in the palace Farneze, there to be as long 
2s ſhe ſhall ſojourn in Rome, which was to be three months, during which ſhe was to 
be feaſted by the pope at the rate of 1000 crowns per diem, and afterwards go for Naples, 
and from thence for Spain, where ſhe will turn a nun ; and that the French miniſter ſee- 
ing her ſo poſſeſſed by the Spaniards, did not render her the leaſt reſpect. 

The other news from Italy are, that 1—.— Thomas had really loſt his ſon Emanuel 
of the ſmall pox, as I informed you on laſt faturday ; that 600 French foot were landed 
in a poſt near Genoa for the ſaid duke of Modena his ſervice, and that a deputy from the 
oj. cantons of Swiſſerland was arrived at Milan, to call back the ſoldiers of their na- 
tion to the war of their country, and to demand other relief from the Spaniards. 

The little queen has feaſted in the palace royal the duke of Modena, who was a few days 
ago received in the queen-mother's coach as ſhe was going to her devotions in one of the 
nunneries of our ſuburbs; a particular honour, which it's ſaid was never done unto any 

rince of his ſort. 

The chambers of this parliament have much preſſed for a meeting to oppoſe the king's

Ince my laſt the news of the total rout and defeat of the regiments of the two Poliſh 
waywoods Wieſniewitz and Coniez Polſky, by col. Aſchenbergh about Coniez, is 
confirmed in the fame manner as was then communicated ; and that the ſaid Aſchenbergh 
(receiving certain intelligence at Schlochaw, that the remnant of the ſaid defeated Poles, 
joined with the queen's forces under conduct of general Czarnetzky, were fled in great con- 
fuſion, and paſt the river Netze about Nackell, where thinking themſelves ſecure they 
had formed their league) has followed them ſtraightways with his troops, with a full reſolu- 
tion to give them a ſecond alarm and defeat, if he be able to overtake them; of the ſucceſs = 
of which enterprize an account is every hour expected. In the mean time it's certain and 
confirmed by ſeveral letters, that his majeſty of Sweden upon notice of the ſaid ſucceſsful 
rencounter near Coniez, broke up immediately from before Dantzick with his whole body, 
(leaving nevertheleſs a conſiderable party under general Steinbock in the Werder) and ad- 
vanced towards Coniez ; which place his majeſty after two days ſiege forced by accord to 
ſubmit unto him, and having beſet the ſame with a competent garriſon went thence from 
Tauchell, (being alſo a very conſiderable place in Caſſubia, and about two miles from the 
other) requiring the ſame likewiſe to ſubmit ; but they refuſing, his ſaid majeſty laid 
alſo ſiege to it, where for as much as we know he as yet continues. Several letters from 
perſons of quality to the Swediſh reſident here aſſure us, that a ſtrict union and contede- 
racy is fully concluded and ratified between the king of Sweden and the Tranſilvanian 
duke; by virtue whereof the ſaid duke is obliged, and hath promiſed to break up with 
his forces, confiſting at leaft of 40 or 50000 horſe and foot, and fall into Poland with incre- 
dible celerity, whither he will alſo command the Coſſacks innumerable legions to reſort 
unto him, of whoſe fidelity and obedience he hath been lately, by their ſolemn oath or j«- 
ramentum chentelare, aſſured, and there (it's faid) his majeſty of Sweden intends to mect 
and join with him, and ſo canjundis invincibilibus viribus, to re-conquer thoſe parts and 
places of Poland, which king Caſimir hath recovered laſt ſummer. The Tartars do allo 
wiſh to be in confederacy with the Swedes, having deſired the ſaid duke of Tranfil- 


vania by a letter to endeavour to make their peace with his majeſty. In my laſt I gave

ir to a general rendevouz, and put themſelves in poſture of defence in onmem eventum, 
being it was feared the Danes had a deſign upon the ſaid Stift; but we hear ſince no more 
of it, the Danes keeping themſelves yet very quiet and peaceable, as if they thought no 
man any hurt. It's tor certain reported, that the Poles have forced their queen back, and 
arreſted her for their pay, being reſolved not to diſmiſs her before the king gives them 
ſatisfaction. Letters from Dantzick, Koningſburg, and Marienburg this day arrived relate, 
that the Dantzickers having notice of his majeſty of Sweden's departure, have ſent out 4000 
men upon a certain deſign, whereof the elector of Brandenburg receiving certain intelligence, 
hath Tac an expreſs to his majeſty to return with all ſpeed from Coniez with a flying body, 
in hopes to cut off the paſſage, and ſtop the return of the ſaid party for Dantzick.

Vol. xxxiv. "TIPS was again produced in the aſſembly the letter written by the college of ad. 
ah miralty at Rotterdam, dated on the 21ſt inſtant, containing an anſwer to their high 
mightineſſes letter of the 17th of the ſame month; and further a requeſt, to be informed 

of their high mightineſſes ſentiments and intention, concerning what fort of ſhips, and 

within what ſpace of time their nobleneſſes ſhall equip them, and where and in how they 

may have money and neceſſaries for the ſaid purpoſe. At the ſame opportunity was again 

read the letter of the admiralty at Amſterdam, written at that place on the 21ſt inſtant, 
containing likewiſe the anſwer to their high mightineſſes letter of the 17th of the ſaid 

month, touching the ſame proviſional fitting out of all the ſhips of war under their de- 

0 partment; which being deliberated upon, it was reſolved and agreed to, that both the 
ſaid colleges ſhould be written to, that their high mightineſſes are now buſy in delibe- 

rating and finally reſolving upon the fitting out of an extraordinary fleet of 48 men of 

war againſt next ſpring, as alſo upon finding out the ready money and means neceſſary 

for the equipment of the ſaid ſhips. In relation whereunto their high mightineſſes are in 

hopes to come to a ſpeedy and ſhort reſolution : that their nobleneſſes in the interim 

would be pleaſed, as far as poſſible, to procure, that ſome of their ſhips of war might be 
proviſionally got ready out of their ordinary and extraordinary means, fo that they may 

be compleatly fitted out and kept in readineſs to go to ſea and be 7 N for the beſt 

ſervices of this ſtate, in manner and where-ever it ſhall be thought needful, immediately 

upon the reſolutions to be taken by their high mightineſſes on the ſaid accounts. Con- 

ſequently the college of admiralty is deſired to get proviſionally in readineſs the large 

new ſhip for the lieutenant admiral, together with five more new ſhips in their reparti- 

tion of 130 foot long. Further, the ſaid colleges are alſo deſired proviſionally to buy 

up out of their ordinary revenues ſo many iron cannons, as is neceſſary to mount their 

ſaid new ſhips of war.

N the Lord's day laſt, about four of the clock in the afternoone, I received a packet, A. D. 1655. 
wherein were two letters from your honour to me, the one of the 2oth of Dec. and 

the other of the 27th of Dec. and two letters likewiſe to mr. Pell of the ſame dates. By - 7 21 g 
the two letters to my ſelfe I perceive, that your honour is ſatisfied as concerning the way right Arn WY 
and method of the diſtribution, which mr. Pell and I have formerly propounded, which I able Phili 
am heartily glad of; as alſo that there is now no neceſſitie of my undertaking a journey lord Hard- 
towards the Valleyes for the giving of further ſatisfaction to his highneſle and the councell. cr ag ann 
For the plain truth 1s, I doe now find, having to the beſt of my underſtanding laid all „ gun 
things in the ballance, and thoroughly conſidered the preſent ſtate of affaires, that the in- Britain. 
conveniences of that journey would be manie more and much greater then the conveniency 
or advantages, which could in all „rr bee expected from ſuch an undertaking, and 
therefore I ſhall not preſume to think any further of it without expreſſe order: butt ac- 
cording to your honour's command uſe my utmoſt diligence for the ſpeedie conveighance 
of the 7500 l. to thoſe poore people, and the diſtribution of it in the method and order 
aboveſaid. I have given your honour an account in former letters concerning the 5000 l. 
being part of the 75001. viz. that it was alreadie paid to the commiſſioners at Grenoble, 
and that mr. D'Ize, who is one of the cheife of them, had promiſed mr. Pell and mee in 
the name of the reſt, that as well the 5000 J. as the other 25001. ſhould bee ſpeedily 
laid out in corne, cloth, ſhoes, linnen, and ſuch other commodities as thoſe poor wretches 
have need of to ſupply their preſent neceſſities; and the remainder of the money, after 
that all ſuch things were bought, they would ſend immediatly into the Valleyes to be di- 
tributed amongſt the poor people, as they have don the former ſummer, towards . the 
releiving their ſick, and providing other neceſſaries which are at preſent exceeding many 
and exceeding great. Mr. D'Ize has alreadie ſent mee an account of about 5000 l. that 
is to ſay, how they have Jaid it out in buying cloth and ſhoes, &c. a copic of which ac- 
count is the paper (A); and I hope to be able to ſend your honour ſhortly the like ac- 
count of all the 7500 l. 

As to the hiſtory, which your honour has mentioned ſo often in your letters, I have 
not neglected to uſe my utmoſt diligence ſince the verie firſt time you mentioned the 
fame ; but have been ever ſince laying out by all the wayes I could imagine to procure 
all the papers and letters, which have been written upon this ſubject, and which may in 
any maner contribute to the completing of an hiſtory. The greateſt difficulty I meet with 
is in relation to the matter of fact in the beginning of theſe troubles, and during the time 
of the warr. For I find upon diligent ſearch, that many papers and bookes, which have 
been put out in print upon this ſubject, even by ſome of the miniſters of the Valleyes, are 
lame in many particulars, and in manie things not conformable to truth. Mr. D*Ize during 
his abode here in Geneva told mee, that there was a certaine gentleman, by name mr. Be- 
lon, not farr from Grenoble, who had ſpent much time, and uſed much diligence in the 
curious enquiry after, and ſetting down every particular, which concerned the matter of 
fact in the fate maſſacre; and that hee had made an exact collection of all things, intend- 
ing to put it out in print; but for as much as hee was a man of verie little learning, hee 
thought, that hee had laid thoſe thoughts now aſide, and that it would bee poſſible to pro- 
cure a copie of the ſaid collection, at leaſt for ſome little ſumme of money; and withall 
promiſed mee, that hee would uſe all meanes poſſible for the ſpeedie procuring of the ſatne. 
This would bee of exceeding advantage to mee in this deſigne. However, in the meane 
time I ſhall not ceaſe to make what progreſſe I can in it. I have alreadie drawn a mapp 
of the Valleyes from a copie, which is in the hands of the miniſters of this place, and is 
the moſt exact mapp, that is to bee had of the Valleyes, being drawn formerly by a mi- 
niſter of the Valleyes, who was a mathematician, and tooke the paines to goe from moun- 
taine to mountaine, and make the moſt nice obſervation that poſſiblie hee could; and as 
the minifters here ſay, it coſt him manie months in the finiſhing of it. Now there being 
but this one in the world, I thought it worth my paines to draw an exact copie of it, 
and hereafter it may bee printed in Holland, and affixed to the hiſtory. I have not 
been idle likewiſe as to the languages ſince my abode here, as my buiſineſſe would give 
mee leave. As for the French and Italian, I daily make uſe of them both, as to the 
ſpeaking and writing part of them without much difficulty; and if my abode here ſhould 
continue, I hope to doe the fame in ſome tolerable maner in the high Dutch and Spaniſh, 
that ſo I may bee in the better capacity, if God give mee an opportunitie, to ſerve 
your honour, then which I have no greater deſign in this world.

griefe upon mee then ever yet I had experience of, as to any thing that ever befell mee 
in relation to this world. I ſhall not attempt to aggravat the offence by endeavouring to 
frame an excuſe, by relating on the one ſide the ſeverall paſſages of your honour's letters 
that I ſo weakely then apprehended (as I now find, when it is too late) to be ſufficien; to 
warrant my privat diſcourſe with the Helvetian deputies, and the paper which J gave 
them; or on the other ſide by pleading my good intentions in ſo doing, but freely and 
plainly confeſs my fault, and moſt humbly aſk his highneſſe, the councell, and your ho. 
nour's forgiveneſle, and promiſe to doe my utmoſt endeavour to make null what I have 
alreadie don. The deputies did ſolemnly engage to mee upon their honours, that neither 
the paper, nor what I ſaid unto them, ſhould ever come to light, or conſtrued as a pub- 
lick buiſineſſe; and I truſt they will bee as good as their words. Thoſe of Berne and 
Zurich have indeed wrote ſince that time letters to his highneſſe and to us, in the name 
of all the cantons, but ſo farr as I can diſcerne they do not at all touch upon either what 
I ſaid or that paper. For they ſpeake verie little concerning Piemont, and that Which 
they doe ſpeake, as for example, negotium etiam Pedomontanum ut ſumme nobis cure 2 
deque neceſſariis mediis, motibus noſtris ſedatis, deliberetur, operam dabimus, ſeemes to bee ob.

They are now gon out into the field both Zurich and 
Berne, but they make but flow progreſſe, and are like to meet with verie great difficul- 
ties, as dos appeare by the papers B, C, D, and E, where your honour has all the newes 
that is yet come abroad concerning that buiſineſſe. Geneva is ſore afraid, and long almoſt 
with impatience to receive ſome anſwer from his highneſſe to that propoſition and letter! 
ſent your honour ſome weekes ſince, wherein they beg of his highneſſe ſomthing towards 
their fortifications, which the truth is are but exceeding weake, and they have cauſe 
enough to feare. I hope your honour will make mention of it by the expreſſe. In the

EE have had noe letters from Ireland theſe two laſt weekes, which wee attribute 

to contrary windes; nor hath * thinge occurred here worth your lordſhip's 
trouble, ſave that I had it in a letter from the Low Countries, that there were 10000 armes 
put aboard ſome Dutch ſhips in Zealand, for the pretended kinge of Scotts, and that the 
ſhips were bound for the weſt.

30 to 60 ſhips of war, which they are fitting, alſo 30 galleys and 30 fireſhips. The want of 
monies is that, which doth much hinder and trouble them; which they endeavour to bor- 
row of the merchants and others, promiſing them repayment on the arriyal of the gal- 
leons, which — give out are daily expected : if they come not, this kingdom will be in 
a miſerable condition. I have ſeen a letter from Cadiz of the 14th inſtant, wherein they 
write there was a frigat arrived from St. Chriſtophers, which reports all the Engliſh at 
Jamaica were gone away in the ſhips, and as they came out thence 4 of the ſaid ſhips 
were caſt away. I do not give credit to this news. The people here report, the Hol- 
lander will make a peace and league with Spain and the emperor, and will break with 
England, France and Sweden, and that all this riſes from the blows and hard meaſure they 
have from England in viſiting their ſhips at ſea. 

There 1s order * to all the ſeveral ports in this country for a ſale to be made of all 
the ſhips and goods that were imbargoed of the Engliſh, and the money thereof to be 
remitted to the king's uſe, which order will be put in execution in this place the 14th of 
February. There are no letters of marque yet granted to any againſt the Engliſh, neither 
are the pirates of Breſt yet admitted, though they expect an anſwer in their favour ſpeedi- 
ly. Notwithſtanding there are no letters of marque granted, yet the Oſtenders and Biſcay 
men of war take all Engliſh that are bound to France with proviſions, and have lately 
brought a fiſh ſhip or two, which will be made good prize to them. 

From Madrid 1t's written by judicious men, that they cannot make good their part 
with England, and will in ſhort time be forced to comply; and there is ſecret diſcourſe 
of ſending over the marquis de Lede from Flanders to his highneſs, it's thought (if their 
plate fleet arrive not) a little time will accompliſh this.

The little queene preſſeth ſtill for leave to live in the caſtle of Madrid, whereunto this 
court doth ſo much the more reſiſt, that all the royal houſes, where ſhee and hers have 
lived in here, and the parks depending thereof, have bin wholly ſpoil'd by their diſordo- 
nate conduct and ſlovenry; and amonſt others, the palace royall, one of the ornaments 
and recreations of late cardinal de Richlieu. She demands an augmentation of her penſion, 
which will doubtleſſe be graunted her upon condition ſhee ſhall withdraw further. The 
pretended duke of Yorke parted from hence on laſt mondaye, to goe and meet his ſiſter 
of Orenge att Peronne, and to bring her hither, where cardinall de Richlieu's lodgings 
are preparing for her in the ſaid palace royall. It's ſaid ſhee will be here at her own cauſt, 
except the private feaſtings, which will be made unto her, and the view of this new maſk 
with other gallanteries of la Foire St. Germain and Careſme prenant. Shee will ſojourne 
here but about a month or ſix weekes. The deſigne of the Kd pretended duke's voyage 
for Bruxells continueth ſtill. Some moneys are preparing here for that purpoſe. 

This councill has given two decrees this weeke to encourage ſome partiſans to the 
payement of mr. de Cezis debte; counte of Brienne ſayeing, we ſhall here more thereof 
next weeke according to our deſire. Monſieur Pambaſſador de Bordeaux preſſeth that and 
other affaires before his return. Orders have bin given unto the cittys of Roũen, St. 
Malo, and Marſeilles, to name each of them a merchant to be commiſſioners for the re- 
gulating of the compenſations to be made between theſe two ſtates. Monſieur Fermanel 
of Rovien been here has bin cheuſen by the ſaid cittie, who has written thereof unto him, 
but he has not yett accepted the commiſſion.

TD letters I received from Geneva of the 2d of this moneth they adviſe me, that they 
B had given notice formerly to maſters Pell and Moreland, that the mony was ready 
in cheſt at Lion for the laſt two thouſand five hundred pounds, and they have ordred the 
diſpoſing thereof, and mr. Calandrini hath ſent me an acquittance from the ſaid mr. Pell 
and mr. Moreland for the ſame. I doubt not but that they give your honour advice 
thereof, and therefore I humbly intreate, that I may have an order to deliver me my bills 
of exchange for the former five thouſand pounds, they having been payed by order of 
his highneſſe and counſell. They adviſe from Paris, that the alterations of the mony in 
France cauſeth a greate confuſſion in trade and by exchange, and there 1s great oppoſition 
againft it by all this nation; and all the companys of Paris have oppoſed it, and give 
their reaſons in writing, as your honour will find by the incloſed. 

From Rome, by letters dated the 25th December, they adviſe me, that the queene of 
Swede was arrived there, mett by two legatts cardinalls, and came late on the munday : then 
thurſday went forth, and ventered on horſeback between two cardinals, attended by all 
the other cardinals, princes, and magiſtrates, horſe and foote-ſoldiers belonging to the pope, 
with as much pompe and ſplendor as the maſter of ceremony could deviſe ; and this day 
hath beene confirmed or biſhop'd by the Pol >, and communicated at his hands, and to 
morrow dines with the pope, a ceremony dom knowne. His holyneſs hath been at a 
verry vaſt expence, hoping thereby to invite all the princes, which ſome report have incli- 
nations to popery, as the king of Denmarke, duke of Saxony, marquis of Brandenburgh, 
and the * of Swethland, who they ſay might by that means quietly enjoy Poland, 
and make a faire way for the empire. 

From France, by letters dated the 21ſt of January, ſtilo novo, they adviſe, that the 
kinge of Swethland continues his progreſs in Pruſſia, and that there is hope of an acco- 
modation betweene him and the duke of Brandenburgh, and that the oulde queene of 
Swede was departed from Lorretto, where ſne had made a preſent of a ſcepter and a 
crowne, and an image in ſilver of the virgin Mary, and was departed for Rome. And 
likewiſe they had advice that the admiral de Ruyter had beaten the Turkiſh men of warre, 
and ſunke or taken four or five of them, and had releaſed manie Chriſtians, and ſent the 
Turkes to Spaine to be ſould, and had hundired two ſquadrons of Turkiſh men of warre 
to come out of Algiers. They have likewiſe advice, that the queene of Spain was brought 
to bed of a daughter, which is ſince dead. And likewiſe that they hal advice that the 
grand ſenior hath forbidden the Tartars to attempt any thinge againſt the king of Sweaden. 

By letters from Amſterdam, dated the 21ſt, ſtilo novo, they adviſe, that the Sweediſh 
armie were advanced as far as Koninſbergh, but that the Jul of Brandenburgh could 
not agree to their pretenſions, ſo that he ſtood upon the defenſive, and the Sweads were 
drawne back. And they adviſe, that it is reported, that the Coſſacks would come to the 
helpe of the kinge of Poland; which faid kinge did ftrive to come with them with onlie two 
troopes of horſe by way of Hungaria, and that the countryes would not ſuffer him to paſſe, 
ſo was returned back to Sileſia ; all which I thought good to acquaint your honour, and in 
all occaſions ſhall ſtrive to approve my ſelfe to be

ſerve theſe united Netherland provinces, aſſociated territories, towns, and places in 
good tranquillity and peace, för which the Almighty God muſt have everlaſting thanks 
and praiſes returned unto him; alſo he is to be pray'd unto for the future graciouſly to 
ſend down his holy bleſſing, and to continue the ſame upon this ſtate, and the inhabi- 
tants thereof. With the expiration of the year happen alſo to expire the petitions, made in 
the laſt general propoſition for the year 1655 ; wherefore 2 requires to keep 
order in every thing, and to conſider of what is requiſite for the further continuation 
of the ſtate, againſt all that is to be ſuſpected, although at peace with all the adjacent 
neighbours. | 

This is that, upon which his highneſs prince William ſtadtholder of Friezland, &c. 
and the council of ſtate have employed their thoughts in performance of their duty, where- 
with they are obliged to the ſtate to propoſe and to repreſent to your high and mighty 
lordſhips what their opinion is, for as much as they can foreſee, and conceive, according 
to the preſent opportunity of time and affairs, what will be requiſite for this year 1656, 
for the maintenance, preſervation, and protection of the ſtate both by ſea and land. 

But before they proceed fo far, they muſt firſt propoſe to your high and mighty lord- 
ſhips, that it were to be wiſhed, that the true motives and reaſons propoſed in the former 
propoſition had operated ſo much, that the reſpective provinces could have been moved 
thereby, not only to have given their full conſent to the petition, but likewiſe to have 
ſuffered the neceſſary requilite effects to have followed upon it with all ſpeed, by making 
ſatisfaction of ſome arrears, which in the one and other for ſome years being only done 
by piece meal, the ſame doth occaſion great diſorder in the direction of the affairs of 
the ſtate, ſo that men hardly know how to free the ſame from further relapſe ; which 
however in times of peace, which we now live in, ought to be done, and that which is 
got in arrear by the exceſſive chargeable war might be redreſſed, and ſo every thing re- 
duced again to a good and orderly method. 

The redreſs doth conſiſt therein, that means be found out to pay the old debts con- 
tracted in the laſt year, whereof in the year 1651 an accompt was delivered to your high 
and mighty lordſhips, containing very near two millions ; the council defired at that time, 
that by proviſion 600,000 gilders might be ordered and furniſhed, therewith to make the 
neceſſary payments, as was done at the beginning of the truce 1609. But although the 
ſame hath been inſiſted upon hitherto, yet no effect hath followed upon it; and in re- 
gard ſome provinces do ſay, that the ſaid accompt or requeſt was not ſent unto them, and 
therefore they could not examine the buſineſs, nor give their conſent for means to pacity 
the complaints of officers and others ; wherefore it is requiſite to have the buſineſs re- 
newed and reviewed to know where the buſineſs ſtuck, and being reſumed, that then 
ſome effectual courſe may be forthwith taken to ſatisfy the mouths of complaining 
people. | 

Beſides the charge of the old debts, the ſtate is ſtill charged with a heavy burthen of 
intereſts for ſeveral great ſums taken up on account of the former war, and other accidental 
occaſions ; the capital ſum, which each province hath taken up at the requeſt of the ge- 
nerality, is mentioned in the ſtate of war, and the intereſt that is paid for the ſame. 
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But thoſe capital ſums, which have been taken up beſides, and employed from time 
to time by your high and mighty lordſhips order, do amount to the tum of eight mil. 
lions 94555 gilders, whereof the intereſt doth come yearly to four millions, four thouſand 
vii hundred, xxvii gilders, xv ſtuyv. which muſt be preciſely paid upon the day as it 

rows due. 
a Of which great burthen the ſtate might be eaſily freed, in caſe your high and mighty 
lordſhips would reſolve to pay off the ſaid capital; which might be effected by ſuch 
means as have been formerly repreſented to your high and m__ lordſhips. | 

Now we come to what is judged convenient for the defence of the ſtate of theſe coun. 


tries for the year 1656, ſo that there is to be conſidered, that for the defence of all the 
conſiderable frontier towns, and forts, from Eems as far as the Tſſell, Rhyne, Maeſe 
Schelde, and in Flanders, as alſo at home within the territories, for the carrying on of 
the politick commands of the lords ſtates in the provinces, a great number of men both 
horſe « and foot is required; ſo that his highneſs and the council of ſtate do not conceiye, 
that the preſent number now in ſervice can be leſſened, but the ſame muſt remain com- 
pleat as it is now eſtabliſhed, in regard there is fire of war ſeen round about this ſtate, and 
that men do alſo hear of great preparations, which may ſoon approach the frontiers of 
this ſtate, ſo that it is good to be upon one's guard to be in a readineſs to protect this 
ſtate, if occaſion ſhould be. | 

The above mentioned frontier places muſt not only be provided with ſoldiers, but alſo 
with ammunition of war, and proviſions, that ſo they may be in a condition to ſubſiſt 
in caſe of neceſſity ; all which is comprehended in the ſtate of war, which hath been 
truly and exactly examined, and thereupon taken into conſideration the obſervations of 
ſome of the provinces brought in upon the ſame ; but before we proceed to particulatize 
the ſame, the council is neceſſitated to propoſe to your high and mighty lordſhips upon 
their reſolution of the laſt of July, mentioning that the council of ſtate was deſired hence- 
forward not to make any alteration in the ſtate of war without your high and mighty 
lordſhips conſent and knowledge, ſo that the council could not accept of the ſaid conji- 
derations, as ſtriking againſt the power given to the council of ſtate by force of their in- 
ſtruction, and all ancient cuſtoms which have been uſed hitherto. 

For the caſting of new ordnance for frontiers, there was deſired by the former petition 
go thouſand gilders, wherein there hath been hitherto nothing done: the ſame however 
being very neceſſary, that thoſe places ſhould be again ſupplied, that have had their 
guns taken away upon ſeveral occaſions, it 1s alſo requiſite that ſome new ordnance be 
caſt, that there may be no want thereof, if occaſion ſhould require it. Wherefore your 
high and mighty lordſhips are deſired to conſent to the ſaid 5o thouſand gilders for the 
uſe aforeſaid for this year 1656, and that the money may be paid with all ſpeed, for the 
effecting thereof. 

Having now taken care for the affairs by land, we muſt now begin to look after thoſe 
of the ſea, which are no leſs important for the welfare of the ſtate than the former. 

Wherein we mult firſt repeat the neceſſity of liquidation, which the provinces ought to 
make ; ſo that care muſt be had for the payment of ſix millions for the affairs of the ſea, 
contracted in the years 1652 and 1653, as hath been often deſired ; ſo likewiſe the pro- 
vinces are deſired to liquidate the ſum of four millions for the building of the 60 new 
men of war; which being perfected and compleated, the ſame ought to be kept in good 
order for the ſervice of the ſtate ; and likewiſe that the old ſhips of war may be alſo fitted 
for ſervice, that in caſe it be requiſite the ſtate may preſently have a conſiderable fleet 
in readineſs to maintain and protect the trade and commerce thereof abroad againſt pirates, 
or others that ſhall endeavour the diſturbance thereof. | 

In the laſt general propoſition was propoſed to your high and mighty lordſhips all that 
had happened in Braſil, and that the treacherous diſſembling of the Portugueſe declaring, 
that they were reſolved to treat, was the occaſion of the ſad event and loſs of thoſe coun- 
tries, about which your high and mighty lordſhips may be pleaſed to take into conſide- 
ration, whether there ought not ſomething to be undertaken for the recovering of the 
ſaid countries, the loſs whereof hath been rhe ruin of a great many inhabitants of theſe 
provinces. Wherefore the council cannot but more mind your high and mighty lordſhips 
of it, that ſo the buſineſs may not be wholly forgot; but that the ſame may be taken 
into conſideration, how that by ſome means or other the Weſt-India company may receive 
ſatisfaction to preſerve the intereſted from further damage, and the company from ut- 
ter ruin. 

Your high and mighty lordſhips are alſo deſired to continue the impoſt upon the ſalt, 
as __ been paid hitherto, and to be paid to the receiver general tor the uſe of the 
generality. | 

Laſtly, his highneſs and the council do deſire, that your high and mighty lordſhips 
will once help to further and promote, that the reſpective provinces will bring in their

I Should be glad, that the firſt time I write you might be with more content offering me vol. xxxiv. 
occaſion to ſerve your lordſhip: Now I muſt give account of the loſs of the Capi- p 553. 
tana, which hath been, and will be very ſad for the monarchy. 

My lord Salvatiera, vice-king of thoſe kingdoms, with the conſent of all thoſe tribu- 
nals gave me a commiſſion for the ſetting forth the plate, and royal treaſure, and al 
things elſe concerning that matter : and I came to theſe parts two days after the packet 
boat of his majeſty came, in which your lordſhip ſent the dyners with a letter for the general 
of the armada, and the governour of Guyaguil, in which I ſee your lordſhip's care, and 
the aſſiſtance to take out the plate, which is of ſo much importance, that it hath pleaſed 
God by the labour of thoſe dyners, and thoſe that were here, that about two millions is 
gotten out : and hopes that the reſt will be alſo gotten out, in regard that the Capitana 
ſunk in a part clear of rocks, although in a deep water ; but I hope through care there 
will not be ſo much loſs as was feared, of which I thought fit to give your lordſhip no- 
tice; as alſo, how that the ſhip of gold which came from Guyaguil will go from thence 
within five days, with the plate which 1s ſaved, 8 

I ſhall procure that there go two millions for his majeſty and private intereſts, the

A letter of intelligence from the Hague. 


This 22d of Jan. 1656. [N. S.] 


P HEY are very ill ſatisfied here with the tranſlation of a letter of the archdike 
wherein was put the ſtates of Holland, &c. the letter however being directed "% 
the ſtates general. 8 
The college of the admiralty of Amſterdam hath writ, how as well the vice admiral 
Ruyter, as the commander de Wildt, and other captains of this ſtate, have taken almoſt 
all the pirate Turks, and by that means clear*d the Mediterranean ſea, propoſing, whether 
they ought to make others (naming the Hans towns) to bear a ſhare of the charges and 
expences, which have been made for the effecting the ſame : ſince they do injoy the ſame 
liberties and privileges with thoſe of this ſtate, that they have been at the charges. This 
is the pretence of an inn-keeper or a cook, that pretended money of the paſſengers, who 
had been filled with the ſmell of his meat; I would adviſe to have them paid with the 
ſound of money. 
There being publiſhed an order by the council of ſtate in the country of the generality 
to pay ſo many collateral fucceſſions, thoſe of Zealand have urged to have that order 
ſuſpended. And the ſtates general have reſolved to have it ſuſpended, but the council will 
not obey it. 
The ooucl doth finiſh the ſtate of war and the petition, and will preſent them on 
monday next. | 
They thought to have continued to day the treaty of loan for 200 thouſand rix 
dollars with thoſe of Brandenburgh ; but the lord Beverning and others being together, 
they found that thoſe of Brandenburgh were abſent from the Hague. 
The incloſed came by the laſt poſt from Stetin : by, this preſent poſt arrived this morn- 
ing at Amſterdam, we do hear that there was yet nothing concluded between the Swede 
and the Brandenburgher at Koningſburgh, that the chancellor Oxenſtierne was ſtill there ; 
that the Swedes were gone towards Pautke ; that the elector of Brandenburgh was like- 


wiſe upon ſome deſign. 


January 24. 

Yeſterday there was only an aſſembly for the reading of the letters from Pruſſia. It is 
clearly ſeen, that the Swedes loſe no time, and yield nothing to the winter ; having 
taken Welauw a paſſage upon the Prague, to ſpoil the winter quarters of the elector as well 
beyond as on this fide the ſaid river: and they write that the earl of Wittenbergh was 
alſo ready to come with his body of forces into Pruſſia, if need be, to ruin the elector 
before the ſpring ; ſo that the elector doth find himſelf beſet on all ſides. The agreement 
with him bath no great difficulty, but he would willingly ſave Dantzick ; but becauſe 
that the Pillauw and the Memel are not ſo well to be defended, in caſe that Dantzick 
thould belong to the Swedes, the conditions propoſed to Dantzick are intolerable. 

The buſineſs of the loan of 200 thouſand rix dollars hath been again debated, and 
ſince there hath been a conference. But Holland doth ſtill perſiſt and continue to have 
ſecurity likewiſe upon the country of Cleve ; and thoſe of Brandenburgh declare to have 
no other order than to engage the toll of the Pillauw, which is only a bird in the air. 
In ſhort this buſineſs is referred till ſome further order. In the mean time four or ſix 
weeks will be ſpent. It is very ſtrongly preſumed, that the agreement in Pruſſia will be 
made. . 

5 January 26. 

Yeſterday the lord Beverning and others made report of the conference held with thoſe 
of Brandenburgh ; upon which nothing was reſolved ; and fave that to day there is ad. 
vice come that the th of January the agreement was made and concluded at Koning 
burgh, I fear that all further treaty will remain ſuſpended. Thoſe of Brandenburgh hav- 


'ing been in Amſterdam to receive there the ſubſidy, are not returned from thence well 


fatisfied, ſaying to have received but 20 thouſand guilders inſtead of 70 thouſand. 
But all the proportion of Zealand (50 thouſand guilders) they have received. But this 
little, which is paid them, is already too much, for properly they have not been aſſaulted ; 
having only treated continually ; and (/ vera eſt fama) they have renounced the treaty 


made here, and abandoned Dantzick.

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There hath been great deliberation had about the treaty with Salee; which is yet re- 4. D. 1655. 
rred back to the admiralty of Amſterdam, to make ſome projected articles. W 
Thoſe of the admiralty of Rotterdam have writ for ſome money, to equip their five 
The archduke hath writ concerning the toll upon the Meuſe, offering ſome equality. 
Upon the reading of the news of the agreement in Pruſſia thoſe of Holland ſhew'd 
themſelves very cold. Am the reſt there were ſome, that did very much abhor and 
exclaim againft the injuſtice of the arms of the Swede in Poland. 

But of the fleet nor of the embaſſy there was not a word ſpoken ; yet however the lord 
Ifelmuyden with all his train is already arrived and ready; as alſo the 24 ſhips equipping 
by thoſe of Amſterdam for their ſhare, are almoſt ready.

There is propoſed in lieu of ſending commiſſioners to Overyſſel, to entreat them to ſend 
their commiſſioners hither ; to the end to compoſe thoſe affairs: which is hoped will be 
concluded to morrow. | 

The miniſters of Brandenburgh have heen to ſee the lord preſident, declaring that 
they know nothing of the treaty but in general; that the elector was conſtrained by ne- 
ceſſity ; that the Swedes were far ſtronger than Brandenburgh. That in Coningſmarcke 
there already began to be ſome want, that the emperor would not engage, that this ſtate 
was flow and could not ſend their fleet till the ſpring, that the treaty of alliance made 
with this ſtate was not contrary to that which he had made with Sweden, &c. 

It is probable that the ſix embaſſadors deſigned for Pruſſia will be reduced to a leſs 
number, and of the embaſſy to „ filentinm. |

This day there was finally agreed and concluded to deſire thoſe of Overyſſel to ſend 

The day 1s preciſely ſet 
upon the 2d of February, and prince William is required to defer his departure, which 
otherwiſe would have been on the 31ſt of January. | 
The reſident of Poland communicated letters this' morning from Vienna of the 5th of 
January, containing the great invaſion of the Tartars into Poland ; but that is confuted 
by letters of the miniſters of Brandenburgh of the 12th of January. 
The admiralty of Horn doth alſo deſire ſome money for the equipping of their ſhare 
in the 48 ſhips. Prince Frederick of Naſſau complains of the levies, which are made for the 
Swede upon the Rhine. The council of the prince demand the charges of waggons 
for the journey, which his highneſs made in the year 1630. Holland will not hearken 
to it.

dience. His lordſhip told me, that his highneſs having further conſidered of the reaſons,

Cooper and Oy might heare frome their owne mouthes, what grounds 
they have had to raiſe all the clamours that have gone into Englande, and bin ſpreade heer 
concerninge my actiones; and truly what they hade to object amounts to, I ſhould rather 
you ſhould receive it frome their hands then myſelfe. I ame ſure of it, they had as much 
treedome as they pleaſed to uſe, to charge uppon me whatever they could, wherein I hade 
acted irregularly, either as a publique perſon or as a private Chriſtian, wherein there was much 
plaineſs uſed one all handes ; but I bleſs the Lord, whoe hath ſoe directed my wayes, that 
what they endeavored to father uppon me did rather reflect uppon themſelves than uppon 
me. After I had anſwered thoſe perticuler thinges they objected, I told them plainly, that 
they might all of them of that judgement expect equally liberty both in their ſpirituall 
and civill concernments with any others ; and though I could not cloſe with their prin- 
ciples in my judgment, that I held myſelf obliged in duty (judgeing them to be perſons 
fearinge God) to protect them from being impoſed uppon by any ; as allſoe to keep 
them frome doeinge the like to others. Liberty and countenance they might expect frome 
me, but to rule me, or to rule with me, I ſhould not approve of; and foe wee parted 
verry farely with a great deale of ſeemeing friendſhipp ; and truely I ame not without 
hopes, but that their may ſome good come by this meetinge. I ame verry ſenſible of the 
neceſſitie their is of union; and if my principles did not enforce it as a duty uppon me, 
yet conſideringe howe thinges are, and are like to be in relation to the common enimy, 
common prudence would make me bewarre of increaſing the number of our enimyes: 
Lookeing uppon the godlineſs of theſe men, I ſhould be loathe to looſe them, if they be to 
bee kept; but indeed conſideringe their late practiſes, as well as former, I doe not thinke 
that God has given them a ſpirritt of government neither is it ſafe they ſhould have 
much power in their handes. 

I am ſenſible of what you writ us to the north, and therefore have my ey uppon it.

the council they were miſuſed like rebels. But notwithſtanding the oppoſitions of the 
parliament the king doth maintain his edict. And whereas five or ſix of the ſaid parlia- 
ment offered to aſſemble themſelves thereupon, after they had been forbidden, each of 
them received laſt night a letter de cachet from his majeſty, importing their exile into ſe- 
veral places of this kingdom, where they are gone. Whereupon the parliament having 
aſſembled themſelves, 60 of them have given their voices to ſhut the palace gate, and for- 
ſake the duty of their office; but 80 of them have concluded, that moſt humble remon- 
ſtrances ſhould be made unto his majeſty for the recalling of the ſaid exiled, which are 
by name the councellors, Camus, Pontcarre, Ville Montee, Godart, Machauld, and le 
Coq. We ſhall ſee what will be the ſequel of this conſiderable buſineſs. 

As for that of Janſenius, it remains undecided in the Sorbonne, where the plurality of 
voices having cauſed the ſentence of the late yore to be confirmed againſt the 5 points, 
you have heard of, as being of Janſenius, and not of St. Auguſtin, the ſaid aſſembly doth 
at preſent deliberate upon the right of theſe points, to know whether they be conform- 
able unto the holy ſcripture. 

The gazette will informe you, how the king had given unto the duke of Modena 
before his departure two rich ſuits of hangings.

Y to underſtand thereby, that the condition of your affaires in Ireland are in ſoe quiet je poſſeſ- 
a condition. Bleſſed be God wee are heere ſoe too, fave that ſome angrye men doe ſtill ſion of Joſeph 
rayle, and I beleeve will continue ſoe to doe, whatever ſtate of thinges the Lord ſhall ſet Jekyll, eſq; 
up here. 1 acquainted your lordſhip with what intelligence I had by my laſt concerninge 
Ireland, whereto I have nothinge to add. 

For the newes concerninge Sweden and other forreine affaires, I am bold to referre your 
lordſhip to the print, which conteynes as much as I can informe. 

From Swifferland wee have for certeyne, that theſe cantons are in open warre, the popiſh 
againſt the proteſtant, and purely upon matters of religion; the popiſh canton of Switz 
haveing not only put to death ſome of their inhabitants, and confiſcated others merely for 
turneinge proteſtants; but that canton, with the reſt of that religion, have deſigned the 
extermination of the proteſtants in that part of the world; and hold it for a principle in 
their publique debates, that it is a capitall cryme to forſake the popiſh, and become of 
the proteſtant religion. To divert them from theſe exceſſes, a general aſſemblye was call- 
ed at Baden of all the 13 cantons; but that proved ineffectuall, foe that it is now come 
to armes. The cantons of Berne and Zuricke are in the field with about 40000 men, 
have taken 3 or 4 walled townes, and beſeidged others of great conſequence. Their great 
want is money, which they have ſent tw his highnes to be ſupplyed with. Your lordſhip 
knowes how rich wee are; yet his highnes will ſtreyne hard at ſuch a tyme as this is. 
What forces the popiſh cantons have wee are not yet certeyne of. They expect great ſup- 
plies from the pope, emperour, Spayne, Savoy, &c. 70 correſpondencyes with whom 
they have layd theſe thinges, which makes his highnes the more lay it to heart. There 
is a comittee of many gentlemen and miniſters made by his highneſs, with whom he will 
adviſe in theſe affaires. There have becne ſome meetinges in it. What reſolutions are 
taken your lordſhip ſhall knowe. Our fleet is not yet ready. Gen. Mountagu haſtens all 
he can to be gone with it. The Spanyard is prepareinge about 60 ſayle at Cadiz, and hopes 
to be out tyme enough to bringe in his plate: fleet. 

The comittee of Iriſh affaires have prepar'd many new inſtructions for the deputy and 
councell of Irelande, which are too long even to abbreviate in a letter. The next may 
bringe to your lordſhip what is materiall therein.

and as for the ſquadron of ſhips, which came here conduct of major Sedgwicke, I under.

which they uſe to ſay, though they are but few, yet all workers. But theſe, though more 
in number, yet when the officers not accuſtomed to work, and the boys which cannor 
work are ſet apart, they will be but few men found in them; in ſo much that one of them 
being ſent to ſea was forced to bear up, ſaying he had not men enough to work his ſhip 
to whom we were inforced to lend men to that purpoſe, or elſe he muſt have laid in har. 
bour; and how theſe may be called men of war, know not. I could wiſh it were a de. 
clared law, how many ſervants every individual fleet ſhould carry to ſea, and of what age ſuch 
ſervants ſhould be when firſt entred. In that officers plead cuſtoms of carrying many ſer. 
vants, and of thoſe moſt of them children, not any ways uſeful. I deſire excuſe of he. 
ing large upon this account, in that it doth ſo much concern me, that when you think 

ou have a very conſiderable fleet abroad, you have rather a ſhadow than a ſubſtance ; and my 
judgment is we ſhall never beat the Spaniard with ſuch weapons. As for the plate. fleet, 
we have not encountred, neither know where they are; all the advice that I had from 
thoſe which we have taken is, that they departed Carthagena for the Havanna about the 18th 
or 19th of March, ſo they muſt of neceſſity, I conceive, either have lain in the Havanna, 
or been upon their way homeward. We have not durſt to go far to leeward as the Ha. 
vanna with the ſquadron of ſhips with me, becauſe of the great dependence the army 
hath had upon us, and the great time that muſt have been expended, if we had only 
gone thither and come back. But I am confident, that many of our Flemiſh ſhips, if they 
ſhould have gone ſo far leewardly, would not have beat it up again. The ſhips that you 
intend for war in the country, they muſt be good ſailors, and faſt ſhips upon a wind, 1 
humbly conceive, that the Flemiſh ſhips, if you keep a ſtanding body before Cales, they 
will be more uſeful than here. It was here thought fit by commiſſioner Sedgewick and 
council of war, that a ſquadron of nine or ten fail of the beſt failing ſhips ſhould go on 
the other ſide, to lie before or to the windward of Carthagena, to intercept any ſhip that 
ſhould be coming from Spain or other where thither ; and that myſelf ſhould not go in 
regard of the weak condition of the army, and how my ſtay might conduce to their in- 
couragement, and the diſpatch of buſineſs here, and the attending his highneſs's further 
pleaſure, which was then daily expected. Upon the 22d of November capt. Blake, whom 
general Penn appointed to me as vice-admiral, ſet fail with nine ſhips to the forementioned 
ſtation : but ſmall time after their coming there met with very foul weather, in ſo much 
that the vice-admiral near Rem.

The Dover alſo at the ſame time having ſpent her foremaſt 
and bowſprit, made ſhift with them hither. The Hound being an old ſhip was fo beaten in 
the ſtorm, that upon a ſurvey by four commanders and four carpenters, ſhe was adjudged 
diſabled for the ſea, ſo was laid by after the vice-admiral's return. Captain Buberry com- 
manding the party that remained, gave an account of his being at St. Martha, where 
he went aſhore, and faith there gathered together about a 100 people, but fled into the 
woods, and had again begun to build ſome houſes, but they deſtroyed them. To leeward 
of Carthagena they took two ſmall boats, that do uſually. carry plantaines and garden fruit 
to Carthagena; the men of which ſaid, that about a month before there went out of Car- 
thagena two great ſhips or galleons, with three or four ſmall merchantmen for Porto Bello, 
and conceived they were to return again for Carthagena. Upon the receiptof the news I ſent 
away captain Buberry in the Portland, with the Laurel arms of Holland, Paul and Martin, 
to lie betwixt Carthagena and Porto Bello, if poſſible to intercept them. Thoſe ſhips ſailed 
twelve days ſince. On the 11th of December ſent captain Powell in the Selby, and a 
brigantine to round this iſland, to take knowledge of the coaſt, harbours, bays, rivers, 
creeks, &c. and for the intercepting of any that might be trading from Cuba with the 
people of this iſland, which are ſcattered much on that ſide ; and to deſtroy all houles, 
plantations, boats, perriagoes, or what he could light on of the enemies ; upon which 
work he faith he diſcovered the enemy in two or three places, but at no place ſo many, 
as they durſt encounter ſixty or ſeventy men which they landed. In this deſign he ſaith 
they burnt about fifty houſes, a bark, five perriagoes, and two canoes. The Falmouth 
and another brigantine is at preſent to ſet ſail upon that work. The Dover, Selby, Gran- 
tham, and Welcome are upon the careen, hope will be in ſix days ready. We have been 
at work about building a fort for the ſecuring the harbour ; when it is built, it will be but 
mean, and as yet but half built: however, we are reſolved to ſet to it heart and hand 
to finiſh it if poſſible : there is in it of the battering guns brought out of England, and of 
thoſe taken at St. Martha, mounted twenty guns. Sir, it's poſſible you will aſk me, why 
we did not proſecute the and deſign of St. Jago di Cuba, as by my laſt? My 


reaſon, By that time we had done the work there intimated, that the ſoldiers had not 
I men 
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men enough to ſecure their own quarters, as will appear by the account you will now A. D. 1655. 
have of them. I believe to be now living, officers and ſoldiers, beſides women and chil- 
dren, twenty-ſix hundred. Of this conceive you will have a true liſt by commiſſioner Sedg- 
wicke or the army. I have this to ſay in the midſt of my ſorrow, that I am glad to hear, 
that the Lord hath made his highneſs and you ſenſible of his mighty out-goings againſt 
us. for certainly ſuch diſpenſations are God's ſtrong works. The Lord in mercy give us to 
make a right application. I defire to begin at home. What will become of the rem- 
nant, God only-wiſe knoweth. They did once ſet themſelves to plant ſome ſood, but of 
chat little, what was not burnt up with the ſun, was the moſt part ſpoiled for want of weed- 
ing: and they at this time will not be perſuaded to do any thing towards their bellies 
or ſecurity, except fetch it from the magazine 3 ſo that if the magazine fail, they muſt 
inevitably periſh. The cattle that were any thing tame, few at all left; ſome regiments 
not having any of fleſh but horſes, dogs, cats, and ſuch like, a long time. They have 
had advertiſements from ay ſelf what it would amount to the killing of their dogs, 
which indeed, had they horſes and dogs, there were food enough to ſerve all the people of 
the iſland of hogs and other cattle, but they muſt be fetched out of the mountains. 
Horſes that were in ſuch abundance at our arrival here, by their exceeding number, that 
they counted them the vermin of the country, but ſo ſcarce now, that amongſt all the 
regiments I believe they cannot mount a 100 men. 

The iſland on the north fide is deſcribed to be very good, and great ſtore of hogs and 
ſome cattle. The ſhips from New England are all arrived. The Falcon flyboat arrived 
the 19th of November, the Golden Falcon the 2 1ſt idem, the Adam and Eve the 8th of 
January. But as yet none of their proviſions meddled with. Your honour will ſee by 
the encloſed copies ſome tranſactions between the army, commiſſioner Seidgwicke, and my 
ſelf, We having ſeen their backwardneſs in doing any thing, that might conduce to their 
livelihood or ſecurity, we writ our letter at the time as dated. Upon the receival of 
ours they immediately, as appears by the date, writ theirs, though ſent it not to us 
till ſome days after. I have given to the commiſſioners of the admiralty an account of 
the ſtate of our ſhips here, the quantity of proviſion of all ſorts, and its quality; the 
account of our men well, and ſick at preſent, born upon the ſhips, and how many dead 
ſince my laſt, alſo the quantity of all naval proviſions remaining with us. According to 
your honour's deſire have made up the tickets of all thoſe, who deſire the ſame, and ſent 
to the commiſſioners of the navy, by the examinations of all that we have taken, con- 
cerning the militia of Carthagena. They ſay there is in the city of Carthagena five hundred 
ſoldiers in pay, and that the 2 hath of late raiſed two companies, which have re- 
ſided in Carthagena ever ſince they had the news of our fleet's being in the Indies. Alſo 
there is of towneſmen Spaniards ſeven companies, of Mulattoes and of Negroes two; and 
in the great caſtles without the town four hundred ſoldiers more, which are under pay. 
What to preſent to his highneſs by way of advice know not; the people remaining are 
very unfit of doing ſervice here or elſewhere. If his highneſs hath thoughts to beſiege 
Carthagena, it will require a conſiderable army, and whether it be poſſible for an army to lie 
near the town, do ſomewhat queſtion. About the year 34 I lived ſome time in Carthagena, 
and know there was no water either in the town, or about the town, but rain-water, which 
is reſerved in ciſterns in all parts of the town, or that they did fetch it a mile and a 
half from the town at a ſmall ſpring. Whether if there might be water, if wells ſunk 
without the town, know not, neither can I learn by any of the Spaniards. I confeſs if 
Carthagena were taken, the main were taken on that ſide. As to the Havana, it would 
be better on that account for a ſiege, in that there is a rivulet of water that runs part 
through the town, and part without the town; but as before will require great ſtrength, 
in that the army muſt be divided, if they beſiege the caſtles on both ſides at once, in that 
the harbour runneth a great way into the land. How to diſpoſe of this ſquadron, ſo as 
that we might be a preſervation to this poor people, and encounter the Spaniard, know 3 
not. If the Spaniard be bound to the Havana, he may run along the coaſt of the main, 5h 
and touch at Carthagena, and run to leeward through the ſands, or may run away twenty 
leagues to the South of this iſland, or within the ſhoals far along the coaſt, or may come 
to leeward upon the north ſide of Hiſpaniola, and ſo between and this iſland. The Lord 
in mercy give us hearts to be waiting for counſel and directions from himſelf. Thus hum- 
bly begging excuſe of your honour for my tediouſneſs, and remain =

who arrived here the 15th inſtant, came to my view, wherein I cannot but obſerye 

our cordial love and affection to us, and this deſign we are now upon; and although we 

ve written to his highneſs as touching our ſtate and condition, which I know will, ir 

arrive, come to your view, as alſo well knowing admiral Goodſon hath given you 4 

large and true relation how things ſtand with us, yet be pleaſed to ſuffer me to add the. 
few lines to your honour's conſideration. 

You cannot but be thoroughly acquainted with moſt of the workings of providence to- 
wards this deſign ſince firſt ſer on foot; I would not be over deſpondent in my thoughts, 
yet I muſt profeſs I am not able to diſcover or make out to myſelf, what God intends in 
this buſineſs ; only this I willing to believe and hope, God may lay us low in the duſt, 
and humble our ſouls before him, and if thereby he may be pleaſed to prepare our ſpirits 
for ſome more glorious carrying on to an end his work, it will in the iſſue be a mercy, 
But hitherto God hath torn us, and ſcattered us, and yet ſeems not to bind us up, or heal 
us. Did you but ſee the faces of this poor ſmall army with us, how like ſkeletons they 
look, it would move pity ; and when I conſider the thouſands laid in the duſt in ſuch 2 
way as God hath vilited, my heart mourns. I know this work could not be expected 
to be carried on without loſs of many mens lives; yet if God ſhall ſweep us away, as if 
he would take no delight in us, what may we think? Many of us are frequently ſaying, 
if God ſhould take them away in the face of their enemies, 1t would have been an honour 
to them and their nation; yet it is good to fall into the hands of the living God. 

The ſick and low eſtate of our army puts us upon much trouble in our actings; it is 
certain we have enemies both of Spaniards and Blacks in the iſland, and they watch for 
an opportunity of our men; as for planters we have not above one family ſettled, if one 
amongſt us, neither do I expect any from our Engliſh colonies, till God give health amongſt 
us. Here hath come down to us from many of the windward iſlands divers people, with 
intentions of ſitting down with us, but at their coming hither, either fall ſick and die, 
or are ſo affrighted and diſmayed, as that although to their much impoveriſhing, yet 
will not be perſuaded to ſtay with us. Many women, that came down to their huſbands, 
finding them to be dead, have ſold themſelves for ſervants to be gone upon other plan- 
tations rather than abide with us, though we have offered them any encouragements to 
remain here. Divers ſmall merchantmen, that have been with us, that are gone to moſt 
of our Engliſh plantations from hence, have carried I know ſad and diſmal reports of our 
ſad condition, which makes me fear we can expect but few to come to us. 

As for our preſent condition in reſpect of proviſion, we all, both fleet and army, 
are wholly ſupplied out of the common magazine of Engliſh proviſions, and they are 
not ſo apt to keep here as in other places. I pray God they fail us not, when we come 
moſt to make uſe of them. 

Our ſhips I know the admiral hath given a full report of them; yet I know they are 
very much ſubject to be extremely damaged by the worms, and are already ſomewhat 
defective therewith. As for the nature and quality of thoſe eight ſhips came with me, I 
knew not of them till we ſet ſail in the Downs, and then was ſenſible of the truth, which 
the admiral writes. . 

As for our ſeamen, they are the beſt in health, though ſome die, and ſome are ſick, 
in ſo much that we need a good recruit fully to man our ſhips as men of war. 

It is poſſible you may expect I ſhould declare my thoughts as touching his highnels's 
affairs 1n this preſent deſign. It hath often not a little troubled my thoughts in the con- 
ſideration, that you could not but have far better and higher thoughts of our preſent ſtate 
and condition than it was, or is, as by your letters appears, believing us ſeven thouſand 


ftrong in our army; but how it ſtands with us, you now fully underſtand ; by which you 


cannot but know the army can afford no aſſiſtance to our preſent proſecution of any de- 
ſign; it is a mercy, if in a capacity to maintain this iſland. What recruits come in the 
next ſhip I know not. It is certain if God ſend the ſhips to us, it will be a galiant addi- 
tion- to your ſea forces, and bring us, with the bleſſing of God, in a capacity to deal 
with any forces of the enemy, that are either here or may be expected; but I cannot 
imagine we ſhall, without a conſiderable addition of ſoldiers, attempt any thing upon 
any conſiderable place on ſhore, I mean Carthagena or Havana, without which we do 
little. It is true we may with our fleet, and a few ſoldiers, waſte and burn towns and 
places of inferior rank; but that can effect or produce little profit, unleſs God caſt in 


lome conſiderable ſhips into our hands. You cannot but think, that all the I 
2 places 
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laces in the Indies are as ſtrongly fortified, and forces drawn in as much poſſible can be, A. D. 1645. 
oy we know Carthagena and Havana have a conſiderable ſtrength in them; therefore n 
this is, I think, that either a conſiderable fleet and army muſt be ſent forth, that may 

in a way of providence effect the bringing in of ſuch places, or elſe I fear the lingering 

of the war in this courſe will fo exhauſt treaſure, with To unreaſonable returns, as will 

make you ſoon weary ; or thus, if yu think meet to proceed by degrees, it were doubt- 

leſs beſt to begin upon the main as high eaſtward as the Spaniards are ſeated, and ſo take 

and poſſeſs the country down Ryo de Hatch and fo to Santa Martha, which is thought 

might be with eaſe effected. So the country being reduced, you thereby ſtarve and block 

up Carthagena, who have much of their trade, and moſt of their ſubſiſtence, from theſe 


2 have been apt to think, that if the N ſpent in the deſign had been laid 
out in lying upon the coaſt of Spain, it might have brought the Indies to have bowed to 
eaſy terms; but that I wave, 

Sir, I _ God is with you in your counſels, and will manifeſt his preſence in mercy 
with you. It is poſſible you may count me of a deſpondent ſpirit. I muſt acknowledge 
I am at preſent poſſeſſed with many various thoughts, and ſearchings of heart; yet this 
I muſt affirm, and 1t 1s true, never man heard me yet diſcourage the work, but have, do, 
and ſhall, to the uttermoſt I can, encourage and ſtrengthen the hearts and hands of any 
imployed in this affair. I have been thought too bitter in reproving the deſpondency of 
mens ſpirits to this bulineſs, 

I ſhall, according to the talent God gives me, be willing to improve what I can, or 
have, to the carrying on to an end the work I am imployed in, I acknowledge my abili- 
ties weak, and I am an unfit perſon to manage what is expected from me; and I muſt 
profeſs, had I not thought to have found men of greater and higher abilities here than I 
do, I ſhould not, nor durſt not have accepted this employ ſo far beyond my poor abili- 
ties, of which I am now more ſenſible than ever. 

Let this be my requeſt to you in your attending this buſineſs ; ſend men of approved 
godlineſs, and of ſound and ſolid judgments and able parts, which are extremely wanting 
amongſt us. 

80. be pleaſed to pardon my prolixneſs. I hope we are remembred by you in your 
moſt ſerious thoughts. I beg at the throne of grace God may guide your counſels, as 
in this affair, ſo in all weighty buſineſs he employeth you in.

OUR commands, and our duty, make us bold to preſent theſe to your highneſs. Vol. xxxiv. 
We hope the letters ſent by the Auguſtine, and other conveyances, are arrived p. 721. 
long before this. It is no ſmall trouble to us our being ſo much ſtreightened in opportuni- 
nities, of more frequent giving account to your highneſs of the ſtate and condition of 
your affairs here in theſe parts. 

We humbly crave, that we offend not in our plainneſs and naked laying open before you, 
how things ſtand with us at preſent, although we ſhould have accounted it a mercy to 
have our letters and lines filled with more pleaſing ſubjects ; but God is wiſe and faith- 
ful in his croſſing our earthly expectations. | 

As for the condition of our army thus; after major general Forteſcue's death, and col. 
Carter being alſo dead, the command of the army naturally fell upon col. Doyley, and 
indeed the moſt capable, and the beſt fitted for the employ, whom we inveſted with the 
'command of the army, and ſettled a council of war, (a thing not before known to this 
army) col. Doyley preſident, in which way hitherto they have acted and governed. 

It hath pleaſed God yet to go on ſorely and ſadly to viſit us with his hand of affliction, 
and yet he is juſt and righteous, although he conſume and lay us in the duſt. Why doth 
the living man complain? yet our portion is filled with ſad complaints and bitter lamen- 
tations for the the ſlain of the people. The numbers of the army are much leſſened ſince 
our laſt letters; the whole not extending to three thouſand, many of them ſick and weak, 
the beſt and ſoundeſt much abated of their ſtrength and vigor, and God goes on every 
day to ſhorten our numbers. We die daily not leſs than fifty every week, which is much 
conſidering our ſmall numbers. , 
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A. D. 1655. As touching the ſtate of this iſland in reſpect of proviſions, it is capable of rendering 
as comfortable ſupply as any iſland in the Indies; yet ſuch is our army's condition az 
they neither can, or have made any, or very little improvement thereof. We have as much 
as in us lay endeavoured to perſuade, and encourage to planting of ſuch proviſions a; 
are moſt natural to theſe parts. Formerly ſome ſmall thing was done that way; but the 
unſeaſonableneſs of the weather, and mens ſo much falling ſick, as not being able to weed 
what was planted, it is moſt ruinated, and it is generally thought, though all that was 
planted had been preſerved, it had not been three days proviſion for the whole army. We 
were ſome few days before the arrival of the Marſton-Moore, putting the army afreſh 
upon planting, and tending thereto ſent them in writing all the encouragements that 
poſſibly we could propound ; and on that very ſelf ſame day we ſent to them, the whole 
army made their addreſſes to their officers, to ſupplicate the preſident to treat us about 
their going off the iſland, which was preſented as a ſupplication to us to carry them off, 
the whole body of the people longing and breathing after a kind of deliverance, by being 
redeemed from the preſent apprehended miſery in being detained here. | 
Since the arrival of the Marſton-Moore, in obedience to your highneſs's expreſs and 
poſitive commands, we are now attending fortification, and to that end have reſolved to 
finiſh a work begun in this harbour, which though ſmall will be as much as we ſhall 
compaſs in ſome time. We alſo deſired col. Doyley forthwith, with the advice of his coun- 
cil, to ſettle his army in ſuch a poſture, as may beſt tend to their ſafety and well being, 
which they, we hope, will attend forthwith, yet are hereby taken off from thoughts of 
planting, which we know theſe men never would'or could be brought unto. As tor the 
cattle of the country, they were ſo extremely deſtroyed at firſt, and fo hunted, that they 
are turned all ſo wild, that it is difficult taking any of them. Some few are taken by the 
ſoldiers, and ſome by ſeamen, but not fo much as one pound to ſave a meal's meat of 
the ſtate's allowance. Cattle here are abundance, and if the iſland be once ſettled, may 
be brought into ſuch a condition, as may highly improve and ſerve this iſland both with 
horſes and other ſorts of cattle. | 
As touching the ſtate of the enemy upon this iſland, we can give no certain relation of 
them, but yet of late do know them to h more than formerly apprehended. We lately 
ſent one of the ſmaller frigats and a brigantine to ſurvey the iſland, to ſearch the har- 
bours on the north ſide, and to make what diſcoveries they could of the iſland and the ene- 
my. The frigat and brigantine both are returned ſome ten or twelve days ſince, which 
in general report thus: They were in ſome harbours on the north fide of the iſland, three 
eſpecially good and large, in one of which they found many Spaniards quietly ſettled. 
Our frigat landed ſixty men, the enemy only faced them, and then retreated. Our men burnt 
all their houſes, and took ſome ſmall ſtore of old clothes and the like, and in ſome other 
places found ſome few Spaniards : and as they were returning on the ſouth ſide, to wind- 
ward of point Pedro, the frigat landing ſome men found two Spaniſh houſes, in one of 
which he found ſeventeen fixed fire arms, which he brought away, and burnt the houſes, 
but took only one Mulatto. The brigantine put to the ſhore to the leeward of the ſaid 
cape, where faced him forty _— mounted, who, as he came near the ſhore, marched 
up into the wood. The Mulatto upon his examination being demanded what the Spa- 
niards intend to do, anſwered, they lay up and down expecting we would leave the iſland, 
that they might again poſſeſs what formerly was their own. Our ſoldiers do alſo in the 
out quarters ſometimes ſee ſome few Spaniards mounted killing cattle, who ſometimes 
wound, then kill one or two of our men. 

As for the Negroes, we underſtand, and to ſatisfaction, that they, for the moſt part of 
them, are at diſtance with the Spaniards, and live by themſelves in ſeveral parties, and 
near our quarters, and do very often, as our men go into the woods to ſeek for proviſions, 
deſtroy and kill them with their launces. We now and then find one or two of our men 

killed, 98 and naked, and theſe rogues begin to be bold, our Engliſh rarely, or 
ſeldom, killing any of them. Never was there any either Spaniard, Mulatto, or Black, 
that ſince our generals went away did ſo much as make any tender of a deſire of a com- 
poſition. Both contrary ; thoſe few Blacks we had amongſt us, that did formerly belong 
to the Spaniards, are run from us, even all but ſeven or eight, that are now kept with 
ſhackles to prevent them; amongſt which Blacks that run from us there were two Iriſh- 
men went with them, who, as we apprehend, are with the Spaniard, and who cannot but 
know our condition, and we muſt, and cannot but acknowledge it as a great favour from 
God, that hath reſtrained them from cutting off our men, who are in as low and weak 
an eſtate as can be thought of. 

As touching your highneſs's advice of raiſing ſome quantity of horſe, we have put 
the army upon it, but we fear the condition of our men, and the difficulty of attaining 
horſe are ſuch, that they will effect little; yet what can ſhall be done. The truth is, they 
have with much difficulty kept ſo many horſes as will draw up their proviſions to their 
8 beſides the horſes in this country feeding upon nothing but light graſs, in three 
days riding are unfit for ſervice, when with much difficulty taken. When 
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hand, we forthwith ſent for col. Doyley, and underſtanding your highneſs's pleaſure was, 
nothing ſhould be wanting to the carrying on of this buſineſs, and that the commander 
in chict of the army ſhould act as a commiſſioner, we therefore eſtabliſhed col. Doyley 
commander in chief of the army, to act with us as commiſſioner, till your highneſs gave fur- 
ther order. We cannot but be ſenſible of the ſtate and quality of the commanders in general, 
men of no great high natural parts, and by much and long ſickneſs, parts and abilities 
much impaired and weakened. | ” 

As for the ſtate of our fleet, we ſent out nine frigats and a dogger, to lie upon the 
coaſt of the main about Santa Martha, and thoſe parts, under the command of vice- 
admiral Blake; admiral Goodſon then, by advice of the council, ſtaying in harbour with 
his ſhips- The ſquadron that went out were commiſſionated to " ix weeks, who did ſo, 
meeting with little but ſtorms and bad weather, loſt two of their foremaſts, ſplit and ſpent 
many of our ſails, being much tattered and torn ; arrived at their time in the port, two 
of which frigats were before Carthagena, viewed the harbour, and ſaw four or five ſhips 
therein. T'wo more of our frigats being beaten as low as Palme iſlands took there two 

or plantation boats, and had this information, that there went from Carthagena to 
Porto Bello, a little ſpace before their being taken, two ſmall galleons and three ſmall 
frigats, which as they conceived were to return from thence back to Carthagena as ſoon 
as our ſhips had quitted the coaſt ; upon which intelligence we fitted five ſmall frigats, 
which went hence the loth of this inſtant to lie between Carthagena and Porto Bello. 
In the mean time we are fitting and careening thoſe ſhips with us now in harbour, and 
are now endeavouring to bring them all 1n readineſs for ſervice, thoſe five gone over to 
the main being commiſſionated to ſtay out five weeks. There will be no want of endea- 
vours to comply with your highneſs's deſires, as touching the fleet, ſo far as we are in a 
capacity. One of our men of war being a Dutch frigat, old, and intended as a fireſhip 
at her firſt coming out, was ſo battered and ſhaken at her laſt being out, that ſhe is 
now unſerviceable ; and this ſhip, that brings this, being not very convenient for a man 
of war, we thought to ſend her home. Our ſeamen are generally in indifferent good 
health, ſome notwithſtanding are ſick; we have loſt more than fourſcore of them 
in the fleet ſince the Auguſtine went from us; we ſhall want recruits of ſeamen as well as 
landrpen. 

W have fifteen good ſhips in harbour, one that lieth windward of this iſland, and one 
now going to ſurround the iſland again, and five that are gone towards Carthagena, twenty- 
two in all, beſides two or three ſmall veſſels, which as ſoon as may be ſhall be brought 
into one body; deſiring in all things as near as we can to attend your highneſs's com- 
mands, though we cannot but apprehend it marvellouſly difficult to think where to meet 
with the Spaniſh, before they either come to us, or are to leeward of us. Which way he 
intends down we know not, on this ſide the iſland or on the other; the ſeas between us 
and the main are a hundred and thirty leagues at leaſt. To divide our flect, we think, in 
proſecution of ſuch a deſign were not convenient ; neither do we think it convenient or 
* way ſafe to leave the harbour without ſhips, before conveniently fortified, being well 
aſlured, that the enemy on the back-ſide of us vieweth our harbour often; and had not

As for our proviſions, both fleet and army ſubſiſt wholly on thoſe proviſions ſent to us; 
only ſome few refreſhments now and then gotten on ſhore, but not any thing that ſaveth 
a baſket cake. Our proviſions ſpend much, ſome decay by worms, and other ways, the 
climate being ſuch, that our Engliſh proviſions are much more ſubject to decay here than 
in Europe. We have proviſions for the fleet and army for about five months, being the 
greateſt part of them in New-England proviſions, which we hope may prove good. 

We are all ſatisfied as concerning your highneſs's great care in our ſeaſonable ſupplies, 
and wiſh, if it were the good pleaſure of God, we were in a capacity to come forth in 
ſome action, that might anſwer ſo great love and tenderneſs to us. We had long ſince 
attempted St. Jago de Cuba, could our army have afforded us but 500 men ; but from 
that full intelligence we had of the ſtrength of the place, we thought it not convenient 
to hazard our chief ſea forces without a convenient number of men fit to land. 

We daily expect the arrival of the other ſhips your highneſs is ſending to us: in the 
mean time are fitting all thoſe we have, which we hope will be all equipt and fit for 
failing and fight in fix days. | 

It is our deſire to attend your highneſs's command in keeping up love, unity, and 
amity between army and flect, which through mercy we have attained to in a good mea- 
ſure, and hope that we are all willing to lay hands and hearts together in any thing, 
that may conduce to the carrying on to the end our work. We hope that God, who 
hath in righteouſneſs laid us low, will humble our hearts before him, and in his time 
raiſe us up to the glory and praiſe of his name, which we believe is engaged in this de-

We hope we may ſay with ſome ſincerity and with uprightneſs of heart, that we are 
ready to attend the will} of God in your commands, and to act and give forth our ſelye, 
according to that meaſure of wiſdom and ſtrength, as God ſhall betruſt us with, and ſhal! 
punctually attend the letter to your commands ſo far as we are in a capacity. 

Our prayers to God are for you, that he would manage his own work in your hang; 
to his praiſe and his people's good and welfare: there is ſpirit enough in him, that is the 
God of the ſpirits of all fleſh ; and ſuch a meaſure we beg for you, as may enable you to ad 
valiantly, to do ſome ſingular thing for Chriſt ; which whether it be to be done in theſe 
remote parts of the world or no, we profeſs we know not, but are waiting and looking 
out to — what may be the good pleaſure of God to us, and do hope in his beſt ſeaſon 
he will ſhew ſome ſignal teſtimonies of his will as concerning the work we are now 
upon; and do ſometime think, he may fling away us that are here as people unſuitable to 
ſo glorious a work, and may raiſe up other people of a purer ſpirit, that may carry it on 
in a more ſpiritual way, or make us men of another ſpirit. Let the Lord fend by whom 
he pleaſe, we believe you have an intereſt in heaven, and hope we are the ſubject of your 
prayers: we ſtand in as much need thereof as ever poor people did: an anchor caſt within 
the vale will hold ; if Chriſt own us, we continue and conquer.

N my laſt, which was the 2oth paſt, I gave you an account of the preſent ſtate and 

condition of theſe countreyes, as alſoe the proviſions of ſhipping, &c. that are mak- 
ing * in Spain againſt the ſpring to ſecure their fleets and coaſt, and fight the Engliſh 
in caſe they appear any more in thoſe ſeas; all which this weeke's letters from thence dee 
again confirm, and have brought orders to court, for to publiſh the warr againſt the lord 
protector of England ; and they ſay ſomething to that effect is already in the preſs to be 
printed, but whether it will be by declaration or proclamation is not known, neither be- 
ing yet come forth; but it is certain there are ſundry letters of repriſall given out to the 
capers at Dunkirk and Oftend, who make all the haſt they can to putt out to ſea, fear- 
ing leaſt the Engliſh frigotts ſhould come and block them up before they get out, which 
would not only ſpoile their intended deſigne, but alſoe ruin moſt of the undertakers. The 
Breſt and other French pirates (which goe under the notion of Scots king's men of warr) 
being now baniſhed the French ports, come tumbling into ours, and are very well re. 
ceived by the governors, which makes our cavaliers very jocund, although, for ought J 
can yet learne, they have no ſuch great reaſon for it, governors of ſea-ports being al- 
ways ready to countenance pirates for their own private gains, and it's believed theſe 
have no other ends in it ; for notwithſtanding all the applications, that have been made 
by thoſe of Collen to the Spaniſh court, and that the Scots king hath written himſelt 
ſundry letters to the king of Spain ; yet the Spaniard hitherto hath not been pleaſed to 
anſwer any of them, ſcarce taking any notice of their agents, and yet notwithſtanding wee 
ſee he is reſolved on a warr.

Concerning the articles of the agreement between the king of Sweden and the duke, 
he gave this relation for as much as came to his knowledge. 

1. The duke ſhall renounce all alliances any ways prejudicial to the crown of Sweden. 

2. The dukedom of Pruſſia as alſo the biſhoprick of Ermeland ſhall furniſh no more 
or 1500 ſoldiers, namely 1000 horſe and 500 foot for the ſervice of the crown of 

weden. 

3. The duke is to demoliſh the fortifications of Braunſbergh, to the end they may not 
damnify thoſe of Vrouwenborgh, which place with the dependencies thereof his majeſty 
doth reſerve to himſelf. | 

4. His majeſty ſhall enjoy half of the toll in the Pillauw and Memel, which are not 
to be raiſed or leſſened but with the common conſent of both parties. 

5. The duke ſhall be diſcharged hereafter from maintaining ſome men of war, for 
ſecuring and preſerving of the coaſts of Pruſſia. ; 
6. The-king is obliged to withdraw his forces out of the territories of Pruſſia within

HicH AND MIGHTY LORDS, 


8 INCE our departure from Hamburgh, from whence we writ twice to your high and 
mighty lordſhips, we have purſued our journey from day to day without any intermiſ- 
fon; only one day we were obliged to ſpend in waiting upon the duke of Holſtein at 
Gottorp, where we found the duke, and ſo we thought it our duty to take the occa- 
ſion to ſalute his highneſs in the name of your high and mighty lordſhips, in confor- 
mity to the letters of addreſs and credentials given to us for that end. He was pleaſ- 
ed, after he had given us audience, to invite us to dinner, where he held ſeveral diſ- 
courſes of his affections towards your high and mighty lordſhips. Our credentials were 
anſwered with recredentials, which we ſhall bring over with us at our return, together with 
our report, if God pleaſeth. We paſt this afternoon the water called the little Belt; but 
for want of veſſels we were fain to leave our coaches, horſes, and the reſt of our baggage 
on the other ſide of the water, and will not be brought over till to morrow ; and in re- 
gard the ways are very bad, we ſhall not get to Copenhagen in ſeven or eight days yer. 
Of the articles of the treaty of peace between the king of Sweden and the duke of Bran- 
denburgh we could not learn any certainty, neither at the court of the duke of Holſtein, nor

His majeſty of Sweden marches likewiſe moſt of his 

troops towards Thorn and Poland, ſince it is believed, that the king of Poland draws to- 

gether all ſorts of nations near the mountains of Ungary ; yet he continues ſtill at Croſſen 

without acting. As to the fidelity of the Tartars and Coſacks nothing certain can be 
thought nor mentioned. 

The electreſs of Brandenburg is ſaid to be on the mending hand; and the eleQor's 
train of artillery was carryed already out of Marienburg. The Swediſh troops are pretty 
near the town. The Swedes have taken by ſurpriſe Stoum, a certain pretty ſtrong place 
by nature, and a fortreſs, ſituated about 2 miles from Marienburg, belonging to the baron 
of Guldenſtern. 

Neither at Elbing nor at this place here has happened any alteration.

The ſaid count of Brienne had appointed me laſt mundaye for to preſent me unto the 
king before that the councill ſatt; but the chancelor being fallen very ſick that daye, and 
his majeſtic having ſpent all the weeke in dauncing, I am put off by the ſaid count un- 
till the occaſion of next councill, which maye be about next mundaye or tueſdaye, being 
the ſaid chancelor 1s a little better. 

This parliament doth notwithſtanding the king's prohibitions meete every day for the 
revoking of the edict his majeſtie hath given for the fabrication of a newe coine called 
Lys; all the corporations aſſemblies of this kingdom have deputed here for the ſaid revo- 
cation. The parliament of Tholoſe hath given a decree prohibiting the ſaid fabrication 
within their juriſdiction upon peine of death. This morning his majeſtie hath ſent word 
unto this parliament to ſend unto him their deputies. Whereupon the firſt preſident and 
ſeveral councellors have had audience of his majeſtie in a cloſe rome; mr. de Servient 
had in the ſaid chancelor's abſence informed them of his majeſtie's intention, which was, 
that they had not to meete upon the ſubject of the ſaid edict, nor to meddle nor make with 
the coine; and as for their five compagnions, which are newely exiled, that his majeſtic 
would recall them when he ſhould think it fitting for his ſervice. It's thought neverthe- 
leſſe that ſome alteration will be brought unto that edict in the generall diſcontent of 
theſe people and parliaments. 

The duke de la Rochefoucaut is appointed extraordinary embaſſador for Suiſſerland, to 
appeaſe the difference between the Cantons, with threatnings that his majeſtie will aſſiſt 
that partie which ſhall ſeeme to be moſt reaſonable. The popiſh clergie continueth its 
papiſticall leagues, whilſt that the ſtrengths of England and the union of the Sueds with 
Brandebourg increaſeth their jealouſie : this court on the contrarie looketh on all things 
with an indifference, meddling in no manner with the princeſſe of Orange's intereſt, who 
is here arrived by her mother ſince two dayes, whereof your honour maye ſee the particu- 
lars in the here annexed Gazette. 

A rumor hath runned here of the emperour's being deceaſed, of a marriage of the ſaid 
princeſſe of Orenge with the duke of Savoye, of the prince F rancis of Loraine's eldeſt 
lonne to one of the cardinall his neeces, and of the king's voyage to Lyons; but all this 
without any ſolid ground. There is more likelyhood of hs king's going within few 


weeks to Fountainebleau, where the duke and dutcheſſe of Orleans will come and make a 
turne to viſite him.

HEN wee ſeriouſly conſider how implacable and indefatigable theſe bloody ene- 
mies to religion, ſtate, and commonwealth, have beene and ſtill are, (notwithſtand- 
ing the ſeverall graces and indulgencies they have really received) and how dangerouſly and 
epidemically ſuch plotts and deſignes (formerly and of late) have beene layd, contrary to 


atheiſme it ſelfe for ingratitude, and how inſolently and confidently they proſecuted the 


ſame deſignes, (aſſuring themſelves of infallible ſucceſſe;) and when we likewiſe conſider, 
how by the infinite goodneſſe and providence of God, and the greate care and viſdome 
of your highneſſe, thoſe helliſh plots and deſignes have beene both wonderfully diſcovered, 
and timely prevented, and thoſe irreconcilable enemyes (by reaſon of conſcious guilt)

king hath abſolutely admitted thoſe pirates, that formerly inhabited Breſt, and all Iriſh P. 791. 
are to have like priviledg with the natives. I underſtand it is upon the termes they were 
at Breſt, viz. to have liberty to make ſale of there prizes they take by the king of Scotts 
comiſſion, paying this king a fee out of it. 
They goe on roundly at Cadiz provideing their fleete, which conſiſts of the number I 
writt you off in my laſt. They have ſent away three ſhipps to Hiſpaniola, with 800 
ſtout land ſoldiers, and all ſorts of amunition, fitt for the defence of that ifland. 
There are orders gone in thoſe ſhips to the Indies to all the ports to fortifie themſelves 
the beſt they can; the like order is come downe to all our ports in this kingdom, and 
they are in action about it.

HE encloſed articles were ſent to me out of England, as being the ſecret ones of 

the late treaty made between France and England; but having ſhewn them to the 
cardinal, he told me they were feigned by ſome body that is diſaffected to this crown, 
ſaying they were falſe, except a part of the 2d and 4th articles ; and to the ſecond he 
ſaid, that the ſame was not yet effectually true: only his eminence ſaid, that the lord 
protector was very earneſt for a league offenſive and defenſive, not as a general buſineſs 
againſt all, but Spain alone, with whom both the kingdoms were ready to engage in an 
open war ; without doubt his eminence thought in caſe Spain would not condeſcend to 
a peace, whereunto France is very much enclined. 


A copy of the ſecret articles of the treaty between England and France. 


I. 
T H AT France ſhall pay the four millions lent by queen Elizabeth to Henry the IVth, 
with the intereſts, being liquidated to 12 millions, payable at eight payments. 


2. 
That there ſhall be a league offenſive and defenſive.

That England ſhall furniſh the king with his ſhips at his charges to retake Dunkirk 
and Graveline, and the king is likewiſe to aſſiſt the Engliſh to retake Nieuport and 
Oſtend; and no aſſiſtance to be given to the declared enemies or rebels reſpectively.

(ROS that upon the 8th of April of the year 1654, there happened to ariſe a con- 
teſt in the aſſembly of the lords ſtates of Overyſſell between the members, about the

ſtates of the ſaid province, and 1323 acts in that quality, and choſe high and low 
officers both in the politick and military employments, and alſo turn'd out others that 
were legally choſen before the ſaid ſeparation, and took upon them ſeveral other affairs of 
the like nature, and importance: whereby the neceſſury authority of the government in 
the ſaid province was much flighted, the finances prejudiced, and both the juſtice and 
militia almoſt turned into confuſion, which if the ſaid ſeparation ſhopld continue much 
longer, it would ſoon be the ruin of the ſajd province.

Wherefore their high and mighty lordſhips the ſtates general of thoſe United Nether 
lands, after ſeveral offices and loving admonitions made i ei for the re-eſtabliſh- 
ing of the you and mutual unity in the ſaid province, at laſt out of a peaceable mind being 
willing to ſhew their further ſingular affectien and love to the ſaid province, did defire in their 
letter of the 28 Jan. 1656 ta the lords ſtates of Oyeryffell, that they would be pleaſed to 
depute fome of their members Tyhctently inſtructed and authoriſed to the Hague, to fuffer 
the ſaid differences to be accommadated by their high and mighty lordſhips, or their com- 
miſſioners, interpoſition, upon fit propofitions and expedients as ſhould be produced for the 
determination of the conteſts between them.

to uſe all good offices and endeavours, to the end the ſaid differences might be accomma- 
dated in love: who alſo in purfuance thereof having firſt defired and hat overture of the 
letters alledged on both fides, after mature examination of the ſame, for the accompliſh- 
ing of the ſaid their high and mighty lordſhips chriſtian deſign, the ſaid lords commiſſio- 
ners have propoſed and projected that the ſaid lords ſtates of Overyſſell, to re-eſtabliſh 
their province again in its former peace, and to meljorate the ſaid inconveniencies as much 
as in them lieth, as alſo eſpecially to prevent all further differences and breaches, would 
be pleaſed to order and declare by a ſolemn act to be paſt after the beſt and moſt legal 
form, that all what was done or acted in the ſaid ſeparated aſſemblies, not any one thing 
to be excepted, ſhall be held as null and forgotten as though it had never been done; 
and all what commiſſions, reſolutions, letters, deductions, and other writings publiſhed by 
them during the ſaid ſeparations, to be held annulled, and of no effect. But for as much 
as concerneth, amongſt the reſt, the perſon of prince William, therewith regard ſhall be 
had to the form in the project of the harmony tramed by commiſſioners out of the reſpec- 
tive provinces, and reported to their high and mighty lordſhips on the 3d of December of 
the laſt year: that likewiſe the commiſſions, and benefices, and offices, both temporal and 
ſpiritual, which were taken away during the conteſt and ſeparation, ſhall be continued, and 
the diſplaced officers and miniſters reſtored ; ſo likewiſe all contracts and obligations made 
by the one or the other ſide before, and ſince the 8th of April 1654, in the beſtowing 
i 2 places, or benefices, in general or in particular, ſhall be annulled by virtue 

ercof. 

And that henceforward no ſuch diſorders, confuſions, and feparations ſhall be un- 
dertaken for any cauſe or occaſion whatſoever, being ſo highly prejudicial both to the 
ſtate in general, and the ſaid province in particular. And likewiſe that all what hath 
happened during the ſaid am to the prejudice, damage, and diſhonour of any mem- 
bers of the ſaid province, whether noblemen, or towns of the one or the other ſide, made, 
token, writ, or undertaken, ſhall be held as not done or forgotten, ſo that this ſhall tend 
or a general amneſty. over the ſame, in ſuch a manner however, that the ſame ſhall be 
underſtood to be made on both ſides only out of pure inclination to the reſtoring of peace 
and unity in the ſaid province: and without that the fame ſhall tend in any wiſe to the 
prejudice of the honour or credit of the one or the other, which is wholly preſerved to 
all and every one in particular, and eſpecially that of the lord Rutgert of Haerſolte, droſt 
of Lingen, &c. as being herein moſt concerned, and is hereby expreſsly declared to be ſo. 

That morever to remove all further matter of ſeparation, and to avoid all occaſions of 
further differences, the ſaid lord Rutgert of Haerſolte, droſt of Lingen, &c. hath ny 
out of a peaceable mind, and without prejudice of his honour and reputation, ſuffered 
himſelf to be diſpoſed to renounce the ſaid election, about which the ſaid differences did 
firſt ariſe and proceed from, which was made on the 8th of April 1654, for the charge 
of droſſart of Twent : that in the mean time proviſionally the execution of the ſaid office 
ſhall be left to the lord of Bevervoorde : and that as ſoon as may be ſuch a xegulation 
ſhall be agreed an for the chuſing and diſpoſing of offices and places, as that 1t may 
done without any difturbance to the publick peace of the province.

H he lived at a place called Wanac Moore, and from thence he removed to St. Anne. 
ing aſked what condition the Spaniards are in? he faith, for the generality of them 
they are almoſt ſtarved, and uſe all the indeavours that may be for getting for Cuba, 
Being aſked where the Maeſtro del Campo was ? he faith, he 1s now gone for Watta May 
on the north ſide of this iſland, and that one George, an Engliſhman, general Venables's 
ſervant, did wait upon him; he faith, that the Maeſtro del Campo was going for Cuba, 
but news came from thence to him, that the king of Spain was fending an armado for 
their relief, whereupon he remains here, but moſt of the gentry of the land are gone for 
Cuba. Being aſked what 13 have gone lately from Cuba? he ſaith, about 12 days 
ſince were two, and carried ſome 70 perſons; he faith alſo, they expected two periagoes 
from Cuba, and that the people are waiting for their coming at a place called Reo Moua, 
and there are three hundred men, women, and children which live there, and have huts 
in the mountains; and when they diſcern an Engliſh ſhip, there are two fires made, and 
then the people go into the woods with their goods : more he faith, that there hath been 
a great mortality among them, for want of proviſions they are almoſt all ſtarved. Being 
aſked where the Negroes were ? he faith, ſcattered up and down thirty and forty together. 
Being aſked from whence his periagoes came ? he faith, from St. Anna, and that there 
were 32 perſons in her. Aſked what goods were in the periago ? nothing but clothes to 
his knowledge; and what are good they that ran away, carried them with them. Aſked 
whether any Spaniſh ſhips were lately at this iſland ? he ſayeth, there was a ſhip came from 


Carthagena, and landed about Point Pedro wine, ſalt, and Indian corn, about fix weeks 


ſince, and that there was another expected to come to them with relief, and further ſayeth not.

5 
concealed thereunder of very great importance, in regard they are kept ſo fecret. It is ſuffl- | 
ciently known, that there doth ſeem to appear a perfect amity and correfpondency between the 
king and the duke, and a particular relation and intelligence between them; ſo that hence- 
forward it is to be ſuppoſed that they will embrace one and the ſame deſign, whereby the 
old preſumption is now more and more ſtrengthned, that this treaty was not now, but well 
formerly reſolved in each other's thoughts. 
It is writ from Koningſberg, that the ſaid duke is to raiſe nine regiments of horſe 
and foot, and to march ſhortly with his preſent forces towards Littauw to reſiſt the Muſ- 
covites there. 
The earl of Waldeck, who is ſaid of a certain to be gone from Berlin for Holland, 
will inform their high and mighty lordſhips more than any body, of all feeret particulars.

A paper in vindication of mr. Richard Bradſhaw, the Engliſh re/ident at Hamburg, 


OR the ſuitable vindicatinge of the commonwealth in the perſon of the reſident at 
F Hamburgh, for the affronts putt upon him by the diſaffected amongſt the Engliſh 
company there, and for the future better regulating of that court, it's humbly propolcd, 

Firſt, That the cheif ringleader Francis Townley, who hath not only ſince his laſt com- 
ing over to -Hamburgh been the principal cauſe of all the diſturbance and diviſions 
among the company, but alſo has been the cheefe in deſſigning the outinge of the teſi- 
dent from the place of deputie, as alſoe the well affected from having any ſhare in the 
government, becauſe they would not goe along with him and his faction in that affront, 
but cheefly becauſe they applied themſelves to the lord protector, may be prevented from 
making the like diſturbances againe or plotting ſuch affronts, by making him uncapable 
of bearing any office in the company whatſoever for ſome years tyme, 5, 6 or 7 years as 
it ſhall be thought fitt, and alſo uncapable to ſitt in court during 7 years, as it ſhall be 
thought fitt, and alſo uncapable to ſitt in court during that tyme, becauſe of his turbu- 
lent ſpirit knowne to the whole company. | 

2dly, That all fuch as were actors, abettors or contrivers with him, or any other 
in the late unworthie deſigne of ejectinge the reſident or otherwiſe affrontinge him, which 
hath been frequent, as alſo all ſuch as ſhall be found to have countenanced or correſponded 
with any miniſters of Charles Stewart, or ſhall be found to have oppoſed or hindered the 
reſident in the ſecuring of George Waites his papers, or any way to have abetted, or ſided, 
or held correſpondencie with him ſince the reſident expelled him from Hamburg tor his 
traiterous | ry that all ſuch may be excluded from having any vote in court or bear- 
ing any office for three, four or five years tyme, and yet may be admitted to ſitt in court 
for the direction in the affayres of the company, and to have liberty to ſpeake their 
minds in matters relating unto trade, they behaving themſelves decently, and not pro- 
pounding any thinge which may tend to ſtrife or contention upon penaltie of being ex- 
cluded the court for the aforeſaid tyme, and notwithſtanding be ſubject to the orders of 
the company for their faults, becauſe ſome men accompt it a great accomodation to be 
free from attending courts, and therefore may give occaſion wilfully, of turninge out 
or abſenting themſelves. 

3dly, That the aſſiſtants in the government (as indeed their own charters require, 
though not regaded by the late diſaffected faction) be choſen of the moſt experienced in 
the company, and ſuch men only as are of known good lyfe and converſation, well at- 
fected to the government of the ſtate, and not under the age of 30 years, and ſuch per- 
ſons thus qualified and choſen not at any time after to be left out in the choice, except 
it be when there is choice of other like qualified men, or that they give juſt cauſe by 
their own miſcarriage againſt the ſtate or orders of the company, or that any of the ſaid 

rſons goe for England to live there, or ſhall with leave of the court obtayne liberty to 

free from houlding, or that ſuch prove inſolvent or bankrupt in ſuch cafes, and where 
the orders of the company for any crime makes any of the ſaid parties uncapable, he 
may and ſhall be left out in the choice and not otherwiſe. 

4thly, In regard the company at preſent in Hamburgh conſiſts moſt of young 
men, unexperienced either in the affayres of the company, and the cuſtomes and laws 9! 
England, as alſo ſuch as have had a hand in the atfronts putt upon the reſident, and 
ſtill do continue their deſignes againſt him and the well affected, and are moſt of ome 

uch

It's therefore propounded, that until others more hopefull, and that are not engaged againſt C 
the reſident, be grown up, the number of aſſiſtants, which by the charters of the company 
are limitted to 24, of which 13 muſt make a court, may for ſome tyme be diſpenced 
with, where there cannot be a full choice of ſuch like qualified men as aforeſaid, and 
that in ſuch caſe 9 may make a court, and this to continue only for five or ſix years, and 
not longer, without prejudice to the companie's charge. 

;thly, The place of deputy in Hamburg is PET eligible, and the power of 
chooſing or laying aſide of any man hath been and till is exerciſed by the company at 
Hamburgh onlie, though it ought to be with the advice of the company at London: 
ſo that it hath been found by experience, that ſuch deputies as 8 not comply with 
the corrupt humors of the major part, who are ordinarily the worſt, but have endeavour- 
ed to exerciſe their places according to their oaths and duties, have been yearly ſubject to 
their affronts, either by the turning them out, or leſſning their ſtipends ; by which it comes 
to paſs, that ſuch as have left their countrey and employment to do them ſervice being 
ſve diſapointed, have either yeilded to their humors, or elſe without friends have been 
utterly ruined. To prevent which for the future it's propounded, that the deputie at 
Hamburg may be choſen, but with the approbation of the company at London both 
for ſtipend an place; and being once choſen his ſtipend not to be leſſned, nor himſelf laid 
aſide but by the conſent of both courts, firſt to be ſignified by the court at London to 
that at Hamburgh, and to be done by them three months before the election, that ſo not 
only the company may conſider of the motion, but alſo that the deputy may be provided 
for the change. But if the court at Hamburg ſhall not conſent to the change, he ſhall 
then continue his place as before, by which means the company will be freed from all 

lotings and deſignes, and it will be an encouragement to any man that ſhall be deputie 
to execute his place chearfully, and alſo encourage others to come over when there ſhall 


be want.

HonoOURABLE SIR, 


Ince my laſt of the 22d I have received your two laſt week letters of the 11th and Vol. xxii. 
6 13th preſent, and remitted the incloſed to mr. Rolt, from whom we expect letters P. 593: 


this night, if come in tyme to incloſe. I have ſignified to fir John Henderſon according 
to your direction, with which I preſume he will reſt well ſatisfied, and betake himſelf to 
the Swediſh ſervice. I could not refuſe the civility of ſending forward his letters, 
though I told him my thoughts of that way, and diſſwaded him from it e're this. I pre- 
ſume you are ſatisfied in my care in ſending the letter of revocation to mr. Rolt, who 
hath welcomely received it as he wrote to me in his laſt. I expect him here within a fort- 
night, having furniſhed him with letters of creditt in ſeveral parts for what money he 
ſhall have occaſion of. The fregat may now come hither for him, if you ſo thinke good, 
but Rotterdam is the ſecurer place for the ſhip, it being difficult to find the mouth of this 
river in the winter time, and dangerous to fall in with it in fowle weather. 

I am ſorrie there is no ende put as yet to the buſines of the company; the faction here 
grow higher upon it; for now they ſticke not to ſay among themſelves, that his highneſſe 
may command what he pleaſe, but they will doe what they thinke meet. They are angry 
that mr. Baron comes not over to them, and were yeſterday about to have choſen another 
of their own faction in his place; but in the end, reſolved to write to him for his poſitive 
anſwer, that they may proceed accordingly : and they are much diſguſted with the court 
at London for adviſing them by the laſt poſt to have patience, and not heighten things till his 
highneſſe's pleaſure were known; which their committee ſolicited weekly, judging it an un- 
dervaluing of their authoritie to wait longer, ſaying it was ſufficient for their committee to 
wait on his highneſſe when he ſent for them; and ſoe much they ſaid yeſterday at an 
aſſembly ſhould be writ to the court at London by their ſecretary this poſt, who being 
wholy their creature and craftye, feedes the humor notably.

Hicu AND MIGHTY LORDS, 


Y lords, the lord cardinal hath told me, how that he had certain advice, as that an 

extraordinary embaſſy from Bruſſels or the lord don Stephen de Gamarra ſhould 
tuddenly make a propoſition to your high and mighty lordſhips, to make them jealous of 
the great encreaſing power of the lord protector and the commonwealth of England, and 
his near alliance with the king of Sweden ; ſecondly of the accommodation of this king 
and England; and that therefore there being ſuch a good correſpondency between theſe 
three, your high and mighty lordſhips ſhould do wiſely to foreſee and prevent the incon- 
veniences and prejudices, which will otherwiſe proceed from thence or follow thereupon, in 
caſe (as is reported) theſe allies and confederates do intend to conquer the Spaniſh Nether- 
lands on the one fide, and in Eaſtland, other kingdoms and countries, and to bring the 
buſineſs of Europe into a quite new poſture. Wherefore it is referred to the conſidera- 
tion of your high and mighty lordſhips, whether for the common good of the empire 
of the Spaniſh and free Netherlands there ought not to be made a league and confederacy 
between theſe, to prevent and deſtroy all ſuch deſtructive deſigns of the confederates, and 
that this ought to be done without any delay.

their mouthes; but poſſibly that objection may ceaſe, when I ſhall aſſure you firſt, that 
the councill heer neither indirectly nor directly know any thinge of it. Secondly, there 
is none of the petitioners but two, (who I have imployed to incite the reſt) that are 
knowinge of it. Thirdly, it by ſome meanes or other they know not, what rticulars 
to mention, as thos which wil be of beſt acceptance, they may thinke they have done 
enough in mentioninge ſom generals, which will neither convince us ſoe fully as enume- 
ratinge of particulars wil doe, nor wil be ſoe ſtronge an obligation upon them, nor ſoe 
thoroly ſifte and dive into their intentions, ſince many may not be ſcrupelous, to 
ſubſcribe a petition conſiſtinge of generalls, who upon condeſcendinge to particulars, 
might ſtart back. Fourthly, I have bin alwayſe ſoe openly a profeſſed ennemie to make- 
inge of bargaines betweene the ſtate and the people, that even to the two I intruſt I have 
declared, that I would not at all eſteeme this, if it ſpringe from any other principle, but a 
reall conviction and ſenſe of their duty, and that they wil be deluded, if they expect any 
other recompence but an acceptinge of it, as ſoe meant. But yet, fir, I have ſoe juſt a 
reſpect and obedience to your opinion, that I ſhall proceede no farther heerin, till I have 
the honnor to heare from you again, nor after, but as then you ſhall direct.

I moſt humbly thanke you for the newſe you are pleaſed to communicate to me : 
doubtleſſe the unitinge and deſignes of the ennemyes of the truth ſhould provoke the 
profeſſors of it to unite alſo. And therefore I endeavor that worke heer what I can. I 
am not doubtfull but ere longe to get the miniftry of this nation by a voluntary adreſs 
to owne, and publickly pray for the now authority, and in their ſtations to incite the 
people cheerfully to obeye and ſerve it. I have got the cheifeſt miniſters of late, to con-

Wat: Factor was ſtill in the countrey, and ſent mee 
word he had ordred an account to be given to him by a friend of his that was coming to 
you: he ſtill continues in the countrey, ſoe that I cannot ſpeake with him to give you any 
turther account, neither doe I believe, that you will have any that is good, for I underſtand 
he is here ſuppoſed to be failed, and ſome others of his partners, who had a good creditt 
upon the change, but now loſt. All trade here is at a great ſtand, and noe man knows whe- 
ther to ſend goods. The Turkes it's ſaid have ſeiſed all our merchants goods, and put many 
to death, but wee hope this comes from the hands of falſe intelligencers ; yett at preſent 
it puts us into a greate maze, and together with our own trouble at home makes us all 
at a ſtand. All the gentry of this nation are att preſent impriſoned, and ſtill every day 
more taken; to what intent is not yett knowne, but itt makes this cittie in a fad con- 
dition for want of trade; it's ene all may prove for the beſt att laſt. You ſhall hear 


from mee ſhortly by a friend that's coming over, and will give a perfect account of all 


comodities that will turne to any account here : In the meane while be patient, if you doe 
not here from mee ſoe often as you expect, for wee have little incouragement to my 
trade but fitting ſtill, all things growing worſe and worſe.

Leſſed be God, affaires heer continue in a peaceable quiett poſture, and our freinds vol. Axiv. 
B findeing, that their clamouroſeneſs hath not hade that ſucceſs they hoped for, begin p. 671. 
to be more quiett and ſilent then formerly. Allen and Vernon appeare little abroade, and. 
are verry angry at Sankey's compliance, whome I'll truſt as farre as I cane ſee hime ; but I 
thinke there may be good uſe made of hime, and therefore ſhall keep my old correſpon- 
dency and familiaritie with him. _ | ; 

I perceive by ſome intelligence I have mett with, that the Iriſh are bigg with expecta- 
tion from ſomethinge abroade ; their prieſts have been verry active to prepare the peo- 
le for new attempts. They give out, that their is a conſiderable number of officers to 

ſent out of Flanders, ſuch as weer formerly of this nation; but I ſuppoſe you have bet- 
ter intelligence frome thoſe partes. This incloſed will let you ſee what our intelligence 
is heer : how true it is, I can't tell; but however it will putt us uppon carefullneſs and' 
watchfullneſs. I doe intend to take advantage from their non-tranſplantinge to ſeize up 
pon and ſecure the moſt conſiderable, active, and dangerous perſons” refideinge within the 
provinces of Munſter, Leinſter, and Ulſter, whoe may legally be diſpoſed of as you pleaſe: 
to forreign ſervice or otherwiſe. I have taken what care poſſible may bee for the diſ- 
coveringe any ſhipps, that ſhall bringe ammunition and armes, and hope to prevent their 
deſigne therein. Wee have not one ſhipp of force uppon the weſtern coaſt. Wee have 
writte to the admiralty aboute it, but have had noe returne. It weer good we had 2 or 3 
ſhipps of countenance conſtantly to attend thoſe parts. Coll. Cooper is this morninge 
gone to his charge; wee have given hime information of the moſte dangerous perſons 
there, and have given him directions to diſarme them, and ſecure their perſons if he ſee 
cauſe. Queſtionleſs their hath bin ſomething a breweing there, which I have not onl 
from the intelligence ſent from my lord Broghill, but allſoe from ſome I have. mett wir 
heer. Wee ſhall uſe our uttmoſt to prevent any breakings forthe either frome Scots or 
Iriſh, It would be a great ſecurity, as allſoe an advantage to your intereſt, to have Gall- 2 
way (which is the ſtrongeſt towne in the 3 nations) well planted with Engliſn. At pre- | 
ſent there are not ſix familyes in it, and the houſes decay dayly. If you could treate:

[ wich, att which time wee proceeded to an extraordinary tax upon them, which p. 297.

and have this day mett for the county and cittie of Cheſter, and have proceeded to the 
extraordinary tax there. Wee likewiſe ſate this weeke upon the ordeinance for ejecting 
of ſcandelous, ignorant, and inſufficient miniſters and ſchoolemaſters, and have received 
articles againſt diverſe ; but I finde both in this county and the reſt, that it will bee hard 
to carry on that worke without more commiſſioners bee nominated, and have beene de- 
fired by the commiſſioners of the ſeverall counties, to intreate you, that more may bee 
added to them nominated in the ordinance ; and then I doubt not, but in a ſhort time to 
give you a good account thereof ; and for that purpoſe wee have thought of theſe incloſed 
or this county, and ſhall ſend likewiſe for the reſt. I finde a very greate wante of juſtices 
of the peace in theſe countys, both by reaſon of thoſe that refuſe to act, as alſoe of the 
ſmallneſſe of the number; and ſhall ſend you a liſt of ſuch as are conceived fitt for that 
imployment ſhortly.

Contrary to the treaties now in force between them and their reſpective friends and allies; Vol. lviii.

In favour of navigation, and for prevention of all hindrance to commerce, trade, and 
traffique, it is agreed, that all ſhips belonging to the one or other confederate, or the ſub- 
jects of either, haveinge the ſayd paſſports and certificates hereunto annexed, viz. all ſhips 
belonging to the commonwealth of England, or the people thereof, failinge in the Baltique 
ſea, and the ſhipps belonginge to Sweden or the ſubjects thereof, ſailinge in the ſeas of the 
comonwealth, or elſwhere in the ocean, ſhall paſſe freely without any moleſtation, hindrance, 
detention, or trouble whatſoever. 
And for the avoydinge of fraud and deceit, which may creepe in by ſuch paſſes, it is 
agreed, that if any of the paſſes be counterfeited, that it ſhall be capitall ; or if there be 
any goods in the ſhips not conteyned in ſuch paſſes, and belonging to the enemies of either,

TH E reſident of Sweden having received and peruſed, what the high and mighty lords Vol. xxxiy, 
the ſtates of the United Netherlands have been pleaſed to reſolve on the 11th of January P. 291. 

laſt paſt, and communicated to him on the 13th following, returns thanks in the name of 

the king his moſt gracious maſter, for the friendly and neighbourly aſſurances, contained 
in the ſaid reſolution; and in acknowledgment thereof, reiterates the declaration of benevo- 
lence made by his majeſty in his letter of the 4th of April, and by his extraordinary ambaſ- 
ſador the lord baron of Sparr in his propoſitions of the month of June, both of laſt year, 
viz. that not only the confidence and friendſhip, which has been eſtabliſhed for ſuch a 
long time, might be confirmed, but alſo be augmented for the ſatisfaction and advantage 
of both parties. Likewiſe, in order to ſatisfy their high mightineſſes in relation to His 
majeſty's armament againſt Poland, a declaration was delivered, wherewith their high 
mightineſſes, by their anſwer of the 14th of June following, containing ſeveral demonſtra- 
tions of affection, ſeemed and ſhewed themſelves to be very well contented and ſatisfied. 
About the ſame time there was alſo publiſhed by the preſs a preliminary manifeſto or 


relation of the reaſons, why his majeſty was forced to wage war againſt Poland; wherein,

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A. D. 1655. among other arguments, is to be ſeen a complaint, that not long ago it was attempted h 
SN VV Poland, to introduce ſome foreign fleets in the Baltick, to diſturb the protection of that ſea, 

which from of old particularly did belong to the kings of Sweden. Soon after the ſaid re- 

ſident, underſtanding, by common report, that an extraordinary fleet of men of war ſhould 
ſail from here to the Baltick, found himſelf obliged, for the mutual ſervice and ſatisfac- 
tion of their high mightineſſes, as well as of his majeſty, to declare and to mention the 
ſame, in a memorial of the 13th of Auguſt, as alſo in that of the 27th of Septembr, viz. 
that from the ſide of Poland endeavours were made, to inſtill into their high mightineſſes 
ill impreſſions, and inſtigate them to diſturbances ; wherefore the ſaid reſident cannot 
conceive very well, what occaſion there is for an elucidation of the words in his laſt me- 
morial of the 4th of this preſent year: Neighbours that countermine the peace of this Rate, 
The lord baron of Sparr makes mention alſo, in his propoſitions, of fomentations of male. 
volent men, whereof however, though very general and dark, their high mightineſſes 
were pleaſed to demand no elucidation. There is no ſtate ſo happy, which has not its il]. 
wiſhers, and it is not to be thought, that their high mightineſſes ſhould reckon themſelves; 
to be more exempted therefrom than others. So that it is no ways ſtrange, that others 
alſo, beſides Poland, might envy their high mightineſſes tranquillity. To doubt this, 
would be, to enquire after a known way, or nodum in ſcirpo querere ; neither is this of 
any concern. The queſtion is not of who endeavours to countermine their high migh. 
tineſſes tranquillity, or who encourages them to ſend a ſquadron of men of war, or whe- 
ther the ſame is done by others beſides Poland; for whether it is adviſed, or whether there 
is ſuch an intention, no body knows better than their high mightineſſes themſelves. The 
faid reſident refers only to the common report, (confirmed alſo by the licenced and weekly 
publiſh'd news papers here) with his humble and friendly proteſtation, that he is ready 
to contribute to the keeping up of a good correſpondence, according to the mutual ex- 
preſſions betwixt his mayeſty's extraordinary embaſſador, ( ſecundum præſentem apud exteras 
in vicinitate nationes rerum faciem, which are the words of his propoſition) and their high 
mightineſſes in the month of June laſt paſt ; and therefore he could not help making 
the aforeſaid - repreſentations, and . giving the well-meant forewarning, being now re-

* Hicn AND MIGHTY LORDS, 


THERE are letters arrived here from Switzerland and from Geneva, which import, that vol. xxav; 
the ſiege of Rapperſweil, undertaken by thoſe of Zurich by themſelves, did ſtill conti- p. b. 
nue, when the ſaid poſt came away; that the beſieged behave well; however that the 
works of the approaches were carryed ſo far, even to the very walls of the place, ſo that 
they work with ſaps; and it is believed with much appearance of truth, that after the 
breach is made a general aſſault will be undertaken ; and they are of opinion here, that 
the ſame is done already, the ſucceſs whereof, either on the one or the other ſide, will 
be of great conſequence. The army of the canton of Bern was at length likewiſe 
marching with 14000 men and ſeven guns; by the bad conduct of the rear-guard they fell 
into an ambuſh, whereby the ſaid army was pretty much put in diſorder ; they had 160 
ſoldiers lain, and their guns taken by the enemy, becauſe ſome that were not uſed to 
the like warlike employment betook themſelves to flight. So much is certain, that the 
beſieged in Rapperſweil did very much fire and triumph on that account. We hear like- 
wiſe that the marquis of Caracena has given permiſſion to the Switzer regiments in the 
territory of Milan, that are in Spaniſh pay, to go to the aſſiſtance of their countrymen, 
and that the duke of Savoy cauſed alſo a vaſt many troops to march to the frontiers, 
which gives a great ſuſcipion to ſome cantons, ſituated in the neighbourhood, as likewiſe 
to the republick of Geneva. This court ſeems to take the troubles of Switzerland very 
much to heart; and in order to compoſe the ſame by way of accommodation, has 
pointed a ſolemn ambaſſy, wherein the lord Rochefoucault will be employed, who, with- 
out the pleuriſy, whereof he is at preſent ſick, would have ſet out already. Here are alſo 
tidings that the emperor is fell ſick of a dangerous apoplexy.

the next day report being made thereof to the parliament, they reſolved to defer it wholly 
to the pleaſure of the king, and to make new remonſtrances for the return of the exiled 
counſellors. 

As for the buſineſs about the monies, the council hath put forth a new act for the 
putting in execution that of the king for the raiſing of the money, fo that he 1s reſolved 
not to alter it. 

The princeſs royal is very much careſſed by the whole court here. Some ſprak of a 

marriage between that princeſs and the duke of Newburgh, who doth ſollicit it; and 
thereupon ſome - ſay it to be the cauſe of her coming hither to conſult with their maje- 
ſties, as alſo the queen her mother. She was deſired to be at the dance on wedneſday 
laſt, but ſhe deſired to be excuſed, ſaying, that her deceaſed huſband died upon the like 
day; and in that reſpect ſhe could take no recreation. 

The duke Francis of Lorrain is lodged in the palace of the duke of Orleans.

thought, that from thence they will join the other ſhips that are fitted out at Portſmouth, 


making up in the whole, as I am informed, a number of between 40 or 50 ſhips, moſt of 


them capital ſhips and frigats. 


This week we have at laſt received tidings here from Barbados and Jamaica : a certain 


friend has communicated to me a letter of an officer, who is a captain of one of the ſhips, 
that failed thither under the command of major general Sedgwicke, dated in the port of 
Jamaica on the 8th of November laſt, importing, that they were arrived on the firſt of 
September on the coaſt of Barbados, without having loſt one ſingle man in their voyage 
thither; and having heard there the unfortunate ſucceſs of the generals Pen and Venables, 
they ſailed from thence on the 7th to St. Chriſtophers, where having underſtood the confir- 
mation of the ſaid unpleaſing news, they took water and ſome other refreſhments on board, 
and purſued their courſe between the iſland St. Cruz and Virginia, and came on the 22d 
before St. Domingo, where on a place called cape Tibron on the ſouth ſide of the iſland 
of Hiſpaniola they landed about 200 men to fetch water, but found no reſiſtance. On 
the 28th they ſaw two Engliſh ſhips, and arrived on the goth at Jamaica, where they 
found the militia in a great want of proviſions, and that thereby and by other hardſhips 
a great many officers and common ſoldiers had died; however the ſailors on board of the 
ſhips were moſt of them in health and better provided. There they underſtood, that 


admiral Goodſonn with 8 ſhips was gone upon an enterprize to the town called Real de 


Haſs, againſt which he had formed his deſign; but having miſſed his aim, was failed to 
a {mall town in the iſland of Hiſpaniola called St. Martha, where they had landed under 
the protection of their canon 400 men ſailors and ſoldiers, and forced the Spaniards to 
abandon their retrenchments ; and coming into the town they found, that the Spaniards 
were fled from thence with as much as they could carry, but purſuing the ſame for above 
12 miles up into the country, they had got a good ſhare of the booty, wherewith they 
were gone on board again, and having embark'd thirty pieces of canon together with 
the other booty they had fired the town, and went again to ſea from that port. I have 
heard from others, that general Forteſcue was alſo dead, with two lieutenant colonels and 
divers other officers and ſoldiers, ſo that there were not left above 4000 men both ſound 
and ſick. There are arrived here two ſhips from the Eaſt Indies, the one from Bantam

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A. D. 1655. laden for the account of the company with a good quantity of pepper, benjamin, and 


cottons, and the other with 175 laſts of pepper from Sumatra on account of ſome rivate 
merchants : the commander with about 30 men died ſuddenly whilft the ſame was ladin 
ſo that the ſame was not fully laden; and inſtead of being bound directly for Leghorn 
ſhe arrived here, which, as I am informed, will be a great loſs to the owners. 

A frigat of this ſtate has chaſed fome Biſcayers about Styſand, but they ſaved them. 
ſelves between the rocks on the coaſt of Britain; however a ſmall frigat with 8 guns and 
60 men is taken and carried into Plymouth. Another Engliſh ſhip has taken another 
Biſcay frigat with 62 men on the coaſt of France; ſhe kept but 4 men of them on board 
and landed the reſt near Rochelle. Having heard no further fea news, nor any tidings 
from Scotland nor Ireland, I conclude, &c.

Wee have alredy examined ſome to the 
articles, and have ſent out orders to apprehend the bodies of Midleton, and moſt of the 
reſt in this county. Thoſe in other countyes I ſhall give notis of, and of our proceed- 
ings to the major generall there. Wee are verilie perſwaded, wee ſhall find moſt of them 
guilty within the firſt perticular. Wee have ſent to ſecure their eſtates both reall and per- 
ſonall till a farther tryall. Wee have ſent for all witneſſes to be in the next meetinge, 
at which time wee ſhall proceed to trye the bufineſe. I have had many ſad complaints 
againſt the attorneyes in this county, and had againſt this meetinge ſent ſummons out to 
all attorneyes that were delinquents or papis; and they apereinge yeſterday, I have firſt 
taken the bonds ordered by the counſell ; another t that they ſhould never act any 
more as an attorney or ſolicitor in this commonwealth, without Foetial lycenſe from his 
highneſe and his counſell, or either of them ; and the moſt of them have done this, onely 
one, that did not apeare, which we have ſent to apprehend.

J Here received yours of the 31ſt of January, with 3 letters incloſed ſigned by his highnes, Vol. Xv. 
which I ſuppoſe ſhould have beene directed to my ſelfe, and therefore I have made p. 15. 


bould to cauſe a ſuperſcription to be added for the ſatisfaction of others, to whom it may 
be neceſſary for mee to ſhew them. I ſhall, to the utmoſt of my power, obſerve the com- 
mands his highnes hath laied upon mee therein. I have allready adviſed with ſome of the 
juſtices, that live in this towne, about that of the ſeamen ; and wee are of opinion, that the 
beſt way to promote the ſervice, will bee to ſummon the juſtices from there ſeveral devi- 
ſions to meete together, and then I may communicate his highnes pleaſure with more 
effect, and with better reſpect to the gentlemen, then if I ſhould barely iſſue out my 
warrant z and then every one may undertake his appoynted bounds, as it ſhall be mutually 
agreed on; and then alſoe I may have opportunity to ſpeake to them about ſome other 
things, which I am required by my inſtructions, and his highnes other letter, to looke 
after: wendſeday next is our day appoynted for that meeting. On fryday I have ap- 
poynted buſineſs with the commitlioners, and the weeke after I intend, if the Lord plcaſe, 
to ſpend with the juſtices in Suſſex; which I hope will not be too late for the ſervice of 
the fleete, att leaſt for thoſe, that will be laſt ready. What is to be done in the cinque 
ports, I hope major general Kelſey will have ſome influence upon, though in Suſſex. I 
tell you the way of my intended proceedings, that if you like them not, I may be helped 
by your counſell, for I am heere much alone, and have not beene formerly acquainted with 
this kind of worke, but I ſhall doe my uttmoſt, and leave the ſucceſſe to God. 

As for paying of the militia troopes in the way as it is now putt, it will be for his high- 
nes ſervice ; for whereas I am appoynted to pay 6 monthes pay, or as farr as it will goe, 
the truth is, the money rayſed in this aſſoſiation will not (after the neceſſary charges inci- 
dent to the ſervice ſhall be deducted) amount to above 3 months pay; for though I am not 
prepared to ſend an exact account, yett I doe clearly find, that Suſſex will not amount to 
above 1 500 l. per ann. Hampſhire 1000 |. per ann. and Berks will, I hope, riſe to 1000 1. 
per ann. which for the two firft counties is but juſt half as much as will pay the troopes. 
Indeed in the other, if the money be brought in, 1t may come neare the money appoynted 
to pay that troope ; but then there will be nothing left to diſcharge the officers belonging 
to the commiſſioners of the 3 counties, (which as his highnes letter ſeemeth to imply, wee 
are alſoe to ſatisfie out of this money, though we are not directed by what rule we ſhall 
proceed in paying them) ſoe that I ſhall not have above three monthes pay for the 5 
troopes in Hampſhire and Suſſex; and I feare the troopes in Berkes will be very unwilling 
to parte with the money rayſed there, to be paide into another country ; or if they ſhould, 
what they cann afford will be inconſiderable among the 5 troopes.

A French merchant POlmet living at Stockholm, who formerly went from here with 
41 the regiment of the count of Stirum to the Swediſh camp, ſet out laſt friday from 
Elbing, and arrived this day here in my lodgings coming with the Dantzick poſt wag- 
gon. He, by reaſon of ſome money he has to demand ot the king having followed the 
court every where in Poland and Pruſſia, and as it ſeems, taken a ſufficient notice of all 
that has happened there, has given us a further and nearer information of ſeveral particy. 
lars, which we have not had here as yet. , | 
As to the articles of agreement between his majeſty of Sweden and the elector of 
Brandenburg (as far as he knew of it) he told us the following, viz. 
1. The elector ſhall renounce all alliances prejudicial to the crown of Sweden. „ 
2. The electoral Pruſſia, as alſo the biſhoprick of Ermeland, ſhall for the future be taken 
as a fief from the crown of Sweden; however juſtice ſhall be pronounced decifively with- 
out appeal: upon renewing the allegiance no more than 4000 ducats ſhall be payd, with- 
out being obliged to make any further preſents, as formerly, neither ſhall it be obliged 
to furniſh in the Swediſh ſervice more than 1500 men, to wit 1000 horſe and 500 fot, 
3. The elector ſhall demoliſh the fortifications of Braunſberg, to the end that they 
may not be prejudicial to thoſe of Frauwenburg, which place together with the depcn- 
- dances thereof his majeſty retains for himſelf. ; i 

4. His majeſty ſhall enjoy half the toll at Pillauw and Memel, which ſhall neither be 
leſſened nor heightned but with the conſent of both parties. Neither ſhall the king 
heighten the tolls in his part of Pruſſia, nor leſſen the ſame, without having firſt treated 
and agreed the ſame with the elector. 

5. The elector ſhall be excuſed for the future from keeping any men of war for the 
ſecurity and conſervation of the Pruſſian coaſt. | 

6. The king ſhall be obliged to withdraw all his troops out of the Brandenburgiſh 
Pruſſia within 20 days time. 

7. The king ſhall be obliged to protect the elector againſt all his enemies. 

This is all that the ſaid merchant could tell us concerning the ſaid treaty. As to 
Marienburg he told us, that he knew for certain, that the elector had laſt ſaturday was 
ſe' night march'd his troops out of Marienburg being 7 or 800 men ſtrong, with 50 or 60 
waggons with ſick ſoldiers, which he believed were full 300 men more; all that remain'd 
there was in the whole not above 1000 horſe and 500 foot. The ſame day the ryx chan- 
cellor Oxenſtiern had ſent a trumpeter into the ſaid city with a letter to the lord Weyer, 
exhorting them not to be any longer obſtinate, but to ſurrender themſelves to his ma- 
jeſty upon good and reaſonable conditions. Weyers anſwer was, that it was not in his 
power; but that lord Guldenſtern and another, whoſe name the ſaid merchant did not 
very well remember, muſt likewiſe conſent thereto, as well as he ; ſo that it was thought, 
they woulc in a little time ſubmit. 

Count Magnus de la Gardie has left all his troops with the king, having taken none 
but his regiment of dragoons back with him, without which reinforcement his majelty's 
army was very weak, ſince the ſame was very much leſſened by deſertion and ſickneſs, ſo 
that the regiments, which before were 6 or 700 men ſtrong, could hardly march 300 at 

reſent. 
K His majeſty of Sweden would ſtay at Thorn, but prince Adolph was march'd with moſt 
part of the cavalry to Warſaw. 

The emperor's embaſſador (who has not been able theſe four weeks paſt to obtain an 
audience of his majeſty) was f-tch'd up from Elbing to Thorn under an eſcort of 300 
horſe, where the Turkiſh envoy was likewiſe come back. 

Mr. Rolt the Engliſh envoy took his leave of the king laſt ſaturday three weeks : the 
ſaid merchant left him at Dantzick, and thinks he will be here within 10 or 12 days: the 
ſame had made himſelf very much beloved at the court of his majeſty, and received 
great honours and favours from the king. 

As to the report of the count of Waldeck's having left the elector with great diſcon- | 
tent, and ſet out for England, it appears to be a great untruth, raiſed by ſome body that 


ported here at court and believed for truth, it being likewiſe publickly printed in the 
news papers of the 22d of January. The ſaid merchant has ſeen, that the ſaid count

But above all things one ought to make ture of a certain fund, 
in caſe warning ſhould be given for the capitals, as apparently it may be done, chit: y for 
ſuch capitals negotiated in the department of the ſubaltern receivers, to the end to 
have recourſe thereunto, which fund ought to be no leſs than one million of guilders, in 
the deportment of the generality, without reckoning the admiralties. For which purpoſe 
your high mightineſſes might apply to the province of Holland or to ſome conliderable 
members of the ſame, to perſuade them to it, to ſupport their high mightineſles, in 
which caſe we will undertake the ſaid reduction of all bonds, which are due on the firſt

IR John Reynolds hath preſented to his highneſſe the letter, with the inſtructions he A. D. 1655. 

brought from Ireland ſubſcribed by the officers. They have beene comunicated ro CLYW WI 

my lord deputy and major generall Lambert, and ſome little diſcourſe hath bene upon ts _ 
them; but I knowe not, nor can I ymagine what the anſwere or returne will be thereunto. right honour- 
In the meane tyme the unanimitie of the officers therein is not unacceptable, which wee able the earl 
dayly pray for the encreaſe of. Some tyme will be ſet apart for a through conſideration of Shelburn, 
of this buiſſneſſe; the reſult whereof ſhall be comunicated to you with the firſt ; 
I doe beleeve the perſons you mention in yours doe ſitt very uneaſie, ſince they have left 
the ſaddle : however I am glad, that their trouble ariſes out of their owne ſpirits, and 
that noe body hath contributed to it but themſelves ; and if they proceed to a further 
diſtance by the ſame ſteps, I beleeve noe body but themſelves will have much cauſe of 
ſorrow, or ever wiſh their returne, till their principles be mended ; and I thinke the beſt 
carriage towards them is neither to provoake them to it, nor court them from it. 

[ perceive there hath beene great endeavours to ſpread a paper of Vavaſour Powell's 
and ſome other Welſhmen, in Ireland, as in all places of this nation, and it is greatly 
hugged by ſome. I ſuppoſe your lordſhip may have ſeene it. There are animadverſions _ 
made upon It, of a very ſtrange and extraordinary nature. It is hard to judge, wheithet 
they be for us or againſt us. This booke ſtole out into the world, and now it is abroad, 

I knowe not wheither it be fitt or convenient to ſtifle it. The leiuetenant of the tower 
brought me one, which he ſeiſed upon, which I have ſent unto your lordſhip, deſireinge 
that it may not be knowne it came from my hand. His highneſſe had yeſterday a paper 
delivered to hym by mr. Cradocke and _ Lewis, who were ſent by the ſubſcribers 
thereof. It was occaſioned it ſeemes by Vavaſour Powell's paper, which carryed the 
name of many of the churches and ſaints in Wales; and your lordſhip will fee about 300 
hands ſett thereto ; but in truth all the names were ſubſcribed by one hand and pen, and 
very many of them without the conſent of the perſons. But this hath almoſt 900 hands 
to it, wr all ſubſcribed by the perſons themfetves, It came from them freely, and, as 
was profeſst by thoſe who brought it, is much below the affections of the ſubſcribers, and 
yet it ſavours of much Chriſtian affection, as your lordſhip will ſee by the coppy thereof, 
which comes herewith z and I have ſent it, that your lordſhip may ſee and let others ſee, 
that the godly partye hath not (as would be ſuggeſted by ſome) forſaken us. The 
ſubſcribers of this paper are knowne to be the ſober part of Chriſtians in thoſe 
rts. 

I have had nothinge of that intelligence, which I received in your lordſhip's, of tranſ- 
portinge Iriſhe out of Flanders into Ireland and Scotland; but it is not improbable, and 
therefore not to be ſlighted; I ſhall hunt after it the beſt I can. I ſhall not faile to im- 
portune the admiraltye, that ſhips may be ſent into the Weſt of Scotland. I have already 
ſpoke with colonel Clerke about it, who ſayth, that there are already ſome ſhips about 
Dublyn, which may be ſpared thither, but I doubt he is miſtaken, and therefore I ſhall 
not take that for an anſwere, but wee muſt ſee our maine fleet gone before that can be 
done, in ſettinge forth whereof wee have met with ſome difficulties; but bleſſed bee God, 
they are in ſome meaſure overcome. 

The affaires in the Weſt Indies are rendered by the letters, which wee received from 

_ thence the laſt weeke, but in an ill condition, by reaſon of the badnes of the conduct and 
the unſpeakable negligence of thoſe, who were truſted with the manadgment of thoſe 
affaires. This hath occaſioned the ſicknes of many of our men, and the death of ſome, 
Forteſcue is dead, and foe the army is without a ha commanded now by 7 colonels 
alternis vicibus. The fleet is in a good ſtate ; the moſt of what is come by the letters is 
conteyned in the encloſed print, whereto I will be bold to referr your lordſhip. His high- 
nes intentions are to proſecute this buiſſines, and to ſend ſupplies of men, part whereot 
will be, what your lordſhip can ſpare out of Ireland (as I ſuppoſe). | 

The laſt weekes letters confirme, that a peace is concluded betweene the king of Sweden, 
and the elector of Brandenburgh. Dantzicke ſtill holds out, and is ſoe refolved to doe. 
This agreement with Brandenburgh hath greatly diſappointed the Dutch, who had by all 
meanes poſſible inſtigated the elector to hold out, and are now preparinge 48 ſhips to 
fend into the Baltique ſea againſt the Swede. His highnes will doe what he can to agree 
them, for the ſake of the proteſtant cauſe, which is in ſuch a condition, that all the pro- 
feſſors thereof ought to agree together. The affaires of the proteſtants in Suiſſerland are 
not in a very proſperous ſtate. Zuricke is yet before Ropperſwill, without any great 
hopes of takeinge it in a ſhort tyme; and what befell thoſe of Berne, your lordſhip will

the evangelical cantons for ſeveral reaſons given by them. They find themſelves beſet on

without that they have received as yet any aſſiſtance from any of their friends. I have 
made known unto them the good inclination of their high and mighty lordſhips com- 
prehended in the ſaid reſolution, and offered them my ſervice, in all what they can deſire 
of me in order thereunto.

A letter of intelligence from mr. Petit. 
Paris, February , 1655. 


Eſterday the king ſent towards the chambers of this parliament, to bid them ſend Vol. xxxv, 
Y their deputies to the Louvre, to know his will in reference to the buſineſs of coin- P. 72. 
ing. Where being come, mr. de Servien told them, that his majeſty underſtood, that his 
edict ſhould be executed, and expreſsly prohibited them to make any more aſſemblies there- 
upon, or to make the report of what was told them, which might be done by each depu 
in his chamber, as well as in open aſſembly. Then the king himſelf commanded them 
to hearken and make their profit thereof: ſo this new coin (which goeth by the name 
of lis) begins to glitter, and ſtops the mouth of every body. In execution of the trea 
of this court with the duke of Orleans, mr. de Sonnieres (ſon to the late mr. de Brouſſel), 
heretofore governor of the Baſtille) is come here ; and it is thought his royal highneſs will 
follow him ſuddenly. 

The popiſh canton of Soleure has ſent a deputy to this court, to demand relief of his 
majeſty againſt the proteſtants, which 1t is thought will be denied them. I am credibly 
informed, that the proteſtant Swiſſers have ſent two deputies towards mr. de Villefranche 
Montbrun, to intreat him to take the command of their horſe in chief. 

Letters from Rome tells us, that the pepe did continue his noble entertainments to- 
wards queen Chriſtina, ſo far as to propound unto her the opening of the holy gate, as 
did heretofore Paul the third, to receive and honour the emperor Charles the fifth; and 
that ſhe was daily feaſted by all princes and grandees. That the embaſſador of Portugal 
had ſo far prevailed with his holineſs, that his demands had almoſt been granted; and 
that his ſaid holineſs did much approve, that the cardinal of Retz ſhould keep only the 
name of archbiſhop of Paris; and that the functions ſhould be perform'd by a great vicar, 
as long as he ſhould be in the king's disfavour.

IN my laſt I gave you notice of the king of Sweden's being upon his march with his Vol. xxxv. 
army towards Sendomir and Cracow, ſince which time nothing further is come in from p. 149- 
his majeſty ; but from Cracow it is ſaid, general Wittenbergh being now fully reſtored to 
health, broke up thence the 23d paſt with his forces, and on the ſecond preſent were 
marched together for Lublin to ſeek out king Caſimir with his adherents, who was ſaid to 
be at Reuſhlemberg, and (according to report) paſt all hopes of any aſſiſtance from the 
Tartars, as alſo exceeding fearful to truſt theſe Poles, whom he found once perfidious 
unto him. Marienburgh holds out yet, notwithſtanding it hath been earneſtly attacked 
already; in which ſervice the count of Donaw left his arm, and was alſo ſhot through the 
body: but we ſhall not leave mot violently to proſecute and continue the ſiege, until 
they yield, which we know cannot be long. The plague begins to be very ſtrong at 
Koning(berg, in as much as the elector and electreſs intend to leave the city very ſhortly. 


A Muſcovian embaſſador was expected there, being to go thence to the emperor's court. 
His buſineſs is yet private.

The Switzers having perfidiouſly treated for and obtained an armiſtitium for 6 days, and 

nowing that our army was ſtrictly enjoined inviolably to obſerve the ſame, came on 
friday morning before day with 3000 men, and fell unawares upon our watches at Rick- 
liſhweil and Wehtiſhweick conſiſting of 6 companies, with great fury and clamours, with 
an intention not only to put them all to the ſword, but alſo to deſtroy with fire and 
word all the villages to the very city.

OUR high mightineſſes without doubt have heard formerly in what manner the 
Y electors of Cologne, Treves, and Mentz, the biſhops of Bamberg, Paderborn, and 
unſter, as alſo his ſerene highneſs of Nieuburg, were upon making a defenſive alliance 
which now as it ſeems is come to an effectual concluſion. Since the ſame under pretence 
of being Conde's friends aſſemble a large number of troops on the borders of the Rhine.

Thoſe of Drycer and 
the upper biſhoprick of Cologn are march'd towards the Liege quarters; at preſent thoſe 
of Mentz, Bamberg, and Paderborn come to take up their quarters in the dutchy of Bergues, 
And whereas the ſtatholder Ruſſenborg at Duſſeldorp has the general command of the ſaid 
troops, as they write to me this day from Duſſeldorp, his ſerene highneſs of N teuburg is 
expected by poſt at Mulheim on the Rhine, where there is at preſent a dyet of the ſtates; 
he is ſaid to have ſent before 5 companies of Bavarian horſe, which are arrived in the 
upper part of the dutchy of Bergue, whither there are more ready to follow. The ſaid letter 
mentions likewiſe, that his ſerene highneſs of Nieuburg will for certain be declared general 
in chief of the whole imperial army. And whereas theſe affairs in the ſaid dyet ſcem to

SIR, 

EE have not as yet received your laſte weekes letters, but wee hope all is well with 
you. I cannot be without my feares in relation to his highneſs, till I heare of his 
perfect recovery. It will not become me to ſay howe much the intereſt of theſe nations, 
and eſpecially of the people of God therein, depends uppon and is wrapt up in his highneſs. 
I have as much reaſon as well upon that account, as allſoe uppon a more perticular, to be 
earneſt with the Lord on his behalf as any. Thoſe, that may ſecretly deſire and contrive 
harme againſt hime, would hardly eſcape the general calamitie, that woulde fall uppon theſe 
nations, and which they too much endeavour to pull uppon their owne heades and 
others by their murmuringes, mutteinyes, and wicked deſignes. 

I have nothinge new heer to acquaint you with, ſave that wee are quiet, and in a 
generall calme, as to outward appearance. Our moſt conſiderable enemy nowe in our view 
are the quakers, whoe _ to growe in ſome reputation in the county of Corke, their 
meetinges being attended frequently by col. Phaier, major Wallis, and moſte of the chief 
officers thereabouts. Some of our ſouldiers have bin perverted by them, and amongſt the 
reſt his highneſs's cornet to his one troop is a profeſſed quaker, and hathe writte to me in 
their ſtile. Major Hodden, the governor of Kinſale, is, I feare, goeing that way; he 
keepes one of them to preach to the ſouldiers. I thinke their principles and practiſes are 
not verry conſiſtent with civil government, much leſs with the diſcipline of an army. 
Some thinke them to have noe deſigne, but I am not of that opinion. Their counter- 


teited ſimplicitie renders them to me the more dangerous. I wiſh they bee not ** eb 
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flighted in Englande. Sir H. Vane, and ſuch like, whoe are as rotten in their principles, A. D. 1655: 
cane make good uſe of ſuch delufions as theſe, 5th monarchy, and the like, to carry on 
their deſignes. Mr. Weaver hath writ verry hotly to a freind of his, (who tolde me it 
as a ſecreſy) that ſir H. V. goes up and downe amongſt theſe people and others, endea- 
vouringe to withdrawe them frome their ſubmiſſion to the preſent government, which 
perhaps is no newes to you; but comeinge from ſuch a hand, I thought it not amiſs 
to give you this hint. His expreſſion concerninge him is, that if he bee not prevented, 
he will be a fad ſcourge to Englande. I hope you will ſend none of the breed of hime 
into Ireland. Sankey ſayth, that there weer ſome thoughts of mr. Salloway, but I hop 
you will conſider well what manner of Jorge to ſend hither, though wee wante a bats, 
which I have often minded you of, and doe againe ſend my deſires to you in this parti- 
culer, (aſſureinge you the publike ſuffers extreemly for want thereof.) To tell you, that 
in that one particular of the revenew you have bin manifeſtly couſined of above one halfe 
for theſe 5 yeares would hardly bee credited by you ; men have taken that from the ſtate, 
for which they payed 20]. per ann. rent, and have immediately let it out againe tor 
150 |. per annum; and, fir, this is to be made good in above 40 particuler inſtances, and 
fear'd that all your lande in Ireland is let at this rate. I knowe 3 men, that took 18000 
acres of the commonwealth's lande in the county of Meathe for 600 l. per annum, and let 
it out againe for 1800. Sir, and theſe were commiſſioners intruſted for lettinge your 
landes. Another, which let himſelf (being a commiſſioner) for 400 l. per annum, and the ſtate 
to bear the contribution, that which was at the ſame time let by the ſtate for 800 1. the coun- 
trey at the ſame time beinge as well ſtocked and planted as it is nowe. Sir, theſe and many 
more particulars might eaſily bee proved, they being ſoe notorious, that all men knowe 
of them; and truly we either want hearts or underſtanding to redreſs them. What doe 
you think of mr. Scawen tor ſuch a worke as that? I dare ſcarce venture to propound 
men, there haveinge bin ſoe much corruption of this kinde even practiſed amonge goode 
men, foe thought to be. Wee are in a very great ſtreight for want of judges. I have 
often writ aboute judge Donelan. I wiſh you would ſpeak with my brother Fleetwood 
aboute him. I ſhall be very watchfull over the Iriſh and Scots, whoe are both bigg with 
expectations of ſome new buſineſs. I hope ſuddenly to have faſte holde of the conſiderable 
perſons of the Iriſh of the three provinces, whome you may doe what you pleaſe with, 
upon the account of their non- tranſplanting. Connaught will be well looked after. My 
laſt propoſall about Gallway, if I ſoe repreſented it to you, as you underſtand it, will (in 
the opinion of all ſober men) much conduce to your future ſafety and advantage. I am

thoſe that directs for the paying the militia. I have likewiſe reccived yours of the 2d p. 77. 
of this inſtant, with a petition of col. Frecheville to his highneſſe; and give me leave 
to deale very plainly, could he prove a reall change in his judgement, and manifeſt both it 
and his good affection to God's people and the preſent government, by ſuch works as 
ſir Robert Markam did, wee ſhould be ſo far from grudging him, as that wee ſhould bee 
humble ſuitors to his highnes for his favour to him ; but we knowe- that mr. John Freche- 
ville was a colonel in the king's army, an active enemy, one that gave 10,000 |. with his 
daughter to match her into the fame tribe; and if not to a papiſt, at leaſt to the ſonne of a 
papiſt.

Notification made by meſſ. Daniel Weyman and John Copes, minifters o/ his ele&oral 
highneſs of Brandenburg, in relation to the peace concluded on the +; Feb. 16 56, 
between his majeſty of Sweden and his eleforal highneſs, 


OD has delivered his electoral highneſs, our maſter, from war, his territories from 
deſtruction, and his allies from the neceſſity of aſſiſting him with great danger 
and coſts ; ſince it has pleaſed him, out of his infinite goodneſs to bleſs the treaty ſo 
far, that we have got peace with Sweden. His electoral highneſs doth not doubt but 
your high mightineſſes partaking of the effects thereof, will be ſo much pleaſed with it, 
as they, according to their uſual prudence, will judge it to be better to take the certain 
before the uncertain, and that a tolerable peace is to be preferred before all wars, though 
the ſame was not undertaken out of an imaginary fear. But time may heal things, which 
before ſeemed to be very dangerous, eſpecially between parties, that cannot overcome 
the other without hurting the publick welfare, and with whom your high mightineſſts 
have conſtantly kept up an equal friendſhip, which they are both inclined to continue in 
all ſincerity. It was pity, that ſuch ſad miſunderſtanding happened between ſo near 
neighbours. And his electoral highneſs was no ways to be blamed, to defend himfeif 
with all his forces, ſince he could not obtain neither a peace nor neutrality. But as ſoon 
as his majeſty of Sweden offer'd reaſonable conditions, whereby his electoral highneſs not 
only kept his dominions, ſubjects, harbours, fortreſſes, rights, and properties, but alſo 
greatly increaſed and enlarged the ſame, all reaſons to expoſe one's ſelf to further dan- 
gers ceaſed, it being juſtified by the law of nature at leaſt to fave one's ſelf, if one is not 
able to ſave others. Poland gave way to the victorious arms of Sweden, and the ſtates 
of ſuch a powerful body ſubmitted themſelves unanimouſly under the obedience of another 
chief, ſo that there was no king of Poland in the country, neither kept the kingdom 
true to the king. All which ſhewed his electoral highneſs ficient reaſons by ſuch unex- 
ed revolutions, why he ought not to oppoſe ſuch a powerful hand, every thing obliging 

im and concurring to induce him to it ; ſeeing that he could not any longer be protected by 
his feodal lord, but when it would be too late, and that his electoral highneſs being almoſt 
deſerted by his allies in Pruſſia and Poland, ſaw no other aſſiſtance from others, but what 
would come either too late, or attended with more danger than ſafety. | 

Therefore his electoral highneſs, at the doleful requeſt of ſo many thouſand of ruin'd 
ſubjects, and the earneſt remonſtrance of his ſtates, did accept of the conditions that were 
offer'd him, and made peace, whereby the friendſhip of the neighbouring princes is obtained, 
and the way opened, to come from all ſides again into an univerſal good intelligence be- 
tween old allies, for the ſafety of the publick peace, preſervation of commerce, and a mu- 
tual welfare of every one in particular. 

And whereas his electoral highneſs is convinced of your high mightineſſes good and 
kind inclination to have aſſiſted him, if he had not made peace by his own forces, he 
acknowledges the ſame with all marks of gratitude, and has order'd us not only to give 

our high mightineſſes due notification of all the aforeſaid, but alſo to aſſure you, that 
Nis electoral highneſs in making the ſaid treaty has had the intereſt of this ſtate as much 
at heart as his own, and that he had conſented to nothing, that may any ways hinder 
him to perform what his electoral highneſs is obliged to, purſuant to the treaty of alliance. 
That for the future he will be always greatly inclined to ſhew, on all opportunities, his 
ſincere affection to promote the welfare of this ſtate, being aſſured that your intereſt can- 
not be touched without his ſharing in it. We do not doubt but this will be acceptable

] Receiven his highneſs his commands two or three dayes ſince for the ſending up a vol. xxxv. 
duplicate of the decimations of the delinquents eſtates within my aſſociation, which I p. 80. 
doe hereby preſent to the councell. Wee have noe more eſtates to be aſſeſſed then are here 
mentioned, and the generall receivers of each county have receiv'd all or moſt of the 
money ſoe aſſeſſed already; but itt falling ſo much ſhort of the ſumm, that ſhould pay the 
millitia, I have not diſtributed either the whole or any parte of itt; for to pay them leſſe 
then their halfe yeare's pay would more diſcontent them, then to ſtay *till the councell 

leaſe to ſupply us (ſome other way) with ſoe much as we come ſhort. The takeing of my 
Ford of Weſtmorland's, fir William Farmor's, and ſome other great eſtates in this county, 
hath made us fall as much ſhort of the pay of thoſe two troopes, as we ſhould otherwiſe 
have beene over. And the like hath happened in Bedfordſhire, Hunts, and Rutland : as 
they are little countreys, ſoe had few delinquents, and theſe very ſmall eſtates. I ſhall want 
noe leſſe then one thouſand and eighty pounds to pay the millitia officers and ſoldiers, and 
ſome other incident charges. I humbly beſeech your honour lett me obtaine your favour 
and aſſiſtance to the councell in this matter, that it may fare with us as with the reſt of the 
aſſociations. And indeed *till I have money to pay the millitia under me, I cannot put 
off nor purge out ſuch as are unfitt to be continued, which (together with the bringing in 
of more fitt men) is a moſt neceſſary worke. Concerning his highneſs other commands 
for prepareing fitt jurors, and the way of doeing it, I ſhall faithfully obſerve, and have 
been (though very privately) doeing ſomewhat that way already. I am

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The relation of his majeſly of Sweden's victorious encounter near Wleſtowiz, with 
the Polonian general Czarnetzky, happened February 8, 1653. 


of (a) late ſucceſsful encounter of lieut. coll. apy with the enemy by Radom, 
wrought ſo well, and ſtruck out ſuch a terrour into him, that when he got the 
news thereof, and certain intelligence withal of the king of Sweden his approach and 
march along the Weixell, he not only forthwith haſtily retreated to the ſaid river, but 
the Sendomirian gentry alſo, for fear of his majeſty, abandon'd the party. Now his majeſty 
having with all poſſible expedition advanced his march, and paſt the river Pilcza, by a vil- 
lage called Bronkow, towards Radom, getting nearer to the Weixel, and intending to 
paſs the ſame at Gazimir; but underſtanding by the way by his ſcouting parties, that the 
enemy had wheeled ſideways along the Weixel towards Solecz, his majeſty ſtranged ſome- 
what at this reſolution ; and therefore leſt the enemy ſhould get betwixt him, and incom- 
mode or damage the infantry and baggage, left ſomewhat behind under major general 
Bulow, he reſolved to alter his own march likewiſe, and to bend it directly toward the 
enemy, for to find him out, and to engage him thereabouts, But when his majeſty was 
informed by his commanded parties, that he was already withdrawn hence, and had paſſed 
the Weixell, and was marched away toward Gazimir, he likewiſe followed him thi- 
ther along the Weixell, which he paſſed February r in the afternoon, at Gazimir, to

A. D. 1655. ſee whither the enemy had directed their courſe, and finding the ſame had taken it 
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down the river toward Golombi ; his majeſty preſently ſuſpected their intent was to fall 
upon his flank in the march, and therefore reſolved to follow them as cloſe as might 
be, to obſerve their motion, and whether _ would not turn toward Podlachia. But 
perceiving the enemy had gotten a notable itart before his majeſty, he reſolved to lie 
ſtill a while in the head quarter at Wloſtowiz, and to let the regiments retreat to their 
quarters; when ſoon after his arrival thither, he got intelligence by a priſoner, that 
Czarnetzky ſtood but a mile and half off thence, with 80 companies ; whereupon his ma- 
jeſty forthwith took horſe again, and marched with the next at hand, late left wing, 
commanded by major general Henry Horn, and by the van now become the right wing, 
directly toward the enemy, ordering the right wing under major general count Wolde. 
mar, to advance likewiſe with all ſpeed after him. And having now reached the ſaid 
Czarnetzky with his forces, by the village Golombi, his majeſty ordered the two reg1ments 
of Quartians he had with him there, and major general Nimritz, as alfo colonel Kurck's 
regiments, to hang upon the enemy, and hold him play, until he could advance and fol. 
low with the body. Fa the mean time his majeſty ordered moſt of the horſe himſelf, and 
made them to advance, as well as the various bogs, paſſages, and waters would permit, 
giving the left wing to general count Douglaſs, and the right to field-marſhal Wittenberg; 
where at the beginning his majeſty's brother and generaliſſimo palſgrave Adolph, had 
the misfortune riding from his majeſty and the left wing toward the right, to get a fall 
from his horſe, and to break his right knee-bone. Now, when the left wing firit began 
to charge the enemy, and the king ſaw, that the enemy wheeled to the right hand, and 
endeavoured to force the flank of his right wing, whereby the ſame was conſtrained to 
alter his front ſomewhat, the king likewiſe altered the front of the left, and ordered 

eneral Douglaſs to give the firſt onſet, and with the commanded horſe to enter upon the 
= of the enemy, and to follow with all the wing ; which when the enemy perceived, 
he met his majeſty with ſtout reſolution, and fought —_y and manfully with both 
wings; and nevertheleſs in open field, was beaten out of it, ſome hundreds cut off upon 
the place, 12 ſtandards taken, as alſo divers chief officers, and amongſt them, he that 
commanded in chief under general Czarnetzky. The reſt of the enemy ſeeking to ſave 
themſelves with great confuſion, were purſued by his majeſty tor two miles, and many 
cut off yet, beſides ſome hundreds that periſhed paſſing the Weixell, the Wieſetz, and 
other waters, in their flight. In which action his majeſty had this advantage likewiſc, 
that though his ſquadrons and troops were ſomewhat weak in regard of a number of tired 
horſes, and many left behind with the baggage, and the enemy was much the ſtronger 
in men; nevertheleſs not one of his ſquadrons or troops was driven to yield ground, but 
performed their devoirs with ſuch reſolution and chearfulneſs, that they deſerve great 
commendation. The enemies ſtrength conſiſted of fourſcore companies, none leſs than 
of an hundred men: his majeſty had not 3000 of his own, beſides 2000 Polonians, in 
this fight, none having looked for ſuch a ſudden action, and moſt. being retreated to their 
quarters. The moſt high be praiſed for this victory, and bleſs the councils and actions of 
his majeſty with further ſucceſs. 

Sir, this is a true and authentick relation, confirmed by the king himſelf. Some add, 
his majeſty took Lublin too ſince, and his march to Ryſtiſh, Lamberg, and Camien Po- 
dolſki ; that the caſtle of Marienburg was upon the point of ſurrender to the lord chan- 
cellor gone thither. Letters from Holland tells us, that two Holland veſſels coming 
forth from Dantzick richly laden with packs and cheſts, to the value of 1200000 rix

| 1 there hath been no report made concerning the buſineſs of prince William and 

the lord de Wildt, for the accommodation of the differences of Overyſſel. The lord 
de Wit is abſent, and it is perceived that the next week Overyſſell being preſident, 
the ſame will make report but only ſummarily and in general, without communicating 
the agreement or project, which they pretend to keep ſecret. But not only the princeſs 
dowager, but the whole aſſeinbly is jealous of it. The princeſs dowager deſireth to know 
what is ſaid in that project of the prince of Orange; ſhe faith, that although prince Wil- 
liam do renounce his election of ſtadtholder, yet the prince doth not renounce. And 
yet thoſe of Deventer will have preciſely, that the one and the other do renounce. Of 


the prince of Orange is nothing is ſpoken in it. The ſtates general, yea the proper *

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of the raet penſionary are jealous of it, becauſe that the ſaid 8 doth take upon A. B. 1655 
him too much, and ſeeing him to cloſe ſo very much with prince William do begin to 
hate or envy him; ſo that with and by prince William he doth endeavour to raiſe him- 
ſelf, and to grow great. The princeſs dowager has ſignified, that ſhe hath ſeat an expreſs 
to Amſterdam to haſten to him the news of the indiſpoſition of the electreſs, and of the 
articles of the agreement in Pruſſia. The commiſſioner of Dantzick hath not yet deli- 
vered in his propoſition in writing, delaying of it on purpoſe *till he ſhall have received his 
letters by this next poſt ; for if it be true, that the chancellor Oxenſtiern is to come to 
Dantzick, 1 will fear here, that Dantzick will ſuffer itſelf to be bribed or cheated by an 
abbie or cloyſter, if the elector ſuffered himſelf to be deceived or bribed by a biſhoprick, 
and this ſtate will be very difficult to take an vigorous reſolutions againſt Dantzick. 
There being complaints come, that the king of Denmark doth take a toll of 18 rix 
dollars upon the ſalt inſtead of 14 rix dollars, they have reſolved to write to the em- 


baſſadors in Denmark about it. 


February 14. _ 

This morning was read the propoſition of the commiſſioner of Dantzick, containing [Ns 
frſt, interceſſion for the ſaid city ; ſecondly commiſſioners to enter into conference with 
him ; thirdly a declaration that the city will always remain faithful to the king and 
crown of Poland. Whereupon they have appointed the lords Bemmel, Beverning, De 
Witt, Crommon, Hoolck, Bootſma, Mulart and Yſbrants to confer with him. 

The lord Hubert, one of the embaſſadors for Sweden, hath propoſed, that now the lord 
Yſbrants being come, and no body of the embaſſy being wanting, and all being come with 
their train, that it did very much concern them to know whether they ſhould go or not 
go. Upon which it is again reſolved that they ſhall go, and that they do finiſh their 
equipage, and make themſelves quite ready, and that being done, that then they will ad- 
vile about their voyage, with an inclination that they ſhall go by ſea at leaſt as far as 
Hamburgh. 

The lord Vryberch being returned from Zealand doth report, that there they have ſo 
great an averſion to the harmony, that they would affront that perſon, that ſhould dare 
to ſpeak of it to recommend 1t. 

And from North Holland it is alſo known, that they will not hear any body to ſpeak 
of making a general of the horſe : ſo that the prince of Tarante and the lord of C Op- 
dam do ſtill ſtrive, and beſtir themſelves to take a bird that flyeth in the air, and it may 
be will never be taken. 

As to the paſſage money, Amſterdam and the like do begin to require to have the + ö 
ſame confirmed againſt thoſe of Dort and the like, for whom ſtandeth the lord raet pen- 
ſionary, whoſe friends do diminiſh. 


February 15. 

This day the lord raet penſionary hath made report of the buſineſs, which he and prince 
William have conſulted about for the accommodation of the differences in Overyſſel, 
but ſo general and ſummarily, that the aſſembly could not get to underſtand it, the whole 
remaining ſecret. Therefore it hath been alſo a conference with the reſident of the Hans 
towns upon the reſolution of the 25th of January laſt : they propoſed to him, that the 
Hans towns, enjoying the benefit of the Mediterranean ſea, being cleared of the pirates 
by the ſhips of this ſtate, it were but juſt, that the Hans towns ſhould contribute to defray 
the charges : he made anſwer that he would make report thereof ; but ſince he doth 
not correſpond directly but with the towns of Lubeck, Bremen, Hamburgh, and that 
all the other towns ſituated upon the Baltick ſea are under Sweden, Brandenburgh, 
Courland, Denmark and Holſtein, that it will be requiſite, that this ſtate do make the 
like propoſition to the miniſters of thoſe kings and princes, to the end that the ſaid courſe 
may be taken withal. 

Holland hath propoſed to renew the ordinance of the year 1653 againſt frauds, which 
Zealand doth refuſe to obey. 


Feb. 16. 


The preſident hath propoſed, that the miniſters of Brandenburgh had told him, that 
they were reſolved to make overture of what they knew concerning the treaty of Pruſſia, 
not as having any charge, nor likewiſe the treaty, but to give as much as they are able, 
ſatisfaction againſt the murmur and diſturbance, which this ſtate maketh for the treaty of 
Pruſſia, as if it were contrary to the treaty of the 27th of July made with this ſtate ; 
hoping to prove the contrary ; requiring ſome commiſſioners. When that was propoſed 
Holland oppoſed it, ſaying, that to give commiſſioners of ſtate to perſons, who would 
only ſpeak nomine private, was not proportionable : that they might addreſs themſelves

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A. D. 1655. to ſome members of the ſtate in private. At laſt they agreed they might make it ta 
& tte lord preſident, ſo that it doth appear that Holland is ſeriouſly angry, and in gooc

offered, after that manner as Holland doth defire it, but do incline to demand publick 
audience. I do alfo underſtand, that thoſe minifters have a copy of one or two of the 
articles of the ſaid treaty, which are or ſeem to fave the treaty of the 27th of July, 
But they ſay here they muſt ſee all, and that there may be other articles, which do annul 
the ſaid treaty.

The miniſters of Brandenburg have had audience, and declared though for ſome reaſons 
(which do not concern the ſtate) they cannot communicate all the treaty in it's full terms; 
that yet however the elector hath not yielded to any thing, which may in any wiſe offend 
this ſtate, or the treaty of the 27th of July, which they were deſired to give in writing, 

The admiralty of Amſterdam hath aſſured, that before the end of this month they ſhall 
have ready the 24 ſhips. They have alſo again mentioned, that the Hans towns ought 
to contribute towards the charges this ſtate hath been at, in the clearing of the Medi. 
terranean ſea of the pirates. 5 

This morning the lord Bemmel and other commiſſioners of the ſtates general were af. 
ſembled, and did examine the propoſition of the deputy of Dantzick, and premeditated 
the matter, which they have to treat with him upon : and upon that there is to be a con- 
ference again to morrow, where the {aid deputy is alſo deſired to come. 


February 18. 


This morning there was a conference between the commiſſioners of the ſtates general 
and the envoy of Dantzick, who hath deduced his propoſition a little more particularly, 
and given them to underſtand, that he doth offer realities unto them. Now in regard 
that the ſtates of Holland are not completely together, they muſt ſtay till the next week, 
And in the mean time there hath not paſſed any thing remarkable to day, only that the 
ſaid envoy expreſs'd, that the reality conſiſted in ſome aſſiſtance of men and officers, 
whereof the commiſſioners have made report, for which they had thanks given, and deſired 
to continue the conference. | 

The miniſters of Brandenburg have in particular made complaint of the little eſteem, 
that was made of them, that they did not vouchſafe to give them commiſſioners, and that 
therefore they gave ww this general notification already printed by their order. That 
otherwiſe, in caſe they had given them commiſſioners, they would have deduced the 
ſame by reaſons, and exhibited ſome ſufficient copies. 

The buſineſs and complaint of the viſiting of the ſhips of this ſtate at fea by the 
Engliſh hath alſo been in debate.

May 1T PLEASE YOUR WORSHIPP. 


Y laſt unto you was of the 18th of January, but feareing it may miſcarrie, and the 
buſines ſomewhat importing mee, cauſes mee fend a copie thereof. In Decem- 
ber 1654 I writ you, that his highnes haveing accepted of Richard Sallaway ciq; as his 
embaſſador for this porte, the Levante company or ſome of them had thereupon writ 
mee to give the place, without an order ether from his highnes or the right honourable 
the councell of ſtate, For anſwer thereunto I writ them under the 8th of Decemter 
1654, that without an order I durſt not come from hence; therefore defired them to 
+ know theire pleaſure therein, and to ſend mee the reſulte thereof by all waics and mcanes, 
and they ſhould ſee, that I would not ſtay an hower more than needs muſt. And bccaule 
I know theire cheefe end in getting mee away was to fave theire money, therefore writ 
them, that if his highnes did ſay, that I ought to have come away without an order, I 
would beare the expence myſelfe rather than hazard his highnes diſpleaſure in coming 
away without one; wherein I earneſtly intreated your worſhipp's aſſiſtance, that a fper..y 
anſwer myght be obtained, ſoe that if it were his highnes pleaſure to have mee quitt 
the place, e're his embaſſador arrived, I might ſuddenlie know thereof; otherwilc ] 
myght lye here longe at a greate charge to my verie great damage. But unto this day 
1 did I never here, that the company have ever ſoe much as applyed themſelves to alke the: 
an queſtion, whether I ſhould bee call'd away or not; or if they have, it hath bine with 
6 7 wax ca elſe ; ſoe. that anſwer was not expected unto the one, unleſs the other were 
Wt granted. If they had ſought it, I am confident 1 might longe ſince have had ſuch an 
1 | anſwer, as would have bine ſatisfactory unto mee; but for many months have [I bine fedd 
F with faire words from the huſband ; firſt hee writes mee, that the company would ſud- 
| denly give me an anſwer. Secondly, that they would doe it, when they ſhould prelent 
mr. Garway. Thirdlie it is ſay'd, that hee ſhould bring mee an order. And Jallly, 
that they were reſolv*d, not to ſtirr in the recalling of mec, until] theire embaſiaccr {hould 
be confirmed; and in the mean time while I did ſtay, there was no queſtion, but che) 
would allow mee my due; adding that fir Thomas Bendiſh ſtood recalled, and this untill 


the 27th of Auguſt 1655. Yet after all this feareing, that his highnes will not contrme 
Dil. 
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mr. Garway, but that another may bee ſent by his highnes, they for prevention of which A. D. 1655. 
doe now owne fir Thomas Bendiſb, and appoynte him his ſallary; and mee they diſowne, 
writeing mee to come away, without conſente of my lord protector or the right honour- 
able the councell of ſtate. And becauſe I have refuſed to come away without theire con- 
ſents, therefore doe they throw all the diſgrace upon mee that they can, as by the incloſed 
letter will appeare ; which letter hath bine ſent from place to place, opened ſundry tymecs 
and read; and when they had made what uſe they pleaſed of it here, and all ſhipps 
gonn out of porte, then is it ſente mee; and not only ſoe, but they likewiſe reſuſe to pa 
mee my due for this laſt 18 months, and alſoe thoſe monyes, which I have otherwife 
diſburſt for them; and barelie becauſe I will not come at theire call without the conſente 
of the ſtate, which I ſhall not doe whatever befall mee. I have given anſwer unto theire 
letter; wherin tell them, that I dare not quit the place without conſente of his highnes, 
or the right honourable the councell of ſtate; but ſoe ſoone as 1 ſhall know theire plea- 
ſures therein, I ſhall give readie obedience thereunto. I have therefore humbly praycd 
his highnes with his right honourable councell, to take the premiſes into theire grave con- 
ſideration; and that if it be theire pleaſures to have mee quitt the place e're theire em- 
baſſador arrive, then an order may bee granted unto the company for that purpoſe; and 
that they may likewiſe bee ordered to pay mee my ſallary for the tyme I have been here, 
as alſoe what monyes have bine diſburſt by mee for theire account; or if the flate ſhall 
thinke it meet to continue mee here, untill theire embaſſador arrive, ſoc much may be 
made knowne unto the company, that foe I may bee ſaved from that ruin and diſgrace, 
which theſe men have and will indeavour to throw upon mee. Wherein I humbly in- 
treat your worſhipp's aſſiſtance, according to the equity of my cauſe. I have had trouble 
for the company now 3 12 two yeares of which I have been forced to keep houſe, 
knowing that if I ſhould ſtirr abroad, I ſhould have affronts put upon mee to the dit- 
honour of the ſtate; and Iam in that condition, that not any of our own nation dares 
come nere mee without extreame hazard of one Ananea or other to be layd upon him; 
nor have I ſoe much as ſeene any of his mallignant preiſts ſince I came here within doores. 
This condition have I bine Jong tyme for them ; and after all this, they doe not onely 
diſgrace mee, and diſowne mee, but intend likewiſe to ruin mee in eſtate, as is afore- 
ſaid, they being my debtors for ſallary and monye expended 15001. and barche becauſe 
I will not come from hence without your conſents, doe they refuſe to pay mee. Sir 
Thomas Bendiſh with thoſe of that faction ſtudy night and day of late, how to gett fir 
Thomas owned and confirmed, and mee call'd 43 in diſgrace; and for that purpoſe 
have their combinations in all places. And to encreaſe theire faction, this is the courſe 
they take: they incourage ſome to trade for this place contrarie unto all acts of the 
company, and them hee countenances, and deſires an encreaſe of that number, that there- 
by hee may make the greater diviſion amongſt the company, and increaſe a party for 
himſelfe. Nor doe they ſtick to ſay, ſweare, or doe any thing, whether true or falſe, 
that may but carrie on theire deſignes. I have forborne to give you an account of fir 
Thomas Bendiſh his proceedings with mee againſt or in aftronte to the ſtate, for theſe 
reaſons; firſt becauſe that ſoe long as hee is in power, no man darcs evidence what hee 
knowes, unleſs hee intend to be ruined by Ananea : ſecondly I have bine longe in expecta- 
tion of my returne, hopeing that I might have bine ſoe happie as to have mett him at 
the councill-board, where J am confidente I could make it appeare, that hee never had 
any intention to ſurrender. It is now ſayd, that hee 1s againe confirmed. This is the 
5th tyme they have publiquely declared it, and ſome tyme ſince pretended, that they had 
letters from his highnes for the grand ſignet to deliver at diſcretion. When I ſee ought 
from you, I ſhall believe it; untill then J ſhall give no credit to theire reports. For 
affayres of this place, thus much. 

From Bugdanea it is adviſed, that the people of that province are againe up in armes 
againſt the prince; and hee takeing to his aſſiſtance ſtrangers, it is probable they will de- 
ſtroy the country, if the prince of Tranſilvania aſſiſt him not. The Venis bayly moves 
not; nor hath Capello any hopes of getting from Andranople, whilſt this vizire governs. 
There hath bine lately ſome trouble with the Spahees for their pay, but the vizir haveing 
borrowed mony to pay them, all things are againe in peace, and the vizire for his good 
ſervice herein hath bine veſted by the grand ſignior, and was likewiſe promiſed, that 
hee ſhould bee continued vizire ſoe long as he pleaſed. This was the ſame of what 
then writ. Since which here are letters arrived from enſine Baſha, who adviſes the 
grand ſignior, that unleſs hee ſuddenly ſend the Janaſaries and Spahees theire arrears, theire 
intentions are to quit the iſland of Candia; and ſecondly, that untill they fend him a 
ſtronger power then yet hee hath, hee ſhall not bee able to doe ought in that place. 
Hereupon they have had a greate councell, wherein it is agreed, that forthwith the ſoul- 
diers ſhall have theire pay, and 7000 freſh ſouldiers ſhall be ſent with all poſſible ſpeed, 

It is ſayd, that wee ſhall ſuddainly have a change both of the capt. Baſha and enfine Baſha 


theire generall in Candia : but all men are of the opinion, that hee will not ſurrender, There

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A. D. 1655. is now advice from the Engliſh of Alleppo, that after Saddee Baſha had burnt theire ſub. 
urbs, and beſiedged the city forty dayes, ſeeing hee could doe noe good on it; and that 
the Byes threatned to raiſe forces againſt him, tooke a prefente of the city, and went 
from thence unto Shiuas, where he is ſince received: ſo all is there in peace. From 
Bugdanea they adviſe, that theire difference is againe compoſed by impriſoning three men, 
whom the people eſteemed to bee evell councellors, The Venis 1 moves not.

"the command of major general Sedgwicke, and the proviſions which afterwards from time 
to time have been ſent thither, the affairs there will be put into another poſture. I am 
told, that there are ſtill ſome more ſhips ready to be ſent thither with all neceſſaries. The 
ſhips fitted out to ſail under the generals Blake and Montagu are, except ſix of them, ſail'd 
down the river Thames tor the Downs, and are to be all of them ready, as I am inform'd, 
in the beginning of March at Portſmouth. General Blake went yeſterday to the fleet, 
but general Montagu 1s ſtill at his eftate in Huntingtonſhire. Some days ago I heard, that 
almoſt all of the chief officers in the army, as well in Scotland as in Ireland, are order'd to 
come hither to the lord protector : ſome of them are already arrived, and it is thought 
the reſt will be here likewiſe in a few days. I am alſo inform'd, that very ſoon a pub- 
lick faſt and prayer-day will be appointed. The Biſcay frigate, which is carried into Ply- 
mouth, as mentioned in my former letter, has ſince been condemned by the court of ad- 
miralty; but I have not yet heard, that any private commiſſions have been granted from 
this ſide.

mean themſelves quietly, that yet nevertheleſſe I mind the driving of things here to ex- 

tremitys, by expelling men from the mga, who have appeared in the trubling of the 

peace thereof ; and thereupon you are pleaſed to give me your opinion and advice not 

foe to proceed, but rather to follow the good example of his highneſs in his dealing with 

{uch peeviſh men. 

Truely, fir, I am fo farre from taking ill your good advice, as that I heartily thanke 
you for it; wiſhing thoſe perſons, with whom I have to doe, (much againſt my mind) 
were ſoe ingenious as to ſee their error, and to lay hold of thoſe oppertunitys, and that 
good adviſe, miniſtred to them by their friends. 

Though I have had but little time ſince your letter came on, yet in purſuance of your 
direction to make tryall againe of them, I preſently aſſembled the company here, to ſee ; 
if any thing writt to them by this laſt poſt (as ſuppoſing their friends might have hinted 
ſomething to them by way of adviſe) had abated their reſolutions of ſtanding it out to 
the utmoſt, But according as I expected, ſoe I found them, reſolved in a confederate

Sir, I ſuppoſe you do miſtake in apprehending, that the putting of thoſe three leading 
men of that troubleſome party from aſſiſting in the government, where they have acted to 
ſoe much diſturbance, is an abſolute expelling them from the company. They may in- 
Joy to all intents and purpoſes the benefitt of commerce and trade in the company, 
Whilſt (as a juſt reward, or rather as a gentle puniſhment for their abuſing of the liberty, 
and their peremptory abridging of others of it, for doing but their dutys) they be ſuſpend. 
ed from ſharing in the government, which was managed in peace and honour, whilſt ſome 
of them were abſent, and where there is noe need of them. . 

Being perſwaded of mr. Townley's reſolution to turn every ſtone, with the aſſiſtance of 
his numerous party, to caſt an odium upon me, I have thought it ſuirable, that I be

Of the conference held the day before yeſterday with the commiſſioner of Dantzick, 
was this day further mention made ; but thoſe that made the report not agreeing very 
well together, they reſolved to demand his propoſition in writing. 

This day it was reſolved to write to the college of the admiralty of Amſterdam to 
have in readineſs a man of war and a ketch, to tranſport the embaſſadors (deſigned to the 
king of Sweden or for Pruſſia) with their baggage for Hamburgh. Of the embaſſadors 
deſigned to the elector of Brandenburgh no mention was made. 

The officers of the elector of Brandenburgh having ſeized upon the duke's houſe at 
Orſoy, where the governor was uſed to lodge, the councill of ſtate hath adviſed, that 
the governor ſhall retake it, and keep the poſſeſſion and habitation, and the ſtates general 
have agreed to the advice. 

They expect vice admiral de Ruyter with his ſquadron here. 

They have had in debate again the viſiting of the ſhips at ſea; but they have referred 
it, till they ſee what becomes of the maritime treaty in England.

In regard that ſeveral ſhips were ready to go to ſea, alſo ſome being already gone to- 
wards the eaſt, the college of Amſterdam hath writ, that it would be convenient to 
forbid the reſt to go away till a certain time; whereupon it is reſolved to write to all the 
colleges of the admiralty, not to ſuffer any ſhip to ſet fail till the firſt of April.

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A. D. 1655. 11th, We with the Arms of Holland, Laurel, Paul, and Martyn, ſet fail from the 
V harbour of Jamaica, and according to the contents of my inſtructions ſtood over for the

coaſt of Carthagena. | 

17th, We fell in with the land about three leagues to leeward of Sand- bay. The ſame 
day the Laurel looked into Carthagena, we met with him in the evening. Capt. Kerb 
informed me, that he ſaw in the harbour eleven ſail, whereof ſix conſiderable ſhips : 1 
we ſtood to the weſtward, intending to ſpend ſome time about the iſland. 

19th, We came to an anchor before Palme-iſland. This night we ſent our boats towards 
the main to ſurprize boats or veſſels, that trade between Carthagena and Tuloo, for 
the attaining true intelligence of ſtate of buſineſs at Carthagena or elſewhere. 

20th, Our boats returned, but brought no news of the buſineſs aforeſaid, only he chaſed x 
boat aſhore, which they got off and funk, by reaſon that the Spaniards carried away her ſail, 
oars and rudder. This night we ſent our boats, who returned the next day, but attained no 
news, &c. | | | | 

23d ditto, We ſet ſail from Palme intending for Porto- bello, according to a reſult of 
a council of war. This night the Paul ſpent her foretopmaſt. 

24th ditto, This morning we had a hard gale northerly and a great ſea, and upon the 
conſideration of the condition of the Paul, I thought not fit to proceed any further as to 
go with the ſquadron for Porto-bello ; ſo we ſtood again for the iſland : the Martyn we 
ſent to look into the ſaid port. 

26th, We anchored again before Palme-iſland, at night we ſent our boats towards the 
main for attaining the ends before ſpecified : they returned the next day but brought ng 
intelligence. 

— We ſet ſail and ſtood to the weſtward, intending to ply to and fro on the offing 
of the iſlands; about two in the afternoon we ſaw a ſail, to whom we gave chace, but in 
little time we made her to be the Martyn; we anchored this night under Furtee. 

Feb. firſt, About 6 in the morning we weighed and turned off, the wind northerly, In 
the afternoon the commanders being on board us, we reſolved to ſend our boats with a 
conſiderable number of men under the command of capt. Kerby, to go a ſhore to a village, 
that lyeth about 3 leagues to the eaſtward of Palme; but it was ſo long before we could 
get 10 far eaſterly as with conveniency (Feb. 2d) to ſend away our boats, that we were 
prevented : ſo we ſent away our boats about three in the morning to the main, but they 
returned not this day. 

3d, Our boats came to us this morning, they informed me, that they chaſed aſhore a 
boat near Tuloo, ſhe was laden with Indian corn, burthen about 25 tuns: the enemy 
ſunk her before our men got on board, ſo our men fired her; about 10 a clock we ſaw 
a fail, to whom gave chace with good hopes, that we ſhould come up with her, but our 
hopes were fruſtrated ; about 7 at night we loſt ſight of her, at which time we were 
about 18 leagues to the weſtward of Furtee, we with the Laurel ſtood to the weſtward 
all night, Arms of Holland, Paul and Martyn bore away to the iſland. 

At 6 of the clock this morning, we having looked abroad and ſaw no ſail, bore up and 
ſailed about 5 or 6 leagues to the northward, ſuppoſing they might be to leeward of us : 
about nine we ſeeing nothing, nor no fail, ſtood to the eaſt, intending for the iſlands to look 
for the reſt. 

5th, About 4 in the afternoon we being near Furtee, little wind northerly, fo that 
we could not weather the ſhoals that lye on the weſt part of theſe iſlands, we bore up 
and came to an anchor on the ſouthweſt part of the iſland. 

6th, We weighed about 6 this morning, and ſtood to the eaſtward, about 5 in the even- 
ing we met with the reſt near an iſland called Mengler, in little time we reſolved to make 
ſail and to ſtand to the weſtward to clear ourſelves of the iſland, and to ply to the eaſt- 
ward, and to look in at Carthagena, after which to repair to Jamaica. 

8th, We were before the ſaid place at 5 in the evening, and had good view of the 
ſhips in the harbour. I ſaw 9 in number, 5 good ſhips, two about 6 or 7 ſtore, two 
ſmall veſſels in cloſe by the walls of the town. 

ioth, About 5 this evening we had the river Degrandy about 4 leagues from the 
north-eaſt, ſo we put over from that coaſt with a hard gale of wind at north-eaſt. 

14th, About 7 this morning we fell in with the land ſome 8 leagues to the weſtward of 

the harbour of Jamaica, for we plyed to windward all day but got little. 
15th, About three in the afternoon we weathered the iſland that lyeth before the har- 
bour of Jamaica, by the good hand of God arrived in the ſaid harbour about five fn the 
evening. 

The information that capt. Blyth gave in concerning Porto- bello was, that he ſaw four

HiGH AND MIGHTY LORDS, 


Ccording to the advice, which we received to day from Dantzick, the Swedes did A. D. 1655. 
take the city of Marienburgh upon articles upon the 19th current, and the net 
day they aſſaulted the caſtle by ſtorm, but were beaten off with the loſs of ſome men; Vel. xxxv. 
and the major general count Dona, who commanded the vanguard upon this occaſion, had P59. 
one of his arms ſhot off, and is in danger thereby of loſing his life. The particulars 
of all which we ſhall know by the next poſt. 

They write of the 12th current from Cracow and from Breſlaw, that the king of 

Poland preceiving, that the aſſiſtance of the Tartars and Coſſacks did not anſwer his ex- 

ation, was retired from Landtſchut in Ruſsland towards Samber upon the frontiers of 

719.07 and alſo, that the ſaid king durſt not yet truſt his ſubjects, and eſpecially the 
nobility, fearing leſt they ſhould betray him, and deliver him up to his enemies. Some 
ſay, that the king of Sweden met 4000 Quartians of the Poliſh army, and put them to 
the rout. All which news I receive with diſcretion, expecting to hear a confirmation 
thercof before I give credit to them ; for on the other hand I do hear likewiſe, that the 
king of Poland is at leaſt 40000 ſtrong, and was therewith near to Lublin, and that we 
ſhould hear ſuddenly of ſome conſiderable battle. | 

They write from 2 that the emperor and all the German princes have engaged 

to take up arms againſt the king of Sweden for the good of the whole Roman 1 
dom. Whether this be altogether authentick is doubted by many; but this is certain, 
that the churchmen do preach throughout all the parts of the empire fire and flame, that 
his imperial majeſty is ſo backward to aſſiſt the king of Poland againſt the king of Swe- 
den, ſuffering ſo great a bough or branch of the Roman tree to be torn off and ſpoiled. 

Mr. Rolt the Engliſh envoy arrived here from Dantzick the day before e 18 in 
the houſe where I lodge; and the next day he went away from Hamburgh, intending to 
take his journey from thence to Amſterdam, and to take ſhipping in the Maeze. As 
much as I could learn of his ſteward, his chiefeſt commiſſion was to bring over his ratifica- 
tion of the treaty formerly made between England and Sweden. There ſeemed yet to be 
ſomething more in it, but it was, as he ſaid, altogether unknown to him. He had diſ- 
patched his buſineſs long ſince, and might have been back long ago, but that he had 
received expreſs order from the lord protector not to come away, till he ſhould ſend for 
him. He came away very well ſatisfied and contented, and was preſented by his majeſty 
with a very rich chain, upon which was faſtened a rich jewel with very fine diamonds. Like- 
wiſe at his arrival and departure he was ſaluted with a cannon ſhot, and conducted out of 
the town in a coach of the embaſſador of Sweden. |

Some ſmall rencounters there have happened between them, which ſucceeded according to 
the opportunity and advantage, which they had of each other. 

The city of Marienbourg is lately fallen into the hands of the Swedes. The fort is 
daily afſaulted, fo that it is to be feared, it will not hold out long, in regard there ſeems 
to be want of ammunition in the fort. 

The Muſcovite embaſſador is arrived at Koningſberg. | 

At Tapian in Pruſſia is to be an aſſembly of the ſtates, where it is ſuppoſed will be 
made known all that hath been negotiated between the king of Sweden and the duke of 
Brandenburgh, which hath been kept ſecret for that purpoſe all this while. 

In acloiſter about a mile diſtant from this city are quartered ſome Swediſh ſoldiers, 
who now and then do great hurt to this city and the adjacent parts.

country, and a pattacoon is almoſt as rare there, as a loaf in a town that hath been beſieged 
for a long time. In the mean time they will declare here the war very ſuddenly againſt 
the Engliſh with much fierceneſs. I know not whether it be not with theſe, as with thoſe, 
who take their leaves of their maſters, when they know they are ready to be turned away. 
The letters of the gth of this month from Madrid do confirm the news of the retaking 
of Jamaica, and of putting all the Engliſn to the ſword in that iſland. 

Thoſe of the country were ſo blind, and ſo little mindful of the part, that was taken

poor Engliſh, They add, that there were two of their ſhips burnt, and that the fleet 


was to arrive at Cadiz at the end of this month. I forgot in my laſt to tell you, that 
the good queen Chriſtina hath ſent away don Antonio de la Cueva and his wife, to whom 
ſhe declared, that ſhe was reſolved to ſtay at Rome. And as ſhe was told, thar that 
was not what ſhe had promiſed, ſhe made anſwer, ſhe would remain in a neuter ſtate ; and 
that moreover ſhe had found in the Low Countries but two ſorts of people, fools and 
blockheads. The fools were the Spaniards, and the ſtupid were the Walloons. Here 
Pimentel is alſo reformed, and the embaſſador and the gentleman of the horſe, and the 
head-chamberlain ſent 'word, they ſhall be here within two months. The queen hath 
made choice of a young cardinal call'd Azzolini, with whom ſhe hath aſſociated her felt, 
who won his cardinal's cap under the deceaſed Pope, in the ſervice of Donna Olympia.

done by this paper here incloſed. At preſent we have not, nor could not perfect the work; 
there being many mens eſtates here ſo incumbered by reaſon they were forfeited to the 
commonwealth for treaſon, and purchaſed by ſeveral perſons, as we ſuppoſe, in truſt for 
the delinquents : and the rather we have the more grounds to believe it, in regard the 
delinquents are in poſſeſſion of the ſaid eſtates, though when we called them before us, 
they produced eſtates made by the truſtees to ſeveral perſons, who contracted with them 
for the ſaid lands, which makes the caſe ſo dubious, that as yet we have not compleated 
our work, though in purſuance of the buſineſs we have writ to the commiſſioners at Drury- 
houſe, but as yet have received no anſwer. Therefore being in the dark, we humb 
deſire your highneſs and council's further order in this buſineſs, and the rather — 
our county is but little, and the revenues ſmall, yet we judge that the incumbrances from

—_ give your highneſs a further account. As for our care and endeavours of ſe-

JReceived order from the honourable admiral Goodſonn to ſet ſail with the Hunter OE vo. nite; 


and to take in a hundred ſoldiers, to go from the port of Jamaica, and to land 
Point Pedro, or any place, where I thought to do any good upon the enemy; and if 
need required, to go along with them. 

Saturday, the ſecond ditto in the morning, we ſet ſail, endeavouring for Point Pedro, 
being troubled with calms and contrary wind and weather. 

Sunday, the third ditto, we were about four leagues ſhort of Point Pedro, drove with 
fnall fails until night, and when it was dark, we proceeded. 

Monday, the fourth, about three of the clock we came to an anchor at Point Pedro, 
landed our ſoldiers, and marched up to the ſpring about a mile from the road ; being there 
*was found good to march on in the woods, where we could not be diſcovered, and then 
the next night to fall upon Paretty, where we expected the enemy; but coming out of the 
woods, we ſaw one man on horſeback coming from the water-ſide, wherefore we concluded 
that we were diſcovered ; reſolving therefore to prolong the time no longer, but to march 
towards Paretty, by the way we viſited 3 houſes, but could ſee no ſign of any people but 
two men that lay dead, as we ſuppoſed to be of our laſt party that was there. Proceeding 
on our march, we perceived three more on horſeback coming from the water-ſide towards 
Paretty; we followed, and when we came there we found the town burnt as it was left by 
our party. We marched to the ſpring, ſending parties abroad to ſee what could be found; 
one party diſcovering houſes ſhot two pieces, whereupon we followed, finding the houſes 
newly forſaken. We ſent other parties abroad, and finding nothing, we took up our quarters 
there for that night; a negro came on horſeback demanding what we came for, for victuals? 
anſwer was no, but to ſeek out the Spaniards in thoſe parts; his, that they had no more 
to do with the Spaniards than with us, and if we came to kill them, they would kill our 
men when they pleaſed. Being aſked what they did there? they did intend to live there 


ſo long as there was any cattle to Kill. 


An. Dom. 1655, upon tueſday the 5th, capt. Foſter and J, with a ſmall party, went a- 


broad to ſee what we could diſcover; marching about 4 miles compaſs, returned again. Com- 
ing in the quarters, underſtood how ſeveral ſoldiers were ſtraggled abroad with their arms, 
and how the enemy had killed one of them ; whereupon order was given to fire all the 
houſes, and march towards the watering places. In the afternoon we reſolved to march to 
the weſt, towards a place where I thought to find the enemy to be retreated ; 4 of the enc- 
mies came on horſeback, thinking to draw us a contrary path. After we had followed them 
a while, but perceiving their intent, we wheeled about a hill from whence they came ; find- 
ing five houſes in a buſh, we ſcized them, and ſo march'd on till we came in the path that 
{truck to the weſtward. Mecting with two negros on horſeback, I and one more fired 
upon them, their horſes carried them from the path; we proceeded a narrow path through 
the woods, about 4 miles farther came to an open ſavanna, ſpying the enemies on the 
other ſide ; and ſeeing no way to come upon the back of them, were forced to run in 
upon them, taking ſeven priſoners, the reſt eſcaped. They did confeſs they were twenty 
in number, a party of the whole; the reſt were forty, which were fled over the river to- 


wards the north fide. : 
Wedneſday, the 6th in the morning, we march'd towards Paretty, where we quarter*d. 


In this march we had much rain by the way. 

Thurſday, the ſeventh in the morning, the priſoners deſired to ſpeak with us. Coming 
before us, told us, ſeeing they were our priſoners, and ſeeing they were civilly uſed, contrary 
to what was told them by the mr. del Campo, they were reſolved to tell us the truth. 
Whereupon we told them, if they did fo, they ſhould have good quarter, but if we found 
them in a lye, they ſhould die; whereupon they told us, there had been a frigat from 
Carthagena, and brought them proviſions and a letter, that mr. de] Campo ſhould gather 
all the people of the iſland together at Paretty, for there was two galleons to come over, 
and 1000 men to be landed at Point Pedro, to join with them, and the armado from Spain 


to come to Jamaica harbour to beat the Engliſh from the land.

But yet gpm 
1 defire your —_ to be confident, that wee are taught in what ſence and with what * 
mindes to receive relations of this nature; and doe in ſome meaſure underſtand the perſons, ;

John Sympſon's worke now is to preach againſt the oppinion of the fifth 
monarchy, which (he ſayes) wee are not to looke for untill Chriſt comeinge perſonally. 
This he preached yeſterday openly, and afterwards at a more private meetinge he told 
them, that he knew, that they had an intention both heere and in the countrye to take 
armes, but for his part he ſayd, he was utterly againſt it, and would declare hymſelfe ſoe.

The queen of Sweden has diſmiſt her court of 180 horſe, (has ſold 120) and contracts 
her familly to a ſmall number, begining to conform. herſelf to the Italian way, being 
reſolved to ſetle her abode at Rom ; whence *tis advys'd by good hands, that the Portu- 
gues is lyk to join with the Spanyard. We have no noiz here of any great fleets to be 
about theſe parts, but that the Spanyard maks himſelf as ſtrong as he can at Cales. 
Here has lived long in this town one Morgan Read, a papiſt, and a vaſſal to this prince, 
being maried in his countrey to an Itallian. This man has exercyſed the offis of conſul 
a long tym, which offis is to aſſiſt maſters of ſhips, for which he taks a duty of 5 dollars per 
ſhip ; but he ſtrains and extends it farther to the diſturbance of our nation, by ſetting tlie 
maſters to law with the factors, and appeares in al things as the head of our nation by 
a long continuance. At firſt he had the late king's commiſſion, and ſom 5 years ſince, 
when Killegrew went to Venis, he gave him the king of Scots commiſſion, by which he 
now acts and exercyſes autority over our nation. How convenient this is, I humbly refer 
to your conſideration, that a papiſt and a great enemy to our government ſhould be in 
ſuch autority. If you aſk, way I do not interpoſe, my commiſſion wil not do it, bear- 
ing in 51, and not comprehending any ſuch autority ; but if you ſhould ſend me a larger 
commiſſion, with power to ſubſtitute a conſul, I ſhould put in ſuch a man, as affects the 
government, and loves our religion; which is what occurs from,

this month of March to ſet fail for the Weſt-Indies. They give out, the galleons from P.?“ 
thence are ed to come in all this month. There are weekly prizes brought in of the 
Engliſh. This week they have brought in a ſhip of London loaden with currants from 
Zant. Here are to the number of 15 * in all; moſt of them are taken by thoſe pirates 
lately come hither from Breſt with the duke of York's commiſſion, though thoſe of this 
town have ſet out near 10 ſmall men of war upon this king's commiſſion. The Brett 
men have brought in here the perſons of 5 merchants, which they took out of ſeveral Dutch 
ſhips they met at ſea; and they do petition, that they may have a priſon allowed them to | 
| keep ſuc merchants as they take, and ſet a ranſom upon them, which yet is not granted ö 
chem. They are in hopes to obtain ſuch a liberty from the king, which is all I have at | |

Here being heard the report of the lords Bemmel and other their high and mighty Vol. xxxv. 
lordſhips commiſſioners for the affairs of Denmark, according to their reiterative re- P- 216. 

ſolutions, having reviewed and examined the inſtructions of the 16th Nov. of the laſt year, 
agreed upon for the lords embaſſadors of this ſtate to be ſent to the king of Denmark ; 
whereupon being debated and conſideration had, in regard of the alteration of affaits hap- 

ned ſince the concluſion and agreement made upon the ſaid inſtructions, ſome redreſs 
ought to be made for ſome of thoſe points thereby coming to ceaſe, and likewiſe others are 
to be altered according to the preſent ſtate of affairs ; whereupon it is thought fir and 
reſolved, that there be forthwith ſignified to the ſaid lord embaſſadors that, which is agreed 
and reſolved upon by their high and mighty lordſhips upon the ſubject of the deſigned 
embaſly to the king of Sweden; and eſpecially the inſtruction for the faid embaſſy. And 
that the ſaid lords embaſſadors be charged and ordered to do their utmoſt endeavours, to 
diſpoſe the king of Denmark to decree likewiſe an embaſſy to the king of Sweden upon 
the grounds and reaſons mentioned in the ſaid inſtruction, that ſo there may be endeavours 
uſed on his part as well as on their high and mighty lordſhips, to the end the quarters and 

rts of Poland and Pruſſia may be reſtored and preſerved in peace and tranquillity ; that 
3 conſequently the inhabitants thereof being preſerved, the commerce may flouriſh and 
be preſerved among them in it's former vigour, without any extraordinary taxes or tolls 
laid upon the ſame.

ſeveral goods have been ſince Joſt upon that pretence, and declared prize by the ſaid 
council, although no goods of French men or Portugueſe. Theſe ſiniſter practices are 
not a little fomented by the ſecretary don Louis de Hoy Enguta, and ſeconded by the 
marquis de Baſparias being a member of the ſaid council. Such like vexations are your 
high and mighty lordſhips ſubjects ſubject unto by the ſaid tribunal, from whom we are 
to expect little good. The frigats of Fontarabia do daily continue their inſolencies at ſea in 
the plundering of our ſhips, whereof your high and mighty lordſhips have formerly had ſeve- 
ral complaints made unto them.

To this end I have diligently inquired into thoſe two partiſe, which heere paſs under P. 249 


the names of publike reſolutioners and remonſtrators, in both which I have found ſeverall 
ly and conſiderable perſons, but indeed too much of exception againſt either of thoſe 
rtiſe conſider'd in the groſs. : 

The publike reſolutioners are by very much the greater number of the miniſtry, and 
beſt eſteemed by the preſbiterians in England and Irelande; but on the other ſide not in- 
clyned to 2 highnes government, and haveinge too many amongſt them not fitt for the 
callinge of a miniſter of the goſpel], yet till an entire and ſtrongly cemented party. 

The remonſtrators much the leſs and inconſiderable in number and in influence both in 
England and heere; but men for the generallity more ſtrict and cloſe in their outward 
_ walkinges, then the generallity of the other; but too many of them flateringe the now 

vernment as much as Charles Steward's, and as much devided within themſelves as 
from the publike reſolutioners. Part of them lead by the laird of Warreſten and mr. 
James Gutery, who are bitterly averſe to your highnes authority, if not to any. The other 
ſead by mr. Patrick Gileſpy and mr. John Levingſton, who are pious ſober men, and I 
verrily beleeve frends to your government, and ſervants to your highnes, yet ſtil] for the 
Preſbiterian diſcipline, and who are really ſoe weary of the reſt of their brethren the 
remonſtrators, who are Warriſten's and Gutery's way, that I thinke they would cloſe 
with any as ſoone as thos. And indeed by as much as ] can recollect re Ml ſeverall diſ- 
courſes and meetinges with the lord Warreſten and mr. Gutery, thos of their judgment 
are, as I may call them, Fifth-monarchy-preſbiterians, and accordinge to their principles 
(ſettinge aſide ſome little ſhewe of preſbiterian diſciplyne, which yet they allow none to 

ractiſe over them, but would practiſe it over all others) they are neerer a cloſure with 
the late All-hallowſe men then any others. I humbly preſent your highnes with a treatiſe 
written by them againſt your highnes ordnance of the 8th of Auguſt 1654, which I could 
not at the firſt beleeve men, that lived under your government, and every day beged and 
received favours and protections from it, could dare to write, till I called mr.

All thes and a crowd, 
of ſuch other conſiderations made me in duty and true affection to your highnes en. 
deavour to win the body of the miniſtry of this nation to owne you, and then the honneg 
of them to cloſe with and owne one another; caſtinge off the unfitt men, and ſeparatinge 
from the madmen. I have therefore in this worke ſpent many houres, and had ſeverall 
meetinges with the miniſters, together and apart; and puttinge noe ſmall confidence in 
mr. Gileſpy and mr. N I imparted my whole thoughts theron to them, who ! 
found fully of opinion (as alſo moſt of your highnes council heer) if I could effect what! 
deſigned, it would be of very good benefit and advantage to your highnes and this 
cuntrey. And haveinge cleerly found, that mr. Robert Dowglas, mr. David Dickſy, ir. 
James Wood of St. Andrewſe, mr. Hutchiſon, mr. Smyth of this citty, and mr. Sharpe 
of Fife, were in effect the leaders of the whole miniſtry, and indeed perſons eminent for 
piety and parts, I applyde my ſelfe to gaine them, and they at length beinge well ſatisfy de 
with me and my reaſons (at leſt as they proteſted to me) and that your highnes beth in 
conſcience and in prudence could not be but a lover of Godly men, under their diſcipline 
as well as any other, they did apart give me verball aſſurances, : That they were Giſpoſed to 
« hve inoffenſively and peaceably, under that power and government the Lord in the Gif. 
« penſations of his providence ſhould ſubjecte them unto, and did promis and reſolve to 
" free ſo under your highnes government.” And then preſſing them to give me that 
aſſurance under their hands, they told me they would freely doe it, and not only ſve, 
but with the beſt expedition they could they would engage all their brethren to doe the 
like, Only if what they themſelves ſhould joyntly thus give under their hands were as yet 
made knowne to any but your highnes, it might totally diſinable them from actinge that 
with the reſt, which they durſt promiſe me they would otherwiſe, the Lord willinge, 
effect. I did therupon aſſure them, that if they gave me under their hands joyntly what 
they had told me by worde of mouth, no perſon whatever ſhould know it (til! by their 
owne conſents) but your highnes, the generall heer, and mr. ſecretary. Heerupon they 
have ſent me, with a large adreſſe, thoſe foregoinge wordes expreſly under their hands, 
with this further aſſurance, that tho' it were ſigned but by them, yet I might look upon it 
as the acte of the 750 of the goo parochiall miniſters of this nation; which the effects 
e're 4 months were expired, ſhould evidence. | 

They further told me, they would in April next proceed effectually to the purginge 
out of all unfitt miniſters in their reſpective preſbiteryes and ſynods; and to manitett the 
cleerneſs of their harts therin, they deſyred me to appoynt ſome knowinge Chriſtians to 
be preſent at their meetinges, to witneſs of the reallity and impartiality of their actinges, 
which I have promiſed to doe. 

The other day a miniſter in a cuntry church prayed for all the exiles and priſoners high 
and low; and I beinge informed of it, cauſed the man to be brought before the councill 
heer, who not denyinge the words, we committed him, and afterwards he acknowleds- 
inge his fault, and promiſſeinge never to be guilty of the like again, or uſinge any indirect 
termes, which might keepe up Charles Steward in the memory of the people, we diſuuſt 
him from his impriſonment and from ever preachinge againe in that church. Mr. Doug- 
las and ſome of the reſt heerupon came unto me, and after haveinge much difrelliſhed 
what that miniſter had done, deſyred me in the future, if any other ſhould be guilty of 
the like offence,” that we would turne him over to the miniſtry, and they would engage 
for the firſt tranſgreſſion of that nature they would give him a publicke and ſharpe re- 


buke, and for the ſecond thruſt him out of his miniſtry ; for ſince they were now cloſed 


with the government, and had promiſed to live inoffenſively, and peaccably under 1t, 
they would doe it cordially and thoroly. I gave him my harty thankes for that promiſe, 
and aſſured him in the council's name, we would Ce deale foe with any, which {hall 
or may tranſgreſs. 

Mr. Douglas (who I may truly ſay 1s the leadingeſt man of all the church of Scot- 
land) was ſoe ingenious as to tell me in private, that they were not yet fit for a generall 
aſſembly, ſhould we allow them to call one; and the laſt Lord's day did ſoe far preach 
for the government, that many of the old malignants did ſay he was a turne-coate. 
Truly, my lord, I doubt not, but by the bleſſing of God, by July next, all thes mint- 
ſters, which hitherto have bin ſoe averſe, will openly pray for your government, and 
incite the people to obey and defend it, not for feare, but conſcience ſake, and lettinge 
them enjoy their diſciplyne in thinges purely eccleſiaſtikall, and over ſuch only as doe frit- 
ly ſubmitt unto it, your highnes may, I am perſwaded, tye them to you, or they 
muſt evidence themſelves the unworthieſt men livinge. 

I humbly make it my deſyer to your highnes (if you thinke it not unfitt to condeſcend 
ſoe lowe) to write a letter unto thos fix miniſters, takeing notice unto them of what 
is paſt, and encourageinge them to perſevere and proceede ; which I hope will not be un- 


ſerviceable unto you. Mr. Sharpe is a man I have made good uſe of in all this Ry 
an 
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their brethren, and eſpecially mr. Douglas and mr. Dixſie in an eminent degree, to bringe 
about what they have promiſed, which I queſtion not, will be effected in a ſhort time, 
and till then I moſt humbly preſume to beg your highnes, that thes miniſters engagements 
to me may remayne in your breſt, leſt it might ruin them in their party, and conſequent- 
jy the good worke they intend. I am now endeavouringe to cloſe with thes ſix, mr. 

Cileſpie and mr. Livingſtone, who tho* ther are ſom rubs in the way, yet I doubt not in 
a a ſhort time to accompliſh, and then J truſt, all the honneſt miniſters will ſoone be of 
one peece, and all of them your highnes ſervants, and frends to your government, which 
is the beſt ſervice I am heere able to doe you, and if accepted by your highnes, as *tis 
meant, wil be a great reward and ſatisfaction unto

HE court returned from St. Germain en Laye on laſt monday in the evening. This 
morning came an expreſs to the count. of Brienne from their embaſſadors in Switzer- 
land, whereby his majeſty is informed, that the peace is at laſt concluded between the 
proteſtant and popiſh cantons, and that he had happily renewed the alliance of his maje- 
ity with the ſaid proteſtants. The ſaid count is gone this morning to give notice thereof 
unto the cardinal. Thoſe of the religion here rejoice ſo much the more of theſe news, 


that they ſee thereby the intents this court hath to keep friendſhip with the proteſtant 


arty, notwithſtanding the pope's endeavours to hinder it; knowing alſo, that his only aim 
is to ruinate this ſtate and the ſaid cardinal in particular by a war of religion, which 
would give way unto the Spaniards and to the houſe of Auſtria to avoid the ſtorm, which 
threatens them on all ſides the next campaign. 

As for the propoſals of peace come from Spain, they are found to be grounded only 
upon a particular carriage of the ſaid count of Brienne, who to pleaſe the pope, when 
he propounded to come in perſon to ſuch a place as ſhould be deſired for the negutiating 
thereof, anſwered the king would alſo willingly go thither, fo much his majeity was 
diſpoſed for ſuch a good work. The king of Spain, who ſees himſelf forced to deſire 
it, took his words for deeds, and cauſeth the nuncio to ſay here what you have heard, alledg- 
ing, that the treaty might be made upon a little river between the Bayonne and Fonta- 
rabia. The aſſembly of the clergy is ſtill much invenomed. The archbiſhop of Sens made 
again 4 ſpeech on ſaturday laſt, and was choſen to make ſome remonſtrances to his majeſty

”_ have notice here from Turin, that the court of Savoy is ill ſatisfied with this, by

and privileges of Dantzick; and if they do not find them to be contrary to the intereſt 
and rights of this ſtate, they may recommend them to the king of Sweden. And an 
anſwer is to be drawn up ſomething like to this form to be given to the commiſſioner of 
Dantzick, which is a very mean ſatisfaction for the ſaid city. 

The miniſters of Brandenburg have laboured hard for the embaſſy to their maſter, and 
are very much ſurprized to ſee the ſame deferr'd; yea, I am told, that a chief creature 
of the elector's ſhewed himſelf very confident in this buſineſs : we ſhall ſee whether any 
thing will be mentioned about it to day. The admiralty of Amſterdam hath writ, that 
the private men of war of Stralſunt have _— taken two ſhips going for Dantzick. 
Holland hath propoſed, that a deputation ought to be ſent from the generality to zea- 
land; 1ſt, to induce them to — to the laſt money; 2d, to put in practice the pla- 
caert of the year 1653 made to benefit the convoy and licenſes. 

This day they only reſolved, that the advice of Holland ſhall be converted into a re- 
ſolution of the generality; conſequently, that according to that the embaſſadors in Den- 
mark ſhall endeavour to induce that king to ſecond this ſtate in their addreſs to the king 
of Sweden, and to that end to fend likewiſe an embaſly to the king of Sweden to in- 
duce him not to exact or exceed in the toll; and in the mean time likewiſe to invite the 
king of Denmark to equip his fleet. So likewiſe the advice, which concerneth the city of 
Pantzick, 1s to be turned into a reſolution of the generality ; but to give that or ſuch no- 
tification, as a reſponſible reſolution to the commiſſioner of Dantzick, that did ſeem to 
thoſe of Holland to be too harſh, and therefore they have yet held it in ſuſpence. Of the 
embaſſy to Denmark there is yet no ſpeech, and 1 believe it is quite laid aſleep, to the 
great diſcontent of all thoſe here, who affect the ſervice of his electoral highneſs, and who 
have laboured hard about it, under pretence that the elector would be able to do much 
good to this ſtate, to diſpoſe the king to moderation. 


March 6. 


They have yet more expreſsly debated about the buſineſs of Dantzick, and eſpecially 
upon a complaint proceeding from thence, that they do tax and charge the Hollanders 
more than the reſt, and do exempt the Engliſh. Whereupon a conference is to be held 
to morrow with the commiſſioners of the ſaid city about it. 

They have {till held in ſuſpence the reſolution or anſwer, which is to be given for an 
anſwer to the ſaid commiſſioners.

mark is timorous and feeble. They have this day again had in debate the buſineſs of 
Denmark, without calling the commiſſioner to the conference, not thinking fit to give 
him any cauſe of diſcontent, nor to write to the magiſtrates of Dantzick according to the 
project of the commiſſioner Pels. But they have reſolved to give the commiſſioner an 
anſwer in civil and moderate terms; however, will not ſignify any thing, there being no 
likelihood, that this ſtate will do any real thing for Dantzick, if ſo be the affairs in Po- 
land do not turn, unleſs that Denmark will engage likewiſe. 

They have conſtituted for governor vel quaſi over the young prince of Orange the 
miniſter Triglandius, ſo that the miniſters of Sterremont, Goethals, and Morus do find 
themſelves very much offended. But the government will not be ſo profitable as that of 
the deceaſed monſieur Rivet over the deceaſed prince William, for Rivet had well ;00, 
ſterling per annum, and this is to have but the fourth part; likewiſe he is to come but 
one hour in the day to teach him the prayers and the firſt ſteps of piety.

The offer of the embaſſador of Spain to compoſe the difference for the country of 
Outre-Meuſe, is judged by an effect of the future war againſt England: and that Spain 
will inſinuate itſelf here according as the breach doth grow wider between them and Eng- 
land.

This morning three commiſſioners of the admiralty of Amſterdam had audience, ſay- 
ing that the 24 ſhips for their proportion were ready, deſiring permiſſion and money to 
raiſe ſeamen, with an admonition, that if they be not raiſed within 15 days, that all the ma- 
riners will have engaged themſelves in the merchant-men bound for Greenland and other 
parts, and that then there will be no ſeamen to be had. Item, they demand guns, &c. 
upon all which they are to adviſe to morrow. They have alſo this day reſumed the an- 
ſwer, which is to be given to the commiſſioners of Dantzick.

Anſwer of the ſtates general to the deputy of the city of Dantzick. 


"PE ſtates general of the United Netherlands having peruſed and examined the me- 
morial of mr. Chriſtian Schroder, the deputy of the lords burgomaſters and ſenate 
of the city of Dantzick, delivered in the aſſembly of their high mightineſſes on the 25th 
of February laſt paſt, find that the ſame doth contain three ſeveral articles: Firſt, that 
the lords extraordinary embaſſadors of this ſtate deſign'd for Poland might haſten their 
voyage; as alſo, that they might intercede for the rights and privileges of the ſaid city. 
Secondly, that ſince that city and the fortreſſes thereunto belonging muſt needs be ſup- 
plied with a larger garriſon, that their high mightineſſes would be pleaſed in the preſent 
danger of the ſaid city to aſſiſt them with ſome troops, and to pay them their pay monthly. 
And thirdly, that in caſe the ſaid city ſhould have occaſion for any ſubſidies in my

their good offices and zealous and earneſt endeavours with the ſaid high-mentioned two 
crowns, and otherwiſe where-ever they ſhall judge the ſame to be of good effect, to the 
end that the ſaid rights and liberties may be inviolably preſerved to the ſaid city, Fur- 
ther, that in relation to the two other articles, ſuch reſolutions ſhall be taken as their high 
mightineſſes ſhall think meet. Their high mightineſſes deſire the ſaid deputy to com- 
municate this their anſwer and well-meaning good intention to the lords his maſters, to 
ſerve for their information, in ſuch a manner as it behoves. The further and final reſo- 
lution of their high mightineſſes upon the aforeſaid articles, ſhall be communicated to the 
ſaid deputy as ſoon as poſſible.

I am alſo informed, that there is a great complaint at Ja- 
maica for want of women to look to thoſe that are ſick there; wherefore of late (as I am 
told) they have taken up a great number of idle perſons, who are to be ſent thither. 

A perſon of quality told me, that of late all the affairs, which concern the preſent go- 
vernment, and have been tried by a jury of 12 men in this county of Middleſex, have been 
till judged againſt the government; and that at laſt they have found out the reaſon, that 
the ſame was acted and managed by a mean perſon, who for a long while hath ſerved under 
ſheriff of the ſaid county, and ſtill preſent at all the trials; and being a diſaffected perſon, he 
made a ſhift to pack a jury when _ thing was to be tried for the ſtate, and by this means 
the three gentlemen that killed the ſoldier had ſo favourable a ſentence given againſt them; 
but that buſineſs is to be heard again. 

The judges of this country departed from hence this week each towards their counties, 
where they are to keep their ſeſſions as is uſual in the long vacations. Yeſterday there 
came to me a ſkipper, who came from Norwich: he told me, that he was aſſaulted near 
Harwich by two Dunkirk ſloops, who had plundered and abuſed him very much; and 
having alſo three merchants of Haerlem aboard him, that were paſſengers, they took all 
that they had from them, who are ſince gone to Dunkirk to ſee if they can recover any 
thing again.

Notice was given here wedneſday Iaſt, that the Spaniards had ſhewed themſelves towards 
Conde, whereupon cardinal Mazarin,fearing ſome treaſon, ſent troops very ſuddenly towards 
that place, and the king ſeemed very deſirous to go there in perſon ; but having been in- 
formed, that the enemies deſign was only to favour the paſſage of their convoys in ſeveral 
wanting places, and that they had ſince withdrawn themſelves, his majeſty will only go to 
Fontainbleau, as ſoon as prince of Conti be arrived here, which will be on monday next, 
ſeveral courtiers being gone to meet him. His lady is ſomething better. 
It's ſaid here, that the duke of Candale ſhall command the Catalonian army this cam- 


ign. 

The Spaniards make great brags, that the emperor will give them a ſupply of ten thou- 
ſand men, whereof one half is deſtinated for the Milaneſe, &c. the other for Flanders. It's 
written from Marſeilles of the firſt of March, that the Spaniſh king had ordered the ſale 
of the Engliſh goods ſeized upon our merchants, who expected but an occaſion to withdraw 
themſelves for fear of impriſonment. 

This parliament's chamber of inqueſts doth ſtill oppoſe the edict of coin; and it was 
yeſterday agreed in full aſſembly, that their moſt humble remonſtrances ſhould be made 
to his majeſty as ſoon as poſſible, to hinder this new coin.

I Found my laſt ſoe fairely received and ſoe friendly anſwered, that I am emboldened 
thereby to offer you this ſecond trouble, to acquaint you, that few ſeamen were appre- 
hended in the ſearch of this rape.

- ſtand ſince were neither orders nor officers to receive them; ſo that I ſuppoſe they are 
againe at liberty. Theſe coaſts beginne to be infeſted with Flemiſh pirats ; two Dun- 
kirke ſloopes of 4 gunnes each upon friday laſt ſurprized 4 veſſels, 2 of Weymouth, 
one of Brighthelmſton, and the other of Haſtinge. The laſt beinge laden with ſca-coale 
they preſently ſent away for Dunkirke ; with the other three they came neare this ſhoare, 
and lay cloſe under the eaſt ſide of the Beachy, whence eſpying an Engliſh ſaile they imme- 
diately made out and left the 3 barques at anchor. Comeinge nearer they found it to be 
the Weymouth Pinke, a ſhip employed in his highneſſe ſervice ; whereupon they made 
all the ſaile they could to ſhift away, and the Waymouth gave chaſe after them; but 


being a ſlow ſailor, and they very ſwift, it is ſuppoſed they eſcaped. However the three 
barques were left behind, and, as I am informed, weighed, and went upon thair ſeverall 
voyages. Some ſeamen paſlinge theſe coaſts, whoſe veſſals have bin taken and carryed 
to Dunkirke, themſelves comeinge thence report, that 40 faile of pickaroones are fit- 
tinge out of thoſe parts; which if true, theſe coaſts wil be ſufficiently intaſted ; and though 
I doe not doubt, but all poſſible care wil be taken to ſecure all parts as ſhal be requiſite,

T am bold to ſend: your honor this incloſed relation of his majeſtie of Sweden's ſucceſſe 
againſt a conſiderable: party of Poles in behalf of their king under the command of Cher- 
netzkie, a perſon of the moſt able conduct the Poliſh king hath of his party, notwith- 
ſtanding his ill ſucceſſe in this action; as alſoe in that of ſurrendring up the towne and 
caſtell of Cracow the laſt ſummer into the power of the king of Swede.

of Nag ſame day I writ my laſt, here arrived in this city a Poliſh embaſſador with a 


reaſonable retinue from his king to the duke, whoſe coach met him half a mile out 
of the city, and conducted to his lodging, which is not in the court of the duke, as the 
Swediſh envoy had formerly. He had audience of the duke on the ſunday following, and 
ſtaid dinner with him, where he had the honour not only to ſit above the duke, but in his 
chair, but did not receive ſo much ſatisfaction upon his propoſition ; whereof the contents 
were, that the duke ſhould join his arms with his king, he the recovering of his countries, 
which was quickly denied him without many compliments: and upon his complaint, that 
the duke had lent the king of Sweden 3000 men, was anſwered, that he was neceſſitated 
to it, for otherwiſe he could not have made any agreement with Sweden ; whereby this 
whole dukedom would have been expoſed to utter ruin. That moreover his highnel; 
ſhould have held himſelf neutral between two ſtriving crowns ; and in effect this pretended 
neceſſity is but the paint, wherewith they endeavour to put upon the peace here made with 
Sweden an acceptable colour. 
The reſident of Sweden here doth aſſure publickly, that in caſe the Hollanders will hin- 
der or prejudice his majeſty's deſigns upon the Eaft fea, that Cromwell will ef a certain 
break with them, and ſend a good number of ſhips to the aſſiſtance of the Swedes.

in exacting and demanding of them the 100 penny and other things, and letting the 
Engliſh in the mean time to be exempted. And they were here upon the point to write to 
the magiſtrates of the ſaid city, and to expoſtulate the buſineſs ; but in regard that here is a 
commiſſioner of the ſaid city, that to morrow a conference is to be held upon this matter, 
where the commiſſioner of Dantzick is to be deſired to come, and to explain the meaning 
of ſuch proceeding. The embaſſadors of the ſtate in Denmark do ſtill write and give 
aſſurance of the propenſions of that king to this ſtate, and that he will not do any thing 
that may be prejudicial unto it; and yet however he doth not ſay, that he will engage 
himſelf againſt Sweden : but thoſe of the ſaid king do ſufficiently declare, that his maje y 
will not take it ill, that the fleet of this ſtate do come into the Sound, and to get it to pals, 
doth cauſe ſeveral expedients to be thought on. Theſe letters being private are put into 
the hands of the lord Bemmell and others, to take the material points out of them.

This day there was a conference with the commiſſioner of Dantzick, where the lord 
Bemmell told him, that the ſaid commiſſioner Pels had writ, that they do tax and aſſeſs the 
Holland nation at Dantzick more than the Engliſh : that this complaint was not new ; that 
the ſame had been made formerly: that it was ſtrange and very 2 and thereupon 
the commiſſioner made anſwer, that this ſtate was ill informed, and that if ſome Engliſh 
were exempted from the 100 penny, that they were only ſuch Engliſh as were paſſengers, 
having no houſes of their own, and that the ſame favour was ſhewn to ſuch Hollanders as 
have no houſes. But he deſired they would give him the complaint in writing, and that he 
would remit it to the lords of Dantzick. Of all this ſoon after report was made to the aſſem- 
bly ; and before they made any reſolution upon it, Holland took it firſt ad referendum. 
They alſo mentioned to the ſaid commiſſioner the anſwer given to him, for which he re- 
turned thanks : and by reaſon of the ſame occaſion deſired, that this ſtate would alſo be 
pleaſed to reſolve concerning the other two points, namely of aſſiſting the town with men 
and money, which they have taken ad referendum. 

There hath been alſo a ſerious deliberation upon the negotiation in Denmark. That king 
doth aſſure, that he will not treat any thing with Sweden but with the incluſion of this ſtate 
and of England, and for this effect he hath ſent one to the protector and another to the 
king of Sweden to let them know ſo much; and that he had declared as much to the 
miniſter of Sweden, that doth treat with him at preſent. | 

But the embaſſadors of Denmark have writ, that the council of Denmark hath given to 
underſtand, that the aſſiſtance promiſed by the treaty of alliance formerly made is only of 4000 
men, that this is too little, and that the aſſiſtance ought to be much more.

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A. D. 1655. the aldermen, and common-council, the reaſons and motives, which have induced him to 

appoint major generals over the provinces, which were principally, that by that means 

e ſtate could beſt be preſerved in peace and quietneſs, and the people kept from fin 

and wickedneſs, and excited to virtue and piety ; and having found that the whole 

country, by the ſaid major generals, was 7 ſtronger in virtue, as he expreſſed it, 

for the promoting and bringing about of ſuch a ſalutary end, he did likewite believe, 

that it would be of no leſs effect in the city of London; wherefore he had alſo, and in 

the like manner thought good, to make general Skippon major general of the ſaid city, 

to the end that he, with the aſſiſtance of ſir John Barkſtead, major general of Middleſex, 

and governor of the Tower, and ſome other perſons, might likewiſe promote the ſame ; 

declaring at laſt, that due regard ſhould be taken for the preſervation of the liberty and 

rivileges, as alſo of the civil government of that metropolis. I am told that the late 

iſhop of Gloceſter, Godfrey Goodman, departed from this world ſome time ago, and that 

he at his laſt hour had declared, that he was of the Roman catholick perſuaſion. Some 

days ago ſet out from here for Plymouth mr. Meadowe, who goes envoy of the lord 

protector to the king of Portugal, to fail from thence in a frigat to Liſbon. They tell 

me, that it is to receive the money for the Engliſh merchants, and to hear the king's 

final reſolution, concerning the admiſſion of the ratification of the treaty, as the ſame 

is concluded, without any alteration. Becauſe the time of the general ſtoppage of ſhips 

or embargo is not yet expired, capt. Banchart of Uliſſingen being here to convoy the 

ſhips that were ready thicker, I defired, that the ſaid ſhips under the protection of the 

ad captain might be permitted to depart, notwithſtanding the ſaid embargo, which was 

immediately granted as yeſterday; and in the evening the order touching the ſame was 
brought to my houſe, ſo that the ſame intend to ſail next week.

Vol. xxxvi. 8 laſt I found an opportunity to walk with the lord ſecretary of ſtate a good 
p. 249. while in the park, and ſpoke with him, firſt concerning the diſturbances and troubles 
in Switzerland, and the endeavours of the king of France, and the duke of Savoy, to 
remove and accommodate them. Whereupon his honour communicated to me, what 
mr. Pell had adviſed by the laſt poſt, and that the lord protector was very much troubled 
about that buſineſs, conceiving that they would endeavour by all means to oblige the 
evangelical cantons to accept of a prejudicial agreement; and that on his part he had 
given ſuch charge and order to mr. Pell, that he doth believe, that he ſhall make it ap- 
pear, that he is faithfully and ſincerely inclined to contribute for the good of the ſaid 
cantons both with his advice and aſſiſtance, as much as is poſſible for him, having ſuch 
an inſight into the buſineſs, that it hath a very great reflection upon the whole evangeli- 
cal being. I alſo acquainted him, that their high and mighty lordſhips did take the buſt- 
neſs very much to heart; and in regard that the papiſts do endeavour all that they can 
every where, not only to unite but to enter into cloſe confederacies with each other, that 
it ought to ſtir up the ſupreme authorities of the reformed to the like deſign and pur- 
ſe, and N to remove from among them all cauſe of jealouſy and diſtaſt, that 
had ſo long and ſo many reiterated, written, verbal propoſitions inſiſted from time to 
time, that we might convene and agree about a juſt and reaſonable regulation for mari- 
time affairs; but that on the one ſide was nothing done to my knowledge, although his 
highneſs and his honour had ſeveral times aſſured me with very ſtrong expreſſions, that it 
ſhould be diſpatch'd; and that I now by this laſt poſt had received new order and command 
to inſiſt with all vigorous inſtance by the lord protector and elſewhere, that the inhabi- 
tants of the united provinces may drive their navigation and commerce free and unmo- 
leſted, that ſo all vexations and inconveniencies might ceaſe for the time to come. There- 
upon his honour told me, that I might reſt aſſured, that I ſhould receive a writing upon that 
ſubje& from this government before the next poſt day, which I under reverence thought 
that I ought to expect, that ſo having ſeen the ſame, ſhould be able to propoſe to the 
lord protector with more likelihod of ſucceſs, that which is comprehended in their high 
and mighty lordſhips ſecret reſolution of the iſt inſtant. In the mean time the lords Fiennes, 
Woeſelly, and Strickland came to me on wedneſday laſt in the afternoon ; the firſt ſaid 
that there were letters communicated to the lord protector and the council, writ from Ci- 
vita Vecchia, as alſo two others from captains in the ſervice of this ſtate, who were lately

and that the lord protector and council had thought fit to injoin them, that they ſhould A. P. 1635. 
communicate to me the contents thereof, and leave copies with me, that ſo I might tranſ- 
mit the ſame to their high and _— lordſhips, with a very ſerious requeſt, that their 
kigh and mighty lordſhips would take ſuch ordinance according to the late concluded treaty, 
that the Netherland ſhips ſhould not ſerve the preſent enemies the Spaniards, and ſtrengthen 
them againſt this ſtate, and likewiſe that they ſhould prevent them from bringing the 

rizes into any of the ports of the United Netherlands; and thirdly, that they ought like- 
wiſe carefully and effectually to prevent that no contraband goods ought to be exported 
out of the ſaid ports. I told them I would not omit the contents of the letters to their 
high and mighty lordſhips ; but in regard their lordſhips were pleaſed to alledge ſome ar- 
ticles of the laſt treaty, that I was very deſirous to know which they thought could be 
applied thereunto. Whereupon ſaid the lord Fiennes, that the articles did not Import that, 
but that 1t was agreed in the 6th, that neither of the ſtates ſhould permit any thing to be 
attempted againſt each other, or ſuffer to be favoured with advice and effect, in each 
other's countries, which might tend to the injury and damage of the other, but on the 
contrary, prevent all thoſe who would undertake the ſame ; and faid likewiſe, there was 

rovided againſt it in the gth and other articles. I ſaid I could not omit acquainting their 
Fordſhips of all the ſaid articles, being drawn out of the great treaty of intercourſe of the 

ear 1495, that the enemues and rebels ought to be ſufficiently declared ſuch, that the ſhips 
of merchantmen ſerve in the commonwealth of Venice, and other potentates in the Me- 
diterranean ſea; and that the ſame was done without the knowledge, much leſs any act of 
their high and mighty lordſhips; and that without doubt the 3 thips named in the letter 
from Civita-Vecchia were long fince freighted or hired, before any body could imagine 
of a war with Spain. And to the two other letters, I told them, that the practice was 
always formerly ſuch here, that the enemies of their high and mighty lordſhips not only 
with their prizes had the free ufe of the harbours here in this ſtate, but that they have 
oftentimes diſpoſed of the prizes here; and that after many ſuits in the court of admiralty, 
and afterwards appeals had to the council of the king anno 1632, it was underſtood, that 
jure poſtliminii no ſhips ought to be reſtored which had been 24 hours in the power of 
the taken ; and concerning the exportation of contraband goods, I had long inſiſted to 
come to a good concluſion of a maritime treaty, and that I hoped that their lordſhips had 
been come to confer with me about it. The ſaid lords ſaid, that the lord protector and 
council thought, that our amity ought to be more ſincere at preſent than in former times, 
and that we ought to have better affections to them than the Spaniards. I anſwered their 
lordſhips, that on behalf of their high and mighty lordſhips, all things were ſo managed, 
that not only that which was agreed upon was fully accompliſhed on their parts, but like- 
wiſe that care was taken for the re-eſtabliſhing of the old confiding amity, and that no 
occaſion in the leaſt was given to the ſubjects of this ſtate to complain; but that I was ſo 
often forced to addreſs my felf to this preſent government about many and inſufferable 
exceſſes committed and uſed againſt the inhabitants of the united provinces, not only in 
and about the Channel, but in other remote parts ; that I did not ſpeak it by way of re- 
convention, but becauſe I thought that in the preſent conjuncture of time and affairs 
there ought to be ſuch orders made on this ſide, that the good inhabitants undiſturbed and 
unmoleſted might enjoy the effects of peace and amity. Whereupon having exchanged 
a few words with each other, I told their lordſhips I would make a faithful report of all 
to their high and mighty lordſhips, and deſired them on their parts to acquaint his high- 
neſs and the council how requiſite 1t 1s to come to ſome agreement about a maritime 
treaty, All the lords aſſured, that the intention of the lord protector and the council 
was to cultivate more and more the amity with the United Netherlands, to which they 
were fully affected, and to remove all occaſions of diſcontent. I hope their high and 
mighty lordſhips will do me the honour to communicate unto me their intention upon 
what is here related; and referring my ſelf to their wiſe conſideration, &c.

The lords, waywodas, weyers, (of whom one, called Lewis, died ſuddenly,) to- 
gether with my lord Guldenſtern, are this day expected here : the garriſon are moſt of 
them entered into Swediſh ſervice : 530 or 60 Swediſh troopers, who have been for ſome 
time in the convent of Oliva, a mile from here, were laſt night ſuddenly attacked by a 
party of horſe of this city, and all of them taken priſoners, whereby the ſaid convent is 
now free again.

1 that a ſhip hath bin order'd for my returne into England; but how long ſince is not 
expreſſed, ſoe that my expectation to returne homewards may reaſonably be preſumed to 
be the more tedious, by reaſon that during my abode heere, which hath bin uppon the 
point of 3 weekes, I cannot heare the leaſt tydings or newes of him at all. I hope all 
things are well, and I ſhall heartylie pray to God, they may proove ſoe; yett I mult con- 
feſſe, I have ſome cauſe to feare, for of late there hath bin much ſtormy weather uppon 
theſe coaſts. Since my laſt to your honor I have received little newes worthy of your 
knowledg; only that the towne and caſtle of Marienburg in Pruſſia was ſurrendered to the 
king of Swede before the ſuccors ſent out by the towne of Dantzick could come to their 
reliefe, though being on their way for that purpoſe. The king goeth on ſtill victoriouſſy 
in Poland, having ſince the defeat given to Chertnetſky taken the towne of Zamoſcie 
in Ruſſia, (ſome 12 miles from Lublin) the ſtrongeſt towne by art and nature in the whole 
kingdome ; foe that by this time hee is judged to be neere Leopolis, where it is given out 
the king of Pole intends to abide him. What hath bin done between them is not yet 
knowne. Satterday laſt arrived in this towne 4 embaſſadors from the ſtates of the united 
provinces, 2 of them being to goe to the king of Sweden, and 2 to the elector of Bran- 
denburg. How ſoone they ſett forwards towards them, I cannot learne. Thus leaving 
farther to trouble your honor at preſent in your ſick and crazy eſtate of body, which 
with much ſorrow of heart I heare from mr. Bradſhaw, with my praiers to God for your

reſent, but of the ſurrendering of the conſiderable caſtle of Marienburg to the Swedes. ; 

he Dantzickers had made a plot with the lords Weyhers (of whom we underſtand one is dead 

ſince) to have relieved the faid caſtle before it was ſurrendred, and for that purpoſe ſent 800 

foot and 700 horſe thither; but their ſaid plot was diſcovered by the Swedes, who took the 

trumpeter, which ſhould have brought the news of the coming of the ſaid ſuccour to the 

caſtle, and kept him priſoner, whereby theſe of the caſtle being not only diſappointed of 

an anſwer from the ſenate of Dantzick at the limited time, but alſo fruſtrated in their hope 

of ſuccour thence, yielded up the caſtle to the Swedes, who knowing that the ſaid Dant- 

zick forces were to come, lay very carefully in watch for them, but they had timely notice 

of the diſcovery of their plot and ſurrendring of the caſtle ; and therefore, before they 

were altogether come in ſight of the Swedes retreated with all poſſible ſpeed towards the 

city, and were purſued by ſome Swediſh troopers, which yet could not reach them except 

a ſmall party, whereof they kill'd ſome and took ſome few priſoners. It's to be feared, 

that this hoſtile and unadviſed action of the Dantzickers will acquire little good unto them; 

but rather maturate the ſiege of their city ; which is already very firmly concluded a- 


mongſt the Swedes army.

There hath been a ſtrong report this good while here in town, as if a ſtrict league 
were concluded between the two northern crowns Sweden and Denmark, but we know 
now for certain, that there is nothing of it as yet; however it is true, that ſuch a thing is 
in earneſt agitation at preſent, there being yet lately a Daniſh agent paſt through this city 
to his majeſty of Sweden for that purpoſe, but what effect his legation may take is to be ex- 

ed. Letters from Warſaw and other places in Poland ſpeak of a ſecond conflict and 
total defeat of king Caſimir's army by his majeſty of Sweden near Reuſhlemberg, and that 
thereupon the king of Poland, (who from a high hill beheld the battle) when he ſaw 
that all was loſt again, fled out of Poland; the confirmation whereof you may expect

Vol. xxxvi. Riday laſt in the evening we reached Plimouth. My next care was to put al thingy in 
p. 358. * in order to our ſpeedy going aboard. I found heere 4 frigats in harbor be- 
longing to the fleet, viz. the Fairfax, the Phoenix, the Foreſight, and the Jerſey. The 
Fairfax being a 3d rate frigat I thought too big for my deſign, and firſt communicating 
my orders to capt. Hatſel commiſſioner heer, made choice of the Phoenix, whereof capt, 
Whitſtone is commander. I went aboard him on ſatterday morning, who immediately 
loſed his topſaile to give notice to his men to come aboard, and be in readines for their 
voiage. Had our goods been heer, we had ſet faile yeſterday; however we ſhal doe it to 
day, God willing. My thoughts dwel upon my buiſines, longing to be upon the place; and 
yet my ſtay heer hath given me the advantage of 1 and fitting my ſelf, ſo that 
upon my arrival I ſhal forthwith demand audience. I heare the fleet is haſtning out, but 
yet I hope and doe not much doubt, but that our frigat wil falute king John at his palace 
royal be our fleet be out of the Channel. Commiſſioner Hatſel entends, that we ſhould 
convoy ſome Newfoundland men as far as the Scillies, and ſome other merchants bound 
for the coaſts of Portugal. I ſhal willingly comply therewith, fo be it they can keep 
company with us; but I have told the captain, that we cannot ſpare any of our faile, but 
muſt with al ſpeed make for the port mentioned in his highnes warrant.

U PON the firſt notice that I had from Grantham of the meeting at Rufford, I ſent

p. 33. word of it to col. Hacker, major generall's horſe at Doncaſter, and the high ſheriffe 


orkſhire, and thereupon divers parties were ſent to examine the truth of it, but we 
could not learne nothing; but upon the receit of your highnes letter and information, we 
acted more ſuceſsfully, and march'd that night towards the place, where captain Needham 
with two troopes of col. Hacker's regiment coming firſt, made a good entrance into the 
buſines, and ſeized divers gentlemen, a lift whereof you will ſee here; and upon exami- 
nation, we got ſome farther light into the buſſines, the ſubſtance whereof is incloſed. 
We expect col. Hacker here preſently, and we ſhall uſe our utmoſt endeavour to perfect 
this ſearch to the utmoſt. We have here two troopes of major generall, two of colonel 
Hacker's, and my owne, and for what we heare of in Yorkſhire, we acquaint major Good- 
rige at Doncaſter with it, and leave it to his care. Sir George Savill is not at home; 
we have detained one mr. Coventry, who is the lady Savill's brother, until fr George 
ſhall appeare to your highnes. He is ſaid to be in London at his houſe in Lincoln's-nn 
field, at the corner of Queene- ſtreet, called Carliſle-houſe, or Savill-houſe. We can find 
nothing in his houſe, that gives any light; only we heare that one of his family, mr. Pa- 
viſon, who is tutor to fir George, was at the meeteinge and ſtayed in the houſe till after 
dinner on fryday, and then went away. We cannot gett him. Both fir Roger voy 3 
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ſons are abſent; one is faid to be in London, viz. Cis, and the other in Darbyſhire. We A. D. 16; ;. 
hope col. Hacker hath ſent to ſeeke him. Tomſon of Newark is at London, but expect TW 
ed home ſuddenly. We hope e're this goe away, to give you an account of the piſtolls. 
A party is gone to the place, where they were left. The carter hath at laſt confeſſed 
ſomewhat fully, and we have promiſed to befriend him, being a poor fellow. As we get

T is not to be expreſt, what thoſe, who are ill affected Swediſh, do report with us con- vol. xxxvi 
cerning the laſt fight between Samoiſe and Ruſſiſn Lemberg, ſo much, that each one p. 7. 
amongſt us began to let the courage fall. But now we are again comforted, foraſmuch 
as juſt when the poſt was going away, the Governour of Peterkaw col. Cruſe was certified 
the 7th ditto by an expreſs, that his majeſty of Sweden once more by Samoiſe had for- 
tunately got the field, and totally ruined general Pototſky and Landſkronſky, ſtrong 18000, 
killed & 94 and taken 3000 priſoners, among whom is Landſkronſky himſelf, whom 
his majeſty 1s reſolved to puniſh for his perjury, as an example unto others. But Pototſł 
ſeeing how earneſtly our people purſued him, that he might not come into his majeſty's 
hands, whom he hath ſo highly offended, caſt himſelf and his horſe deſperately from 
the high bank into the river Bugad, and ſo gave up his ghoſt in the water. After this 
victory obtained, his majeſty cauſed thoſe 22 colours taken from the enemy to be brought 
together, and Te deum to be ſung in the open field, and is not yet reſolved to purſue 
king Caſimir any further, fearing, that in thoſe parts fodder is not to be found.

Fter we went to ſea from the Vlie on tueſday the 15th inſtant at ſun riſing, we ar- Vol. xxxvi. 
A rived the day following with a favourable wind and a very ſpeedy paſſage towards p. 432. 
the evening before the river Elbe, where we caſt anchor ; the day following the wind 

roving contrary, we tack*d about with the flood into the river, and came on ſunday fol- 
— near the city, but could not diſimbark our coaches and horſes. That day, for 

the ſaid reaſon as well as alſo becauſe of the hard weather, we were obliged to ſtay on 
board. On monday we arrived with our coaches in the city, and tho' we had given no 
notification, yet the Burgomaſters and ſenate having got information of our arrival, 
their honours were reſolved to pay their compliments to us by a deputation ; but it being 
too late that night, it was put off, however the day following meſſ. Pauli the Syndick, 
and the ſenator Schrodering waited on us for and in the name of their honours, and pay'd 
their compliments with much civility and reſpect, ſtaying with us at dinner jad the 
whole day with a handſome entertainment in every reſpect. The diſcourſes of thoſe 
gentlemen ſhewed conſtantly the reſpect and particular affection, which this city bears to- 
wards the ſtate and laudable government of your high mightineſſes. We received the " 
compliments of a Daniſh miniſter, who reſides here, and is qualified with the character of | 4 
agent, who inform'd us that mr. Juel being appointed by his royal majeſty of Denmark | 
to go to the king of Sweden in the character of reſident, was ſet out for Stettin, with 14 
an intent to wait for us there, and to go in company with us. Our horſes being ſome- 4 
what refreſhed, we hope to morrow to proceed on our journey for Lubeck, and after- Ui 
wards to continue the ſame with all diligence and without intermiſſion.

gquire optimo titulo juris that part, which they poſſeſſed, and did buy it of the natives, 

and conſequently have had poſſeſſion of it for ſeveral years; without that the Weſt India 

company of theſe countries did ever retend any thing. Wherefore the ſaid reſident 

doth not doubt, but theſe hoſtilities will very much diſpleaſe their high and mighty lord: 

ſhips ; and doth deſire in the name of his moſt gracious king and lord, that their high 

4 mighty lordſhip would be pleaſed to take ſome ſpeedy order for the redreſſing of ſuch 

unlawful proceedings, as the juſtice, the mutual amity between both nations, and the con. 

ſequence of the buſineſs require, and is expected from their high wiſdoms, whereby,

Vol. xxxvi. Had no conſiderable news to inform you with on laſt . 
p. 449 1 A letter hath ſince been brought hither from Cadiz of the 2d inſtant ft. no. 
8 bearing, that a pattache was arrived there the ſame day, which was come with their flect 
parted from the Havanna the firſt of January, and reports to have left the ſaid fleet but 
at 15 days journey from the ſaid town, fo that it was thought ſhe would arrive there the 
10th or 12th preſent. But every body believes not this, by reaſon that they know, that 
the Spaniards do often publiſh the arrival of their fleet for the maintaining of their credit. 
The pope ſendeth here r upon poſt for to haſten the general peace; and that it 
may the ſooner be obtained, the king hath few days ſince written a circular letter to all 
the parliaments, for to make uſe of their prayets with thoſe of the jubilee now publiſhed 
in this kingdom, whilſt the cardinal ordereth all things for the next campaign, and for the 
embaſſador de Bordeaux's return into England, who is to take leave this day of his majeſty 
for to depart hence this week. h 

The whole court is at the Chaſteau de Vincennes ſince ſaturday laſt, where the prince 
of Conti is arrived ſince laſt week. I am informed, that an expreſs from mr. de Lyonne 
their embaſſador at Rome brought again a letter yeſterday, whereby the ſaid embaſſador 
tells them, that the pope uſeth all poſſible means to make a league between the emperor 
and all the princes of Italy for to fall upon thoſe that ſhall refuſe the ſaid general peace, 
who ſhall alſo be excommunicated, of what quality-or condition ſoever they be. 

This abſence of the king hath hindred the remonſtrance this parliament is to make 
him upon the coin, whereof the diſorder is ſuch, that his majeſty ſeeing the difficulty that 
the Lis received, hath cauſed the courſe thereof to be ſtopped for three months, and 
ordered by a decree of this council, that the louis of gold ſhall in the interim paſs and 
be received for eleven livres, under a pretence that the gold is not at a rate proportion- 
able unto the ſilver. | 

There the count of Brienne hath received the articles of the peace of Swiſſerland, 
whereof I have ſome orders ſince I informed your honour.

P. 19. . of our proceedings and all occurrences here, which not to preſume too much upon 
the liberty your highneſs hath been pleaſed to give us, we ſhall relate as briefly as we can, 
and to that end we now ſend home the Grantham frigat, ſhe being almoſt unſerviceable, 
yet we doubt not, with God's bleſſing able to accompliſh the voyage with ſafety. 

The Marſton Moore arriving in this harbour on the 15th of January laft, by which we 
received your highneſs's letters and inſtructions, on the 24th of the ſame month we diſ- 
patched away the Wildeman, being one of the ſhips leaſt uſeful, with a packet, the du- 
- whereof, that we may not trouble you with repetitions, are here incloſed, which we 

ope may have ſo ſatisfied you concerning the ſtate of things here till then, that we 

ſhall now only add what hath been tranſacted ſince the preſent condition of this iſland, 
fleet and army, and our opinions, ſo far as we are able to judge, of your highneſs's affairs 
in theſe parts. 

We may with ſincerity of heart call God to witneſs, that ſince we had the honour to 
be imployed by you, we have, as redounding to his glory, chiefly, and ſolely intended 


the intereſt of your highneſs, and the commonwealth, which we could not carry on with 
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ſuch | 
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r as we deſired, becauſe, under favour, we conceived there was ſome defect in our A. D. 1685. 
wer, through want of a formal commiſſion ; but that difficulty, by the arrival of the 
ton Moore, being removed, and having a clearer underſtanding of your highneſs's 
intentions in carrying on your deſign here, we have faithfully endeavoured; as much as 
in us lay, to comply therewith. f * 

Col. D'oyley being eſtabliſhed commander in chief of the army, we in the firſt place 

intly together ordered, that a fort begun on the careening point, at the entrance of the 

Een ſhould with all expedition be finiſhed, which is now near completed with 21 

«ces of ordinance already mounted therein, among which are thoſe battering pieces of 

:afs ſent over by the firſt fleet. But whereas we appointed col. Humfry's regiment to 
be drawn down thither to help on the work, to man the fort, and to keep watches 
and guards in neceſſa 7 and eminent places at the mouth of the harbour, they proved 
altogether, notwithſtanding any encouragement we could give them, uſeleſs ; and then ſend- 
ing them back to quarters, we carried on that work only by the help of the ſeamen , be- 

Gdes which there was another to be raiſed about the magazine of proviſions at the com- 

mon landing place, by ſoldiers of other regiments ; but it is not yet finiſhed, though it 

would have n a great ſatisfaction to us, if the ſtores had been in ſome meaſure ſe- 

cured z however the commander in chief aſſures us, he hath put his army into good poſture 

tor action, having reduced two companies in every regiment, and drawn them cloſer 
together, leſt any attempt ſhould be made upon them by the enemy, lying as Sx) 
ſcattered and divided. 

"The 27th of January the Cardiffe arrived here, and on the 2d of February we ſent a 
brigantine and a hoy, with a party of 100 land ſoldiers, to leeward, where formerly ſome 
Spaniards and negroes had been diſcovered : they effected not much, only took ſome pri- 
ſoners, whoſe examinations with capt. Sybada's, the commander of the brigantine's, journal 
are here incloſed, that your highneſs may fully underſtand ſo much as we know, and 
how we are informed of the ſtate of the enemy, we mean of the Spaniards, and Mulat- 
toes; for of the Negroes we have no certain intelligence, only this, that they are ſeparated 
from the Spaniards, and live ſcattered in parties in the woods and mountains, as we have 
reaſon to believe, very near our quarters; for of late we find ſome of our men daily 
killed by them, and they were ſo bold one night not long ſince to fire a houſe in the 
bead quarters at St. Jago de la Vega. 8 

February the 8th came into harbour the Indian; the 18th the Falmouth returned 
from ſurrounding the iſland, on the North fide whereof ſhe landed ſome men, and took 

15 priſoners, whoſe examinations were agreeing with the former: and the 26th ditto ar- 
rived a ſmall veſſel from Anguilla, the maſter whereof going on ſhore at the Tortagoes 
found there no people, but the fortifications demoliſhed, and two papers, the one in 
Spaniſh, the other in ſorry Engliſh, which is alſo here incloſed as it was found. Upon the 
27th inſtant arrived with us the Lion and the Succeſs. 

In obedience to your highneſs's commands, we have given the beſt orders we could for 
horſe, whereupon ſome few are taken, and we have as much as we could animated 
our ſoldiers to planting ; ſomething they do, but not much; however to give them good 
example, we are now making, a common plantation for the fleet, which is undertaken 
with chearfulneſs by the ſeamen. We have alfo diſpatched a ſhip, the Hope fly- boat, 
for New England to fetch maſts and ſuch neceſſaries as are wanting for the fleet, with 
letters to captain Gookin, promiſing our beſt aſſiſtance of ſhipping; if he give us notice 
of any conſiderable number, that deſire to be tranſported hither. She is ordered likewiſe in 
her return to touch at Barbados and Nevis, with letters to the governours there to the 
ſame effect, and to deſire them to ſignify ſo much to all their neighbour plantations, as 
Mountſerrat, Antigua, &c. Not to omit our duty in the leaſt, we have this day ſent 
duplicates of thoſe diſpatches by a ſhallop bound for the windward iſlands. 

For the condition of the army, it is, God be praiſed, much mended ſince our laſt : the 
ſoldiers are far more healthful, and as they are put upon it, may we hope prove more apt 
tor action; but they are reduced to fo ſmall a number (for they are not above 2500,) that 
all can be expected from them is the defence of this iſland, and the expelling or reduce- 
ment of the remnant of the inhabitants, without which there can be no ſecurity for 
planters that ſhall come to us, and of which we find not any have yet appeared. But as there 
cannot be more expected from them, fo if they effect ſo much, conſidering the dejection 
of their ſpirits, the many yet weak amongſt them, and their averſeneſs hitherto. to any ac- 
tion, it will be a great work: for to deal plainly, according to our duty, with your highneſs, 
though God be praiſed, they enjoy health in a reaſonable meaſure, yet they have generally 
an averſeneſs to this place, which is rather fomented, than endeavoured to be removed, by the 
otficers, who it is apparent, in the moſt part, miſſing the mountain of treaſure they aimed 
at, do nothing but compelled by neceſſity ; for upon this ſhip's going home, and upon all or 
any the like occaſions, they exprets fond deſires to return to England, without regarding ei- 
ther the honour of their nation, publick intereſt, or the vaſt expence your highneſs hath madein

ſhips, and victuallers) is not only in a proſperous condition, but ready to embrace an 
action they ſhall be put upon. Indeed they are ſomething too forward e' re that, for — 
conſidering any motives, as the want of men to attack any place of conſequence, the 
keeping the fleet united, if an armado ſhould come from Spain, and the neceſſity laid 
upon us by your highneſs inſtructions to ſecure this place, they do begin to murmur, that 
ey lye ſo long at harbour; neither are many in the army, though they will do nothing 
here, leſs importunate to be carried upon ſome deſign abroad. W herefore to quiet all dif. 
contents, and to ſatisfy all humors, we your highneſs's commiſſioners appointed a meetin 
on board the Torrington, and there called to adviſe with us 12 the principal commanders 
either of fleet or army, ſix of each, who being accordingly aſſembled, we declared to 
them, that the reaſon we had called them thither was to acquaint them what orders we 


| had received from your highneſs in relation to the ſettlement of this iſland, as alſo for the 


annoying and infeſting the enemy ; and ſince we perceived they all cried out for action, 
to adviſe and conſult with them, what with a due regard had of your highneſs's com. 
mands laid upon us, and in the conjuncture of time, as affairs now ſtand, was beſt to be 
done, that as there was a conſent in our counſels, ſo there might be an union of hearts in 
carrying on the work. The reſult of which conſultation was this, firſt in order to the 
ſettlement of the iſland, that the ſoldiers, to enhearten them by being every man aſſured 
of his portion, ſhould have their lands forthwith ſet out to them at 30 acres per head, 
room being left for new comers, ſuch as are beſt able, to ſettle among them. And ſecond- 
ly, that ſix or eight ſhips being left here to ſecure the harbour, and to countenance the 
army, the reſt with the admiral ſhould go to ſea ; but ſome of the ſhips being upon the 
careen then, as the admiral is now, ſo that the whole fleet cannot fail in 12 or 14 days, 
having ſome regard to the information given us by the priſoners, we have thought it fir 
in the mean while to ſend ſix ſhips out to ipy abroad, if they can, to bring us intelli- 
gence of the Spaniſh armado, and to prevent the ſuccours expected from Carthagena by 
the enemy; to which end the Dover and the Selby are gone over to the main as far as 
Carthagena, to view the harbour and ſee what ſhips are there. The Armes of Holland 
and the Cardiffe are gone to the leeward of this iſland to ply between cape Megril and 
point Pedro, and the Paul with the Brigantine are gone on the North ſide, to diſcover if 
there be any ſhipping or intercourſe between Cuba and this iſland ; which ſhips are en- 
tered to return by that time the fleet can be fitted for ſervice, when we ſhall fully deter- 
mine what deſign, upon which we beſeech the Lord to aſſiſt us in with his counſel, to 
as may be to your highneſs's content and the publick benefit. 

To conclude (for we have already trenched too far upon your highneſs's patience) in ſo 
much as concerns the ſtate of your affairs here, our humble opinion is, that if the ſoldiers 
would contribute their endeavours to the ſettlement of this iſland, and attend the iſſue 
with patience, it might in a little time anſwer all their hopes and publick charge; for if 
it be once well peopled it would afford great plenty of the beſt commodities, and the 
ſituation of it, with the harbour, is fo advantageous, being in the midſt of the Spaniard's 
country, that having a conſiderable force here to make inroads upon the enemy, and a 
fleet to ſecure the ſeas, it might become the magazine of all the wealth in the Indies. But 
to effect this we muſt have a conſiderable recruit of ſeamen and landmen, with ſome com- 
manders, who may give life and vigour to the action; beſides which we muſt alſo hope for 
another good ſupply of proviſions, 1t being not to be expected thoſe we have ſhould laſt 
above four months longer. In ſhort, if your highneſs continues your reſolutions to pro- 
ceed in this great deſign, you muſt in a manner begin the work again, which we beſcech. 
God to guide you in, to direct your counſels, and to proſper your undertakings, aſſuring you, 


whilſt we are thought worthy of your truſt, you ſhall find us in the diſcharge of our

ſince which time the Lord hath been graciouſly pleaſed to ſmile on us, and to ſend heal- 


ing amongſt us. So that at this preſent, our condition (as to health) is very good, conſi- 


dering where we are, and that our private ſoldiers drink nothing but water: our num- 
bers are indeed few, conſidering the buſineſs we have to do: our ſoldiers are fully employ- 
ed either in fortifying, planting or guarding, of which planting is the moſt 3 _ 
GE 3 performe 
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rformed with ſo much unwillingneſs, that it is exceeding troubleſom to the officers, I A. P. 1655. 
mean, who are willing to plant, for ſome (yea indeed moſt) of the officers are very averſe to 
plantation, nay though they are convinced of an abſolute neceſſity. I hope (that having 
received my former) you will be pleaſed to quicken his highneſs, tor a command concern- 
ing officers going off; for the ſollicitations of ſuch, as like not the hardſhip, are a very 
burthen to me. Colonel Humfries hath not let me reſt theſe two days for a paſs, or 1 
low, but I have denied him, as being firm to the reſolution of doing nothing, till I | 
receive his highneſs's punctual directions and commands therein; however I believe he will | 
ſend over his family. Our officers are much diſcouraged to hear from their relations, that | 
the fourth part is not paid, which makes many lay their wives and families at my door, and | 
ſay, that I detain them as priſoners and ſlaves, and will not ſuffer them to return and | 
vide for their families, who are diſappointed. We are much amazed to ſee in the 
75 invoyce of ſtores no manner of liquors for us, that are at land, and deſire humbly, 
to lay it before his highneſs, how we ſubſiſt without that or money ; the water of the 
country, and continual drinking of it, breeding dropſies, and other diſtempers, and no- 
thing to be bought of the ſeamen but at treble rates, and that in clothes, at their own 
rates; by which our officers and ſoldiers have had their late ſubſiſtence, and truly had 
not ſo many died, and left that they had to others, I know not how they would have 
lived, that are now remaining. The admiral will ſend you a more particular account, 
than I do. We are much troubled at land and ſea, that we cannot give report of ſome 
ſervice to our nation (it being much expected) but the alarm of the Spaniſh fleet from his 
highneſs, ſeconded here by intelligence of priſoners, and ſome relief with incouragement 
being brought hither, hath put us rather to defence, than to think of annoying the enemy 
with a handful ; yet we have determined of adventuring, with ſome part of our fleet 
abroad. I humbly deſire your beſt aſſiſtance in the repreſenting and amending our con- 
dition here. And if your zeal to this expedition (of which we are aſſured) hath added 
to your trouble, who have the management of the greateſt affairs, you may thank your 
ſelf; and not blame us, who are glad (like drowning men) to lay hold faſt on that we hope 
may preſerve us. And indeed your care of us will be as well an high obligation to a 
great many gentlemen, who look upon themſelves as loſt, without a ſpecial interpoſition 
of providence, as an honour and ſatisfaction to yourſelf. For my own particular, I only 
wait his highneſs's commands, and ſhall be very well pleaſed in that he ſhall appoint me 
for either ſoldering or planting, being reſolved to make it appear, I am devoted to his 
highneſs's ſervice, as I deſire you to believe that I am

What proviſſion his highnes intends to make when his fleete comes (which wee 

are informed wee may daily expect) I know not; but in caſe there bee not, if by you and 

the others, that are intruſted in thoſe great affaires of his highnes, to ſend them ſhippin 

for theire tranſportation, and ſuch proviſſions as they intend to carry with them may Ee 

it, the which I leave to your grave conſiderations.

A Duplicate of what was ſent by the ſhip Wildman I make bold herewith to encloſe, 
What occurrences have paſſed ſince we have particularly made known to his high- 
neſs, which I am ſure will, if ſafely arrive, come to your view ; = give me leave, ac. 
cording to my accuſtomed boldneſs, to repreſent to you the trouble and perplexedneſs of 
my thoughts as _—_— our affairs here. I cannot but with much thankfulnek ac. 
knowledge that good hand of mercy to us, that hath lately been manifeſted even to ad. 
miration, in reſtoring our people to much health, conſidering in what a fad condition we 
were in this iſland, which is now. more healthy, and our people begin to recover ſtrength 
though ſome ſtill die, and many are weak, yet generally they recruit ſtrength, a marye]. 
lous great mercy. 

I have had of late not few revolutions and turnings of heart and ſpirit about our buſi- 
neſs, and have, I hope, ſometimes been willing to go to heaven, to the God of counſel 
what advice, and which way to act, to improve both fleet and army to the beſt carrying 
on to an end our work; and I muſt profeſs, Iam yet to ſeek which way to determine in 
my own thoughts. 

At our laſt great council we determined to ſend, and have ſent two good frigats to 
view Carthagena, to ſee what ſhips are there, and if we can, to gain ſome intelligence 
from the enemy. We have alſo ſent two frigats to the leward of this iſland, upon intelli- 
gence form ſome priſoners of expectations of a ſupply to the enemy from Carthagena : 
we have alſo one good frigat lyeth to the windward of the iſland, all which are to be 
in again, if God bleſs them, about 14 days hence. In the mean time our admiral is careen- 
ing his ſhip, which is this day upon the careen, as alſo other of our ſhips are upon that 
work intending to be all ready by the return of thoſe ſhips before ſpecified, by which 
time we hope the other three ſhips dayly expected may be with us with ſome intelligence 
from England. It is our intention at their return (if God aſſiſt) to ſend out the better 
part of out fleet in a body, and only to keep here ſome few ſhips, that are moſt unfit for 
ſervice in theſe ſeas, to be as a guard to this harbour. 

What action ſoever we pitch our thoughts upon to improve our fleet, we muſt not ex- 

a man out of the army, which cannot but obſtru& us much in our deſigns with the 
fleet. Admit we ſend out ſixteen or eighteen of our beſt frigats as ſhips, I do believe they 
may be able with the bleſſing of God in an ordinary way of providence to encounter 
with any force of the Spaniards, that they may meet upon the ſeas ; but it is certain there 
may be long waiting before they meet with any of the enemy at ſea: it is poſſible they 
may happen upon ſome ſtragling ſhip by accident, but if once the fleet be diſcovered on 
ſhore, intelligence runs all along the coaſt, not a ſhip or bark ſtirs till intelligence of their 
departure off the coaſt ; 'but being out, our fleet is not over man'd, I mean not furniſhed 
with ſo great numbers as to ſpare many to land at any place, for if they ſhould attempt 
to land, and have any miſcarriage, it might ruin fleet and army. Again, ſeamen on ſhore 
in land ſervice are ſo extremely uncommanded and undiſciplined in that ſervice, that it is 
thought it may be ruinous to them, if much imployed that way, ſo as if we do fall upon 
ſmall towns and places, it is true we may burn, and it may be deſtroy the eſtate of our cne- 
my; but by attending ſuch a courſe, as I humbly conceive, it will be prejudicial to the great 
ends propoſed in this deſign ; for firſt we are not able to poſſeſs any place we attack, and 
ſo in no _ thereby to effect our intents in the diſperſing any thing of the knowledge 
of the true God in Jeſus Chriſt to the inhabitants, but rather render ourſelves to the In- 
dians and Blacks as a cruel, bloody, ruinating people, when they can ſee nothing from us 
but fire and ſword, we having no opportunity to converſe with them, but in ſuch a way, 
as will cauſe them I fear to think us worſe than the Spaniard, which might be otherwiſe 
did we converſe with them ; but I doubt ſome former carriages this way hath rendered us 
but ſadly to the Blacks and others our enemies. Secondly, we loſe another end, becauie 
we obtain no income to the eſtate or commonwealth at all; for the inhabitants of the 
leſſer towns, as ſoon as ever they deſcry any ſhips, carry all that little treaſure they have 
into the woods, which is thereby preſerved to the enemy, unleſs purſued and followed 
after: witneſs the gallant buſineſs of Santa Martha, yet reckoning all got there on the ſtate's 
ſhare, it did not pay for the powder and ſhot ſpent in that ſervice. But out the fleet ſhall 
go, and we hope God may caſt in ſomething, that may anſwer expectation. The truth 15, 
our ſeamen are bravely reſolved, and much gape and breath after action: God in mercy own 
them in their outgoings ; but ſuch is our preſent ſtate, that ſuch ſtrict poſitive commands 
are laid upon us 1n order to the preſervation of this iſland, that the fleet muſt in a great 


meaſure eye that affair, which makes us out of capacity to act otherwiſe as we would.

1 make no queſtion were this fleet left to act without reference to attend this iſland, they A. P. 1655. 


would either meet with ſome of the Spaniſh plate, or elſe not ſuffer it to paſs into Europe; 
but ſtill in all our agitations and conſultations we are confined to eye the ſettlement of 
this iſland, and the fleet is eſpecially to regard that ſervice, which makes us we cannot 
venture the ſhips ſo far to lee ward as otherwiſe we might; if they ſhould, they would not 
many of them be in a capacity to turn up to this iſland againſt a. great ſpace of time. 

As for the preſent ſtate of the army, although they be far more healthful than the 
have been, yet they are but weak many of them, however, getting ſtrength daily, albeit 
ſome die, and many are brought fo low, that I know they will ſcarcely recover. 

There are two things by his highneſs principally enjoyned us to put them upon, for- 
tification and plantation. Should I give you a character of the diſpoſitions and qualifications 
of our army in genera], ſome few particulars excepted, I prefeſs my heart would grieve to 
write, as it doth to think of them. I believe they are not to be paralleled in the world, 
a people ſo baſely unworthy, lazy and idle, as it cannot enter into the heart of any Eng- 
liſhman, that ſuch blood ſhould run in the veins of any born in England, ſo unworthy, 
flothful and baſely ſecure, and have out of a ſtrange kind of ſpirit deſired rather to die 

live. 

_w_ for the fortification, there is at our harbour mouth a fort almoſt finiſhed, twenty one 

jeces of ordinance more, within which we intend to build a round tower of ſtone, as we 
— ſtone enough at the water ſide to effect it; but we find it ſo exceeding difficult to 
attain either maſons or other materials, that the army proteſted they could not ſpare us thirty 
men to make us a little lime. The work, ſo far forth as is effected, hath been wholly done 
by the ſeamen, without any help from the army, ſave by a few carpenters belonging to 
the train. I will not ſay much of our grand fort; it is as good as the materials it is made 
of would permit, and may, if occaſion be, prove uſeful. 

We have been long putting the army upon a ſmall work about the magazine of pro- 
viſions at the landing place, as alſo a ſmall palliſado work at the town to ſecure the am- 
munition and themſelves from any ſudden incurſion of the enemy, both which we have 
been in hand with a long time; poor ſmall things, that I dare ſay with a hundred men, 
in a month's time, would have been effected, but one is almoſt finiſhed, the other I fear 
will not in a long while, if ever. | 

As for planting there 1s but little done in it, and the truth is I verily believe little will, 
though they have had all the entreaties and encouragements that were poſſibly in our 

wer to aſſiſt them. The commanders and officers ſay the ſoldiers will not plant, when it 
1s moſt certain they are not willing they ſhould, but ſtill ſtand gaping to go off the iſland 
as after a goal-delivery, and you may be confident there will be little done that way by 
this ſort -y people. Such kind of ſpirit breathing in Engliſhmen, I yet till now never 
met withal. | 

Concerning the ſtate of the enemy on ſhore here, the Spaniard is not conſiderable, but 
of the Blacks there are many, who are like to prove as thorns and pricks in our ſides, liv- 
ing in the mountains and woods, a kind of life both natural, and, I believe, acceptable to 
them, and are enemies to us, looking upon us a bloody people, giving no quarter. I am 
ſure they give none to us, but deſtroy our men: there ſcarce a week paſſeth without one 
or two ſlain by them, and as we grow ſecure, they grow bold and bloody : a people that 


know not what the laws and cuſtoms of civil nations mean, neither do we know how to 


capitulate or diſcourſe with them, or how to take any of them, though there is a work 
we are now contriving to effect, for be aſſured they muſt either be deſtroyed or brought 
in upon ſome terms or other, or elſe they will be a great diſcouragement to the ſettling 
of a people here. | 

The iſland, if planted by an induſtrious people, would queſtionleſs anſwer any labour be- 
ſtowed upon it, and be exceeding profitable to the inhabitants and to the ſtates of Eng- 
land, and as convenient to the carrying on our deſign in the Indies as can be thought of ; 
but as for planters, we have not one yet ſettled amongſt us: we have ſent letters to all the 
colonies in the Indies of our preſent ſtate and health, and give all encouragements that 
in us lay, and we hope that governour Stokes with his people may come to us. 

Sir, I pray let your goodneſs overlook what you may apprehend amiſs in me. I thank 
God my heart is to the work in hand, yet in my own ſpirit much troubled, in that I 
cannot ſee God as yet owning us, a ſcattered generation, and a ſtrange mix'd multitude, 
I ſee a vaſt expence of treaſure and no return, no none at all, and methinks I ſee little 
will be; yet ſometimes think God may return in mercy, and yet own a poor people; but 
on the other ſide ſometimes am thinking he will not own his generation, but that the 
will die in the wilderneſs. The truth is, my heart and ſpirit are in a confuſion, and think 
ſometimes it may finiſh my few days I have here to be. 

J was fince I began this letter to view the Torrington upon the careen, and do per- 
ceive her ſomewhat eaten with the worm, as many other of the frigats are much de- 
fective that way, but we are as careful of them as may be.

SIR, 


1 Have received yours of the 4th inſtant, by which I perceive his highneſs hath reade my 
letter, and that it is reſolved there ſhall bee ane addition of able ſober men to the 
council here. I ſhall not further trouble you aboute that, only acquainte you, that wee 
much wante them, (or rather your affaires) and therefore deſire, that there be as much 
expedition uſed herein, as may ſuite with the buſineſs of that nature. I perceive by my 
laſte frome my brother Fleetwoode, that there hath bin ſome thoughts of returninge John 
Jones to us againe. I knowe not what alteration you have ſeene in him to make choice 
of him. It is not, I hope, forgott, upon what grounds hee was laide aſide. Hee may 
poſſibly be better minded towarde the government, or at leaſt pretend foe to you ; but 1 
aſſure it was viſſibely otherwiſe, whileſt hee was here. You have refuſed to employe any 
perſons in that truſt, whoſe former relations and intereſt in this place might probably be 
a temptation uppon them to nouriſhe factiones here, or ſuch, whoe would be apt to make 
uſe of there power to ſelviſh ends. I knowe noe old proteſtant in Ireland can bee more 
dangerous and prejudicial to the publique upon that account, then this gentleman ; and 
I muſt needes confeſs, I much wonder, that my brother Fleettwoode, whoe hade the ſame 
opinion of hime, when I was ſent over by his highneſs, ſhould have other thoughts of 
hime nowe, he being judged a perſon, not only diſſatisfied with the government, but 
alſoe one, who had acted verry corruptly in his place. 

You were pleaſed to write to me, as if Spaine hade influenced ſome of your owne people 
in England. I beleive there are a generation both in England and here, whoe would em- 
brace any intereſt to ſerve their luſts upon what is nowe; and I knowe none more given 
upp to that madeneſs then thoſe you mentioned. The divell will not wante inſtruments 
and artifices to carry one his deſigne; but God is above all, and his decree ſhall come to 
paſſe in deſpite of divells and men. 

I bleſs God thinges here are at preſent quiett bothe in relation to the common enemy and 
others; yet wee are not idle in our preparations, in caſe a ſtorme ſhould come. The coun- 
cill the laſt weeke by an expreſs gave his highneſs ane account, howe that wee had ſecured 
(upon the account of non-tranſplanting) ſeverall Iriſh men, whoe hade bin in armes; and 
are like againe to bee troubleſome to you, in caſe there ſhould be any new attempts. It was 
offered to his highneſs (they being clearely at your mercy as they are, that it would bee very 
good ſervice to the publique, and tend much to the future quiett and peace of this na- 
tion, to ſend theſe men either to ſome of your forreing plantations or to ſome other ſer- 
vice. Wee continue them bothe to our charge and trouble in reſtreynt, till wee receive his 
highneſs pleaſure, which I deſire you would haſten to us. I beleive the numb»: of them

U PON a due conſideration of the petition, and a full hearing of the petitioner, we 
find that he did leave the king's garriſon of Oxon about the year 1646, But that 
it was from a diſſatisfaction, as to the king's intereſt, doth not appear to us, than by his 
own declaration. 

We alſo find that the petitioner did make his compoſition and obtain a pardon for his 
delinquency ; and hath not ſince (to our knowledge) had his hand in any plot or deſign 
againſt the peace of the commonwealth : nevertheleſs it is our opinion, that he hath not 
hitherto done any thing demonſtrating his good affection to the commonwealth and pre- 
ſent government, in oppoſition to the late king and his intereſt. 

But claiming the benefit of your highneſs's declaration, as a perſon who would be ex- 
empted from that confederacy and the inconveniences depending thereupon, he hath this 
day tendred to us the paper and declaration hereunto annexed, which we humbly ſubmit

poſſible ſpeed to his highneſs and council, or to ſome of them ; and in the mean time 
{if need be) ſhall reſiſt the ſame to my uttermoſt power and ability. And becauſe my real 
intention of being not involved under the character of thoſe, who are ſo ſeparated from 
the reſt of the good people under this preſent government, may more effectually appear, 
do moſt willingly offer to contribute towards his highneſs's great occaſions he hath in 
hand for the preſervation of the commonwealth the ſum of five hundred pounds, the one 
moiety to be paid (as ſhall be ordered) within the ſpace of one month after theſe pre- 
ſents, the other moiety within ſix months after that, which I tender as a free will offer- 


ing, and wiſh heartily, that it ſtood with my abilities to tender more, and to make it a

1 raet penſionary hath referred to the aſſembly the conſiderations and advice of 
the lords their noble great lordſhips commiſſioners for the affairs of Denmark, and 
in purſuance of their reſolution have examined a certain letter of the lord of Beuningen, 
one of the lords extraordinary embaſſadors of this ſtate to the king and crown of Pen- 
mark, which he had writ to the ſaid lord penſionary from Copenhagen, and likewiſe ſeriouſly 
conſidered of the contents of the later letter, alſo writ by the ſaid lord Beuningen from 
the place above-mentioned of the 11, 12, and 15th inſtant. Whereupon being debated 
and conſidered, that formerly in the year 1652, at that time when the ſaid lord Beuningen 
was ſent commiſſioner extraordinary from this ſtateto the crown of Sweden, that there was 
ſuſtained againſt him by that crown, that the treaty of alliance between Sweden and this 
ſtate made in the year 1640, according to the full intention of the contractors, ſhould be 
only obligatory againſt Denmark, notwithſtanding the general ſtipulations of aſſiſtance 
againſt all aggreſſors or diſturbers made therein on either fide : it is reſolved that it be 
turthered at the generality, to the end by their high and mighty lordſhips there may be 
writ to the lords embaſſadors of this ſtate ſent to the crown of Sweden and Poland in ex- 
plification or amplification of their inſtruction, the good intention of their high and 
mighty lordſhips for the ſtrengthning of the ſaid alliance to be no other, but that the ſame 
mult be received as a general confederacy of defence, and ſo and in ſuch a manner as the 
words themſelves do import, without pretence of any ſecret intention of the contractors to

Not to raiſe the tolls in 
his harbours. 2. Not to charge the ſubjects of this ſtate more than his own. 3. Not to 
ſurrender nor engage his ports and harbours to any other.

kings, princes and ſovereigns; and although I could get no deciſion herein, yet I could 
gather and conclude ſo much by their diſcourſe, that his majeſty and the miniſters would

Here come reports from ſeveral places, that about the 4th of March not far from Sa- 
moiſch there happened a bloody fight between the Poliſh troops and thoſe of his majeſty 
of Sweden, in which not only general Douglas and Wittemberg are ſaid to be killed, 
but alſo that the king of Sweden was wounded. The Poliſh forces were commanded by 

eneral Charnitſky, who not long ſince in a ſharp rencounter near Lublin was forced to 
quit the field. The certain truth on whole ſide the victory remained cannot be writ from al 
hence, in regard the news muſt come to us hither from Warſaw, Thorn and Elbing, which 
are under the Swediſh juriſdiction, and in which places it is ſtrictly forbidden to write 
any thing to their prejudice. The king of Poland was not in the hght, but retreated to 
Caminiec Podolſky, to accelerate the conjunction of the Tartars and Coſſacks.

Heſe are to certify you, fir, of the bad news we have here at preſent, which God Vol. xxxvi. 
1 amend; viz. that the king of Sweden gave battle to king Caſimir of Poland with p. 479. 
000 men, viz. 6000 horſe, 3000 foot, and very good artillery; but the Poles being of 
a conſiderable body 8000 ſtrong routed the Swedes whole army, and flew many of their 
generals, amongſt which were general Douglas and Wittemberg. The reſt are not yet 
mentioned, and the king himſelf wounded in the neck with a ſabre, that it's thought he 
will hardly recover thereof, if he be not dead already. Theſe will ſuddenly work great 
things with us; but it's thought it had not gone ſo bad with the Swedes, had not Coniſ- 
polſki revolted from them with 4000 men in the hotteſt of the battle (God ſo rewards 
ſuch uſurping people.) I ſhould not myſelf have believed this news, had not I had writing 
from a principal man thereof; but now fir, you may give credit to the certainty hereof, 
for in Elbing are already 10 coffins of tinn made to encloſe the generals dead bodies ſlain 
in this battle.

Declaring upon the ſame ground, and conſidering the great difficulties and dangers, which 
are threatned by ſea on all ſides againſt this ſtate, do yet agree and conſent, as their noble 
great lordſhips do conſent and agree by theſe preſents, in the equipage of 48 ſhips of war. 
as was projected by the advice of the reſpective colleges of the admiralties on the gth of 
October laſt, provided and upon condition, that for the ſupporting of the great Charges 
and expences, which will neceſſarily follow, there may be drawn up, and the ſooner the bet. 
ter, a particular and ſufficient petition by the council of ſtate, and ſent to the reſpective 


provinces by their high and mighty lordſhips, in regard not only that the fame is requi- 


{ite and conformable to the old and commendable form of government, and hath been 
uſually obſerved, but likewiſe, that the fame is fo reaſonable in all reſpects, that the 
charges of the war both by land and water ought to be maintained by the common 
members of the union indiſtinctly; and the lords ſtates of Zealand could have wiſh'd, that 
the ſame had been done at that time, when the ſaid advice of the reſpective colleges of 
the admiralty upon the ſaid ſubject was firſt preſented to the aſſembly of their high and 
mighty lordſhips, which was upon the gth of October in the year 1655, now full five 
months ſince, and that they conſequently upon the ſaid project by expreſs ſummons (as 
of old was always uſed to be obſerved) had timely deſired the opinion and reſolution 
of the reſpective provinces, without expecting till that the one or the other province 
had been firſt ready concerning the ſame, and pronounced their opinion in the aſſembly 
of their high and mighty lordſhips, as whereby (under correction) not only is ſubverted 
the uſual order of proceeding, but alſo is oftentimes laid a conſiderable prejudice before 
the opinion of the other provinces, and before the freedom -of deliberation required 
amongſt the members of one body conformable to the union. And their ſaid noble great 
lordſhips do conceive, that beſides the forming and diſpatching of the ſaid petition there 
ought to be ſome conſideration had, at, the ſame time, upon ſome further regulation and 
order, whereby the provinces ſhould be neceſſitated, upon the petitions which may be made 
hereafter, to be in a readineſs to give ſpeedily and effectually their reſolutions and con- 
ſents, in regard of the conſiderable defaults, which were obſerved concerning the ſamc, 
during the war which was carried on lately againſt the commonwealth of England. 

And in caſe it ſhould be thought neceſſary by the common confederates, that for the fup- 
porting of the ſaid equipage ſome further extraordinary means ſhould be laid at the charge 
of the commerce and navigation (which yet are charged to the very higheſt, and can hardly 
bear any thing more) however their noble great lordſhips are contented, that to that end the 
laſt and ſafe conduct money ſhould be charged and continued for the railing of the ſaid cx- 
traordinary means towards the maintenance of the ſaid equipage ; and their ſaid noble lord- 
ſhips do conceive, that it will be more eaſy to be done this way than by introducing now 
impoſitions, which commonly meet with much oppoſition, and eſpecially at this conjuncture 
of time; wherefore their noble great lordſhips cannot imagine, why that any ſcruple or 
difficulty ought to be made in the ſaid continuation of the laſt money. 

Moreover their noble great lordſhips, beſides this conſent, ſhould deſire, that the portion 
and ſhare, upon which the college of the admiralty of Zealand, in reſpect of the common 
intereſt, is put, might be ſomewhat moderated, as being too heavy, yea almoſt inſupport- 
able for them, being very much damnified and prejudiced during the Engliſh war, through 
the defects of the other provinces, amounting to above 700000 guilders, as in the behail 
of the ſaid college hath been often remonſtrated to their high and mighty lordſhips, and 
of this inequality there will appear ſo much the more; ſo when by the proſecution 0 
this projected equipage the colleges, as well at Amſterdam, as in the North quarters, _ 
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be clearly diſcharged either for the whole or the moſt part of the ordinary convoys towards A. D. 166. 
the Eaſt country; and on the contrary the college reſiding here in Zealand, beſides the v 

uipage of 8 good ſhips of war, which they are obliged ro maintain and furniſh in the 
fad ſhare, ſhall not only remain overcharged with the ſetting forth of the extraordinary 
convoy rowards the Weſt, but without doubt ſhall be charged more concerning the ſame 
in reſpect of the general rupture lately occaſioned between the crown of Spain and the 
commonwealth of England, whereby in all likelihood the piracies and plundering at ſea 
will daily encreafe : eſpecially not only both the ſaid nations but likewiſe the Turkiſh 
pirates will perceive the chiefeſt ſtrength of the ſtate is defigned for the Eaſt land, and 
conſequently that they have the way open for them, to play their parts as well in the 
Mediterranean as in the Narrow of France and in the Channel, as much as they pleaſe 
without any remarkable reſiſtance. For which pregnant conſiderations their noble great 
lordſhips cannot omit yet further to inſiſt and requeſt, that the ſhare of this province in the 
ſaid 48 ſhips or the greateſt part thereof may be particularly employed by this province for 
the further defence and protection of the navigation and commerce for the Weſt, there 
being as much to be feared from that part as in the Eaſt, as hath been formerly found 
to be true by ſad experience, and doth yet daily happen. And the lords ſtates of Zealand 
can hardly believe, that this requeſt ſhould be thought ſo new and ſtrange by the ſaid com- 
miſſioners, when the ſame was conceived to be reaſonable and feaſible by their high and 
mighty lordſhips, and was agreed to by the province of Zealand without any ſcruple, 
upon the like deliberations in Auguſt in the ary 1655. And although it were true, that 
never the like inſtances were made in the behalf of any other tradin provinces, when 
formerly the extraordinary fleets of this ſtate were employed in the Weſt and North ſea ; 
ſo was it not ſtrange, in regard 1t was manifeſt then, that no hoſtility could be feared from 
thoſe parts, and in cafe any thing happened, they might have been ſufficiently reſiſted 
and defended by the ſaid fleets, whereby alſo by conſequence no ſpecial inconveniences 
could be expected upon the Eaſt fea, then at that time poſſeſſod round about with neutral 
and allied friends, and fully ſecured in the Welt againſt all offence by the forces of this 
ſtate acting in thoſe parts, which as now reſpect of the Weſtern frontiers, eſpecially ſo when 
moſt of the forces of the country are fent towards the Eaſt, cannot be ſaid with the like 
ground, as all thoſe who are of a found judgment can eaſily apprehend out of the reports, 
which come daily from thence, much leſs can it be unknown to their high and mighty 
lordſhips. Wheretore for the prevention and defence againſt all ſuch dangers, their noble 
great lordſhips would be glad to fee, that beſides the ordinary convoyers, ſtanding 
at the charge of the college in Zealand, alſo the ſaid extraordinary ſhare might be em- 
ployed under the conduct of a Zealand commander, provided with commiſſion and par- 
ticular inſtruction of their high and mighty lordſhips; and that alſo for the protection 
of the ſaid Weſtern parts, there may be ſent thither all the ſhips, which by the colleges 
of the admiralty in the other provinces for convoys towards the Weſt are by them to be 
equipt, and that the ſaid colleges may be earneſtly deſired to contribute herein to their 
utmoſt endeavours. i 

Declaring moreover to be contented, that in caſe the troubleſom condition in the Eaſt 
will not bear the leſſening of the projected fleet, that then the ſame ſhall be augmented 


with the number of ſix or eight capital ſhips more.

Believe that monſieur de Viole will give you an account of my endeavours to help 
you to money for your diſcharge. I am heartily ſorry, it ſhould ſuffer ſo much delay, 


and that it is not in my power to remedy it; for if I could, I would do it with all my 


heart, knowing the obligation, which I have not to leave a perſon in trouble, who hath 
done me ſuch good ſervice. I would you knew the bottom of my heart, and the grict [ 
have to ſee myſelf in this helpleſs condition, which is more ſenſible to me for your con- 
ſideration than for all the reſt of my other affairs ; proteſting to you, that I would give 
ſome of my blood to deliver you out of the trouble you are in, where I know you are 
for my ſake ; but I hope it will not be long before I ſhall be able to relieve you. The 
earl of Fuenſaldagna promiſeth fair. In the mean time, if your creditors will take half 
their money down, and let your perſon be free, and the other half to be paid them a 
while hence, ſend me word; I will ſee what I can do for you. And this is all I am able 
to do at preſent ; for as to the letter you deſire of me to the lord protector, I do not 
think fit to write, ſince he hath uſed you after this manner as he hath done. Methinks

who married the ſiſter of thoſe ladies; ſhe could not call to mind neither. Whilſt I was (WWW 
thinking, the daughter of madam de Lorraine ſaid, I know, who is your lord, and named 
a perſon, whom I had never ſeen, What, ſaid I, madam, you do but gueſs at random; and 
what would you ſay, if I ſhould tell you, thoſe that do ſigh for you, madam? Whereupon 
ſhe was ſo earneſt with me, that I was forced to name one, and told her Beaunais ; where- 
upon the converſation broke up. Preſently after this diſcourſe was told to the prince of 
Conde, and Beaunais he pretended to take this for a very great injury, which was done him. 
Jn the mean time he writ to monſieur de Gaſtandias to come with 7 or 8 of his choiceſt 
men of his regiment, who being come he ſent back monſieur de Gaſtandias, whom he would 
not have one of the aſſaſſins for the deſign that was intended: and on wedneſday night laſt 
being at ſupper with the prince, where falling into diſcourſe about women, Beaunais be- 
n, and related how he had been injured by me. Whereupon the next day I was ſet up- 
on but ſo baſely and poorly, the like was never heard of. He had put his company into 
2 coaches with piſtols and ſwords, and as I was going with the count de Holac to hear 
a ſermon, whilſt we were going, one came to mr, de Holac, and told him the prince 
would ſpeak with him and with me. Mr. de Holac went another way, and I went in the 
coach the prince had ſent, thinking to go directly to him; when we were half way, he that 
was in the coach called him to ſtay, and preſently the aſſaſſins fell upon me, and with 
much ado I got clear of them; for it was not far from the houſe of monſieur Lenet. I de- 
fended myſelf, as well as I could, but not without ſeveral dangerous wounds; and this is 
the whole ſtory at large. The prince preſently after ſent to ſee how I did, and to com- 
liment me, and to offer me a gentleman for my guard; and that he would cauſe me to 
Los juſtice done me. I gave his highneſs thanks with much reſpect, and returned anſwer 
I ſhould take my courſe againſt the aſſaſſins at law.

the preſent government, denieth the ſame, and faith, that yeſterday in the mornin |

it, came to the was of this examinate's maſter to have his ſhoes mended, and ſtaid while this F- 474. 
examinate was mending his ſhoes, being about two hours; and ſeeing a gentleman paſs through 
the ſtreet with a ſword by his ſide, the ſaid Seabrooke ſaid he was like coll. Pride, and none 
anſwering again, the ſaid Seabrooke, bringing out ſome ill wiſhes againſt coll. Pride, ſaid, 
he was real before, but now he was knighted he was grown as bad as the reſt, (but knoweth 
not who or what the ſaid Seabrooke meant by that reſt.) And this examinate aſked the ſaid 
Seabrooke, whether he knew coll. Okey, and Seabrooke replied he knew him very well, and 
(aid, that they did baſely by him, that turned him out of commiſſion. And the ſaid Seabrooke 
then aſked this examinate, whether he knew the ſaid Okey; to which this examinate ſaid he 
did. And the ſaid Seabrooke aſking how he came acquainted with the ſaid col, Okey, this 
examinate told him at our private meetings where we met. And the ſaid Seabrooke replied 
with an oath, that he d1d believe the examinate had ſome deſign in hand, becauſe of their 

rivate meetings. And this examinate anſwered, that the ſaid meetings were not ſo private 
but that the ſaid Seabrooke might come to them if he pleaſed. And the ſaid Seabrooke aſk- 
ing where, this examinate replied, every Lord's day in the morning from ſix to nine of the 
clock in the morning in Swan-alley in Coleman-ſtreet, and on tueſday at four of the clock, 
continuing till ſix or ſeven in the afternoon in White's alley in the ſaid ſtreet, and that at 
thoſe meetings he might hear preaching. And the ſaid Seabrooke aſked, whether this exa- 
minate preached, and the ſaid examinate ſaid, if the ſaid Seabrooke would come he ſhould 
be glad to ſee him there. And the ſaid Seabrooke ſaid to this examinate, that he the ſaid 
Seabrooke believed, that thoſe that met there would, if they could, kill the protector. And 
this examinate replied, if the protector was there privately, and in their power to hurt him, 
none of them that meet as aforeſaid would hurt one hair of the protector's head; and rather 
than thoſe of this examinate's friends that meet at the places aforeſaid would do the pro- 
tector any hurt, they would lay their necks under his feet. And this examinate denieth that 
he did ſay, that there were fix thouſand men, or any other number of men, or any arms to 
ſuppreſs the preſent government, nor knoweth of any ſuch, or of any arms at all, but one 
muſkett, a ſword, and bandeleers, which were put into his maſter's EE by order of the 
parliament, being one of coll. Harriſon's regiment, when Charles Stewart was coming up 

to Worceſter. And this examinate denieth, that he ſaid that the lord protector ſhould be 
put to the ſame death the king was at Whitehall- gate, or any words to that effect. And de- 
nieth that he ſaid any words touching putting to death the lord mayor that was, or is, or 
any alderman of London, or any ſuffering by them.

in England before they be reddy, which I ſhould be ſorry for. It is reported heere, that 
there hath been a fight lately neere Leopolis between the king of Sweden and the king of 
Poland, but I cannot yett learne the particulers, or to whome is the ſucceſſe, it bein 
variouſly reported. I was this morning with the Swediſh reſident in this place to inform 
myſelfe of it, and allſoe of a report, that there was an agreement between the king of Den- 
mark and his maſter, but hee did aſſure me there was noething yet concluded. 

The greateſt newes heare at preſent is of a great defeat wee have had by the Spaniards 
who is reported to have fought a part of the fleet to our great diſadvantag and loſſe; but 
I hope though it be related with many circumſtances, it is but the fiction of ſuch as are en- 

_ vious of the proſperity of his highneſs and the commonwealth of England, and foe it is 
beleeved by moſt. I aſſure your honour, here abroad the praters of all good men goe along 
with his highneſſe in that deſigne, and I pray that the Lord may owne his people in the 
worke.

on the 27th of laſt month, It was reſolved and thought fit, to authorize herewith the ſaid 
lords embaſſadors, if need be, to corroborate and re-enforce the treaty of defenſive alliance 
made by this ſtate upon the gth of October 1649 with the ſaid king of Denmark; and 
whereas there is expreſs'd in that treaty, that either ſide doth promiſe to give to cach other 
an aſſiſtance of 4000 well-armed men, to encreaſe the ſame to 6000 men, and if it be need- 
ful, and that the king do very much inſiſt upon it, then they may proceed to grant the 
doubling of the ſaid promiſed aſſiſtance, making 8000 well-armed ſoldiers. And likewiſe 
to aſſure his majeſty, that in caſe the waters happen to be frozen, when the ſaid aſſiſtance is 
required, and that the ſame cannot be ſpeedily conveyed to him, that then they will furniſh 
without delay with ſo much money, as ſhall counterpoiſe the ſaid aſſiſtance of men. And 
in caſe the ſaid mentioned aſſiſtance, or the value thereof, be not thought ſufficient for the 
defence and protection of that party to whom the ſame is granted, that in ſuch a caſe the 
unoppreſſed or not moleſted party of the allies ſhall be bound to aſſiſt the oppreſſed and 
moleſted party with ſuch further ſtrength and means, as ſhall be thought neceſſary tor 
his defence and protection; about which the contracting parties are particularly to agree 
before-hand after what manner ſuch further aſſiſtance ſhall be performed, and upon what 
conditions.

A letter of intelligence from the Hague. 


March 25, 1656. [N. S.] 


HE. lord Vander Steen and other commiſſioners of the ſtates general having been 

in Zealand, are returned back, and made report this morning, that in the equipage 
of the 48 ſhips they do agree; but provided that one ſquadron of them ſhall be em- 
ployed for the occidental navigation; and for the laſt and conduct money they have agreed, 
as alſo to the placart of the year 1655 ; but with ſo many clauſes, reſerves, limitations 
— — — that in effect it doth ſignify nothing; the reſolution given is very large 
and prolix, | 

The miniſters of Brandenburg have preſented a memorandum, recommending very 
much the embaſly to the elector, yea recommending it in the name of the king of Swe- 
den, as well as in the name of the elector, declaring and aſſuring, that the king of Sweden 
is very much inclined to a good treaty and to admit of the elector for mediator. And 
although that yeſterday there was or did ſeem ſome likelihood, that Holland did incline 
to it ; yet however to day Holland appeared very cold in the buſineſs : yet the ſix pro- 
vinces have concluded in a manner the ſending to the elector: we ſhall ſee on monday 
how it will go. 

The lords Welanborgh and Bockhorſt commiſſioners of the elector of Cologne, con- 
ducted to audience with two coaches and the agent de Heyden, and met, at the bottom of 
the ſteps by two commiſſioners of the ſtates general, have had audience after ſalutation, 
making a hot complaint againſt the advice, which the ſtates had, as if the ſtates had ſome

made at the expreſs inſtance of this ſtate againſt the exactions and inſufferable exceſſes of 
Denmark; conſequently had no reflection againſt England. On the contrary the lord 
Beuningen then in commiſſion in Sweden faith the words of the treaty to be general. 1 
ſaw what the lord Beuningen writ of that in particular ; to the end they might inſtruct 
the embaſſadors that are gone for Sweden, in caſe the Swedes ſhould by chance ſpeak of 
that again. That is fo agreed and concluded to day. |

At laſt was concluded to day the power, that is to be given and ſent to the embaſſadors 
of this ſtate in Denmark, to enlarge the aſſiſtance promiſed by the foregoing treaties of 
the years 1649 and 1653 to the king of Denmark, namely of 4000 men, to enlarge it 
to 6, 7 and 8000, according to the circumſtances and dependencies, which were formerly 
obſerved. Item likewiſe the embaſſadors of this ſtate in Sweden are to be inſtructed to 
declare, that the intention of this ſtate in the treaty of the year 1640 was ſincere and 
general; as the treaty doth import of aſſiſtance againſt the aggreſſors whatſoever, not ſpe- 
cially againſt Denmark, as the queen Chriſtina would interpret in the year 1652 and 1653.

This day were read letters from France containing the arrival of the ſilver fleet, and 


from Geneva containing the peace of the Switzers. 
Thoſe of Zealand have alſo conſented their ſhares in the fortifications of Geneva and 


in the ſubſidy for the Switzers. | 

This day was preſented a requeſt and proteſt of the lord of the Staveniſſe, beſeeching 
the ſtates general not to admit the lord Vryberg, nor to give him a commiſſion to be of the 
council in Zealand; ſaying to have taken a mandate out of the court of Juſtice, in caſe of 
complaint againſt the ſaid lord Vryberg. But this morning notwithſtanding the ſaid lord 
Vryberg did appear in the ſtates general, and afterwards obtained a commiſſion, for they 
conſidered that as a provincial caſe, wherein the generality had nothing to ſay. In the. 


mean time it ſeems ſtrange to the whole aſſembly, that the law (that thoſe charges ſhould 


be permanent and during life) being ſo freſh and lately, ſhould be broken; a ſign that 
the affairs in Zealand are ſubject to much alteration.

of the country from him, or hym from the proviſions, if he ſhall endeavour to march 
towards you. Wee truſt wee ſhall furniſh you with bridles, ſaddles, and horſeſhoes, and 
other things neceſſary for that worke, deſireinge you to the uttermoſt to improve what 
you have already of thoſe forts. Should it be knqwne, that you had 300 horſe well ap- 
pointed, ready to march upon all occaſions in that iſland, even that alone might deterre 
the Spanyard from attemptinge any thing Upon you. Wee have ſent Common and 
inſtructions into Newe England, to trye wha t people may be drawen thence, Wee have 
done the like to the windward Engliſh iſlands, and bork in England, Scotland, and Ireland 
you will have what men and women we gan welt-tfinſport. Wee thinke, and it is much 
deſigned amongſt us, to ſtrive with the®Spanyard for the maſtery of all thoſe ſeas ; and 
therefore wee could heartily wiſh, that the iſland of Providence were in our hands againe, 
beleeving, that it lyes foe adyantagiouſly in reference to the mayne, and eſpecially for the 
hindrance of the Peru trade and Cartagena, that you would not only have great advantage 
thereby of intelligence and ſurprize, but even blocke up the ſame. It is diſcourſed here, 
that if the Spaniard doe attempt you, it is moſt likely it will be on the Faſt end of the 
iſland towards Cuba, as alſoe Cuba upon Cuba is a plage eaſily attempted, and hath' in it

a very rich copper mine. It would he good for the firſt, as you have opportunity, to 
informe yourſelfe, and if there be need, to make a good worke thereupon, to prœvent 
them; and for the other and all things of that kinde wee muſt leave them to your judg- 
ment upon the place, to doe therein as you ſhall ſee cauſe. To conclude, as wee haye 
cauſe to be humbled for the reproof God gaye us at St. Domingo upon the account of 
our owne fins, as well as others; ſoe truly upon the reports brought hither to us of 
the extreame avarice, pride, and confidence, diſorders and debauchedneſs, profancnes, 
and wickednes commonly practiſed amongſt the army; wee cannot onlie bewaile the 
ſame, but deſire that all with you may doe ſoe, and that a very ſpeciall regard may be 
had ſoe to governe for tyme to come, as that all manner of vice may be thoroughly diſ- 
countenanced and ſeverely puniſhed, and that ſuch a frame of government may be exer- 
ciſed, that virtue and godlineſs may receave due encouradgment. EG

Inſtructions unto major general Forteſcue, vice-admiral Goodſonn, major Robert 
Sedgwick and Daniel Serle. 


Hereas we by our commiſſion under. the broad ſeal of England, dated the 9th 
day of December 1654, did conſtitute and appoint general Robert Venables, ge⸗ 
neral William Penn, Edward Winſlow, Daniel Serle, and Gregorie Butler, to be our 
commiſſioners for the ordering, managing, and governing our affairs in the Weſt Indics, 
according to the inſtructions we then delivered unto them, and ſuch others as they ſhould 
from time to time receive from us. And whereas the ſaid Edward Winſlow is lince de- 
parted this life, and the ſaid general Venables, general Penn, and Gregory Butler are 
returned home, whereby our ſervice there cannot be carried on without an appointment of 
other perſons in their room for executing the powers and authorities they were intruſted 
with, and ſuch others as ſhall be neceſſary to be given on that behalf: And we repoſing 
truſt and confidence in the ability, faithfulneſs, and circumſpection of you major general 
Richard Forteſcue, vice-admiral Goodſonn, Daniel Serle, major Robert Sedgwick, have 
conſtituted and appointed, and do hereby conſtitute and appoint you to be our commiliio- 
ners for managing, ordering and governing our other armie, and do therefore hereby 
require and authorize you or any two of you to put in execution the following in- 
ſtructions. 
1. Lou, the ſaid Richard Forteſcue and William Goodſonn, ſhall aſſiſt each other in 
the execution of each other's inſtructions, according to the purpoſe thereof; and you the

ut into the 13 of this ſtate the Iſland of Jamaica, which being fertile in it a 

ſelt, and commodious for navigation and commerce, we have reſolved to uſe all poſſible 
endeavours, by the aſſiſtance of God, to people and plant with all convenient ſpeed, and 
have to that pu ſe diſpatch'd into New England mr. Daniel Gookin inſtructed to make 
propoſitions to uch colonies and others there, who may be inclined to remove to this 
place, (a copy of which inſtructions are herewith ſent unto you) you ſhall therefore as 
any addrefles ſhall be made unto you either from the ſaid mr. Daniel Gookin, or ſuch of 
thoſe people as ſhall upon the aforeſaid propoſitions tranſplant themſelves into this iſland, 
or others on their behalf, cauſe the agreements to, be made with them, as they ſhall be 
certified to you by the ſaid mr. Gookin, to be put into effectual execution without delay, 
ind all other encouragement given to them, according to the meaning and intent of the 
aforeſaid inſtructions. 


” Whereas we have publiſh'd and made known unto the governors and people of the 
liſh iſlands and plantations in America, ſuch terms and conditions, as ſhall be granted 
5 dose, who ſhall remove from thence to this iſland; and have alſo by patent under the 
great ſeal granted to Martin Noell, merchant of London, twenty thouſand acres of land 
arcel of the ſaid iſland, with ſeveral privileges to be enjoyed by him, his heirs and aſ- 
igns, copies whereof are herewith ſent unto you; you are hereby authorized and required, 
to cauſe the ſame to be executed and obſerved on our part in all things according to the 
true meaning and purport of them reſpectively, and to ſee what is to be done on their 
part be likewiſe performed. 

You are hereby authorized to admit any other of the people of this commonwealth, or 
the dominions thereof, who are proteſtants, to inhabit, and plant upon any part of the ſaid 
iſland, where you ſhall think convenient to allot them, upon & terms and conditions 

ted to the ſaid mr. Noell ; and accordingly to aſſign and ſet forth land and allow to 
them the like advantages in all things, and what you ſhall do herein purſuant to theſe in- 
ſtructions we ſhall ratify and confirm. 

You ſhall cauſe the terms and conditions to be publiſhed and proclaimed in the iſlands 
and plantations of the Engliſh in America, and uſe ſuch other means as you ſhall find 
= for inciting people to come and plant upon this place. 

You ſhall take a view or otherwiſe inform yourſelf of all ſuch harbours and landing- 
places, as are upon the iſland, eſpecially the windward of St. Jago; and ſhall take care 
that thoſe, as well ſoldiers as others, who ſhall become planters, may have their land ſet 
forth next adjoining to ſuch harbours and landing places, and be likewiſe engaged to 
make ſome defenſible fortifications thereupon, eſpecially in ſuch harbours or landing- 
places, as are within 15 miles or leſs of St. Jago ; which you ſhall endeavour to be well 
peopled, and alſo to be fortified at the ſtates charges, if you cannot get it done upon the 
account of particular plantations. 

Whereas thoſe, who ſhall tranſport themſelves to Jamaica upon the terms granted 
by his highneſs in that behalf, are in their hunting and taking of horſes and other beaſts 
for the ſpace of 7 years out of their own bounds and limits, to be ſubject to ſuch rules 
and directions, as ſhall from time to time be made by the perſons authorized by his high- 
neſs for managing the affair of the ſaid iſland ; you are hereby authorized and required, 
to give ſuch rules and directions from time to time concerning the killing of cattle, as 
that the ſtock and breed of cattle be not deſtroyed thereby; which we are informed will 
be done in a very ſhort time by the great numbers, which are yearly killed for their hides 
and graſs ; the preventing whereof we particularly reſerve to your ſpecial care, and that 
you make timely proviſion therein. 

You are hereby authorized and required to take care, that the ſtores and proviſions ſent 
from hence, or otherwiſe provided for the forces at land and ſea, be juſtly and equally 
diſtributed. And you ſball-uſe your endeayours from time to. time to provide the fleet 
with fleſh and ſuch other neceſſaries, as may be had from the iſland of Jamaica.

3. And ſhall acquaint them, that his highneſs and council have received and read the 
letters ſent unto his highneſs by major general Sedgwicke and vice-admiral Goodſon, 2 
well thoſe of the gth of November, as thoſe of the 24th of January laſt ; whereby the 
preſent condition both of the army and fleet is largely and — . repreſented; and 
that we find it to be ſuch, as doth adminiſter to us great cauſe to be humbled before the 
Lord, who had in ſuch legible characters made known his diſpleaſure towards us and the 
poor people there, ſnatching away ſo many of them by death, and denying health, ſtrength 
and ſpirit to them, who do ſervice, that they ſeem like men as in their chuſing rather to 

riſh and pine away with hunger, and to leave themſelves expoſed to the enemy, than to 
make uſe of the means the country where they are offers them for their preſervation. 

4. You ſhall further let them know, that theſe ſore and heavy diſpenſations of God 
have occaſioned many ſearchings of hearts, and enquring what the will of the Lord might 
be therein; and that after a ſerious ſeeking of them, we can't find our ſelves ſatisfied to 
leave off and deſert the deſign itſelf, which we are fully perſuaded God will in his own 
good time bear a merciful and gracious witneſs to.

ſuch other things as are upon the iſland itſelf, hath been a great occaſion of the ſickneſs 
and other diſtempers, which is fallen among them ; you with the other commiſſioners to 
take the whole buſineſs of providing for the army into conſideration, and to put the fame 
into an orderly way, as well for the taking, killing, preſerving, and dreſſing of fleſh, as 
for the ſowing and planting of ſuch ſeeds and other things, as will produce bread and 
other food; which through the goodneſs of God will be a means of reſtoring and preſerv- 
ing the health of the ſoldiers, and lay a good foundation of eaſing the extraordinary 
charge, which the commonwealth is at of ſending proviſions from hence to a place which 
abounds with all things. - 
9. You and the ſaid other commiſſioners ſhall conſider of drawing the people from the 
ſervice of St, Jago, in caſe of the continuance of the infection there, to the end they 
may be removed by your orders to ſome more beneficial and ſecure place upon the iſland, 
as ſhall be judged neceſſary and convenient; and in ſuch caſe alſo care mult be taken to 
keep the 1200 men, which are to be ſent from hence, apart from the reſt of the torces in 
ſome freſh places, ſecure and commodious for the ends atoreſaid.

and ſhall uſe all fitting endeavours to draw thoſe, which are either in New England, or 
upon other Engliſh iſlands or plantations, thither.

15. And whereas it is not poſſible to give particular directions in all things, which 
may emerge, or be neceſſary to be done in a work of this nature, our intention being to 
keep and ſecure an intereſt in the Weſt Indies for the preſent, and further 
pro ecuting of our firſt intended deſign againſt the Spaniards, as the Lord ſhall enable 
us; you and the ſaid commiſſioners ſhall conſult and do in all things tending there-

1 Am juſt now returned out of Suſſex, and the truth is, ſoe much tyred, that I cann ſcarſe 

give you an accoumpt of my doings there: * thought it neceſſary not altogether to 
looſe the opportunity of this poſt. I reduced coll. Buſbridge his troop at Lewis on wednſ. 
day laſt, and paide him 500 J. which is ſixe mounthes pay: he was pleaſed to tell mee, that 
he tooke nothing ill from mee, he knew I did but as I was comanded, and as he was more 
willing to be comanded by mee then any other that he knew, ſoe he was very well fa 
tisfied, that the reducement was by my hand ; but he was very much troubled at the thinge 
itſelfe, and ſuſpected ſome ill dealing from ſome of his countrymen ; and faith, he is now 
ſoe much diſobliged, that he will never appeare in publicke buſineſs more. But I found the 
moſt difficulty to ſatisfie there demand of the other three mounthes pay, upon which the 
coll. did inſiſt moſt earneſtly, and ſaide he could not hire ſervants att ſuch a rate, to hire 
them for a yeere, and putt them off at 3 quarters end with 4 yeeres pay; and I belceve by 
his meanes the ſouldiers were heightened, in ſoe much that the cornett told mee they refuſcd 
there money, and ſaide they would have all or none: but I tould them thoſe were words 
not to be endured in an army att any time, but in them att this time would be moſt un- 
reaſonable, for another quarter was not yett due, and they could not demand it as there 
due till the quarter day. Whereupon they were quiett, and I heard noe more of them, 
ſave that I was deſired by the officers to uſe my beſt endeavours to procure 3 mounthes 
pay more for them, for that many of them have expended much more then they demand 


in furniſhing themſelves with horſe and armes, which I doe verily beleeve; and beſides 


they have been informed, that in Kent there were 20 out of a troop diſbanded the laſt 
weeke, receiving 9 mounthes pay apiece, ſoe that I was neceſſitated to promiſe to doe what 
I could for them. And truly, fir, I doe earneſtly recomend it to you, that they may with- 
in ſome ſhort time receive what is deſired, eſpecially if it be paide in Kent. Wee parted 
very faire, and all is quiett, (through God's mercy) and the truth is, the country is very well

able. I have made bould to diſcharge 3 or 4 quakers, who were of the gang, with one 
Lacocke now in Horſham gaille, concerning whom the grand jury and juſtices have peti- 
tioned his highneſs, of which you will heere more, when the judges returne.

Unday laſt the deputies of the aſſembly of this clergy were led by cardinal Mazarin 
to their audience, and made, in the firſt place, their remonſtrances unto the king a- 
gainſt our churches, ſaying, that we had taken advantage of the troubles of the kingdom to 
make ſeveral eſtabliſhments, which his maſter ought not to ſuffer. His majeſty anſwered, 
that he was at preſent much taken up with war againſt his enemies the Spaniards, in hopes 
to put them to reaſon ; which done, he would well handle thoſe, that had attempted any 
thing againſt the church, whereof he was the eldeſt fon. I hear we ſhall have the ſaid 
. remonſtrances in print. TOR | 
he laſt letters from Rome tell us, that mr. de Lyonne, embaſſador of France, purpoſed | 
his return here ſometime after Eaſter holidays, and that the pope ſeemed to be much ſa- 
tified with the aſſurances given him by the ſaid embaſſador, that a general peace was much 
deſired by this court. They likewiſe inform us, that the pope (having reviewed the proceſs 
of the Janſeniſts and Moliniſts) did intend to authorize the condemnation, which has been 
given by thoſe of Sorbonne againſt the partiſans of Janſenius ; whereupon the king has 
8 their aſſembly, which was held in St. James ſtreet, at a houſe called port royal, 
trom whence they are gone to hold their congregation out of this city. 

Yeſterday, tueſday, the enqueſts of this parliament (who had already much preſſed for a 
general aſſembly of all the chambers to revoke the decree of the king's council, which doth 
raiſe the golden louiſes at 11 francks) ſent again to the firſt preſident to demand the ſaid 
aſſembly. But he returned this anſwer, that there was no neceſſity of it, by reaſon the ſaid 
decree was only proviſional, and that they ſhould receive ſatisfaction within 3 or 4 days. 

Prince of Conti is gone to Montargis to meet his lady, who is coming to Paris. The 
dutcheſs of Mercoeur and other ladies of this court intend to go and welcome her at Fon- 
tainbleau at her arrival there. The ſaid prince having been made great ſteward of the 
king, (as you may have ſeen by our laſt gazette) has at the fame time given unto the car- 


dinal the 10 thouſand livres per menſ. which he had reſerved upon his church revenues when 
he married.

SIR, 

ERE is now no doubt made of the arrival of the fleet and galleons from the Indies at Vol. xlviii 
H Cadiz, and yet notwithſtanding the fleet of this ſtate is ſail'd towards the Mediter- p. 315. 5 
rancan, as if his highneſs had an intention to join his maritime forces with the king of 
France to go upon ſome remarkable deſign in the Mediterranean parts againſt the king of 
Spain, who will not fail to engage the pope and moſt of the princes o Italy in his quar- 
rel. The embaſſador of France hath had private audience ſince his arrival, and it is ſaid, 
that he hath brought over good ſtore of money for his highneſs. 

The embaſſador of Sweden had audience of his highneſs not many days ſince, to com- 
municate unto him the total defeat of the Poland forces by the king his maſter, although 
that from all parts we have contrary news, and that the ſaid king of Sweden was beaten, 
his generals Douglas, Wittenbergh and the earl of Woldemar flain upon the place, and 
ſome 6 or 7000 of his men. Col. Lockhart, who goes envoy to his highneſs for France, 
takes his journey next week. 

The reſident of the prince of Conde hath received command to withdraw from hence. 

The ſecretary of ſtate is in the country about his own private affairs, and will be here 
again to morrow : then I will begin to ſolicit an anſwer to the letter of your majeſty to 
the lord protector. 

The letters from the Hague, which came by this laſt poſt, ſpeak, that the lords ſtates 
will have their fleet of 48 men of war to be ready to ſet fail for the Sound towards the 
latter end of this month at the furtheſt, I have had no time to learn how his highneſs will 
reliſh this reſolution ; what I ſhall underſtand about it ſhall be ſignified to your majeſty 
without fail by the next poſt. We are aſſured, that king Charles is ſtill at Bruſſels, and 
that he is treating with the earl of Fuenſaldagna, in order to ſome employment, whereby 

do prejudice this eſtate : and in regard it is aſſured, that a good party of the forces which 

the emperor hath raiſed in the empire 1s to be ſent into Flanders, it may be the French 
will find work enough, as well in Flanders as in Italy, and that therefore they may 
not be in a condition to give much aſſiſtance to the king of Sweden ; and in regard like- 
wiſe it doth concern the lord protector, I believe he will alſo find employment for his 
forces, although he had a good inclination and reſolution to aſſiſt the king of Sweden, 
which I do very much doubt, ſince he cannot do it without offending the lords ſtates.

thereof; that therefore his lordſhip had often moved and deſired, at ſeveral other con- 
ferences, that the deſigned embaſly might take effect, that the ſame would be acceptable 
there, and that the delaying of the ſame any longer could only tend to the diſreſpect of 
the ſaid king; ſince it is known to the whole world, that their high and mighty lordſhips, 
ſince the peace hath been concluded, had ſent to all or moſt of their friends and neigh- 
bours.

out of which bondage he was lately delivered, many worthy ſaints therein {till remain-

He did alſo much encourage youth, that they ſhould be firm 
in the faith, and to endeavour what in them lay to pluck down ſuch a power, as did 
ſeek to devour the ſame, which powers are ſet up as idols amongſt us, and are of the 
fourth monarchy, who will be deſtroyed by that of the 5th monarchy. The time he faid 
he could not well tell, neither believes he what aſtrologers ſaid as to that, who ſay it will 
be at the latter end of this year, or the beginning of the next. But this obſerve, that it 
is no murder to deſtroy ſuch as are enemies againſt Michael your prince; and did there- 
upon define, what murder was, and ſaid Cain was guilty of a murder by deſtroying his 
brother Abel, who was a righteous man. It was alſo murder to break open houſes, and 
deſtroy the perſons therein. Then may it as well be called murder to deſtroy a whole na- 
tion, and in ſending, many poor ſouls away beyond the ſeas to gain riches, to ſet up ſuch 
a Babyloniſh power, and to make themſelves great, as appeareth by the great a en 

; there, 
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when embaſſadors come; by ſetting open their gates to receive them, and to make A. D. 1656. 
, if poſſible, and have nations bound for it, rather than fail their own engagements 
to live peaceably and quietly. In the like caſe it is with the particular perſons ; they 
muſt have engagements of perſons, that they ſhall not act any thing againſt the peace of 
this power 3 but ſaints may come, and cry at their gates daily, and cannot be heard ; 
but when Michael our prince comes, inſtead of deſtruction, he could bring peace to his 
people, and fo continued his difcourſe ſolely to encourage his auditors to ſtand firm, and 
to endeavour to beat down this power, for that Michael their prince was with them.

And it was 38 to ſend away the men of war relating to the 48 ſhips, as they 
grow ready, to ſail towards the Sound.

According to the letters of the 1 from Warſaw, the king of Sweden was 
before Zomois beſieging it, and the king of Poland was at Caminieck Podolſky, fo that 
of the news of the great battle there is no certainty. 
The king of Denmark doth continue to excuſe himſelf from ſending a formal embaſly 
to the king of Sweden, as the embaſſadors of this ſtate had orders to urge. 


April 3. 

Upon the memorandum of the 2 of Spain containing a complaint againſt Peſter 
at Maeſtricht, it is reſolved to refer the memorandum to Peſter. 

The other memorandum concerning the earl of Egmont, to redemand his lands, thoſe 
of Holland have taken into conſideration. 

They agreed and concluded to day to keep the day of faſt and prayer upon wedneſday 
next come 3 weeks. I am told that every faſt day doth coſt ſixteen thouſand guilders, tor 
the ſame is ſignified to all towns and villages, which doth require a great expencc. 

The commiſſioner of Dantzick hath made a new inſtance for a reſolution upon the two 
remaining points, but nothing is reſolved, only that the provinces are admoniſhed to de- 
clare themſelves.

doubtful, for many circumſtances, and the letter of Breſlau of the 4 March doth ſpeak quite 
otherwiſe : likewiſe they do differ much about the death of the king. |

In regard that the lords of Merode and of Renſwoude propoſed a complaint to the em- 
baſſador of Spain, concerning certain impoſitions, wherewith the Hollanders are charged in 
Spain; report was made yeſterday, that his excellency made anſwer, that at Madrid they 

ed an embaſſador from this ſtate ; and when he was told, that this ſtate had named 
a miniſter to reſide conſtantly at Bruſſels, he ſaid, that was nothing, that to do well they 
ought to ſend an embaſſador into Spain. There was a great deal of ſtir yeſterday about 
the pay and money, which 1s due to the officers and ſoldiers that came from Brazil; yea 
ſome of them gave threatning words, and one drew his ſword upon the preſident of the 
council of the ſtate, the lord Schagen (de cujus fide tamen dubitatur.) Whereupon thoſe of 
Holland are deſired to inform themſelves about it, and to cauſe them to be puniſhed. The 
council of ſtate being deſired to cauſe ſome money to be appointed for the payment of the 
ſaid men, (for they are deſperate) make anſwer, that they know not where to raiſe it, unleſs 
they reſolve to farm the paſſage money, which would bring in 6000 guilders per ann. to 
which all the provinces are inclined, except the city of Dort and ſome adjacent places.

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April 7. 

The elector of Brandenburg hath alſo writ from Koningſberg of the 24th of March flo 
novo, that the news of the defeat of the Swedes is a meer report, and ſuch a one as none 
will be the authors of it; only that his ſiſter the dutcheſs of Courland had writ it to him 
from Mittau ; ſaying that the ſame was brought thither from Riga. 

If you will compute the time and place of the news, for it to come from Lemberg to 
Riga, from Riga to Mittau, Koningſberg, and Dantzick to theſe parts, it may be ſaid, that 
at the ſame time the news might have come from Lemberg by the way of Vienna and 
Breſlau hither, conſequently nothing coming from Vienna and Breſlau, the news is 
ſuſpected to ſome. Yet it is to be wiſh'd, that the defeat may prove true; for upon the ex- 
change of Amſterdam the merchants did declare there ſuch an extraordinary joy for the 
ſame, that they were near to make bonfires at noon-day. And if the Swedes be not de- 
feated, but remain maſters of Pruſſia, it is to be feared, that they will reſent it upon the 
merchants. 

This morning was again had in debate the paſs money ; upon which thoſe of Holland 
ſaid, that the buſineſs was in hand, and that to morrow they would declare themſelves. 

The commiſſioners of the elector of Cologne have yet had no conference. The creden- 
tials and memorandum of the commiſſioners of Bruges are referred to the council of ſtate.

It is very much to be wiſhed, that the defeat of the Swedes be true, for if the con- 
trary be true, the king, (as the cat in Æſop's fables feigning herſelf dead to ſee the 
countenance of the rats) and hearing the great rejoicing that was upon the exchange ar 
Amſterdam by reaſon thereof, will one day remember it. In the mean time it is af. 
ſured, that the buſineſs is of very great importance to Amſterdam : there be whole ſtreet; 
that do live, flouriſh, and ſubſiſt by this Baltick commerce, and all thoſe people would 
be ſick of a hectick fever, in caſe that the king of Sweden had the will and power to de- 
prive them of the ſaid commerce. Now of his will they do not doubt at Amſterdam, 
and it is a very hard matter to beat them off of this opinion, and to take away this in- 
preſſion.

That they did requeſt in the higheſt name, that the king, as 
the firſt ſon of the church, with all his power and means would but maintain, and cauſe 
to be maintained, the Romiſh religion, and conſequently renounce all amity, confede- 
racies, and alliances with heretick princes and commonwealths ; amongſt which were 
named Germany, their high and mighty lordſhips the ſtates, that of England, and the 
king of Sweden's nomination ;: and on the contrary, that his majeſty would bend and uſe 
his power and authority for the proſperity of the church, and againſt all ſuch as fight 
inſt the ſame. | 
Secondly, that thoſe of the reformed religion in this kingdom may be curbed in their 
exceſſes and contraventions againſt the edicts and orders of the king. 
3. That the king would be pleaſed not to give ſo much power and authority to thoſe that 
are not of the Roman catholick religion, nor admit of them into any charge, eſpecially 
military, to which ſeveral are advanced of ſiniſter opinions, (who were named) who had the 
ſupreme command of the king's army, and were truſted with the chiefeſt government 
of the moſt important towns, not without great danger of the kingdom and the catholick 
Roman religion. In caſe that his majeſty would be pleaſed to have regard to this, that 
then the clergy would reſolve to aſſiſt him with any extraordinary ſum yearly for the main- 
taining of a conſiderable and formidable . |

that ſubject, when I thought fit; that they could aſſure me of the amity and good affec- 
tion of the lord protector and the whole council, but that they could not imagine, that 
their high and mighty lordſhips ſhould think fit at preſent to diſcourage them in a war, 
which hath ſuch a conſiderable reflection upon the whole intereſt of the evangelical reli. 
gion, and being that they ſhould give place to that reaſon, and deny no reciprocacy. God 
willing, the next week I hope to continue the conference; in the mean time I durſt not 
ſend over this raw and imperfect negotiation, which I hope to effect to their high and 
mighty lordſhips good intention.

Lluftrious duke of Montalto, couſin, my vice-king, lieutenant and captain general of 
the kingdom of Valencia, the colonel don John Patricios hath proffered me, by means 


interim till I accept of them in this ſervice, to grant them liberty to enter freely in all my 
ports for to careen and reinforce themſelves, take proviſions, ſell, and diſpoſe of their 
prizes, without any diſturbance, moleſtation, or vexation, as alſo to give licence; whereas 
that ſeveral Iriſh merchans, which are catholicks, defire to come out of the republick of 
England with their eſtates, and come to live in Spain, may bring their houſes and families, 
and in caſe peace or treguas ſhould be adjuſted with England, the ſaid frigats and Iriſh 

le infereſted in them may remain and live in my kingdom; or at leaſt to give them 
6 months time after the publication of peace or treguas for to diſpoſe of their eſtates, 
and go where they deem moſt convenient, and having taken it into conſideration have 
reſolved, having no neceſſity at preſent of the frigats to ſerve me, to grant they arm in 
war againſt Engliſh ſhips of the dominions of the protector Cromwell, and againſt thoſe 
which belong unto French and Portugal, careening in my ports, take proviſions, and {ell 
their prizes in the manner they have deſired, and the ſame grant to the ſhips belonging 
to prince Rupert and other Engliſh men of war, which are not of Cromwell's party, with. 
proviſo, that this be made appear by lawful patents and paſs-ports, given by the king 
of Great Britain, and ſaid prince Rupert. 

And for what toucheth the coming of Iriſh families with their eſtates to live in Spain, 
that they have free entrance therein, and being Catholicks coming diſpoſed to live in our 
holy faith, that they reſide where may be moſt for their conveniency, and ſo live free 
from the oppreſſion, which they ſuffer in the Engliſh dominions. It is my will, that the 
Catholicks of that nation find in my kingdoms help and ſuccour. And if in caſe there 
ſhould be peace or treguas, ergo a ceſſation with England, and thereby the Iriſh of the 
frigats therein in my ports, or Engliſh veſſels, which are obedient to the king of Great 
Britain, and thoſe which have wars againſt the dominions of Cromwell (ought not to 
remain) they ſhall be granted the time which they ſhall demand for to diſpoſe of their 
eſtates, and to go where they think moſt convenient. I thought to adviſe you of all, be- 
cauſe in what part or occaſion ſhall touch you for the accompliſhment of my reſolution, 
that you will put it in execution as I command you.

or held up as you ſhall judge meete. I hope hee is with you er'e this, haveinge taken 
my leave of him at the waterſide; but preſently, even before the barge was got a ſtone's 
caſt from the ſhore, mr. Townley, without the leaſt cauſe given him, fell to abuſe me in 
the manner ſet downe in the incloſed paper; wherein to avoyde tediouſnes, I have omitted 
many aggrevatinge circumſtances. I wiſh he had done it in mr. Rolt's hearinge, but hee 
feared his teſtimony. The affront was given ſoe publiquly, and in ſoe arrogant and in- 
digne a manner, as that it preſently ſpread all the towne over, ſoe as the miniſters of 
ſtate heere reſideinge expect what courſe will be taken with him for it. 
| I have had ſome private diſcourſe with dr. Peterſon, my neighbour; whoſe judgement 
it is, that beinge hee ſubmits not himſelfe, ſome ſpeedy courſe muſt be taken to puniſh 
ſuch an inſolency; otherwiſe it will reflect very much upon his highnes, beinge done by 
his ſubject, and perſiſted in, to the great encouragement of the enemies of the ſtate and 
other Engliſh men heere to doe the like, whoe knowe how much and howe often hee 
hath affronted me formerly. Many diſcerninge men judge Townley in noe 
good condition, and to have but little to looſe, that he ſoe wantonly expoſeth himſelfe to 
the laſh of ſtate; and by what he hath let fall in a boaſtinge way upon the exchange heere 
ſince, ſayinge, that he cared not to be called over to anſwer it, for that was what hee 
defired, I gather, and many others with me, that he hath formerly, and now purpoſely 
thus affronted me, that hee might be ſent for, that ſoe if he follow Spurway and ſeverall 
others of his faction, as many thinke he will, by his workinge, it may be ſaid, that the 
ſtate ruined him; to avoyde which, and all further truble with him at Whitehall, I 
humbly conceive it beſt, if his highnes ſhall approve of it, that a few lynes be writ 
from his highnes to this ſenate in a general way, or to dr.

Rolt's own deſire, that they ſhould go no further, being the 
wind was faire, and the next day the Lord's day: whereupon mr. Miſſelden came fourth of 
the boat again, mr.

ding me do my worlt, ſaying, he cared not a ruſh for what I could do, he could do as well 
as I, philliping with his fingers, and cocking his hat before, when he uttered thoſe words; 
whick ſome merchants preſent obſerving, they blamed him for it, deſiring him to moderate 
his paſſion, and to give me reſpect; but he ſcornfully bade them (though his betters) hold 
cheir prating, ſaying, he ſpake not to them but to me, adding, that he knew well enough both 
to whom he ſpake and what he ſpake, repeating his former compariſon of being as good a 
man as I, without once excepting the publick character, and oftentimes coming cloſe up to 
me, and ſometimes going a little before me, looking ſcornfully over his ſhoulder or ſide- 
ways at me in the ſleightingeſt manner he could deviſe, and in the face of the whole com- 
ny preſent that could obſerve him, becauſe I went very faſt to get out of the hearing of 
bis provoking language ; in the midft of which he ſaid, that he had never lived at Bilboa, as if 
he meant to reflect ſomething thereby on mee. I aſked him what he meant thereby; to 
which he giving no anſwer, I told him, that if he had not lived at Bilboa, better men than 
he had, and that better behaviour, as he then uſed, was the way to bring him ſhortly into the 
bilboes, minding him again of his inſolent carriage, ſaying, he was a peremptory and inſolent 
man to treat me in that manner without any cauſe given him ; to which, he then coming 
cloſe to me, replyed, hee's a rogue or a knave, that ſays I am inſolent, which words he ſpake in 
a lower tone then the reſt of his language; whereupon I ſaid to him, what do you call me a 
rogue or a knave ? deſiring thoſe preſent to take notice of his words; he preſently replyed, 
thinking none had heard him but myſelfe, it's falſe, you ſcandaliſe me; though I can and 
will take my othe that he ſpake thoſe words, to the beſt of my remembrance, and I doubt 
not but to prove them by ſome that overheard him. And when we drew near the houſe at 
Blankeneyes, mr. Townley {aid to me among other ſleighting and provoking language, that he 
knew well enough what I aymed at or deſigned, but that I would find myſelf deceaved in 
my expectation. To which I replyed, I knew not what he meant by thoſe words, but by 
them he meant to charge my deſigning or ayming at the deputye's place. 
abuſed me therein, for I had not ſought the 1 by a party as he had done, but was deſired 
by the company in a friendly and reſpectfull manner to accept of the place, in which I had 
ſearved them faithfully and to their content, untill his unquiet ſpirit begat a difference and 
rent in the company, or words to that effect; adding, that he might have more need of the 
place than I had, which words were only ſpoken on that occaſion, and in that place as we 
were ryſeing the hill to goe into the houſe, which was long after he made his compari- 
ſon and expreſſed himſelf as premiſed. As ſoon as we came into the houſe, I went 
into the room, from which I had gone out with mr. Rolt, as his father Elborrow, mr. Miſ- 
ſelden and others of his party aparted themſelves into another roome, where they ſtayed a 
while, in which tyme I bidding one of my ſervants to get my coach ready, he came haſtily 
up to me again, ſaying, that as he paſſed by the door ſome younge merchants and apprentiſes 
ſtanding together about the door, one of them, whom he knew not, aſked him if I were 
ready to fight, that he made ſuch haſt, by which he ſayed that he believed that Joey had a 
deſign to aſſault me, if they could but provoke me to begin the quarrell. Preſently there- 
upon mr. Townley, with his father Elborrow, mr. Miſſelden, and others came up into the 
room where I and my friends were, Townley taking his hat and putting himſelf into ſuch 
a poſture, as if he meant to ſecond his former affront, and provoke me to ſome inconteynence z 
1 reſently withdrew, without interchanging a word with him. In my abſence (as 
after I was told) 8 falling into high words with ſome of my friends, he in ſpeaking 
of me, called me only by the name of Bradſhaw, without other title or terme of reſpeck, 
which they reproveing him for, and acquainting me with, I came into the room again, and 
aſked him why he ſo treated me, or ſpoke of me in my abſence, having always called him 
mr. Townley ; to which he replyed, that he had not only called me Bradſhaw, but mr. Brad- 
ſhaw, which he ſaid was all the title that he knew to belong to me; ſaying, that he was a 
pick-thanke or a make-bayte that had told me ſo; and when I ſaid it ſhould be proved, he 


then anſwered, that if he had ſaid ſo, he was miſtaken, or it was a miſtake. I then aſked 


him, what he meant by ſaying at the waterſide, that he had never lived at Bilboa, being thoſe

May 1T PLEASE YOUR HIGHNESS, 


N purſuance of a late letter from your highneſs's council, and an incloſed paper or propoſal 

for a general pardon to be granted under the great ſeal of Ireland unto the —— 
here, and to return unto your highneſs and council our conſiderations thereof; we have 
conſidered of the ſeveral ordinances for admitting the proteſtants in Ireland to compound, 
and for the preparing ſome matter fit to be preſented to your highneſs and council, 
in order to a general pardon for the proteſtant inhabitants of Ireland, who live in Lemſter, 
Munſter, and Connaught. 

And firſt as to the ordinance of indemnity for the proteſtants of Munſter, made the 
firſt of Auguſt 1654, although the ſame was publiſhed here, and notice given for their 


——— 


compoſitions to be made in purſuance thereof; yet there hath not any one perſon hitherto 


of that province come in, that profered or made any compoſition at all. 

As to the ordinance of the ſecond of September 1654, by which liberty is given to 
admit all perſons being proteſtants in Ireland (other than ſuch as have been excepted from 
pardon) to compound for their delinquencies, ſome few perſons (the moſt of them being 
of the Scottiſh nation) have made their compoſitions, and days ſet for payment of their 
fines; yet very few of them have made their fines or any part of them; and ſince by 
order of your highneſs and council ſuch as have not come in and ſubmitted to a compo- 
fition before the 25th of December 1655, are thenceforth excluded from the benefit of 
compounding ; and ſuch as by the ſaid laſt ordinance have made their compoſitions, we 
doubt not but your highneſs hath taken notice of the complaints and petitions of the ad- 
venturers and ſoldiers who do complain, that they are thereby deprived of that ſatisfaction 
that by the acts and ordinances of parliament is held out unto them towards the ſatisfaction 
of their arrears out of thoſe forfeited eſtates now compounded for, they inſiſting on that 
clauſe in the act of 17 Caroli, that all patents and pardons, which ſhall be granted to any 
of the ſaid rebels after the 23d of October 1641, without aſſent of parliament, ſhall be 
adjudged void. | | 

But if your highneſs (in your wiſdom and judgment) ſhall pleaſe to vouchſafe any 
further grace or mercy to offenders of that kind, we ſhall not interpoſe therein ; only we 
herein humbly offer to your highneſs's conſideration, whether theſe proviſoes in this paper 
incloſed, or ſome of them, may not be judged fitting to be inſerted in ſuch pardon ; but 
nevertheleſs whatſoever your highneſs ſhall command further therein, ſhall be obſerved by

Not only 
our gold and filver, but the richeſt dowrey of our nation (our walls) wil be ſtolen from 
us; on which millions of our people you able to pay taxes. Hunger (that is extreame 
want) knowes no law. Itt apeares ſo heere ; for in a province raiſing new taxes not 
knowen ther, the collectors by the people were kil'd ; and itt's whiſpered, thouſands are 
riſen, to defend ons bread, for him and his famely.

hen I writte to you about colo. John Jones, I did not knowe, that he was likely to 


bee my unkle. Perhaps that may ſerve to obleige him to faithfullneſs to his highneſs and 


governement. I wiſh it hath as good an influence uppon hime as to other thinges; but 
you have ſilenc't mee as to hime. . 

There hath bin ſome late diſorder committed at Kinſale betwixt the inhabitants and 
the ſouldiers. Uppon the Lord's day was ſevennight, the people being aſſembled together 
in the publique place, a quaker at the end of the exerciſe ſtoode up, and ſpoke after their 
revileing manner. The people, as uſually they doe uppon ſuch occaſions, haſted in a 
confuſed manner out of the church. At the doore they were mett with by a guard of a 
file of muſquetteers with a ſerjeant with light matches; hoe forcibly made the people | 
to goe backe, the ſerjeant commanding them to fier ; and there was one of the ſouldiers 
did fier in the pann. Whereuppon ſome of the inhabitants for there owne ſafety, as is 
pretendeg, and as did afterward appeare by there carriage to the ſouldiers, tooke away 
there armes; and not uſeing any violence to them, carried there armes to the civill ma- 
giſtrate of that place; hoe uppon demand immediately reſtored them to the officer of 
the company. This bulineſs is nowe under examination; and I believe uppon further 
inquiry, the gouvernour major Hodden, whoe is a man of atheiſticall principles, will bee 
founde to have miſbehaved himſelf herein. Ele aſſure you, fir, it was a verry great mercy 
there was noe blood ſpilt in this buſineſſe. You may by this have a taſte, what manner 
of perſons your officers are in the countye of Corke, and howe neceſſary it is to have a 
good gouvernour ſetled there. Here are dayly complaints of the exorbitant practiſes of 
the preſent perſons there, which cannot poſſibly be remedied, but by removeing them, 
and appointing ſome ſober perſon to that place. If you heare any thing of another kind 
concerning that miſcarriage at Kinſale, uppon the hinting of it to me, I ſhall endeavour 
to give you a more full and perticuler relation of it. It's faide the governor harboured 
this quaker in his houſe ; and ſtrongly preſumed, that he deſigningly laied the ſouldiers 
nere the church, to put ane affront uppon the people, in cafe they had moleſted the quaker, 
there haveinge not for theſe three years paſt bin any guarde kept in the towne till nowe. 
J have bin too tædious in my relation, but this is only to prevent miſrepreſentations, 
which I believe you have enough of, and will probably have more uppon capt. Kingdon's 
and dr. Carterett's comeing to London, whoe ſett forward this weeke. A good lady and 
nere freind of yours writes, that you in England give too much encouragement to the 
anabaptiſts ; but I hope it is not at Whitehall. I here anabaptiſts, quakers and all ſorts goe 
in great herds to your overthwart neighbour. I pitty him, and pray for hime. I would 
have all injoy like liberty both in ſpirituall and civill concernes, ſoe farre as is conſiſting 
with the + hs of the whole. Howe comes it aboute, that 2 places here will not bee 
ſufficient for one mane, viz. Kingdon, but that he muſte be ſent for into England, to 
have an addition? One of his places here is worth a 100 l. per ann. | 

The councill have preſented a petition frome fir Hard. Waller to his highnefs. In- 
deed, I thinke he hath had ſummum jus in the ſetting out of his lande. If you pleaſe to 
putt in a good word for hime to his highneſs, you will bothe obleige him and mee.

Tis believ'd, that king is highly difples'd 
with the pope, either for not receiving the Portugal ambaſſador, or rather for declaring 
himſelf in a manner for the Spanyard ; for the truth is, the pope's intereſt and the Spa- 
nyards is ſo cloſly knit together, that if the one fals, the other cannot ſtand ; and tis moſt 
certain, that in this age the Auſtrian power only keepes up the pope's. He is now raiſing 
6000 ſoldiers, and new fortefying his maritim townes. The duk of Modena has bin 
much woo'd to leav the French; and *tis believ'd the reſtoreing of ſom townes will do it; 
and then *tis probable, thes princes of Itally will al combyn together in a legue for de- 
fence of Itally againſt forrain invaſion. Since our peace made with France a great jeloſy 
poſſeſſes thes piple, that our fleet wil diſturb them by coming into thes ſeas to ſuccour 
the French. The greatnes of the king of Swed is Iykwys a continual torment unto them.

clude, that one miſcarried. Hee ſays hee writes conſtantly, and will doe as long as hee 
is in health, in obſervance to your commands, althoe he hath noe other buſines; then to 
give yow an account of your frends. I ſhall not neede to ſay more in his behalfe, being 
confident yow will give credit to what hee ſhall write himſelfe; only this, that his and 

our old frend went out of towne on monday laſt. Hee wiſhed him to let yow know, that 

e had ſome buſines, which called him to his countrey houſe in Norfolke, where hee 
ſhould have buſineſs, that would keepe him till the begining of the next tearme; but 
then he would again returne to London, if you could propoſe a way, whereby hee may 
bee ſerviſable to you; but hee ſais, to put you to charge without giving you ſome ac- 
count of the buſines, he is very unwilling to doe; but if by the next letter to your ftend, 
who ſtill reſides heere, you can put him in a way, whereby there may bee a poſſibility of 
giveing you ſatisfaction; hee will imediately upon your frend's letter to him in the countrey 
repayre hither againe, in obſervance to your commands ; bur tell ſuch tyme hee heares 
from you by both your frends meanes, who hath promiſed to convey your letter, hee will 
not ſtirr out of the countrey; for hee ſais, that hee hath tryed all the wayes, which you for- 
merly propoſed, and hee finds, that none take effecte. Wherefore without new inſtructions 
hee thinks it impoſſible to doe any good; but after the receipt of your inſtructions hee will 
againe venter upon the buſineſs, hoping that you will reward him according to the ſuc- 
ceſs he hath. He hath ſent you ſome writeings by your lady's landlady, who went hence 
for the countrey this day; and hath promiſed to convey it to you by the firſt conve- 
niency. Deare fir, I hope you have received my laſt to you, with the encloſed from the 
Phi. The anſwer is deſired with as much ſpeed as may bee. Send your anſwer to Mary's 
bedfellow at her houſe in the Strand. I writte to the Dutchman by the laſt poſte. I alſoe 
writte to the French knight, and incloſed it in the Dutchman's Luer I ſhould be glad 
to know, how I might ſend to him by ſome other meane, leaſt the Dutch boore ſhould 
neglecte. I have alſoe by the laſt weeke's poſt writ to the French boateman, I meane the 
maiſter of the boate, that Watte goes in. I hope to have an account of all the next 
weeke ; for ſhould my Phi. letter miſcarry, I ſhould looſe my credit with him. In his 
letter you will have ſome directions for the mayde, which I profered you, I meane the 
French mayde, that formerly lived with my landlady. Bee pleaſed alſoe to follow whit 
he hath wiſhed me to preſcribe to you; and then I hope all will bee well. 

I much deſyre to have anſwer to that buſineſs, which concernes the young gentleman, 
that lived in the iſle of Weight. If hee be not with you, be pleaſed to make a journey 
to him, for it much concerns a good frend of myne, who requeſts this favour from you. 
Here is little of news at this tyme. The 29th of the laſt month one mr. Grantam, ſon to 
coll. Grantam, was kild in a duell by one mr. Chamberlaine of Gray's inne. They were 
both young men, and formerly very good frends. Munday laſt the life-guard muſtered in 
Tutle-fields.

Althoe Manninge bee gone, yet wee want not frends abroad, who can and doe give ys 
good account of the proceedings of the king of Scots. Hee is confident of ſome hee 
hath about him, which deceiye him ſtrangely. And unleſs hee looke well to himſelf 
truſt mee, his life is in danger; for I am affured by a worthy frend, who not long ſince | 
mentioned to you, that there are ſome people employed to do him a miſchiefe ; catholicke 
or puritan I cannot yet learne neither; but perhaps may ſifte out ſomething more here. 
after. In the meane tyme if you have any frends in that litle court, chardge them to 
looke well about them ; for if they cut the king's throate, ſome friends of yours ma 
bee in danger. I ſuppoſe they are all carefull enought; and I againe aſſure you, that it 
concerns them ſo to bee; otherwiſe my intelligence very much failes mee. 

Monſieur Bordeaux hath bin heere above a weeke. If this news of the king of Suede's

They write alſo from Seville, that the 
armado bound out for Nova Spagnia, conſiſting of 3o ſail very well provided, was put to 
ſea with comiſſion to attack Jamaica in their way, if they find the En liſh till to be in 
ſſeſſion thereof, of which they make a great queſtion; for it is believed, they are already 
all come from thence that were living, the greateſt part of the land men being conſumed 
by ſickneſs and want of neceſſarys, ſo that the new Engliſh fleete, if gone for the Spaniſh 
coaſt, will fynde little to do there, and may in all appearance return home again as wiſe 
this, as they did the laſt year. Don Jean d' Auſtria is now dayly expected at Bruſſells, 
for whoſe reception there great preparations are a making. He took his paſſage from 
Barcelona to Genoa by ſea in a galley, which was ſett on by the Turks men of warr, 
from whom, after a very ſharp fight, he very narrowly eſcaped, many perſons of note, 
which accompanyed him in his paſſage, being killed in the rencounter ; amongſt whome 
is comprehended the intended vice-roy of Naples. *Tis hoped, that as he paſſeth, Ger- 
many will quicken the emperor to haſten thither our expected recruits from thence ; and 
if he brings them along with him, he may be the welcomer; for *tis uncertayne, how 
theſe people will reliſh it to be governed by a bye blow. The caping trade at Dynkerque 
continues ſtill, but not with that vigour as at firſt, by reaſon that they want men to man 
their picqueroons ; and that the Engliſh fregotts have of late ſnapt ſome of them. 

The letters from Germany and other parts ſpeake of a very great battel, that hath been 
lately fought between the Swedes and Poles between Lublin and Leopolis; the ſucceſs 
whereof 1s ſo variouſly reported, that we cannot yet tell certainly which ſide hath had the 
better; for from Danzick, Vienna, and other popiſh partes, they write, that the Sweedes 
are totally routed, and that the king and his brother were killed in the battle, with many 
other particulars; but from Holland, Thorne, Stettin, and other parts they write, that 
the Swedes got the day, and beat the Poles quite out of the field; yet they do acknowledge 
to have loſt many men, and ſome great commanders in the fight, chiefly by the treachery 
of ſome Poles they had in their army, which in the beginning of the battle turned againſt 
them, and putt them to ſome diſorder, the particulars of which we expect by the next 
more at large. But in the interim our clergy here are very jocond, and ſing Te Deum 
laudamus at noe rate. They think this blow and the arrivall of the fleete will break the 
neck of all the proteſtant deſigns. The Scotts king is ſtill at Bruſſells, treating with Feun- 
ſaldagne and don Alonza late ambaſſador in England, who extols his perſon and parts very 
highly; and ſayes, that he finds him to have more in him then in all thoſe of his counſell. 
His negotiation 1s as yet kept very private. As any thing thereof comes to be known,

I Moſt humbly thanke you for the favor of your letter, which I received beinge under Vol. vil. 
faile about the Start Point; and the gentleman that brought that packett from Dartmouth P. 171, & 172- 
made ſoe great haſte off on board, that I had not opportunity to write unto you againe. 
Beinge now about to ſend a ſhip to Liſbone (with our credentialls, and to lett the kinge 
underſtand of our approach to his dominions in an amicable way) I adventure to give you 
this trouble. The moſt conſiderable thing I have to write is of the proſperous voyage 
God hath graciouſly afforded us hither, without any ſeparation of the fleete or other in- 
convenience, (that I knowe off) ſavinge that the Andrew ſpent her fore maſt about the 
latitude of 45* 00, and yeſterday the Metlyn gallye loſt her boltſpritt ; and indeed it was 
odds, that ſhe was not ſuncke, runn over by another ſhipp, but both theſe through care- 
leſſneſſe meerely. About the latitude of 45* we ſaw a foe to the S. S. W. of us, and 
ſent a ſhipp to chaſe her (ſhe makinge all the ſayle from us, that ſhe could.) About an 
houre after ſunn-ſet our ſhipp came up with her, and found her to be a Dunkirk man of 
warr, a new ſhip.

acquaint his majeſty with our meſſage, in regard there was no poſſibility of having any 
ſpeech with the king by reaſon of the holy days : all was received with demonſtration 
of good inclination z and thereupon we may the more rely, in regard we have long ſince 
in our diſcourſe often mentioned the arrival of the ſaid ſhips, but eſpecially in regard the 
king (as we underſtand) was advertized thereof by the lord Roſenwinge. The reſiden:

DrER BROTHER, 


Wrot you by the laſt Holland fhipps, that departed this port, too letters, the on by 
mr. Treviſe under cover to mr. Wright, the other by mr. Popley, according to your 
owne direction, which I receaved in on of the 6th of February under Pedro Colarte's 
cover, which is all I have of yours ſince you left this place. By it I perceave you have 
not receaved any of mine, which I much wonder at, having writ you by three ſeveral 
conveyances; but indeed all over land, for there did proffer no oportunity by ſea. I gave 


you in my laſt the occurrences of this place, which are of little or no concernment, for we 
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doe not purpoſe to troble our felves with the coſt of ſetting out an armada; eſpecially A. D. 1656; 
our plate fleet being part arrived, the reſt we hope in ſafety in ſome part of the | 
Indies, it's thought more convenient to provide and fortify all our frontiers, and to let 
the Engliſh with there great force ſpend uppon themſelfes, which wee hope is the 
beſt way to weary them out. By the incloſed, which is a coppy verbatim of one to fir 
Walter Dongan, a colonel] heer of the armada, that came from Naples, that is now quar- 
tered in the country and my good freind, whoſe order I have to 17 his letters, and 
that you may perceave the deplorable condition of our royall party, 1 ſend it you heere 
incloſed; but to comfort you a little, Fle tell you what the ſerjeant major of this garriſon 
(a favorit of the duke Medina Celi's) reported in my prefence one good fryday at the 
Jeſuits, that he had ſeen a letter from the councell of ſtate to the duke, in anſwer of one, 
that he had ſent the king, together with a gloſs uppon the lord protector's maniteſto, 
from whence he gathered by conſequence, that it was convenient and neceſſary, that this 
monarchy eſpouſed the royall intereſt of England, which as a councellor of ſtate he gave 
for his vote. The anſwer was many thankes for his zealous and good ſervices, and that 
the counſell weare reſolved uppon the ſame ; but not yet into what province to ſettle 
the king's perſon, uppon which circumſtance there was a debate. Now the great news, 
which makes this former the more credible, is the treaty between Spaine and France with 
great ſecrecy, and the preparation for the meeting of the tow kings uppon the borders ; 
and as I am inform'd a ceſſation of arms already: the pope's importunity for this peace 
and a catholick league 1s thought wil be ſuddenly effected. God of his mercy ſend us 
what is molt for his glory and our ſalvation.

Meadowe, envoy in Portugal, to the generals Blake and Montagu, 
My Lorps, 


JT would be too long to recount to your lordſhips the many diffculties, which I have 
encountred in the ſervice, which I am heere upon, for concludeing and ratifying the 
late treaty betwixt both nations, and ſetling other affaires relating thereunto. This work, 
though of great concernement unto both, 1s not yet finiſhed, ſuch are the ſhiftings and 
delayes uſed here upon a pretended impoſſibility on his majeſtie's part to firme thele articles 
in the treaty relating to religion, as being a matter exempt from his ſecular juriſdiction, 
the contrary whereof I have cleerely and by evident argument evinced, knowing withall, 
that this manner of their 8 is directed by other conſiderations then that of 
religion only; for his majeſty knows well, that before the inſtruments of ratilication 
be exchanged, he muſt pay 50coo l. due to his highnes upon former agreements, which 
he is not willing to part with preſently, thinking that delays may produce alterations 
of affairs, and ſo the loſs of time may prove. the ſaveing of his money. Beſides his 
Brazil fleet of about 100 merchants, with a convoy of eleaven men of war, are cxpccted 
the latter end of the next month; and if he can dril off the buſineſs, til they are arrived, he 
hopes then to play his game at leiſure. I am not ignorant of ſome other reaſons, which 
I ſhall not trouble your lordſhips with. On ſaturday laſt I had conference with the mar- 
queſs de Niſſa, the lord chamberlain, and ſecretary of ſtate, commiſſioners appointed by 
his majeſtie, from whome I parted with great diflatisfa&tion, and not without ſome dit- 
content. Whereupon I immediately demanded audience of his majeſtic, which was pro- 
miſed me the munday following; the time of 20 dayes limited me by his highnes in- 
ſtructions to await his majeſtie's anſwer being now very neere expired. This was the 
ſture of affairs, when your lordſhips expreſſe came to me, which was on munday morn- 
ing. I was very glad to hear of your honours good health, and the ſafety of the fleet, 
as knowing that would be my laſt and prevalent argument for obtaining a more favour- 
able diſpatch, then I had hitherto found. But then knowing withall the contents of his 
highnes letter to his majeſty of Portugall, it having paſſed through my hands, when in 
England, although I received no coppy either of it, or of that from your lordſhips, I 
eaſily apprehended, that in this juncture of time and ſtate of affaires to preſent letters of 
that nature to his majeſtic, giving all aſſureances of friendſhip and good offices, albeit the 
treaty was not yet ratified, would redound to the prejudice of the buſineſs before me;

pardon by the next, and ſhould not doubt the obteyning of it, had I opportunity to 
expreſs more at lardge the ſeveral reaſons, which induced me heereunto. The tyme ot 
audience being come, I was admitted to his majeſtie's preſence, and had ſpeech in private 
with him above an hower, acquainting him, that his highnes after ſo many demonſtra- 
tlOng 
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ns of his good will and affection towards his majeſtie and his dominions, and his ea, Heſt A. P. 1656. 
endeavours to ſettle a firme and laſting freindſhip betwixt both the nations, would v.*fy N 
ill reſent the unkind requitall, which is made him, if fo be I could return no other an- 
{wer to his highnes, then what I had hitherto received from his majeſtie's commiſſioners. 
Jo be brief, it came to this iſſue; his majeſtie promiſed me within a day or two to ſend 
me ſuch an anſwer, as he doubted not ſhould be to my content and ſatisfaction. All this 
while I mentioned nothing of the fleet, knowing his majeſtie was acquainted with the 
newes before 3 onely at the cloſe of all told him, that I had received advice of the arrivall 
of the Engliſh fleet upon theſe coaſts, telling him withall, that it was now in his maje- 
ſtie's choiſe to ſerve himſelf of the beſt fitted and appointed fleet in the world, to be as 
a wall and defence to his dominions againſt the declared enemy of both nations; and 
chat his majeſtie might make uſe of them upon all occaſions for a defence and ſecurity to 
his ſubjects in their trade and commerce; truſting he would never give occaſion for con- 
verting that ſtrength againſt him, which was deſigned ahd employed for his benifitt and 
advantage. This complement highly pleaſed the king, who aſked me by name concerne- 
ing generall Blake, whome he had often heard ſo much of; aſſureing me with great af- 
ſection, that all his ports and harbors ſhould be ready at the ſervice of the fleet, therein 
to fitt and furniſh themſelves with neceſſaryes upon all occaſions. By this your lordſhips 
may a little taſte the temper of affaires heer ; and for your letters, which in duty to the 
ablique ſervice I have preſumed as yett to conceale, I ſhall ſpeedily deliver them ; at 
Fiſt ſo ſoone as I ſhall have received his majeſtie's final anſwer. to the demands, which I 
have made in his highnes name, which I expect to receive at the tyme promiſed. The 
pacquett directed to mr. Blackbourne I ſhall take care to ſend for England this weeke, 
there being an Engliſh ſhip in this harbor bound for Briſtoll, ready to ſet ſayle, whome 
Lonely deteyne, till I have received the king's poſitive anſwer, that ſoe I might give his 
highnes a more full and certeine accompt of my negotiation. 
For matter of intelligence, the letter, which I ſent by capt. Whetſtone, will acquaint 
our lordſhips with what was reported heer, which is ſince confirmed, that 4 of the Spa- 
niſh Weſt Indy fleet are arrived at Cales, and two yet miſſing, having fallen foule one 
upon the other, and not ſince heard of; for which there is great lamentation, thoſe two 
being valued at 4 millions ſterling. The Spaniard is reported to be in no condition to 
fight you, and that if you fight him, you muſt breake open his dores to come at him, 
for he intends not to come out of his owne howſe. There are ten good able ſhips in 
Cales, that came from Naples, which not long ſince rode in the bay, but are ſince gone 
up within the puntalls to carine, whither, upon the leaſt notice of your arrivall, all the 
reſt will quickly retire. T heare, that De Ruyter is there with 15 ſayle of Dutch men of 
warre, and that there are ſeverall other merchants of other nations; and that the Spaniards 
are fitting out a fleet to go for the Wet Indies this ſummer, which if he can but give 
ſafe convoy to, that this is all he hath in deſigne beſides the defenſive. Two or three 
ſhips are expected here from London richly laden; but I could wiſh they would anchor at 
Caicais, and not come within command, till all things are ſetled here. If there be any 
thing of action, I ſhall crave your honors favour to command it to me. The newes of 
your ſucceſſe will give life to your affaires here. I can very conveniently correſpond let- 
ters both from Lagus or Pharo, if there were adviſe veſſells waiteing there. I pray God 
proſper you with the great worke before you; and if in any thing I can be uſetull, you 
may freely diſpoſe of him, who is

age; and that thereupon the king of Poland will appear again in the field, if ſtrange 
. fill not that miſerable country from all parts this next ſummer. It's writ hither, 
that the Holland embaſſadors are ſtopt, ſome ſay arreſted at Lawenburgh in their wa 
hither by the governor of that place for the Swede. What that means a little time will 
ſhew. From Elbing they write, that for certain the Poles have ruined about 1000 horſe 
commanded by the marquis Von Boden, who married the king of Sweden's ſiſter. Some 
ſay the marquis is ſlain, others not; the Poles having a far greater force way-laid him 
going to the king of Sweden, and chaſed him near the walls of Cracow. Alſo they 
-write, that Radgieſkie came flying from Warſaw to Elbing. The king of Sweden is ſaid 
to be about Sendomir, 1 ſuccours from thoſe parts, and ſome ſay from Ragotzky. 
The queen of Sweden is daily expected at the Pillauw's port.

OE ſoone as I had perfected the errand I went to Yarmouth about, I returned to this Vol. xxxvii. 
place, and providentially calling in at Eye, as I came, I underſtood there weare divers P. 233. 
paſtors of churches, as mr. Stanhum of Ipſwich, mr. Habergen of Sylam, mr. Woodall 
of Woodbridge, and mr. Taylor of Bury, as alſo ſome other miniſters and (as was in- 
formed me) divers meſſengers of churches both of Norfolk and Suffolk, but do veryly be- 
leive by the names of ſome of thoſe called meſſengers they will prove only thoſe, that 
were diſſatisfied with the late reſolutions of the churches there; and having ſome hints, 
that there meetting was in proſecution of a letter to your highneſs, wherein they intended 
modeſtly to repreſent their grievances, and by ſome ſaide to comply verie much with 
the Welch declaration, I ſent to mr.

The Swediſh refident to the ſtates general. 


HE. reſident of Sweden continuing in his endeavours for the preſervation of all good 

confidence and correſpondence between his majeſty and their high and mighty lordſhips, 

doth find himſelf obliged to make known unto them the nullity of the reports, whereby 

the diſaffected have endeavoured of late to diſquiet the inhabitants of this ſtate, as if ſome 

diſgrace had happened as well to his majeſty's perſon as his army. The laſt advice doth 

aſſure us, that his ſaid majeſty Ap 4 1 aſſiſtance was in as good a condition, 
z alſo 


as at the beginning, and as ſucceſs ready to expect what would happen, either for 


the continuing of the war and victory, or the laying aſide of hoſtility, it being his 


majeſty's intention to work out the ſecond by the firſt, as far as he can do it with — 
an 
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and ſecurity. Therefore it cannot but be acceptable to his ſaid majeſty all that ſhall be A. P. 1655. 


endeavoured therein with an upright intention by his good allies and neighbours, and af- 
ter ſuch a manner as uſed to happen amongſt good friends, whereof a freſh example can 
be alledged ; that when this ſtate was deeply engaged with England on the behalf of his 
majeſty, a mediation was offered to their high and mighty lordihips with all amicable and 
neighbourlike expreſſions on the 20th of Jan. 1653, and by them on the 28th of April tol- 
lowing civilly delayed. 

The ſaid reſident is alſo informed by the common reports, that their high and mighty 
lordſhips will offer the like preſentation of a mediation to his majeſty by ſome of their 
own lords, who were already fent in embaſly ; but withall is very ſorry to hear, that 
there is a reſolution taken to fend at the fame time a conſiderable fleet of men of war 
towards the Eaſt land, which will give ſome kind of jealouſy to the ſaid embaſſy. And 
though the ſaid reſident doth not deſire to penetrate in the qualities of their high and mighty 
lordſhips reſolutions, yet he doth find himſelf obliged out of a profound hearty deſire, 
and in performance ot his duty, to preſerve a good correſpondence between his majeſty 
and their high and mighty lordſhips; to repreſent with all affection unto them, that 
never in foregoing times, and eſpecially not i ans 1627 and 1635, as when the like 
occurrences happened, as theſe at preſent, was ever the like proceedings uſed ; and like- 
wiſe not on his majcity's part by the above-mentioned proffered mediation, whereas then 
the navigation and commerce as well in regard of the Swediſh inhabitants as others, did 
ſuffer ſome prejudice ; which cannot be ſaid now, in regard the navigation upon the Eaſt 
ſea is yet in full peace, and their high and mighty lordſhips have alſo been often aſſured 
of his majeſty's ſincere and neighbourly affection and intention, not only by the lord Sparre 
and the ſaid reſident, but lately on the 25th of March laſt by the miniſters of the duke of 
Brandenburg were fully aſſured both by word of mouth and in writing. Wherefore it 
would very much afflict the ſaid reſident, in caſe that by the unneceſſary ſending ſuch a 
fleet of war to the Ealt fea, it ſhould occalion a jealouſy, and occaſion an alteration to 


the prejudice of the both ſides well intended negotiation.

from Pruſſia, Sileſia, and from ſeveral places of Germany, but chiefly from Dantzick, 
from whence came the firſt bad news, where they are now aſſured of the contrary, havin 
received a letter from the king of Poland of the 16th of March, which maketh no men. 
tion of this bloody fight, that was ſaid to be between the two kings; fo that now thoſe 
of Dantzick themſelves do confeſs this fight to be fiftitious and imaginary. The general 
Steinbock hath writ very civilly to the magiſtrates of Dantzick, offering them ye 
honourable conditions, if they will join with Sweden, and come to an agreement. They 
anſwered with much civility, without explaining themſelves upon the offers that were made 
them, ſo that the ſaid general will be obliged to beſiege Dantzick, after he ſhall have 
made himſelf maſter of Pautzke, which he hath already inveſted, ſo that the Swedes are 
ſtill victorious; and the ſtates general being truly informed, they have now reſolved to ſend 
away their fleet with all ſpeed for the Baltick ſea ; but want of mariners may retain them 
yet a while longer. At the inſtance of the embaſſador of Spain, who complained with 
reaſon the ſtates general did not diſpatch away the embaſſadors deſigned for Spain, where- 
upon they have writ to a gentleman of this ſtate in Spain to excuſe the delay of the em- 
baſſy to the king, to aſſure him of the amity of this ſtate, and the quick diſpatch of 
the ſaid embaſſadors.

A letter of intelligence. 
SIR, 

Vol. xxxvii. HE poſt, who ſhould have come hither the laſt weeke on thurſday, came not with 
p. 290. the packetts from Francfort; but ridde out of the way, and (as hath beene found 
ſince) brought the packets with all the letters ſome where, where they have beene opened. 
Then the horſe and the valize with the letters were brought into a meddow neare a miller's 
houſe, the poſtillion left them there, and went (as is reported) into the biſhoprick of Pa- 
derborne. The poſt-maſter of this place having received two dayes ago the intercepted 
packetts findes, that the packetts containing the letters from Francfort hither hath beene 
opened, and that the packet alſo from Francfort to Hamburg hath beene opened; and all 
the Swediſh letters taken out of this, and ſome other letters are alſo miſſing in the packet 
for this towne. The poſtillion is a ſubject of the elector of Mentz ; the packets were 
opened in ſome place of his territorie, by which it is conjectured, that it hath beene done 
by his order, becauſe it is not likelie, that any would ſearch after Swediſh letters, or the 
intelligerice, which comes to this place, but hee, who is knowen to manage the counſels 
of the popiſh om in chief. This is ſomewhat reſented here, and what will bee done in 
it is not yet knowen. The prince and his princeſſe are abroad about Smalcalden a place 
of pleaſure ; it is eight dayes ago, ſince hee went from hence. He has written, that when 
one of the dukes of Brunſwick, who has beene in Italie, and is now coming home, comes 
hither, that hee ſhould have notice therof, that hee might come to meet him. Yeſter- 
night that duke came; but whether he will ſtay ſo long, till the landgrave come two dayes 
Journey to ice him, I know not. 1

ing · It is given out at Collen, that they could not agree amongſt themſelves, but that 
is not believed; it is rather conceived, that they have formed a deſigne of a conjunction 
of forces in due time; and in the mean while to be leavying men underhand ; but not 
to make any conſiderable leavies apparently; yet to bee in a way of leavying both horſe 
and foot by ſingle troopes and companies, which now ſome of the chief commanders are

. Concerning the Swediſh affaires, there has been ſome circumſtantiall relations written 
from Warſhaw and other parts. The ſumme is this, that after the king had well refreſned 
his armie, hee found, that the Quartianer ſouldiers falling off, and the Poliſh nobilitie 
round about gathering together, did intend to cut of his paſſage to and correſpondencie 
with his other forces in Pruſſia, and the quarters between him and Pruſſia; therefore, hee 
reſolved to put himſelf in another poſture, and tooke his march towards Warſhaw, and 
ſent two coronels and a ſecretarie before to warne all the troopes, which were commanded 
to come ” to him, to ſtop at Warſhaw, as if they were come beyond it to retire again 
thither. Theſe coronels did this ſucceſsfully, though with ſome difficulty in going down the 
Viſtula,where they were divers times aſſaulted with many Poliſh boates ; but having in their 
boat ſome muſquetiers, they made their way through them. The king followed with his 
armie till hee came to the river, and then ſhipt his canon and heavier carriages in boats, 
which hee with the armie accompanied, marching along the river, and every night horſe 
and foot lodged, where the canon and carriages were. 'Thus he went on, till hee came to 
a place, where hee underſtood, that the enemie was not farre off in a bodie ; wherupon 
hee tooke 10 or 11 regiments of horſe, and a competent number of his foot, and went 
to the bodie, fought them, and defeated them; and a waiwood afterward at a paſſe in- 
tending to diſpute it with him, was alſo routed. 

The only defeat, which hath been given to ſome of his troopes, is mentioned to have 
befallen the guariſon at Sendomire, and the marquis of Baden, the king's brother in law, 
who was marching with ſome troopes to joyne with the king. At Sendomire the Jeſuits 
practiſed with ſome of the Polonian nobility, to bring forces into the towne to maſter the 
guarriſon; which was ſoe farre effected, that the governour and his ſouldiers were driven 
to make their retrait into the caſtle ; but in doing this they fired the Jeſuits colledge, 
which afterwards burnt up the whole towne, ſo that it now lyes in aſhes. Hee beeing in 
the caſtle, the king in his march came that way, and finding the towne burnt, hee com- 
manded the governour to come away to him, and leave the caſtle, which hee did, paſſing 
over the river with his men to joyne with the king. But becauſe hee had a great ma- 
gazin of amonition, which hee could not tranſport, before hee went, hee ſhutte it up in 
a ſtrong vault, and barred the dore, and made the entrie ſoe difficult to be opened, as 
hee could poſſiblie, with locks and iron bolts, and put a lamp, which would laſt halfe an 
houre burning, before it ſhould come to the gun pouder after his departure. When hee 
was gone, hee left the caſtle open, and all the Poles flockt in, and moſt of the Jeſuits 
they put up their banner upon the caſtle in ſight of all the Suediſh armie, which was on 
the other ſide of the river; and beeing about the ſpoile, which the Suedes had left, they 
that were chief conteſted one with another, who ſhould poſſeſſe the vault, which was ſo 
carefully ſnutte, imagining the beſt things to be there; and whiles they were in this con- 
teſt, the gun powder took fire, and blew them all up ; ſome ſay a thouſand of them at 
leaſt, almoſt all chief men, and Jeſuits of note, ſome ſay two thouſand. 

The marquis of Baden his defeat is reported thus; beeing _ his march with twe 
regiments of horſe (as I take it) hee met with 12 thouſand Poliſh horſe. Theſe fell upon 
him and routed him, after a fight of two houres continuance, wherin hee made his re- 
trait good to a cloiſter, and there defended himſelf two dayes, till the Poles deſpairing 
to gette him out of it, left him to take the ſpoile of his dead men and cariages. The 
beeing gone, hee returned towards Warſhaw. This fight hath made the great noiſe, which 
is raiſed, that the king has beene routed and wounded deadly. It is believed, that the 

Poles by the emperour and popes procurement are putting themſelves in a poſture to bring 
in Caſimirus againe; and that the ſeat of the warre this ſummer will bee between Cra- 
cow and Warſhaw, and thereabouts. The laſt newes mention, that the Coſaks ſent two 
of their chief prieſts to the king, who in his march came to him, and had audience. 
They promiſe, that Smielinſky will aſſiſt him with 30 thouſand men, as ſoone as the 
graſſe is in the fields for horſes to live. The popiſn clergie at Collen make thoſe reports, 
which they have from Vienna, very great, to encourage their partie; what they will fur- 
ther intend, tyme will ſhew. I have great hopes to get a great furtherance of my buſines 
from the dukes of Weymar. One of duke William's chief counſellours has written to 
me very heartily, and offers all his cooperation towards thoſe of his partie ; and has given 
me advice, what to doe to gaine my aime. This day I intend to ſend an expreſſe to him, 
with letters to thoſe princes, to get their declaration, and draw them to a reſolution ;

HicH AND MIGHTY LORDS, 


O * the 19th of this preſent month I wrote laſt to your high mightineſſes by land 
whereby I gave notice of the departure of the vice admiral de Ruyter and comme. 
dore Mangelaer with the ſhips under their command. Theſe preſents I ſend by your high 
mightineſſes ſhip Vliſſingen commodore Corn. Evertſen, who is going home again with a 
few merchant ſhips : the Lord grant him a ſafe paſſage thither ! 

On the 19th and 20th was publiſhed here by a placart of the catholick king, that eve 
one, who has any Engliſh goods, ſhall regiſter the ſame within fifteen days, and diſpoſe 
of them within the ſpace of ſix months afterwards, after which time the ſame ſhall be 
deemed to be prohibited goods; and that the goods of the Netherlands, whereof the like 
are made and manufactured in England, ſhall be ſent with authentick proofs ; as alſo, 
that all the Engliſh, Scots, and Iriſhmen, that are not of the Roman catholick perſuaſion, 
ſhall be obliged to withdraw out of this city and out of the kingdom within the ſpace of 
thirty days, without leave to take any effects along with them, (ſince the ſame are con- 
demned by a in and that they upon pain of death ſhall not return in theſe kingdoms ; 
and upon the ſame penalty all Engliſh, Scots, and Iriſhmen, that are Roman catholicks, 
and intend to remain in theſe realms, are charged, with their families and domeſticks, to 
withdraw themſelves within 30 days more, to any town or place, which they ſhall chuſe, 
ſituated 30 miles from the ſea. According to the reports here, it is ſaid, that the Eng- 
liſh ſquadron is upon the coaſt.

RIGHT HONOUR ABLE, 


N the 26th January the Wildman departed this port, bound for England, by which 
convayance anſwered your honour's of the goth October received by the Marſton 
Moore, wherin gave you an account at large touching the tranſactions of affairs here, 
as you will perceive by the incloſed duplicates ; ſence then have not much to adviſe your 
honour. The 5 ſhips intimated in my laſt ſent to lye between Carthageane and Portabell 
are returned without taking any thing, as your honour will underſtand by the incloſed 
diurnall from our other ſhips, which have been employed to lie on the north and ſouth ſide 
of this iſland, by whom ſome priſoners have been taken with one periager, which was going 
for Cuba with paſſengers. The people, that were taken, were miſerably poor and fickly ; 
and ſo report the reſt to be, that are ſcattered in the land. Our people have burnt many 
of their ſmall houſes and hutts, which they have built; but the enemy, as their uſual 
manner 1s, fly into the mountains. We have been informed by ſome of them, that they 
received intelligence from a ſmall veſſel, which came from Carthageane to Point de Pedro 
thirty leagues to leward of this place, and brought them a little corn and wine, Kon 
within

within a month or fix weeks they ſhould expect a thouſand men from thence for their A. P. 1656. 


aſſiſtance to beat the Engliſh of the land; but, as they themſelves ſay, they dare not 
believe, that Carthageane could ſpare a thouſand men ; neither doe I, notwithſtanding 
have ſent two ſhips, the Arms of Holland and Cardiff, to lie to leward for the encountring 
any ſuch ; the Paul and a brigantine one the north ſide for preſent, lying to windward 
of this iſland the Marſtonmore. As to the Spaniſh fleet mentioned in your honours, have 
heard nothing of them, have ſent over to Carthageane two clean frigats, the Dover and 
Selby, to diſcover, whether there be any ſuch arrived. The ſhips that were left here by 
neral Penn are all careened ; only my ſelf and Falmouth now upon the careen, the great 
Charity, and Welcome careened. As for the ſhips, which were let here, firſt we find 
their ſheathing to be much eaten with the worms; and for want of doing ſome work to 
them, they ſhould have done, when they were ſheathed in England, if they ſhould ſtay 
long out, it might prove dangerous. Our men through mercy better in health then for- 
merly. As our number of men, quantity and quality of proviſions, with what remains 
of naval ſtores with us, have ſent an account thereof to the commiſſioners of the ad- 
miralty and navy. As to the ſoldiery, they do by the report of their officers recover 
much, and gett ſtrength, having in number, as near as I can gather, between two thouſand 
four hundred and two thouſand five hundred; but this I conceive your honour will have 
from themſelves more exact. They do again pretend, ſeeing it is his highneſs pleaſure 
to ſettle this iſland, and that they muſt remain here, that they will now ſettle themſelves 
to planting. I do heartily wiſh, that they do not plant, as they have fortified, having 
been 5 months about ſetting up palliſadoes about the town, which 500 men would have 
done in one day; and as yet hardly accompliſhed. They have between 4 and 5 months 
roviſion, as far as I can underſtand ; and I humbly conceive, if there be not timely ſupplies 
* them out of England or elſewhere, that notwithſtanding all they plant, if not ſtarv- 
ed, yet put to very great hard ſhifts. They have been ſo preſt to this work, that ſhame 
puts them upon it rather then any affection to it; for indeed there is found a very great 
averſneſs and indiſpoſition in their officers, as is declared by the commanders in chief, 
and ſome others of them of more 8 ſpirit, which is a great diſcouragement to the 
ſoldiery in general. They have of late pretended, they have not had their land ſet out 
to them, which was given them by the former commiſſioners. Upon which we have 
had lately a meeting, and taken it into conſideration, what a great quantity of land it 
would amount too at 50 acres for every ſoldier, and fo pro rato for every officer. The com- 
miſſioners in chief and the principal officers were contented to reſt ſatisfied with 30 acres 
for every ſoldier, and ſo pro rato to the officers according to their pay, which is immediately 
to be ſet out to them. I believe this iſland is not rightly — for if the land then 
given to the ſoldiery living had been ſet out to them, it would have contained more plant- 
able land then the north fide of this iſland doth afford: all mountains, drowned land, and 
ſavanoes excepted; I conceive this iſland is not half plantable land. In company with the 
Grantham we are ſending the Hope fly boat capt. Martin to New England for maſts, 
deal, tar, and other proviſions uſeful for the fleet ; as alſo to give paſſage to what people 
are willing to come hither from thence, or any of the windward iſlands. Thus humbly

Ecauſe that it ſhould be known from word to word, how much of the laſt gen. 
counter between the marquis of Baden and the Poles was made publick in prin 

as alſo what doth concern the retreat of the king and the loſs of Sendomir ; I do ſend 
herewith two copies ; but you muſt know, that the original letters, according to which 
theſe advices are printed, do f. much more, as I am certainly informed ; but ] could 
not procure a copy thereof at this time, in regard the ſame are ＋ * very ſecret. They did 
firſt faſhion here at court all this news, and contrived it as they thought beſt before it Was 
publiſhed, for the buſineſs doth ſound too much to conceal it. Tis certain that a great al. 
teration is happened, and that the luck is changed at preſent ; but whether the Poles have 
underſtanding and confidence enough to improve this fortune, and to make uſe of it, i; 
to be ſeen hereafter. What way the king of Sweden (breaking up from Jariſlaw ae 
the San and Wiepren) made for Warſaw, is to be ſeen in the map. As the ſecretary of 
the earl of Coningſmark told us, there are not above 600 Poles (beſides ſome great per- 
ſons) blown up in Sendomir, — they ſay here a 1000. 

Now what concerneth the defeat of the earl of Baden, the ſame is ſuch, that it is held 
for a truth, that there are above 2000 of the Swedes ſlain, and all their baggage loſt be. 
ſides. The lord embaſſador of Sweden here told a gentleman of the earl of Oldenburgh 
who told it me again, being lodged in the ſame houſe with me, that the regiments of the 
earls of Baden, Waldeck, Woldemar, Allevelt and the earl of Sultſbach were totally de. 
feated and ruined, and very few eſcaped : the marquis of Baden with much ado had 

eſcaped, and was got to Warſaw. The earl of Schippenback, colonel of the king's life. 
guard, is ſaid of a certain to be dead: he was in my mind one of the fineſt and braveſt 
men that the king had in his army. The earl of Sultſbach is alſo ſaid to be dead, but 
thereof there is no certainty as yet. Of Wittemburgh and Douglas there is no news. 

It is ſaid here, that the emperor doth intend no good to the Swedes with his new raiſed 
forces, and that he only expected the arch-duke Leopold to deliver up his troops unto, 
to aſſiſt the king of Poland. 

The Muſcovites are faid to be come with 40000 men upon the frontiers of Lyfland, 
and to begin to procced into Littauw, and were very much feared by the Swedes. The 
king of Sweden is held to be at Warſaw, and the king of Poland at Ruſlemborgh.

B* your lordſhips of the 2d inſtant I ſee the diſturbance there hath beene at Kinſale 
about a quaker, whereof I have not heard any thinge ſay' d, but what hath beecne 
repreſented in your lordſhip's. And therefore I will ſay nothinge upon that ſubject more, 
then to deſire your lordſhip to be aſſured, that miſrepreſentations in this or any other caſe 
will not be enterteyned here to your prejudice, from what hand ſoever they come; nor doe 
I thinke, that the good lady (at whoſe name I cannot gueſſe) hath any ground to beleeve 
or affirme, that the anabaptiſts are too much encouraged at Whitehall. They have equal{ 
1 and protection with others, which wee judge their due, whilſt they continue 
n the ſame peaceable behaviour and carriage with other Chriſtians. There is another ſort 
of men, who grow ſomewhat troubleſome ; I meane thoſe, who are named (though falſe. 
ly) 5th monarchy men, who have their daylye meetinges to provoake one another to 
blood, and profeſſe openly, that their intention 1s to trye for it with the ſword, if they 
can get any convenient number together. There are ſome few of theſe in London, al. 
though I thinke their creditt declines here very much, many of their partie haveinge 
ſeperated from them. Thoſe, who reteyne their principles, flocke to Harriſon, who con- 
tinues at his father-in-lawe's houſe at High-gate, where he ſpares not to ſpeake his minde 
freely to them, who come to viſit hym, which I doe. not heare are many. The greateſt 


There hath beene a meetinge of about 30 of them, at which they agreed of a letter to 

be written to his highneſſe very full of invectives againſt and reflections upon his perſyn 
and goverment; admoniſhinge him to lay downe his protectorſhip, and to be gencrall 
againe, and ſoe governe by his officers without a counſell ; and then they ſay the prayers 
of God's people will be with hym _ This letter is to be ſent by 4 of their num- 
ber. It is not yet come. At the ſame tyme the levellers are at worke alſoc, who 
are certeinlye fallen in with the kinge of Spayne, whoſe money is imployed in their 
hands to ſet us together by the eares ; and Sexbye is now at the court of Bruſſells upon this 
negotiation for the levellers, and hath actually ſent over ſome ſumms of money for the 
aforeſayd purpoſe, 800 1. whereof is fallen into our hands; but this latter is to be kept 
ſecrett. 
Theſe thinges with ſome others, which I thinke not convenient to write, make me 
feare, that ſome troubles are approachinge ; but I truſt through the goodneſſe of God 
they will be blowne over as formerly. The beſt care is taken, that can be, to lay forces 
in all parts to ſecure the peace, and all vigilancy uſed to be aware of any beginninges 
tendinge to diſturbance. 

The laſt letters from Poland and Pruſſia ſeeme to contradict wholly the defeate of the 
Sweadiſh army, bearinge that there hath beene noe fight; but wee doe expect the next 
letters to cleare up many doubts, which are made in that buiſineſſe. 

I feare the Spaniſh gallions from the Weſt Indyes are arrived. Severall letters ſay, 
that they came home to Cadiz about the 17th of March.

The protector hath cauſed a preſent to be ready 
to give unto him. I have ſent continually for theſe three weeks to ſpeak with the fecre- 
tary of ſtate, but he will neyer be at home.

I not permitt mee to be ſo particular as I would, or to uſe my character for privacye, 
but for my owne eaſe ſhall take the moſt facile and breife way of givinge you what I know. 

Wee mett with one ſhip in the Ocean, that gave us * intelligence, and wee had 
ſome from your agent at Liſbone; but neither of them, as wee thought, warrantable 
for us to guide our councells by: wherefore, as ſoone as wee came to theſe parts, wee diſ- 
patched away two frigates, with directions to goe into Cales bay, and enquire of ſuch 
merchants, as they found there, as alſoe to uſe their owne eyes as to what was to be done 
in that harbor. 

The intelligence wee had by theire return agrees with what wee had before, and in 
ſubſtance is thus: That about 6 weekes agoe there came home into Cales 4 galleons, 
with about 3 millions ſterlinge in them; 2 galleons more were in company with them, but 
they are not yet heard of, and teared to be caſt away. 

That preſently after theire comming into Cales, a fleete of 28 or 30 ſaile were diſpatched 
away for the Indies, whereof 4 or 5 were of the kinge's men of warr, and 7 or 8 more, 
that were merchant ſhips, were allo fitted out for warr. They ſay, they are for Santa 
Domingo, Cartagena, and the Havanna, and intend only the ſtrengthning themſelves, 
and conductinge home theire plate fleete, and doe not at all looke at Jamaica. 

For Cales, they have there about 28 galleons, which they cannot yet fitt out for want 
of rigginge, which is daily expected in 3 or 4 Flemiſh veſſels. They be above the Quar- 
rallaes, and intend to ſende a great galleon in the paſſage, if wee come to attempt there. 
Ther are noe fire ſhipps, nor noe preparation for fightinge us at ſea (as we ſuppoſed in Eng- 
land, ) but only for carrienge on theire India trade. They have ſent 2 new regiments for 
Gibraltar, and the duke of Medina is as active as he can in ſecureinge the coaſt. You 
may well judge upon this intelligence, what ſtraights wee are in to reſolve our actinge; what 
reſpect to have to the Weſt Indies, and what to attempt here worth the while. I muſt 
confeſſe, I know not which way to turne my thoughts in them. The weather is now 
tempeſtuous, ſoe that the ſhipps boates cannot come on board us; but as ſoone as they 
cann, wee intend to call a councell of warr; and in ſhort if you will have mee gueſſe 
what may be our reſult, I preſume it will be to fall into Cales bay, and doe our beſt to 
ſpoile the ſhipps there (if God be pleaſed to bleſſe our enterprize). This is but my ſingle 
opinion : what wee may be directed to, when wee meete, 1s impoſſible for mee to write. 

Here is a generall dread of the Indie voyage, yet I hope whatſoever wee can find reaſon 
to undertake, wee ſhall be willing to doe. I could almoſt wiſh, wee had beene foe happye 
as to conferr notes at London upon this caſe in pol heſi. 

When I have another opportunitye of writinge, I truſt, I ſhall be better able to give 
you an account of our affaires then now I am; but before I conclude, I thinke it needfull 
to Jett you underſtand, that your agent at Liſbone found noe ſatisfaction from the king 
there in his buſineſſe; and the apprehenſion of every body there and here alſo is, that if 
he can but trifle untill the latter end of the next month, by which tyme he hopes to have 
his Brazile fleete come home, which 1s of very greate value, that then he will make noe 
peace with you ; at leaſt to give you ſoe much moneye, as he is obliged to by the preſent 
treatye. I wiſh you would weigh your poſture with that crowne, and lett us underſtand 
your reſolutions; for if wee ſhould underſtand from your agent at Liſbone, that the trea- 
tye is not agreed, and wee meete with his Brazile fleete before directions come from you 
to us, ſome of us would thinke an opportunitye loft or in danger to be ſoe : tymely con- 
fideringe your affaires and ſpeedye advertiſement in theſe expeditions are 5 of your buſineſſe. 

The weather hath bene wonderfull ſtormye and tempeſtuous ſince wee came on this 
fide the ſouth cape, and ſtill continues foe. The fleete are all very well, and in good con- 
dition. Excuſe this maimed abrupt diſcourſe upon the account of my illneſſe, which (I 
hope in God) will not longe continue.

I have therfore em- 
ployed a verry likely perſon to procure me ſuch an inſtrument ; and of it, as ſoone a; 
poſſibly I can, you receive on accounte. I ſhould have bin hopefull to have furniſh- 
ed you, had I knowne your pleaſure therein before our late proclamation had bin pub- 
liſhed, which makes it death for any preiſt to be found in this nation after the next 
Lord's day, which poſſibly may have blowen away moſt birds of that feather. 

I am verry ſorry to finde by your laſt, that you have yet noe certaynty of any defeat 
given to the kinge of Swedeland, nor of the arivall of the plate fleet, ſince the laſt J 
was aſſured of by an intelligencer of myne for a reall certeynty, and that the firſt was much 
1 by the lord Cranſton, who has levyed and ſent over from hence ſom men to 
that kinge, and is ſtill raiſing more; but does feare, whatever loſſe is, or may be ſuſtayned, 
will com from the Muſcovite, and not from the Pole; and with this ſom ſhips newly ar- 
rived heere from thos parts, ſeeme to concur. But I know your intelligence is much better 
then ours alwayſe, and ] perticularly wiſh it to be ſoe in this. My agent ſent for Flanders 
is driven in to Newcaſtell, as he writes me worde by the poſt; but will ſet ſayle again, the 
firſt winde. If he gets to be one of C. S. ſervants or Middleton's, (which he is pritty con- 
fident of) I hope he wil be ſerviſable. I have ſet and am ſtill ſettinge many engines on foote 
to get intelligence; and if all doe not faile, you ſhall have ſom thinge worthy the money. 

I gave you in my laſt but one the trouble of a large accounte concerning the earle of 
Glencarne, as alſo the generall's and my humble opinion, how he might be beſt diſpoſed 
of, with a ſhort hinte of the bond his ſecurityes had entred into of 5000 l. ftcrl. "A his 
quiet and innocent deportment, which it left unminded, would be both a loſs in the pre- 
ſent, and of ill conſequence in the future; at leſt a good ſhare of it, to be exacted and 
taken, would be doubly advantagious both in the acte and conſequence of it; on all which 
I humbly beg to receive his highneſs pleaſure and commands. And indeed the place he 
is kept in for ſecurity, and has bin above this 4 months, is ſuch, as makes his importunity 
at once greate and excuſable. | 

I did likewiſe in that and a preceadinge letter humbly beg, to receive his highneſs com- 
mands, how I ſhould deport myſelf towards the miniſtry, who indeed I thinke may be woon 
if well handled. I did then humbly moove, if it might not be to lowe a condeſention, 
that his highneſs would in a few lynes in a privat letter to thos, which writt to me, what

Dantzick, April 26, 1656. [N. S.) 
HowoRABLE SIR, 


M* laſt was the 19th inſtant, with an atteſtation of the engagement on mr. Benſon's 
behalf. Since yours of the 5th inſtant expreſſing you have wrot effectually unto mr. 
ſecretary Thurloe about my moneys. I hope you have engaged mr. Rolt allo in the buſi- 
neſs, whereof I ſhould be glad of good paſſage for England. I doubt not, and 
ſhould be glad to heare, that mr. Palmer, who went with the frigat out of the Sound, 
went along with him under his convoy. The Holland ambaſſadors, who were ſtayed by 
the Swedes att Lowenburg, come on here the 24th inſtant late att night, and this day 
hould a day of humilliation ; and 'tis thought will ſtay here tor ſome further inſtructions. 
As for occurrances out of Poland, we are now deprived of the ordinary Poliſh poſts ; 
yet have intelligence, that (as in my laſt I wrot) the Poles commanders Gernatſky, Lu- 
bomirſky, and others, had fallen upon a party of the Swedes under command of the mar- 
ques Von Baden, as he was repayring to the king, and routed his forces, and ſo came be- 
fore Warſaw ; and ſince hath bin before Thorn, and reported to have taken Bramburg, 
and ſo comeing this way, being numerous, as they report 20000 men, but no formed 
army, nor is the marques Von Baden ſlayne, as I wrot in my laſt. But the next day af 
ter the marques had the defeat, being the 8th inſtant, the king with his army mette with 
the Poliſh army about Stankits, under the command of general Poliſky, Landſcorengy, 
and Vitepſky, and routed them, and now is coming downe after theſe, whereby the poore 
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ple and countrey are daily ruined. Interim the report goeth, that the Pole and Muſ- A. D. 1656. 

covite are agreed, and give him Ruſland, Lettauw, and Lieffland, which he intends to G 
fall upon, and ſeeke to be maſter of the ports of Revel and Narva farre in the caſt ſea ; 
which were good for him, and ſuppoſe no ſuch for us, if it is come to paſſe. Here is alſo 
written out of Poland, the Pols have flayne the prince of Tranſylvania's ambaſſador coming 
to the king of Sweden. Now this towne begin agayne to pres upon us for the hundred 

ny : if by force, they will take any thing from us, time will learne. The people in 

ttaw are up, and give the Swedlfs litle or no quarter all over, wher the Pols come, 
this being their maxime, better a ſpoyled land then a loſt land. So take leave, and reſt

HicnH AND MIGHTY LORDS, 


W E writ to your high and mighty lordſhips at large from Lauwenborgh of the 15th. Vel. xxxvis. 
current, of all that had happened unto us by the commander, under pretence of an p. 47. 
order from the lord chancellor as governor of Pruſſia and Pomerellen given to him; like- 
wiſe what we thought fit to write to the ſaid lord chancellor, ſince we received an an- 
ſwer from the lord chancellor, being brought to us by monſieur John Cock, late reſident 
of his majeſty of Sweden in this city, who after a civil compliment delivered us the let- 
ter of the chancellor, in anſwer to ours. We found the letter to be writ in civil terms, 
yet we could perceive in ſome clauſes of it, though obſcurely, that the intention of the 
lord chancellor was to invite us to Elbing or Marienburgh, and to divert us from our 
coming to this city. Whereupon having debated what was beſt for us to do at that time, 
and after we had ſeriouſly conſidered upon the principal ſubjects of the commiſſion, where- 
with your high and mighty lordſhips were pleaſed to honour us, and having made re- 
flection upon the preſent conſtitution of affairs in Poland and Pruſſia; whereupon we re- 
ſolved to ſend our ſecretary carly in the morning, to compliment in our name the ſaid 
lord Cock, and to ſignify unto him, that we had found the letters of the lord chancellor 
full of civility ; that we were inclined to anſwer the ſame with the like courteſy, hop- 
ing to have the honour within a few days to wait —_ the chancellor in perſon ; and 
that we did intend that day to purſue our journey ; and in regard the lord chancellor had 
ordered him to conduct us on our way, that the ſame was very acceptable unto us, 
and that we took it for a very great honour ; but in regard it would be too great a trou- 
ble unto him, we deſired, that his lordſhip would be pleaſed to excuſe himſelf that trouble.

conſequently his intention to conduct us, given us communication of another later letter 
of the lord chancellor's, writ to him, likewiſe full of civilities in our behalf, we prepared 
our ſelves for the journey, and after ſome diſcourſe we begun to conſider, what way we 
ſhould take; and ſome fruples and difficulties being raiſed by the ſaid lord Cock, which 
we ſoon removed after the beſt manner, we ſet forward about noon on the 224 Current, 
and that night arrived at Nieuſtadt, and on the 24th current we came ſafe to this city, 
During our abode at Lauwenborgh we were uſed by the commander with much reſpec, 
who accompanied us on our journey with the officers of the garriſon and a troop of horſe, 
taking their leaves of us with demonſtrations of very great reſpect. At Nieuſtadt we re- 
ceived all poſſible honour at our arrival there, and at our departure from thence we were 
likewiſe conducted by a troop of horſe. When we came near the city, we were met by the 
ſon of the lord Pels, your high and mighty lordſhips commiſſioner at Dantzick, who by 
reaſon of his indiſpoſition could not come, in a coach with ſix horſes, being accompanied 
with ſeveral Holland merchants in coaches, and on horſeback, and were ſaluted by the 
mouth of monſieur Geſema in the name of them all, and bid welcome, and complimented 


in very civil terms, and declared unto us in very ſtrong expreſſions the acceptableneſs of 


our coming; and when we approached near the town, we met a troop of horſe, and 
ſomething nearer another, both fine troops and choſen men, who received us with much 
reſpect, and conducted us to our lodging. The officers had their ſwords drawn in their 
hands riding into the city. We found ſome ſoldiers in arms; and although it was rainy 
weather, and late in the evening, yet we ſaw a great concourſe of people, who did receive 


us all with great reſpe& and demonſtrable ſigns of joy and affection. Being come to 


our lodgings appointed by the council of this city, we were a little after faluted in the 
name of the lords of this place by the counſellors Aelmer-and Roſenberg, who ſtaid and 
ſup'd with us that night. The diſcourſe we held was moſt about this 1 war, and 
the conſtitution of affairs in Poland and Pruſſia, and the preſervation of the freedom of 
navigation and commerce upon the Eaſt Sea, the mutual and inſeparable intereſts of your 
high and mighty lordſhips and this city, declaring the reſpect and common affection, 
which this city doth bear to the government of your high and mighty lordſhips. Concern- 
ing the preſent conſtitution of affairs in Poland is diſcourſed here very much at preſent, 
yet not with ſuch certainty, that we dare give full credit to all. That is certain, that 
affairs are very much changed of late, and that three regiments raiſed for the relief of 
the king of Sweden, and conducted by the earl of Baden and the earl of Slippenbach, 
conſiſting of 3000 men, are totally defeated and deſtroyed near to Warſaw by Charnitzſky 
and the crown-mareſchal Lubumitzſky ; and that the faid Poliſh generals do make great 
inroads into Pruſſia as far as Thorn, deſtroying and defeating all they meet withal of the 
Swedes. In our next we hope to give your high and mighty lordſhips a more certain ac- 
count of all paſſages.

nify, that the king of Sweden was quartered ſtill there, and his army round about. That 
the king of Poland was at Leopolis. That ſeveral of the nobility were joined with him: 
and that he had an army of 20, or 30 thouſand men. He, that writ this news, puts in 
a poſtſcript, at this inſtant the king of Sweden is gone forth with the beſt part of his 
horſe and about 1500 dragoons upon an exploit, whereof the ſucceſs is not known. He 
went towards Leopolis to find out his enemy, according as they write me from Elbing 
where they ſaw letters from his camp of the 25th of March, wherein they adviſe, that 
the Swediſh army is ſtill in a good condition; and that it doth ſtrike terror in all places 
where they paſs, though it be not yer numerous of men; but yet they are all old ſoldiers 
and choice men. In the mean time the*governor of Cracow doth alter ſomething of this 

ews by a letter of the goth of March and addeth alſo in the poſtſcript, now at preſent 
1 letters from the king of Sweden, which do adviſe me, that the whole Swediſh 
army is marching to Sendomir.— It this be truer than the abovementioned, that the 
king of Sweden and his army retreating to Sendomir, which is upon the Viſtula he. 
tween Cracow and Warſaw, that the Polanders are ſtrong, and that the king of Sweden 


is coming to meet the recruits, which are bringing to him by the prince palatine of Sultz- 


bach, and the mareſchal Wrangell, being ſome 7000 in number. 

All the letters however, which confirm the defeat of the Swedes, are in greater number 
than thoſe, which are able to diſſipate theſe falſe reports; and in regard they come from 
better hands, they add more belief to them than thoſe that came from the merchant, 
The ſtates general do ſtill continue the haſtening forth of their fleet for the Baltick ca, 
but want of mariners is a great hindrance to them. There are above 100 merchant men 
in the Texell, which ſtay only for a wind, being bound for the Baltick ſea. The ſtates 
have ordered them to return, if the Swedes aſk more toll of them than what they uſed 
to pay formerly. Twelve men of war were to conduct them, but not being manned, the 
merchant men intend to be gone, not being willing to ſtay till they are manned.

If this be 
true, « le will be made ſenſible of it ; that fleet, which is gone for the Streights, 
hath ſufficient 4 drained the coffers of his highneſs. 

It is alſo ſaid, that his highneſs is to aſſiſt the French king, and that the levies, which 
the Swedes make in Scotland and in England, are to be maintained by the protector; 
and if this be ſo, the intereſt of the proteſtants is very much taken to heart by him. 

The miniſters of Sweden are enraged for anger at the lord Nieuport, by reaſon he did 
too freely relate the news of the defeat of their maſter.

ired, bleſſed be the God of our ſalvation, Wee are much afraid of want; our proviſion 
Canning to ſpoyle, and the quantity much ſhrunke. Wee cannot yet make our ſoldiers 
ſenſible of their condition, nor without ſeveritye plant ſoe much as proviſion for them- 
ſelves. Wee have forced them to work for feare of hunger. Something they have done, 
which may ſtop a gap, till we are further ſupplied, but not at all conſiderable as to pro- 
viſion. The enemy hath of late by ambuſcados infeſted us, and ſlaine divers of our 
men; and planting, which is ſo neceſſary, that wee cannot expect to hold out without it, 
takes up all our men's tyme and labour. Indeed I cannot judge, but that if neither ſoul- 
diers nor planters from the other iſlands do come hither, wee cannot long keep the place, 
the advantages of the enemy being able to poiſe the difference in numbers. Wee have 
endeavoured all meanes to treat with them but cannot. The beſt part of our fleet is gone 
to ſee what they can do on the coaſt, Wee looke on our ſelves as very unhappy, that wee 
ſhould ſuffer ſoe much by the heate of the climate and continuall diſtempers, and want, 
and yet doe our nation noe ſervice. Wee hope we ſhall have his highnes beſt conſtruc- 
tion, heere being many very deſireous to ſerve their country and his highnes, though we 
have the continual clamour of home, home. For my owne parte, I am ſtill prepared fer 
his ſervice, if I could underſtand his commands; and ſhall endeavour the utmoſt to evi- 
dence, that I was not borne for myſelfe, but for my nation.

Laſt tueſday came let- 
ters from Elbing to the lord ambaſſador here, wherein they adviſe him, that the Polanders 
do revolt every where from the king of Sweden; and that they are all up in arms; and 
that the wayvod of Kaliſch, to whom the king of Sweden had ſately given the wayvod of 
Boſna, was turned again to the king of Poland, reducing all places again under his power, 
and uſing the Swedes, where he can find any, much worſe then any other Polanders. It 
is impoſlible to adviſe any thing certain of the king of Sweden or his forces, which are 
very few and weak ; and if we durſt believe what 1s reported, they are either defeated, 
or in a very bad condition. A little time will diſcover the truth of all things. Moſt 
men here conclude, that he ought not to have engaged too farr into his enemies country, 
and not have ſtaid ſo long about Jariſlau, from whence he could not retreat without 
much danger, by reaſon of the ſeveral rivers he is to paſs.

HowovuRED SIR, 
1 my laſt, which was of the 15th preſent, I wrote you at large of all that then oc. 
curr'd, perticularly of the happy and unexpected arrivall of the ſilver fleete at Cadiz, 
of which we have againe the confirmation by this weeke's letters (over France) from 
Madrid and Sevile, as alſoe by ſundry ſhipps arrived in Holland, which ſaw them putt 


into the aforeſaid port; but of its richneſſe there is yet noe certayne 2 can be 


given, they of Spayne having not been ſoe nimble now, as at other tymes, in ſen ing over 


its cargo or particulars of lading, which, as alſoe for that we doe not feare of any remiſſes 


made over for the payment and recrute of our army, as was expected would have been 


upon this fleet's arrival, makes many to beleeve, it hath nothing neere brought home 
ſoe vaſt a treaſure, as was at firſt given out. Nay ſom of our cheefe Spaniſh negotiants 
have allready private adviſes, that there 1s not above two millions regiſtred, of which 
ſcarce 800,000 crownes will come to the king's ſhare ; a very ſmale and inconſiderable reliefs 
for this preſent neceſſityes. If his future fleetes prove noe better, his revenewes in the 
Indyes will ſcarce quitt charges of fetching home. Yeſterday came an expreſſe from 
Cullen to certifye the court at Bruſſelles, that don Juan d*Auſtria, our intended governor, 
was proceeded ſoe far in this journey for theſe parts, where tis thought he may make a 
halt, till he heares, that Leopoldus hath left the country, and that the preparations 
making for his reception be in a readyneſſe. This hath made the arch-duke reſolve to 
ſett out on his journey for Germany the next weeke, when alſoe the reſt of the courtiers 
putt forth to meet don Juan. It's given out, that this new governor brings orders and 

rmition from Spayne to the ſtates of the country to rayſe forces for their own defence; 
and that att his arrivall the lycent and all other grivances will be taken off. If foe, we 
may give the French worke enough, for here is both mony and men ſufficient in the 
country to reſiſt the power of France, if it were but well ordered; but I feare all theſe 
faire ſtorys will prove but winde, and that we ſhall only change our maſters. | 

The Scotts king hath now made an end of his negotiation at Bruſſelles, from whence he 
is removed to Brughes, there to remayne, till the ratification thereof come from Spayne, 
when perchance we may come to know, what 1s concluded betwixt them. For the pre- 
ſent their tranſactions are carried ſo private, that moſt of his owne followers know no- 
thing of them. The newes I wrote you in my laſt concerning the Sweedes and Poles 
remaynes yet in ſuſpence; ſoe that now the truth of either ſide is queſtioned ; and ſome 
doubt there hath not been any generall battle at all betwixt them. The Holland fleet 
conſiſting of 35 ſayle are put to ſea ; noe queſtion but that they are bownd for the Sownd, 
with an intention to aſſiſt thoſe of Danzick againſt the Sweedes. How this will be 
reſſented by the lord protector of England I cannot tell; but we heere hope, that it may 
be an occation of a breach between the -two ſtates. Theſe of Dunkerque have of late 
brought up ſeverall prizes, of which two very conſiderable, one of 16 guns laden with 
French wines bound for England, eſteemed worth 30000 pownd ſterling, another of 21 
guns a Scotiſh fregott. They have at leaſt 15 ſayle putting out anew, ſoe that unleſſe

the fix hundred and fifty thouſand, which this king hath ordered to be payed us for the

As his highneſs protection hath moſt availed in the ſecurities the embaſſador de Bor- 
deaux hath given unto the Engliſh intereſted by his promiſe in his majeſtie's name, foe it 
is abſolutely needfull the fame protection be felt in the execution of the payment of the 
ſaid debt. Otherwiſe the ſaid intereſſed are in danger to looſe a great part of their due 
by the eagerneſs of the firſt debtors, who are thoſe of Marſeilles, and by the averſion of 
ſome of the chiefeſt miniſters of this court. 

Your honour will therefore give me leave to tell you, that it importeth much his ſaid 
highneſſe would be pleaſed to ſend as ſoone as poſſible ſome copies of the faid decree unto

1 Received both your letters, and am troubled you do not hear from my friend ſo cer- 
tainly as formerly you did; ſo that I fear ſhe doth not receive my letters, which you 
know are of ſo great concernment to our future trade, it being more then time, that I 
were ſettled with your factor, who is now at preſent employed and very buſy in the order- 
ing and ſettling his new commerce. I ſhall not need to preſs what I writ in my laſt ; for 
the more ſtock I am furniſhed withal, the greater and richer trade I ſhall be able to drive; 
and I hope I ſhall be able to give you and all my friends ſo good an account of our future 
trade, that they will be very well ſatisfied therewith. I need ſay no more to you, for you 
know as well as I of what conſequence this deſire of mine is; and fo I leave it to your 
conſideration. The French gazette tells us, that there hath been no battel fought between 
the kings of Sweden and Poland; but the people will not believe it, for they would fain 
have the king of Sweden beaten, and they fo „that your lord protector and their cardinal 
are ſo much his friends, as they. endeavour to ſuppreſs the news of his being beaten. 
The pope doth ſo earneſtly endeavour a peace between Spain and France, that the people 
become much incenſed againſt the cardinal, looking upon him as the only impediment 
thereof, ſo that it is believed, it will go near to raiſe the common people into a rebellion.

B this day's mail, we have but very little particular and conſiderable news, only they 
continue {till to ſay that the two weywoods Zernecky and Lubomirſky do incamp in 
Pruſſia, on the one and the other ſide of the Viſtula, the firſt with 8000, and the other 
with 10000 men, hindering that from thence no ſuccours may be ſent to the king of 
Sweden, nor from any other parts to count Steenbock. Some letters from Dantzick im- 
port, that the Poles are near 30000 men ſtrong in Pruſſia, and increaſe daily like a rowl- 
ing ſnow-ball by the acceſſion of the nobility and boors, ſo that the affairs in that cor- 
ner ſeem to be bad enough for the Swedes, and may in a little time ſtill grow worſe. 
Laſt friday, as 1t 1s reported, 800 men both horſe and foot marched out of the ſaid town, 
to make themſelves maſters of Dirſhaw, which, it is believed, may be done with little 
trouble, ſince the Swedes have ſecured and carried away from the ſaid place their cannon. 
This day it is confirm'd that the Poles have taken Lowitz, Bramberg, and Tauchel, and 
that Stracſe and Shwetez are like to follow very ſoon. A merchant there writes this day 
to a certain Hollander, his good friend, who lodges here with me in the ſame inn, that 
they had tidings there, that his majeſty of Sweden was dead; but here in this place J 
have heard nothing in the leaſt of it as yet, neither do I believe this to be true. The 
Poliſh deputies have obtained from Dantzick (as they write from thence) at their re. 
queſt 12 pieces of ordinance with ſufficient powder and balls, which were to be ſent with 
3 a convoy 
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a convoy to the camp. Letters from Elbing, which mr. Legaet has this day received; A. D. 1656. 
mention, that they had news there, that the Poles had made themſelves 45 of the W'WNgJ 
city of Warſaw, but not of the caſtle. Of his Swediſh majeſty but little mention is made; i 
which is a ſign that he muſt be ſtill in the ſame condition, for it is thought, that count ll 
Saphia keeps him beſieged ſo cloſe, that he cannot get out neither one way nor the other, ll 
and 1s ſufficiently in trouble, not knowing what reſolution to take. The ſaid letters i 
mention likewiſe, that his majeſty decamping from Jariſlaw had retired with great | 
danger, marching conſtantly behind a fence of waggons, for fear of being 'fallen upon It 
by the Poles, ſo that he could not make above one mile a day. Count Wrangel and 
the prince of Sultzbach are ſaid to have joined his majeſty with 3000 horſe ; however, 
where the ſaid conjunction has happened is not mentioned, ſo that it is dubious. They 
write from Cracow April 15, N. S. that the king of Sweden was incamped at Barau- 
now, three miles from Sendomir ; they write and talk very differently about it, ſo 
that, as yet, nothing particular can be ſaid of it. Thorn has been in great danger and 
run a great riſk, ſince the Poles had almoſt ſucceeded in their deſign upon the ſaid town, 
to enter the city at the ſaid time and together with ſome Swediſh troopers, which were 
charged by the Poles, and retired into the town. The governor Mardefeldt being too 
uick for them with throwing of the bridge, has killed with his cannon, as they write 
from Elbing, 4 or 500 Poles. All the Jeſuits, who are thought to be the authors thereof, 
were obliged forthwith to depart the town, without having leave to take any thing along 
with them except their clothes, which has cauſed among the inhabitants there great la- 
mentations and complaints. The king of Poland is ſaid to be marching towards Pruſſia 
with a powerful army of Tartars and Coffacks. And it is believed, according to ſeveral 
advices, that Pomerania perhaps may meet this ſummer with a hard fate, ſince it is 
thought, that they will be expoſed very ſhortly to a viſit of 10000 Poles or Coffacks. All 
the people in general are at preſent very melancholy here, and complain, that the good 
nature of their king doth now prove very prejudicial to him, having ſpared the Quar- 
tians and other Poliſh troops, without any diſtinction, after his victories, and taken them 
into his favour and mercy, who have learned and obſerved, to their great advantage, the 
Swediſh diſcipline of war, which they now make uſe of to their improvement : but this is 
certainly not entirely without foundation, for it is very credible, that the Quartians (among 
whom there are found many noblemen and well-diſciplined ſoldiers) have unqueſtionably 
done ſo. The regiment of horſe of count Coningſmarck, which marched through here 
yeſterday was ſe*nnight, is countermanded and 1s gone to Welling inſtead of Pomerellia, 
from whence they write this day, that the ſame is coming back, to ſtay ſomewhere here- 
abouts in Pomerania. I believe that the ſame could not get through by reaſon of the Po- 
liſh troops, which lay in Pruſſia, and that it is kept back for fear of being routed. A 
ſecretary of queen Catharine of Sweden, who 1s arrived here, has related for ſome days at 
table here in the inn, that the ſaid queen, having enough of Italy, and finding the ſaid 
nation contrary to her temper and quite otherwiſe than ſhe expected, viz. falſe and de- 
ceitful, was reſolved to retire out of that climate, and favour the French intereſt inſtead 
of that of Spain, and to take up her reſidence there for a while : however as I have heard 
formerly, and not long ago, they think ſhe won't be too welcome there. They ſay 
here for certain, that his majeſty of Sweden hath laid a bridge over the Viſtula near 
Steveruza, and was march'd over the ſame, whereof my next ſhall mention more particulars,

1 Heare from a very good hand, and from a very religious and zealous man, who had it 

at the princeſſe of Orange's court, of thoſe that are the chiefeſt about her, that the king 
of Spain having received the pretended king of Scots, (whom they ſay, the king of France 
hath forſaken) he hath ordered goooo livres monthly for his dyet, and hath further ap- 
pointed a convenient maintenance to every nobleman of his retinue, beſides the confiſca- 
tion of the goods and merchandizes, which ſhall be taken from the Engliſh, which is 
likewiſe wholly granted unto him. He is further to have the government of Oſtend, 
Dunkirk, Gravelines, and Mardick, as they ſay, which (think they) will rouze up the 
ſpirits of all his adherents in England, who in all likelihood will not loſe time in pro- 
moting his intereſt, when they ſhall ſee him to be ſo potent upon their own borders, 
However this be, it is confidently thought, that the chiefeſt end of the princeſs of Orange 
her coming hither hath been for endeavouring to work a breach of the peace between 
England and Holland, in which deſign if ſhe doth not ſucceed, it is ſaid, that ſhe will 
retire into Zealand, which province being wholly devoted to her, ſhe doth not doubt, but 
that ſhe ſhall prevail ſo far, as to get her ſon declared prince of Zealand. I leave theſe 
advices and the conſequence of them to your conſideration. The retardment of the com- 
ing of the envoy from England hither, of whom upon a ſudden we heard not a word, 
hath made many believe, that there was ſomething in it more than they knew, and that 
the peace was not ſo firmly ſettled between England and France, which doth trouble 
many; but we hope better. |

1 Have received this afternoone yours of the roth April, together with the incloſed anſwer 

of mr. Chamberlaine, touching the account, which I lately ſent, and the accord, which 
I lately made, for the which I returne your honour moſt humble thanks, and in anſwer 
whereunto : | 

Firſt, I caſt myſelfe in all humilitie at the feete of his highneſſe, and the right honorable 
the members of the councell, profeſſing and pleading the innocency and uprightneſſe of 
my intentions in the execution of all their commands ever ſince I have been employed in 
their ſervice. 

In the 2d place, I humbly rely upon their goodneſſe for a favourable interpretation of 
my poor endeavours; as alſo that they would bee pleaſed to conſider, that my education 
has not been ſuch, as to render mee capable to dive in a weeke's or month's time into all 
the ſecret miſteries of merchants affaires. 

Thirdly, I humblie beg your honour's patience till the next poſt, (there being ſo few 
houres between my receiving your honour's letter, and writing an anſwer, beſides mr. 
Chamberlain's papers are ſomthing long) againſt which time I ſhall prepare ſuch a reply, 
as I truſt ſhall give ſatisfaction, at leaſt as touching the integrity of my proceedings. 

In the meane time my onely comfort is, that as I have teſtimonie of a good conſcience 
towards God in all theſe things, ſo have I to doe with righteous and upright men for my 
judges, who will heare firſt what I can plead for my Juſtification, before they paſſe their 
ſentence againſt mee.

I beſeech your honour to be pleaſed to conſider, whither it bee not 
enough to breake any young beginner's heart, when hee has laboured with all his might, 
and ſpent many wearyſome houres in an employment of this nature, to be in continuall 
feare to become obnoxious to wrath of men, and to looſe in reputation meerely becauſe 
his actions, which his conſcience and the rules of equitie dictate unto him, croſle their 
privat gain or intereſt, But it has been the portion of thoſe, amongſt whome I am not 
worthy to be named.

and particularly inquire. This fir James has willingly affented unto ; but I told him, 
in regard thos he deſigned to ſend were only officers in the Spanniſh army, and that poſ- 
ſibly the duty of their imployments would, eſpecially all the ſummer, confine them to 
the feild, they might not be ſoe proper and fitt to give intelligence of the defigncs and 
councills at the Spanniſh court, as ſom ingenious preiſt or Jeſuit, who by the priveledge 
of his callinge might ſtill reſide ther, and be intimately converſant with tom of the great 
ones; eſpetially if any true agreement be made between C. S. and that kinge. He told 
me, he thought he could fit me alſo in that, for juſt as he came from home, a Jeſuit of his 
name was come out of Italy thither, who he thought, upon the account of his beinge his 
owne intelligencer, he could employ to Madrid, eſpetially our late proclamation make- 
inge it death to any prieſt to be found in this kingdom after the day limitted, (which 
is expired) and that it he can therby engage him, he will be the fitteſt man immagina- 
ble, as well for things relating to Ireland, as for any thing deſigned againſt England or 
Scotland in Spaine. This I very gladly layd hold of, and aſſured him his highnes by 
your information ſhould know, and would reſent his forwardneſs in his ſervice. I have 
diſpatched fir James away to his owne home to prepare thinges, and he has left a man on 
urpoſe to follow with your anſwer to me in thes particulars. Firſt, the name and doc! 
fr tous of any reall or ſuppoſed papiſt in London or Weſtminſter, to whom all letters, 
which com from Madrid, mult be directed, and ther taken and peruſed by you. Second- 
ly, what inſtructions you will have me give fir James for him to give his intelligencers, 
3dly, whether you will have any of the feild officers employed, or the Jeſuit only. 4thly, 
what way you will have them take as moſt ſhort, whither to go directly from hence to 
Holland or Flanders, and ther take the firſt ſhippinge to Spayne : and, gthly, what con- 
vayance of letters from thence to London wil be the moſt fate and moſt expeditious. To 
all which particulars I beg your poſitive commands by the next poſt after the receipt 

of this. 

I have engaged a papiſt heere, that is one of my intelligencers, to gaine me a Jeſuit, 
who is now about Aberdeene, and is a man of much fitneſs for ſuch a worke, if he can 
be woon ; and of that, I ſhall not be able to give you an anſwer this 3 weekes, 

Ther is a captain imployed betweene C. S. and ſom verry emminent men heer, and 
that verry lately, and now is returninge again with letter or meſſages from hence, which 
the laſt weeke I gave mr. Dan. Drummon ſoe to beſeidge and court, that he has woone 
him for me; and he has already confeſt what is of good importance, which I have taken 
my ſelfe in writinge ; but I have ſent him for more; and as ſoone as he returnes, you ſhall 
have a full account of all, and noe time nor dilligence ſhal be loft therin ; for if this 
knowledge be as well diſcovered and broken as Glencarne's was and is, I truſt we ſhall havc 
noe troubles in Scotland for ſom yeers. |

The embaſſadors of this ſtate at Copenhagen have ſignified in an audience before the 
king and his council the intentions of the lords ſtates here, not to enter into any alliance 
without foregoing communication, and conjunctly with his majeſty, to whom they alſo 
ſignified the order, which the ſtates had given to ſound the final reſolution of the lord 
protector concerning the affairs of the Baltick ſea.

A letter of intelligence from the Hague.

PON the contents of the letter of the king of Poland writ to the ſtates general a yy. xxxvii 
conference is to be held with the commiſſioners of Dantzick, and afterwards a p. 517. 5 
project of anſwer will be made in very civil terms. 
There was this morning a conference with the miniſters of Brandenburgh, who did 
t almoſt the ſame things, which they formerly repreſented, that the elector was 
forced to do as he did; that the great cities would not enter into a league with him; that 
the king of Poland was out of his kingdom, &c. that however he had a care not to do 
any thing to the prejudice of this ſtate, and offereth his interpoſition between this ſtate 


and Sweden. 


April 30. 

The letters of Warſaw of the 4. of April do in the end confeſs, that the marquiſs of 
Tourlach, with the body which he commands, is routed and defeated. Alſo the king 
himſelf was retreated, and had paſt the Weixell with loſs; although the Swedes ſay, that 
he hath taken ſome ſtandards from the Polanders. | 

Thoſe of Brandenburgh ſay, that the letter of the king of Poland of the 2d of March 
to the ſtates general was invented and pen'd here or at Dantzick upon a blank ſubſcrib'd 
but if that be (which is not likely) the contriver of it did very ill to repreſent the Muſco- 
vite as an enemy, for he is held to be reconciled with Poland, and that he will break 
againſt the Swedes in Livonia. 

The embaſſadors of this ſtate are ſtopt at Lauwenburgh ſome 10 miles from Dantzick. 
It is ſuppoſed, that it is by reaſon they have beſieged and block'd up that place, and 
that they dare not Tet any body paſs without leave of the king. Otherwiſe it would

And as for the raiſing of the toll, they ſay that hitherto 
they cannot complain of it ; and that concerning that is not any thing finally determined 
between the elector and the Swedes. Item, that the nature of an alliance is reciprocal, 
and that this ſtate here would not have any body to preſcribe any laws to them, nor be 
hindered in the raiſing of their licenſes &c. But this is neither ſatisfaction nor reſolution

THEY do take very ill here the detention of the embaſſadors at Lauwenburgh near vol. xxxvit. 
to Dantzick. I know not the reaſons of the Swedes, but I do remember, that the p. 629. 


embaſſador of Spain, although he had a paſs, and was come very near to the Hague (in 
the year 1647) yet at the ſole inſtance of the embaſſador Servien was diverted and hindered, 
and ſent back to Munſter. In the year 1638 the embaſſador Andreas Rey, ſent from the 
king Uladiſlaus of Poland to the king of England, was never admitted to audience, in 
regard that king had married the princeſs of Auſtria inſtead of the princeſs palatine 
Elizabeth ; whereof however he had only diſcourſed without any engagement, and al- 
though he had engaged himſelf, the ſtates of Poland would have hindered him from mar- 
rying one of any other Religion than the Roman Catholick. In the year 1627 the em- 
baſſadors of this ſtate ſent into Pruſſia were unworthily uſed by the king of Poland, 
and left uncovered, for having ſpoken to the king of Sweden before him of Poland. And 
the king of Sweden hindered the embaſſadors of this ſtate from going to Dantzick, be- 
fore they had ſpoken to the wing of Sweden. And never would they ſuffer any embaſſa- 
dor to go from hence into Brabant, during the war, without a paſs of the ſtate. The 
ueen of Sweden offered her mediation between this ſtate and Portugal in the year 1649. 
tem, between this ſtate and England in the year 1653, but offered it, not obtruded it : 
This ftate did excuſe and decline it; that is always the cuſtom, to ſound always, if the 
mediation is acceptable. But at this time this ſtate never ſounded that, but at the firſt 
time ſent thither, and cauſed an embaſſy to paſs acroſs the countries and forts of the Swedes, 
to enter into a city, which the Swedes do hold not only for hoſtile, but as it were be- 
ſieged ; and in the mean time Sweden knoweth, that they equip 48 ſhi againſt Sweden. 
I ſhould not wonder, if the Swedes do decline the mediation, which is offered and ob- 
truded with arms in their hands. It is true, that the embaſſadors are inſtructed not only 
for the mediation, but alſo for the proper affairs of this ſtate; but in ſuch a caſe they 
ought more to accommodate themſelves to make themſelves agreeable to him, of whom 
they hope and demand favour. Now if they come with threatnings, or to tell the Swedes, 
Si vos non vultis, hc claſſis faciet, they ought to have taken another way.

Sir, I am not able to expreſſe my ſorrow and anxiety of heart, in regard of our news 
from Poland, which continued now ſo many weekes, and is generally beleeved to bee 
true; namely, that the K. of Sweden is dead, and his army wholy and totally ruinated, in 
ſo much that that buſineſſe is now at an end. If it be true, as is generally beleeved, wee 
have to expect a great revolution every where ; I meane a moſt cruell perſecution of our 
religion. The Lord be mercifull to you in England; for I ſuppoſe, if it be true what 
is ſaid here, France and Spaine will be reconciled, and you put to extremities. The pope 
that now is, is a moſt cruel and crafty fox. It is here ſaid, that if any at London tall gf 
the Swediſh overthrow, he is overthrowne and ruined. 

The filver of the ſilver fleete, which belongs to this towne, and amounts to a great 
ſumme, is brought hether by the vice-admirall Ruyter. What joy there is, you may 
eaſily beleeve. I am glad to heare, that mr. Peters ſhewes his head againe. It was 1. 

rted here, that hee was found with a whore a bed, and that he grew madd, and {ji 
nothing but O blood, blood, that troubles me. There is a moſt wicked pamphlet (but 
ſtricktly called in by our lords, yet I read it, but very ſecretly) wherein by a familiar dif- 
courſe and conference the lord protector is ſaid to bee the antichriſt, or a forrunner ot 
the ſame as John Baptiſt was to Chriſt. The K. of Sweden and the cardinall Mazarin 
are made his ſervants ; and the Q. of Sweden, Chriſtina Alexandrina Maria, is put up 
the theatre of this iron and laſt age of the world, as a witneſſe againſt the covenant-break. 
ing K. of Sweden, and all the wicked and impious of this age. It ſeemes there is a pa- 
nical terror amongſt the Papiſts in regard of England and Sweden; but I am almo't ot 
dr. Uſher's mind, that there will bee yet the killing of the witneſſes; eſpecially if the 
newes about the K. of Sweden bee true, which I hope yet (though I dare not ſay 0 
much) to bee falſe. Now God rules; and he will performe his owne worke by his owne 
inſtruments.

1 Had the honour to inform you by my laſt, of the miſunderſtanding between this king 
and the pope, which has ſince been followed by his majeſty's reſenting the ſame ſo far, 
as that he would once re-eſtabliſh the Janſeniſts to diſpleaſe him, having declared, that 
he would no more acknowledge him for arbitrator of the peace, and could not remit his 
intereſts unto him, being that he is grown a partiſan of Spain, inſtead that the vows and 
voices, which France has made for his exaltation, ſhould have parted his affection. His 
nuncio has done what he could to get a copy of a ſpeech, which was made thereupon by 
the chancellor unto the aſſembly of the clergy ; but it hath been refuſed unto him, under 

pretence, that he the ſaid chancellor had given back the ſcrole. 
In the interim ſome artful perſons have taken occaſion to publiſh in the market places, 


that the king's miniſters would perpetuate the wars, inſtead of hearkning to pcace, to 


remedy the troubles of this kingdom and of this citty in particular ; and others have at 
the ſame time alarmed the neighbouring towns of this city, ſaying that ſeveral troops 
were coming to hinder the income of daily proviſions, thereby to raiſe the price thereof; 
which having had its effect during two market days, that bread has been raiſed of a 5th, 
good order has thereunto been given, and ſome of theſe ſeditious perſons apprehended. 
The king has given orders through the ſtate, that the troops may march to their rendez- 
vous. Thoſe of Dauphine and Provence are to return to Piedmont, and thoſe of Guyenne, 
which were intended for Catalonia, are to return hither to increaſe the army of Flanders, 
which hath its rendezvous at Chauny, where the mareſchal of Turin is to render himſelf 
in 10 or 12 days to command. That of Italy ſhall be divided in two bodies, and com- 
manded, one part by the duke of Modena, under him count Broglio ; the other by the __ 
0 
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of Mercoeur, and under him by marquis St. Andre Montbrun, in quality of lieutenant A. D. 1656. 
caprain general. The duke of Vendoſme could not hinder his fon trom taking this em- 
ployment, which, ſaith he, is a diſparagement unto his nobility, in that he maketh him 
equal with the duke of Modena. The count of Ligneville hath given oath of his 
fidelity unto the king to command the Lorrain troops, which have lett the Spaniſh, and 
imbraced the French party. Their majeſties have been at Vincennes theſe 3 or 4 days, 
and at their return have given audience unto the 36 deputies of this parliament, who made 
their verbal remonſtrances, inſiſting much upon the repeal of their exiled brethren ; where- 
upon Was anſwered them by the chancellor in the king's name, that they ought to render 
themſelves worthy of his majeſty's favours before they obtained them; that indeed his 
majeſty had been ill ſatisfied with their diſobedience; but that fo ſoon as they ſhould re- 
enter into their duty, which was to do juſtice unto his ſubjects, as he did expreſsly com- 
mand them, that then he would uſe them favourably ; and as for the buſineſs of coining, 
that he would not have it ſpoken of till the end of this campaign, delivering unto the 
ſaid deputies this anſwer in writing, and giving them order to read it on monday in their 
aſſembly. Cardinal Mazarin has withdrawn the parole he had given for the marriage of 
his niece with the mareſchal de la Meilleraye's fon, by reaſon he would have the youngeſt, 
who is handſomer, and who is to be married unto the duke of Bouillon. 

This city is ſtill filled with the rumour of the king of Swedeland's defeat by the Po- 
landers, which is not yet credited; and none do doubt of the arrival of part of the plate 
fleet in Spain, by reaſon ſome ſilver bars are arrived at St. Malo. It is alſo written from 
Spain, that if the Engliſh merchant had not departed from thence that day, which they 
did, that they ſhould all have been taken and condemned to the galleys for three years. 

The pretended duke of York intends to be gone within 3 or 4 days hence according 
unto the treaty. 

The count of Brienne has at cardinal Mazarin's recommendation diſpatched the neceſ- 
ſary letter of his majeſty tor the receiving and acknowledging mr. Aldworth for conſul of 
the Engliſh nation at Marſcilles.

Y lords, the merchants of the Netherlandiſh nation reſiding here have compli- Vol. xxxvii. 


mented us by ſome deputies, and after they had explained to us by word of p. 677. 
mouth ſome grievances, wherewith they thought themſelves charged without reaſon, they 
delivered the ſame to us in writing, digeſted into articles, as that your high mightineſſes 
will be pleaſed to obſerve, by the incloſed copy, deſiring us to endeavour, by our good 
offices, in the name of your high mightineſſes, that matters might be thus regulated, that 
they being delivered from the ſaid grievances and hardſhips, may for the future live here 
like a free nation, and be held and reſpected as ſuch. We have promiſed them, that we 
would uſe our moſt earneſt and efficacious endeavours, which we ſhall judge will be of a 
good effect, wherever the ſame ſhall be needfull to ſupport the juſtice of their requeſt, 
as far as we ſhall find the ſame to be grounded upon reaſon and equity ; and to the end 
that we might fundamentally inform your high mightineſſes thereof, and be ourſelves 
perfectly inſtructed of this affair, we thought fit to diſcourſe upon each of the articles; 
and as to the firſt we underſtand, that the ſharp edicts and impracticableneſſes thereof are 
mentioned in the ordinances iſſued by the government of this city on the 27th of April 
1643 and May 23, which have been lately communicated to your high mightineſſes by 
the commiſſary Pels, to which with your high mightineſſes permiſſion we refer, addin 
only, that the ſame however never have been put in practice, becauſe of the difficulties 
and oppoſitions, which have continually been ſtated and made againſt them by foreign 
nations. . | 

As to the 2d article, concerning the laws of exportation, the decimation in caſe an 
one family removes from thence, and in caſu delate hereditatis alicui extraneo ; we par Pr! 
whether the ſame was preciſely and {till at preſent put in execution, without giving

. curſions through great Poland, to the very frontiers of Sileſia, taking a great many 
towns, plundering and ranſacking ſome of them, and among them Leſno, Storohneft and 
Frauſtadt, the ſame being moſtly inhabited by thoſe of the proteſtant religion. 

We intend to ſet out next monday from here to Elbing, and will not fail carefully and 
exactly to inform ourſelves there as much as poſſible of the true ſtate of affairs, and to 
ſend to your high mightineſſes with the great humility a circumſtantial and exact account 
thereof; to the end, that according to the circumſtances of times and juncture of affairs 
we may receive from your high mightineſſes ſuch further orders and inſtructions, as their 
high mightineſſes in their high wiſdom ſhall think fit, according whereunto we are to 
regulate the management of the negotiations we are charged with.

baggage by water, intending to ſet out within two days for the ſaid place themſelves. 

However we hear nothing certain here of the ſituation of the Swediſh and Poliſh armies, 

The moſt likely is, that the Swedes are great ſufferers, by reaſon of the almoſt entire 

revolt of the Poliſh nobility. The troops of Lubomirſky and Charnitzky are on the 

frontiers of great Poland, and have exerciſed great cruelties in the ſmall towns of Liſa, 

Thaucke, Frauwſtadt and others, againſt the poor inhabitants. His electoral highnels 

is ſaid to have ſett out from Coningſberg to Pillauw, to receive there the queen of Sweden, 

who is arrived on the coaſt with ſix men of war. The Ruſſian embaſiador, is obliged 

to wait for an audience till the return of his electoral highneſs. It is thought, that the 
grand duke is ready to make war againſt Sweden; nevertheleſs according to the laſt letters 
Pom Riga, ſeveral ſhips and goods were come down from Ruſſia by the river Duna, and 
there are more ſtil] expected.

Here is come at laſt certain advice, that the king of Sweden is arrived alive and ſafe Vol. xxxvii.

mighty lordſhips embaſſaders ſend their goods this day, and will follow the ſame them- 
ſelves two days hence. We do not hear here any thing certain of the Swedes, who with- 
out doubt have ſuffered great loſſes in regard of the general revolts of the countries 

againſt them. 

The duke of Brandenburgh is gone from Koningſberg to receive the queen of Sweden 
at the Pillauw, where ſhe is ſaid to be arrived. The Muſcovite embaſſador's audience was 
deferred till he returned back.

My cozen Attkins has rettourned hither any tyme this ten dayes, having been to viſſitt 
mr. Knapper and mr. Knollton's ſtore of wines, and withall to render them ſome accounts 
of ſome parcells he has formerly received from them. He ſayes their wines and other 
commodityes are very extraordinary good, and fitt to be putt into the hands of the moſt 
curious merchant you have. And truly being rightly conſidered, there's good reaſon for 
it, for mr. Knapper and mr. Yellton have followed there buſſines themſelves this laſt ſeaſon, 
and truſted not to their factors, as they were wont. In fine, mr. Attkins ſayes it is ſuch 
briſck wines, as will make you merry both at the hart and purſe. He deſires your pardon, 
that he writes not to you hymſelfe, he being at preſent not well diſpoſed in relation to his 
health. He hath ſent you a taſt of the wine, which will come ſafe to your hands, though 
not ſoe ſoone as this. Your frind Francke Warforth will have it firſt and ſoe convey 
it you. 

Mr. Yellton will ſoe quickly cleare his account with mr. Knollton, that he will be able 
to ſatisfy you and all the reſt, that are deſirous to know his condition. Mr. Attkins de- 
fires to be remembred to the ladyes of his acquaintance at mr.

RicHT HONOURABLE, 


PON thurſday the 24th inſtant about ſeaven of the clock in the morning I am em. vol. xxxvii. 
barqued myſelfe and company for Diepe, and came about 8 at night within a league p. 395, 
and an half of that town, but could not enter itt till friday between 7 and 8 in the morn- 
ing, att which tyme I was mett by the governor of the towne, monſieur Montaignee 
(who was on foote) att a conſiderable diſtance, allmoſt att my diſcent from my boate. Hee 
ſaluted mee with great kindneſſe, telling mee, that I was heartily wellcome ; that hee 
had commands from the duke of Longueville to receive mee with as much reſpect as 

ſſibly hee could; that all Engliſh men were likewiſe wellcome to this port, but more 
eſpecially a perſon coming from his highnes my lord protector qualified with a publique 
character; and that hee did very much rejoyce it was his good fortune to bee the firſt, that 
had an oportunity to teſtify unto mee the readines of the French nation to expreſſe a 
good correſpondency and amity they deſired to hold with England. 

With theſe and ſeverall other the like diſcourſes hee did entertaine mee, till I came to 
my lodgeing to which there had binn a great difficulty of acceſſe (through the multitude 
of people, who flock'd out to fee mee land with greate acclamations in theyr mouths of 
wellcome, and deſires, that God might preſerve mee and mine from all dangers) had not 
the governor's ſervants made way for my paſſage. Before I could come to my lodgeings 
J had ſeverall great guns from a fort, which lookes towards the ſea att the entrance of the 
towne; and nigh the key were diſcharged three guns out of a private French merchant's 
ſhip to ſalute me. The governor conducting mee to a proteſtant burger's houſe, (hand- 
fome and convenient enough to entertain mee during my intended ſhort abode here) alwaies 
gave me the compliment of the upperhand, till hee brought mee to my chamber, and 
there (having invited mee to dine with him in the caſtle) hee tooke his leave. Hee was 
noe ſooner gone, but the magiſtracy of the towne came to complement mee, and the 
chiefeſt ſpeaker amongſt them made a long and ſtudied harangue in his own language, full 
of reſpect towards his highnes, then whom, they acknowledged in theyr ſpeech, none 
was more worthy to protect and rule over three ſoe great nations, as were England, Scot- 
land, and Ireland. They ſaid further, that they were much honoured, that I was pleaſed 
to land in theyr towne before any other in the kingdom of France. That they had for- 
merly much benefit through theyr commerce with England, That they did hope the late 

ce would produce a mutual profit and fatisfaEtion to both nations. And that whatſoever 
bo in them 2; an aſſurance of theyr good will to my lord protector, they were ready to 
performe in their ſervice to mee. I returned them allmoſt the ſame anſwer I did the gover- 
nor, (theyr compliments being not much different) which was, that I would acquaint my 
maſter (as ſpeedily as I could) how affectionate I was received by them; and that in the 
mean tyme I did give them thankes for theyr readines to wittnes their reſpect towards his 
highnes in the honor they did mee; and that I was confident my lord protector would re- 
joice att the advantage ſoe good neighbours as they ſhould receive from the peace lately 

concluded betweene England and France. When I ended what I thought fitt to ſay unto 
them, they departed, and immediately after made a preſent by theyr officers of ſome bot- 
tles of wine, according to the cuſtome of the country. Within two hours after I went to 
the caſtle to viſit the governor; and had ſeveral greate guns diſcharged att my entrance, 
whilſt I was at dinner there, and at my return thence. I had a free and affectionate 
entertainment from him. 

Amongſt other things hee informed me, that the duke of Longueville had an intention 
to have mett mee here, but that ſome unexpected occaſions had diverted him. I was 
therefore deſired to viſit the duke att Rouan in my journey to Paris; but becauſe my 
followers have not put themſelves as yett in a convenient equipage, I ſhall make ſome 
excuſe by letter unto him, and goe the nigheſt and privateſt way I can to Paris.

Rom Ry I made bold by a confuſed lyn to give your honour an account of my being 
then about to embark for Diep. The incloſed will make knowen, what good rec 
tion I mett with heare from the governor, the magiſtracie, and the bodie of the people. 
It was very extraordinarie, eſpeciallie on the rs 1 part. I am aſſured by a verie honeſt 
proteſtant, with whom I lodge, that the lyk reſpect hath not been payed to anie publick 
perſon heartofore. 

The governor hath given me the honor of a private viſit this evening: he is a creature 
of the duk of Longovill's, who is a prince of the blood, and governor of this province. 
In his diſcourſe he did inſinuat, that the duk did verie much deſyer to be eſteemed a well 
wiſher to his highneſſe perſon, and to the peace with England; and that not onlie upon 
the account of his own inclinations to honor a prince of his highneſſe vertews and meritts,

but alſo becauſe of the intereſt of his government, that reaps great advantages by a peace,

and would ſuffer exceedinglie by a warr with England. I told him his highneſſe wowld 
think himſelf verie much honored by the eſteem of a perſon of the duk's woorth and 
qwalitie, and that he might expect from his highneſſe all the good offices, that cowld be 
deſyer'd. My ignorance of the governor's humor and aims made me draw the cloſe 
of the diſcowrſe into a compliment, though hee ſeemed to be willing to inſiſt in it with 
ſom ſeriuſneſſe. 

The diſtance of this place from the court may excuſe me from offering your honor anie 
thing of newes; onlie I hear, that the differences betwixt the king and his parliament at 
Paris doe yett continue; and that his majeſtie's preparations for this campagnee are not ve- 
rie farr advanced. 

When I have conſithered the way of my addreſſe to the court, I begin to be appre- 
henſive, that the coppies of my credentialls may be called for before audience be given me. 
If your honor think ſuch a conjecture rationall, I beſeech yo order their being ſent to 
me by the firſt poſt. 

I ſhall pray for the continuance of his highneſſe health and happineſſe, and ſhall not 
preſume to give him needleſſe trobles, and ſhall continue this I give you no longer then 
to beg the honor of your commands, and the charitie of your cownſell, to one, who will 
verie much need it, and ſhall indeavor a verie obſequious obedience to it.

Nieupoort, the Dutch embaſſadbr in England, to the fates general. 


HicH AND MIGHTY LORDS, 


IN the beginning of this week, news came here, that 6 frigats of this ſtate, that are 
1 cruiſing in the channel, had met with vice admiral de Ruyter with ſeven men of war 
and 5 merchant-men under him, and that, after having fired mutually ſome guns of honour, 
they had parted with the greateſt demonſtrations of friendſhip. We have letters here ſince 
from Dover, that the ſaid vice admiral with the ſaid ſhips under his command was ar- 
rived in the road there, and that they had heard of them, that but two galleons of the 
filver fleet were arrived at Cadiz, and that two others, which went out with them at the 
ſame time, had not yet appeared. I am informed alſo, that on laſt wedneſday, they had 
received further advice at Whitehall, and that they believe for certain, that all at once 
and in company from the Spaniſh Weſt Indies were fail'd four galleons and two pataches, 
that they had met, about Bermudas, with a violent ſtorm, whereby the two largeſt gal- 


leons the admiral and vice admiral run foul on one another, ſo that the others loſt ſight 


of them, who with the two pataches are ſafely arrived at Cadiz, without having heard or 
2 underſtood 
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underſtood any thing of the others ſince the ſaid ſtorm. There is as yet no certain news A. D. 1656. 
of the fleet of this ſtate, which ſail'd under the admirals Blake and Montagu. Some are 
of opinion, that they ſtay upon the coaſt of Portugal, being inform'd of what has hap- 
ned to mr. Meadowe the envoy of this ſtate to the king of Portugal, concerning the ra- 
tification and exchanging of the treaty lately ſign'd and concluded in the year 1656, and 
whereot they will have on this ſide here nothing altered nor moderated, to take their 
meaſures the better. Mr. Lockhart ſet out the beginning of this week for France, and, as 
Tam inform'd, has no other character but only that cf a nephew of the lord protector, one 
of the council of Scotland, and high bailiff of the province of Fyfe. Before his departure 
he paid me a viſit, and aſſured me with many civil expreſſions of a mutual friendſhip, and 
that he had the greateſt eſteem for the ſtate of the United Netherlands, and was ready to 
contribute every thing for the preſervation of a reciprocal good underſtanding. The maſ- 
ters of the ſhips the young Tobias of Vliſſingen, and the Monk of Schiedam, acquainted 
me laſt tueſday, that ſundry goods were miſſing out of them, and that they were ready 
to fail, one of them to St. Valery and the other for Oſtend. Yeſterday two French mer- 
chants, commiſſaries of the owners of the cargo of the ſhip the young Tobias, came to 
tell me, that they came over by the poſt with letters of interceſſion of the king to de- 
fire the diſcharge of the cargo, which they aſſured me did amount to above two hundred 
and fifty thouſand guilders ; but having heard, that I had reclaimed the ſame already, that 
every thing was fate, and the captain ready to proceed in his voyage, they would return 
home again, being glad to have recovered their own, and be freed from further troubles,

I Wrote unto you ſom time ſince, that we had imployed one col. Plackater to reſide neere yy. xxxvii. 
C. S. and particulorly about Middleton, who is the likelieſt man we know to foment p. 655. 
thinges heere, and to head a rebellion, if once raiſed. Plackater after many miſadven- 
tures 1s arived at Rotterdom, from whence we had this morninge this incloſed in cypher 
from him. He is one the royaliſts doe much truſt in, and can, and, I hope, will doe 
good ſervice. That col. Bortwick, whom he mentions as accuſed by the highlanders 
concerninge the earle of Glancarne, is now heere, and is brother to our intelligencer ma- 
jor Bortwick. We have declyned committing col. Bortwick, that he might be the more 
certainely ruin'd in the opinion of his owne party. Any rigour of ours to him would 
have wrought a contrary effect; beſides we were engaged to this by his brother, who 
would not have given us intelligence of any thinge, it we had not admitted the colonel 
to have continued free in thes parts; wherby we have acted both our deſignes, that 
is, diſcover'd Glencarne's treachery, and ruin'd col. Bortwick. Mr. Newton mentioned. in 
the incloſed is as verry a roge as any in Scotland. We have had this good while intel- 
ligent ſpyes about him, who we hope will er longe bringe us ſomthinge to the purpoſe. 
This night the earle of Atholl has bin with the generall and me, and freely engaged, not 
only to live peaceably under his highneſſe's governement, but alſo to give us intelligence 
of any thinge prejudiciall to the publike, that comes to his knowledge, and if any riſe- 
inge ſhould be, to ſerve us with all his clan.

com to a concluſion. Indeed, fir, it is a fad thinge, that all Scotland ſhould be without if 
one man of warr to guarde the coſt, when our next neighbors are our open ennemies, and 
take our ſhips dayley, and within thes ten dayſe a rich veſſell of Aberdeane, which has 
almoſt broake that towne, which began to trade. Tis not heere as in England, wher a 
loſs does at moſt ruin a perſon; heere it does the whole trade. We have often com- 
playned of this. I beſeech you, ſir, get us ſom ſpeedy redreſs. I have noe more paper

lordſhip, as they doe upon. all other occaſions, wherein you finde favour in his eyes ; 
and I truſt the Lord will {till continue his goodnes to you in the recovery of my lady, 
and in the life of your little one. 


I have had noe tyme to ſpeake at large with doctor Harriſon ; and beſides I was not 


willinge to doe it before his highnes had received an account of hym. This afternoone 
was appointed for that; but wheither the appointment held, I am not able to ſay, in 
reſpect I was ymployed otherwhere. His highnes hath not yet ſpoke at large with col. 
Hewſon 3 and therefore what will be ſayd on that hand, I cannot yet give your lord- 
ſhip any account. Wee are here pretty well uſed to diſcourſes of that nature, and are 
not wholly ignorant of mens ſpirits. And when all is done, I thinke patience, modera- 
tion, yea love towards diſcontented angrye men, is of moſt uſe, beſt plealinge to God, 
liklieſt to doe them good, and the next way to preſerve peace, and keepe thinges in 
a conſiſtencye. 

For Eyres, if he were ſent beyond ſea, wheither he would not againe returne, I thinke 
it were a very good riddance of hym ; and that ſure is the beſt courſe, that can be taken 
with hym. 

My lord deputy was deſired to write expreſsly to your lordſhip for drawinge 600 men 
for Jamaica out of the regiments under good officers ; and I am ſure his highnes judges, 
that they will be ready to go on board within this month at turtheſt, or rather within 

weekes. In what manner _ are to have their advance money and other encouridg- 
ment, my lord deputy undertooke to write; and therefore I ſhall not trouble your lord- 
ſhip therewith. For the termes of their goeinge, the pay will be the ſame as here; and 
if the Lord bleſſe them, and give them health, they will have a goodly country abound- 
inge with all thinges to poſſeſſe. The laſt letters made it hopefull, that thoſe there already 
will recover their health againe. 

Wee have noe newes of our fleet yet. It is certeyne but 2 of the kinge of Spaync's 

late fleet is come from the Indyes, and thoſe not very rich. The two richeſt are toun- 
der'd in the fea, as they came homeward. I beleeve his condition for money is not much 
better than ours. He keeps all his fleet in the harbour at Cadiz, and is not able to pre- 

are them fitt to goe forth, haveinge neither men nor money; and yet there are all the 
ſhips he hath in Europe now blockt up by our fleet ; and what our fleet will be able to doe 
upon them in their harbour is hard to ſay, but are in dayly expectations to heare from 
our generals concerninge the ſame, 

Charles Stewart is in Flanders, and hath beene treatinge with the archduke; but the 
full concluſion of the treatye is deferred untill don John d' Auſtria comes to Bruſſells to 
take the government of thoſe provinces inſteed of the archduke, who is to gocœ into Ger- 
many, he haveinge more of the moncke in hym then of the ſouldier. 

The royall partie by the countenance of Spayne make no doubt of giveinge us trouble 
in theſe 3 nations this ſummer, and perticulerly here, haveinge an eye alſoc to Ireland; 
but their deſignes are not yet formed. When they are, I promiſe my ſelfe foe much good 
fortune (as they call it) as to have ſome light into them. The kinge of Spayne hath 
but a little money, and yet he found in his heart to ſpare ſome of it to the levellers here 
to give us ſome trouble, (for that the levellers are already arrived at,) and it hath pleaſed 
God to bringe a conſiderable ſumme thereof into our hands. The letters this weeke from 
Sweden afford us very little or noe newes. There hath beene noe ſuch defeat given to 
that kinge as was pretended ; for there was noe fight. Some ſkirmiſhes have beene, where- 
in, I feare, the kinge was worſted, and forced to retreate with his armye; and it is doubt- 
ed, that his difficultie wil be more then he expected, much more to keepe his conqueſt 
then to wyn it. The generall peace amongſt the popiſh princes and ſtates, and eſpetially 
betweene France and Spayne, wherein the pope labours ſoe much, is not much advanced, 
rather cooled. The pope writt a very patheticall letter to the clergy of France, to inter- 

oſe with that kinge about it; who received, read, and conſulted upon it, without ac- 
quaintinge their kinge, untill they came in a very peremptory manner to demaund the 
kinge's reſolution about the peace with Spayne. This the kinge tooke ſoe ill, that he 
declared the pope noe competent mediator betweene the 2 crownes, ſeeinge he had med- 
led with his ſubjects, and alſoe ſhewed hymſelfe partiall on the fide of Spayne. I begg 
your lord{hip's pardon for this trouble, and crave leave to ſigne me, as I am in truth,

Thurloe. affairs here at home; and likewiſe that we by you might the more certainly and particular 

be informed, how it fares with them and the fleet; as alſo ſafely convey to them what 
our preſent apprehenſions of things are in reference to the poſture of the enemy, which 
we have expreſt in our ſaid letter, which you are to deliver to their hands. 

You are to let them know, that we are ſending to them 60 dozen of hand-baſkets and 
' 3009 tools, with pickaxes, ſhovels, and ſpades, which will be with them as wind and 
weather will permit; but mention it ſo, that it may not retard any deſign they may 
be upon. 

If you ſhall find them willing to form any deſign, that may need 2 or 3000 foot, and 
the coming of the 4 great ſhips George, James, Victory, Triumph, here, which are in rea- 
dineſs, we ſhall endeavour to ſend them, but we are unwilling to encreaſe our charge, un- 
leſs it be upon ſome formed deſign, or that we ſee they otherwiſe need them : but let this 
alſo be mentioned ſo, as that thereby no preſent deſign, that they intend, be hindere.', nor 
any deſign delayed, which happily may be agreed upon there without them. 

You are to take care, ſo ſoon as you arrive, that immediately one of the leſſer veſſel; 
be ſent to give us the preſent ſtate of all affairs and intelligences, to which you are to 
move the generals; as alſo that fortnight or 3 weeks they. do the like during their 
being abroad, and to let them know, that veſſels ſhall be alſo frequently ſent from thence 
with ſuch intelligence as ſhall occur here. 

You ſhall let them know, we have had ſome thoughts of their procuring ſome galleys 
from Portugal and addition of fire-ſhips for any ſervice, which they may undertake ; but 
whether any thing of that be practicable, we mult leave that to them. | 

After they have taken full conſideration of the matter of our letter, and finiſhed their 
thoughts thereupon, and ſhall have underſtood their condition, and received the general's 
diſpatches in anſwer to ours, you ſhall forthwith return, and give us an account thereof,

our þ notwithſtandinge all this, it will be good for you and us to deliver up our ſelves and all our 

| affaires to the diſpoſition of our all-wiſe father, who not only out of prerogative, but be- 

| cauſe of his wiſdome, goodnes, and truth ought to be reſigned unto by his creatures, and 

| moſt eſpetially by thoſe, who are children of his begittinge through the ſpirit. Wee 

have beene lately taught, that it is not in man to direct his way. Indeed all the diſpen- 

ſation of God, wheither adverſe or proſperous, doe fully read that leſſon. Wee cann noe

upon your judgments on the place then our owne, for as much as our intelligences come-

as queries, then as reſolutions.

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Wee are informed, that not many of the plate fleet are come home, viz. 2 gallions, A. D. 1656. 
and 2 pattachoes, and wee heare they are not ſoe rich as they give out. Wee are in- 
formed alſoe, that the Spanyards fleet in Cadiz is in noe preparation to come out; and 
ſome thinke they will not come forth, but delay you upon the coaſt, untill your victualls 
are ſpent, and you forced to come home. Wee e. that when generall Blake was 

there laſt yeare, they could not have told how to have manned out a fleet, if the mer- 
chants there and gentlemen intereſſed had not principally for their owne intereſt in the returne 
of their fleet done it. 

Wee are informed, that they ſent what men they could well ſpare by thoſe 6 or 7 
ſhips, which they ſent to the Weſt Indies in March laſt. We knowe alſoe, that it hath 
ever beene accounted, that the Spanyards great want is men as well as money at this time. 
What numbers are in and about Cadiz, you beſt knowe. Wee only diſcourſe probabili- 
tie; wheither now it might not be worthy to be weighed by you and your councill of warr, 
wheither this fleet of theirs now in Cadiz might not be burnt, or otherwiſe deſtroyed , 
wheither Pontall and the forts are ſoe conſiderablye ſtronger as to diſcourage from ſuch an 
attempt; wheither Cadiz it ſelf be N A or the ifland, on which it ſtands, be 
noe wayes to be ſeperated from releivinge the towne by the bridge, the iſland being ſor 
narrow in ſome parts of it; wheither any other place be attemptable, eſpetially that of 
the towne and caſtle of Gibralter, which if poſſeſt and made tenable by us, would it not 
be both an advantage to our trade, and an annoyance to the Spanyard, and enable us 
without keepinge ſoe great a fleet on that coaſt with 6 nimble friggotts lodged there, to doe 
the Spanyard more harme then by a fleet, and eaſe our owne charge. You may diſcourſe 
freely with the bearer concerninge any thinge conteyned in this letter, to whom the whole 
was communicated, that ſoe he might be able to bringe backe to us a more particular ac- 
count of thinges. The Lord guide you to doe that, which may be plcaſinge in his 
ſight.

The examination of Nicholas Cantiro of Sevill in the kingdom of Spain, aged 


twenty-four years or thereabouts, taken upon oath before the judges of the high 
court of admiralty of Scotland, the 29th of April 1656. 


bf ako ſaid Nicholas Cantiro faith, that he came from the Texell in the ſhip the Vol. xxxvii. 
| Amſterdam about the latter end of March laſt, the ſaid ſhip carrying one and twenty p. 723. 
guns and thirty-nine men. Remembreth not the captain's name, but believes he is a 
Hollander. Saith, he the ſaid deponent being coming from Porto Rico, and bound for 

Spain, was taken by an Engliſh man of war off the Canary iſlands, and was now a going 
paſſenger in this ſhip the Amſterdam for Cadiz in Spain. Saith, the ſaid ſhip came out 

of the Texell but four days before ſhe was caſt away, being the latter end of March; and 

that the ſaid ſhip was bound for Cadiz in Spain, this deponent being preſent at the 

loading of all the goods. Saith, there was loaden on board the ſaid ſhip about one hundred 

great cables for the Spaniſh galleons, ſome of them as thick as a man's thigh, and contain- 

ing from one hundred and twenty to one hundred and fifty fathoms in length. And faith 

farther, that there was alſo loaden aboard the ſaid ſhip about one hundred barrels of 

powder, ſeveral barrels of ſhot ; that the reſt of the loading conſiſted of tammies, fuſtians, 

taffaty, bays, hats, linnen, and woollen cloth. Saith, the ſaid goods were loaden at 
Amſterdam by one Juan Tullien, who ſpeaks divers languages, but believes he is a Hol- 

lander. This deponent further ſays, he heard many people in Amſterdam ſay, that the 

cables and ropes were for the ule of the Spaniſh armado, but knows not to whom the 

goods were conſigned. Saith, there was but four paſſengers in the ſhip, one whereof hath 

been a pilot at Amſterdam. Saith, they came out of the Texell with near two hundred 

fail of ſhips with ſeveral convoys bound for ſeveral places, but ſaith, they went about the 

north of Scotland with this ſhip for fear of Engliſh men of war. Saith, the captain of 

the ſhip and divers others told this deponent, that the cables were fit for the uſe of the 1 
armado of Spain. And faith, the ſaid Juan Tullien is now freighting another ſhip at 9 
Amſterdam with the like commodities to go for Spain. Saith, the ſaid ſhip was caſt away 1 
upon tueſday the firſt day of April about four of the clock in the afternoon near unto —_ 
a caſtle. That moſt of the upper goods were caſt on ſhore the next morning, and that ul 
ſeveral of the ſaid goods were taken up by the governour of the ſaid caſtle, four cart | 
loads whereof he ſent to a marquis's houſe hard by the caſtle. Saith further, that he heard 

it reported, that the ſaid ſhip, after the delivery of her loading at Cales, was to have been 

employed in the Venetian ſervice.

It is ſaid he was left with 
16000 men ; but I do not believe he hath half ſo many, and I much doubt, whether the 

. Swedes are able to make ſo many, when they are all joyned. 

The 5th current was writ from Elbing, that the king of Sweden was then at Grandent: 
and had ſent his generaliſſimo prince Adolph with the earl Wrangel to purſue and to fight. 
if they could, Scharnitzky and Lubormirſky, who endeavour all that they can to get with 
their forces into Pomeren. Whether the Swedes will prevent this, time will declare, ft 
is to be believed, that the king's happy eſcape will make ſome alteration, and cauſ- the 
courage of the Poles to fall; for unleſs they do unite more then they do, they will hardly 
be able to recover, finiſh, and maintain the fabrick of their weltare. 

The letters from Koningſberg of the 3d current do mention the arrival of the queen 
of Sweden at the Pillauw, and that the duke of Brandenburg was gone thither to rect 
her majeſty, who will ſtay ſome time at Elbing, till that the caſtle at Grandents or Ma. 


rienburgh be made fit for her reſidence. 


The 2d current was arrived in Koningſberg, and nobly received, an embaſſador from 
the duke of Muſcovy. What his meſſage is, was not known.

R1iGHT HONORABLE, 


EE had a meetinge att Preſton the laſt weeke for the county of Lancaſter, where 

wee were from tewiday till faterday : wee acted ſome litle to the exterordinary 
tax, and att the ſame time had mr. Midleton upon his triall, and had paſſed ſentance 
upon hime, only hee pleaded much to have his witneſſes examined upon oathe againſt 
the commonwelth, and to have counſel], but it was thought not fitt by many of your 
commiſſioners ;z but in the end it begate a longe debate, and the ſentance was put of, till 
wee had ſent to know his highneſe and counſells oppinion concerninge the ſame ; and the 
occaſion of this debate did ariſe from the word ſequeſtration and baniſhment in the rf 
inſtruction, which ſome did conceive did hould out ſomethinge betwixt high treſon (where 
there is no witneſſes to be examined againſt the commonwelth) and there proceedinge at 
Haberdaſhers hall upon ſequeſtration, Soe that the qeftion is, whether a perſon, that 
chardged with things clearely fallinge within the firſt perticuler, may be admitted ethy 
counſell or witneſſes upon oth. Wee were moſt of us of mind, hce could not; but that 
wee might be unanimouſe in our ſentance, and condeſcend to ſatisfy others in this feruple, 
therefore bege your opinion with what conveniency you can, for the next meetinge 1 
not longe two. 

Wee ejected ſome more miniſters for ſcandall the laſt meetinge. 

Sir Richard Houghton is now willinge to act as juſtis of peace in the county, if hee 
be in the preſent commiſſion. I humbly bege a dedimus to ſome to give hime his othe, 
Wee have extreame want of juſtices, and the liſt I ſent yow up I humbly conceive noe 
exception can be made againſt one of them. 

As to that buſſineſe of ſairgant Bradſhaw, yow ſhall have an account ſhortly. There is 
one in London, capt. Griffith, one off your commiſſioners for the county of Cheſhire, that 
if yow ſpeake two, he is able to give yow ſome account about hime. Indeed hee is onc, 
that doth yo ſpetiall good ſervis in that county; hee is now ſent up by the gentlemen 
of the country about the ſouldiers arears and about ſome other buſſineſe. I could wiſh 
hee might not long be kept out of the country, Wee meete this day at Staford for this 
county, and one the th of May, tueſday next, for the county of Cheſter, and the weeke 
followinge for the county and cittie of Cheſhire. I am now diſbandinge twenty in a 
troope accordinge to the order of the counſell. All things here are in a very good poſture, 
and I doubt not but by the bleſſinge of God to make it apeare yet more and morc. I 
have bene two tediouſe. Noe more, but that I am

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HIS poſt hath brought me your letter of the 18th inſtant, with the incloſed for A. D. 1656. 


mr. Townley, which was preſently delivered to his owne hands, as by the atteſta- 
tion heere ſent you doth appeare, which yow may be pleaſed to lay up by yow in rea- 
dynes, in caſe hereafter it ſhould be required. Sir, I find by the councel's order, that I 
am commanded to ſend over the charge againſt mr. Townley, together with the prooftes 
for makinge good thereof, which I ſhould quickly have done, it there had come a ſpe- 
ciall commiſſion alonge therewith for the examininge of wittneſſes upon othe, which can- 
not otherwiſe be done heere, there beinge noe court at preſent, in which onely reſides the 
power of the company for adminiſtringe an othe; and for me to examine vittneſſes in a 
cauſe, wherein I am concerned, you knowe, fir, that I cannot doe it without expreſſe or- 
der for it. It reſteth there fore onely, that I ſhould deſire the magiſtrates of the towne to 
give the wittneſſes their othes, which yett cannot well be done, becauſe the examinations 
muſt be taken in Englith, the language in which the affront was given, which theiſe ma- 
giſtrates underſtand not; neither doe the witneſſes ſoe well underſtand the Dutch, at leaſt 
ſome of them, as to be examined, and to give proper anſwers in that language. And the 
truth is, I allready find, that mr. 'Townley and his party both of Dutch and Engliſh have

ſoe wrought with the ſenate, as that they will be glad of any tollerable excuſe, it I ſhould - 


demand their aſſiſtance, beinge the buſines is not to be tryed before them. And if I 
ſhould only ſend the bare proofes unatteſted upon oathe, mr. Townley might probably ex- 
cept againſt them, and perhaps prevayle with ſome of his party to doe as much for him. 
The premiſſes conſidered, (to which I may ad how inconvenyent it would be to require 
the witneſſes to leave their employments heere, beinge men of ample truſt, ro goe over 
to take their othes) I doubt not but your hounor will be pleaſed to move the counſell for 
a commiſſion to be ſpeedely ſent over to the perſons hereafter named. And in regard 
they were all of them preſent, as were moſt of the company, when the affront was given, 
and are my cheefeſt witneſſes, that power may be given to any two or more of the com- 
miſſioners to take the teſtimony of the reſt of their colleagues upon othe ; and if it be 
required, that I prove the former charges given in ſoe longe ſince againſt mr. Townley 
upon othe, which are in ſome things very conſiderable, one commiſſion will ſerve for 
all, which I beſcech yow, fir, to haſten over to me, puttinge mee into the commiſſion, 
if you thinke good; and then the worke will be ſooner and more effectually done. I 


keare mr. Townley makes but ſleight of the buſines; and whether he will goe over, or 


onely thincke it enough for him to anſwer with his pen, I cannot yet learne. Some thincke, 
he will not goe over, if he can avoyd it; and others ſay, hee hath allready beſpoake his 
paſſage in one of the companic's ſhipps, which may be ready in a fortnight or three weekes, 
1 am ſorry, it falls off foe, that I cannot have the charge and proofles ready in your 
hands agaynſt his comminge on, which yet may be done, it the commiſſion be but ſent, 
and by the returne of the ſame poſt, that brings theiſe to your hands. 

Sir, it remaynes onely, that I returne yow humble thancks for your tender reſentment 
of this buſines, which ſoe evidently appeares in your ſpeedy ſending over of the commands 
of the councel.

Y laſt was by the Grantham frigat, a duplicate whereof I make bold to ſend here- 
M with incloſed ; and though wee have had noe occurrances of importance ſince, yet 
g1ve mee leave to uſe my accuſtomed boldnes and plainenes with you, in informeing you 
how matters ſtand with us. | 

Admirall Goodſon with eleaven of our beſt frigats and a brigantine and a galliott hoye, 
went from hence to ſea the 5th inſtant, it being ordered and agreed, that hee ſhould ſtay 
out 2 months before he returned to harbor. Poſſibly it may bee woundred at, why noe 
more of the fleete went out with him. One reaſon thereof was the condition of the ſhipps 
left behind, which are generally heavy failers, and therefore not ſo apt for turning to 
windward, which is a great part of our practice heere. Beſides it is ordered, that one 
ſhipp lye alwaies to windward of this ifland, one more for New England, and another 
home with theſe letters, as alſo one to ſurround the iſland with another for Chiemanas 
for turtle; ſo that there remaine but 8 or 9 ſhipps heere, and thoſe, except it bee two 


or three, that came laſt in, Flemiſh ſhipps, very ill manned. 8

ſhortening them, ſo that our fleete will want a recruite of men. 

As for the ſtate of the army, I know not well what to ſay thereof more then I have 
written formerly, little haveing happened ſince, but that in two daies (preſently after the 
Grantham's departure) more then forty of our ſouldiers were cutt off by the Negros, as the 
were careleſsly going about theire quarters, ſuch a ſordid neglectfull ſperitt doth till 4 
ſeſs them as tis to admiration; ſince which time wee have cut off 7 or 8 of them, the firſt 
worke of that nature done by us ſince my arrivall heere; but a day or 2 before about 30 
of our ſouldiers in a diſcontent forſooke theire 3 and coullers, with an intent either 
to joyne with the enemie, or to doe as great miſcheife, or otherwiſe it was a conſpiracy of 
many, but God in mercy timely prevented it, for they were ſoone reduced, and J hope the 
reſt wil be quiet, three of the chiefeſt of them being executed. I know collonell Boyley 
hath at larg informed you of theis perticulars. Concerning our fortifications wee proceed 
as faſt as wee can; our grand fort is almoſt finiſhed, and wee are building a tower in it, 
which is begun, and about 5 foote high at this inſtant. Our great want is lyme, otherwiſe 
I think it had bin already neere finiſhed ; but wee are now in a way to procure plenty of 
that. Publique buſines goeth on very ſlowly with us, to my greefe and trouble at hart; 
were it not for ſome forwardnes in the ſeamen, wee could doe little or nothing. 

Since the comeing in of the ſhipps Lyon and Succeſs, which arrived heere the 27th of 
February, we have no news or intelligence from any part : the Mathias, Convertine, and 
Beare wee hourly expect, and ſomething wonder they ſtay ſo long. 

As for planters from other plantations, none come to us; but ſince I begann to write there 
came a ſmall barque of Nevis into this harbour, which was lately at the Barmudas, and in- 
formes us of a great readynes amongſt many people in moſt of the iſlands to come hether, 
and that the people of Nevis generally being in a readynes, are in expectation of ſhip 
from England to e them to this iſland, with old governor Stokes, a man n 
Wee have ſome time ſince ſent letters to all the Engliſh collonies of our health and wellfaire, 
being unwilling to omitt any thing, that might encourage this worke. 

Sir, ſuffer mee without greeving you to lett you know my thoughts. I muſt againe ſay 
wee are here generally a moſt unworthy people, altogether unſuitable to the ſettlement 
of a plantation ; and I am confidently bold to affirme, that little wil be done by them, 
and I cannot but thinck, his highnes is either ſending down to us a ſufficient ſupply of 
forces to attacque ſome conſiderable place in the Indies, or elſe people to ſettle the iſland 
in a civill way of government, thereby to withdrawe this exceſſive charge, which by the 
way wee are yett in, will effect nothing but an exhauſting of treaſure from you. Our 
beſt friggats and ſhips are much defective with the worme, ſo that if they are not ſent 
for home this ſommer, I beleive ſome of them will never returne. Our victualls expend 
apace, and all the materialls are waſted much to great charge. 

By theſe rued lines you may ſomewhat ſee and know our preſent condition. I deſire I 
may with faithfullnes attend my worke, and ſhall ſo farr as God enables mee. Wee have 
rumors of a great fleete comeing to us, which gives life to ſome. God will, I many 
times hope, carry on ſome worke for Chriſt in theis parts; and I ſhould be much en- 
couraged, if I could ſee God humbling our ſoules, as hee layes us lowe otherwiſe. But 
God is the God of the ſperitts of all fleſh. I could willingly imbrace this mercy in cut- 
ting of thoſe fue Negroes, and in ſubduing thoſe diſcontented ſpiritts of our owne, as a 
ſingular mercy from heaven, Whoe can tell but God may at length ſmile uppon us? 

I muſt againe crave your pardon for troubling of you with my tedious, and it ma 
bee impertinent lines; they are ſuch as our condition afords, though not ſoe well >= 
liſhed or arrificiall as others, yet J hope acceptable from him, that ſincearly and truely 
loves you, and doth and ſhall ſtill improve what intereſt hee hath in heaven to the God 
of mercy, to keepe and counſill you, that you may bee yett a bleſſing in that great im- 
ployment God diſpoſeth you to, and reſt, fir,

HE. Hollanders embaſſadors departed hence yeſterday towards Elbing, where it i; 

reported the king will be ſuddenly. Between the embaſſadors and this town hath 
been little intimacy. This town hopes now the Poles are up to ſtand in little need of 
their mediation, and think their own intereſt will cauſe them to have a reſpect unto them. 
R are various; ſome ſay that the Poles have beaten the Swedes out of the field in 
Poland, and that they have taken in Lublin, and marching for Warſaw ; and that the 
great Polanders are revolted, and that the Coſlacks and Tartars will aſſiſt the Poles; On the 
other fide they ſay, the Swedes have beat the Poles in Poland, and came down after this 
flying army under Charnitſey, to bring them to a ſtand with 10000 horſe and dragoons; 
and general Wrangell follows with the infantry and 8000 men, and Steinbock is to join 
with 6000 beſides. The Swedes are collecting together in great Pole to impede their 
retreat, and good hopes of peace with the Muſcovites. By this day's poſt from Elbing 
they write the king of Sweden came in there the 7th inſtant about two of the clock in 
the afternoon, and the queen the day following about 5 of the clock towards the even- 
ing ; and that the King read a letter o enly, that his forces had totally routed the forces 
under the command of Charnitſæy. The prince elector returned to Koningſburg, having 
received the queen of Sweden in the Pillauw, and would give the Muſcovites embaſſa- 


dors audience as yeſterday.

I ineffectual, the court being reſolved to be gone hence for Chantilly very ſuddenly ; fo WI 
that you will loſe the aſſiſtance of your friends, and it will be impoſſible to have your * 
men here for the ſervice of this campaign; and God knows what will happen before the . 
next. Here is ſtill the continuance of the diſputes between the court and parliament. 
The latter have remonſtrated by word of mouth and in writing, but neither availeth for 
the reſtoration of the captivated and exiled preſidents and counſellors; but *tis believed 
the accommodation will be perfected before the court removeth hence. This court 
hath all the diſſatisfaction imaginable towards the pope for his inceſſant purſuit of the 
peace, at which he ſeems not to be diſcouraged, though he hath been repulſed again and 
again. The embaſſador is haſtily recalled. The princes of Italy are making an aſſocia- 
tion for the peace, which the Spaniard promotes, and the French as much obſtruct. All 
the braves march for Flanders to fee the metal of don John of Auſtria, who is arrived, 
and his predeceſſor departed.

Calais, the 4 of May, 1656. 
SIR, 


Am exceedingly troubled, you cannot hear from our friends in the country ; moſt 
eſpecially, , becaufe I apprehend and fear ſome ill accident may have befallen them; 
and in the next place, becauſe I am thereby like to be diſappointed in the ſpeedy ſetling 
of my trade, which you cannot but know to be of very great concernment to me at this 
time, and about which I cannot write more than I have already acquainted you withal; 
and therefore I ſhall forbear to write any more, till I have an anſwer from mr. Tho. 


to what I have writ, whereby you will ſufficiently underſtand, how neceſſary it is for me 


to be with your factor, where I am expected, but cannot conveniently go, until I have 
diſcharged all my accounts here, and provided for my future trade hereatter.

Y lords, laſt monday the parliament begun to fit again, and to work upon the de- Vol. xxxviii. 
ciſion of ſome law ſuits, which formerly were brought before them, tho? the p. 38. 

counſellors and follicitors and other lawyers do not yet appear as they uſed formerly. 
The court was of opinion, that the parliament ſhould firſt begin, and then ſhould expect 
the recalling of their exiled brethren ; and tho* the accommodation {whereof I mentioned 
in my laſt) ſeem'd to be deferred again, yet it is believed; that before they will enter 
upon buſineſs in parliament, ſomething good in favour of the exiled counſellors will be 
done. | 

By the laſt poſt I ſent likewiſe the contents or a ſhort abſtract of the ſpeech, which 
the lord chancellor of France made 1n the preſence of the king, queen, and council, and 
many other great lords, to the deputies of the clergy of France, in relation to the reading, 
of the popc's letter in their aſſembly, wherein were ſome reſolute words concerning the 
pope and his nuntio very remarkable. I am inform'd for certain, that the ſaid ſpeech 
was delivered to the lord chancellor in writing by the court, 'to pronounce the ſame in 
that manner and in ſuch words; and whereas they find now, that this affair will be taken 
very much to heart at Rome, as the fame is done here by the ſaid clergy and bigotted 
zealots among the Roman catholicks, they begin to conſider the ſame at preſent a little 
nearer, and are at work to find out ſome expedient to excuſe this affair as well as they can, 
as well at Rome as here in France. The court has demanded of the lord chancellor and 
withdrawn the original writing, whereby his lordſhip was commanded and charged to make 
the ſaid ſpeech. The clergy doth not take. it well, that (the king intending to ſer out 
from hence very ſpeedily) his majeſty wills and commands them, that their aſſembly ſhall 
follow the court in a body, ſince it is not thought adviſeable at all, that the clergy ſhould 
continue their aſſembly here at Paris, in the abſence of the court. — — 

The envoy of the lord protector did not arrive here eight days ago, but it was a 
gentleman ſent by the envoy to get every thing in readineſs for him, as I am well in- 
formed by the lord count of Brienne. However laſt tueſday we got advice here, that the 
lord envoy Lockhart was arrived at Dieppe, and that he was received there with great 
diſtinction. On ſunday the 7th inſtant he is expected at Rouen, from whence he is to come 
hither, or to the place where the court ſhall happen to be. I will follow your high mighti- 
neſſes orders and initructions ſent me on that account. | f 

On the 10th inſtant was married here at Paris, for the ſecond time, the prince d' Har-

1. "JE faid lieutenant admiral ſhall fail with the ſhips under his command with the 
| firſt fair wind for the Oreſound, and continue there about the harbours and iſlands 
of his majeſty of Denmark, in ſuch places and within ſuch a diſtrict, as he, according to 


the rules of navigation, and for the better executing of thoſe orders, which ſhall be given 


him by their high mightineſſes upon occaſion, ſhall think moſt fit. 

2. The ſaid lieutenant admiral ſhall particularly, on the ſaid account, conſult with his 
royal majeſty of Denmark or his miniſters; and ſhall, as to the management of his ſqua- 
dron and the ſhips under his command, either under fail or at anchor, conſult as much as 
any ways and without prejudice to the orders of their high mightineſſes can be done, the 
ſatisfaction and ſervice of his ſaid majeſty. 

3. For which purpoſe the ſaid lieutenant admiral ſhall correſpond with the miniſter; of 
their high mightineſſes in Denmark, who ſhall be order'd to co-operate therein, and if 
neceſſary, to comply with his majeſty according to the rules of navigation and as far as it is 
for the ſervice of the fleet. 

4. And whereas the chief aim of their high mightineſſes is, by the ſhips now under the 
command of the ſaid lieutenant admiral, and with thoſe that may till further be given 
him, to provide for the ſecurity of the navigation and trade of the inhabitants of theſe 
provinces, as well in the Baltick as without the ſame, the ſaid lieutenant admiral al! 
trom time to time keep a watchful eye upon what may happen to the trade and ſhips of 
this ſtate in and about the ſaid Baltick ſea. 

5. And the ſaid lieutenant admiral ſhall carefully and with all poſſible ſpeed acquaint 
their high mightineſſes with whatever he ſhall learn in relation thereunto, in order to have 
their reſolution thereupon ; and before he has received the ſame, he ſhall not leave the 
Oreſound, nor go from the places thereabouts further into the Baltick ſea. 

6. But if it ſhould happen againſt expectation, that the ſhips of one nation or other, 
within the Baltick or without the ſame near his fleet, ſhould attack, take or deſtroy 
the merchant ſhips of this ſtate, ſo that the danger which was to be fear'd in conſc- 
quence of ſuch enmity, could not be neglected, without falling into further dangers and 
inconveniencies that might ariſe from delaying the neceſſary reſiſtance and oppoſition, 
then the ſaid lieutenant admiral with the ſhips under his command, and with thoſe that 
ſhall be further added unto them, ſhall go, 'without any further orders, to ſuch places and 
diſtricts in and about the Baltick ſea, where he may be able to give the beſt protection 


and aſſiſtance to the trading ſhips of this ſtate, in caſe of any enmity that might be excr- 


ciſed againſt them. 
7. In which caſe the ſaid lieutenant admiral ſhall not only endeavour to protect the 


ſaid trading veſſels of this ſtate, againſt all and every one, that has any intention of hurt- 
ing, taking or deſtroying the ſame, and to deliver thoſe that are taken out of the hands 
of the captors, but alſo do his utmoſt, according to the duty of a ſoldier and mariner

They write over hither out of Ireland, that the quakers do encreaſe there very much ; 

Phaire ; but 
that the ſame was preſently pacified, and the authors ſent for up. 

The lady of the lord Henry Cromwell 1s brought to bed of a ſon, which doth very 
much rejoice the lord protector: preparations are ſaid to be making for the chriſtening 
and to name it after the name of the grandfather. ? 

The lord Coyet envoy of Sweden 1s not yet departed, although he hath taken his leave 
a long while ſince, I am told he is preſented with a golden chain with the picture of the 
lord protector at it, beſet with diamonds : the ſame is ſaid to be done in acknowledgment 
of what was preſented to mr.

Till that be done, you 
muſt run the hazard. Ay but, fayth he, unleſſe you, as a publique miniſter, will 
give us reaſonable ſecurity, his majeſty in the meane tyme will not grant your fleet 
the benifitt of his ports. I replyed, that if his majefty denyed us the benefitt of his 

rts for watering and other conveniencys, which is due by the law of nature ang 
nations to all but profeſſed enemyes, this was formally to denounce a war; and whileſt 
on his owne jealouſeyes he ſuppoſeth us to be enemyes, he makes us ſuch, whe- 


ther we will or noe. This difference and uncertainety, wherein I kept them, made his 


majeſty willing to reſume the buſineſſe by other commiſſioners, whereof the principal was 
the conde de Mira, a man well affected to our nation. I ſhall wave perticuler paſſages, 
being more then a dayes diſcourſe ; and barely acquaint your lordſhipps with the preſent 
ſtate of affaires. His majeſty hath ratified the treaty, as it was concluded in England by 
his embaſſador, ſaving ſome little difference in the articles of religion, which before ſtood 
refered to his holineſs, but now ſtand ſubmitted to his highneſſe in the manner follow. 
ing the ſixth article, provided that if any marriner runs from his ſhip, upon pretence of being 
a Roman catholique or any other pretence, the maſter of the ſhip may deteine his wages, cloathes, 
and goods for ſatisfaction of _— beſides the party offending, if he can be found, ſhall be 

ing would have this clauſe of compulſion not to be in- 
tended to cafes of religion. With this the merchants here are generally ſatished, and 
thinke the detention of their wages, cloathes, and goods wil be rage ny enough. In 
the fowerteenth article his majeſty is to requeſt his highneſs, that this clauſe, for which a 
blank is ſet, may be inſerted viz. That the Engliſh demeane themſelves modeſtly without ſcandal! ; 
and his ſayd majeſty is to give aſſureance unto his highneſle, that word ſcandal! ſhall not 
be extended to pervert or enervate the ſenſe of the article ; with which all here are very 
well ſatisfied ; for if the word ſcandal! be not expreſſed, it is ſtill implyed, and the practice 
wil be one and the ſame. For theſe ſmall alterations blanks are left in the treaty, to be 
filled up after his highneſſe ſhall give his conſent. Beſides the treaty thus ratifyed, I have 
obteyned likewiſe the ratifycation of the prelyminaryes and ſecret articles, by which the 
cuſtomes are reſtrayned to three and twenty per cent. to be taken off; the 50000 l. due to 
his highneſſe is payd me. And in caſe his highneſſe diflents to the treaty as propounded, 
the ſame may be demanded againe by his majeſty ; but after his highneſſe conſent is de- 
clared, his majeſty hath given me his royall faith by an authenticke writting, that I ſhal be 
free to remitt it for England, or otherwiſe diſpoſe of it, according to the commands of my 
ſuperiours. Beſides this there is a debt due to the Engliſh from the Bolſa for fraight and 


demurrage of ſhips amounting to about 20000 l. ſterling. This by the award of the 


arbitrators in England was to be ſatisfyed out of the half cuſtomes, which according to 
that rate wil not be paid off this ten yeares. This after a great deale of hard tuging I 
have procured to be payd in two and two monthes, immediately after the exchange of 
the inſtruments of ratification. And laſtly I have obteyned from the king a charter of 
privilidges under his hand and ſeale, that the Engliſh ſhall be exempt from the taxes called 
Meneo & decima, nor be bound to furniſh the king with horſes for his warres, which was 
not ſpecifyed in the treaty. It may wel be wondered, how I could bring them to diſcend 
to ſuch honorable termes, eſpecially conſidering what a potent Spaniſh faction there is in 
this court, who have uſed there utmoſt endeavour to hinder an alliance and conjunction 
with England. But the accompliſhment of this worke ſoly apperteining to your lord- 
ſhipps and the fleete under your command; onely I thought good to make the beſt im- 
provement I could of this advantage for my maſter's ſervice. In anſwer of all theſe per- 
tormances on their part, I have promiſed theſe two thinges ; firſt, to write to his high-

F the Swediſh army under prince Adolph and earl Wrangell, which is ſaid to be Vol. xxxviii. 
followed after Cherneſky and Lubomerſky, we do not yet hear any news; a ſign, p. 97. 


that there hath been no fight. It is reported, that the king of Sweden's army is much di- 
miniſhed and tired, ſo that they cannot march with any ſpeed after the Poles. 

They write from Littaw in Courland, that the Poliſh gentlemen do riſe generally 

ainſt the Swedes ; and whereſoever they find them, they put them to the ſword. 

There is ſaid to be a truce of 22 years concluded between the king of Poland and the 
Muſcovites; and that all Littaw is to be reſtored to the Poles. One of the gentlemen 
of the lord embaſſador of Sweden here told me, that his lord had received letters, that 
the king ſtaid but one night with the queen, and went away the next day for Thorn. 
How long he would ſtay there, was not certain. The want of pay and good diſcipline 
in the Swediſh army 1s the chief cauſe of the peoples revolt againſt him, in regard they 
do take from them all that they can meet withal in their way. 

It is reported here, that the Swediſh licutenant general Muller hath routed ſome of 
the chiefeſt Polanders, and killed a thouſand upon the place. This I can hardly believe 
to be true, in regard the Swediſh forccs are not in a condition to reſiſt the enemy, being 
haraſſed and much weakened, and for want of pay and clothes were run away from them. 
The king of Poland, as they write from Dantzick, hath 100000 men in arms, and would 
willingly go for Pruſſia, it ſo be there were proviſions to be had for their ſubſiſtence upon

Wee preſume the embaſſadors have taken upon themſelves to clear his wife and 
children. Great preparations be there made, and far greater brags to over-run the Swedes 
as they have done the Pole. The events of all things are in the hand of God, on whom 
we muſt wait with patience, untill he brings all things to paſs. Rumours run here of his 
majeſtie's ſudden marching towards Smolenſko, and of his taking the embaſſador of the 
German emperor along with him. Some would have, that the Swedes embaſſador goes 
alſo, but others, that he ſhall be diſpatcht homewards from hence. Nothing of certain 
newes from hence to be informed of. The Ruſſe hath found out a new way to gayne 
more proſelits to their religion: finding by experience, that the dipping over againe was 
ſo heinous, his holineſs the patriarch hath ordered, that none, that hath bine once chri- 
ſtened, ſhall be forced to a ſecond baptiſm ; but that after ſix weeks purging in a mo- 
naſtery, the prieſt ſhall abſolve them, and they be accounted for as true Chriſtians as him- 
ſelf. Here is a meſſenger from the king of Poland to the emperor come (as they ſay) in a ſub- 
miſſive way, to depoſe all his kingly power at the emperor's feet, and with a defire to holde 
his kingdome tributary to the emperour. They uſe him very ſlightly, his majeſty ſcarce 
deigning him admittance to his preſence, but commanding the lord chancellor Almaze 
Iuanovich to treat with him in his own houſe. One of the meſſenger's followers havin 
been amongſt ſome of his acquaintance that were captives here in Moſco, and a little 
overmuch entertayned by them, in his return home met a Ruſs lord's ſervant, who up- 
braided him with uncivill termes. The Pole forgetting the low condition of his country, 
flew in paſſion, out with his ſabre, and purſued after him; but the ſervant got into a houle, 
and eſcaped him; yet the Pole's fury ceaſed not, but meeting with another Ruſſe in his 
way cleft his head with his ſabre, with which blow he dyed ; and the next day on the 
ſame place the Pole was beheaded. Heretofore the killing of a Ruſſe was not above ten 
rubles damage, but now woe be to that ſtranger, that meddles with them. All manner 
of proviſions here are extraordinary deere, cauſed by the new money, which is made in 
abundance, and all the army paid therewith.

Deare friend, | 


M* laſt to you was of the 7th currant, when gave you adviſe of the continuance of 
generall Blake's fleet in this bay, where they ſtill remaine; and by their proceedings 
do give us reaſon to imagine, that their intentions are to lye here all this ſummer. Theſe 
people make but a paſs-time of what hath happened hitherto, it having imported no more 
than ſome ſmall ſkirmiſhes between their ketches, and ſhallops, and the long boats here. 
Only 2 calme mornings this weeke went forth the royall gally of Spain and two more in 
her company, and fought with ſome of the fleete in our ſight. We fear they might doe 
ſome damage with their great guns, but at their return found they had received but little, 
except by one ſhott, which broke ſome of their oars, though we gueſſe near 800 great 
ſhott came from our fleete. The ſhott, that hath come on ſhore, hath killed 2 perſons, 
and beat down a piece of a church. It being a great calm, our fleete could not move, 
whereby the gallys had much the advantage. This is what hath paſſed ſince my laſt. I 
pray God turne all things for the beſt.

Syndicus Peterſon is very ſenſible of the ſenate's diſreſpect 
to his highnes and favouringe of Townley in thus pretendinge, it being alltogether im- 
proper to excuſe themſelves as they doe, except the buſineſſe were to be tryed before 
them, which they well knowe by my ſaid paper, that it was not, and which I am glad 
is not; for the truth is they beinge generally diſſaffected to his highnes and the preſent 
government, notwithſtandinge all the favours they have received and ſmooth pretences 
they have made to the contrary, are ready upon all occaſions to ſhewe it, eſpecially when 
they thinke they have any ſuch like cullor for it. The ſyndicus would gladly, that his 
highnes ſhould make them ſenſible of it; and I heare you have a good account at preſent 
of foure ſhips of their merchants (whoe he told me ſwayed the ſenate to this anſwer) lately 
brought into England, which were goeinge to the enemies country. I would have had 
the witneſſes to have delivered me in writinge under their hands their ſeverall teſtimonyes, 
as they would make othe thereof, if thereunto required, which I told them might perhaps 
fatisfie the councel, and which the well affected would willingly have done, but that the 
live amonge ſuch a people, both Engliſh and Dutch, as would doe them all the miſcheefe 
they could, if they ſhould doe it, before they be either required by othe or ſpecial com- 
mand from the councell. Such underhand countenance doe this ſenate and citty give to 
diſſaffected men, of which I have but too large experience in the buſſineſs of Waites for- 
merly, and now in this of Townley, whoe for all his ſpecious pretences hath let fall words 
lately to ſyndicus Peterſon, as hee himſelfe told me privately, which denoted him to be 
noe wel affected man to the preſent government. And that you may ſee, in what a vio- 
lent and boyſterous manner mr. Townley and his party carry on things heere, the other 
day one Cambridge, whoe was lately a ſervant to the ſaid Townley, hearinge that witneſſes 
were to be examined, and knowinge well whoe were likelyeſt to ſpeake the truth of what 
they heard, he meetinge with one of them in the ſtreet, a godly and wel affected man, 
2 one of the beſt quality in the company heere, he ſaid, as he paſt by him, a rogue 
and a knave will ſweare any thing, and ſpake it foe lowde, as that he ſhould be ſure to 
heare him, uſinge that very language a ſecond time, as he paſſed by him. And the ſaid 
Cambridge, as the ſame perſon told me, beinge lately in company with ſome of his cama- 
rades, hee told them, that now they muſt arme themſelves for ſufferinge tymes, for the 
kingdome (as he ſaid ſcornefully) was cominge into the hands of the ſaints. I preſume 
this we * taken notice of, beinge done by one, that onſt pretended to religion, as his 
maſter did. 

If thoſe, that in my laſt I propounded for commiſſioners, cannot allſoe be witneſſes, 
and be examined one by another, as ſince I have thought they may not, I pray, ſir, then 
be pleaſed to direct the commiſſion to the prone under-writt, whoſe teſtimony I ſhall 
ſpare, haveinge others ſufficient z but if the former may be both commiſſioners and wit- 
neſſes, with power to give the othe, and examine one the other, to ſay, any two or 
more of them to examine the reſt, I had rather it ſhould be ſoe, and my ſelfe joyned 
with them, if it may be, beinge few of the merchants heere underſtand how to execute 
ſuch a commiſſion in forme, as it ought to be. I ſhall in my next acquaint you with a 
new and high impoſition, which the Swedes officers at Stoade upon this river have put up- 
on the laſt cloth-ſhipps and others from England. I have demanded a reaſon of it from 
the Swediſh reſident heere, and hee hath ſent away to them to knowe by what command 
they have done it, aſſureinge me, that it's not done by the command of the king his 
maſter. When the ſhip-maſters acquainted the company heere with it at an aſſembly, and 
that ſome moved, that I ſhould be deſired to demand a reaſon of it, mr. Townley checqued 
at it, ſaying, it was fit to apply themſelves to the ſenate heere for redreſſe, which was agreed 
fo by his party accordingly ; yet however he and they did it to manifeſt their diſreſpects 
to me, if not to his highneſs in me.

and the councill at your hands. And although we are ſatisfyed, that you will belecve 
we have ſufficient grounds to give you theſe directions, yet wee have thought fitt for the 
further ſtrengtheninge you unto this action, to give you a ſhort knowledge of the true ſtate 
of the difference between us and the kinge of Portugall. You very well knowe, that it ig 
very neare 2 yeares ſince wee and the ambaſſador of Portugall did agree a treaty, chey 
haveinge wronged us and our merchants, and took part with the late kinge againſt us. When 
the articles were fully agreed by the ambaſſador, who had full power and authority to con- 
clude with us, wee on our part ratifyed and confirmed the ſame, and ſent it to the kinge of 


Portugall to be ratifyed and executed alſo by him. He delaying to do it according to 


the 1ſt agreement, in which there were ſome preliminaries to be performed by him, be- 
fore we would enter upon the whole body of a treaty, not only refuſed to give us ſatiſ. 
faction therein, but inſtead thereof ſent us a pretended ratification of a treaty, ſoe different 
from what was agreed by his ambaſſador, that it was quite another thinge. In ſome ef. 
ſentiall articles it was propoſed, that if wee would condiſcend to ſome amendments, the 
king of Portugal would agree to confirme the whole. Whereupon we ſent mr. Maynard 
to have the treaty conſummated ; but finding by his returne, that there was little reality, 
and nothinge but delayes intended, wee could not ſatisfye ourſelves without ſendinge ano- 
ther perſon fully inſtructed and authorized by us to take away all ſcruples, by yeildinge to 
their owne amendments, thereby to diſcerne whether they were real or not. But contrary 
to all expectation wee finde by the account the ſaid perſon hath given us, that wee are put 
upon it to recede from all thoſe thinges, that were proviſional, either for the good of the 
ſtate, or of our merchants, or elſe wee muſt have noe peace with them. In one of the 
articles agreed with the ambaſſador it was expreſſed, that the merchants ſhould enjoy liberty 
of conſcience in the worſhip of God in their owne houſes and aboard their ſhips, enjoyinge 
alſoe the uſe of Engliſh bibles and other good books, taking care, that they did not ex- 
ceed this liberty. Now upon the ſendinge of mr. Meadowe, unleſſe wee will agree to 
ſubmit this article to the determination of the pope, we cannot have it; whereby he 
would bringe us to an owninge of the pope, which wee hope, whatever befall us, wee 
ſhall not, by the grace of God, be brought unto. And upon the ſame iſſue is that ar- 
ticle put, whereby it is provided and agreed by his ambaſſador, that any ſhips coming to 
that harbour, any of whoſe company, if they ſhall run from their ſaid ſhips, ſhall be 
brought back againe by the magiſtrate, and the commanders of the ſaid ſhips not required 
to pay the ſaid runaways their wages, upon pretence they are turned catholiques, which 
may be a colour for any knave to leave his duty, or for the Roman catholiques to ſeduce 
our men, which wee thought neceſſary to be provided againſt; yet to this alſoe, as I ſayed 
before, they would not conſent without the approbation of the pope, although it was agreed 
alſoe by their ambaſſador, Upon the whole matter wee finde them very falſe to us, who 
intended nothinge but what was ſimply honeſt. And truly wee cannot beleeve that article, 
that was for our good, was really intended by them; and wee may now plainly ſee, what the 


effect 1s like to be of any treaty had or made with people or ſtates guided by ſuch prin- 


ciples, whoe when they have agreed, have ſuch an evaſion, as theſe people have maniteſtly 


held forth in their dealinge with us. Wherefore wee pray you to be very exact in your 


proſecution of your inſtructions, which truly I hope doe not ariſe from the hope of gaine, 
but from a ſake of duty, that ſeeing we cannot ſecure our people in their lives, libertys, 
and eſtates by a pretence of a treaty, nor yet anſwer the juſt demands this nation hath for 
wronges done chem, but muſt in ſome fort be guilty of bringinge our people as it were 
into a nett by ſuch ſpetious ſhewes, which have nothing but falſenes and rottennes in them, 
wee are neceſſitated, haveing amongſt ourſelves found out noe poſſible expedient, though 
wee have induſtriouſly ſought it, to ſalve theſe things, have concluded out of neceſſity, 
and not out of choice, to goe in this way. You will receive herewith the coppy of an 
inſtruction given and ſent to mr. Meadowes, wherein is a tyme limited for the kinge's 
anſwer, and wee deſire, that this may not be made uſe of by the kinge to delay or de- 
ceive us; nor that you upon the firſt ſight hereof delay to take the beſt courſe you can 
to effect your inſtructions, or that the Portugall ſhould get his fleet home before you 
get between him and home, and ſoe the birds be flowne, Wee know not what your at 
taires are at the preſent, but are confident, that nothinge will be wantinge on your 
part for the effectuall accompliſhment of this ſervice. But knowinge that all wayes and

And if I can, I will endeavour to carry any packquett ſhal be ſent to 
thes nationes from C. S. And I belive they will be glad to gett on, who will now hazard, 
and ſo things may be farthere diſcovered then at preſent I can propoſe. Sir, I have in 
all my undertakings been fearefull to propound great things, leaſt they ſhould otherwayes 
fall out ; but I hope hitherto I have performed more as I undertooke. And if in this 
way I can be ſerviceable, I will promiſe non ſhall be more faithfull. Tf this way reliſhe 
your honor, I ſhal be willing to undertake it; or if * honor ſhall fall upon any bet- 
ter way, I ſhall not be lakeing to the uttermoſt of my power ; for I have reſolved to 
ſpend my ſelfe in his heighnes ſervice. Sir, I have ſhortlie given you ane accompt, that 
7 able to doe that way. Your honor may conſidder of it. As for my coming to 
Whytehall, except it be verry late, I think it not convenient. Therfor I have ſett doune 
the place, quher I lodge, that quhen your honor does intend to ſpeak with me, I 
may be found.

Y any thing that hath been made appeare to the world of all the tranſactions in Ame- 
rica, noe nation whatſoever hath given (as yet) _ other demonſtration of their know- 
ledge in the mathematiques, but in the meere art of navigation onely, although a more 
full and practicall way in the mathemetical ſcience is very neceſſary, and moſt uſefull to 
the carrying on any great deſigne, in that great part of the world I have had the chiefe 
of my education, and ſpent the prime both of my time and ſtudy in the knowledge and 
practice of moſt parts of the mathematiques, as the greateſt part of the ſtudents and 
teachers now of that ſcience here can teſtify ; and beſides have been an oculer and eye- 
witneſs, and alſoe active of and at the takeing of ſeverall townes and cityes of the Spaniards, 
both in Mexicania and Peruana, by the Engliſh. 

I have obſerved America to be a vaſt (if not unlimitted) continent, and enough, if 
not too much, for the moſt induſtrious ſupplyes and greateſt induſtry of Chriſtiandome 
to be imployed in. Nor can the Engliſh ſoe oppoſe the Spaniſh, nor the Spaniard ſoc 
reſiſt the Engliſh forces, as to obſtruct them from any one port whatſoever they pleaſe for 
their reſidence and traffique there. > 

I came from thence to England on purpoſe, and have here attended the greateſt part of 
ſeaven months, at extreeme coſts and charges, with a reall intent to ſerve and imploy my 
utmoſt endeavours in your highnes ſervice, for the publique good, in thoſe parts of the 
world. 

Now (great fir) that the planting of the Engliſh in America may be as ſafe as profitable, 
and as honorable as ſafe, I could, I ſuppoſe, point out to your highnes, whoſe judgment in 
this way and art is, as I underſtand, no leſſe incomparable then curious; I could, I fay, 
point out (ſhould a metropolitan citty be determined as to the centre of the whole univerſe) 
the only place to build on. 

But if the deſigne be at preſent for Jamaica, I do moſt humbly preſent my ſelf and all 
my endeavours to ſerve (may I be foe happy) your highnes as a ſurveyor there,

Upon this I 
reſolved to ſtay their till monday morning. Upon the Lord's day I receaved a verie kynd 
welcome from him by the maſter of the houſe, and a letter full of verie kynd expreſſions. 

After my arryvall at Paris I renewed my deſyre both to his eminence and count Bryen 
for audience, which 1s promiſed me to-morrow at night; and after I ame aſſured by a per- 
ſon of qualitie ſent to me this morning from the cardinall, that I ſhall have the freedome 
allowed me to wait upon him as often as I will. 

Count Bulion ſent alſo to me this morning to tell me, that he was commanded by the 
king to waite upon me this day to congratulate my faif arryvall into France; and was verie 
earneſt with me to appoynt him ane howr, which I left to his own diſcretion and con- 
veniencie. | 

I dare not as yet venture to ſay anie thing to the condition of affairs heare. I have re- 
ceaved manie civill meſſages from perſons of honor and good intereſt ; and I fynd alſo, 
that my being heare is much diſlyked by others, eſpeciallye by the aſſemblie of the clergie. 
Some great words are given out by thoſe at the pallace royall and their adherents. I ſhall 
make it my endeavor to waite upon God for his directione and protectione, and ſhall verie 
little troble myſelf with their menaces. 

Sir, your conjecture, that I might have had audience before I ſhould receave yours, 
makes me apprehenſive the delay of it may be imputed to my remiſſneſſe.

heartily ſorry to underſtand the differences and diviſions, as alſo the bloody war that had 


happened in the kingdom of Poland ; and that they from the beginning thereof did con- 
ſider of ſome expedients for a mediation; and alſo to that end have already ſent an extra- 
ordinary embaſſy, hoping that by their good endeavours ſome ſuitable expedients will be 
found to accommodate both parties, whereof their high and mighty lordſhips gave his 
majeſty notice in their letter of the 12th current ; and their high and mighty lordſhips ſhall 
remain always inclined to preſerve inviolably and uprightly all good amity and correſpon- 
dence with his majeſty and the crown of Poland ; their high and mighty lordſhips having 
already began to reſolve for the good of his majeſty's city of Dantzick, and are ſtill buſy 
to debate further about. And their high and mighty lordſhips do deſire the ſaid reſident 
to make a favourable report of their high and mighty lordſhips declaration to his majeſty.

The grand ſignor having proved his | by cutting off Haſſan aga and 7 more of 
the ring-leaders of the late tumult, (as I declared in his highnes letter) and finding his peo- 
ple no way diſturbed thereat, takes heart, and every day goes diſguiſed about the citty 
with only one ſervant appearing with him; and where he fees any injuſtice done, or any 
violation made of his orders in ſelling, buying, or exchanging money, he immediately 
chopps of their heads, having his executioner to that purpoſe not farr off; in ſo much as 
a generall terror 1s faln upon the citty, fo that no man dares to doe any viotence, or extort 
from his neighbours, leaſt the grand ſignor himfelfe ſhould fee it. And whereas leſſe 
then a weeke paſt no Chriſtian could well paſle in the ſtreets without ſome danger of being 
wounded or affronted by impudent ſoldiers and renegadoes, now no fuch perſons are to be 
ſeene, but are caught up, beaten, and put into the gallies; neither are any men permitted 
to weare hand- jarrs or longer knives then are neceſlary to eat with; fo that any man may 
fately and ſecurely now paſſe through the citty without any affront or moleſtation at all. 
The kemycam three days paſt being aſked by the king, whether the ſoldiers pay was 
ready for the next day, told him, he hoped it ſhould be ; at which anſwer the king caught 
him by the beard, and ſwore, if he wanted an aſper of it, he would cutt off his head; 
which put the poor old man in ſuch a tright, as preſently meeting with the chief cuſtomer, 
and demanding from him ſuch money as he was to furniſh, becauſe he made excuſe for not 
paying it preſently, he layd him down, and gave him 80 blowes on the fecte. Alſo he went 
to the arſenall, to {ce in what readynes the navie was, which not finding to his expectation, 
he fixed a time within a month to have all in readines; and whoſoever ſhall be found at 
that time to have failed in his performance, is threatned by the gran ſignor <> he cut off. 
In a word, ſo ſtrange an alteration here is, and ſuch a ſettlement made in the ſpace of a 
weeke, as the like hath not been knowne in theſe parts. The king (if he can hold it) is 
now abſolute, and what word he ſpeaks is now a law; whereas the other day none valued 
him otherwiſe than a child. 

They are at this time paying the ſoldiers ; when that is done, uſually ſomething or other 
very extraordinary is put in execution; which if it be worth relating, I ſhall not fail to 
give 15k thereof to his highnes and yourſelfe, whoſe correſpondence will extremely

The pope, tis ſayd, wil now receiv the Portugal ambaſſador, but demands the revenues 
of al the vacancyes in that kingdom ſince it's revolution, which wil amount unto a vaſt 
ſum abov 10 millions of crownes. This makes a demur on king John's ſyd; and *t1; 
queſtioned, whether hi wil purchaſe his ambaſſador's admittance at ſo dear a rate; yer 
ſom think hi wil : of ſo great uſe is the papacy for monarchical government. The 
Spaniſh ambaſſador at Rom labours very hard with the pope, to bring the princes of 
Itally into a league with the hous of Auſtria.

1 Am ſorie it foe falls out for the reaſons formerly given you in my ſeverall letters by 
the wekely poſts, that I cannot ſend over now along with mr. Townley the charge 
againſt him, with the prooffes to make it good, which, God willinge, I ſhall not faile 
to doe, as ſoone as the commiſſion, or a ſpeciall order from the lords of the counce! 
comes to my hand for me to examine witneſſes upon othe, or an order to the witneſſes, 
to give in their teſtimony under their hands, as they will hereafter make othe thereof it 
they be required; and that ſuch teſtimony onely will be judged ſufficient, which I thought 
fit to ſignify to the councel heere incloſed, which I pray your honour to preſent. 

This gentleman, mr. Guntor, whom doctor Goodwin at the requeſt of the well affected 
heere ſent over to them, beinge now to returne for his health's ſake ; (but truly 1 with 


thoſe heere that have received much comfort and benefite by his labour in the miniſtery, 


doe beleeve, as wee have juſt cauſe, that the diſcouragements he hath received from Dor. 
Elborrowe's froward and unchriſtian dealinge with him, together with the turbulent and 
malicious actings of mr. Townley and his faction, hath wearied him, though he makes 
little ſhewe thereof heere to us:) I could not omit to preſent you my ſervice by him, 
who is able to give his highnes and your honor an impartiall accompt of his obſervances 
heere ſince his cominge amonge us, which may fall in to ſatisfie his highnes and the coun- 
cel in a great meaſure, that I have not wronged mr.

And his ſervant Cambridge, of whoſe late 
inſolencies I gave you an accounte in my laſt letter, had the impudence to ſay in the open 
aſſembly (as I am told by him, that ſayth he will take his othe of it) that none but a 
knave could or would give it under his hand, that mr. Townley had affronted the reſi— 
dent; which indeed ſuites with his former late behaviour in that kinde, and which I pre- 
ſume will be taken notice of, that I and other men be not ſuffered to be called knave in 
an open aſſembly tor declaring the truth in behaulte of the ſtates : which inſolent beha- 
viour of his doth yet methinks ſtrike higher, for he heard his maſter Townley declare in 
the aſſembly (ſuch as it was, conſiſtinge onely of aboute ten perſons, and thoſe of the 
cheefe ſticklers for mr.

They have faln upon two or three ſmall places poſſeſs'd by the Swedes, and put them 
all to the ſword. We cannot yet learn, what the Muſcovite embaſſador here hath nego- 
tiated with the duke of Brandenburg ; it is believed, that the Muſcovites will declare 
themſelves enemies to the Swedes, which 1s much feared by them.
